4. Another help. which I had tor the perteCting of theſe Journals were 
the two Manuſcript Volumes of Fragmentary and Imperfe@t Journals, or ra- 
ther (olkions jos the Parliaments and Seſſions of Parliament of Queen Eliza 
beth's Reign, which remained in Sir Robert Cottons well known and much 
famouſed Library, in the faid Years 1649, and 1630. out of which I had 
moſt of the Speeches of Sir Nicholas Bacon Knight, Lord Keeper of the Great 
Seal of England.

Now there were alſo many particular belps I uſed for ſeveral occaſions; 

And firſt for the Journals of either Houle in An. 1 Regis. Eliz, they are all 
Illuſtrated with-ſo many quotations of all manner of Records, that it would 
be too tedious to diſculs or trear of them art large ; only it ſhall here ſuffice 
ro have given this touch uport it, that ſuch as are moſt frequently vouched 
are Parliament Rolls, Patent Rolls and Foreign Rolls kept within the Tower of 
London, all which will beſt appear in the peruſal of them. Where alſo | 
had ſome help out of two Tranſcripts, the one in Late, th&other in French, 
of an old Treatiſe Intituled De modo tenendi Parliamentum in Anglia tempore 
Regis Edwardi fils Etheldreds. 

For ſundry Parliaments allo I had ſeveral private Journals of the Houſe of 
Commons, in An. 1 3 Regin: Eliz, very imperfe&t, and another in 4». 2 5 Re- 
gin. ejuſdem moderately exact, each of them taken by ſome Member of the 
Houſe. Two other I had, the firſt a Journal of the Paſlages of the ſame Houſe 
in An. 39, & 40 Rez. Eliz, exceedingly defeQive, and the laſt de an. 43, & 
44; of the ſame Queen Rored with excellent matrers. Our of all which, not 
only-the Journals of the ſaid Houle of Commons, but even of the Upper Houſe | 
all of thoſe Parliaments, are much augmented. And for the Lord De la 
Wares Petitions inſerted verbatim in the Journal of the Upper Houſe, de an.

& 40'Repm. Eliz. I cauſed it to be tranſcribed out ry the Bundle of As

And thus much ſhall ſerve for the materials out of which theſe enſuing 
Volumes were colle&ed and tranſcribed , which are all of them for the 
moſt part ſo authentick, but eſpecially, the Original Journal-Books of either 
Houſe, as there can be no Exception againſt any thing that doth follow

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| judicioully obſerved, and more to be eſteemed than the Collefions of any 
private men, therefore I have diſtinguiſhed by ſome Amotation or Animad- 
verſion what is taken out of them, or what out of any other material whatſo- 
ever. Nor are thoſe Animadverſions of mine-own at any time added with- 
out ſome neceſſary motive, or upon ſome good ground. Very (opions.in- 
deed they are in the to firſt Journals of the Upper Houſe and Houle of Com- 
mons in. An. 1 Regin. Eliz, becaule all matters of form were to be once for 
all diſcufſed : In all the other Jownals they are more ſuccin& and infte- 


quent. 


I confeſs it coſt me many days beſides other expences to bring theſe en- 


ſuing Yolumes to:that perfection, in which I now enjoy them. In which - 


beſides the abundance of che knowledge in this kind eſpecially gained by 
it, which Sir Edward Cooke Knight a Learned Writer of this Age calls Lex 
Parliamentaria, 1 have as I much deſired, done ſome Honour to the Memory 
of that Glorious'Queen England's Royal Elizabeth, in that I have Colle&ged 
in one body the ſam of the agitations of all hgr Parliaments, or at leaſt ſo 
' much of them as.could poſſibly be gotten, being a work noc only ſingular 
in reſpect that I am the ſole:enjoyer of it, but alſo becauſe I reft conhdent 
that never any other man attempted ic, much leſs brought it to perfection. 
Which I the rather believe, becauſe when I was one day diſcourling with 
Sir Robert Cotten the Prime Antiquary of this our Age not long before his 
Deceaſe, touching the two aforeſaid Yolumes' he had of the Journals of this 
Queens Reign, that I wondred he would .treafure up in his Library fuch 
Frapmentary and Imperfect ſtuff, he made-me no other Anſwer, bur that 
was compelled to ſtore up them, becauſe he knew not how to come 
y any better. And certainly if this work which I have now by Gods Pro- 
dence finiſhed, had been performed by any other, it could not have been 
hid from him who was a very ſedulous gatherer, as of other rarities, ſo 
eſpecially of Parliamentary Paſſages tor about the ſpace of forty Years before 
his Death. 

Touching the rarities and treaſures of knowledge contained in theſe en-

That though through Gods Providence I have finiſhed thele Volumes, which 
are intended chiefly for my own private uſe, and my Poſterities, yet I have 
already entred upon other and greater labours, conceiving my {&lf not to 
be born for my {elf alone, according to that old ſaying, Melius mori quam 
ſbi vivere ; Or this enſuing Diſtich : |!

Bur 'befoxe 1 ſpeak further of any iftuture works intended, - ir ſhall not be 
amiſsto:add ſomewhat tauching the true tranſcription of theſe enſuing 
Volumes ; for 1 am not ignorant, ithat not:only the greateſt part 'of 'our an- 
cient Manuſcripts, but allnew written:marevialþ, for want. of able Writers, 
and eſpecially for lack of camparing'thenew Gopy written, ' with that-out 
of which icowas 'taken,” are exceedingly faulty! and defetive: and thete- 
fore it was my care- 40 examine with my own Eye, the preſence of the 
Lords, the Returns of the Proxies, the Tryors and Receivors-of Petitions, the 
(ommiſſions and ſuch like entire and molt material things. 

Neither wanted there juſt cauſe 'of my' frequent: affiftancefor the true 
diſcovery of the very Hand-writing it ſelf of all the Journals of the Houle of 
Commons during her Majeſties Reign, except of thoſe in the thirteenth, fonr- 
teenth, eighteenth and twenty third Jears of the ſame Queen , which four 
Journals were very fairly written into one Volume in Folio ; but as for the 
three firſt Journals of the ſame Houle de 4n. 1, 5, & 8 dite Regin. they were 
written in 'a hand of that time, and had alſo many obſcure abbreviations 
in them. And as touching all the other Journals of the Houſe of Commons, 
with ſome part alſo of the ſaid Journal of the twenty third Year of her 
Majeſties Reign, being entred and bound up together in one Volume, they 
were exceeding difficult to be read, and were certainly the very notes taken 
and entred into the ſaid Volume by Fulk Onſlow Eſquire then Clerk of the ſaid 
Houſe during the Continuance of the Parliament, or Seſſion of Parliament. 
In all which the ſaid Notes being written in a faſt running hand, add in 

Pape aimoft mach -imterlined, and {omerrmes-enlarg -eyeral 
Additions, diſpoſed into ſuch vacant places as the page afforded, often di- 
ſtant each from other, it required and took up much time to diſcover, and 
find out not only what was written, but alſo how each particular was to 
be diſpoſed into irs due place and order. The like difficulty happened in 
the tranſcription of ſome Speeches I had my ſelf by me, being the very Auto- 
graphs or firſt (opies penned by ſuch as ſpake them, as did evidently appear 
by their many interlinings. But for all other materials out of which theſe 
Taad Journals or thoſe of the Upper Houſe were Collefted, there was no difficulty 
atall in reading of them, bur only what to colle& and inſert out of each 
dayes Paſlages, and what to omit, as matter not worthy the tranſcribing. 

The chief of the Works before mentioned, and by me intended for the 
publick good, are theſe enſuing. 

A general Hiſtory of Great Britain from the firſt Inhabitants to the preſent 
Times, to be drawn eſpecially out of Record and other abſtruſe and exotick 
. Monuments, for the reformation of all the Chronicles or Hiſtories of this kind 
yet extant, which will require ſeveral Volumes.

Note, that this is not the dire& Copy of the 
Proxie ſent by the Lord Dacres,but only his name 
added unto it, being ſet down according to the 
form, obſerved both in theſe times, and in ours 
which have ſince followed ; for if theſe Lords, 
who do conſtitute Profors, have their Proxies 
drawn by the Clerk of the Parliament's direction, 
- which is the beſt and moſt uſual courſe, then 
are they always drawn in manner and form 
aforeſaid.

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I do obſerve it to be very uſual, yet not always 
obſerved ) in the return of Proxies, to ſuppoſe 
the Parliament to be begun, although they be 
returned ſometimes before it begins, as theſe, 
and divers others which now follow ( according 
tothe entrance of the returns of them ) were in 
this firſt Parliament of theQueen. Beſides, the 
faid Proxies are many times Dated divers days, 
nay weeks, before the firſt day on which the 
beginning of it is limited by the Summons: by 
which means it may alſo fall out, that if there be 
any Prorogations, the ſaid Proxies may be both 
Dated and returned many Months before the 
Parliament do hoid, but the reaſon, I conceive, 
of this Clauſe in every Proxie, may be, becauſe, 
before any uſe can be made of it in the Upper 
Houſe, or that be called for, the Houſe muſt of 
neceſſity be ſet, and be in ”m—_— of Buſineſs, 
and then the Courſe is, it any thing come to 
the Queſtion, the Clerk of the Parhament, or 
his Deputy, is to ſearch the Journal Book, to 
ſee whether ſuch Lords as give their Voices, for 
others that be abſent, be indeed nominated, and 
appointed their Proctors. 

This ſame day were many other Proxies both 
uſual and extraordinary returned, of which, and 
of the nature and forms of Proxies, more ſhall 
be preſently faid, after the ſetting down of the 
return of the ſaid Proxies, inſerted at the begin- 
ning of the Original Journal Book of this firſt 
Parliament of the Queen, in manner and form 
as followeth.

The Proxies introdufted this day, and entred 
in the beginning of the Original Journal Book 
of the Upper Houſe, as the conſtant uſe is, are 
referred by me always to thoſe dayson which 
they were entred to have been returned, unleſs 
it be in ſuch Journals, where the day of the re- 
turn 1s not entred, as in the Original Journal 
Book, A. 39. Regin. Eliz, from whichgime 
to this day, the ſame Courſe hath beatf ob- 
ſerved. 

And becauſe I have deſired to make up a work 
ſomewhat exact and perfe&, of the Journals of 
the Reign of this moſt Gracious Queen, and 
once for all to make ſome Animadverſions upon 
all matters of form inthis Journal of her Majeſties 
firſt Parliament, that ſoall other may be reterred 
untoit, therefore I ſhall now add a httle, touch- - 
ing the nature, kinds , and uſe of Proxies, as 
I have ſet downbefore, touching the Writs of 
Summons. 

A Proxie therefore is no more than the con- 
ſtituting of ſome one or more, by an abſent Lord, 
to give his Voice in the Upper Houſe, when any 
ditterence of Opinion,and Diviſion of the Houſe, 
ſhall happen, -tor otherways, if no ſuch Diviſion 
fall out, it never cometh to be queſtioned, or 
known to whom ſach Proxies are direC&ted, nor 
is there any the leaſt uſe ofthem, ſave only to 
ſhew, prove, and continue the Right which the 
Lords of the Upper Houſe have, both to be Sum- 
moned, and to give their Voices in the ſame 
Houſe,either in their Perſons,or by their Proxies ; 
And. when the Voices of that Houle are to be 
divided, then the Clerk of the ſame, if he be pre- 
ſent, or his Deputy; gives notice of ſuch Proxies, 
as have been introducted and delivered unto him, 
and to whom they are directed, that they may 
give them accordingly. And as many Proxies - 
as any Peer hath, ſo many voices he hath beſides 
his. own, and if there be two or three Proxies 
conſtitured by one abſent Lord, as is frequent, 
then always the firſt named in the ſame is to give 

the 
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the Voice if he be preſent, and if abſent then 
the ſecond, et fic de reliquis. : 

It is plain by that ancient Manuſcript Intitu- 
led, Modus tenendi Parliamentum, of which I 
have a Copy both in French and Latin, Cap. de 
inchoatione Parl. that if a Peer neither came 
to the Parliament, nor fent a Proxie upon his 
Writ of Summons he forfeited 100 /. it an Earl 
1 00 Marks, if a Baron which was aftcr qualified, 
viz, Rotulo Parliamenti 4. 31. 1. b. Num. 46. 
And a Duke for ſuch default was fined 100 /. an 
Earl 100 Marks, and a Baron 40 /. | 

And it is plain, that Anciently the Lords Spi- 
ritual and Temporal were often abſent without 
the King's Licence, anddid then only ſend the 
Expreſſion of the Cauſe of their ſaid abſence, in 
their ſaid Proxies, as didthe Abbot of Selby, A. 
26. Edw. 3. as appears, ex Regiſtro ejuſdem Ab- 
bac alledging only this reaſon, Quza impedi- 
mentis wvariis et arduis Negotits concernentibus 
reformationem ſtatus Domits noſtre ſimus multipli- 
citer impediti &c. and ſo likewiſe in A. 36. 7, 
8. the Cauſe of the Abbot of Shrewsburies ab- 
ſence is thus expreſſed in the Original Journal 
Book of the Upper Houſe, A. codem 20. die 
Parliamenti relatum eſt Quod Abbas Salop' gravi 
infirmitate detinetur quod hic intereſſe nequit,ideo 
con(tituit procuratores ſuos Epiſcopum Coventr 
et Litch et Comitem Salopie conjunttim et divi- 
fim, but always then the Proxies were direted 
to the King, and did in truth contain in them 
as well ſupplication for his Pardon of their ab- 
ſence, as a Conſtitution of their Proctors ,, as 
doth plainly appear by this Proxie following, 
of the Abbots of ZThorney, which IT have the 
rather inſerted at large, becauſe the very Origi- 
nal it ſelf under Seal remaineth with me amongſt 
many other pretious Originals in my Library.

Sometimes alſo the faid Sickneſs, or cauſe of 
Abſence is Teſtified by Oath, as appears in the 
Original Journal of the Upper Houſe, A. 6. 
H. 8. Feb. die 12. where Fames Marſhal ſer- 
vant to the Lord Scroop made Afidavit of his 
Lord's detention by Sickneſs. 

But even Anciently, it the Parliament were 
to be Aſſembled by reaſon of ſome great and ex- 
traordinary occaſion, And that the King de- 
clared in his Writ. of Summons, that he would 
not admit of any Proxies z/ta vice, then none 
did preſume to ſend them, but upon the King's 
Licence firſt obtained, as appears, ex Rotulo Par- 
liamenti A. 6. Ed. 3. die 27. Fanuarij A. 22. 
Ed. 3.die 20. Novemb. A. 6b. Ric. 2. die 2. Fax. 
et A. 11. Ric. 2. die 20. Martij. 

But of later times, ſince the 38h. year of 
7. 8. the Lords in their very Proxies, do ex- 
preſs their abſence to be by the King, or Queen's 
Licence, and oftentimes the Clerk ot the Upper 
Houſe doth inſert the Memorial of their return, 
with their expreſſion of their abſence by the ſaid 
Licence. And in making of Proxies it hath al- 
ways been at the free Choice and Election of a 
Spiritual Lord, that ſent the faid Proxie to con- 
ſtitute ſome other Spiritual Lord, or a Tempo- 
ral Lord, or both, and ſo likewiſe mutatis mu- 
zandis hath the liberty been of a Temporal Lord, 
although -there appears but three Preſidents 
thereot, during her Majeſties Reign, of which, 
thefirſt was in 4. 5. Regin. Eliz. where William 
Biſhop -of Exeter, conſtituted for his Proctor 
Francis Earl of Bedford. And the ſecond in A. eo- 
dem Regin. ejuſdem, where Thomas Archbiſhop of 
Tork Conſtituted the Earl of Bedford his joynt 
Proctor with Richard Biſhop of Ely, and Row- 
land. Biſhop of Bangor. And the third and laſt 
in 4..28. & 29. Regin. predict, where Hugh 
Biſhop of Bangor did Conſtitute Wi//zam Lord 
Burleigh Lord Treaſurer of Exgland his joynt 
Prottor with John Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
but in former time the Preſidents of this nature, 
are more frequent. 

For there was fo little obſervation kept in this 
kind, as ſometimes the Lords Spiritual, and 
Temporal did Conſtitute the Judges and Barons 
of 'the Exchequer, being, but attendants on the 
Houſe, for their ProQors, and ſometimes Stran- 
gers, as the Abbot of Se/by in Edward the third's 
time Conſtituted Fohx Goldale, a Monk ofthat 


diviſim, et corum quemlibet noſtros veros, et Les | houſe, and Wi/iam R. Clerk his Proctors, and 


theſe 
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theſe alſo were ſometimes appointed Tryers of 
Petitions joyntly with the Lords, as appears A. 
14. Ed. 3. and ſometimes Committees with the 
Lords, prout patet ex rotulo Parlian' de A. 14. 
Ed. 3. N. 13.14. & 18. | 

Theſe Animadverſions being thus premiſed 
of Proxies in general, now follow ſome others 
that concern the Particular Proxies foregoing, 
andthe reſidue that were returned at this Seſſion, 
on Saturday the 4th. day of February enſuing, 
and on Wedneſday the 8th. day, and on Satur- 
day the 18th. day of March tollowing, and on 
Tueſday the 4th. day of April enſuing. 

And therefore in the firſt place, it ſhall not 
be amiſs to make remembrance, that in the Jour- 
nal of this Parliament, I have cauſed the entry 
af all Proxies whatſoever, as well ordinary as 
extraordinary to be Tranſcribed, becauſe 1t is 
the firſt Parliament of her Majeſty, whereas in 
molt of the reſidue, I have only cauſed thoſe to 
be inſerted into my Journals, which were extra- 
ordinary and unuſual. 

And whereas the word {Yacat) isadded at the 
beginning of the entrance of the return of the 
Proxie of Thomas Treſham Prior of St. Johns of 


Jeruſalem inEng/and,as allo before that ot}i//iam 


Lord Euers, which are before, amongſt others 
ſet down. The reaſon of the firſt Icannot poſſi- 
bly Gueſs, becauſe neither the Archbiſhop of 
Tork, to whom the ſaid Thomas Treſham had ſent 


his Proxie, was himſelf abſent, nor the ſaid 


Prior preſent, nor dead betore the return of his 


faid Proxie, as may eaſily be gathered ; bur for 


the other, it is plain that the Lord Clinton, 
whom the Lord Exers did Conſtitute tor his 
Profor, was abſent at the beginning ofthis Par- 
lament, and did himſelf ſend his Proxie, which 
is entred at the beginning of the Original Jour- 
nal Book of the Upper Houſe, to have been 
returned on Saturday the 4th. day of February, 
although the word ( Yacat ) be prefixed alſo 
before the entrance of the return of the ſame, 
becauſe he afterwards came to the Parliament 
himſelf, and ſerved in Perſon in the Upper 
Houſe, the greateſt part of the continuance 
thereof, and from thet> examples may be ga- 
thered the true Cauſes, both why, and when 
a Proxie that is returned becometh void, either 
when the Peer, or Lord that ſends the Proxie 
dies himſelf, or comes to the Houſe in Perſon 
before the end of the Parliament, or that the 
Proctor or Pro&tors, whom he conſtitutes, do 
die, or be otherwiſe abſent, and ſend their 
Proxies themſelves ; for in this latter caſe, thoſe 
Proxies are tobe repealed by the Lord Chancel- 
lor, as there is a Preſident for it in the end of 
the Original Journal Book of the Upper Houle, 
A. 33.et 34. H.8. in the caſe of Nevil Lord 
Latimer, tor though the abſent Lord, or Lords, 
to whom the Proxie is dire&ed, do conſtitute 
other ProQors, yet they cannot execute ſuch 
Proxies as are directed unto him: for a Proxie 
is butan Authority to give another man's aſſent, 


winch cannot be transferred toa third perſon; 


| 


yet doth the ſending of one Proxie ſufficiently 
excuſe any abſent Lord, although the Peer, to 
whom it 1s direCted, be not preſent himſelf, but 
as ſoon as that abſent Lord ſhall have notice 
that he, or thy, whom he conſtituted for his 
Procurators, do themſelves ſend their Proxies 
alſo, by reaſon of their abſence, then may he 
ſend another Proxie, and conſtitute one other 
or more ProGtors for himſelf and in his ſtead, 
to give his voice de Novo, as theLord Yaux did- 
in A. 18, Jacobi Regis. | 

After thoſe Bloody and Inteſtine Civil Wars, 
which had been raiſed in Eng/and inthe year 
1642. and that Robert, Earl of Eſſex, General 
of the Forces raiſed by the two Houſes of Par- 
liament againſt the King, had (by the Power 
of the Independent Faction, over ballancing 
thoſe, who Jeſired the ſettling of the Presbyte- 
rian Government ) been laid afide, and Sir 
Thomas Fairfax Knight placed in his Room ; 
the oppoſition between thoſe two Parties in 
either Houſe of Parliament, growing every 
day higher and higher, the Aged Earl of My/- 
grave, being an Enemy to all Faction and Inno- 
vation, was much troubled that Wiliam Vit 
count Say and Seale, the chiet Promoter of the 
Independent Novelties, did make uſe of his 
Proxte for the ating and palling thoſe par- 
ticulars, which were contrary to the Judgment 
and Conſcience of him the ſaid Earl ot Mulgrave : 
And therefore, my adviſe being deſired by 
ſome of the Members of the Houſe of Commons, 
tor the reminding him thereof, I drew the Let- 
ter and Inſtrument enſuing, being not only the 
firſt, but the ſole Preſident alſo of this King, 
which yet remains upon Record 1n the Office of 
rhe Clerk of the Houle of Peers.

This Inſtrument was written, and ingroſſed 
in Parchment as a Deed Poll 1s, and to it in a 
Libel of Parchment, was the Seal of the ſaid 
Earl of Mulgrave athxed, and it was read and 
allowed in the Houſe of Pecrs. 

Soon after the allowance of the aforeſaid In- 
ſtrament, the ſaid Earl of Mulgrave ſent this en- 
fuing Proxie to the Earl of Eſſex, who made 
uſe of it in the Houle of Peers, and it was there 
allowed of, without any the leaſt queſtion, or

At firſt, Nicolas Archbiſhop of Tork { for the 
See of Canterbury remained ſtill void fince the 
Death of Cardinal Pool, ') was conſtituted the 
ſole, or joynt Proctor of David Biſhop of Peter- 
borough, Cuthbert Biſhop of Durham, Thomas 
Bithop of Ely, Gilbert Biſhop of Bath and Wells, 
Henry Biſhop of St. Dawds, and of Thomas 
Tr:ſham Prior of St. Johns of Feruſalem ; all 
which Proxies are entred at the beginning of the 
Original Journal Book of the Upper Houle, to 
have been returned on Monday the 23th. day of 
January, on which this preſent Parliament was 
Jummoned to have begun. 

Francis Earl of Bedford was alfo Conftituted 
the ſole or joynt Proctor of 15 ſeveral Peers.

And laſtly the ſaid Lord Clinton Lord Admiral 
was Conſtituted the ſole, or joynt Proftor of 
William Lord Willoughby of Parham, Edward 
Lord Haſtings of Louthbury, and of Oliver 
Lord St. Fohn of Bleſtoe, whoſe Proxies are 
entred to have been returned on Tuesday the 
4th. day of Aprilenſuing. 

By theſe three foregoing Preſidents, it doth 
plainly appear, as alſo from all other Preſidents 
of former and latter times, that any Member 
of the Upper Houſe by the ancient uſage and 
Cuſtom of the ſame,is capable otas many Proxies 
as ſhall be directed unto him, although there were 
an Order made in the ſaid Houſe to the contrary, 
upon the day of Anno Regis Caro- 
li An. Dom, 1626. That no Lord cr Member 
whatſoever, of the _ Houſe, ſhould tor the 
time to come, be capable of above two Proxies at 
the moſt, which ſaid order was occaſioned, in 
reſpe& that George Duke of Bucks, both the ta- 
vorite of the King deceaſed, and of King Charles 
now Reigning, this preſent year 1630 did, to 
ſtrengthen himſelf by voices, not only procure 
divers perſons to be made Members of thatHouſe 
but alſo ingroſſed to himſelf near upon 20. ſeve- 
ral Proxies. 

And now, if this doubt or conceipt ſhould ariſe 
in any mans mind, that therefore the Lords have a 
greater Priviledge,than theMembers oftheHouſe 
of Commons, becauſe they can appoint others to 
ſerve in and ſupply their places 1n their abſence, 
which the Commons cannot, they are much de- 
ceived and miſtaken, for it is plain that the chief 
end of a Proxie is,that the Upper Houſe may have 
all its Members either in perſon, or by repreſen- 
tation,and therefore the LordsSpiritual andTem- 
poral, who are Summoned thither, in their own 
right have anciently had, and ſtill do retain, the 
liberty of Conſtituting their Procurators,whereas 
every Member ofthe Houſe of Commons appear- 
eth,and doth ſerve in the right of that County,Ci- 
ty, Burrough, and Port for which he is Elected 
and Choſen, which being a Truſt and Confidence 
repoſed in them, can be no more transferred from 
him toa third perſon, than can the Proxie of the 
Lords be from him to whom it is directed, if he 
ſhall 'be abſent likewiſe: and therefore if any 
Knight, Citizen, Burgeſs, or Baron, after he is E- 
lected and returned,ſhall before the meeting of the 
Houſe,be diſabled by Sickneſs, Attainder,or other 
Cauſe, from ſerving in the fame, then preſently 
order is given from the Houſe to the Clerk of 
the Crown, for the ſending thither a ſecond Writ 
for a new EleQion; ſo Te the ſaid Houſe may 
not remain without any Member that appertains 
unto it. And this I conceive Tantamount un- 
toa Proxie, which cannot begranted, but when 
the abſence of the Lord that ſends it, is perpe- 
tual during that whole Parliament or Seſfion, 
for which he Conſtitutes one or more Prodors : 
for if he repair to the Upper Houſe any time after, 
and ſerve in Perſon; his Proxie is preſently void. 


On Wedneſday the 25th. day of Far. the Par- 
liament was held, according to the laſt Proroga- 
tion thereof on Monday the 23th; day of this 
inſtant January foregoing, and theretore this 
day is to be reckoned the firſt day of che Parlia- 
ment , and it was the error of: Sermour 
Eſq; at this time Clerk of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, that in the Original Journal Book of the 
ſame Houſe, fol. 186. a. he accounteth, and ſet- 
teth down the Parliament to have begun on the 
aforeſaid 23th. day of Fanuary, when it was only 
prorogued, by which he would make that to be 
the firſt day thereof.

Her Majeſty fate in the Chair of Eltate, and 
when ſhe ſtood up, her Mantle was aſſiſted, and 
born up from her Arms by two Noblergen, or 
others of Eminent Rank thereunto appointed. 

The Two Seats, on the right, and left-hand 
of the Chair of Eſtate, were void, in reſpect that 
the firſt was Anciently for the King of Scots, 
when he uſed to come to our Parliaments: and 
the other, on the left hand, is for the Prince, 
the immediate Heir of the Crown. 

On the Form on the right ſide of the Chair 
of Eſtate, which ſtands on the North-ſide of the 
Upper Houſe, fate the Spiritual Lords, the 
Archbiſhop of 7ork beginning the Form; and 
the Abbot of Weſtminſter ending it. Who was 
the laſt Abbot rhat ever fate in the ſaid Houſe in 
England,fincethis firſt Parliament of herMajeſty. 

But at this day the twoArchbiſhops ſit upon one 
Form by themſelves, and then the other Biſhops 
inorder upon two Forms, on the right hand of the 
State; the Biſhop of Londox ſits firſt, the Biſhop of 
Durham ſecond,and the Biſhop of Wincheſter hath 
the third place,and then all other Bifhops,accord- 
ing to the Antiquity of their Conſecrations. 
| Onthe left {ide of the Chair of Eſtate, which 
1s on the South-ſide of the Upper Houſe, upon 
the foremoſt Form, fate all the Temporal Lords, 
above the degree of Barons. The Marqueſs of 


Wincheſter Lord Treaſurer of England, beginning , 


that Form, and the Viſcount B#dor ending it. 

The Barons fate on the ſecond Form, on the 
left hand of the State, and it ſhould ſeem at this 
Parliament ( as it fell out alſo in the next Seſſions 
tollowing, i» A. 5. Regin. Eliz. on Tueſday the 
12th. day of Fanuary ) that one Form held them 
all, ſo as the Lord C/:tor, Lord Admiral of 
England, began the faid Form by reaſon of his 
Office, and the Lord Sr. Fohn of Blerſoe ended 
it, But at this day the number of Peers being 
much encreaſed, divers of the Barons do fit 
upon other Forms, Places, Croſs-ways, at the 
lower end of the Houſe. 

Sir Nicholas Bacon, the Lord Keeper, becauſe 
he was under the degree of a Baron, as alſo her 
Majeſties chief Secretary, being but a Knight, 
were to have been placed at the uppermoſt part 
of the ſack in the midſt of the ſaid Houſe, upon 
one Form, by the fore recited Statute, A. 3. Z. 
8. Cap. 10, But at this preſent Parliament as 
alſo at this day, during her Majeſttes being pre- 
ſent, the Lord Keeper ſtood behind the Cloth 
of Eſtate, on the right-hand;; and when her 
Majeſty was abſent, -then his Lordſhip fate on 
the firſt Woolfack which is placed athwart the 
Houſe, the Seal and Mace by him.

« » ( according to the Ancient Cuſtom and 
uſage, ) that her Majeſty, the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and the reſidue were ſet in the 
Upper Houſe, expeCting their repair thither, 
whereupon they went up immediately unto the 
faid Houſe, and ing Fo in, as many, as .con- 
veniently could, and ſtanding below the Rail 
or Bar, at the nether, end of the ſaid Houſe, Sir 
Nicolas Bacon, Lord Keeper, alter he had firli 


privately, in the preſence of them all, conterrec! 
with her Majeſty, went and ſtood behind the 
Cloth of Eſtate, on the right hand, and there 
ſpake as followeth z. v/z. 
M Y Lords,andMaſters all, The Queen's moſt 
excellent _— our Natural and moſt 
Gracious Sovereign Lady, having, as you know, 
Summoned hither her High Court of Parlia- 
ment, hath commanded me to open and declare 
the chief Cauſes and Conſiderations that moved 
her Highneſs thereunto. And here, my Lords, 
1 wiſh ( not without great cauſe ) there were 
in me ability to do it in ſuch order and fort,as is 
beſeeming tor her Majeſties honour and the un- 
derſtanding of this preſence, and as the great 
weightineſs and worthineſs of the Matter doth 
require it to be done. The remembrance where- 
of, and the number of my imperfeQtions to the 
well performing of it, doth indeed ( plainly to 
ſpeak ) breed in me ſuch Fear and Dread, that 
as from a man abaſhed, and well nigh aſtonied, 
you are to hear all that I ſhall ſay therein. True 
it is, that ſome Comtort and Encouragement I 
take, through the hope I have conceived, by 
that I have Fen and heard of your gentle ſuffe- 
rante by others, whereof I look upon equal 
cauſe, equally with others to be partaker : and 
the rather, for that I am ſure good will ſhall 
not want in me to do my uttermoſt, And alſo 
becauſe I mean to occupie as ſmall a time as the 
greatneſs of ſuch a cauſe will ſuffer, thinking 
that to be the meeteſt Medicine to cure your 
tedious hearing, and mine imperfect and difor- 
dered ſpeaking.Summarily to ſay,the immediare 
cauſe of this Summons and Aſſembly, be Conſul- 
tations, Advice, and Contentation. For although 
divers things that are to be done here in Par- 
liament, might by means be reformed without 
Parliament, yet the Queen's Majeſty, ſeeking in 
her Conſultation of importance, Contentation 
by affent, and ſurety by Advice; and therein 
repoſing her ſelf not a little in your Fidelities, 
Wiſdoms and Diſcretions, meaneth not at this 
time to make any Reſolutions in any matter of 
weight, before it ſhall be by you ſufficiently and 
fully debated, examined and conſidered. Now 
the Matters and cauſes whereupon you are to 
Conſult, are chiefly and principally three points.” 
Of thoſe the firſt 15 of well making of Laws, for 
the according, and uniting of thele-people ofthe 
Realm into anuniferm order of Religion, to the 
Honour and Glory of God, the eſtabliſhing of 
the Church, and Tranquillity of the Realm : 
The fecond, for the Reforming and removing 
of all Enormities,, and Miſchiets, that mighr 
hurt, or hinder the Civil Orders and Policies of 
this Realm : the third andlaſt is, adviſedly and 
deeply to weighand conſider the Eſtate and Con«= 
dition.of this Realm, and the Loſſes and Decays 
that have happened of late to the Imperial 
Crown thereot ; and theretore to adviſe the beſt 
remedies to ſupply and relieve the ſame. For 


the firſt, the Queen's Majeſty having God be- 


fore her Eyes, and being neither unmindful of 
SL 5 " Precepts 
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Precepts and Divine Councils, meaneth and in- | 
rendeth in this Conference, firſt and chiefly 
there ſhould be ſought the advancement of 
God's honour and Glory, as the ſure and infal- 
lible foundation, whereupon the Policies of every 
good Common-Wealth are to be ere&ted, and 
knit; and as the ſtraight line, whereby it is 
wholly to be directed and governed ; and as the 
chief Pillar and Buttreſs, wherewith it is con- 
tinually to be ſuſtained and maintained. And, 
like as the well and perfect doing of this, cannot 
but make good ſucceſs in all the reſt, ſo the re- 
miſs and looſe dealing in this, cannot but make 
the reſt full of imperfe&tions and doubttfulneſs ; 
which muſt needs bring with them continual 
Change, and alteration; things much to be 
eſchewed in all good Governances, and moſt of 
all in matters of Faith and Religion ; which of 
their natures be, and ought to be, moſt Stable. 
Wherefore her Highneſs willeth, and moſt 

carneſtly requireth you all, firſt-and principally, 
for the Duty you bear pnto God, whoſe cauſe 
this is; and then for the Service you owe to her 
Majeſty, and your Country, whoſe Weal it 
concerneth univerſally ; and for the Love you 
ought to bear to your ſelves, whom it toucheth 
one by one, particularly, 'That in this Conſul- 
tation, you with all humbleneſs, ſingleneſs and 
pureneſs of mind, confirm your ſelves together, 
uſing your whole endeavour and diligence, by 
Laws and Ordinances to Eſtabliſh that, which 
by your Learning and Wiſdom ſhall be thought 
moſt Meet tor the well performing of this godly 
purpoſe : and- this without reſpect of Honour, 
Rule or Soveraignty, Profit, Pleaſure or Eafe, or 
of any thing that might touch any Perſon in 
eſtimationor opinion of Wit, Learning or Kriow- 
ledge; and without all regard of other manner 
of Aﬀection, And therewith, That you will 
alſo in this your Aſſembly and Conference clear- 
ly torbear, and, as a great enemy to good Coun- 
cil, fly from all manner of Contentions, Rea- 
ſonings and Diſputations, and all Sophiſtical 
Captious and frivolous Arguments and Quiddi- 
ties, meeter for oſtentation of Wit,than Conſulta- 
tion of weighty Matters, comelier for Scholars 
than Counſellors ; more beſceming for Schools, 
than for Parliament Houſes. Beſides that corn- 
monly they be great cauſes of much expence of 
time, and breed few good Reſolutions. And 
like as in Council all contention ſhould be- eſ- 
chewed, even ſo by Council proviſion ſhould 
be made, that no Contentions, Contumelious, 
nor opprobrious words, as Heretick, Schiſma- 
tick, Papiſt and ſach like names, being Nurſes 
of ſuch Seditious FaC&tions and Sedts, be uſed, 
but:may be baniſhed out of mens Mouths ; 'as 
the Cauſers, continuers and encreaſfers of Diſ- 
pleaſure, Hate and Malice; and'as utter Enemies 
to all Concord and Unity, the very Marks that 
you arenow come to Shoot at. - 

Again, as-4in proceedings herein great and 
wary Conſideration is to be had, That nothing 


be adviſed or done, which any way 1n conti- 


nuance of time were likely to breed, or nourifh 
any kind of Idolatry, or Superſtition ; ſo, on 
the other ſide, heed is to be taken, that by 
no Licentious or looſe handling, any manner of 
Occaſion be given, whereby any contempt, or 
irreverent behaviour towards God and Godly 
things, or any ſpice of irreligion might creep in, 
or be conceived ; The examples of fearful pu- 
niſhments that have followed theſe four Extre- 
mities, I mean, Idolatry, Superſtition, Con- 
tempt and Irreligion in all Ages and times, are 
more in number than can declare, and better 
known than I can make recital to you of. And yet 
are they not ſomany, or better known than by 
the continual budding benefits and bleſſings of 
God to thoſe that have forſaken thoſe extremi- 
ties, and embraced their Contraries. And for 
your better encouraging to-run this right and 
ſtrait courſe, although that which is ſaid ought 
to ſuffice thereto, I think I may affirm, that the 
good King Hezekiah had no greater deſire to 

amend what was amiſs in his time ; nor the 
Noble Queen Hefer a better heart to overthrow 
the Mighty Enemies to God's Elec, than our 
Sovereign Lady and Miſtreſs hath to do that 
may be juſt and acceptable in God's ſight: Thus 
forced to this by our Duties to God, feared 
thereto by his puniſhments, provoked by his 
benefits, drawn by your love to your Country, 
and your ſelves, encouraged by ſo Princely a 
Patroneſs, Let us in God's name go about this 
work, endeavouring our ſelves with all diligence, 
( asT have before ſaid \) to make ſuch Laws, as 
may tend to the honour and Glory of God, to 
the Eſtabliſhment of his Church , and to the 
Tranquillity of the Realm. | | 
— For the Second, There is to be' conſidered 

what things by private mendeviſed, be praCtiſed, 
and put in ure in this Realm, contrary or hurt- 
ful ro the Common-Wealth of the ſame, tor 
which no Laws be yet provided ; and whether 
the Laws before this time made be ſufficient to 
redreſs the Enormities they were meant to re- 
move, and whether any Laws made but for a 
time, be meet to be continued for ever, or for 
a Seaſon : Beſides, whether any Laws be too 
ſevere or too ſharp, or too ſoft and too gentle; 
To be ſhort, you are to conſider all other 1um- 
perfections of Laws made, and all wants of Laws 
to be made, and thereupon to provide the 
meeteſt Remedies, reſpe&ing the Nature and 
Quality of the diſorder and offence Oh incli- 
nation and diſpoſition of the people ; gnd of the 
manner of the time. 

For the Third and laſt, ( a Marvellous mat- 
ter?) I cannot ſee how a good true Engliſhman . 
can enter into the conſideration of it, but it 
muſt breed in his breaſt two contrary effects ; 
Comfort I mean, and diſcomfort ; joy, and fad- 


neſs; for on the one part, how can a man ( cal- 


ling to his remembrance, that God of his divine 


| Power and Ordinance, hath brought the Impe- 
rial Crown of this Realm to a Princeſs, that ſo 


Nobly, diligently, willingly andcaretully _ 
y 


; 
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by the advice of all the Eſtates of the Realm 
ſeek all the ways and means that may be, to 
Reform all diſorders and things, that be amils ; 
to continue and make firm that that is good, to 
dete& and diſcourage thoſe that be diſhoneſt 
and evil; to execute Juſtice in all points to all 
perſons and at all times, without rigour and ex- 
tremity, and to uſe Clemency, without Indul- 


gence and fond Pity. 
A Princeſs, I ſay, that 1s not, nor ever mean- 


| eth to be, ſo Wedded in her own will and Fan- 


taſie, that for the ſatisfaction thereof, ſhe would 
do any thing that was likely to bring any fervi- 
tude or Bondage to her people, or give any juſt 
occaſion to them of any Inward Grudge, where- 
by any Tumult or ſtirs might ariſe, as hath done 
of late days, things moſt pernicious and Peſtj- 
lent to the Gommon-Wealth ; A Princeſs, that 
never meaneth or intendeth, for any private 
affeQion, to advance the Cauſe or Quarrel with 
any Foreign Prince or Potentate, to the de- 
ſtruction of her Subje&s, to the loſs of any of 
her Dominions, or to the impoveriſhing of her 
Realm; A Princeſs, to whom nothing, © what 
Nothing 2. no, no worldly thing under the Sun 
is fo dear, as the hearty Love and good will of 
her Nobles and Subjects, o whomnothing 
is ſo Odible, as that they hight cauſe, or by any 
means procure the contrary. J— 

How can ( I fay) a man remember this 
wonderful benefit, but of neceflity he muſt needs 
heartily rejoyce, and give God thanks for the 
ſame! But, my Lek the handling of the 
Princely vertues of this Noble Princeſs, the 
cauſe of our rejoycing, of purpoſe I pretermit, 
partly becauſe I ever ſuppoſed it not altogether 
meet for this preſence; but chiefly, for that 
it requireth a perfe&, and Excellent Orator, in 
whom both Art and Nature Concurs, and not 
to me, a man in whom both fails. Marry, I 
wiſh in my heart, an Apt perſon might oft have 
meet preſence, and juſt occaſion, to handle this 
matter, as the weighrineſs of the Cauſe requi- 
reth : But as the Cauſes of our Rejoycing for 
ſuch reſpe&ts be ( thanks beto God, ) both ma- 
ny and great ; fo for the cauſes of our ſadneſs and 
diſcomfort, they be neither few nor little. 

But here upon great cauſe, as a man perplexed 
and amazed, I'ftay, not knowing wit 15 beſt 
to be done ; very loth I amto utter that which 
is much unpleaſant for me to ſpeak, and as un- 
comfortable for you to hear : but becauſe ſores 
and wounds be hardly cared, except they be 
well opened and ſearched; therefore conſtrained, 
of neceſſity I ſee I muſt trouble you with theſe 
fad matters. What man, that either Loverh 
his Sovereign, his Country or himſelf, that 
thinketh of and weigheth the great decays and 
loſſes of Honour, Strength and Treaſure, yea 
and the peril that hath happen'd to this Imperial 
Crown of late time, but muſt needs inwardly and 
earneſtly bewail the ſame? Could there have 
happen'd to this Imperial Crown a greater loſs 
in Honour, Strength and Treaſure than to loſe 
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that piece, I mean CaZis > which was in the 
begpnaing ſo — won, and hathſo long time, 
ſo Honorably and Politickly , in all Ages and 
times, and againſt all attempts, both Foreign 
and near, both of Forces and Treafons, been 
defended and kept 2 Did not the keeping of 
this breed Fear to our greateſt Enemies, and 
made our faint friends the more affured, and 
lother fo break? yea, hath not the winning and 
keeping of this, bred throughout Europe an Ito- 
norable opinion atid report of our Engliſh 
Nation ? 

Again, what one thing ſo much preſerved and 
guarded our Merchants, their Trafhck and enter- 
courſes, or hath been fo great a help for the well 
uttering of our chief Commodities, or what, 
ſo much as this, hath kept a great part of our 
Sea-coaſts from ſpoiling and Robbing ? To be 
ſhort, the loſs of this is much greater than IT am 
able to utter, and as yet, as I ſuppoſe, is able to 
be underſtood by any: and yet, my Lords, if 
this were the whole loſs, then might men have 
ſome hope in time to come to recover that, that 
in time Fath been thus ſuddenly and ſtrangely - 
loſt ; But when a man looketh further, and cons 
ſidereth the Marvellous decays and walſt of the 
Revenue of the Crown, the ineſtimable conſum- 
ption ofthe Treaſure, levied both ofthe Crown, 
and of the Subje&, the Exceeding lofs of Mus 
nition and Artillery , the great loſs of divers 
valiant Gentlemen of very good Service, the 
incredible ſum of Moneys owing ' at this -pre- 
ſent and in honour due to be paid, and thebiting 
intereſt that is to be anſwered for the forbearance 
of this Debt,therewith remembring the Strength 
and Mightineſs of the' Enemy, aid his Confede+ 
rates, and how ready he is uponevery Occaſion, 
upon every ſide, and in every time, to Annoy 
you; And how the time moſt Meet for that pur= 
poſe draweth on at hand again ; if'a man conſider 
the Huge and moſt Wonderful charge, newly 
grown to the Crown, more than ever hath heres 
tofore been Wont, and now of neteffity to be 
continued ; as firſt, the maintenance of Garifort 
in certain places on theSea-coaſts,asPortsmounth, 
with new Munition and Artillery,” beſides the 
new increaſed Charge for the continual mainte- 
nance of the Engliſh Navy to beever in readineſs 
againſt all evil happs ; rhe ſtrongeſt Wall and 
defence that can be againſt the Enemies of this 
Iſland ; And further 'alfo, the new Augmenta- 
tion or Charge, fot the maintenance ot a Gari- 
ſon at” Barwick, * and the Frontiers Northward. 
Indeed, T muſt confeſsthat in thoſe matters mine 
underſtanding is but ſmall, and mine experience 
and time to Learn, leſs: But in mine opinion, 


| this doth exceed the Ancient yearly Revenue of 


the Crown. Beſides, that double fo much is of 
Neceſſity to be preſently ſpent, about the for- 
tifying of thoſe places in Buildings. When I 
fay a man remembreth, and confidereth theſe 
things, it maketh him fo far ftrom hope of Reco- 
very of that, that is loſt, without ſome aid or 
Contribution of the Subje&t ; that he will Judge 
a 
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all tobe little enough, to make and prepare good | 


defence for that that is left. 

Here perchance a Queſtion would be asked, 
(and yet I do Marvel to hear a Queſtion made 
of ſo plain a Matter ) what ſhould be the cauſe 
of this ? if it. were asked, thus I mean to anſwer ; 
that I think no man ſo blind but ſeeth it, no man 
ſo deaf but heareth it, norno man ſo ignorant 
but underſiandeth it. Marry withal, I think 
there is no man ſo hard hearted in thinking of it, 
but for the reſtoring of it would adventure Lands, 
Limbs, yea the Lite. But now to the remedies, 
wherein only this I have to ſay; That , as 


the well looking to the whole univerſally , | 


is the only ſure preſervation of eyery one 
particularly ; ſo ſeemeth it of all congruence 
' and reaſon meet, that every one particularly, 
by . all ways and means readily and gladly , 
according, to his power , ſhould concur, and 
zoyn to relieve and aſſiſt the whole univerſally. 


Neither can I ſee, things ſtanding as they do, | 


how any that loveth his Country, or hath wit 
to foreſee his own ſurety, can be withdrawn 
from this. Is there any, think you ſo Mad, that 
having a Range of houſes in peril of fire, would 
not gladly pluck down part, to have the reſt 
preſerved and faved 2 Doth not the wiſe Mer- 
chant, in every adventure of danger, give part 
to have the reſt aſſured ? Theſe cauſes well com- 
pared, ſmall difference ſhall be tound, And for 
all this ( a ſtrange matter and ſcarce Credible ) 
with how deaf an Ear, and how hardly the 
Queen's Majeſty may endure to hear of any de- 
vice that may be burthenous to her Subjects, I 
partly do underſtand, and divers others partly 
erceive. Is not the cauſe Marvellous Pityful, 
that the Neceſſity and Need of this Ragged and 
Torn State by Miſgovernance, ſhould by force 
ſo bridle and reſtrain the noble Nature of ſuch 
a Princeſs, that ſhe is not able to ſhow ſuch Li- 
- berality and Bountifulneſs to her Servants, and 
Subjects, as her. heart and Inclination diſpoſeth 
her Highneſs unto? What a grief and Torment 
this is to a Noble Mind ! What a grief? ſurel 
ſuch a grief, as but to a Noble Mind who feels 
it,it cannot be underſtood. But for the more plain 
declaration of her highneſs's diſpoſition 1n this 
matter, her. Highneſs hath commanded me to 
ſay unto; you, ,even from her own Mouth, that 
were it not for the preſervation of your ſelves, 
and the ſurety of the State, her Highneſs would 
ſooner have adventured her -Life, ({ which our 
Lord long preſerve ) than ſhe would have ad- 
ventured to. trouble her Loving Subjects with 
any offenſive matter, or that ſhould be burthe- 
nous or diſpleaſant unto them ; And for the fur- 
ther Notifying of her Highneſs's mind herein, 
ſhe hath commanded me to fay untoyou, That 


albeit you your ſelves ſee,” that this is not matter 
of wil no matter of diſpleaſure, no private 
Cauſe of her own, which in tifnes paſt have been 
ſufficient for Prince's Pretences , - ( the more 
Pity ! ) but a matter for the univerſal Weal of 
this Realm, the defence of our Country, the 
preſervation of every man, his houſe and Fami- 
ly particularly ; yet her Majeſtie's Will and 
Pleaſure is, that nothing ſhall be demanded or 
required of her Loving SubjeQts, but that, which 
they, of their own free wills and Liberalities, 
be well contented, readily and gladly, trankly 
and freely to offer ; ſo great is the truſt that 
ſhe repoſeth in them, and the love and aftetion 
that her Highneſs beareth towards them,nothi 

at all doubting;-but that they will fo lovingly 
carefully and prudently conſider and weigh this 
great and weighty Matter, that ſuch proviſion 


\out of hand be taken therein, asHer Highneſs 


ſhall be preſerved in all Honour and Royal 
Dignity, and you, and the reſt of her Loving 
Subjects, in common quiet and ſurety. 

Now, to make an end, The Queen's Ma- 
jeſtie's pleaſure is, That you, her welbeloved 
and truſty Knights of her Shires, and Buryeſles, 
according to your laudable Cuſtom, ſhall repair 
to your Common Houſe, and there deliberately 
and adviſedly EleR, or rather, amongſt ſo ma- 
ny already Elect perſons, ſele& one, both grave 
and diſcreet,who afterhebe by you preſented,and 
that Preſentation by her Highneſs admitted, 
ſhall then occupy the Office and Room of your 
Common Mouth, and Speaker, and of your day 
of preſentation theQueens Majeſty giveth you. 


As ſoon as the Lord Keeper had ended his 
Speech, and the Knights, Citizens and Burgeſſes 
retired to the Houſe of Commons, to Ele&t and 
chooſe their Speaker, Francis Spilman Eſq; 
Clerk of the Upper Houſe, ſtood up, andread 
the Names of Receivers, and Tryers of Petitions 
in French, according to the Ancient and unu- 
ſual manner. And becauſe I reſolve in all the 
enſuing Journals of the faid Houſe, during the 
Reign of this moſt Sacred Queen, only to ſet 
down their faid names, without tying my ſelfto 
the expreſs Form or Language; theretoreI have 
in this place, once for all, Tranſcribed the exact 
Form, thereof, as it is entred in the Original 
Journal Book of the Upper Houſe, 4. iſto primo 
Regin. Eliz. with this difference only, that 
whereas 1t 1s there entred before the beginning 
of the ſaid Journal, here I have cauſed it tobe 
referred unto, and placed in that day, to which 
it more properly - belongs. After which alſo, 
divers Animadverſions touching the Ancient 
uſe and nature of the ſaid Receivers and Tryers,

The Knights, Citizens, Burgeſſes, and Barons 
of. the Houſe of Commons, having Notice abour 
one of the Clock in the Afternoon, ( of this fore- 
ſaid Saturday being the 28th. day of Jan. ) That 
her Majeſty, the Lord Keeper, and divers Lords, 
Spiritual and Temporal, were ſet inthe Upper 
Houfe , expeCting their attendance, they re- 
paired immediately thither, with Sir Thomas 
Gargrave Knight, their Speaker Ele&t, and be- 
ing let in as many as conveniently could, the 
ſaid Sir Thomas © Gargrave was led up to the 
Rail, or Bar, at the lower end of the ſaid Houle, 


by two of the moſt honorable Perfonages of the 


Houſe of Commons ; where, after three Reve- 
rences made to her Majeſty, he modeſtly and 
ſubmiſſively excuſed himſelf, as being unable to 
undergo the many and great difiiculties of that 
place : to which, by the Grace of the Queen, 
and the undeſerved favour of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, he had been choſen; Alledging withal, 
that there were many Members in that Houſe 
more worthy of the honour, and more able to 
undergo the Charge of that ſervice, than him- 
ſelf; And theretore deſired, and humbly adviſed 
the Queen's Majeſty, to free him trom that 
employment, and to commend to her Knights, 
Citizens, and Burgeſſes of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, the Choice of ſome other of their more 
able Members. 

But notwithſtanding all theſe reaſons and ex- 
cuſes, according to the uſual torm, by the ſaid 
Prolocutor alledged, Sir Nicholas Bacon Knight, 
Lord Keeper of the Sea], by her Majeſties Com- 
mandment, both encouraged him to the Care- 
ful undertaking of that Service, and aſſured him 
of the Queen's acceptance, and admiſſion of him, 
by thus Oration following. p 


S' R Thomas Gargrave, the Queen's Majeſty 
doth right well perceive and underſtand 
your Comely and Modeſt manner, in the difa- 
bling of your ſelf for this Office, and room, 
whereunto her 'Truſty and Wel-beloved Knights 
and Burgeſfſes have Ele&ted you, and do now 
preſently preſent you, and therewith alſo hath 
heard your Petition and Suit, made with all 
humbleneſs and reverence, for your diſcharge 
inthis matter ; for anſwer whereunto, her Ma- 
zeſty hath commanded me to fay unto you, that 
She her ſelf right well doth underſtand, that by 
the Orders and Rules of good Government and 
Policy, Power and Authority, to receive or refuſe 
any Office of Service iniany Common-Wealth, 
ſhould not be permitted to be inthe Arbitriment 
of him, who 1s thereunto Orderly called, or ap- 

inted, nor that the Judgment and diſcerning of 
Ability and difability in Rrvice; pertaineth tothe 
perſon called,but to herMajeſty,asdoth right well 
appear by a Similitude that is old and Common, 
but neither unapt nor untrue; that is,like as unto 
the head ofa natural body pertaineth the appoint- 
ment; and as it were the Marſhalling of every 
Member of the fame Body to the particular Ser- 


| vice, and Office ; Soto the Head of every Body 
Politick, 
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Politick, be it Emperor, King or leſs State, be- 
longeth, mediately or immediately derived, the 
aſligrment and admitting of every Member of 
the ſame body, to His Miniſtry and Duty, and 
as the contrary doing in the firſt, were Mon- 
ſtrous in nature, ſo ſurely the contrary doing 
in the ſecond, were Monſtrous in reaſon. Now 
her Majeſty having this Authority in her, as 
Head of the Politick Body of this Realm, and 
therewith being credibly informed of your ap- 
proved Fidelity, wiſdom and diſcretion, and of 
the long experience that you have had in Par- 
liament matters, thinketh, that it her Highneſs 
thould aſſent to your Deſire, it would be pre- 
judicial to her Majeſty,and the Common-wealth 
ofthe Realm. Beſides alſo, for as much as you 
have been choſen, and enabled to this Office and 
place, according to an Ancient and Laudable 
Order, by ſo _ wiſe, ſage and diſcreet 
Knights, and Burgeſles, to whoſe Judgment and 
opinion, her Highneſs thinketh it meet and con- 
venient for her to have great regard, and to 
give much credit; and faith, that for that reſpect 
alfo, her Majeſty may not conveniently grant 
your Petirion. 

Again, your ſelf, ſeeking in humble and 
reverent manner your own diſcharge and

therefore her Majeſty, upon theſe reſpetts and 
divers others, doth now preſently admit this 
Eletion, and preſentation made of you, 
nothing at all doubting, but that you will, 
with ſuch diligence, faithfulneſs and circum- 
{pction, uſe and Exerciſe your Office, as 
thereby the good hope and expeRation, that 
her Majeſty hath received of you, by that ſhe 
hath heard of others already, ſhall be by that 
her {elt thall ſee and hear, not only confirmed, 
but alſo increaſed and augmented ; And fo, as 
her Highneſs's Loving Subjets of her Com- 
mon's Houſe, ſhall neither have juſt cauſe to 
repent their Election, her Majeſty her admiſſion, 
nor you your felt the aſſumption, and taking 
upon you this Charge. 

Unto which Speech of the Lord Keepers Sir 
Thomas Gargrave humbly ſubmitting himſelf to 
the undergoing of the Charge and ſervice im- 
poſed on him, made a diſcreet and ſubmiſſive 
anſwer, in which he expreſſed the great bleiled- 
ncls now accrewed to the Realm, and all con- 
ditions therein, by her Majeſties attaining the 
Crown ; being a Princeſs ſo Richly endued with 
Piety, Wiſdom, Mercy, Juſtice and tender 
Care of her people's good and fatety,and with all 
other gifts of mind and body, requiſite for the 
Government of ſo great a Kingdom. 

Then he proceeded to many hearty Prayers, 
and teeling Expreſſions of the good ſucceſs of the 
Parliament, and for the uniting of their Coun- 
cils in one IfJue, and to the repairing of the ma- 
ny loſſes, and preventing of many dangers, now 
imminent over the Real. And laſtly, he came, 


according to the uſual Form, firſt to deſire Li- 
berty of acceſs for the Houſe of Commons to 
the Queen's Majeſties preſence, upon all Urgent 
and Neceſſary Occaſions. Secondly , that if 
in any thing himſelf ſhould miſtake, or miſre- 
port, or over-ſlip that which ſhould be com- 
mitted unto him to declare, that it might, with- 
out prejudice to the Houſe, be better declared, 
and that his unwilling Miſcarriage therein might 
be pardoned, 

Thirdly, that they might have Liberty and 
freedom of Speech in whatſoever they Treated 
of, or had occaſion to propound and debate in 
the Houſe. The fourth, and laſt, that all the 
Members of the Houſe, with their Servants and 
neceſſary Attendants, might be exempted trom 
all manner of Arreſts and Suits, during the con- 
tinuance of the Parliament, and the ulual ſpace, 
both before the beginning, and after the ending 
thereof, as in former times hath always been 
accuſtomed. | 

To which Speech of the ſaid Speaker, the 
Lord Keeper, without any long pauſing, repli'd 
again in manner and form following, 


M R. Speaker, the Queen's Majeſty hath 
| heard, and doth very well underſtand 


your wiſe and diſcreet Oration, full of good 
meaning, good Will and good Matter : the 
Effect whereof ( as I take it ) may bedivided 
into three parts; of thoſe the firſt containeth 
the commendation of the Queen's Highneſs, 
The Second, certain good wiſhes and deſires of 
yours, very honorable, profitable and Com- 
modious for the Realm to be followed, and put 
into Execution. The third, divers Petitions 
concerning the Exerciſes of your Office, and the 
Liberties and Priviledges of the Commons 
Houſe, For the firſt, the Queen's Majeſty 
giveth you moſt hearty thanks, as tor a good 
Exhortation made to her Highneſs, to become 
ſuch a one as you have commended her for ; but 
not acknowledging thoſe vertues to be in her 
Highneſs, Marry , confeſling that ſuch as ſhe 
hath be God's graces. And therewithal, her 
Highneſs wiſheth, ( as ſhe truſteth you all do, ) 
that tor Exg/and's ſake, there were as many ver- 
tues in her, as would ſerve forthe good Govern- 
ment of this her Realm, committed to her Royal 
Charge, and defireth you all, with her, to give 
God dayly thanks for thoſe which ſhe hath, and 
to make humble Petition to grant ſuch increaſe 
of the reſt, as to his divine Providence ſhall be 
thought for his honour moſt Meet. 

Fo#the Second, her Maieſty truſteth, and 
verily believeth, that thoſe good wiſhes and 
defires of yours are ſo deeply graven, and per- 
tetly ms: pms inthe hearts of the hearers, that 
the good ſucceſs and ſequel, that ſhould come 
thereof, will evidently declare, that you have 
not in vain ſpoken them, nor they negligently 
heard them. For the third and laſt, you have 
divided into four Petitions; The firſt, tor your 
acceſs to the Queen's Highneſs and her Nobles, 

for 
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our reports be miſtaken, or. over- 
flipped; and that without'prejudice tothe Houſe 
it be better declared. The Third, Liberty of 
Speech,for well debating ot Matters propou nded. 
The Fourth and.laſt, ;that allthe Members of the 
Houſe and their Servants may have the fame 


freedom from all manner of Suits, as betore time 


they ufed to have. 

To theſe Petitions, the Queen's Majeſty hath 
commanded me to ſay unto you, that her High- 
neſs is right well contented to. grant them unto 
you, as largely, as amply and as liberally, as 
ever they were granted by any her Noble Pro- 
genitors; and to confirm the ſame with as great 
an Authority. Marry, with theſe Conditions 
and cautions; firſt, that your acceſs be void of 
importunity, and for, matters Needful, and in 
time. Convenient. For the Second, that your 
Diligence and Carefulneſs be ſach , ( Mr. 
Speaker, ) that the defaults in that part be as 
rare as may be ; whereof her Majeſty doubteth 
little. "For the Third, which is for Liberty of 
Speech, therewith her Highneſs is right well 
contented ; but ſo, as they be neither unmind- 
ful, or uncareful of their Duties, Reverence and 
For the laſt, 
great heed would be taken, that no evil diſpoſed 
perſon ſeek of purpoſe that priviledge, for the 
only defrauding of his Creditors, and tor the 
maintenance of injuries and wrongs. Theſe 
Admonitions being well remembred, her Ma- 
jeſty thinketh all the ſaid Liberties and Privi- 
ledges well granted. To cometoan end, only 
this I have to put you in mind of, that in the 
ſorting of your things, you obſerve ſuch Order, 
that matters of the greateſt Moment, and moſt 
Material to the State, be chiefly, and firſt ſet 
torth ; ſo' as they be not hindred by particular 
and private Bills to this purpoſe. That when 
thoſe great Matters be paſt, this Aſſembly may 
ſooner rake end, and men be licenſed to take 
their eaſe; I have ſaid,

And there is no: mention made in the Original 
Journal Book of the Upper Houſe, that this Bill 
was at all ſpoken unto upon this reading, neither 
is it indeed uſual,although there have not wanted 
Preſidents thereof, prout A. 1. #. 8. 11. Die 
Parliamenti Billa de' attionibus, brought from 
the Commons  Lefta prima vice, & Domint 
diſputando cenſuerunt reformandum quod Regia 
Majeftas haberet.

to be ſpoken unto; and when ithath received 
either a longer or ſhorter diſputation in the 
Houſe, then the proceedings eommonly are 
either to otder it to be engrofſed, or refer it to 
Committees, orto reject it ; which courſe hold- 
eth.only in Bills that come newly into either 
Houſe.

The Bill alſo, that Timber ſhall not be felled 
to make Coals for burning of Iron, The Bill 
for the continuance of certain Statutes, And the 
Bill to annex to the Crown certain Religious 
Houſes, and to reform certain abuſes in Chan- 
tries , were returned from the Houſe of Com- 
mons conclu/. 

On Monday the 8* day of May, the Lord 
Keeper and divers other Lords, both Spiritual 


Houſe of Parliament, where were then preſent 
to attend her, Sir Nicholas Bacon Knight, Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal of England, and divers 
other Lords both Spiritual and Temporal, who 
being all ſet in their Parliament Robes, according 
to their ſeveral Ranks, in their due places, the 
Houſe of Commons had notice thereof, and re- 
paired thither with Sir Thomas Gargrave Knight 
their Speaker; whole'Speech to her Majeſty, and 
his very coming up, being wholly omitted in the 
Original Journal-Book of the Upper Houſe, I 
have partly before ſupplyed it, according to the 
uſual courſe, and added alſo the reſidue in like 
manner touching the ſubſtance of what he ſpake, 
being allo partly furthered in the ſetting ons 
of it out of the Anſwer of Sir Nicholas Bacon 
Knight, Lord Keeper of the Great Seal,unto him, 
whole ſaid Anſwer [ have alſo cauſed to be in- 
ſerted at large, out of a Copy thereof I had 
by me. 

Sir [homas Gargrave Knight , (before menti- 
oned) with as many of the Knights, Citizens, and 
Burgeſles of the Houſe of Commons as conveni- 
ently could, being let into the Upper Houſe, and 
he placed at the Rail or Bar, at the nether end 
of the ſame, made a Learned Speech to her Ma- 
jelty (which is termed, in the Original Journal- 
Book of the Houle of Commons, fol. 214. b. A 
Learned Oration) the effe& whereof may very 
probably be gathered to have been as follow- 
eth, vis. 

He declared untb the Queens Majeſty, and 
that preſent Aſſembly, with what care and ſpeed 
the Houſe of Commons had this preſent Parlia- 
ment enacted and paſſed many good Laws, which 
remaining yet as a dead Letter and without force, 
he did humbly deſire that her Majeſty would be 
pleaſed, by adding her Royal Aflent unto them, . 
to make them living and aive Laws. Then he 
deſir'd inthe name of the Houſe, that her Majeſty 
would be pleaſed to accept of the good endea- 
vours and defires of the ſaid Houſe of Commons 
expreſled this Parliament in all their pR—_ 
and more eſpecially , that her Majeſty would be 
pleaſed to take in good part the free gift of her 
ſaid SubjeRs, who in token of their Love and 
Zeal to her Majeſty, did with one aſſent offer un- 
to her, not only the Subſidy'of Tonnage and 
Poundage, but likewiſe one Subſidy , and two 
Fifteens and Tenths , as an #ndoubted effe# and 
Teſtimony of their Duty and thankfulneſs to- 
wards her Majeſty, for thoſe many bleſſings and 
benefits which had accrued to the Church and 
State by her Highneſles moſt lawful and juſt Suc- 

on 


and Temporal, met in the Upper Houſe, but no- | ceffi 


thing was done, fave only the Parliament conti- 
nued by the Lord Keeper, which is entred in the 
Original Journal-Book of the ſame Houſe, in 
manner and form following: 

Dominus Cuſtos magni Sigilli continuavit preſens 
Parliamentum ſq; in horam ſecuntYlam poſt Me- 
ridiens. 

About which hour in the Afternoon , the 
Queens Majeſty came in perſon into the Upper 


Laſtly , He concluded with an bumble defire 
that her Majeſty would be pleaſed to accept of 
his hearty and zealous thanks, in allowing and 
admitting him, though unworthy, to that place 
of truſt and importance; and to pardon all thoſe 
weakneſſes and imperfeftions, which he had un- 
willingly or caſually diſcovered jn the Execution 
of it. "a. 

To which ſaid Speech of the Prolocutors, Sir 

Nicholas 


pom 
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Nicholas Bacon, Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, 
having firſt repaired to the Queen, to her Chair 
of Eſtate, to know her Majcſties pleaſure, as in 
her name and by her Command returned him this 
wiſe and large Anſwer. 

Mr Speaker, The Queens Majeſty hath heard 
how diſcreetly and wiſcly you have declar'd the 
proceedings of this Seſſion in the Houſe of Com- 
mons, for Anſwer whereunto, and for the better 
ſignification to be made to my Lords of the Up- 
per Houſe , of the Judgment of the Parliament 
men, and theſe Parliament matters, her Majeſties- 
pleaſure and Commandment is, that I ſhould open 
and utter unto you three things z The one is, what 
her Highneſs underſtandeth, by your doings this 
Parliament, of your wiſdom and diligence. The 
ſecond, what of your liberality and benevolence ; 
and therewith , how comfortable the former is, 
and how thankful the ſecond. The third, what 
her Highneſs would you ſhould do for the good 
| Execui;on of the Laws deviſed by you, and of 
the re(l heretofore deviſed by others. And here, 
iy Lords and Maſters all, albeit in labouring to 
bear this burthen I am much more like to fall, 
thas. bur to faint under 1t , becauſe neither am I 
able to perform it as the Queens Majeſty hath 
commanded it, nor as your deſerts juſtly crave 
It, nor as my will wiſheth, and defireth it. Ne- 
vertheleſs my truſt is, that you will pardon my 
weakneſs and want, ſo as no ndte of arrogancy 
or folly be aſcribed to me for it ; ſeeing as you 
know by duty driven I do it. I had rather, and 
I know it much better for me to be filent, and fo 
to haveno need of yourpardon, than by Speech 
to all your pains in hearing , and to mine allo in 
ſpeaking, to deſerve to pray it 3 if mine Office 
would ſuffer. 

But now to the matter, For the firſt part 
wherein her Majeſty conſidereth, how 1n the de- 
bating of the great and weighty Cauſes of this 
Parliament, we have baniſhed all ſuddain, raſh, 
and ſwift proceedings (dangerous Enemies to all 
good Counſel) and in place thereof have taken 
ſuch convenient leiſure, as the weightineſs of the 
matters of their better conſideration bath requir'd. 
And again, what freedom of Speech hath been 
uſed and permitted, for the plain Declaration of 
every mans knowledge and Conſcience ; yea, 
and how men in ſome Caſes and ſome places, have 
been rather by gentle perſwaſions provoked, than 
by any ſharp manner of Speech, by men of Coun- 
cil , diſlwaded therefrom 3 and therewith alſo, 
how learnedly and cunningly , the diſputable 
matters, being of moment, have been agreed and 
reaſoned 3 how gravely and deeply weighed and 
conſidered 3 . how adviſedly and confiderately 
reſolved and concluded ; and laſtly, with what 
nigh and univerſal conſent , they have been by 
you enacted and eſtabliſhed. Beſides alſo, remem- 
bring your great Studies, and endeavours, and 
diligences , for the opening and declaring what 
may be ſaid Pro & contra; .1n all cauſes of 
doubts, to the end (as it ſeemeth to her Highneſs) 
that when all was ſaid, and heard on both parts, | 


| have been well nigh continually charge 


that by any of you could be inferr'd, or pro- 
duc'd, That that which ſhould thereupon for all 
reſpe&ts appear to ſtand moſt with the Honour 
and Glory of God, and the common Wealth of 
the Realm , might be the better and more ſafely 
agreed upon and determined 3 When her Maje- 
ſty, I ſay, remembreth and conſidereth theſe 
things, ſhe faith, ſhe cannot but much commend, 
and allow your wiſdom and diligence therein, 


greatly to her comfort and conſolation, and much = 


to all your praiſes and commendations. For now 
her Majeſty verily#ruſteth, that like as no man- 
ner of determination in Parliament , neither can 
nor ought by any private Man, to be infringed 
or undone; ſo theſe determinations of yours, in 
this form begun, proceeded and concluded, can- 
not hereafter juſtly , no not by words, be im- 
pugned or gainſaid 3 for ſeeing all men have 
thus at leiſure, and with liberty upon the maki 
of theſe Laws frankly declared their opinions an 
knowledges likewiſe, as learned men.; fo the 
Laws being made and palt, her Majeſty doubt- 
eth nothing but that they will, like good, hum- 
ble, and obedient Subjets, willingly, and hum- 
bly ſubmit themſelves to the Law as to Life. . And 
the rather alſo, becauſe that no Man in the obey- 
ivg of Laws made at this Seſſttons, being of the 
greateſt moment, ſhould thereby be forced any 
otherways to do, than either himſelf hath by Law 
already done, or elſe others have before this time 
done, whom both for wiſdom, vertuc, and 
learning, it ſhall not be unſeeming to any man 
here (be tt ſpoken without offence) to follow and 
take Example of : And thus much for the firſt 
part. 

For the ſecond part , which concerneth your 
liberality and benevolence , her Majeſty hath 
commanded me to ſay unto you, that your wiſe 
and grave Conſideration, had and uſed 1n the 
granting of a preſent aid and relief, towards the 
relieving and diſcharging of the preſent charge 
wherewtth the Realm, at the time of her coming 
to the Crown, was and yet is charged, 1s by her 
Highneſs taken in thankful part, and fo is the re- 
ſtitution of the continual Revenue, as ſome Sup- 
plement towards the maintenance of the conti- 
nual charge of late time grown to the Crown, as 
you have heard, and of neceſſity to be continued, 
as well for the ſurety of you all, as for the Con- 
firmation of the whole Eſtate. And here, my 
Lords and Maſters all, I take it to be my duty, 
to do you to underſtand, of certain noble and 
princely obſervations, and conſiderations had by 
her Highneſs of theſe your doings, much ſurely 
to all your Comforts 3 whereof one is, in that 
ſhe forgetteth not that theſe grants be made, not 
by Subjects that have been a long time free from 
all manner of Taxes, Loans and Subſidies, and ſo 
well able to bear this burthenz but by Subjects, 
(much to her grief when ſhe thinketh of i) that 


theſe things, to the univerſal impoveriſhing of 
the whole Realm, and no wayes tothe ſtrength- 
ning, amending or honouring of the ſame 3 -_ 
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rather to the weakning , decaying, and diſho- 
nouring of the ſame; whereby it is evident, yea 
too evident (if it pleaſed God otherwiſe) that 
theſe ſupplies are to be born, not of your ſuper- 
Auities, but rather of your neceſſities z Marry 
of neceſſity alſo to withſtand a greater necel- 
ſity, which otherwiſe might touch you and yours 
in ſurety. ; 

The ſecond Obſervation 1s, your readinels and 
willingneſs in granting, whereof her Majeſty 
maketh a very great account, perceiving thereby, 
that neither warm words , nor yet earne(t nor 
long perſwaſions uſed amongſt you, have drawn 
you to this, but that the ſame hath rather bcen 
by you willingly, readily, and frankly offered, 
than by any of the means above remembred 3 
and that theſe your grants have altogether pro- 
cceded from the benevolent minds, and hearty 
affe&tions, that you bear to your Soveraign Lady 
and Country : which benevolence and affection 
her Majeſty accepteth, and taketh for the great- 
eſt benefit, and moſt precious Jewel, that a Sub- 
je can preſent to his Soveraignz and, to be 
ſhort in this matter , if Brs dat qui cito dat be a 
true ſaying, you deſerve great Commendation 
for your ſmall ſtaying hereunto. Allo her High- 
neſs addeth a third, that s, a generality and 
conſent of their Grant, knowing with what dit- 
ficulty and diverſity of Opinions in ſome times 
paſt, theſe things have been brought to pals. It 
1s a certain and infallible ground , that every 
good thing , the greater it 1s, the better it is. 
Now this unanimity in conſenting, being (as un- 
doubtedly it is) a good thing, bath not her Ma- 
jelſty (trow you) good caule to rejoice 1n the 
univerſality thereot ? yes ſurely, and thanks you 
therefore accordingly. To make an end of this 
part, her Highncls hath ſpecially commanded me 
to ſay unto you, that when ſhe calleth to re- 
membrance what you have granted , who hath 
granted , and the form of granting 3 ſhe finds 
her ſelf earneſtly diſpoſed , 1t your Surenies and 
the State would ſo ſuffer, as freely to remit theſe 
Grants, as-you did gladly grant them. And 
where in times paſt, long and vehement Orati- 
ons and perſwalions have been in theſe Caſes 
ufed, to ſuch as occupied your places, for the 
preat diligence, and careful circumſpeCtion to be 

ad for the true levying of that which hath been 
granted , for that the common numbers reſpect 
altogether themſelyes as private men, and not 
themſelves as members of the whole body, where- 
by againſt all reaſon and right, the Realm hath 
been often defrauded of the greateſt part of the 
benevolence granted: , This notwithſtanding, her 
a, po bath willed me herein to ule few words, 
an 


only for © his reſpet , leſt elſe thoſe which | 


have ſhewed uch liberality and benevolence in 
granting, might ſeem to be ſuſpe&ted by her, ei- 
ther of fidelity or diligence in levying 3 whereof 
ſhe thinketh her ſelf aſſured, and thereupon re- 
poling her truſt, ſhe doubteth nothing, but by 
your good ſervice, theſe things ſhall be as truly 
anſwered as they have been freely granted 3 and 


that this faithful truſt, thus repoſed by her High- 
neſs in your true ſervice, ſhall ſerve her to better 
purpoſe; than any words that could be ſpoken 
by. me on her Majeſties behalf. And beſides, ſhe 
thinketh, (which is much to be noted furely,) 
that it were bettcr to adventure the loſs of a 
great part of that ſhe taketh her ſelf affured of, 
than your benevolent minds, I mean, by ſpeak- 
ing one word too much. 

Now to the third and laſt, which containeth 
the Queen's Majeſties pleaſure for the well Exe- 
cuting of Laws. Here, my Lords and Maſters all, 
remembring your Wiſdoms and Fidelities, albeit 
that it be not much needful to put you in mind; 
to how {mall purpoſe good Laws ſerve, being not 
daily and diligently executed ; yet; becaule the 
ancient Order hath been, that ſomewhat at this 
time ſhould be faid for your remembrance in 
theſe matters; therefore it is thought meet; that 
| ſhould trouble you with a few words. I am 
ſure you all judge, if a man would be very di- 
1gent to provide Torches to guide him in his 
going by night , and yet would be negligent in 
Iizhting any of them when he goeth in the dark, 
he ſhould ſhow a notable piece of folly, much 
like to a man that ſeeketh to cleanſe his Garden 
and grounds from Weeds and Briers , he care- 
tully provideth many ſharp Tools and Inſtru- 
ments for that purpoſe , and when he hath fo 
done, layeth them fair up in a Houſe withour 
occupying of them 3 and 1s 1t not great fond- 
neſs (trow you,) for men to uſe their endea- 
vours to make good Laws, to govern mens do- 
ings, and to weed out thoſe that be evil in the 
Common-Wealth , and thereupon to bind them 
fair in Books, and to lay them up without ſee- 
ing to the Execution of thoſe Laws ? Yes, ſure- 
ly. Whercfore ye ſee, that as there hath been 
uſed by you great wiſdom and diſcretion, in de- 
viling of ſome, ſo it 1s yery neceflary that like 
diligence and pains be taken by you and others, 
to fee the good Execution of all; the cffe& of 
which charge confiſteth principally in three 
points 3 The firſt 1s, Conſervation of the Queens 
Peace. The ſecond, in Adminiltration of Juſtice 
between Subject and Subject. And the Third, 
in the obſervation of one uniform Order in Re- 
lIigion, according to the Laws now Eſtabliſhed. 

For the hiſt, ye are to foreſee all manner of 
Frays, Forces, Riots and Routs, and the diſco- 
vering and repealing in time of all manner of 
Conſpiracies, Confederacics and Conventicles ; 
and 1n this part alſo you are to provide for the 
{wift and ſpeedy appeafing of all manner of Tu- 
mults, ſtirs and uproars, (if any happen) and 
for the diligent ſearching out, and ſevere puniſh» 
ment of all manner of Felonies, Burglarics, and 
all other like Enormitiesz Matters (asyou know) 
againſt the Queen's Majeſties Peace, .Crown and 
Dignity 3 for the well doing whereof, two 
things are chiefly to be eſchewed ; The one is, 
(loathfulneſs, the other is uncarefulneſs : for 
how can Juſtice baniſh theſe Enormities, where 
her Miniſters be fo floathful , that they will 
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never creep out of their Doors to any Courts, 
Seſfions, or Aſlizes, for the due Adminiſtration 
thereof, except they be drawn thereunto with 
ſome matters of their own 3; nor cannot endure 
to have their Ears troubled with the hearing of 
Controverſies of their Neighbours, for the good 
appealing of the ſame; or how can the uncare- 
ful man, that maketh no account of any of the 
common cauſes of his Country , but reſpe&teth 
only his private matters and Commodities, be- 
come a juſt and diligent ſearcher out, follower 
and Correqor of Felonies, Murders , and ſuch 
like common Enemies to the Common-Wealth ? 
And yet true it is, that ſuch careleſs and iloathful 
men do. daily colour and cloak theſe their faults 
with the title of Quietneſs 3 Coveting to be 
counted good and quiet men, where indeed they 
icek only eaſe, profit, and pleaſure to themſelves, 
ar: that to be ſuſtained and born by other mens 
cares and labours, as Drones do among[t Bees ; 
But if every man ſhould do fo, who ſeeth not 
but things would ſhortly come to ruine in de- 
fault of Order? for they may ealily judge, that 
it is madneſs to ſeek the conſervation of any par- 
ticular Member , and to ſuffer the whole body 
to decay 3 but being well ſerved by ſome mens 
opinions, as they care for none, ſo ſhould none 
care for them ; or elſe that better were in mine 
.opinion, they ſhould be uſed by men, as Drones 
be uſed by Bees. And thus much for the firſt 
art. 
: For the ſecond , you are to provide, that all 
Embracers, Maintainers and Champerties, which 
be utter Enemies to the due Execution of Juſtice 
between Subject and Subject, be neither commit- 
ted by any of you, nor (as near as you can) be 
ſuffered to be committed by any other. A very 
behoveful matter to be both carefully and earn- 
eſtly looked unto , as the root and ſeed of all 
Juſtice, and eſpecially if any of theſe faults light 
upon any perſon that hath Authority or Rule in 
the Country , or hath any office of Juſtice to 
execute among the people. Is it not (trow you) 
a monſtrous diſguiſing to have a Juſticer a main- 
tainer, to have him that ſhould by his Oath and 
Duty ſet forth Juſtice and right, againſt his Oath 
and Duty to offer injury and wrong 3 to have 
him that is ſpecially choſen amonglt a number by 
the Prince, to appeaſe all Brablings and Contro- 
verlies, to be a ſower and maintainer of ſtrife 
and Sedition, amongſt them ſeeking his reputa- 
tion and opinion, by leading and ſwaying of Fu- 
ries according to his Will, acquitting ſome for 


Gain, Enditing others for Malice ; bearing with | 


him as his Servant , over-throwing the other as 
his Enemy 3 procuring all Queſtmongers to be 
of his Livery, or otherwiſe in his danger, that 
his winks, frowning and countenance may di- 
rect all Inqueſts. Surely, ſurely, 1t is true, that 
theſe be they, that be ſubverters and perverters 
of all Laws and Orders 3 yea, that make daily 
the Laws, that of their own nature be good, to 
become Inſtruments of miſchief. Theſe indeed 
be they, of whom ſuch Examples would be 


made, and the founders and maintainers of all 
enormitiesz and theſe be thoſe, whom if you 
cannot reform for their greatneſs, yet ought you 
to complain of their villanies z and thus much 
for the due Adminiſtration of Juſtice. 

And as to the third, - which is the Obſervation 
of the uniform Order in Religion 3 you are to 
endeavour your ſelves, to the beſt of your pow- 
ers and underſtandings, drawing together in one 
line all points, to further, ſet forth and maintain 
the ſame , which by great and deliberate advice 
here in Parliament hath been eſtabliſhed. And 
here great Obſervationsand watch ſhould be had 
of the withdrawers and hinderers thereof; and 
eſpecially of thoſe , that ſubtilly , by indire& 
means, ſeek to procure the contrary. Amongſt 
theſe I mean to comprehend, as well thoſe that 
be too ſwift, as thoſe that be too flow ; thoſe I 
ſay, that go before the Laws, or beyond the 
Laws , as thoſe that will not follow 3 for good 
Government cannot be where Obedience fail- 
eth, and both theſe alike break the Rule of 
Obedience; And theſe be thoſe, who in likely- 
hood ſhould be beginners, and maintainers, and 
upholders of all FaCtions and Setts, the very Mo- 
thers and Nurſes to all Seditions and Tumults, 
which neceſfarily bring forth deſtrution and 
depopulation 3 of theſe therefore great heed 
would be taken, and upon theſe being found, 
ſharp and ſevere Correttion (according to the 
Order of Laws) ſhould be impoſed 3 and that 
in the beginning, without reſpect of perſons, as 
upon the greateſt adverſaries that can be to U- 
nity and Concord, without which no Common- 
Wealth can long endure and ſtand 5 whereupon 
(you know) all our ſtanding and falling wholly 
conſiſteth, and the ſurety of our Sovereign. Al- 
ſo a matter moſt marvellous, that Laws whereby 
men poſleſs all that they have, and their lives al- 
ſo, ſhould not be able to dire&t mens aftions ſo, 
as thereby all Faftions and Sedts, founded for 
the moſt part either upon Will , or upon the 
Glory of mens Wits and Inventions, ſhould not 
ſufficiently be repreſfled. 

Now, for the handſome bridling of the faQti- 
ons of men, I ſee not that a better way can be 
taken, than is uſed by the Horſe-Maſter , who 
provideth for the good Government of his Horſe, 
Bit, or Brakes, according to the tenderneſs or 
hardneſs of his Mouth, whereunto he addeth a 
certain and well-taught hand. And like as it is 
very well to be allowed, that none other Bit or 
Brake ſhould be provided for theſe FaCtious 
Folks, than by the Laws be forced; fo were it 
meet that any of that kind, be it never fo ſharp, 
ſhould not be omitted, if the cauſe fo requireth; 
and this would be executed by a certain and 
well-taught hand 3 for it cannot be, but the 
winking or withdrawing from medling in this 
matter, or the remiſs or looſe handling thereof, 
muſt of neceſlity over-throw in time the whole 
fruits of all your Labours, and put your ſelves, 
your Country, and the Queens Majeſty alſo, in 
peril, (whom O Lord preſerve!) which being 

warned, 
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warned, you may eaſily foreſee and provide for. 
And this is all that at this time I- have to ſay. 
And therefore, here to make an end, her Maje- 
lty is contented, according to your Petition, to 
grant her Royal Aſſent to ſuch Ordinances and 
Laws, as have been deviſed and-agreed upon by 
you, in ſach order and form, as by the Clerk of 
the Parliament, according to the antient Order, 
ſhall be read and declared. I have faid. 

After the Lord Keepers Specch was ended, the 
Queen's Majeſty did doubtleſs give her Royal 
Aſſent to ſuch Adts as paſſed at this Seſſion 3 but 
neither the foreſaid Speech , nor the paſſing of 
the ſaid Acts, are at all mentioned in the Origt- 
nal Journal-Book of the Upper Houſe, and 
therefore, as the ſaid Speech was tranſcribed out 
of a Copy thereof I had by me, ſo is the man- 
ner of her Majeſties giving her Royal Aſapt to 
ſuch Ads as now paſled, ſupplied here' accord- 
ing to a pattern or Platform thereof ſet down 
in the Original Journal-Book of the ſame Houſe, 
in a7. 39 Regin. Eliz. which may very well fcrve 
in this place, in reſpe&t that matters of form and 
courſe do ſeldom or never differ. 

The Clerk of the Crown ſtanding up, did firſt 
read the Titles of all the publick Acts, to _ 
one of which, allowed by the Queen, the Cler 
of the Upper Houſe read theſe French words 
following, viz. 

La Roigne le wenlt, 1. e. TheQueen wills it. . 

Then were read the Titles of all the private 
Ads, to each of which that paſſed , the ſaid 
Clerk of the Upper Houſe read the Queens An- 
{wer in theſe French words following, viz. 

Soit faite come il eſt deſire, 1. e. Be it done as 
it is deſired. 
 Thele two laſt Anſwers to the publick and pri- 
vate AQts that paſs, are to be written by the ſaid 
Clerk, at the end of every A. 

To ſuch Adts as her Majeſty did forbear to al- 
low, the Clerk of the Upper Houſe read in theſe 
French words following, vis. 

La Roigne 5 adviſera, 1. e. The Queen will ad- 
viſe upon it. 

Then 1n the third place, after the Titles of all 
the publick and private Ads were read, and the 
Anſwers to them as aforeſaid, then the ſaid Clerk 
of the Crown ſtanding up, did read the title of 
the Bill of Subſidy, and then the Clerk of the 
Upper Houſe ſtanding up likewiſe, did read the

following, viz.

HIS Journal of the firſt Parlia- 
ment of her Majeſty, 1s not only 
ſtored with many good paſllages 
touching the ordinary reading, 
committing and expediting of Bills, 

but alſo with much extraordinary matter con- 
cerning the private priviledge of the Houſe, and 
publick ſtate of the Church, and Common- 
Wealth z which in this great Council of the 
Kingdom received much alteration and change, 
to the yet laſting honour and welfare of them 
both. In which alſo (as in the preceeding Jour- 
nal of the Upper Houſe) I have enlarged and 
ſupplied many things in matter of form, which 
are not found in the Original Journal-Book of 
the ſame Houle, touching the Writ of Summons, 
the preferring, reading, and "paſting of Bills, 
with the committing and ſending of them up to 
the Lords, and ſuch like. Neither doth there 


Want much enlargement out of Recbrd, or 0- 


therwile, concerning the Election, 4c mpraves 
and Petitions of the Speaker,with all other things 
that are materially worthy of any Animadyer- 
fon, or Annotation 5 which matters of Form or 
Explanation, I did the rather cauſe ro be inſer- 
ted 1n this firſt Journal of the Parliament, during 
her Mdjeſtzes Reign, that (o I might.-the- better 
omit it inthe following Journal, and have ready 
recourſe hither unto it, being all fram'd into one 
ſtructure or body in this preſent Journal, prot 
ſequitur. 

Sir Nicholas Bacon Knight, Lord Keeper of the 
Great Seal, having received her Maijelties War- 
rant for the making and Ifduing forth of the 
Writs of Summons, did ſpeedily cauſe them to be 
dieded to ſuch Peers and others, as were to at- 


re continued until the Diſfolu- 


day of May An. Dom. 1559. 


tend in the Upper Houſe , and to the ſeveral 
Sheriffs of England , for the EleQtion and Chu- . 
ling of the Knights, Citizens, Burgeſles and Ba- 
rons, that were to be preſent in the Houſe of 
Commons. And although, neither any thing of 
this which hath preceeded, nor any Copy of the 
Writ ſent to each Sheriff, be at all inſerted into 
the Original Journal-Book of the Houſe of Com- 
mons3 yet as I have ſupplied that matter, which 
preceedeth, according to the form therof, which 
was at this time uſed, and hath been (ſince conti- 
nued, ſo I have thought it not amiſs, once for 
all, to add here alſo the Copy of the Writ at this 
time ſent forth , which hath ſince received no 
alteration, and was as followeth.

'Nota, That this is not the dire& Copy of any 
Writ, that I ſaw ſent at this very time, but only 
applicd to this time, according to the uſual form 
of a like Writ, which alſo doth ſerve to diſco- 
ver all the Writs ſent to the ſeveral Sheriffs of 
England, differing only from this in the name of 
the Sheriff and County. 

And in the ſaid Writ foregoing it 1s to be no- 
ted, that the words Sypremum Caput Eccleſie An- 
glicane, were wanting , which had been omit- 
ted alſo in the foregoing Parliament of her Siſter 

- Mary, which notwithſtanding it was afterwards 
oy in the Houſe, on Friday the third day of 
eb. following, that the Writs of Summons were 
well ſent forth and returned , and that the Par- 
liament ought to hold accordingly. 

In the Antient Writ alſo of Summons the cauſe 
of the Aſſembling of the Parliament was expreſ- 
ſed, which at this day is not. Neither was there 
then any ſuch clauſe in the Writ, as in this fore- 
going doth appear 3 -viz. Nolumus autenr, quod 
tr nec aliquis alins Vicecomes difi regni noſtri ali- 
qualiter ſit EleFus : By reaſon of which words, 
ſome have conceived that the Sheriff of any 
County ought not to be Elected, or admitted a 
Member of the Houſe of Commons. 

But to this it may firſt be truly anſwered, that 
theſe words were primarily inſerted into the ſaid 
Writ, by virtue of an Ordinance only made to 
that end upon ſome ſpecial Occaſion in the Par- 
lament held in a». 465 Regis Ed. 3. as appears in 
the Parliament Roll, of that Year, »umero 13. 
remaining with divers others in the Tower of 
London; By which ſaid Ordinance alſo Lawyers 
were as well excluded as Sheriffs. 

_ Secondly, the conſtant praftice in moſt times 
fince doth ſufficiently prove, of how little vali- 
dity the ſaid Ordinance of Parliament was con- 
ceived to have been, for the debarring of the 
faid Sheriffs from being Members of the Houſe

of Commons. For the proof whereof I have 
only vouched ſuch as fell out during her Majeſties 
Reign, viz. in a. 27 Regin. Eliz. Decemb. 21, 
Tueſday, Ed. Leigh Eſq; being returned and ad- 
mitted into-the Houſe of Commons, as one of the 
Knights for the County of Stafford, was after- 
wards Ele&ed to be Sheriff of the ſame Shire. In 
like manner Feb. the 23. Txeſday, Sir Edward 
Dimock Knight, was both Sheriff of the County 
of Lincoln, and a Member of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, as appears in the Journal enſuing, in az. 


eodene 27 Regin. Eliz. Soalfo in the Parliament, . 


de an, 31 Regin. Eliz. Feb. 21." Friday, M* Saint 
Pole ſerved as one of the Knights for the County 
of Lincoln, being alſo Sheriff of the ſame Shire. 
And laſtly in the Parliament, de ar. 43 & 44 Re- 
gin. Eliz, Decemb. 2. Wedneſday, Peter Freche- 
vile Eſqz was returned one of the Knights for the 
County of Darby , being afterwards appointed 
Sheriff of the ſame County, as was alſo Robert 


'Lhuzde Eſq; conſtituted Sheriff of the County of 


Merioneth in Wales , having been formerly re- 
turned Knight for the ſaid Shire, as appeareth in 
the Journal of the ſame Parliament, on Txeſda 

the 85 of Decemb. In and by all which Preft- 
dents it doth appear, and may probably be ga- 
thered, that neither her Majeſty, nor the Houſe 
of Commons did conceive theſe two places to be 
incompetible , but that they might well ſtand 
and be in one and the ſame man, at one and the 
ſame time. For her Majeſty did firſt make theſe 
foregoing perſons Sheriffs of the ſeveral Counties 
aforeſaid, not only after they were choſen, but 
returned alſo Members of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, by which it is very plain ſhe could not be 
onorant of it 3 and therefore her ſelf, and the 
fd Houſe, did both allow of their being made 
Sheriffs, as a thing well agreeing with the Pri- 
viledge of their former places, and the ſervice 
of that Houſe, and did not therefore give them 
a final diſcharge, but only Liberty of receſs about 
their neceſlary affairs, into the ſeveral Counties 
before-mentioned, as in the Caſe of Sickneſs, or 
ſome other temporary cauſe of, their abſenting 
themſelves from the Houſe , which being expe- 
dited, they might return again to that ſervice 3 
for doubtleſs it the ſaid Houſe had conceived 


that they had been diſabled from their ſerving | 


there by their new Offices, it would have been 
ordered, that a Warrant ſhould have been ſent 
to the Clerk of the Crown, to have ſent down 
2a new Writ into the foreſaid Counties, for a new 
Election to have been made; as in the Caſe 
of double Returns, Death, or the like, is uſed. 
And whereas in the Parliament dev an. 43 & 
44 Regin. Eliz. on Wedneſday the 4** day of 
November , Sir Andrew Nowell being both She- 
riff and Knight for the County of Rutland, 
was wholly diſcharged, and a Writ ſent out, 
de novo, for a new EleQtion 3 That Caſe dit- 
fered from all the foregoing Preſidents, and 
might well upon another reaſon , be ordered by 
the Houſe 3 For the ſaid Sir Andrew, being She- 


riff of the foreſaid County of Rutland , was af 
terwards 
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terwards Ele&ed one of the Knights for the 
ſame, and ſo compelled to return himſelf, which 
could not be good in Law, But if the ſaid Sir 
Andrew had been choſen a Knight of ſome other 
Shire, during his Sheriffalty, or had been con- 
ſtituted Sheriff by her Majeſty of the faid Coun- 
ty, after he had been Eledted. and returned a 
Member of the Houſe of Commons, the Caſe 
had doubtleſs differed , and the Houſe would 
never have given Order for a new Writ to have 
been ſent forth 3 which courſe they obſerved in 
the two before-cited Preſidents of M* Frechevile, 
and Mr Lhuyde in the ſame Parliament. 

Thirdly , if theſe two places ſhould not be 
competible, then had it now lain 1n the Power 
of her Majeſty (or may lie in the power of any 
Soveraign of this Kingdom) to have diſabled as 
many Members from ſerving in the Houſe of 
Commons, as ſhe ſhould or could have conltitu- 
ted Sheriff, She might have disfurniſhed (or any 


| Soveraign for the time being may disfurniſh) the 


aid Houſe at any time, of all or the greater part 
of the ableſt Members thereof. 

Note alſo, That thoſe words, viz. Dnos Mil:- 
tes Gladiis cinFos, were inſerted into the Writ 
of Summons after the Parliament, ar. 13 E. 3. 
as may be gathered by the Parliament Roll of 
the ſame Year. 

And whereas ſome have objected in the fore- 
going Caſe, to prove that a Sheriff ought always 
to be attendant upon the affairs of the County, 
and cannot ack! ro be a Member of the Houſe 
of Commons : the Objection is idle, for till the 
tenth year of Queen Eliz. the Counties of Not- 
tingham and Derby, and of Warwick and Lei- 
ceſter, had but two ſeveral Sherifis, as were alſo 
the Cbunties of Norfolk and Suffolk, ſerved with 
one Sherift until the eighteenth Year of her Ma- 


jelties Reign, and ſo are the Counties of Suſſex | 1! 


and Surrey, ſerved this preſent Year 1630. 


And antiently alſo (as is plain by that MS. Ca- + 


talogue of all the Sheriffs of Ezgland , or the 
moſt part, ſince the time- of King H, 2. (which 
1s 1n many mens hands) divers Counties were 
committed to one man, as in 4. 1 H, 2. Richard 
Baſſett, and Awbrey de Vere, were jointly conſti- 
tuted for Sheriffs of the ſeveral Counties of Nor- 
folk, Suffolk, Northampton, Eſſex , Huntington, 
Cambridge, and Hartford, and Robert Caran 
joined unto them for the Counties of Bedford 
and Buckingham. From the Female Coheirs of 
the foreſaid Richard Baſſett, being the Anceſtor 
of the Houſe of Weldon in Northamptonſhire, are 
lineally and undoubtedly deſcended the Families 
of Chaworth, Stafford ; Knyvet, Clinton Earl of 
Lincoln, the Howards of the Houſe of Suffolk, 
and Clopton late of Kentwell in the County afore- 
laid; and from the before-mentioned Awbrey de 
Pere is lineally deſcended (as I take it) Robert 
de Vere the nineteenth Earl of Oxford, now li- 
ving An. Dom. 1630, 

pon the receit of the before-mentioned Writ 
and Eleftion made accordingly , the Sheriffs of 
every Shire made their ſeveral Returns, of which 


the Form being ſet down in the old Book of En- 
| tries, 1t ſhall be needleſs here to inſert them. But 
now, baving ſupply'd theſe matters of Form, ac- 
cording to the uſual Preſidents, thenext paſſages 
tollow out of the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houſe of Commons. 

On Wedneſday the 23" of Jan. Anno Regni Re- 
gin, Eliz, Primo, The Parliament ſhould have 
begun according to the Writs of Summons, but 
_ Queens Commiſion, direded to Sir N;- 
cholas Bacon Knight, Lord Keeper of the Great 
Seal of Exgl/and, the Lord Treaſurer and others, 
to Prorogue the ſame, until Wedneſday the 25th 
= of the ſame Month; it was ſo done accord- 
ingly. 
On Wedneſday the 25" day of Far. The Par- 
lament held and began, according to the laſt 
Prorogation thereof 5 but there is no mention 
made 1n the Original Journal-Book of the Houſe 
of Commons, where or by whom, the Names of 
the Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles of the ſaid 
Houſe, were called z that fo it might be ſeen 
who were preſent : But moſt certain i is, that 
at this day they took no Oath , before the be- 
ginning of this preſent Parliament, becauſe that 
of Supremacy, which was afterwards taken, was 
not enjoyned by Statute till this firſt year of her 
Majeſty. But moſt likely it is, that Her, Fitz- 
Alan , Earl of Arundel}, at this time Lord Stew- 
ard of her Majeſties Houſhold , did both cauſe 
their names to be called in ſome place near the 
Upper Houſe, and their Appearance to be Re- 
corded, before her Majeſties coming to the Up- 
per Houſe, 

The manner of calling the Names of the 
Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles in former times, 
did much differ from that which is uſed at this 
day, as appears by the Parliament Rolls in the 
ower: for in 4». 7 R. 2. the Knights and Bur- 
geſles were called by name , in preſence of the 
King, which ſhews they ſtaid without till then 3 
And in ar. 2 H. 4. & an. 4 H. 4. they were cal- 
led by name;in the Chancery at Weſtminſter-Hal, 
before the Chancellor and the Steward of the 
Kings Houſe. And in az. 13 H. 4. the ſaid Knights 
and Burgeſles were called at the Door ot the 
Painted Chamber, in preſence of the Steward of 
the Kings Houſe, as the manner is. Only one 
Preſident differs from all the latter , which is 
found in the Original Journal-Book of the Up- 
per Houſe, de Anno 33 H.8. where the Duke of 
S»ffolk, Lord Steward, commanded the Clerk 
of the Parliament , to read the Names of the 
Commons, unto which every one anſwered, they 
being all in the Upper Houſe below the Bar; and 
then the King came. . 

But at this day they are called by their names 
by the Clerk of the Crown, in preſence of the 
Lord Steward, in the Court of Requelts : and 
now fince the firſt Year of Queen Elz. and from 
the fifth, the Knights, Citizens and Burgefſles of 
the Houſe of Commons (as hath been before 
obſerved) do take the Oath of Supremacy, and 


fince tha» ſeventh of King James they take the 
3 Oath 


Sz 
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Oath of Allegiance alſo, which the Lord Steward 
adminiſters to ſome, and appoints certain of 
them his Deputies, to give the ſame unto the 
relt. 7 Fac. cap. 6. : 

Theſe paſlages touching the Antient and Mo- 
dern calling of the Knights , Citizens and Bur- 
geſſes of the Houſe of Commons , being not at 
all touched in the Original Journal-Book of the 
ſame Houle, but ſupplied from other Authority 3 
now follows the relidue of this days paſſages out 


of the foreſaid Journal-Book, with ſome Addi- 


tions. 


Upon the already named 25*" day of Jannary,. 


her Majeſty came to the Parliament Chamber, 
commonly called the Upper Houſe, and being 
there ſet, and attended by Sir Nicholas Bacon, 
Lord Keeper, and divers Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, in their Parliament Robes, the Houſe 
of Commons had notice thereof , and repaired 
thither. And being (as many as conveniently 
could) let in, and filkknce made, the Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal, after an Excellent Ora- 
tion by him made, containing the urgent cauſes 
for the Calling of this Parliament, declared the 
Queens pleaſure to be, that the Commons ſhould 
repair to their accuſtomed place , and there to 
chuſe their Speaker, h | 

Whereupon, the Knights, Citizens and Bur- 
geſles departing to their own Houſe, did there 
take their ſeveral places, and moſt remaining fi- 
lent, or ſpeaking very ſubmiſſively, M* Treaſu- 
rer of the Queens Houle, ſtanding up uncovered, 
did firſt put the Houſe in remembrance of the 
Lord Keepers late Speech, and of his Declaration 
of her Majeſties 'pleaſure, that they ſhould 
chuſe a Speaker, and therefore in humble Obedi- 
ence to her Majeſties ſaid pleaſure, ſeeing others 
remain filent, he thought it his Duty to take that 
occaſion to commend to their Choice, Sir Tho- 
mas Gargrave Knight , one of the Honourable 
Council in the North Parts, a worthy Member 
of the Houſe, and Learned in the Laws of this 
Realm: By which Commendations of his, of 
the aforeſaid worthy Member of the Houle to 
their Conſideration, he ſaid he did not intend to 
debar any other there preſent , from uttering 
their free opinions , and nominating any other 
whom they thought to be more fitting, and 
therefore deſired them to make known their opi- 
nions, who thereupon did with one conſent and 
- voice, allow and approve of M* Treaſurers no- 
mination, and Ele&ed the ſaid Sir Thomas Gar- 
grave, to be the Prolocutor, or Speaker of the 
{aid Houle. | 

The faid Sir Thomas Gargrave being thus Elet- 
ed Speaker, after a good pauſe made, ſtood up 
. uncovered, and having in all. humility diſabled 
himſelf, as being unfurniſht with that Experi- 
ence, and other qualities, which were required 
tor the undertaking and undergoing of fo great 
a Charge, did conclude with an hugibleRequeſt 
to the Houſe, to proceed to the New Election 
of ſome other more able and worthy Member 
amongſt them, . 


But the Houſe till calling upon him to take 
his place of M* Speaker, the before-mentioned 
M* Treaſurer, and M* Comptroller of her Ma- 
jeſties Houſhold (as may very well be gathered) 
did riſe from their places, and going unto the 
ſaid Sir Thomas Gargrave, unto the place where 
he fate, did each of them take him, one by the 
right Arm and the other by the left, and led 
him to the Chair at the upper end of the Houſe 
of Commons, and there placed him, where ha- 
ving fate a while covered, he aroſe, and fo ſtand. 
ing bare-headed, he returned his humble Thanks 
unto the whole Houſe, for their good opinion 
of him, promiſing his beſt and uttermoſt endea- 
vour, for the faithful diſcharge of that weighty 
place, to which they had Elected him. And un 
after M* Treaſurer, and M* Comptroller repaired 
to the Queen, to know her Highneſles pleaſure, 
when Mr Speaker ſhould be preſented to her Ma- 
jeſty, for Confirmation of thisEleCtion; and ſoon 
after they returned, ſhewing her pleaſure was 
that to be done on Saturday next, at one of. the 
Clock in the Afternoon. 

Here it ſhall not be amiſs to add ſomewhat 
touching the Ele&ion of the Speaker, which, 
becauſe I find it ready penn'd to my hand, in 
that elaborate MS. Intituled, Mods tenend; Par-

Friend Henry Elſinge Eſq; Clerk of the Upper 
Houſe this preſent Year 1630. Libr. 1. cap. 7.4. r. 
& 2. Therefore I ſhall without any great alte- 
ration here, add it in the next place 3 and firſt 
touching the Antiquity of the Speaker, it is moſt 
likely that he began to be when the Houſe of 
Commons firl(t ſate. 

For ic may clearly be gathered ex Lib. San&i 
Albani fol. 207. in Bibliothecs Cottoniana, that in 
the Parliament de ax. 44 H. 3. The Houle of 
Commons had then a Speaker. For there Pope 
Alexander labouring to have Adomar, the Ele& 
Biſhop-of Wincheſter, recalled from baniſhment 3 
the Anſwer of the Parliament was as followeth : 
viz. Si Dominus Rex, & Regni majores hoc vel- 
lent, communitas tamen, ipſtus ingreſſum in Angli- 
am, jan nullatenus ſuſtineret. Which 1s Signed 
and Sealed by all the Lords , and by Petrus de 
Mounteforti vice communitatis,which ſhews plainly 
that he was thire Speaker, for the very ſame 
words did Sir Joh: Tiptofte their Speaker Sign and 
Seal to the Entaile of the Crown, Parl. az. 7 &- 
3 HH. 4. 

But it is true, that the firſt Speaker who is di- 
realy named in Record, was in the Parliament 
Rolls in the Tower de an.51E.3.N.87.The laſt day 
of the Parliament (faith«the Records) Sir Tho- 
mas Hungerford Knight, Speaker , declared to 
the Lords, that he had moved the King to Par- 
don all ſuch as were unjuſtly Convicted in the 
Laſt Parliament. And that the King willed him 
to make ſpecial Bills for them , which he had 
done for ſeven, ec. And therefore it can be no 
Argument, that the Houſe of Commons had no 
Speaker, before the 51* year of E. 3. becauſe 
no former Records mention him. For this is to 
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be noted, that the Antient Parliament Rolls did 
record only what Ads paſſed between both 
Houſes, and what Laws were made, and omuit- 
ted matters of Form and Ceremony. 

There are alſo divers Parliament Rolls texypore 
R.2, that do mention the Preſentment of the 
Speaker, prout in an. 1 Rich:2.n. an. 2 R. 2. 2. 
18. 20, 22, & 23 @n. 4 R. 2. #10, 12, & 13. 
an. R.2. n; 10,616. & an. 21 R. 2. 1.8, 9, 14, 
& 15. $0 alſo the Speaker is mentioned in the 
Parliament Rolls, de amis 1, 2, 4, 5,6, & 11 
H. 4. and inthe Parhiament Rolls of A. 5. H.6. 
and E. 4. remaining in the Tower , and in the 
Parliament Rolls of R. 3. H. 7. remaining in the 
Chappel of theRollsm Chancery-lane 3 and ſince 
H. 8. time, the Original rn of the 

r Houſe of divers of his Years , remain 1n 
the Parliament Office, ſcituate and being in the 
Palace-Vard at Weſtminſter , at the South Corner 
thereof; as alſo the Original Journal-Books 
downwards to this time; and from the firft. Year 
of E4.6. to this day, the Original Journal-Books 
of the Houſe of Commons, are in the Cuſtody, 
or at the diſpoſing of my kind Friend John 
Wright Eſqz Clerk of the ſame Houſe this preſent 
Year 1630. 

And now here do, in the next place, follow 
certain Obſervations upon the EleQion of the 
ſaid Speaker , tranſcribed alſo, with very little 
alteration, out of the before-mentioned Treatiſe 
of M* Elſinge, Lib. & Cap. eodem, & 5. 2. in 
which two Queſtions are moved. 

Firſt , Whether the Commons might chuſe 
their Speaker if the King Commands them not? 

Secondly, Whether the Election be in their 
own abſolute choice ? 

For to clear theſe two we muſt view the An- 
tient Records 3 thoſe of R. 2. are the firſt, that 
frequently mention the Speaker, 

It doth not appear by any of them, that the 
Commons had ever any ſuch Commandment to 
chuſe their Speaker. Neither is there a word of 
it in any Record of E. 3. which have the Speeches 
at large, touching the Cauſe of Summons; moſt 
of them concluding with a Charge to the Com- 
mons, to conſider and adviſe thereof amongſt 
themſelves; but nothing touching the EleQion 
of their Speaker: yet out of doubt they did 
firſt chuſe their Speaker, before they entred into 
any Debate of their Charge. 

The firſt Charge to chuſe their Speaker is in 
an. 2 H. 4..and yet it is omitted again in the Par- 
liament 7 & 8 H, 4. but (mn only excepted) 
It is continued from the 2 H. 4. until this day : 
and the long uſe hath made it ſo material, that, 
without the Kings Commandmen: or leave, they 
cannot chuſe their Speaker , which appears by 
this, that in a..31 H. 6. the Parliament being 
Prorogued, and the Speaker arreſted in Execu- 
tion, 11 the interim, before the acceſs, the Com- 
mons prayed his Enlargement, which, after long 
Debates of the Priviledges of Parliament, was 
denied. And then certain of the Lords were 


lent to the Houſe of Commons, and Comman- 


ded them, in the Kings name, to chuſe a new 
Speaker 3 and thereupon they did fo. Vid. An 
Account of this Preſident at the end of this Sef- 
fion, out of Rot. Parl. 31 & 32 H.s6. | 
And of late Years, in the time of Queen Ek. 
the Parliament being Prorogued at two ſeveral 
times, and the ſeveral Speakers dead in the in- 
terim , before their ſecond acceſs (as ſhall be 
more largely declared hereafter in theſe Jour- 
nals) the Commons, before they proceeded to 
any buſineſs , acquainted the Lords therewith, 
and defired them to intimate the ſame to the 
Queen: and ſo were commanded by her Majeſty 
tochuſe new Speakers, Ut vide in an,8 Regin Eliz. 
die 1 OG. & in an. 23 Regine ejuſdem die 18 Jan, 
But as touching the ſecond Queſtion , ſurely 


' the Eleion of the Speaker was antiently free 


to the Commons, to chuſe who they would of 
their own Houſe, which appears in this, that the 
King never rejected any ; whgm they made 
choice of. 

Vide 5 R. 2: The Parliament began 4 Novem. 
and the 18** of Novemb. the Commons came, 
and preſented Sir Richard Walgrave, whom they 
had choſen for their Speaker, who excuſed him- 
ſelf; deſiring to be diſcharged. But the King, Luz 
chargeaſt del faire ſur ſa ligeaunce , in as much as 
his Companions had choſen him; whereby it 
appears plainly, that the choice was abſolutely 
in their own power. & 

Theſe Animadverfions touching the Antiqui- 
ty and EleCtion of the Speaker of the Houſe of 
Commons, being thus inſerted from ſeveral Au- 
thorities z Now follows the Preſentment of the 
Speaker, and her Majeſtics allowance of him, out 
of the Original | of the Houſe of 
Commons , in which many things of Form are 
alſo added by my ſelf, and divers Animadverſi- 
ons out of that before-mencioned elaborate MS. 
Treatiſe of M* Elſzge's penning , Lib: 1. cap. 7. 
with ſome {mall Additions, or Alterations. 

' On Saturday, the 28" day of Jar. about one 
of the Clock in the Afternoon (to which day 
and hour the Parliament had been laſt Adjourn- 
ed, or continued on Wedneſday the 25'* day of 
this inſtant Jar. foregoing) her Majeſty, Sir N;s 
cholas Bacon, and divers Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral were preſent in the Upper Houſe 3 which 
laid Lords, as allo her Majeſty, had on their fe+ 
veral Parliament Robes, of which the Knights, 
Citizens and Burgeſles and Barons of the Houſe 
of Commons having notice, they repaired thi- 
ther. Sir Thomas Gargrave was led up to the 
Rail or Bar, at the lower end of the ſaid Up 
Houſe, who ſubmiſlively excufing himſelf, he 
humbly deſired the Queens Majeſty to free him 
from that Imployment , and to Command her 
Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles of the Houſe of 
Commons , to Ele& amongſt themſelves ſome 
other more able Member , for the diſcharge of 
the faid place 3 But notwithſtanding rea» 
ſons her Majeſty ſignified his allowance by the 
Mouth of the Lord Keeper.

this day meerly forma), and out of modeſty. For 
he firſt excuſeth himſelf unto the Commons when 
they Ele& him, and afterwards to the Sove- 
raign when he is preſented : But antiently, it 
ſeemeth they were both hearty and real, or elſe 
no excuſe at all was made. And the firſt Preſi- 
dent of this nature, that is found in Record, is 
in the Parliament Rolls de ar. 5 R. 2. 2. 9. die 
4 Novembris , where Sir Richard de Waldgrave 
Knight (the Lineal Anceſtor in the Male Line of 
the ſeveral Families of Waldegrave in Suffolk ) 
being choſen Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, 
did excuſe himſelf unto the ſaid King, but was 
charged upon his Allegiance to undertake it, ith 
he was Choſen by the Commons. 

The next is in a. 1 H. 4. of Sir Fohn Cheny, 
who made no excuſe at his Preſentment. But the 
next day after , he and they came before the 
King, and declared his diſability to ſerve , by 
reaſon of a _—_ ſickneſs, and that the Com- 
mons had choſen Sir Joh» Dorewood in his place, 
beſeeching his Majeſty to allow thereof 5 which 
the King did, and Commanded Sir Jobr Dore- 
ood to be their Speaker. And then the faid Sir 

ohn Dorewood made the common Proteſtation 
_ himſelf and the Commons, but no excuſe,

| The next excuſe is in az. 5 H. 4.7.8. of Sir Ar- 
nold Savage, which the King would not allow of. 
Ar, 6 H. 4. n. 8. Sir William Sturing made no 
excuſe, and ay. 7, & 8 H. 4.1.9. Sir John Tibtot 
deſired to be excuſed by reaſon of his Youth, 
but the King affirmed the Election; and all other 
Speakers m H. 4. his time deſired to be ex- 
cuſed. | 

Some Speakers alſo under H. 5. deſired to be 
excuſed , and ſome others did not, for it was 
not conſtantly obſerved : but from thefixth year 
of H. 6. ſince which time they have all (except 
two) deſired to be excuſed 3 yet none were ex- 
cuſed, fave only Sir Joh» Popham Knight, ar 28 
H.6. whom the King diſcharged, and thereupon 
the Commons choſe and preſented William Tre- 
ſham Eſq; who made no excuſe, neither did Sir 
William Oldbam an. 29 H. 6. delire to be ex- 
cuſed. 

Theſe Animadverſions upon the Speakers 
Speech, which he firſt makes unto her Majeſty, 
containing his excuſe, being thus inſerted as a- 
foreſaid 3 now follows the ſecond Speech of the 
ſaid Speaker, upon his allowance by her Majeſty. 
The ſubſtance of which, being not found in the 
Original Journal-Book of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, I have ſupplied 3 according to the uſual 
rm. | - | 
The ſaid Sir Thomas Gargrave being allowed 
and confirmed Speaker of the Houſe of Com- 
mons by her Majeſty, having tendred his humble 
thanks for ber Highneſs gracious Opinion of 
him, and added ſome oO in honour of 
her Majeſty, in the end of his Speech 5 He came 
according to the uſual Form, to make certain 
Petitions in the behalf of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, and of himſelf : in which he did firſt de- 


fire Liberty of acceſs, for the Members of the 
ſaid Houſe to her Majeſties preſence, upon all ur- 
gent and neceſlary occaſions. Secondly, that if 
in any thing he ſhould miſtake, or miſreport any 
thing, which ſhould be committed unto him to 
declare, that his unwilling miſcarriage therein 
might be pardoned.” Thirdly, That they might 


have Liberty and Freedom of Speech, in what- | 


ſoever they had occaſion to propound, and de. 
bate in the Houſe. And laſtly, that all the Mem- 
bers of the Houſe, with their Servants, and ne- 
ceſlary Attendants, might be exempted- from all 
manner of Arreſts, and Suits, during the conti- 
nuance of the Parljament, -and the uſual ſpace, 
both before the beginning, and after the ending 


thereof, as in former times hath always been ac-

To which Speech of the ſaid Speaker the Lord 
Keeper, by her Majeſties Commandment, made 
a large Anſwer (which is verbatimr, ſet down in 
the Journal-Book of the Upper Houſe upon this 
inſtant Satxrday the 28 day of Far.) in which 
he intimated at large, among other things, that 
her Majeſty did graciouſly allow of thoſe Liber- 
ties and Priviledges, for which the ſaid Speaker 
had Petitioned , ſo as they were diſcreetly and 
modeſtly uſed. | = 

In which Speech of the Speaker's in general, it 
may firſt be obſerved, that at this day it is in the 
Speakers Power, to deliver in his Speech what 


{hall beſt pleaſe himſelf; whereas antiently he de- 


livered nothing , but what the Houſe gave him 
in Charge to ſpeak, as may be gathered by the 
Parliament Rolls de ar. 1 R. 2. ar. 2 R. 2. an. 3 
R. 2. an. 6 R. 2. &- an. 17 R. 2. in an. 4, & in 
arn.'lo H. 4. and in divers other Parliaments in 
the times of H. 5. H.6. and Ed. 4. 

And for thoſe three Priviledges before mentio- 
ned,which Sir Tho. Gargrave the Speaker, did in 
his foregoing Speech deſire of her Majeſty, in the 
name and on the behalf of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, they were no other, than the ſaid Houſe 
did doubtleſs enjoy in antient time 3 although 
they were never deſired by the then Speakers of 
the ſame Houſe, nor were any of them ever Pe- 
titioned by any Speaker, until in the Parliament 
de an.28 H.8. as may very probably be gathered 
by the Original Journal-Book of the Upper 
Houſe de ar. coder. 

And as to the firſt Petition , which he made 
in the name of the Houſe of Commons, for free 
accels to her _— , It is plain, that the ſaid 
Houſe enjoyed it during the Reign of K. E. 3. 
prout patet ex Rot. Parl. de an. 51 Ed. 3. n. 87. 
when Sir Thomas Hungerford was Speaker, and 
in the time fince under R. 2. H. 4. and their Suc- 
cellors, the Preſidents are fo frequent, as they 
need no vouching. 

And as touching this foregoing Petition, 1t is 
firſt Recorded in the Original Journal-Book of 
the Upper Houſe, to have been made de an. 28 
H. 8. by Richard Rich, the then Speaker and 
in a like Journal-Book de ar. 31 H. 8. by Tho- 


mas Moyle the Speaker in that Parliament, and 


the 
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the ſame courſe hath been conſtantly ob- 
ſerved by all the Speakers ſince, of whoſe 
Speeches there is any good memorial re- 

aining. To 
7 pr touching the ſecond Petition, which 
the ſaid Sir Thomas Gargrave made unto her Ma- 
jeſty in the name of the Houle of Commons for 
freedom of Speech 3 there is no Record that it 
was ever Petitioned for, until in the Original 
Journal-Book of the Upper Houle, de a. 33 H8. 
it is entred to have been made by Thomas Moyle 
the then Speaker, yet was It never denied them 
before 3 for the ſaid Commons would never ſut- 
fer any uncomely Speeches to pals of private men 
in their Houſe, much leſs of the King, or any of 
the Lords; and in Ed. 3. his time, who was an 
abſolute Prince, and beloved of his People, the 
Commons themſelves did oftentimes diſcuſs, and 
debate many things concerning the Kings Prero- 
gative, and agreed upon Petitions, for Laws to 
be made, dirc&ly againſt his Prerogativez as 
may appear by divers of the ſaid Petitions : yer 
they were never interrupted in their conſultati- 
ons, nor received any check for the ſame 3 as may 
appear by the very Anſwers to their Petitions. 
The Preſidents in the two ſucceeding Kings 
times, are not of ſo good a ſtamp, as thoſe of 
E4. 3. becauſe R. 2. was much over-ruled in his 
young Years, and H. 4. was an Uſurper, and fo 
was compelled to ſeek for the love of his Sub- 
jeds : yet was there one pallage in his Reign, 
which proved him a moſt wile and juſt King, af- 
ter he had attained the Crown. For in Rot. Parl. 
de an. 2 H. 4. n. 11. the Commons Petitioned 
the King, that he would not (ſuffer any report 
to be made unto him , of any matters, either 
moved, or debated amongſt them, until they be 
concluded, nor give them any creditz whereunto 
the King aflented : and for the freedom of 
Speech, which the Commons enjoyed in ſucceed- 
1ng times, the Preſidents are ſo frequent, as they 
need no further vouching. And it is very well 
worthy the Obſervation , that whereas in the 
Seſlion of Parliament de an. 8 Regin. Eliz. when 
Richard Onflow Elqz,her Majeſties Sollicitor, was 
Elected and allowed Speaker , by reaſon of the 
Death of Thomas Williams Eſq:, who had been 
Speaker in the Seffion de ar. 5. Regin. Eliz. and 
did Deceafe m the interim of the ſeveral Proro- 
_ between the ſaid two Seffions, the ſaid 

ichard Onſlow did , upon his Preſentment to 
her Majeſty, and allowance by her, only deſire 
in the name of the Houſe of Commons, free 
acceſs to her Majeſty 3 and did, either ignorantly, 
or wittingly, omit to make thoſe two other Pe- 
titions on their behalf, for freedom of Speech, 
and freedom from Arreſts and Suits ; yet in the 
laid Seſlion, de ar. 8 Regin, Eliz. the Houle of 
Commons, falling upon that great buſineſs of 
her Majeſties Declaration of a Succeſſor, did uſe 
greater hberty of Speech, than they had done, 
or did before or after in any other Parliament, 
during her Majeſties Reign, when the ſaid Speak- 


ers did moſt preciſely defire the allowance of the | 


ſaid priviledge of freedom of Speech from her 


_— 

And now, thirdly and laſtly, touching that 
Petition, which Sir Thomas Gargrave the Speaker 
made unto her Majeſty, for freedom from Ar- 
reſts; It is plain, that rhe Commons , and the 
Lords of the Upper Houſe, have not only always 
enjoyed the ſame for themſelves and their nece(- 
ſary attendants , but alſo have been exempted 
from Suits at Law,during the continuance of the 
Parliament; not only in legal Corrts, but in the 
very Court of Chancery, Star-Chamber, and ſuch 
like, unleſs ſome Criminal matter be laid unto 
their Charge , which draws into queſtion the 
life it ſelf 5 which I have cauſed to be inſerted 
into the preceeding abſtra&t of Sir Thomas Gar- 
graves Speech, becauſe he either did Petition for 
freedom from Suits, as well as for freedom from 
Arreſts, or he ought to have done it. For it is 
plain, by the cloſe Rolls of Ed. 2. remaining in 
the Tower, that the Barons, and ſuch others as 
were Summoned to Parliament in the ſeventh and 
eighth Years of his Reign, were exempted from 
Anſwering to any Suits before the Juſtices of 
Aſtize, during the Parliaments continuance ; 
where the Proclamations ſent to the ſaid Juſtices, 
for that purpoſe, contain theſe words, viz. &nod 
ſuperſedeant ubi Barones &+ alii ſummoniti ad Par- 
liamentum Regis ſunt partes, & vide Rot. Clauſ. de 
ar, 7 Ed. 2. Membrana 24. &* de an. 8 Ed. 2. 
nt. 22, &* 23, | 

And for the ſeveral Preſidents, how frequent- 
ly the Members of the Houſe of Commons were 
exempted, both from Arreſts and Suits, during 
all the Parliaments of her Majeſties Reign, they 
are ſo many, and fell out fo often , as may be 
ſeen by every enſuing Journal almoſt of the 
Houſe of Commons, that they need no vouch- 
ing. 

"Theſe Animadverſions being thus added,touch- 
ing the Speakers Speech, and the Petitions on the 
behalf of the Houſe of Commons contained 
therein, now follows the departure of the faid 
Speaker, being fully inveſted in his place by her 
Majelties allowance , down unto the Honſe of 
Commons, out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the ſame, with ſome Additions 1n matter of 
Form. 

Sir Thomas Gargrave aforeſaid, being now ſet- 

led in the place of Speaker, after his humble 
reverence made unto her Majeſty, departed with 
the other Members of the Houſe of Commons, 
unto their own Houſe, the Serjeant of the ſame 
carrying the Mace all the way before the ſaid 
Speaker, which was in like ſort born before him, 
during this Parliament , both when he repaired 
unto, and when he departed from the ſaid 
Houſe. 

The Speaker being placed in the Chair, ...... 
Seymore Eſqz Clerk of the foreſaid Houſe of 
Commons, who fate uncovered at a Table at the 
upper end of the Houle, juft before the Speaker, 
ſtood up and rgad a Bill, which had been trea- 


ted of in the Jaſt Parliament , being mtituled,

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The Bill touching felling of Wood and Timber 
Trees in Forreſts and Chaſes, which done, kiſhng 
his hand,he delivered the ſaid Bill to the Speaker, 
who ſtanding up uncovered (whereas otherwiſe 
he ſitteth covered) and holding the Bill in his 
hand, ſaid, The Bill is thus Intituled 3 and then 
having read the Title of the Bill, as is before ſet 
down, he opened to the Houſe the ſubſtance 
thereof, which it is moſt probable he did out of 
the Breviate which was filed to the Bill, and had 
been delivered unto him, together with the Bill, 
by the Clerk of the Houſe aforeſaid 3 which be- 
ing done, he then ſaid, This is the firſt reading 
of the Bill, and fo delivered it unto the Clerk 
again , - which ended, the Houſe aroſe 3 which 
hath been the conſtant uſe and cuſtom ever 
ſince, as alſo divers years before, that after the 
preſentment, and allowance of the Speaker, one 
Bill be once read after his return from the Upper 
Houſe unto the Houſe of Commons. 

On Monday the 3ot* day of Fanmary, the Bill 
for the avoiding of French Wares and Wines, 
and the Bill touching any variance of Grants 
made by Corporations, were each of them read 
the firſt time. 

- M* Treaſurer with 23. others of this Houſe 
(whoſe names are wholly omitted in the Original 
Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons,through 
the negligence of... .. . Seymour Eſq at this time 
Clerk of the ſame) were appointed to meet to- 
gether, and to treat for a convenient Subſidy, 
and alſo to conſider touching the validity of the 
Writ of Summons , both of the laſt Parliament 
and alſo of this preſent Parliament-;z in which 
faid Writ, the words Supremum caput Eccleſiz 
Anglicane were wanting, vide February 3.

Po Tueſday the 31** day of PR , It was 
agreed in the Houſe, that a Book for the Subſidy 
be drawn by ſeveral of the Committees. 

On Wedneſday the firſt day of February, the 
Bill touching levying of Fines in the County Pa- 
latine of Durham; and the Bill touching thick- 
ing of Hats or Caps in Mills, were each of them 
read the firſt time.

And thereupon every one of the 
Houſe that liſted, did name ſuch other Members 
of the ſame, to be of the Committee, as they 
thought fit 3 and the Clerk either did, or ought 
to have written down as many of them, as he 
conveniently could 3 and when a convenient 
number of the Committees named, were ſet down 
by the Clerk , then did the Speaker move the 
Houſe to name the time and place, when and 
where they ſhould meet, which the Clerk did 
alſo doubtleſs then take a note of, and did alſo 
(Silence being made in the Houſe) read out of 
that Book or Paper (in which he entred them) 
the Committees names, with the time and place 
of their meeting.

The Bill for a Subſidy, and two Fifteens and 
Tenths, granted by the Temporalty, was read 
the firſt time.

ner their Petition was framed, although it is 
plain by her Majeſties Anſwer, inſerted at large, 
on Friday the 10 day of this inſtant February 
enſuing, that it was only general, to perſwade 
her Majeſty , for the welfare of her State and 
Kingdom, to be pleaſed to marry, without li- 
miting the time, Perſon or place. And howſo- 
ever, whether this aforeſaid Petition were deli- 
vered this Afternoon or no , moſt likely it is, 
that her Majeſty deferred, and took time to give 
an Anſwer in ſo weighty a buſineſs, until the ſaid 
io day of February aforeſaid, which I do the 
rather gather , not only from the above-menti- 
oned Original Journal-Book it ſelf;in which there 
15 NO report or mention of her Majeſties Speech, 
made unto the Houſe by the Speaker , until in 
the Forenoon of the ſaid day 3 but alſo from an 
antient written Copy of her Majeſties faid An- 
{wer, which I had by me, w which it is referred 
unto the ſaid 10" day of February, as then ut- 
tered by her, which will alſo more fully appear 
in the paſſages of the faid day, where it is at 
large ſet down. 


On Twxeſday the 7** day of February , the Bill 
that the Citizens of York may take Apprentices 
notwithſtanding the Statute to the contrary, was 
read the firſt time.

M* Sollicitor and M* Martir , brought from 
the Lords the Bill for the Queens Title to the 
Crown, which was delivered in ſuch order and 
manner, as was the Bill for the Reſtitution of

Your PetitionI perceive confiſteth of three parts, 
and my Anſwer to the ſame ſhall depend of 
two. | 
And to the firſt part, I may ſay unto you, that 
from my Years of Underſtanding, (ich I firſt had 
conſideration of my ſelf to be born a Servant of 
Almighty God, I happily choſe this kind of life, 
in the which I yet live: which, I aflure you, for 
mine owt part, hath hitherto beſt contented my 
ſel and I truſt hath been moſt acceptable unto 
God : from the which, it either Ambition of 
high Eſtate, offered to me in Marriage, by the 
pleaſure and appointment of my Prince (whereof 
I have ſome Record in this preſence (as you our 
Treaſurer well know) or it eſchewing the dan- 
ger of mine Enemies, or the avoiding of the 
peril of Death,whoſe Meſlenger, or rather a con- 
tinual Watchman, the Princes indignation, was 
no little time daily before mine Eyes (by whoſe 
means (although I know, or juſtly may _—_ 
yet I will not now utter, or if the whole cauſe 
were in my Siſter her ſelf, I will not now burthen 
her therewith,becauſe I will not chargethe Dead) 


if any of theſe, I ſay, could have drawn, or 
diſlwaded me from this kind of life , I had not 
now remained in this Eſtate , wherein you ſee 
me. But ſo conſtant have I always continued in 
this determination , although my Youth and 
words may ſeem to ſome hardly to agree toge- 
ther, yet is it moſt true, that at this day I ſtand 
free from any other meaning, that either I have 
had in times paſt, or have art this preſent; with 
which Trade of Life I am ſo throughly acquain- 
ted, that I truſt, God, who hath hitherto therein 
preſerved and led me by the hand , will not of 
his goodneſs ſuffer me to go alone. 

For the other part, the manner of your Peti- 
tion | do well like, and take it in good part, be- 
cauſe it is ſimple , and containeth no limitation 
of place or perſon 3 if it had been otherwiſe, I 
muſt needs have miſhiked it very. much , and 
thought it in you a very great preſumption, be- 
ing unfitting and altogether unmeet for you to

as ſhall be as careful far the Realm, as you ; I 
will not ſay as my ſelf, becauſe I cannot fo cer- 
tainly determine of any other, but by my deſire 
he ſhall be ſuch as ſhall be as careful for the pre- 
ſervation of the Realm , and you, as my ſelf. 
And albeit it might pleaſe Almighty God to 
continue me {till in this mind, to live out of the 
State of Marriage, yet is it not to be feared but 
he will ſo work in my Heart, and 1n your Wit- 
dom, as good Proviſion by his help may be made, 
whereby the Realm ſhall not remain deſtitute of 
an Heir that may be a fit Governour, and perad- 
venture more beneficial to the Realm than ſuch 
Oti-ſpring as may come of me.

paſlages of reading, committing, and expediting 
of Bills. For not only the pompous and folemn 
manner of her Majeſties repairing to the Lords 
Houſe, is ſet down; but the ſeveral Speeches 
alſo of that Eloquent Orator , and wiſe Statiſt, 
Sir Nicholas Bacon Lord Keeper, are ſupplicd at 
large, together with ſuch Interlocutory Speeches, 
as paſſed in the Houſe of Peers, from Thomas 


Williams Eſqz the Speaker or Prolocutor of the | 


Houſe of Commons; which faid ſeveral Speeches, 
being not found in the Original Journal-Book of 
either Houſe, - are therefore ſupplied out of ſeve- 
ral written Copies, or Anonymous Memorials of 
them I had by me; eſpecially the latter paſſages 
and Speeches, both when the Speaker was pre- 
ſented on Friday the 15" day of Jaruary, and 
when this Sefton of Parliament was Prorogued, 
on Saturday the 10". day of April, then next 
following, together with the Solemn and Royal 
manner of her Majeſties paſſing to the Houſe of 
Lords, on either of the ſaid Days, are for the 
moſt part tranſcribed out of ſeveral Anonymous 
Memorials thereof, I had in my Cuſtody, being 
doubtleſs the very Original Draughts or Auto- 
graphs, ſet .down by ſome obſervant Member of 
one of the Houſes, or by ſome other perſon then 
preſent in. the Upper Houſe, for it was written 
in a hand of that time, and much interlined. - 
The Parliament was. Summoned. to begin at 


Weſtminſter, on, Monday the 11 day, of Jar. 


An. 5 Regin. Eliz. An. D. 1562. upon which day 
Sir Nicholas Bacon Knight, Lord Keeper of the 
Great Seal of Ergl/and, with divers other Lords, 
repaired to the Parliament Chamber, commonly 
called the UpperHouſe,and then andthere in pre- 
fence of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
of the Knights, Citizens and Burgeſfles, Sum- 
moned to the fame Parliament, the Lord Keeper 
declared, that the Queens Majeſty, by reaſon of 
the evil diſpoſition of her Health, could not be 
preſent this 11* day of Jamary, and that ſhe 
hath therefore been pleaſed to Prorogue the 
ſame, until to Morrow, being the 12 day of the 
lame. 1 
And to this purpoſe, a Writ Patent under the 
Great Seal of England, whereby the ſaid Parha- 
ment was Prorogued unto the 12. day of this In- 
ſtant Jax. wasread publickly,by the Clerk of the 
Upper Houſe, in theſe words following :

This day, although the Parliament began not, 
nor any Peers fate in the Upper Houſe, but the 
Lord Keeper, and ſome others of either Houle, 
- metonly in the Parliament Chamber, to Prorogue 
the Parliament unto the -12. day of this Inſtant 
Month, as aforeſaid, were divers Proxies retur- 
ned, from many of the Lords, both Spiritual and 
Temporal , who in their abſence did conſtitute 
others to give their Voices for them. 

Nota, That the Duke of Norfo/k was Conſti- 
tuted the ſole or joint Proftor of four ſeveral 
Peers , and Francis Earl of Bedford was nomi- 
nated the ſole or joint Proctor of ſeven ſeveral 
Lords 3 whereof one was Thomas Archbiſhop of 
York, and another of them was Wi/liam Biſhop 
of Exeter z By which it doth appear, not only 
that a Spiritual Lord did Conſtitute a Temporal 
(whichat this day is altogether forborn,as alſo for 
a Temporal Lord to Conſtitutea Spiritual, which 
was but rarely uſed during this Queens Reign.) 
| but likewiſe that any Peer of the Upper Houſe, 
by the ancient and undoubted uſages and Cuſtom 
of the ſame , is capable of as many Proxies as 
ſhall be ſent unto him. 

- On Tweſday the 12. day of January, the Par- 
liament held according to the Prorogation on 
yeſterday foregoing , and about eleven of the 
Clock in the Forenoon, the Queens Majeſty took 
her Horſe at the Hall Door, and proceeded in 
manner as followeth.

Then Sir Wilam Cecill Chief Secretary , and 
Sir Edward Rogers Comptroller. 

Then William Homard bearing the Queens 
Cloak and Hat. 

Then Barons, in all forty, but there in number 
30. 4. St. Fobn of Bletſo, Hunſdon, Haſtings of 
Loughborough, Chandois, North, Effingham , but 
now as the Lord Chamberlain, Darcy of Chicke, 
Paget, Sheffield, Willoughby, Rich, Wharton, Evers, 
Cromwell, St. John, Mordanit, Borough, Went- 
worth, Windſor, Vaux, Sands, Mountegle, Darcy 
of Menell, Ogle, Mountjoy , Lumley, Latimer,

and a Hood down their back of Miniver. |

Then the Queens Majefty on Horfeback, a 
little behind the Lord Chamberlain, and'Vice-

tle, opened before , furr'd with Ermines, and 
her Kirtle of Crimſon Velvet, cloſe betore, and 
cloſe Sleeves, but the Hands turged up with Er- 
mines, and a Hood hanging low , round about 
her Neck, of Ermins. Over all a rich Coller, et 
with Stones and other Jewels, and on her Head 
a rich Caul.. And the next after Her , the Lord 
Robert Dudley , Maſter of the Horſe , leading 
the ſpare Horſe. And after all,other Ladies, two

Queen went her Footmen, and along on either 
fide of her went the Penſioners, with their Axes3 
after the Ladies followed the Captain of the 
Guard , Sir WilliameSt. Loe, and after him the 
Guard, | 

In which Order Her Majeſty proceeded to the 

North Door of the Church of Weſtminſter, where 
the Dean there, and the Dean of the Chappel met 
her, and the whole Chappel in Copes and S* E4- 
wards Staff, with the Inlet in the top, was deliver- 
ed unto her 3 her Arm , for the bearing thereof, 
aſſiſted. by the Baron of Hunſdon 3 the Canopy 
born over her by Charles Howard Eſqz Sir George 
Poward Sir Richard Blunt Sir Ed. Warner Sir John 
Perrott, and Sir William Fitz-Williams, Knights ; 
her Graces Train born up and afliſted, for-the 
weight thereof, from her Arms by the Lord Ro- 
bert Dudley, Maſter of the Horſe, and Sir Francis 
Knowles, Vice-Chamberlains and fo orderly pro- 
ceeded to the Travers beſide the Table of Admi- 
niſtration. Although othet Princes have uſed to 
be placed in the Quire till the Offering, but not 
now becauſe there was neither Communion nor 
Offering ; :and fo, ſhe being placed, all the Lords 
ſate down on Forms, beſides the Travers; the Spi- 
ritualty on the North fide, and the Temporalty 
on theSouth fide; the Sword and the Cap of Eſtate 
laid down on the Table. Then the Quire fung the 
Engliſh Proceſſion; which ended, M* Noe# Dean 
of Pauls 'began his Sermon , and firſt made his 
Prayer orderly for the Queens Majeſty, and the 
Univerſal Church,and eſpecially for that Honour- 
able Aflembly of three Eſtates there preſent, that 
they might make ſuch Laws, as ſhould be to Gods 
Glory, and the good of the Realm. 
. - The Sermon being ended, and a Pſalm ſung, 
her Majeſty and the reſt orderly on foot pro- 
ceeded out of the South Door, where ſhe deli- 
vered-the Dean the Scepter., and fo proceeded 
into.the. Parliament Chamber, where the Queen 
ſtayed a. while in her Privy Chamber, till all 
the Lords and others were placed, and then her 
Highneſs:came forth, and went, and. fate her 
down 10: her Royal Place, and: Chair of Eſtate 
(the Sword: and Cap of Maintenance bornbefore 
her). and.when ſhe ſtood up, her Mantle was af- 
fiſted and-born up from her Arms, by the Lord 
Robert Dudley, Maſter of the Horſe, and Sir 
Francis Knowles Vice-Chamberlain. 

The Lord! Keeper fate alone upon the upper- 
molt Sack ,, until the Queen was fate; and: then 
went and :ſtood. without the Rail, on the:right 
hand the Cloth of Eſtatez-and the Lord Treafi-

rer, holding the Cap of Eſtate, on the right 
hand betore the Queen, Garter ſtanding by him, 
and on the left hand ſtanding the Earl of Wor- 
ceſter, with the Sword, and by him the Lord 
Chamberlain. 

The Duke of Norfolk began the firſt Form, 
and the Viſcount Mountague (for that the Vi- 
{count Bindox was not there) ended it. 

The Lord Clinton , the Lord Admiral, began 
the Form behind that of Barons, and the Lord 
St. John of Bletſoe ended it. 

The Archbiſhop of Canterbury began the Bi- 
ſhops Form, and the Biſhop of Gloceſter ended 
the ſame. 

On the Woolſack on the right hand , and 
Northſide, ſate Sir Robert Catlin and Sir James 
Dyer Chief Juſtices, Sir Wil. Peter, Anthony 
Browne, Corbett, Weſton, and M* Gerrard the 
Queens Attorney. 

' On the Sack on the left hand and Southſide, 
ſate Sir Witiam Cordall, Maſter of the Rolls, Sir 
Edward Saunders Chief Baron, Juſtice Widdon, 
Serjeant Carus, and M* Ryſſel/ the Queens Solli- 
cttor, and at their Backs fate Sir Richard Read, 
Dottor Tale, and Door Vaughay. 

On the other Sack fate Dottor Huicke, Spilo1an 
Clerk of the Parliament, and M* Marti» Clerk 
of the Crown; and behind them kneeled Mt 
Smith, Allen, Dyeter, Nicaſins, Cliffe and Permitter. 

At the fide hand of the Queen fate on the 
ground three or four Ladies, and no more and 
at the back of the Rail, behind the Cloth of 
Eſtate, kneeled the Earls of Oxford and Rutland 
under Age, the Earl of Deſmond, the Lord Roos; 
the Lord Herbert of Cardifſe, and divers other 
Noblemens Sons and Heirs. 

' Nota, That theſe foregoing paſlages, touching 
the-lolemn manner of her Majeſties coming to 
the Upper Houle, are not at all found in the Ori- 
gmal- Journal-Book of the ſame, but are tran- 
ſcribed, out of a written Copy or memorial of 
them, I had by me; as:doth alſo the Lord Keepers 
Speech follow, our of the ſamezin the next place, 

The Queens Vajelty (being ſet (as aforeſaid) 
under the Cloth of Eſtate) the Houſe of Com- 
mons: had notice thereof 3 and thereupon” the 
Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles of rhe ſame, re- 
paired to the Upper Houle, and being, as many 
as conveniently could, let 17, ſhe Commanded 
Sir Nicholas Bacon the Lord Keeper, to open the 
cauſe of Callmg'and Aſſembling this Parliament, 
who:thefeupon-ſpake, as followeth; 


My Lords and others of this Honourable Aſſembly, 


'OU ſhall underſtand, that my moſt Dread 
and Sovereign Lady the Queens Majeſty; 

here prefent, hath Commanded me to declare 
the occafion of this Aflembly , which I am not 
able (but unmeer) to do, as it ought to'be done, 
among /fuch a noble, wiſe and diſereet Company. 
Howbeit, knowing the Experience. of hee Ma- 
jeſty,: bearing with ſuch as do their good wills, 
and your Honours Patience, in bearing with me 


| in-the like, afore this time 3 it encourageth me 


I 2 the 
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the better herein, not doubting of the like at 
this preſent. Therefore my Lords, the occaſion 
is, that neceſlary matters be provided for, pro- 
pounded and ſcanned , and after agreed upon, 
and ended , which afterwards ſhall remain and 
continue 3 which matters in my Judgment, may 
well be divided into two parts, one touching 
Religion for the ſetting forth of Gods Honour 
and Glory , and the other concerning Policy, 
for the Common-Wealth, as well for proviſion 
at home, as to provide for the Foreign Enemy 
abroad: Which ſaid matters of Religion , =_ 
apain be divided into two parts; for Gods cauſe 
being ſincerely weighed, conſidered and follov- 
ed, bringeth forth good ſucceſs in all Afairs, and 
being not followed, but neglected, and made 
light of, how can any thing proſper, or take good 
effect? And the greater the Perſonagesbe,which 
ſo abuſe the ſame, the greater the fault 1s, to the 
damage of the whole Common-Wealth 3 for all 
mens Eyes be fixed on thoſe who be in Autho- 
rity ; for as the Head is, even fo is the Foot 3 and 
aker the Superior followeth the Inferior. For as 
Gods Law it ſelf is perfe&, fo there is no im- 
perfeQion therein, but that which cometh of our 
ſelves, wherein I cannot excuſe either the ſpiri- 
tualty or laiety. For as the Preachers be not fo 
diligent in their Vocation of Preaching, as they 
ought to be, even fo we of the Laiety be neither 
ſo diligent in hearing, nor yet in doing as we 
ſhould be. And thirdly, ſome of the Laiety in 
not giving credit unto it, as it ought for to be. 
For as all in Authority ought to be credited,and 
their doings taken in the beſt part, yet I would 
wiſh the ſame ſhould continue no longer than 
they do well. 

And where at this preſent there is great want of 
Miniſters , and ſome of them that be, be:much 
inſufficient ; which, conſidering the time, are to 
be born withal,not doubting the Circumſpettion 
of the Biſhops, in well looking to the placing 
of ſuch, which ſhall be appointed- hereafter 
and thoſe which be, and will not be reformed, 
to have ſharp puniſhment. For as heretofore the 
Diſcipline of the Church hath not been good, 
and again, that the Miniſters thereof have been 
flothful , even fo for want of the ſame hath 
ſprung two Enormities 3 the firſt is, that for 
lack thereof, every man liveth as he will, with- 
out fearz And ſecondly, many Ceremonies a- 
greed upon, but the right Ornaments thereof, 
are either left undone, or forgotten. As in one 
point, for want of Diſcipline it is that ſo few 
come toService,and the Church fo unrepleniſhed, 
notwithſtanding that at the laſt Parliament, a 
Law was made, for good Order to be obſerved 
in the ſame; but yet as appeareth not Executed. 
Therefore if it be too eaſie,let it be made ſharper, 
and if already well, then fee it Executed. For 
the want of Diſcipline cauſeth obſtinacy, con- 
tempt and growing of Hereſie ; therefore bet- 
ter to be winked at and unſpoken, than bruted 
abroad and unperformed : Therefore, in mine 
opinion, the device is good,that in every Dioceks 


there be Officers appointed and deviſed, as hath 
been thought good , to fit for redreſs of theſe 
and ſuch hke Errors, twice or thrice a Year, till 
the faults be amended. In which well doing, 
the Head-Officers are to be born withal , and 
maintained 3 and Laws to be made for the pur- 
poſe: the chief Care of which ſaid former mat- 
ters pertaineth to you, my Lords of the Spiri- 
tualty , wherein you muſt take pains to travel, 
whereunto be Laws to be joined , not only for 


the more perfeting of the ſame , but for the 


maintenance, as well of the Heads, as the Mini- 
lters thereof. | 

Now to the ſecond part., of Policy for the 
Common-Wealth 3; for as there be faults for 
want of Diſcipline, ſo are there faults in the im- 
perfeQion , and want of Execution , which im- 
perfefion muſt be looked unto 3 and want of 
Laws which needeth to be provided for and 
made ; and to conſider, if there be not too many 
Laws for one thing, and thoſe fo large and bu- 
fie, that neither the Commons can underſtand 
the ſame, nor yet well the Lawyer,which would 
be brought into ſome briefer and better Order, 
and there Executed. For which purpoſe, it is 
neceſlary to take care , to have good Miniſters 
thereof , and ſecondly, to baniſh all fearfulneſs 
for proſecuting the ſame 3 and over and beſides, 
that to appoint proved men to inquire of theſe 
Miniſters, whereby they may bave the better re- 
gard to their Duty : For, even as the Viſitation 
of the Church is and. was well appointed for 
the Church, ſonow is the like to be appointed for 
the Temporalty. For if the Laws be not well 
Executed, my part is not the leaſt thereof, which 
Yearly I would be glad to hear of, The third 
for the Enemy , as well here bred amongſt us, 
as abroad : for whereas the Queens Majeſty at 
her entrance found this Realm in War with Fo- 
reign Power, at which time lack of Treaſure, 
Artillery, Force and other things, cauſed her to 
agree to a Peace, although not the beſt, how- 
beit for our ſurety ſhe ſpared no colt to bring it 
to paſs 3 which notwithſtanding, of later time, 
certain old cankered Enemies of this Realm, at- 
tempted to put in Execution to bring the Scots 
to the Governance of France, and fo being a 
firm Land to ours, to have been our utter Ene- 
miesz which danger the Queen foreſceing, ſought 
by all means, as well by her Amballadors as o- 
thers, to ſtay the Enterpriſe, but could not z 
and therefore helped her Neighbours of Scotland, 
and ſo diſappointed that attempt z or elſe afore 
this time I doubt the Scottiſh Territories would 
have been too little to have holden them , but 
that they would have troubled us, -not only at 
Barwick , => at the Walls of _ which faid 
attempt, being by the means of her Maj 
ayes dad Hl the ſaid bent Enemies wn 
attempted the ſame in Fraxce , to the whole di- 
{turbance of all Chriſtendom , and all done for 
the miſchief of this Realm, (joined with a de- 
viliſh Conſpiracy. within our ſclves, tending to 
the aiding of the Foreign Enemy, and by thei 

own 
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own Confeflion , to have raiſed a Rebellion in 
this Realm) And for that by none of her Graces 
Travels or means, ſhe could there ſtay their En- 
terpriſe, or make them agree, ſhe was forced the 
rather to ſtay the ſame, for the ſurety of this 
Realm, to the no little chargSt her Majeſty : 
for in theſe g_ , and 1n repeng of 
theſe, and other like faults, I dare to 
ſay (for that I am thereof aflured) it hath coſt 
her Majeſty as much as two of the beſt Subſidies, 
which at any time hath been within this Realm 3 
and all at her own proper Charges, without ei- 

ther ſtraining of her Subjects, or having aid of 
them, towards the ſame. Howbeit ſhe yet think- 

etH it well ſpent, for often it chanceth, that 

money is better ſpent than ſpared 3 as the com- 

mon ſaying is, That a penny is well ſpent which 

afterwards ſaveth a pound. And fo in this, if 
that money had not been ſo ſpent in ſtaying in 

time their attempted Enterpriſes, it would after- 

wards have turned to. no little prejudice, nor 

yet ſmall Charge of this Realm. And where

For by it 
the Tree of knowledge groweth downwards, 
and not upwards, as it was firſt meant, and 
made forz and groweth thereby greatly to the 
diſhonour . both of God and this Common- 
Wealth; [The Univerſities are decayed, and 
great Market Towns, and others without either 
School or Preacher 3 for the poor Vicar hath but 
only twenty pound, and the reſt, being no ſmall 
ſumm, is Impropriate3and ſo thereby no Preacher 
there, but the people being trained up and led, 
in Blindneſs, for want of inſtructions, become ob- 
ſtinate. And-therefore to ſee to it, and that Im- 
propriations may be redrefſed, notwithſtanding 
the Laws already made. 

The third Monſter is Error, a Serpent with 
many Heads, many evil opinions, and much 
evil Life, as Pelagians, Libertines, Papiſts, and 
ſuch others, leaving Gods Commandments,to fol- 
low their own Traditions, afte&tions and minds. 
But if the Papiſt be, as indced he is, in error, let 
us ſeek the - redreſs thereof 3 for that the-poor 
and ignorant be thereby abuſed. Until which 
redreſs be had, you nor your Realm, neither at 
home nor abroad, ſhall ever be well ſerved of 
ſuch people, which be fo divided ; and therefore 
ſpeedily look to it, and weed out this wicked- 
neſs and error within theſe our days, which is 
too much known now adays; for if your Godly 
Proclamations were not ſo ſoon forgotten, they 
would be amended. In the Country I heard tell; 
bur ſince Þcame hither, walking in the ſtreets, I 
have heard oftentimes more Oaths than words, 
a pitiful hearing ! for if the Egyptians, by whoſe 
Laws the people loſt their hands,and amongſt the 
Barbarians loſt their Lives, for ſwearing, and ef. 
pecially if it were a lie; if it were ſo puniſhed 
amongſt them, being Infidels, what, ſhall there 
be no puniſhment amongſt us being Chifſtians ? 
Is truth further from us profeſling the name of 
Chriſt, and being Chriſtians, than from them be- 


"2 ing Infidels? But even as Tantalys was Plagued, 


ſo are we 3 for although he had Apples even 


of efngat his Mouth, yet could he not eat any 
of t 


and having a River of Water even as 


it were running by his Lips, yet could he not 
drink, but died for hunger A. thirſt; even ſo 


are we Plagued ; for having Gods word, and his 


name even in our Mouths, yet we live as Infi- 
dels, or as them that are furtheſt from the ſame, 


and ſo having enough; there is ſcarcity. And 
that we may avoid'this Blaſphemy,and the other 
Monſters, your humble Subjedts defire your 


Highneſs to ſee to the lamentable Eſtate of this 
Common-Wealth, and the redreſs of the ſame. 

Having peruſed times paſt, and times preſent, 
let us go to, and well remember the time to 
come. For Cato ſaith, A thing well begun ſhall 
be well ended 5 ſo then followeth of a good be- 
ginning a good ending. For that Noble Captain 
Hannibal, enyironed with his Enemies, in a 
ſtrange Country, ſounded his Trumpet to Coun- 
cil, and thereby proſpered. So your Majeſty 
hath now called the Prelates, Nobles and Com- 
mons to Council for ſurety of the Realm. We 
now ſo therefore Aſſembled, as diligent in our 
Calling, have thought good to move your Ma- 
jelty with the aſſent of this Aflembly, to build 
a ſtrong Fort for the ſurety of the Realm, to the 
repulling of your Enemies abroad, which muſt 
be ſet upon firm ground, and ſtedfaſt, having 
two Gates, one commonly open, the other as a 
Poſtern, with two Watchmen at either of them, 
one Governor, one Lieutenant, four Souldiers, 
and no good thing there wanting. The ſame to 
be named The fear of.God 3the Governor thereof 
to be God, your Majeſty the Lieutenant , the 
Stones the Heart of faithful People, the two 
Watchmen at the open Gate, to be called Know- 
ledge and Virtue, the other two at the Poſtern 
to be called Mercy and Truth ; all being Spiri- 
tual, Miniſters. | 

This Fort is Invincible, if every man will fear 
God 3 for all Governours Reign and Govern by 
the twa Watchmen, Knowledge and Vertue; and 
if you, being the Lieutenant , ſee Juſtice with 
Prudence her Siſter executed , you ſhall then 
rightly uſe the Office of a Lieutenant z and for 
ſuch as depart out of this Fort, let them be let 
out at the Poſtern by the two Watchmen, Mercy 
and Truth; and then you ſhall be well at home 
and abroad, The Charge of this Fort is yours, 
being Lieutenant. By Juſtice your place is ſer- 
led, whereunto Obedience ought La - taught 
and done; which your Majeſty ought to look 
to. And ſo now the fear of God to be a ſure 
Fort, the Subjects Hearts the Stones; Know- 
ledge, Virtue, Mercy and Truth, the four Watch- 
men, God the Governor, and your Majeſty the 
Lieutenant, is well proved. Therefore to build 
upon this Fort, the tear of God, is nothing lack- 
ing to a happy Life; for by God are all Princes 
appointed. Who put down Saul £ Who made 
David King, who ſought only Gods Glory and 
ſo proſpered 2 as did Joſaphat, Foſias and Heze+ 
chias,and alſo Ahas, as long as they ſought Gods 
Glory, proſpered 3 but forgetting God, were 
overthrown : Therefore firſt of all, and conti- 
nually ' vouchfafe to ſeek Gods Glory, and his 
true Honour, and then you ſhall have this Fort 
well built, and by you well Governed. 

Further I am to be a Suitor to your m_—_ 

K that 
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that when matters of importance ſhall ariſe, 
whereupon it ſhall be neceſſary to have your 
Highneſs Opinion, that then I may have free ac- 
ceſs unto you for the ſame 3 and the like to the 
Lords of the Upper Houle. 

Secondly, That in repairing from the nether 
Houſe to your Majeſty, or the Lords of the Up- 
per Houſe, to declare their meanings, and I mi- 
ſtaking on uttering the ſame contrary to their 
meaning, that then my fault or imbecillity in de- 
claring thereof be not prejudicial to the Houle, 
but that I may again repair to them, the better 
to underſtand their meanings, and fo they to 
reform the ſame. 

\ Thirdly, That the Aſſembly of the Lower 
Houſe , may have frank and free Liberties to 
ſpeak their Minds, without any Controulment, 
Blame, Grudge, Menaces or Diſpleafure, accord- 
ing to the old antient Order. 

Finally, That the old Priviledge of the Houſe 
be obſerved, which is, that they and theirs might 
be at Liberty, frank and free, without Arreſt, 
moleſtation , trouble or 'other damage to their 
Bodies, Lands, Goods or Servants, with all other 
their Liberties, during the time of the ſaid Par- 
| hament 3 whereby they may the better attend, 
and do their Duty 3 all which Priviledges I de- 
fire may be Inrolled, as at other times it hath 
been accuſtomed. 

And thus having been tedious unto you with 
my Speech, void of Eloquence, I crave . your 
Pardon, and deſire your Majeſty to accept of 
my Heart, and good Will, as well at this time as 
after, and I will pray as I am bounden, for your 
Honour long to Reign over us. | 

Then the Queen called the Lord Keeper, de- 
claring her Opinion for Anſwering him, which 
he did as followeth. 


M* Speaker, The Queens Majeſty hathgheard 
and very well weighed your Eloquent Oration, 
which you in the beginning required might not 
be ſo called, but that it might bear the name of 
an Epiſtle, with a Requeſt, full of good mean- 
ing, and, good matters, gathered, divided and 
ſet 3 which you divided, as I gather, into four 
parts. Three by you applied unto three times,

you divided into two, the one Spiritual, and the 
other Temporal, and fo in ſome part related the 
ſame ; and thus paſſed with times paſt. 
The ſecond part for time preſent; after you 
had therein declared many notable Examples of 
Princes, which ſearched privily to underſtand 
the Commons talk and Opinion, and the benefit 
thereof ariſing, you declared to be in this Com- 
mon-Wealth three Notable Monſters, 27z. Ne- 
ceſlity, Ignorance and Error, which to redicls, 
you defired the Princes Aid. 


declared how the Queens Majeſty and thas Par- 
lament in your Opinion,” by building a Fort, 
"named the fear of God, might take Order and 
live ſurely in time to come. 

And in the fourth part, 
the firſt for free acceſs to her Perfon, and Upper 
Houſe, the ſecond for well taking your mean- 
ing, and the third and fourth for $4 Liberty of 
Speech and Perſons. Y 

Now for the Anſwering of them, her Majeſty 
hath Commanded me to ſay ; That for the firſt 
part ſhe commendeth much'thoſe Godly Virtues 
that you opened to be in her, and alſo thoſe 
beautiful budding benefitswhich you declared to 
come from her, and doubteth not the rather by 
this your remembring of them, but they ſhall be 
on her part hereafter » for which ſhe 
thanketh you, thinking all things well beſtowed, 
when they are well remembred. 

In the 'fecond part you'declare certain Mon- 
ſters, which trouble this Region, and would be 
redreſſed; the Remedy whereof you declared im 
your third part , wherein ſhe deſireth you to 
travel for the bringing of it to paſs. ' 

And for the fourth part, being your Petiti- 
ons, which be alſo four; for the firſt being for 
free acceſs to her Perſon, ſhe granteth it, not 
doubting of your diſcretion to uſe it, as rath as 
may be, not out of time , nor yet without they 
be matters of great importance. | 

For the ſecond , that if you miſtake their 
meanings, that they may notwithſtanding re- 
dreſs the ſame, without prejudice to-them 3 this 
alſo ſhe granteth, although unneedful, for that 
ſhe truſteth you will not offend therein z And 
for the third , to have free Speech ſhe granteth 
alſo, . fo that it be reverently uſed. 

And to the laſt point, for them and theirs to 
be free , without diſturbance , ſhe is pleaſed 
therewith z howbeit great regard would be 
therein had, not thereby to avoid or delay thair 
Creditors, but to be well uſed, according tothe 
meaning of the firſt grant thereof. - 

Now a word or two more, I would adviſe 
you, to make your Laws as few, and as plain ag 
may be , for many be burthenous, and doubtful 
to underſtand ; and fo accordingly to make them 
as brief, as the matter will ſuffer ; md thirdly, 
that you proceed to the great and weighty mat- 
ters firſt, and then to others of ſmaller impor- 
tance, and that ſo ſpeedily as can be, whereby

Queens Majeſty her ſelf, with the Lords both Spi- 
ritual and Temporal was preſent in her Robes, 
and gave her Royal Aflent to ſuch Ads as paſ- 
ſed ; Although no preſence of any of the Lords 
or her Majeſty, be at all marked in the ſaid Ori- 

inal Journal-Book. And therefore I have cau- 
ed the ſolemn and ſtately manner of the Queens 
coming to the Upper Houſe, with the ſeveral 
Interlocutory Speeches of the Speaker of the 
Houſe of Commons, and the Lord Keeper, to 
be inſerted at large out of a written Copy, or 
Anonymous memorial thereof, I had by me, be. 
ing doubtleſs the very Original Draught , ſet 
down by ſome Member of one of the two Hou- 
ſes, or at leaſt by ſome other obſervant perſon, 
then preſent, while the ſaid Speeches paſled in the 
Upper Houſe; for it is written in a hand and 
language of that very time, and in many places 
amended and interlined. 

About three of the Clock (this preſent $4- 
turday 1n the Afternoon) the Queens Majeſty 
came by Water from Whitehal , and landed 
on the backſide of the Parliament Chambers 
and fo the Earl of Northumberland, bearing the 
Sword afore her , the Dutcheſs of Norfolk the 
Train, ſhe proceeded up into her Privy-Cham- 
ber, and there Apparell'd her ſelf in her Par- 
liament Robes 3 during which time the Lords 
likewiſe put on their Robes, and took their 
Places. 

On the Upper Sack fate the Lord Keeper, till 
the Queen came, and then he went to his 
place, at the Rail, on the right hand to the 
Cloth of Eſtate: On the Wooll-fack on the 
North-ſide, fate Sir Robert Catlin, and _ 
Dyer, the two Chief Juſtices, Str Johr Maſon, 
and Serjeant Carus, M* Ryfwell the Queens Sol- 
licitor, and Doctor Tale. 

On the Sack on the South-ſ1de, fate Sir Willia 
Cecill Secretary, Sir William Cordall Maſter of the 
Rolls, Juſtice Weſton, Serjeant Southcott, M* Ger-. 
rard the Queens Attorney, and Dofor Lewes. 

On the nether Sack fate M* Spzlmrar, Clerk of 
the Parliament, M* Powle Deputy and joint Pa- 
tentee with M* Martin , Clerk of the Crown, 
Mr Heming and ſome Clerks of the Signet, Diſter 
and Permiter, before which nether Sack ſtood a 
little Table. 

Then the Queens Majelty, being Apparell'd in 
her Parliament Robes, with a Caul on her Head, 
came forth, and proceeded up, and took the 
Seatz the Duke of Norfolk, as Earl Marſhal, with 
his gilt Rod, before her, with the Marqueſs of 
Northampton bearing the Cap of Maintenance, 
and ſtood on her right hand , and the Earl of 
Northumberland the Sword, on her left hand ; the 
Queens Mantle born over her Arms by the Lord 
Admiral, and Lord of H»ſdoz z her Train born 
by the Dutcheſs of Norfolk , affiſted by the 
Lord Chamberlain, and M* Afley Maſter of the 
Jewel-Houſe 3 and ſo her Majeſty being placed, 
the Duke of Norfolk , the Lord Admiral, and the 
Lord Hunſdon, took their places, and from rime 
to time, as her _— ſtood up, her Mantle 

over 
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over her Arms, was afliſted up with the Lord 
. Robert Dudley , Maſter of the Horſe, and Sir 
Francis Knowles Vice-Chamberlain. 

 Thenall being placed, Mr Williams the Speaker 
was brought in between Sir Edward Rogers 
Comptroller , and Sir Az#broſe Cave Chancellor 
of the Dutchy 3 and after one obeyſance made 
proceeded down to the Wall , and from thence 
came up to the Rail, in the way making three 
Obeyſances; and after he was up at the Rail, he 
made three Obeyſances, and then began his Ora- 
tion, as followeth. 


1 His it is, moſt Excellent and Vertuous Prin- 
cels, &c. As nature giveth to every rea- 
onable Creature to ſpeak , ſo it is a grace to be 
well learned; and I preſenting the Mouth of ſuch 
a Body, as cannot ſpeak for it {elf ; and in the 
preſence of your Majeſties Perſon and Nobles, 
muſt moſt humbly defire and crave of your 
Highneſs, to bear with my imperfeQtions. 

his Common-Wealth hath been by Gods Pro- 
vidence firſt inſtituted, and ſince by Mans Policy 
continued, wherein Juſtice and good Counſel 1s 
moſt to be preferred 3 for Antient Law-makers, 
and Authors of good Laws , be worthy to be 
praiſed, and had in perpetual remembrance z and 
ſuch are the Laws that we have made in this 
Common-Wealth, as (in mine Opinion) do ex- 
cel and paſs all other humane Laws, 

— divers Authors of good Laws, we 
have ſet forth unto us , to the end they ſhould 
not be forgotten,three Queens; the firſt Paleſtina 
the Queen, Reigning before the Deluge , who 
made Laws as we!l concerning Peace as War. 

The ſecond was Ceres the Queen, which made 
Laws concerning evil doers; And the third was 
Marc. Wife of Bathilacus , Mother to Stillicns 
the King, who enafted Laws for the maintenance 
and preſervation of the uu and well-doers. 
And fince that time, Etheldred a King in this 
Realm, Eſtabliſhed Laws, and ſet in moſt beaten, 
high, and croſs ways, a Croſs, and therein a 
Hand, with a Ring of Gold, pointing to the 
moſt uſual way, which alſo ſtood untaken away 
or diminiſhed during his Lite. 

And ſo you are the fourth Queen, Eſtabliſher 
| of good Laws, our moſt dread Soveraign Lady, 
for your time as happy as any of the three,which 
| happineſs for the preſent I let (lip, and defire, as 
all our hearts do, that fome happy Marriage to 
your contentation might ſhortly be brought to 
paſs z your Majeſty finding this Realm out of 
Order, and full of Abuſes, have continually had 
a ſpecial care to reform the ſaid Abuſes 3 and for 
the more expelling thereof , have Congregated 
together this Aſſembly, whereby partly to your 
Contentation, for Reformation of the to 
its old priſtine Eſtate, and for Money and Peace, 
15 all that chiefly we have done 3 for which pur- 
poſes we have agreed upon and made certain 
Laws, which uritf Majeſty have granted 


your 
your Royal Aſſent, and ſo giyen Lite thereunto, 
cannot be called Laws. | 


And herein requiring of your Majeſty three 
Petitions, two for the Commons, and one for 
my ſelf; the firſt for ſuch Laws as they have 
made , being as yet without Life, and ſo no 
Laws,that it would pleaſe your Mafſty to grant 
your Royal Afent unto them 3 Secondly, that 
your Highneſs would accept their doings in good 
part, that the imperfeCtions of their Labours, by 
your acceptance may be ſupplied 3 for, as ap- 
peareth in ſundry Hiſtories, the perſons of thoſe 
Princes and Subjects have long continued, which 
have well uſed themſelves one toward th'other ; 
which without neglecting of my duty, I cannot 
in your preſence ſo let {hip 3 for, as it appeareth 
in divers Hiſtories, the Noble Alexander having 
preſented unto him by one of his poor Souldiers 
the Head of one of his Enemies, he, not for- 
getting the Service of his Souldier , although 
herein he had done but his Duty, gave unto him 
a Cup of Gold, which firſt the Souldier refuſed ; 
but after that Alexander had Commanded it to 
be filled with Wine, and delivered him, he re- 
ceived it, whereby appeareth the Noble and Li- 
beral Heart of the ſaid Alexander. 

Alſo Xenophon writing of the Life of Cyrus, 
who being liberal of Gifts, having vanquiſhed 
Creſus, and he marvelled at his liberality, faid, it 
were better to keep it by him, than fo liberal] 
to depart from it 3 unto whom Cyrus enfoeced 
That his Treaſure was innumerable 5 and a 
pointed Creſus a day, to fee the fame; and there- 
upon took Order, that his SubjeCts ſhould before 
that time bring in their Treaſure 3 which being 
innumerable, and more than Cyrxs by any other 
means could have given, Creſ#s much wondred 
thereat 3 Cyrus ſaid, thou cauſeſt me to take of 
my Subjeds, and retain the ſame; but what need 
I to take, when they ſo frankly will bring it un- 
to me? and ſo as occaſion ſerveth, ready con- 
tinually to ſupply my want ? therefore how can 
be but rich, having ſuch Subjedts ? but if they 
by my means or any other were poor, then were 
[ poor allo. 

Which two worthy Examples of Alexander and 
Cyrus, your Majeſty hath not forgotten to enſue; 
but with the like zeal have hitherto always uſed 
us, and now eſpecially at this preſent, by your 
moſt gracious and free Pardon 3 for the which, 
and all other, they by me their Mouth, do moſt 
humbly thank you ; knowledging fuch, and fo 
much love and zeal of their parts towards your 
Majeſty, as ever any Subjex@ did bear towards 
their Prince and Governour. And in token 
thereof, with one Aſſent do offer to your High- 
neſs, one Subſidy and two Fifteens, moſt hum- 
bly beſeeching your Majelty to accept it, not in 
recompence- of. your benefits, but as a Token 
of their Duty, as the poor Widdows Farthing 
was accepted, as appeareth in the Scripture. 

Thirdly, That it may alfo like your Majeſty, 
to accept my humble thanks in allowing, and 
admitting me, being unworthy of this place, and 
bearing with my unworthy ſervice ; and laſt of 


{ all, my unfitting words, uplandiſh and rude

' Heart to Marriage , and that he will fo bleſs, and 


ſend ſuch good ſucceſs thereunto, that we may 
ſee the Fruits and Children , that may come 
thereof, ſo that you, and they, may proſperoully, 
and as long time Reign over us, as ever did any 
Kings or Princes, whichGod for his Mercies ſake 
grant unto us. And ſo he ended, making his 
Obeyſance. 


Then the Queen called the Lord Keeper unto 
her, Commanding him, in her Name, to Anſwer 
him, as ſhe then declared unto him 3 which fol- 
loweth.

Mr Speaker , The Queens Majeſty hath heard 
how humbly and diſcreetly you have declared 
the Proceedings, and for Anſwer hath Com- 
manded me, that I ſhould utter three or four 
things, the firſt for her Royal Alſent to the Acts 
made at this Parliament z Secondly, How com- 
fortably , and alſo thankfully, her Majelty ac- 
cepteth your Liberality z And thirdly, For the 
Executing of the Laws. 

Here my Lords and Maſters, although I can- 
not declare, or openit unto you, as her Majeſty 
hath Commanded me 3 and therefore willingly 
would hold my*Tongue, it I might, which, tor 
that I cannot be ſo excuſed, ſay unto you as fol- 
loweth 3 not doubting of her Highneſs Clemency 
in bearing with me herein. 

Firſt, Her Majeſty conſidereth how wiſely 
you have done, for the aboliſhing of theRomiſh 
Power, the Common Enemy of this Realm 3 
remembring your care for the detence of the 
ſame Realm, your reſpe&s for the maintenance 
of Victual, the baniſhment of Vagabonds, and 
relief of the Poor, with other : , And therefore 
alloweth your worthy Proceedings herein. 

Secondly, Your Liberality and Benevolence, 
wherein your wiſe Conl(iderations towards her 
Charges, is by her Majeſty taken in thankful 
part; andI take it to be my Duty,to put you in 
remembrance,that although this Subſidy is made, 
and to be born by Subjects, not daily accuſtomed 
thereunto; but that at her firſt entrance ſhe had 
the like ; and that the grant thereof is more li- 
beral than afore hath been accuſtomed, and that 
it 15 of your neceſlity, yet it is to withſtand a 
greater neceſiity , that for fault thereof would 
elſe have enſued 3 and therefore that penny is 
well ſpent that ſaveth a groat 3 which alſo hath 
been granted, neither with perſwaſions, threats, 
nor ſharp words, which afore this time hath been 
accuſtomed, but by ane general conſent of you 
all 3 wherein appeareth your good wills, and 
benevolent minds, you bear to her Majeſty, 
which zeal ſhe moſt accepteth 3 and as ſhe hath 
cauſe, thanketh you. 

Again, by her Majeſties Commandment, ſhe 
remembring by whom, why, and to whom this 
was granted, doth think as freely as you have 
granted the moſt part whereof hath been accep- 
ted, and leſt thoſe that have ſo freely offered 


ſhould not be ſo ready towards the gathering, 
thinketh it much better to loſe the ſum granted; 
than to loſe your benevolent minds. 

Fhirdly, To the Execution of Laws, I have 
little to ſay, although the whole ſubſtance con- 
fiſteth therein;z becauſe I did in the beginning of 
this Parliament declare my Opinion in that mat- 
terz and therefore, as now you have to your 
Charges taken pairis in making good Laws, fo 


| put to your helps, to ſee theſe and all other Ex- 


ecuted ; for as it is infallible, that a thing done 
unconſtrained , is much better than when they 
be conſtrained thereunto, even ſo her Majeſty 
willeth you to look well; without more words,to 
the Execution, leſt her Grace ſhould be driven 
to do, as ſhe doth in her Ecclehiaſtical Laws; 
make Commiſhons to inquire, whether they be 
done or no 3 whereby ſhe ſhall know thoſe Ju- 
{tices and Officers, who have done their Duty, 
and are to be uſed in ſervice of Juſtice, whereof 
her Majeſty defireth to have many z and again 
ſhe ſhall underſtand who are to be barred from 
the like rooms, and the penal Statutes to be on 
them Executed, after this gentle warning : which 
inquiry I know is like to fall on me, as well as 
another. Howbeit, if Juſtice be not Executed, 
I ſhall be glad to ſce this Order taken. Notwith- 
ſtanding, her Majeſty hopeth that this her ad- 
monition ſhall not need, for that you ſee Laws 
without Execution, be as a Torch unlighted, or 
Body without a Soul: therefore look well to 
the Executing. Here endeth the three things, 
which her Majeſty commanded me to fay unto 
you. 

Beſides this, her Majeſty hath to Anſwer your 
Petitions, and as to the firſt, in which you de- 
fire her Royal Aﬀent to ſuch matters as you have 
agreed upon; to that ſhe ſaith, how at this pre- 
ſent ſhe 1s come for that purpoſe. 

And for your other Petitions, to accept in 
good part, as well your ſervice as the travails 
and doings of the nether Houſe, this Parliament; 
and to that ſhe Anſwereth, how that ſhe doth 
not only accept them in good part,but alſo thank- 
eth both you, and them for the ſame, 

And touching your requeſt before this made 
unto her, for her Marriage and Succeſſion, be- 
cauſe it is of ſuch importance,whereby I doubtcd 
my own opening thereof, and therefore deſire 
her Majeſty, that her meaning might be written, 
which ſhe hath done and delivered to me, to be 
read as followeth, |

ſwer to the ſame thus it is. The two Petitions which 
you made unto me, do contain two things 5 my Mar- 
rage, and Succeſſion after me. For the firſt, If 1 
had let ſlip too much time, or if my ſtrength had 
been decayed, you might the better have ſpoke there- 
in; or if any think 1 never meant to try that Life, 
they be deceived 5, but if I may hereafter bend my 
mind therennto, the rather for fulfilling your requeſt, 
I ſhall be therewith very well content.

yet the manner of the Burgeſles taking the Oath 
of Supremacy (which was never in uſe before 
this Seſltion of Parliament , it having been en- 
joined by Statute in the firſt year of her Maje- 
ſties Reign) together with the manner of the 
Ele&tion and Preſentment of the Speaker, is very 
Methodically and Orderly entered. And laſtly, 
whereas there is mention made in the Original 
Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons afore- 
ſaid, that the Speaker with the whole Houſe did 
exhibit their Petition to the Queens Majeſty, on 
Thurſday 23. day of January, wn the Afternoon, 
touching her Marriage , and the Limitation of

Great Seal, with great Eloquenee, declared this 
Parliament to be called for Religion, Diſcipline, 
and Aid to the State in defence of Enemies, with 
Excellent Dilation of thoſe Cauſes 3 And in the 
end willed the Commons to repair to their Houſe, 
and there to chuſe a diſcreet, grave, and wiſe 
man, to be their Speaker, and to preſent him to 
the Queens Majeſty , on Friday next in the At- 
ternoon; immediately the Commons reſorted to 
their Common Houſe, where after they were ſet, 
M* Comptroller ſtanding up, rehearſed the Lord 
Keepers Oration , for the Eleftion of a Speaker, 
and ſaid, that in his Opinion, M* Thomas Willi- 
ans Eſq;, one of the Fellows of the Imner-Tem- 
ple, being grave, learned and wiſe , was very

By which manner of Entring the Title of the 
faid Bill, it may plainly be collected , that the 
Bill it ſelf, had at this time its ſecond reading, 
and was thereupon committed to M* Sidney 
aforeſaid (to whom it ſeemeth the Bill was de- 
livered) and others, whoſe names are omit- 
ted. 

The Queens Serjeant and others brought a Bill 
from the Lords, —_— the Repeal of a branch 
for conveying of Horſes; which Bill was pre- 
{ently read the firſt time. 

On Friday the 22% day, of January, Mr Et- 
rington, Owner of the Iron-Mill in Shere 3 for 
the ſuppreſſing of which , a Bill was put into 
this Houſe ; deſired a Copy of the Bill, and a 
day to Anſwer with his learned Counſel. two 
in number; and to bring his Anſwer on Friday 
next. 

Three Bills of no great moment, had each

For that Burgeſles be returned of divers Bo- 
roughs, not lately returned in the Chancery ; vis. 
the Burgeſs of Tregony , S* Jermynes, and Maws 
in Cornwall, the Borough of Minked in Somerſet- 
ſhire, the Borough of Tamworth in Stafford, and 
the Borough of Starkbridge in Southampton, M* 
Speaker declared to the Houſe , that the Lord 
Steward agreed they ſhould reſort intothe Houſe, 
and with convenient ſpeed to ſhew Letters Pa- 
tents, why they be returned 1nto this Parlia- 
ment. 

Nota, That it was very common and ordinary 
in former times to avoid the Charges of their Bur- 
vefles allowance, in time of Parliament (when 
the Town grew into any poverty or decay) that 
the Boroughs did either get Licence of the Sove- 
reign for the time being, to be diſcharged from 
ſuch Ele&ion and Attendance, or did by degrees 
diſcontinue it themſelves 3 but of later times, 
the Knights, Citizens and Burgefles of the Houſe 
of Commons , for the moſt part bearing their 
own Charges , many of thoſe Borough-Towns, 
who had diſcontinued their former priviledge, 
by not ſending, did again recontinue it (as theſe 
Towns here) both during her Majeſties Reign, 
and afterwards in the Reign of King James her 
Succeſlor. | 

On Saturday the 23*) day of January, Three 
Bills had each of them one reading; of which 
the third being the Bill for levying of Fines in 


the County Palatine of Durham , was read the 
ſecond time, and Ordered to be engroſled,

This day Sir Edward Rogers Knight, Comp- 
troller of her Highneſs Houſhold , Sir Francis 
Knolles Koight, her Highneſs Vice-Chamberlain, 
Sir William Cecill Knight, her Highneſs Principal 
Secretary, and Sir Ambroſe Cave Knight, Chan- 
cellor'of her Highneſs Dutchy of Lencafter, four 
Chief Members of the Houſe of Commons, and

The Queen, having been moved as it ſeem- 
eth the day paſt about the Death of the former 
Speaker,and the Choice of a new onein theHouſe 
of Commons, by thoſe eight Right Honourable . 
Perſonages, who were then and there named to 
move her Highneſs in it 3 did give Order, that 
this preſent Txeſday, both the Lorzs and Com- 
mons ſhould Aiſemble, and meet together in the 
Parliament Chamber, there to receive her Maje- 
ſties Anſwer. Where being Aſſembled, the Lord 
Keeper ſhewed forth a Commiſſion from her 
Highneſs, under the great Seal of Exg/and, which 
was directed unto him only 3 the tenor whereof 
is ſet down art large im the Journal of the Houſe 
of Commons, de Ar. ifto 8 Kegin. Eliz. (to which 
Houſe it properly _— viz. That in reſpeR 
Thomas Wilkam, Eſqz the former Speaker was 
dead , therefore the Lord Keeper was for her 
Majeſty, and in her Name, to will and Com- 
mand the Knights, Citizens and Burgefles of the 
ſaid Houſe of Commons, to reſort unto their 
accuſtomed place, and there to Ele& and chuſe 
amongſt themſelves ,. one able and ſufficient per- 
ſon, to be their Speaker, for the reſt of this pre- 
ſent Parliament, yet to come. And after they 
ſhould have made their EleQion, that then three 
or four of them, for, and in all their names, 
ſhould ſignifie the ſame unto her Majeſty, and 
thereupon her Highneſs would further ſignifie her 
pleaſure unto them , what day and time they 
ſhould preſent him ſo Elefted before her, as it 
had been uſed formerly in like Caſes to be 
done.

About three of the Clock in the Afternoon 
this preſent Wedneſday, the ſecond day of Ofo- 
ber, the /Queens Majeſty took her Barge, and 
Landed on the back-ſfide of the Parliament- 
Chamber ; and fo the Earl of Northumberland 
bearing the Sword, the Lady Strairge her Trayn, 
with the Lords in their daily Apparel, and the 
Heralds attending on her, ſhe proceeded up in- 
to the Privy-Chamber, to prepare her ſelf; du- 
" ring which time the hens and Juſtices put on 
their Parliament Robes, and took their places in 
manner and form following. In which it is to be

Then the Queens Majeſty being Apparelled 
in her Parliament Robes, with a Caul on her 
Head, came forth, and took her Seat ; the Mar- 
queſs of Northampton carrying the Cap of Main- 
tenance'z and after ſtood on her right hand the 
Duke of Norfolk, carrying his Marſhals Rod, 
and on her lett hand the Earl of Northumberland, 
with theSword, the Heralds alſo andSerjeants at 
Arms being before her; her Majeſties Mantle was 


born up on either fide from her Shoulders , by 
the Lord Chamberlain and the Lord of Hunſ4or; 
who alſo ſtood (till by her, for the aſliſting there- 
of ; when ſhe ſtood up, her Train was born b 
the Lady Strange, aflifted by Sir Francis Knoles 
Vice-Chamberlain z at the left hand of the 
Queen, and on the South-{1de, kneeled the La- 
dies, and at the Rail at the Queens back, on the 
right hand, ſtood the Lord Keeper 3 and on the 
lett hand the Lord Treaſurer. 

Then the Queen (as aforeſaid) being placed 
at the South Door, came in the Houſe of Com- 
mons, bringing in between Sir Edward Rogers 
Comptroller of the Queens Houſe and Sir Fra:- 
cis Knolles Vice-Chamberlain, M* Richard On- 
flow Eſqz the Queens Sollicitor, whom they had 


| Choſen for their Speaker, and aftera Reverence 


done, proceeded after down to the Wall, and 
from thence came up to the Rail, in the way do- 
ing three Reverences, and then began the ſaid 
Speaker to ſay, as followcth. 


F 1t pleaſe your Royal Majeſty, moſt Vertu- 
ous and moſt Excellent Princeſs, At the hum- 

ble Suic of the Knights, Citizensand Burgefles of 
our nether Houſe of Parliament , now Afem- 
led, was fignified from your Majeſty, by the 
mouth of the Lord Keeper, by force of your 
Highneſs Letters of Commiſhon, your pleaſure 
and grant of free Election to the Knights, Citi 
zens and Burgefles, to chuſe a fit, and learned 
man, to be their Speaker, inſtead of Thonrus Wil- 
liams Eſq; their late Speaker, whom it hath plea- 
ſed God to call to his Mercy. For which they 
have Commanded me, in their Names, to render 
unto your Majeſty moſt humble thanks 3 And 


| have Commanded and forced me , to my great 


gricf, to {ignifie to your Majeſty , how accor/ 
ingly they have procceded to an Election ,- 
choſen and afligned me (as I may fay) but: . 
moſt unworthy to ſpeak 1n this place , tor 1 
Parliament 3 and for that I would not be ob::: 
nate, I am forced to wound my felt with their 
Sword, which wound yet being green and 
(5 new, your Majeſty being the pertect Phy- 
fician, may Cure in difallowing rhat which 
they have allowed ; for that, without your cou- 
ſent it 1s nothing. And although I being verv 
loth to trouble your Highneſs, have made Suj 
and uſed all ways and means to avoid it, tc 
could I find no remedy 3 and therefore am «1ri- 
ven to ſ{cek remedy at your hands for thi. 
[ have the experience of their uprightneſs, wt 
dom and knowledge,which choſe me, who it ti. v 
would have found any fault in me. would light: y 
have believed them (notwithſtanding that we are 
for the molt part given to think too much of our 
ſelves) but in this day, that they ſeem to enable 
me to this calling, whereof I know my felt un- 
able, I cannot credit them, no more than the 
ſimple Patient grievoully tormented with lick- 
neſs, will believe the Phyſician, nay the whole 
Colledge of them, if they ſay he hath no grict, 
pain or ficknels, I therefore do not attempt this 
O relealing 
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releaſing of me for any eaſe of my ſelf, 'but 
would be glad to ſerve your Majeſty, tothe ut- 
termoſt of my Power , in the Office of Sollict- 
torſhip, whereunto I am appointed , and not 1n 
this, being unfit for the ſame 3 and that for di- 
vers.Cauſes. For firſt, I conſider, I have to deal 
with many well Learned, the Flower and Choice 
of the Realm , whoſe deep underſtanding my 
Wit cannot attain to reach unto. No, 1t they 
for great carefulneſs would often inculcate it 1n- 
to my dull Head, to ſignifie the ſame unto your 
Highneſs, yet my Memory is ſo {lippery by Na- 
ture and Sickneſs, that I ſhould likely loſe it 
by the way 3 yet if perhaps I kept part thereof, 
I have no other knowledge to help my ſclt with- 
all, but a little in the Law , far inferiour to di- 
vers in this Houſe 3 and fo ſhould want Learning 
and Utterance to declare their meanings, as it 
requireth 3 ſpecially when I con{ider your Royal 
Majeſty, a Princeſs endowed with ſo many Ver- 
tues, Learning and flowing Eloquence , it will 
abaſh and aſtoniſh me 3 and therefore finding 
theſe infirmities, and other in me , I think my 
ſelf moſt unworthy of this place. I truſt there- 
fore only in your Highneſs, that you will dif- 
allow this Ele&ion 3 and the rather, for that by 
the true intent of your ſaid Letters, it may not 
be gathered that they ſhould eleCt any of your 
MajeſtiesOfficers 5 for although the words be to 
have their free Eleftion , yet the Law may re- 
ſtrain them in ſome meaſure : As for Example, 
we find in the Law, that if it would pleaſe your 
Majeſty , to grant Licence to a Dean and Chap- 
ter, to purchaſe to them and their Succelſors, a 
hundred pound yearly ; which words be gene- 
rally : yet if the purchaſed Lands be holden in 
Capite , this grant is void. And again, if you 
grant the Fines and Amerciaments of all your 
Tenants to one , who after chanceth to be She- 
riff of aShire, yet being a Sheriff he cannot have 
them. So this {me ſeemeth_) if 1t pleaſe your 
Highneſs, ſerveth my Caſe. Another Caules for 
want of ſubſtance to maintain this my Counte. 
nance 3 but yet your Majeſties goodneſs in this 
point ſtoppeth my Mouth, for that I have none 
other living, but in manner by you. So for all 
theſe conſiderations, and divers others, as it ſhall 
pleaſe your Majeſty to conſider, I humbly defire 
your Highneſs to diſallow this Election , Com- 
manding them to repair again together, and to 
chuſe another more fit, to ſerve the ſame. And 
{o he ended, and did his Reverence. 


Then the Queen called the Keeper, declaring 
her opinion in Anſwering him , who returning 
to his place, ſaid as followeth. 


M* O-fow, The Queens Majeſty hath heard 
and well underſtood this diſabling your ſelf to 


this Officez and doth well perceive your earneſt 
Suit to be diſcharged of the ſame; and for An- 


{wer, hath Commanded me to ſay , that ſhe 
doubteth not , but you very well underſtand, 
that when one 1s choſen to ſerve the Common-

Wealth, it is not in him which is called, who / 
hath appointed him thereunto. . Alſo there is. an 
old ſimilitude, that like as it appertameth:to the 
head , to diſpoſe every inferror member in his 
place, -ſo it pertaineth ito the Queens !Majeſty, 
being the Head , to appoint every .one inthe 
Common-Wealth 3 This being'truth, and |her 
Majeſty withal remembring your Fidelity and 
long Experience in Parliament matters , and a- 
gain being choſen by ſo learned and expert men, 
thinketh therefore your fitneſs needeth not to 
be diſputed here, and therefore they giving unto 
you ſuch Faith and Credit, according to an-An- 
tient Cuſtom , ſhe .cannot but do the like; and 
alſo you in diſabling your felt have abled your 
ſelf, and therefore ſhe doth allow and approve 
this their EleQion , nothing doubting her 'opi- 
= -y your ability to ſerve ths tura-z and fo 
ended.

Eeing that it hath pleaſed your Majeſty to 
ratify this Election , I to the uttermoſt of 

my power ſhall ferve your Highneſs, and this 
Common-Wealth 3 but firſt my humble fait is, 
that it would pleaſe your Majeſty, to.accept my 
good will: and the better to diſcharge my Duty 
towards them which hage Choſen me, that in 
great matters ſent from them, I may have acceſs 
to your Majeſty at times convenient, as the 
weight ſhall require. Secondly, If by weakne(s 
I ſhall miſtake the effect and meaning of the 
matters committed to me, by the Knights, Citi- 
zens and Burgefles, and thereby againſt my will 
miſreport them 3 that then thereby this Com- 
mon-Wealth may take no detriment 3 but that 
I may confer again with them, the better to un- 
derſtand their meaning, and ſo with more words 
to utter the ſame unto you 5 And I ſhall pray, 
as I am bound, to God, for your long afid prof- 


perous Reign over us. 


Then her Majeſty called the Lord Keeper, and 
Commanded him to Anſwer him, which he did 
as followeth. 


Mr Speaker, The Queens Majeſty hath heard 
your humble Petitions , and requeſt made unto 
her, the effe&t whereof ſhe gathereth to ſtand 
in two points; firſt, for acceſs to her perſon z 
and ſecondly , for good interpretation of your 
meaning, and alſo larger Declaration thereof, if 
need be. For the former, her Highneſs (as her 
Noble Progenitors have done) 1s well contented, 
that in convenient time , and for convenient 
Cauſes, in convenient place , and without im- 
portunity (for that theſe parts now touched, have 
not been afore this time ſo well handled, as ſhe 
truſteth now it ſhall be) which conſidered, as 
free acceſs ſhe granteth you, as any other hath 


had. For the ſecond point, becauſe no man at

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which cauſe, in that time alſo you ſhall have her 
intreatable 3 but ſhe*thinketh your circumſpe- 
ion tobe ſuch as ſhe ſhall not therein need.

Now a word or two to remember you here 
preſent of both the Houſes 3 firſt, this it is that 
[ would adviſe you in this your proceeding, to 
prefer the moſt weighty marters firſt , and not 
trouble your ſelves with ſmall matters, and of 
no weight; and therein allo, that all be done to 
underſtand the truth, and to avoid all ſupertlu- 
ous matters, and loſing or driving-away of time. 
Secondly, It is profitable that you my Lords,and 
all others that be here , conſider that long time 
requireth great expences, and therefore wiſh you 
to make Expedition the rather , to avoid the 
ſame. And yet not meaning ſuch Expedition, 
that any thing needful to be done, ſhould be 
lightly paſſed over , and not ſubſtantially done, 
and ſeen unto; but only I mean that you ſhould 
ſettle your ſelves wholly to mighty matters, and 
thoſe which be neceſſary , and to ſpare ſuperflu- 
ous things, and which needeth not 5 And this 
1s the ſum [I have to ſay. 


Then the Speaker, and the Knights, Citizens 
and Burgeſſes of the Houſe of Commons, having 
made their low Reverence towards her Majeſty, 
departed to their own Houſe 3 and the Queen 
(after the Lord Keeper had by her Majeſties 
Commandment, continued the Parliament unto 
the Morrow following) returned into her Privy- 
Chamber, and there ſhifted her , and then re- 
paired to her Barge; and ſo to the Court. Hade- 
mus ex Memoriali prefato. 

On Thurſday the third day of OFober, were 
three Bills read ; of which the laſt being the Bill 
for the better Execution of certain Statutes, and 
for the reformation of ccitain diſorders uſed in 
the Law,. was read print vice, & tunc commiſſa 
Archiepiſcopo Cantuarien. , Duci Norfolcie, Comiti 
Mareſchall. Anglie, Comiti Salopie, Comiti Wigor- 
me, & Comiti Leiceſter , Epiſcopo Dunelmen., 
Epiſcopo Elien. &» Epiſcopo Carliolen. , Domino 
Cobham, Domino Grey de Wilton , &+ Domino

Nota, That this days paſſages are wholly tran-

but a meer Attendant upon the ſame, jointly 
with the Lords, the only proper and undoubted 


Members of that Great Council 3 which is a mat- 
ter to be obſerved , becauſe of later days nei- 
ther the ſaid Afiiſtants nor Artendant, are ever 
appointed joint Committees with the Lords, as 
here 3 but only Commanded by the Houfe to 
attend upon the Committee, and there to give

tee than in the Houſe it (elf, fitting the Parlia-> 
ment, and were they (till admitted to be Com- 
mittees, as they uſually were 1n all theſe firſt 
Parliaments of the Queen, yet could no incon- 
venience enſue thereby z becauſe at a Commintee 
things are only -prepared , and made ready for 
the Houſez in which and' no where elſe they 
ought to be concluded, and expedited. SF 

And Nota laſtly, That the Parliament was this 
day continued to $2::.rday the 5** day of ' OFo- 
ber enſuing 3 but whether by the Lord Keeper, 
who (as it ſeems) at this time fell ſick of rhe 
Gout, or by the Lord Treaſu:er , who for a 
while afterwards was appointed by the Queens 
Commiſtion to continue it, according. to the u- 
ſual form and courſe in ſuch caſe uſed, doth not 
appear in the Original Journal-Book of the Up- 
per Houſe,but is omitted through the negligence 
of Francis Spilman E{q:, now Clerk of the fame 
Houle. | | | 

On Satrday the 5* day of Ofober (to which 
day the Parliament had been laſt continued) two

Eliz. and thereupon the 
greateſt part of the ſaid Houſe, with Thomas Wil- 
liams their Speaker, did prefer a Petition to her 
Majeſty, upon Thurſday the 28" day of January, 
in the ſaid fifth Year of her Majeſties Reign, by 
her Allowance 3 in which having humbly ſup- 
plicated her Majeſty to Marry, or in default of 
Iflue of her own Body, to declare a certain Suc- 
cc{lor, they received a gracious Anſwer. But 
now the ſame Parliament reaſſembling again to 
this ſecond Seſſion thereof in the eighth year of 
the Reign of the Queen, and finding nothing to 
have been acted by her Majeſty in either kind;but 
that ſhe remained (till a Virgin, without all like- 
lyhood of Marriage, and that the Succeſſion of 
the Crown depended upon great uncertainties ; 
ſome holding the Queen of Scots to have beſt 
Right, others the Counteſs of Lenox, being the 
Daughter of Margaret of England, by Archibald 
Doxelaſs Earl of Anguiſſe, her Second Husband ; 
and others alſo argued very ſtrongly for Cathe- 
rine Counteſs of Hartford, being the Daughter 
and Coheir of Henry (3rey- Marqueſs Dorſet, and 
Frances his Wife, the Eldeſt Daughter and Co- 
heir of Charles Brandon Duke of Suffolk, by 
Mary the French Queen , being the youngeſt 
Daughter of Hezry the Seventh 3 and eſpecially 
ſceing that the Queen of Scots, having Married 
the Lord Darley, (whom ſhe had Created Duke 
of Albany, and had by him Iſſue a Son born be- 
fore the beginning of this Seſſion of Parliament, 
who afterwards'was Monarch of Great Britain ) 
and duly conſidering alſo,that the Scottiſh Queen 
had , during the Life of the French King her 
Husband, by his means pretended a right to the 
Kingdom of Emgland, before the Queen her 
ſelf, in reſpect of the Popes Authority 3 and that 
ſome alſo did not ſtick to ſet a broach the Title 
of the Lady Elzanor, being the younger Siſter 
and Coheir with the Counteſs of Frtfird, 
Marrted to the Earl of Cumberland: therefore I 
lay all theſe ſaid premiſles being duly weighed by 
both the ſaid Houſes of Parliament, it made them 
to be more earneſt in Petitioning her Majeſty at 
this time, to the ſame effe&; although it ſeem- 
eth that the Petition delivered at this time, was 
chiefly preferred in the name of the Lords of the 
Upper Houſe, as that other Petition had formerly 
been preferred in the Name of the Commons, in 
the firſt Seſſion of this Parliament, i Ar. 5 Re- 
gin. Eliz, whence it hath come to paſs, that nei- 
ther of theſe Petitions being ſet down in the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book of the Upper Houſe of Com- 
mons, 1n either of theſe two Seſſions of Parlia- 
ment, the times of their delivery have been ex- 
ceedingly confounded together , in all ſuch ſe- 
veral Copies as I have peruſed of them; in 
which, as alſo in Sir Robert Cottor's firſt Volume 
of the Journals of Parliament of the Queens 
time {which are very imperfe& and fragmentary) 
they are erroneouſly Entred to have been both

delivered in Ar. 1 563. 1n which Year, as alſo in 
part of the Year 1562. the Seſſion in Ar. 5 Re- 
gin. Eliz. was continued.

The Archbiſhop of Terk, the Lord Treaſu- 
rer, and the other Lords, whoſe names are men- 
tioned in the former part of this day, with Sir 
Edward Rogers Knight,Comptroller of her High- 
neſs Houſhold, and Sir William Cecil Knight, her 
Majeſties Principal Secretary, and divers other 
Members of the Houſe of Commons, repaired 
to her Majeſty this Afternoon, being at her Pa- 
lace of Whitehal/, to receive Anſwer from her 
Highneſs, touching thoſe two great buſineſſes of 
her Marriage, and the Declaration of her Suc- 
cellor, as appeareth plainly by the Original Jour- 
nal-Book of the Houſe of Commons, fol. 266. 4. 
where the report of her Majeſties Anſwer is ſet 
down, which ſhe gave this Afternoon; although 
there be no mention at all thereof in the Origi- 
nal Journal-Book of the Upper Houſe.. And 
that this was the cauſe and ground of their at- 
tending upon her Majeſty at this time, appear- 
eth alſo plainly by a certain Manuſcript Memo- 
rial, or Diary, kept and ſet down by Sir Will;am 
Cecill, her Highneſs Principal Secretary (and af- 
terwards Lord Treaſurer of England) of the paſ- 
ſages of the greateſt part of her Majeſties Reign: 
in which the words are as followeth. 

Nov. 5. The Queen had before her thirty 
Lords and thirty of the Commons of the Par- 
liament, to receive her Anſwer concerning 
the Petition for the Succeſſion , and for Mar- 
riage, 

But whether the Lords preferred their faid 
Petition this Afternoon , or whether they had 
ſupplicated her Majeſty any time before , doth 
not any where certainly appear 3 neither can I 
poſſibly gather further than by conjecture : and 
ſo it is moſt probable , that though her Majeſty 
had notice before, what their Petition was, yet 
it was not preferred till this Afternoon. For but 
on Saturday Morning foregoing, which was the 
ſecond day of this inſtant November,it is plain,that 
the Committees of the Houſe of Commons (as 
appeareth by the Original Journal-Book of the 
ſame Houſe, on Thurſday the 31* day of OFober, 
fol. 264. b. on which day the ſaid meeting of the 
Committees was appointed) did then meet to 
conſider and agree upbn ſuch reaſons , as they 
ſhould ſhew to the Committees of the Lords ; 
whereby they might induce her Majeſty , both 
to encline to Marriage, and to declare a Suc- 
cellor. 

And however Sir Nicholas Bacon Knight, Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal , be not nominated in 
either of the Original Journal-Books of the Up- 
per Houſe, and Houſe of Commons, to have been 
preſent with the before-mentioned Lords and 
others; yet it is plan, that if the ſaid Petition 
was preferred this Afternoon , or whenſoever 
elſe, 1t was delivered from his mouth 5 as may be 

gathered

' gathered from the very Petition it ſelf enſuing 3 


and is ſo alſo expreſly ſet down by M* Camaer 
in Annal Regin. Miz. edit. Lugdun. Batav. A. D. 
1625. pag. 99. and though he had abſtained a 
while about this time from the Upper Houle, 
by reaſon of his infirmity of the Gout , yet he 
was now in the way of amendment and reco- 
very , repairing again to the ſaid Houſe on 
Saturday the 9. day of this inſtant November en- 
ſuing and therefore might very well meet the 
before-mentioned Lords , and other the ſelected 
Members of the Houſe of Commons, at the Court 
this Afternoon. 

So then, it being moſt probable that the Lords 
did both prefer their Petition this Afternoon to 
her Majeſty, touching thoſe two great matters 
of the Marriage and Succeſſion, and allo received 
her Majeſties Anſwer 3 Therefore the ſaid Peti- 
tion doth here firſt enſue , which the Lord 
Keeper pronounced in theſe or the like words 
following, 


M: ST humbly beſeecheth your Excellent 
1 


Majeſtys your Faithful Loving and Obe- 
ent Subjects, all your Lords b8th Spiritual and 
Temporal Aſſembled in Parliament in your Up- 
per Houſe, to be ſo much their good Lady and 
Soveraign, as according to your accuſtomed be- 
nignity, to grant a Gracious and Fayourable 
Hearing to their Petitions and Suits, which with 
all Humbleneſs and Obedience, they are come 
hither to preſent to your Majeſty, by my Mouth, 
in matters very nearly and dearly touching your 
moſt Royal Perſon, the Imperial Crown of this 
. your Realm, and Univerſal Weal of the ſame 3 
. which Suits, for that they tend to the ſurety and 
preſervatiqn of theſe three things, your Perſon, 
Crown and Realm , the Deareſt Jewe! that my 
Lords have in the Earth 5 therefore they think 
themſelves for divers reſpe&s greatly bound to 
make theſe Petitions 3 as firſt by their Duty to 
God, then by their Allegiance to your Highneſs, 
and laſtly , by the Faith they ought to bear to 
their natural Country. 
And like as, moſt Gracious Soveraign, by theſe 
Bonds 'they ſhould have been bound to make 
the like Petition upon like occaſion to any 


Prince, that it ſhould have pleaſed God to have ' 


appointed to Reign over them 3 ſo they think 
themſelves doubly bound to make the fame to 
your Majeſty, conſidering that beſides the Bond 
before-mentioned,, they ſtand alſo bound ſo to 
do, by the great and manifold benefits they have 
and do receive daily at your Highneſs hands ; 
which, ſhortly to ſpeak, be as great as the Fruits 
of Peace, common quiet and Juſtice can give 
and this with great care and charge to your Self. 
And thus, my Lords diverſly bound , as your 
Majeſty hath heard, are now to open to your 
Highneſs their humble Petitions and Suits, con- 
liſting in two points chiefly;whichnot ſ{undrily,or 
the one without the other, but both jointly they 
deſire your Highneſs to aſſent to 3 The Former 
5, that it would pleaſe your Majeſty to diſpoſe 


| as much commended, for that not two days be- 
——_— 


your ſelf to Marry , where it ſhall pleaſe you, 
with whom it ſhall pleaſe you, and as ſoon as 
it ſhall pleaſe you. The ſecond, that ſome ſuch 
limitation might be ' made , how the Imperial 
Crown of this Realm ſhould remain, if God 
call your Highneſs without Heirs of your Body 
(which our Lord defend) fo as theſe Lords and 
Nobles, and other your Subjefts then living 
might ſufficiently underſtand, to whom they 
ſhould owe their Allegiance and Duty due to be 
done by Subjeds, and that they might by your 
Majeſties Licence, and with your Favour treat 
and confer together this Parliament time, for 
the well-doing of this. The former of theſe two, 
which is your Marriage, they do in their hearts 
moſt earneſtly wiſh, and pray , as a thing that 
muſt needs breed and bring great and ſingular 
comfort to your Self, and unſpeakable joy and 
gladnefſs to all true Engliſh Hearts. But the fe- 
cond carrieth with it ſuch neceſlity, that with- 
out it they cannot ſee how the ſafety of your 
Royal Perſon, the preſervation of your Impe- 
rial Crown and Realm, ſhall be, or can be ſuf- 
ficiently and certainly provided for. 

Moſt Gracious and Soveraign Lady , The La- 
mentable and pitiful Eſtate andCondition, where- 
in all your Nobles and Councellors of late were, 
when 1t pleas'd God to lay his heavy band upon 
you, and the amazednels that moſt men of un- 
derſtanding were by the Fruit of that Sickneſs 
brought into, is one caule of this their Petition 3 
The ſecond the aptneſs and opportunity of the 
time, by reaſon of this Parliament , whereby 
both ſuch advice, conſideration and conſent, as 
is requilite in ſo great and weighty a cauſe , may 
be better heard and uſed, than at any other 
time, when no Parliament is. The third, for that 
the aſlenting and performing of theſe Petitions, 
cannot as they think but breed great terror to 
our Enemies, and therefore mult of neceſſity 
bring great ſurety to your Perſon, and eſpecially 
by addition of ſuch Laws, as may be joined with 
this limitation for the certain and ſure obſerving 
of it , and preſerving of your Majelty againſt 
all praQtices and chances. The fourth Caulte, for 
that the like (as it is ſuppoſed) hath been done 
by divers of, your Noble Progenitors, both of 
old time and of late days ; and alſo by other 
Princes your Neighbours of the greateſt Eſtate 
in Exrope, and for that Experience hath taught, 
that good hath come of it. The fifth, for that 
it appeareth by Hiſtories, how that in times palt, 
perſons Inheritable to Crowns being Votaries 
and Religious, to avoid ſuch dangers as might 
have hapned for want of Succeſſion to King- 
doms, have left their Vows and Monaſteries, and 
taken themſelves to Marriage, as Conſtantia a 
Nun, Heir to the Kingdom of Sicily , Married 
after fifty Years of Age, to Herry the Sixth Em- 
perour of that name , and had Iflue Frederick 
the Second. And likewiſe. Peter of Aragon, be- 
ing a Monk, Married, the better to eſtabliſh and 
pacify that Kingdom. Again, Artonins Pins is 
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fore his Death, he ſaid to his Council, Leto ani- 
mo morior, quoniam filium vobis relinquo. Pyrrhus 
is of all Godly men deteſted , for ſaying he 
would leave his Realm to him that had the 
ſharpeſt Sword. What but want of a Succefſor 
known, made an end of ſo great an Empire as 
Alexander the Great did leave at hisDeath? The 
ſixth cauſe 1s, for that my Lords do judge the 
performing of this will breed ſuch an univerſal 
pladneſs in the Hearts of all your true and loving 
Subjedts, that likely and probably you ſhall find 
them in all Commandments ready and glad to 
adycnture their Goods, Lands and Lives in your 
Service ,” according to their bounden Duties, 
which of neceſſity muſt breed great ſurety alſo 
to your Majeſty. - 

The ſeventh cauſe, becauſe the not doing of 
this (if God ſhould call your Highneſs without 
Heir of your Body (which God grant never be 
ſeen, if it be his Will) and yet your Majeſty 
right well knowerh, that Princes and their Off- 
ſpring, be they never ſo great, never fo ſtrong, 
" never ſo like to live, be yet Mortal, and ſubject 
every day, yea every hour to Gods Call) my 
Lords think, this happening, and no limitation 
made, cannot, by their Judgments , but be the 
occaſion of every evident and great danger and 
peril to all Eſtates and ſorts of men of this Realm, 
by the FaCtions, Seditions and Inteſtine War, that 
will grow through want of underſtanding to 
whom they ſhould yield Allegiance and Duty 
whereby much innocent blood is like to be ſhed, 
and many of thoſe to loſe their Lives , that 
now would gladly beſtow them for your ſake, 
in your Majeſties Service. The eighth, for that 
. the not performing of this, the other happening, 
doth leave the Realm without Government, 
which is the greateſt danger than can happen to 
any Kingdom. For every Prince is anima Legis, 
and fo reputed in Law 3, and therefore upon the 
Death of Princes the Law dyeth ; all the Offices 
of Juſtice, whereby the Laws are to be Execu- 
ted, do ceaſe ; all Writs and Commandments to 
call parties to the Execution of Juſtice, do hang 
in ſuſpence; all Commiſſions for the Peace and 
for the puniſhment of Offendors do determine, 
and loſe their force; whereby it followeth con- 
ſequently , that Strength and Will muſt Rule, 
and neither Law nor Reaſon, during ſuch a Va- 
cation and jizter-Reign 3 wherein ſuch an incer- 
tainty ofSucceſiion is like to laſt ſo longas it is to 
be feared (if Gods mercy be not the greater) 
that thereby we may become a prey to Strangers 
(which our Lord defend) or at leaſt loſe the 
great honour and eſtimation that long time hath 
pertained to us. 

And like as, moſt Gracious Soveraign , my 
Lords have been moved for the Worldly reſpect 
aforeſaid, to make theſe their humble Petitions 
to your Majeſty, ſo by the Examples, Countels, 
yea and Commandments, that they have heard 
out of the ſacred Scriptures, and for Conſcience 
fake they feel themſelves conſtrained, and enfor- 


ced to do the like. God, your Highneſs know- | 


eth, by the courſe of theScriptures hath declared 
Succeſſion and having of Children to be one of 
the principal BenediQions in this Life 3 and on 


the contrary he hath pronounced contrary wiſe ; 


and therefore Abraham pray'd to God for Iflue, 
fearing that Eliazar his Steward ſhould have been 
his Heirz and had promiſe that Kings ſhould 
proceed of his Body. Hannah the Mother of $4- 
-uel, pray'd to God with tears for Ifflue. And 
Elizabeth (whoſe name your Majeſty beareth) 
Mother to John the Baptiſt, was joyful when 
God had bleſſed her with Fruit, accounting her 
ſelf thereby to be delivered from reproach. 

And as this is a blefling in private Houſes, fo 
Is it much more in Kingdoms, as it plainly a 
peareth by the two Kingdoms of Tfrae! and Ju- 
dah, Unto the Kingdom of Judah,containing but 
two Tribes or thereabouts, God gave Lineal 
Succeſſion by Deſcent of Kings ; and therefore it 
continued a long time. The Kingdom of Iſrael, 
containing ten Tribes or thereabouts, often de- 
ſtitute-of lawful Heirs, the one half of the peo- 
ple following*the one , and the other half fol- 
lowing the othet, by Wars and Seditions being 
weakned, cameToon to ruine, as plainly appear- 
eth by. the third and fourth Book of Kings. 

And again in the time of the Judges, becauſe 
there was no ordinary Succeſſion , the people 
were often-times overcome , and carried into 
Captivity. Beſides, it is plain by the Scriptures, 
that Godly Governors and Princes (as Fathers 
of their Countries) have always been careful to 
avoid the great evil that might enſue, through 
want of limitation of Succeſſion, therefore Moſes 
did enjoin Joſhua to be his Succeſſor, and David 


his Son Solomon, whereby a Sedition was appea-. 


ſed, begotten by Adonijah; of this there be many 
Examples. 

Further, ſceing it may be eaſily gathered by 
Experience of all Ages paſt, that Civil Wars, ef- 
fuſion of Chriſtian Blood, and conſequently ru- 
ines of Kingdoms, do follow, where Realms be 
left without a certainty of Succeſſion 3 and your 
Majeſty is alſo informed of the ſame, and ſued 
unto for redreſs; if therefore now no ſufficient 
remedy ſhould be by your Highneſs provided, 
that then it ſhould be a dangerous burthen be- 
fore God to your Majeſty, and you were to 
yield a ſtrift account to God for the ſame 3 con- 
fidering you are placed, as the Prophet Ezechie! 
ſaith, zz Altiſſzwo ſpeculo of this Common-Wealth, 
and ſee the Sword coming , and provide no re- 
medy for the defence of it. Laſtly, The Spirit 
of God pronounceth by the Mouth of $S* Part 
to Timothy, that whoſoever maketh no due Pro- 
viſion for his Family, 1s in very great danger to 
Godward 3 and allo by the Mouth of $* Joby, 
that whoſoever ſeeth but one Brother in necel- 
fity , and doth ſhut up the Bowels of Pity and 


Compaſiion from him, hath not the Love of 


God remaining in him 3 whereby it is plain and 
manifeſt, how fearful a thing it were , if this 
whole Realm contaming ſo many Families, wete 
not in a perillous Caſe upon their Suit —_ 
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for; or if the Bowels of Mercy ſhould be ſhut 
up from ſo many thouſands, which every way 
were like to fall into moſt extreatn miſeries , if 
God ſhould call your Highneſs without certainty 
of Succeſſionz which we pray toGod may never 
happen. . 

Moſt Excellent Princeſs,the places of Scriptures 
containing the ſaid threatnings be ſer forth with 
more ſharp words, than be here expreſſed. Thus, 
moſt Gracious Soveraign, your Lords and No- 
bles, both Spiritual and Temporal, have as briefly 
as they-can, firſt ſhewed to your Majeſty , how 
diverſly they take themſelves bound , to make 
theſe their humble Petitions unto you : And 
then, what their Petitions bez And after that, 
what reaſons for Worldly reſpe&s, and what by 
the Scriptures and for Conſcience ſake, have 
moved them thus to do; which here upon their 
Knees, according to their bounden Duty, they 
moſt humbly and earneſtly pray your Majeſty to 
have conſideration of in time 3 and to give them 
ſuch favourable and comfortable Anſwer to the 
ſame, that ſome good effe& and concluſion may 
grow before the end of the Scilion of this Par- 
lament, the uttermoſt day of their greateſt 
hope, whereby this Common-Wealth , which 
your Highneſs found to be /ateritia as Auguſtus 
did his, and by your great Providence is now 
come tobe marmorea, {hall not for want of per- 
forming this, if God ſhall call your Highneſs 


. without-Heir of your Body, be in more danger- 
. ous Eſtate and Condition, than ever it was that 


any man can remember. True it 1s, that this 
Suit is made by my Lords, not without great 
hope of good ſucceſs, by reaſon of the Experi- 
ence that they have had of your bountiful 
goodneſs ſhewed to them, and the reſt of your 
loving Subjects divers and ſundry ways ſince the 
beginning of your Reign 3 which they pray to 
God long to continue , to his Honor, with all 
Felicity. 


The Petition of the Lords being thus ſet down, 
of which it cannot be abſolutely and undoubt- 
edly determined, whether it were preferred this 
day or no 3 Now in the next place muſt follow 
her Majeſties Anſwer , which was without all 

ubt given this Afternoon to the before-men- 
tioned Lords, and thoſe other thirty Members of 
the Houſe of Commons; yet there is no mention 
at all thereof, either in the Original Journal-Book 
of the Upper Houſe, or in that before-cited Me- 
moril or Diary of the greateſt part of the paſ- 
lages of her Majeſties Reign, colleCted and ſet 
down by Sir Wi//iam Cecill, at this time her Ma- 
jeſties Principal Secretary : and- therefore the 
greateſt light of it being gathered out of the O- 
riginal Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons, 
containing the agitations of this Seſſion of Par- 
liament, de Az, 8 Regin. Eliz. fol. 266. A.(where 
on the Forenoon of the next day enſuing this 
Afternoon being Wedneſday, and the 6 day of 
this inſtant November, report thereof was made 
to the (aid Houſe, by Sir Edward Rogers Knight, 


Comptroller of her Majeſties Houſhold, and Sit 
William Cecill, her Highneſs Principal Secretary 
above-mentioned) it doth plainly appear , that 
touching her Marriage , her Majeſty gave them 
ſome hope of it 3 but excuſed her ſelf, in not 
declaring a Succeſſor, in reſpeCt of the great dan- 
ger thereof; and therefore comparing this with 
that which M* Camden hath ſet down, touching 
this Anſwer, in Anal. Regin. Eliz. edit. Lugdun. 
Batav. A. D. 1625. pag. 101, & 102. it may ve- 
ry well be gathered, and it is moſt likely, that 
that Anſwer of her Majeſty, of which I had a 
Copy by me, being erroniouſly placed, as that 
alſo of Sir Robert Cottons is in the firſt Volume of 
his Parliamentary Journals (being very imperfect 
and fragmentary) amidlt the paſlages of the Par- 
liament of the fifth year of her Majeſties Reign, 
that that Copy I ſay contains the Anſwer, which 
her Majeſty gave at this time, to the before-men- 
tioned Lords, and others , being as followeth ; 
ſave only, that through often tranſcribing, with- 


out comparing, it ſhould ſeem it is ſomewhat de- 
kective. 


Ince there can be no duer Debt than a Princes 
word, to keep that unſpotted, for my part, as 
one that would be loth that the ſelf ſame thing that 
keepeth Merchants Credit fron craze, ſhould be the 
cauſe that a Prince's Speech ſhould merit blame, and 
ſo their honor quail z Therefore I will an Anſwer 
give, and this it is: The two Petitions that you 
preſented me (which muſt doubtleſs relate to the 
two ſeveral parts of one and the ſame Petition, 
viz. the Marriage and the Succeſſion , and might 
not improperly be ſo called , though couched in one 
Body, and as the words alſo following do in manner 
explain it ) expreſſed many words, which contained 
in ſum _ two things, as of your cares the great- 
eſt; My Marriage, and my Succeſſzon. Of which 
two [ think the lait beſt to be touched , and of the 
other a-ſilent thought may ſerve. For I thought it 
had been fo deſired, as none other Tree's bloſſom 
ſhould have been minded , or ever any hope of any 
Fruit had been denied you. And yet by the way, if 
any here doubt that I am by Vow or deterntination 
bent never to trade in that kind of Life , put out 
that kind of Hereſy z for your belief is there in a 
wry. For though I can think it beſt for a private 
Woman, yet I do ſtrive with my ſelf to think it 
not meet for a Prince; and if I can bend my liking 
to your need, T will not reſiſt ſuch a mind. 

But to the laſt, think not thitgyou had needed 
this deſire, if 1 had ſeen a time jo fit , and it ſo 
ripe to be denounced. The greatneſs of the cauſe 
therefore, and need of your returns, doth make me 
ſay that which I think the wiſe may eaſily gueſs, 
that as a ſhort time for ſo long continuance ought not 
to paſs by roat, as many tell their Tales , even ſo, 
as cauſe by Conference with the Learned ſhall ſhow 
me matter worth the utterance for your behoof , ſs 
ſhall I more gladly perſue* your good after my dayes, 
than with all my Prayers whilſt I live be *means to 
linger my living thread. And thus much more than 


I thought will I add, for your Comfort, I have good

On Monday the 30'* day of December, the 
Lord Keeper and divers other Lords, both Spiri- 
tual and Temporal, met, but nothing was done, 
ſave only the continuance of the Parliament by 
the Lord Keeper unto Thurſday the 2% day of 
Jannary following 3 upon which day in the At- 
ternoon the Parliament was Diſſolved. 

On Thurſday the 29 day of Farmary, the Lord 
Keeper and divers other Lords, both Spiritual 
and Temporal, were preſent (although through 
the negligence of Francis Spilman Elqz, at this 
time Clerk of the Upper Houſe, it doth not 
certainly appear who they were in the Original 
Journal-Book of the ſame Houſe) but no Bill (as 
it ſeemeth) was read, or any thing elſe done 3 
but only the Parliament continued by the Lord 
Keeper , which is there Entred in manner and 
form following, viz.

Noeta alſo, That in the Original Journal-Book 
of the Upper Houſe, there is no mention made 
of any thing that was done, or of any Speech 
uſed, nor toyching the Diſſolution of this pre- 
ſent Seſſion of Parliament , but only that her 
Majeſty was there preſent , with divers Lords 
both Spiritual and Temporalz and therefore I 
have ſupplyed the whole Proceedings of this Af- 
ternoon at large , out of a very Copious and 
Elaborate Anonymous Memorial thereof, I had 
by me 3 which alſo I have in ſome placesſupplyed 
out of the Original Journal-Book of the Houſe 


of Commons, although it be ſo little and ſhort, 
as 1t may rather be called matter of Confirmation 
than Enlargement 3 in which alſo it ſhall laſtly 
ſuffice to touch briefly, that I have always ob- 


ſerved, contrary to the ordinary courſe, to in- 
ſert all ſuch Speeches and other paſlages(as large- 
ly as by any good Authority I might) into the 
Journal of the Upper Houſe, in which Houſe 
they were agitated and uttered, and to the Jour. 
nal of which Houſe they do moſt properly be- 
long, and do only for Order fake add ſome ſhort 
expreſtions thereof in the Journals of the Houſe 
of Commons. The ſaid Paſſages of this After- 
noon do now next enſue out of the above-men- 
tioned Manuſcript Memorial. 


The Queens Majeſty between two or three of 
the Clock in the Afternoon (of this preſent 
Thurſday being the ſecond day of January, in the 
ninth year of her Reign) came by Water from 
Whitehall, and Landed on the backſide of the 
Parliament-Chamber. And fo the Earl of Weſt- 
morland bearing the Sword afore her, the Lady 
Strange the Train, with the Lords in their daily 
Apparel, and Heralds attending on her, ſhe pro- 
ceeded up into the Privy-Chamber, to prepare 
her ſelf in her Parliament-Robes, during which 
time the Lords and Juſtices put on their Parlia- 
ment-Robes, and took their places. 

And upon the upper Woollfack fate the Lord 
Keeper, -till the Queen came, and then went to 
his place , at the Rail on the right hand of the 
Cloth of State. 

On the Woollfack on the Northſide , ſate Sir 
Robert Catlin, and Sir James Dyer, the two Chief 
Juſtices, and Richard Read under, and M* Ger- 
rard the Queens Attorney. 

On the Sack on the Southſide, fate Sir Wilkiaw 
Cordall Maſter of the Rolls, Juſtice Brown, Juſtice 
Welſh, and Serjeant Carws. 

On the Weſtſide fate Vaughan and Yale, Ma- 
{ters of the Chancery, M* Spilman Clerk of the 
Parliament, M* Powle Deputy and Joint-Patentee 
with M* Martiz, Clerk of the Crown ; atore 
which Sack ſtood a little Table. . 

Then the Queens Majeſty being Apparelled in 
her Parliament-Robes, with a Caul on her Head, 
came forth, and proceeded up and took her Seat ; 
the Marqueſs of Northampton carrying the Cap 
of Maintenance, and ſtood on her right hand, 
and the Earl of Weſtmorland the Sword at her 
left handy with the Heralds and Serjeants at Arms 
before her z the Queens Mantle born up on cither 
fide from her Arms, by the Earl of Lezceſter, and 
the Lord of Hu»ſdor, who always ſtood ſtill by 
her for the aſſiſting thereof, when ſhe ſtood up ; 
her Train born by the Lady Strange, afliſted by 
the Lord Chamberlain, and Vice-Chamberlain. 
At the left hand of the Queen, and Southſide, 
kneeled the Ladies 3 and behind the Queen, at 
the Rail, ſtood the Lord Keeper on the right 
hand, the Lord Treaſurer on the left hand, with 
divers young Lords, and Peers Eldeſt Sons. 

Then all Geing placed, M* O/ow the Speaker 
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was brought in, between Sir Francis Knoles 
Vice-Chamberlain, and Sir Ambroſe Cave Chan- 
cellor | of the Dutchy 3 and afrer Reverence 
done, proceeded down to the Wall, and from 
thence came up to the Rail, in the way making 
three Reverences 3 and ſtanding there, made 
other three like Reverences, and then began his 
Oration, as followeth. 


OST Excellent and Vertuous Princeſs, 

&c. Where I have been Elected by the 
Kmghts, Citizens and Burgeſles of this your ne- 
ther Houſe to be their Mouth, or Speaker, and 
thereunto appointed and allowed by your Ma- 
jeſty, to ſupply the ſame room, to the bewray- 
ing of my wants , ſpecially, that thereby I ſhall 
be forced utterly todiſcover the barrenneſs of my 
learning before this Noble Aſſembly, which not 
a little grieveth me, and would gladly be excu- 
ſed, conlidering the true ſaying , How there' is 
no difference between a wiſe Man and a Fool, it 
they may keep ſilence 5 which I require. But 
again, conſidering your Majeſties Clemency, ta- 
king in good part the good will of the party, for 
want of ability, which putteth me 1n remem- 
brance, and good hope perſwading me, that you 
will not take your ſaid Clemency from me, con- 
trary to your Nature. 

Again, when I conſider my Office, as Speaker, 
it is no great matter, being but a Mouth, to ut- 
ter things appointed me to ſpeak unto you, and 
not otherwiſe 3 which confiſteth only in Speak- 
ing, and not in any other Knowledge; whereby 
I gather how it is neceſlary, I ſpeak ſimply, and 
plainly, according to the truth and truſt repoſed 
in me. And thus, conſidering whoſe Mouth I 
am, which choſe me to ſpeak for them , being 
the Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles , who were 
not alſo by the Commons choſen for their Elo- 
quence, but for their Wiſdom and diſcretion, by 
this means being fit men to whom the Commons 
have committed the care and charge of them- 
ſelves, Wives and Children, Lands and Goods, 
and ſo in their behalf to foreſee, and take order 
for all things neceſſary. Thus they being Choſen 
by the plain Commons, it 1s metivy they Elect 
a plain Speaker, fit for the plain matter, and 
therefore well provided at firſt to have ſuch a 
one as ſhould uſe plain words, and not either fo 
fine that they cannot be underſtood, or elſe fo 
Eloquent, that now and then they miſs the 
Cuſhion. 

But now upon occaſion of beholding your 
Grace and this Noble Aſſembly, I conſider the 
manifold and great benefits, which God ſuddenly 
hath ſent unto this Country 3 for although God 
hath granted the benefit of Creation and 'Con- 
ſervation , with many other Commodinies , to 
other Nationsof the World, yet this our Native 
Country he hath bleſſed, not only'with the like, 
but alſo with much more fruitfulneſs than any 
other z of which great and ineſtimable benefit of 
Gods preferment, which appeareth better by the 
- 'want that others -have of the ſame, I am 'occa- 


brought unto. 


fioned now to ſpeak , the rather to move and 
ſtir up our hearts, to give moſt hearty thanks 
to God for the ſame. 7% 

Now to ſpeak of Government by Succeſſion, 
Election, Religion, or Policy; Firſt, if theBody 
ſhould want a Head , it were a great Monſter ; 
ſoit is likewiſe, if it have many Heads, as if upon 
every ſeveral Member were a Head. And to ſpeak 
of one Head; although in the Body be divers 
Members, which be made of Fleſh, Bones, Sj- 
news and Joints , yet the one Head thereof go- 
verneth wiſely the ſame 3 which if it ſhould 
want , we ſhould be worſe than wild Beaſts, 
without a Shepherd, and ſo worthily be called a 
Monſtrous Beaſt. 

Again , If the Body ſhould be Governed by 
many Heads, then the ſame would ſoon come to 
deſtruction,by reaſon of the Controverſy amongſt 
them, who would never agree, but be deſtroyed 
without any Foreign Invaſion 3 therefore God 
ſeeth it is needful, that the people have a King, 
and therefore a King is granted them 3 and & 
therefore the beſt Government is to be ruled by 
one King, and not many, who may maintain 
and cheriſh the good and Godly, and puniſh the 
Ungodly and Offenders. 

As for Government by Eletion, in that is 
great variance, partiality, ſ[trifes and part-takingy. 
As for Examples, amongſt the reſt take out one, 
which 1s called the moſt Holy , as that of the 
Pope 3 and weigh how holily and quietly it is 
done, called indeed holy and quiet, but utterly 
unholy and unquiet , with great part-takings 
and ſtrifes, 

Now touching Religion. To ſee the Divine 
Providence of God, how that many Nations be 
Governed by one Prince, which were impoſh- 
ble, but that God Ordereth it ſo, by whom the 
Order of Regiment is appointed, and that in his 
Scriptures; wherefore- the SubjeCts ought 'to 0- 
bey the ſame, yea although they were evil, and 
much more thoſe that be good. So God hath 
here appointed us, not a Heathen, or unbelieving 
Prince, as he might, but a Faithful, and one of 
his own Children, to govern us his Children : in 
which Government the Prince ferveth God two 
ways; as a Man, and asa King. In that he is a 
Man, he ought to live and ferve God, as one of 
his good Creatures 3 And in that he is a King, 
and ſo Gods ſpecial Creature, he ought to make 
Laws whereby God may be truly worſhipped, 
and that his Subjefts might do no injury one to 
another, and ſpecially to 'make quietneſs amongſt 
the Miniſters of the Church 3 to extinguiſh and 
put away all hurtful and unprofitable Ceremo- 
nies in any Caſe contrary to Ggds word; in 
which point we have in your Majeſtics behaf 
great thanks to give unto God, in ſetting forth 
unto us the Liberty of 'Gods word, whereof be- 
fore we were bereaved, and that you have re- 
formed the-/State of the-corrupt Church, now 
drawing Souls. out of dangerous errors, which 
afore 'by that Corruption they were- led and 
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And concerning Policy, God hath Commit- 
ted to your Highneſs two Swords; the one of 
which may be called the Sword of War, to pu- 
niſh outward Enemies withal, and the other the 
Sword of Juſtice, to Corret offending Subjects: 
in which point of Policy your Majelty is not 
behind your Progenitors 3 for although at your 
Entrance you found this Realm in War, and un- 
garniſhed with Munition , and that with ſach 
ſtore as never was before; yet you have diflodg- 
ed our antient Enemies which were planted and 
placed even upon the Walls of this Realm. And 
concerning Policy in Laws, as Bones, Sinews and 
Joints be the force of a Natural Body, ſo are 
good Laws the ſtrength of a Common-Wealth : 
And your Laws be conliſting of two points, the 
Common Laws, and the Statutes. 

And for the;.Common Law, it isſo grounded 
on Gods Laws and Natures, that three ſeveral 
Nations governing here have all allowed the 
fame; which is not inferior, but rather ſuperior, 
and more indifferent than any other Law. For 
by our Common Law, although there be for the 
Prince provided many Princely Prerogatives and 
Royalties 3 yet it is not ſuch, as the Prince can 
take money, or other things, or do as he will at 
his own pleaſure without order : but quietly to 
ſuffer his Subje&s to enjoy their own, without 
wrongful oppreſſion, wherein other Princes by 
their Liberty do take as pleaſeth them. 

Ariſtotle faith, That the Lite of the Prince is 
the Maintenance of the Laws, and that it is bet- 
ter to be governed by a good Prince , than by 
good Laws 3 - and ſo your Majelty, as a good 
Prince, 1s not given to Tyranny , contrary to 
your Laws; but have and do pardon divers of 
your Subjects offending againſt the Laws. As 
now for Example, of your ſpecial Grace you 
bave granted a general Pardon, either without 
our ſeeking, or looking for z whereby it is the 
better welcom. Again your Majeſty hath not 
attempted to make Laws contrary to Order, but 
orderly have called this Parliament , who per- 
ceived certain wants, and thereunto have put 
their helping hand, and for help of evil manners, 
_ Lawsare brought forth z of the which we 

cſeech your Excellent Majeſty, ſo many as you 
ſhall allow, to inſpire with the breath of y our 
Majeſties Power 3 whereby they may be quick- 
ned, which now want Life, and ſo be made 
Laws. 

Furthermore concerning Payments to be made 
to the Prince, it is as to deliver the ſame to Gods 
Mimſters, who are appointed always for our de- 
fence 3 wherefore your humble Subjects do offer 
a Subſidy, to be put into your Majeſties Trea- 
furez which although it be but as a Mite, or a 
_ Farthing, yet is the good will of them to be re- 
puted as the poor Widows was in the Goſpel; 
wherein I muſt not omit to do that which never 
Speaker did. before; viz. to-defire your Majeſty 
not to regard this fimple offer of ours, but thete- 
in to accept our good will,wherein your Highneſs 


hath prevented me ia taking in the beſt part our 


good will ; and required us to retain in our 
hands part of our gift, and accounting it to be 
in our Purſes as in your own; and fo is our Duty, 
beſides the Policy thereof, it being for our own 
Defence : and alſo honeſty, for that we have 
received many benefits by your Majeſty ; for he 
that doth a good turn, deſerveth the praiſe, and 
not he which afterwards goeth about to reward, 
or doth reward the ſame. Alſo giving moſt hearty 
thanks to God, for that your Highneſs hath fig- 
nifted your pleaſure of your inclination to Mar- 
riage 3 which afore you were not given unto, 
which is done for our ſafeguard; that when God 
ſhall call you, you ſhall leave of your own Bod 
to ſucceed you , which was the greateſt promiſe 
that God made to David, and the greateſt re- 
queſt that Abraham delired of God, when God 
promiſed him exceeding great reward : Who 
ſaid, Lord, what wilt thou give me, when go 
Childleſs; and he that is the Steward of mine 
Houſe, is mine Heir? Therefore God grant us, 
that, as your Majeſty hath defended the Faith 
of Abraham , you may have the like defire of 
Iflue with you. And for that purpoſe, that you -- 
would ſhortly imbrace the holy State of Matri- 
mony, to have one, when and with whom God 
ſhall appoint, and beſt like your Majeſty 5 and 
ſo the Iſſue of your own Body, by your Exam- 
ple, Rule over our Poſterity ; and that we may 
obtain this, let us give our moſt humble thanks 
to God for his manifold benefits beſtowed upon 
us, and pray for the Reign of your Mafcſties 
Iflue, after your long deſired Government ; and 
ſo ended and did his Obeylance. 


Then the Lord Keeper (after the Queen had 
called him, and told him her mind) Anſwered 
to M* Speaker, and ſaid. 


MF Speaker, The Queen hath heard and un- 
derſtood your - Wiſe . and Eloquent Oration, 
whereby principally I gather four things 3 Firſt, 
Diſabling your (elf. Secondly, Concerning Go- 
vernance. The third, touching the Subſidy. And 
laſtly, In giving thanksz which allo was inter- 
mingled very wiſely .in all parts of your Ora- 
tion. 

And for the firſt, In diſabling your ſelf, you 
have therein contrarily bewrayed your own 
ableneſs. 

For the ſecond, Concerning Governance, as ' 
well by Succeſſion as EleQion, of Religion and 
Policy , in which Diſcourſe you have dealt well, 
I therefore leave it, and mean to ſpeak only a 
few words, as to your laſt word Policy. 

Politick Orders be Rules of all gaod Acts, 
and touching thoſe that you have made to the 
over-throwing of good Laws , they deſerve re- 
proof as well as the others deſerve praiſe 3 in 
which like caſe you err, in bringing her Majelſties 
Prerogative in Queſtion , and for that thing, 
wherein ſhe meant not to hurt any of your Lt- 
berties. And again, the grant of her Letters Pa- 
tents in Queſtion is not a little marvail, for that 
Q 2 therein 
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therein you find fault 3 which is now no new 
deviſed thing , but ſuch as afore this time hath 
been uſed and put in praftice, howbeit her Ma- 
jeſties nature is mild and full of Clemency 3 ſo 
that ſhe is loth herein to be aulterezand therefore, 
though at this time ſhe ſuffer you all to depart 
quietly unto your Countries for your Amend- 
ment, yet as it is needful, ſo ſhe hopeth that the 
Offenders will hereafter uſe themſelves well. 

Again, touching the good Laws, which you 
have taken great pains in making 3 if they be 
- not Executed, they be not only as Rods without 
Hands to execute them, or as Torches without 
Light, but alſo breed great contempt : therefore 
look well to the Execution 3 for if 1t be not 
done, the fault is in ſome of us, which ſhe put- 
teth orderly in truſt to ſee 1t done. 

For the third point , concerning the preſent- 
ment of the Subſidy , her Majeſty biddeth me 
ſay, that when the Lords Spiritual and Tempo- 
ral granted it unto her, ſo ſhe truſteth you will 
be as careful in gathering of it z which I, and 
others be witneſs, how very unwilling and loth 
ſhe was to take, but to avoid further inconve- 
nience. | 

And laſtly , Concerning knowledge of bene- 
fits, and giving of thanks, which you have well 
declared be many, yet one in compariſon above 
all, yea a fruit above all other,and whereby you 
may enjoy all the other, which is her Marriage; 
whereof ſhe hath put you in good hope. 

Further, I have to put you in remembrance 
of three things3 the firſt is, that where now you 
acknowledge benefits, and as you have cauſe to 
give thanks, ſo fecondly, that you be not un- 
mindful hereafter to do the like z And thirdly, 
that in all your doings hereafter, you ſhow your 
ſclves, that all theſe benefits be had in remem- 
brance, and not forgotten 3 for that it ſhould 
be a thing againſt reaſon in humane Creatures ; 
ſpecially therefore now it behoveth you all, as 
you have acknowledged benefits, and for them 
given thanks in the firſt point , ſo that you ſee 
the other two obſerved. And then her Majeſty 
will not fail hkewiſe thankfully to accept the 
ſame; and ſo ended. 


Thus far out of the before-mentioned Memo- 
rial, touching the Patlages and Speeches of this 
preſent Afternoon. Now followeth the manner 
of her Majeſties giving her Royal Aſlent to ſuch 
As, as paſied, out of one of the Original Journal-

Nor to the Bill of Pardon, becauſe it is ori- 
ginally her free gift , is any other circumſtance 
required , than that the thankful acceptance 
thereof by the Lords and Commons be likewiſe 
expreſled 3 it being but once read in either 
Houſe, before it come thus at laſt to be expedi- 
ted. Now to all other Bills, either private or 
publick, the Queens expreſs conſent, though in 
different words, is always requilite, as follow- 
eth, viz. 

The Bills of Subſidy and Pardon being paſſed 
in manner and form as aforeſaid, then were the 
publick Ads read; to every one of which allow- 
ed by the Queen, the Clerk of the Parliament 
read in French theſe words following , vis.

Toevery private A& that paſſed, the ſaid Clerk 
of the Parliament read the Queens Anſiver in 
theſe French words following, viz.

Theſe two laſt Anſwers to the publick and 
private Acts that paſs, are to be written by the 
Clerk of the Parliament, at the end of every 
AQ.

Hen the Queen ſtanding up, ſaid (after ſhe 

had given her Royal Afſent unto nineteen 
publick Ads, and thirteen private) My Lords, 
and others the Commons of this Aſſembly, al- 
though the Lord Keeper hath, according to Order, 
very well Anſwered in my Name, yet as a __ 
I have a few words further,to ſpeak unto you: Not- 
withſtanding I have not been uſed, nor love to do 
it, in ſuch open Aſſemblies ; yet now (not to the 
end to amend his talk ) but remembring, that com- 
monly Princes own words be better printed in the 
bearers memory, than thoſe ſpoken by ber Command, 


| 1 mean to ſay thus much unto you. 1 have in this 


Aſſembly found ſo much dijſumulation , where I al- 
ways profeſs plainneſs, that I marvail thereat, 
yea two Faces under one Hood , and the Body rot- 
ten, being covered with tmo Vizors, Succeſſion and 
Liberty, which they determined muſt be either pre- 
ſently granted, denied or ' deferred. In granting 
whereof, they had their deſires, and denying or de- 


ferring thereof (thoſe things being ſo plandable, as 
: indeed 
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indeed to all men they are) they thought to work 
me that miſchief, which never Foreign Enemy could 
bring to paſs, which is the hatred of my Commons. 
But alas they began to pierce the Veſſel before the 
Wine was fined, and began a thing not foreſeeing 
the end, how by this means I bave ſeen my well- 
willers from mine Enemies, and can, as me ſeem- 
&th, very well divide the Honſe into four, 

Firſt the Broachers and workers thereof, who 
are in the greateſt fault, Secondly, The Speakers, 
who by Eloquent T ales perſwaded others , are in 
the next degree. Thirdly, The agreers, who being 
ſo light of Credit, that the Eloquence of the Tales jo 
overcame them , that they gave more Credit there- 
unto, than unto their own Wits. And laſtly, thoſe 
that ſate ſtill Mute, and medled not therewith, but 
rabber wondred diſallowing the matter who in my 
Opinion, are moſt to be Excuſed. 

But do you think, that cither I am unmindful 
of your Surety by Succejſuon, wherein is all my Care, 
con(idering 1 know my ſelf to be mortal £ No, I war- 
rant you : Or that I went about to break your Liber- 


berties* No, it was never in my m:aning , but to 


ſtay you before you fell into the Ditch. For all 
things have their time. And although perhaps you 
may have after me one better Learned, or Wifer ; 
get I aſſure you, none more carefitl over you 5 And 
therefore benceforth , whether I live to ſee the like 
Aſſembly or no, or whoever it be, yet beware however 
you prove your Princes Patience , as you have now 
done mine. And now to conclude, all this notwith- 
ſtanding (not meaning to make a Lent of Chriſt- 
mas ) the moſt part of you may aſſure your ſelves, 
that you depart in your Princes Grace. 


Then ſhe ſpake openly to the Lord Keeper, 
ſaying, My Lord , You will do as I bad. Who 
then ſaid aloud, The Queens Majeſty hath agreed 
to Diſlolve this Parliament. Therefore every 
man may take his eaſe , and depart at his plca- 
ſure. And the Qucen roſe, and went and ſhifted 
her, and took her Barge, and returned to the 
Court, being paſt fix of the Clock; and then 
after her nſing , ſhe made Anthony Browne, 
one of the Juſtices of the Common-Pleas, a 
Knight.

pray to Almighty God to further and proſper all 
your Mafeſties Actions tending thereunto, that 
we your moſt natural Subjects may ſpeedily ſee 
ſome noble Iflue of your Body , to continue 
perpetually by Deſcent the Succeſſion of this Im- 
perial Crown. 

Thirdly, For the great hope and comfort we 
have conceived by the means of your Majeſties 
moſt Honourable Speech, uttered and declared 
unto us, of your moſt Gracious and Princely 
Diſpoſition and determination, when time there- 
unto ſhall ſerve conveniently, with the Surety of 
your Majeſties Perſon, and the Weal and Tran- 

uillity .of your Realm, to have due regard to 
the further eſtabliſhing of the Swcceſſzo of your

HIS Journal of the Houſe of Com- 
mons in this preſentSeffion of Par- 
liament de Ar.

and Liberties of the Houſe, but alſo enriched 
with the unuſual Eleftion of a new Speaker, and 
with the extraordinary agitation of thoſe two 
great bufineſſes, touching her Majeſties Marriage, 
and Declaration of her next Succeſſor, in default 
of the Iſſue of her own Body. Which having 
been moved in the firſt Seſſion of this Parlia- 
ment, in Ay, 5 Regin. Eliz. and been then well 
accepted by her Majeſty , gave her now much 
diſtaſt , being again too earneſtly and plainly 
preſſed by them, as her Highneſs did fully intt- 

-mate pot the laſt day of this preſent Seſſion, 
before the Diſſolution thereof 3 in which alſo it 

15 to benoted, that Seymour Eqz, bein 
ſtill Clerk of the Houſe of Commons, hevgh 
this were the laſt-Parliament in which he ſerved, 
the paſlages thereof are recorded in the Original

nextenſuing (which fell out to be in the eighth 
Year of her Majeſties Reign.) And on the 7* 
day of February in Anno prediGo , it was laſtly 
Prorogued unto the 3o*® day of September being 
Monday in Anno ſupra memorato Regin. Eliz. An- 
043 Dom. 1566. 1n which it is to be noted, that 
Thomas Williams Eſq; the Speaker of the ſaid 
Houſe of Commons , inthe firſt Seflion of this 
Parliament, in Arno 5 Regin. Eliz. was not pre- 


ſent at any of the ſaid five Prorogations (except 


at the firſt only , as is ſpecially ſet down 1n the 
Original Journal-Book of that:Houſe, de Ar. iſto 
5 Ele. prefato) although , it ſhould ſeem , he 
were then living , and died not until after the 
laid fifth Prorogation, and before the ſaid tixth 
andlaſt 3 after which this preſent Seflion in Av.

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them aflemble and meet in their ſeveral Houſes, 
as at any other ordinary time, without Pomp or 
Solemnity 3 this being, as hath been obſerved, 
no new Parliament, but only the laſt Seſſion of 
that Parliament, which had been firſt begun at 
Weſtminiter, on Tueſday the 12** day of January, 
in Ar. 5 Regir. Eliz. Anno Dom. 1563. and con- 
tinued by many ſeveral Prorogations, unto this 
preſent Monday, being the laſt day of September 
as aforeſaid. 

But as ſoon as the Knights, Citizens and Bur- 
geſſes had Aſſembled themſelves in the Houſe of 
Commons,and neither unmindful of the weighty

For remedy of ' which defe&t, they fell to Con- 


ſultation, what was moſt meet to be done, in 


that ſo needful, unexpeCted, and unexperimen 
ted Cauſe. In which Deliberation, it was though 
good, and wholly agreed upon, that the ſai 
Sir Edward Rogers Knight , a chief Member o 
that Aſſembly and Fellowſhip , accompanie 
with Sir Francis Knolles Knight , her Highneſs 
Vice-Chamberlain, Sir William Cecill Ty ot 
 Majeſties Chief Secretary, Sir Ambroſe Cave Ke, 
Chancellor of her Highneſs Dutchy of Lancaſter, 
four chief Members of that Aſſembly and Fel- 
lowſhip, and divers others , to the number of 
twelve perſons , ſhould (as ſent from and with 
the mind of the whole Houſe) make their rela- 
tion of this ſo happened, unto the Lord Keeper 
of the Great Seal, and unto all the foreldid 
Lords, at that time likewiſe being in their Court, 
in mindful attendance to their Charge ; And 
therewith alſo in humble wiſe ſhould requeſt 
them, to have their Aid and Conjunction, both 
for the intimation of the matter unto the Queens 
Highneſs, and alſo for knowledge of her Graci- 
ous good Pleaſure and Will therein 3 all which 
matter and Petition , the ſaid M* Comptroller, 
aſliſted with the Perſonages and Company as 
aforeſaid appointed, did 1n comely order, and 
diſcreet modelty, make manifeſt and known un- 
to the ſaid Lords. After which the Lord Keeper, 
firſt requiring the faid Perſonages a while to 
withdraw themſelves, then commended the 
Order of the matter unto the ſaid Lords, fitting 
in Conſultation for the ſame 3 by whom, upon 
conſidered advice therein had , it was by them 
all thought ſceming,to ſignifi unto the ſaid Com- 
mons , by the Perſonages aforeſaid fent , that 
they thought it expedient and good, the ſaid 


Lord Keeper, the Lord Treaſurer of England, | ja 
the Duke his Grace of Norfolk, and the Lord 
Marqueſs of Northampton, Accompanied with 
the four before-recited Perſonages of the ſaid 
Commons Houſe, being all of her Highneſs moſt 


Honourable Privy-Council , ſhould in the name 
of both the Aſſemblies, with all humbleneſs and 
due celerity, make intimation of their ſaid Eſtate, 
and the Petition thereupon depending, unto her 


mons, upon knowledge had of the ſame, wholly 
aſſented. And then it was agreed, that the Houſe 
ſhould meet again on the Morrow following at 
nine of the Clock. 

OnTweſday the firſt day of OFober, the Knights, 
Citizens , Burgeſles and Barons of the Houſe 
of Commons, being Aſſembled together in their 
own Houſe, about nine of the Clock in the Fore- 
noon, report was made unto them (by Sir E4- 
ward Rogers Knight , Comptroller of her Maje-

And fo prevailed with the greateſt 
part of the Houſe, as that it was reſolved, con- 
trary to the foregoing Motion of thoſe of her 
Majeſties Privy-Council , to recontinue their 
Suit touching the Declaration of a Succeſlor, and 
to get the Queens Anſwer. And to that end it 
was Ordered , that all the Privy-Council being 
Members of this Houſe, with forty four others 
whole names are omitted in the Original Jour- 
nal-Book of the ſaid Houle) ſhould meet to Mor- 
row, to conſult and adviſe in what manner they 
might move the Lords of the Upper-Houlc, to

This is the ſecond day in which this great bu-

Mr 
Molinenx firſt moved it in the Houle, that they 
might again revive their former Suit to her Ma- 
jelty , to declare a Succeflor , but mentioned 
not her Marriage 3 whereupon Sir Ralph Sadler 
Knight Banneret , one of her Majeſties Privy- 
Council, ſtayed the Houſe from further pro- 
ceeding at that time, by making Declaration of 
her Majeſties own Speeches, tending to the ex- 
preſſion of her good Inclination unto Marriage 3 
and that therefore the Houſe. ſhould expett the 
timely Iflue of that a while, and. not intermed- 
dle with the matter of Succeſſion.

the Lords to be a means for the reyoking of the 
ſaid Commiſſion; to which their Lord(hips as 
greed, conceiving with the Commons, that Ed- 
mond Matthew, John Elliot, and Robert Reynold, 
the Commiſtoners nominated and authorized 
in the ſaid Commiſſion, were not fit perſons for 
the Execution of the ſame. 

On Monday the 23** day of December, Four 
Bills of no great moment, had each of them one 
reading ; of which the third being the Bill againſt

Where- 
upon M* $S r, with the advice of this Houſe, 
Adjoumed th arljament until Saturday next, 
and then it wasOrdered, that the Houle ſhould 
then be called to ſee and conſider the defaults, 

On Saturday the 28" of December, the Houſe 
was called , and Adjourned until Morday then 
next following. ] 

On Monday the 3o** day of December , the 
Houſe was called again, and Adjourned further 
till Thurſday next Blowing, becauſe the Lords 
above had.ſo Adjourned their ſaid Houſe. 

On Thurſday the ſecond day of Fanwary, the 
Defaulters were called, and twelve allowed by 
the Houſe to make default. 

D* Huicke ſent in word from the Lord Keep- 
er, that the Lords had Adjourned their Houſe, 
until one of the Clock in the Afternoon, 

The Almes given this day by the Houſe for 
relief of the Poor, amounted to the ſum of 
nineteen pound ten ſhillings, to be paid by M*

In the Afternoon about three of the Clock, the 
Queens Majeſty fitting in the Upper Houle of 
Parliament, the Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles 
of the Houſe of Commons, with Richard On/low 


their Speaker (having had notice thereof) re- 
_— thither ; where the ſaid Speaker made an 

xcellent Oration , of above one hours length, 
tending to the expreſſion of the great goodneſs 
of Almighty God, ſhewed unto thi Realm, by 
the quiet Government of the Queens Majeſty ; 
and thewed alſo the ſtrength of Laws. And after 
thanks to the Queens Majeſty for her Gracious 
Pardon, offered the Subſidy , and the Pardon. 
And when the Lord Keeper had made a ſhort 
Anſwer to the ſpecial points of the Oration of 
the Speaker, and that the Queens Majeſty had 
given her Royal Aflent to thirty four Ads, 27s. 
nineteen publick Acts, and fifteen private 3 im- 
mediatly it pleaſed her ſaid Majeſty to declare in 
a moſt Excellent Phraſe of Speech and Sentence, 
that ſhe ſeemed not pleaſed with the doings of

until the Diſſolution thereof on Tueſday the 29" day of May 


enſuing. 


HIS Journal of the Upper Houſe 
continuing about the ſpace of. two 
Months, was very careleſly entred 
in the Original Journal-Book of 
the Upper Houſe, by the Clerk 

thereof, who (as it ſeems) was Anthony Maſor: 

Eſq, ſucceeding about this time in the ſaid Of- 

fice of Clerk of the Upper Houſe, unto Francis 

Spilman Eſq; , who had formerly ſupplied that 

place, But yet by means of a Copious Journal 

I had by me, of the Paſlages of the Houſe of 

Commons in this Parliament , taken by ſome 

Anonymous Member thereof, and alſo of ſome 

Copies I had of the Speeches of Sir Nicholas Ba- 

con, Lord Keeper, at the beginning and conclu- 

ſion of this ſaid Parliament, this enſuing Journal 
1s much enlarged. And therefore to avoid con- 
fuſion , whatſoever is here inſerted out of the 
ſaid private Journal, is particularly diſtinguiſhed 
from that which is taken out of the above-men- 
tioned' Journal-Book of the Upper Houſe, by 
ſome Animadverſions or Expreſſion thereof, 
both before and after the inſerting of it. Nei- 
ther doth the Original Journal-Book it ſelf of 
the Upper Houſe, want fome matter of variety, 
beſides the ordinary Reading, Committing and 
paſſing of Bills, in reſpe& that Sir Robert Catlyn 
Knighr, Lord Chief Juſtice of the Kings Bench, 
was appointed by her Majcſties Commiſion, un- 
der the Great Seal, to ſupply the Lord Keepers 
place (upon occaſion of his ſickneſs during ſome 
part of this ſaid Parliament) in the firſt entry 
whercof 1s ſet down out of the foreſaid Anony- 
mous Journal of the Houſe of Commons , her 
Majeſties coming to the Upper Houſe, with the 
Order and manner of it , the ſubſtance alſo of 


which is found, though ſomewhat more briefly 
ſet down, in the Original Journal-Book of the 
ſame Houſe. | 

On Monday the ſecond day of April, the Par- 
liament beyjuaing (according to the Writs of 
Summons ſent forth) her Majeſty about eleven 
of the Clock came towards Weſtminſter , in the 
antient accuſtomed moſt honourable Paſlage, 
having firſt riding before her the Gentlemen 
Sworn to attend her Perſon , the Batchellors 
Knights, after them the Knights of the Bath, then 
the Barons of the Exchequer, and Judges of ei- 
ther Bench, with the Maſter of the Rolls, her 
Majeſties Attorney General, and Sollicitor Gene- 
ral 3 whom followed in Order, the Biſhops, 
and after them the Earls, then the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury. 

The Hat of Maintenance was Carried by the 
Marqueſs of Northampton , and the Sword by 
the Earl of Syſex. The place of the Lord Stew- 
ard for that day, was ſupplied by the Lord Clin- 
tor, Lord Admiral of Exgland; the Lord Great 
Chamberlain was the Earl of Oxexford. And the 
Earl Marſhal, by Deputation from the Duke of 
Norfolk, was the Earl of Worceſter. 

Her Majeſty ſate in her Coach in her Imperial 
Robes, and a Wreath or Coronet of Gold, ſet 
with rich Pearl and Stones, over her Head ; her 
Coach drawn by two Paltries, covered with 
Crimſon Velvet, drawn out, imboſſed and im- 
broidered very richly. Next after her Chariot 
followed the Earl of _— in reſpe& of his 
Office of the Maſter of the Horſe, leading her 
Majeſties ſpare Horſe. And then forty ſeven La- 
dies and Women of Honour 3 The Guard in 


their rich Coats going on every ſide of them. 
The 
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The Trumpeters before the firſt, ſounding 3 and 
the Heralds riding, and keeping their rooms 
and places Orderly. In Weſtminſter Church, the 
Biſhop of Lincoln Preached betore her Majeſty, 
whoſe Sermon-being done,her Viajeſty came from 
the Church,the Lords all on foot. in order as afore; 
and over her Head a rich Canopy was carried al] 
thaway.She being entred into the UpperHoule of 
Parliament, and there fate in Princely and ſeem- 
ly ſort,under a high and rich Cloth of Eltate; her 
Robe was ſupported by the Earl of Oxerford,the 
Earl of S»ſſex kneeling , holding the Sword on 
the left hand, and the Earl of Huntingdon hold- 
ing the Hat of Eſtate, and the Lords all in their 
Rooms on each ſide of the Chamber 3 that 1s to 
ſay, the Lords Spiritual on the right hand, and 
the Lords Temporal on the left. 

Nota, That whereas the preſence of theſe 
Lords ought here, according to the uſual courle, 
to have been inſerted out of the Original Jour- 
nal-Book of the Upper Houſe, it muſt of necel- 
ſity be omitted, in reſpect that through the great 
negligence of Anthony Maſon Eſqz, at this time 
(as it ſhould ſeem) Clerk of the ſaid Houſe, there 
are none of the ſaid Lords noted to have been 
preſent 3 yet it may be probably gueſled who 
they were, by thoſe who attended on Wedneſday 
of this inſtant April enſuing. £0d vide. 

The Judges and.her Learned Councel, being at 
the Woollſacks in the midſt of the Chamber,and 
at her Highneſs Feet, at each ſide of her kneel- 
ing one of. the Grooms, or Gentlemen of the 
Chamber, their Faces towards her, the Knights, 
Citizens and Burgefles all ſtanding below the Bar, 
ber Majeſty then ſtood up in ter Regal Scat, and 
with a Princely Grace, and fingular good Coun- 
tenance, after a long ſtay, ſpake a few words to 
this etect, or thus, 


Y right Loving Lords, and you our right 
faithful, and Obedient Subjc&s, we in the 

name of God, for his Service, and for the ſafety of 
this State, are now here Aſſembled , to his Glory 1 
hope, and pray that it may be to your Comfort, and 
the common quiet. of our, yours , and all ours for 
ever, And then looking on the right fide of her, 
towards Sir Nicholas Bacon Knight, Lord Keeper

time of War, according to the Honour due unto 
it. And becauſe in all Councils and Conferences 
firſt and chiefly there ſhould be ſought the Ad- 
vancement of Gods Honor and Glory, as the 
ſure and infallible Foundation , whereupon the 
Policy of every good Publick Weal is to be E- 
rected and built; and as the ſtreight line, where- 
by it is principally to be dire&ed and governed, 
and as the chief Pillar and Euttrefs, wherewith it 
1s continually to be ſuſtained and maintained z 
Therefore, tor the well-performing of the for- 
mer touching Laws, you are to conlider ; firſt, 
whether the Eccleſialtical Laws concerning the 
Diſcipline of the Church, be ſufficient or no ? 
and it any want ſhall be found, tq ſupply the 
lame; and thereof the greateſt cre pugh to de- 
pend upon my Lords the Biſhops, to whom the 
Execution thereof eſpecially pertains, and to 
whom the imperfections of the ſame be beſt 
known. 

And as to the Temporal Laws, you are to Exa- 
mine whether any of them already made, be too 
{harp or too ſore, or over-burthenous to the Sub- 
Jett; or whether any of them be too looſe or too 
loft, and ſo over-perillous to the State. For like 
as the former may put in danger many an Inno- 
cent, without caulſc, particularly 3 fo the ſecond 
may put 1n peril both the Nocent and Innocent, 
and the whole State univerſally. You are alſo 
to examine the want and ſuperfluity of Laws : 
you are to look whether there be too many Laws 
for any thing, which breedeth ſo many doubts, 
that the Subject ſometimes 15 to ſeek how to ob- 
ſerve them, and the Councellor how to give ad- 
vice concerning them, 

Now the ſecond, which concerns a ſufficient 
proviſion for the Crown and State z herein you 
are to call to remembrance, how the Crown of 
this Realm hath been many ways. charged extra- 
ordinarily of late 3 not poſhbly to be born by 
the ordinary Revenues of the ſame , and there- 
fore of neceſſity to be relieved otherwiſe 3 as 
heretofore 1t hath commonly , and neceflarily 
been. For like as the ordinary charge hath been 
always born by ordinary Revenues, ſo the ex- 
traordinary charge hath always been ſuſtained by 
an extraordinary relief, T his to thoſe that be of 
underſtanding is known, not only to be proper 
'to Kingdoms and Empires, but alſo is, hath been, 
and ever will be a neceſlary peculiar pertaining 
to all Common-Wealths, and private States of 
men, from the higheſt to the loweſt ; the rules 
of reaſon hath ordained it ſo to be. 

But here I reſt greatly perplexed, whether I 
ought to open and remember unto you, ſuch 
reaſons as may be eafily produced, to move you 
thankfully and readily to grant this extraordi- 
nary relief or no : I know the Queens Majeſty 
conceiveth ſo great hope of your prudent fore- 
ſeeing what is to be done, 'and of your good 
wills and readineſs to perform that, which by 
| Prudence you forelce, _ few or no perſwa 
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ons at all are needful for the bringing this to 
paſs. - Nevertheleſs, becauſe by the antient order 
heretofore uſed, it is my Office and Duty ſome- 
what to ſay in this Caſe, and likewiſe all'men 
alſo that be preſent, neither underſtand alike, 
nor remember alike; Therefore I mean, with 
your favour and patience, to trouble you with 
a few words , touching this point. True it 1s, 
that there be two things that ought vehemently 
to move us, frankly, bountifully, and readily to 
deal in this matter. The former is the great be- 
nefits, that we have received ; the ſecond is the 
neceſſity of the Cauſe. It we ſhould forget the 
former , we are to be charged as molt ungrate 
and unthankful; and the forgetfulneſs of the ſe- 
cond doth charge us, as uncareful of our own 
Livings and Liberties, - and of our Lives ; the 
former moveth by Reaſon,and the ſecond urgeth 
by Neceſſity. And here, to begin with the tor- 
mer, albeit that the benefits that the Realm hath 
received by Gods Grace, and the Queens Maje- 
ſties Goodneſs , both for the number and great- 
neſs, are ſuch as may be more eaſily marvelled 
at, than worthily weighed and conſidered ; Yet 
mean I to remember briefly three of them,where- 
of the firſt and chief is reſtoring and ſetting at 
Liberty Gods holy Word amongſt us ; the great- 
eſt and moſt precious Treaſure that can be in this 
World : for that either doth, or ſhould benefit 
us in the beſt degreez to wit, our Minds and 
Souls; and look how much our Souls excel our 
Bodies, ſo much muſt needs the benefits of our 
Souls excel the benefits of our Bodies 3 whereby 
alſo, as by a neceſſary conſequent, we are deli- 
vered, and made free from the Bondage of the 
Roman Tyranny therefore this is to be thought 
of us the moſt principal benefit. 

The ſecond is the ineſtimable benefit of Peace 
during the time of ten whole years together, and 
more 3 and what is Peace? is it not the richeſt 
and moſt wiſhed for Ornament that pertains to 
any publick Weal 2 Is not Peace the mark and 
end that all good Governments diret their ach- 
ons unto 2? Nay, i there any benefit, be it _ 
ver ſo great, that a man may take the whole 
Commodity of, without the benefit of Peace? Is 
there any ſo little Commodity,but through Peace 
a man may have the full fruition of it ? By this 
we generally and joytully poſlels allzand without 
this generally and joyfully we poſleſs nothing. 
A man that would /ſufficiently confider all the 
Commodities of Peace, ought to call to remem- 
brance all the miſeries of War ; for in reaſon it 
ſeems as great a benefit in being delivered of 
the one, .as in the poſſeſſing of the other. Yet 
if there were nothing, the common and lament- 
able Calamities and Miſeries of our Neighbours 
round about us, for want. of Peace, may give us 
to underſtand what bleſſedneſs we be in that 
pollels it. There bethat never acknowledge be- 
nefits to their value, whilſt they poſleſs them, 


but when they be taken from them, and ſo find 
their wantz marry ſuch be not worthy of them. 


benefit of Peace could have been from time to 
time thus long conſerved and conferred upon us, 
had not the mind , affe&tion and love, that our 
Soveraign bears towards us her SubjeQts , bred 
ſ{uch care over us 1n her Breaſt, -as for the well 
bringing of this to paſs, ſhe hath forborn no care 
of Mind, no travel of Body, nor expence of her 
Treaſure, nor fale of her Lands 3 no adventu- 
ring of her Credit, either at home or abroad? a 
plain and manifeſt Argument, how dear and pre- 
tious the ſafety and quiet of us herSubjedts be to 
her Majeſty. And can there be a greater perſwa- 
fion to move us to our power to tender the like? 

The third is the great benefit of Clemency 
and Mercy, I pray you, hath it been ſeen or 
read, that any Prince of this Realm , during 
whole ten years Reign, and more, hath had hig 
hands fo clean from Blood? If no offence were, 
her Majeſties Wiſdom in Governing was the 
more to be wondred at ; and if offences were, 
then her Majeſties Clemency and Mercy the 
more to be commended. Mzſericordia ejus ſuper 
ommnia opera ejus. Beſides, like as it hath pleaſed 
God ten years and more, by the Miniſtry of our 
ſaid Soveraign , to bleſs this Realm with thoſe 
two ineſtimable benefits of Peace and Clemency, 
ſo there is no cauſe but the ſame might by Gods 
Grace have continued twenty Years longer, 
without intermiſſion , had not the Raging Ro- 
maniſt Rebels entertained the matter. And here 
it is to be noted, that this Merciful and Peace- 
tul Reign of ten Years and more, hath hapned 
in the time of Chriſts Religion now eſtabliſhed. 
I cannot think that any man can follow me in 
ow in the time of the Romiſh Religion fince 
the Conqueſt. Nay a man might affirm, that this 
is an Example for times to come , without any 
like in times paſt 3 comparing Singula ſingulis, 
what ſhould I fay? theſe be the true Fruits of 
true Religion. I could further remember you of 
the Fruits of Juſtice, the benefit of reſtoring 
your Money to Fineſs ; yea, I could put you in 
mind, but I think it needs not, it happened fo 
late, of a Subſidy granted, whereof the Queens 
Majeſty of her own bountifulneſs, remitted the 
\one half ; was the like here in Ezglard ever ſeen 
or, heard of ? But being out of doubt, that 
thefe benefits already remembred be ſufficient 
of themſelves to: move you to be thankful to 
your Power, I leave any longer to detain you in 
this point. 

And albeit a Subject cannot yield any benefit 
to his Soveraign in the ſame nature that he recei- 
veth it 3 becauſe every benefit is more than Du- 
ty, and more than Duty a Subject cannot yield 
to his Soveraign: Yet can it not be denied, but 
a Subjedts acknowledging of benefits received, 
joined with good will to yield as far as Li 
will reach, doth —_— ſatisfie for the Sub-

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matters of Charge, happened ſince the laſt Af- 
ſembly here; urging to have by neceſity a relief 
granted, amongſt many others be theſe. Firſt, 
The great Charge in ſuppreſling the late North- 
ern Rebellion , with Charges alſo in reforming 
thoſe the Queens Majeſties Enemies 1n Scotland, 
that aſſiſted the Rebels,and madeRodes into Erg- 
land, The continual growing Expences, by rea- 
ſon of Ireland, as in ſubduing the Rebels within 
that Realm, and withſtanding the Scots North- 
ward, and other Foreign Forces, intending In- 
vaſion Southward. To theſe three Charges by 
Land, you may add a fourth by Sea; as the 
preparation and ſetting forth of Ships, partly for 
the defence againſt all Foreign Forces, ſuſpeCted 
and intended, partly for the fate conducting of 
the Wares and Merchandizes 1n greater ({trength 
and longer cut than heretofore hath been uſed. 
Theſe and fach like extraordinary Charges, 
whereof there be ſundry , with the remains of 
old Charges not poſſible to be born by the ordi- 
nary Revenue, and yet of neceſſity to be ex- 
pended, do greatly .cxceed any extraordinary 
aid therefore commonly granted. Again, the 
great decay of the Queens Majeſties Cuſtoms, by 
reaſon of ſtay and alteration of Traffick (albeit 
upon juſt occaſion.) hath bred no ſmall want 3 
for although in time it is not to be doubted, but 
that will grow again to his old courſe, and con- 
tinue with great Surety 3- Yet in the mean time, 
this want muſt ſome way be ſupplied 3 for you 
know the Horſe muſt be provided for, whilſt the 
Graſs is in- growing, At the leaſt let us do fo 
much for our ſelves, as we do for our Horſes, 
For our ſelves it is that are to be relieved in this 
Caſe. This I muſt needs ſay, that it the Queens 
Majeſty did uſe in matters of Expence , to do 
as commonly Princes heretofore have uſed to do, 
then-with the more difficulty might ſuch extra- 
ordinary aid be aflented unto, and yet of necef- 
ſity. tobe had, to withſtand a greater neceſſity, 
It hath been uſcd in times paſt, that Princes plea- 
fures and delights have been commonly followed 
in matters of Charge, as things of neceſſity. And 
now,-becanfe, God be praiſed, the relieving of 
the Realms neceſſity is become the Princes Plea- 
ſure and Delight, a noble Converſion. (God con- 
tinue it, 'and make us as we ought to be, earn- 
eſtly thankful for it!) A Princely Example ſhew- 
ed by a-Soveraign for Subjetts to follow. To de- 
ſcend in-ſome particulars: What need I to remem- 
ber unto you, how the gorgeous, ſumptuous, 
ſuperfluous Buildings of time paſt be for the 
Realms good, by her Majeſty in this time turned 
into neceflary Buildings, and upholdings?

God hath bleſſed us with. TI think it may be af 
firmed, and that truly, that there hath not been 
any matter of great 'Charge ' taken -in hand by 
her Majeſty in this happy Reign of twelve Years 
and more , that hath not been thought before: 
convenient to be done for the Weal and profit 
of the Realm fo far her Highneſs is from ſpend- 
ing of Treaſure in vain matters, and therefore 
the rather how can a man makeany difficulty to 
contribute according to his Power? ſpecially, 
1n maintaining of 'his Sovereign , his Country, 
his Self, his Wife and Children, and what not ? 
having ſo long a proof by experience, of ſuch 
an imployment ? Here [ would put you in mind. 
of extraordinary Charges to come, which in rea- 
{on (cems evident, but ſo I ſhould be over tedi- 
ous unto you, and fruſtra fit per plura quod flert 
poteſt per paxciora, And therefore here I make 
an end, doubting that I have tarried you longer 
than I promiſed or meant, or perchance needed, 
your wiſdoms and good inclinations conſidered.

Her Majeſty and the Lords beitg thus ſet, the

Commons, had notice thereof, and thereupon re- 
_ to the Upper Houſe , with Chr:itopher 

ray Serjeant at Law,their lately Ele&ed Speaker, 
whoſe preſentation to her —_— , and allow- 
ance by her, being not mentioned in the Origt- 
nal Journal-Book of the ſaid Houle, are there» 
fore wholly tranſcribed out of that before-cited 
Anonymous Journal , more particularly men- 


tioned at the beginning of this preſent Journal, 
the ſame alſo in effe& being contained in theOri- 
ginal Journal-Book of the Houle of Commons, 
fol. 10. a. . 


The ſaid Speaker being led up to the Rail or 
Bar, at the lower end of the Upper Houſe, by 
two of the moſt Honourable Perlonages of the 
Houſe of Commons, did there, after three Re- 
verences made, humbly befeech her Majelty, ac- 
cording to the uſual courſe, that albeit he could 
not obtain of the Commons ('who had EleGed 
him to be their Speaker) for ſuch cauſes, as he 


had alledged, to be disburthened of that place, 
that ſo ſome other more fit and able might be 
vouchſafe 


ro 


choſen, that yet her Highneſs would. 


rn” 
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to have conſideration of the greatneſs of the 
Service, and therefore to require them eftſoons 
to return to the Houſe, and to make a new 
Choice. To which his Petition, the Lord Keeper, 
by her Majeſties Commandment, Anſwered and 
laid. 


That as well for that her Highneſs had under- 
ſtood of him, as for that the Commons had cho- 
ſen him, his Requeſt could not be granted. 


Whereupon the faid Speaker being allowed, 
he defired to be heard to ſay ſomewhat concern- 
ing the orderly Government of a Common- 
Weal, which to be duly done, he faid, there 
were three things requiſite, Religion, Anthority, 
and Laws. By Religion, he faid, we do not 
only know God aright , but alſo how to Obey 
the King or Queen, whom God ſhall aflign to 
Reign over us; and that, not in Temporal Cau- 
ſes, but in Spiritual or Eccleſiaſtical 3 in which 
wholly her Majeſttes Power is abſolute. And 
leaving all proots of Divinity to the Biſhops, and 
Fathers (as he ſaid he would) he prov'd the 
ſame by the practice of Princes within this Realm; 
and firlt, made remembrance of Lacis the firſt 
Chriſtian King, who having written to Eluthe- 
rius the Pope , 1300. Years palt for the Ro- 
man Laws, he was Anſwered, that he had the 
Holy Scriptures, out of the which he might draw 
to himſelf, and for his Subxs, Laws by his own 
good diſcretionz for that he was the Vicar of 
Chriſt over the People of Brittain. The Con- 
queror (he ſaid) in the Erection of Batte/-Abby, 
granted that the Church ſhould be free from all 
Epiſcopal JuriſdiQion. 

Hewry the Third gave to Ranulph Biſhop of 
London, the Archbilhoprick of Canterbury , by 
theſe words, Rex, ec. Sciatis quod dedinms Di- 
k#. nojiro Ranulpho Archieprſcop. Cantuarien. 
quem inflituinmus Anulo & Baculo. The Ring, he 
laid, was the ſign of perfe&ion 5 The Staff the 
fign of Paſtoral Rule, which he could not do, if 
theſe Kings had not had and uſed the Ecclefia(ti- 
cal Powers. In the Reports of the Law, we find 
that an Excommunication of a certain perſon 
came from the Pope under his Leaden Bull ; and 
was ſhewed in abatement of an Aion brought 
at the Common Law ; which, beſides that it was 
of no force, the King and Judges were of Mind, 
that he who brought it, had deſerved Death, fo 
to preſume on any Foreign Authority z which 
Authorny being now by Gods Grace , and her 
Highneſs means, aboliſhed, and the freedom of 
Conſciences, and the truth of Gods word eſta- 
bliſhed 5 we therefore ought greatly to thank 
God and her. 

For Authority , or the Sword, whereby the 
Common-Wealth is ſtayed , three things he ſaid 
are requiſite 3 Men, Armour and Money. For 
Men, their good wills he ſaid were moſt, being 
of it ſelf a {trong Fortreſs. For Armor, the ne- 
cellity he Re in part, and how requiſite Trea- 
{ure was, he a little declared. And concluded, 


that all three muſt be conjoined, Men, Armour 
and Mony. 

Laſtly for Laws, the third ſtay of the Com- 
mon- Wealth; he ſaid there muſt be confidera- 
tion in making them , and care in Executing of 
them 3 in making ſuch, as by the providing for 
one part of the Common-Wealth, *& reſt ſhould 
not be hindred, which were indeed a matter 
moſt pernicious; and this he vouched out of Plato 
de legibus. For Execution, he faid, that fince the 
Law of it (elf is but Mute, fet in Paper, not able 
to do ought, the Magiſtrate (except he will be 
alſo Mute) muſt be the Doer, and then is a good 
Law faid to be well made, when it is well Exe- 
cuted ; for anima legis eſt executio. ] 

Hereupon he ſaid ſomething in commendation 
of her Majeſty, who had given free courſe to 
her Laws, not ſending or requiring the ſtay of 
Juſtice, by her Letters or Privy-Seals, as here- 
tofore ſometime hath been by her Progenitors 
uſed. Neither hath ſhe pardoned any , without 
the advice of ſuch; before whom the Offendors 
have been Arraigned,and the Cauſe heard. 

His Oration being ended, he then made four 
Petitions 3 the firſt, that the Perſons, Servants 
and Goods of all coming to that Afſembly,might 
be free from all Arreſts. Secondly, That for 
Cauſe of Conference , they might have acceſs to 
her Majeſty. Thirdly, If any ſent ſhould not 
truly report, or in part miſtake the meaning of 
the Houſe, that the ſame ſhould be by her High- 
neſs favourably heard. And laſtly, That in the 
Houſe all men might have free Speech. 


This Oration being ended, by dire&ion from 
her Majeſty, and inſtruftions given what ſhould 
be ſaid, The Lord Keeper Anſwered thus 3 divt- 
ding his Speech into three parts, the firſt, where 
he had ſometimes inſerted commendations of her 
Majeſty, he faid, her Highneſs would not ac- 
knowledge ſo great perfeftions to be in her 5 
but ſaid, that they ſhould be inſtruQtions for her 
better proceedings in time to come. The ſecond 
part of his Oration, he ſaid, concerning the Rule, 
for ordering of the Common-Wealth, ſhe well 
liked of, and wiſhed, that as he had well con-

For his Petitions, he ſaid, her Majeſties Plea- 
ſare was, that the firſt ſhould be granted, with 
this caution, that no man ſhould under their 
ſhadows, untruly prote& any others. For the 
ſecond , he ſaid, at time convenient, her Plea- 
ſure was, they ſhould come freely. Touching 
the third part, he ſaid, ſhe could not imagine 
that among ſo many wile men it could happen 3 
but if it ſhould, her Grace would be content to 
remit it. The fourth was ſuch, that her Majeſty 
having Experience of late of ſome diſorder, and 
certain Offences , Which though they were not 
puniſhed , yet were they Offences ſtill, and 
fo muſt be accompted z therefore faid , they 
ſhould do well to meddle with no matters of 


State, 
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State, but ſuch as ſhould be propounded unto | 4 


them, and to occupy themſelves in other mat- 
ters, concerning the Common-Wealth.

Sellion. 

This being thus tranſcribed out of the Origi- 
nal Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons, fol. 
39. 4. now follows the Anſwer of Sir Nicholas 
Bacon, Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, at large, 
which he made unto the Speakers Speech, being 
tranſcribed out of a Copy I had by me. 


M* Speaker, The Queens Majeſty hath heard, 
and doth very well underſtand, how diſcreetly 
and wiſely you have declared the Proceedings of 
this Seſhon in the Nether Houſe ; for Anſwer 
whereof, and for the better ſignificationof what 
her Majeſties opinion is, both of Parhament men 
and Parliament matters; this is to let you under- 
ſtand,herMajeſty hathCommanded me to ſay un- 
to you, that, hke as the greateſt number of them 
of the Lower Houſe , have in the proceedings 
of this Seſons ſhewed themſelves modeſt, dil- 
creet and. dutiful , as becomes good and loving 
Subjeds, and meet for the places that they be 
eyes om So there _— of them, al- 
though not many in number , who in the 
— of this Scifion, Wo —_ themſcives 

actous , arrogant refumptuous, call: 
her Majeſties Grants and Prerogatives fo in 
queſtion, contrary to their Duty and place that 


they be called unto; And: contrary to the ex- 
preſs Adtnonition given in her Majeſties name, iri 
the beginning of this Parliament; which it might 
very well have become them to have had more 
regard unto. But her Majeſty faith, that ſeeing 
they will thus wilfully forget themſelves, they 
are otherwiſe to be remembred: and like as her 
Majeſty allows and much commends the former 
ſort, for the reſpetts aforeſaid, ſo doth her High- 
neſs'utterly diſallow , and condemn the ſecond 
fort, for their audacious, arrogant and preſump- 
tuous folly, thus by ſuperfluous Speech ſpending 
much time 1n medling with matters neither per- 
taining to them, nor within the capacity of their 
underſtanding. 

And thus much concerning the Parliament of 
the Lower Houle. | 

And as to the Lords here of the Upper Houſe, 
her Majeſty hath Commanded me to let you 
know, that her Highneſs taketh their diligence, 
diſcretion and orderly Proceedings, to be ſuch, 
as redoundeth much to their Honour and Com- 
mendations, and much to her Comfort and Con- 
ſolation. And here an end touching Parliament 
men, 

Now as to the Parliament matters, her Maje- 
{ty hath Commanded me to open and declare 
unto you, her Opinion conceived therein, touch- 
ing two things; the one is concerning the Sub- 
fidy and benevolence , the other is concerning 
the Execution of the Laws. As to the former, 
which concernefh the Subſidy and benevolence, 
her Pleaſure is, that I ſhall ſay unto you, that in 
your dealings in that matter , ſhe hath noted 
three things principally 3 every of them tending 
much to the ſetting forth of your benevolences, 
and good wills ; The firſt is, who it was that 
granted, the ſecond the manner of the granting, 
the third what it was that was granted. As to 
the firſt, her Majeſty forgetteth not, that 1t is a 
grant made proceeding from the earneſt atie&ti- 
ons, and hearty good wills of her good, duritul 
and obedient Subjetts, for the greateſt part. And 
therefore hath Commanded me to fay unto you, 
that ſhe maketh a greater accompt of the great 
good wills and benevolent minds of her good 
and loving Subjets, than ſhe doth of ten Subſt- 
dies 3 which as it ought to bring and breed in 


us great comfort and delight, ſo in reaſon it 


ought to move us (as I doubt not but it doth) 
to be and continue ſuch as be worthy ſuch an 
eſtimation and accompt. Again, her Majeſty 
forgetteth not, that beſides this is not a Grant by 
good and loving Subjects, that never made like 
Grant heretofore ; but by ſuch as have contri- 
buted- from time to time, as the neceſlary Char- 
ges of the Realm , and their own Sureties have 
required 3 which doth much commend and fer 


concerning the perſons that have granted. 
And as to the ſecond, which is the _ of 
ranting, her Highneſs knoweth very well, that 
CI 


time theſe manner of Grants have 


| ſundry times paſt, not without difficulties, wh 
ong 


© 
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forth this benevolence of yours. And thus much . 
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long perſwaſions , and ſometimes not without 
ſharp Speeches,but this contrariwiſe without any 
ſuch Speeches,or other difficulty hath been freely 
and frankly offered and preſented ; and like as 
the former did much extenuate their benevo- 
lence, fo is this of yours greatly extended. It is 
written and very truly , concerning Benevolen- 
ces, ni din diſtulit din noluit , and therefore 
juſtly concluded , Bis dat qui citd dat 5 which 
ſayings ſhe cannot but apply to you, in the pro- 
ceedings of your Grant. 

Again, Univerſality in conſent doth greatly 
commend alſo your dealings in this matter 3 for 
a more univerſal conſent than was in this, will 
hardly be had in any ; and therefore much the 
more commendable, And thus much touching 
the manner of the Gift. 

And as to the third , which concerneth the 
thing given, her Majeſty ſaith, that ſhe thinketh 
It to be as great as any heretofore hath been 
granted, and therefore you are to receive con- 
dign thanks for it. And hath further willed me 
to ſay, that if the Service of the Realm and your 
Sureties would ſo permit and ſuffer, ber Ma- 
jelty would as gladly, as readily, and as frankly 
remit this Grant, as you have freely and liberally 
granted it. Thus I have remembred unto you 
the three Princely Obſervations, that her Maje- 
[ty hath conceived of this benevolence of yours, 
much to your Comfort, and greatly to her Ma- 
jelties Honour 3 to your Commendation for 
granting, and to her Highneſs for this honour- 
able accepting 5 for her Majeſty ſhall by this 
Grant receive no Commodity or benefit, but ra- 
ther a continual care in diſpending and imploy- 
ing of it, about the neceſlary Atfairs and Ser- 
vice of the Realm, and your Suretiesz and yet 
It is a great Comfort to her Majeſty, to ſee you 
thus frankly and freely join with her Self, the 
Realm, and You. 

Now to the ſecond and laſt part, which con- 
cerneth the Execution of Laws, which I mean 
to divide into two parts 3 the firſt is the Execu- 
tion of your Grant, the ſecond is the. Execution 
of Laws, now made by you, and of the reſt 
made before of others. As to the former, I am 
to remember you, that like as it hath pleaſed the 
Queens Majeſty thus Princely, Honourably- and 
thankfully, to think of and accept this free and 
liberal Grant of yours; fo certainly, if the like 
diligence and endeavour be not uſed, by ſuch of 
you as Choice ſhall be made of by her Mafſty 
for the due putting in Execution of this Grant, 
then ſurely thoſe that ſhall be thus remiks, or neg- 
bgent, as by that means her Majeſty and the 
Realm ſhall be defrauded of any part of that 
which hath been thus freely granted, ſhall there- 
by miniſter juſt occaſion to her Highneſs to have 
their fidelity and truth towards her Majeſty, 
much to be ſuſpected and charged 3 which would 
touch them very near. Neither is it an offence 
that would bz pretermitted , but ſeverely pu- 
niſhed. Why, if the Caf were between com- 


mon perſons, can there be a greater untruth and | 


unthankfulneſs , than for a man to make a grant 
in appearance willingly and readily , and then 
to ſeek wilily and craftily to defraud the ſame 
Grant ? This amongſt honeſt perſons, 1s utterly 
deteſted, and if ſo, how then might it be thought 
of between the Prince and his Subjects? where for 
divers reſpe&s this bond is thrice as great; for as 
the Subje& by the Duty of his Allegiance, is to 
ſerve the Prince truly, even ſos he by his Oath, 
and fo is he by the great truſt, that by the Prin- 
ces Choice is committed unto him, as a Com» 
miſſioner in this matter, above others. Plainly 
to ſpeak, it may be affirmed, and that juſtly, that 
ſuch as be in Commiſſion for the Execution of 
this Grant, and ſhall deal partially, either for 
favour, or for fear, or for love to themſelves, or 
their Friends, or negligently or remiſly, of pur- 
poſe whereby her Majeſty ſhall not be Anſwered 
of that that is due unto her, ſuch I ſay, may juſtly 
be charged as men forgetting their Duty towards 
God, and their Soveraign, and to their Country. 
[t cannot be denied, that numbers reſpe& only 
their private profit, and not the univerſal profit 
of the Realm, which is their ſurety and defence; 
they reſpect themſelves, as private perſons, and 
not as Members of the Univerſal Body ; but their 
imperfection would be ſupplied by the wiſdom 
and per{wafion of ſuch, as the Queens Majeſty . 
ſhall commit truſt unto by her Commiſſion, to 
ſee this Subfidy well and truly levied. 

And thus much for the Execution of the Grants 
Now to the Execution of Laws, made by you, 
and the reſt made heretofore by others. I am to 
remember you, that all theſe labours, travels and 
pains taken about the Laws now made, and be- 
fore time taken about the reſt heretofore made, 
and all the Charge ſuſtained by the Realm about 
the making of them , is all in vain, and labour 
loſt, without the due Execution of them. For, 
as it hath been ſaid, a Law without Execution, 
is but a Body without Life, a Cauſe without an 
Effe&, a Countenance of a thing, and indeed 
nothing; Pen, Ink, and Paper;are as much towards 
the Governance of the Common-Wealth, as the 
Rudder or Helm of a Ship ſerveth to the Go- 
vernance of it without a Governour, and as Rods 
ſerve for Correion without hands. Were it not 
a meer madneſs for a man to provide fair Torches 
to guide his going by Night,and when he ſhould 
uſe them 1n the dark, to carry them unlight? or 
for one to provide fair and handſome Tools to 
prune or reform his Orchard, or Garden, and to 
lay them up without uſe ? And what thing elſe 


is it to make wholeſome and provident Laws in 


fair Books, and tolay them up ſafe, without ſce- 
ing them Executed? Surely in reaſon there 1s5no 
difference between the Examples, ſaving that the 
making of Laws, without Execution, 1s 1n much 
worſe Caſe; than thoſe vain proviſions before 
remembred 3 for thoſe, albeit they do no good, 
yet they do no hurtz but the making-of Laws 
without Execution , does very much harm 3 for 
that breeds and brings forth:contempt of Laws, 
and Law-makers, and-of all Magiſtrates; which 

is 
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#s the very foundation of all miſgovernance, and 


therefore muſt needs be' great and hamous in. 


thoſe, that are the Cauſers of this z indeed they 
are the very 
and of all diſorders and unquietneſs in the Com- 
mon-Wealth. For certain and evident it 1s, that 
the Queens Majeſty , that is Head of the Law 
doth all meet for her Majeſty to do, for the due 
Execution: of them. Firſt, She giveth her Royal 
Aſſent to the making of them, the moſt material 
of them ſhe Conimandeth to be Proclaimed, and 
publiſheds and yet ceafeth not there, but ſhe 
granteth out her Commiſion into every of her 
Shires; to men which are or ſhould be of greateſt 
conſideration within the limits of their Charge, 
which for the better Executing of them are 
Sworn to ſee the Execution of her Laws to them 
Committed , within the Limits of their Com- 
miſſiqns : and'yet beſides all this, by her Maje- 
ſties Commandment, a number of theſe Juſtices 
are Yearly once at the leaſt called into her High- 
nefles Star-Chamber, and there in her Majeſties 
Name, Exhorted, Admoniſhed and Commanded, 
to ſee the due Execution of their Charges. 

And thus you ſce her Majeſty Enafteth, Pro- 
claimeth,; Committeth , Exhorteth , Admoniſh- 
eth and Commandeth from time to time; yea, 
what can be deviſed meet for her Majeſty to do, 
for help if this, that is left undone? Surely no- 
thing, to her Majeſties Honour and Renown. 
Whereupon it followeth neceflarily and conſe- 
quently, that the whole burthen of the offence 
and enormity muſt light upon us, that are put 
in truſt by her Majeſty, to ſee thole Laws Exe- 
cuted 3 and certainly this offence groweth great 
or little, as: the truſt Committed for the Execu- 
tion of Laws, is great or little; and therefore 
it ſtandeth us greatly upon, to uſe our whole 
Cares and Endeavours, for the help of this here- 
after. Were it poſlible, trow you, thar if Juſti- 
ces being diſperſed through the whole Realm, as 
they be, did carefully and diligently endeavour 
themſelves, according to the Truſt committed 
unto them, by their Soveraign, duly and truly 
to Execute their Charge , as they be bound by 
their Oath to God, and by their Allegiance to 
their Soveraign, and by Duty to their natural 
Country, and rightly conſidered , by the love 
they ſhould bear to themſelves and their Poſte- 
rity (for if their Country do not well, they ſhall 
fare but illfavouredly) were it poſlible, I fay, if 
this were ſo done, that Laws ſhould be thus re- 
milly and negligently Executed 2 No, doubtleſs. 
Is it not (trow you) a monſtrous diſguiſing, to 
have a Juſtice a Maintainer 3 to have him that 
ſhould by his Oath and Duty ſet forth Juſtice 
and Right , againſt his Oath offer Injury and 
_ Wrong; to have him that is ſpecially Choſen 
amongſt a number by a Prince to appeaſe all 
Brawlings and Controverſies, to be a Sower and 
Maintainer of Strife and Sedition , by ſwaying 
and leading of Juries according to his will ; ac- 
quitting ſome for gain, IndiQting others for Ma- 
lice, bearing with them, as his Servant or Friend, 


occaſions of all injuries and injuſtice, 


over-throwing others as his Enemy z procuring 
the Queſtmonger-to be of his Liner te ods 
wite 'in his danger 3 that his 'winks, frownings, 
and Countenances may diret alt Inqueſts ? Sure- 
ly, ſurely, theſe be they that be Subverters of all 
good Laws and Orders ; yea; that make daily - 
the Laws, which of their nature be good, to be- 
come Inſtruments of all Injuries and Miſchief; 
theſe be they indeed of whom ſuch Examples 
would be made, as of the Founders and Main- 
tainers of all Enormities 3 and theſe be thole, 
whom, if you cannot reform for their greatneſs, 
you ought to complain of them ; and like as this 
1s not ſaid of thoſe that be Good, ſo is this and 
much more to be faid and done againſt thoſt that 
be Evil. IM! 

But here it may be ſaid, The miſchief appeatrs ; 
what is the remedy ? to make all Laws preſently 
Executed? I can hardly hope to make them in 
better Caſe, than now they be, and although 1 
— hopes, I could find no more helps but 
theſe. 

The firſt is having great Care in the choice of 
the Officers. The ſecond by ſharp Correfons 
impoſed upon ſuch Offenders. There ſhould be 
throughout theRealm a Triennial or Biennial Vi- 
ſtation in this nature, made of all Temporal Of- 
ficers, and Miniſters, that by Vertue of their Of- 
fice have in Charge to ſee Execution of Laws. 
By this, I mean, that the Queens Majeſty ſhould 
make choice every ſecond or third year, of cer- 
tain expert and approved perſons,to whom Com- 
miſtion ſhould be granted, to try out and exa- 
mine by all good means and ways the offences of 
all ſuch as have not ſeen to the due Execution of 
the Laws, and according to the offences fo found 
and certified , to be ſharply puniſhed without 
Omiſtion or Redemption. by 

Of effe& like unto this, and to the like end, 
was the Viſitation of the Church firſt deviſed, 
whereof came in the beginning great good 
doubtleſs ; and reaſon I ſee none, but that a 
like good ought to follow upon a like Viſitation 
made amongſt Temporal Officers. Now to find 
out the faults ſeemeth not hard , for amongſt 
many other ways, there 1s one plain, evident and 
eafiez and that is where offences do abound in 
any Country, contrary tc the Laws, which the 
Juſtices ſhould ſo reform, and there be nothing 
done by them for the Reformation of thoſe ot- 
fences 3 I do not ſee but this makes a full charge 
of their uncarefulneſs and negligence, whereby 
they are well worthy, upon Certificate made, as 
is aforeſaid, to be removed of all Governance, to 
their perpetual ignominy, and to the Commen- 
dation of all: thoſe that remain as good Ofh- 
cers. 

And beſides, to fet forth other pains upon

any Offender, —_ offence committed con- 
trary to any Law, which by the Commiſſion that 
he is in, he is authorized to ſee puniſhed, mighe 
be entred into ſome Rolls; and alſo how often, 
and how many of thoſe kind of offences he hath 
alſo proſecuted for a declaration of his diligence, 
whereby it might appear when ſuch Viſitation 
ſhould come, who hath been careful, and who 
' hath been negligent , to the end that the (loth- 
ful, drowzy es, Wight be ſevered from the 
diligent and careful Bees. And like as I could 
wh this to be done concerning Offices of mean 
degrees fo do I deſire that the fame courſe 
might be taken with the great and greateſt ; 
for ſo it ſhould be Equablc. But if there be 
nothing done therein , but things left as they 
have been , then muſt you look to have your 
Laws Executed as they have been , if not 
worſe; for words will not reform theſe matters, 
as I have ſeen by proof. And this is the ſum of 
what I have to fay.at this time , concerning the 
Execution of Laws. |

of {url gin Mos ſecond day-of 

April, and during the time that her Majeſty was 

_ at the Sermon at Weſtminſter Church , -whither 


ſhe had repaired about ten of the Clock in the 
Forenoon of the ſaid Monday, the Lord Clintor 
High Admiral of England, accompanied with di- 
vers of her Majeſties molt Honourable Privy- 
Council ; that is to ſay, Sir Francis Knolles Ke, 
Treaſurer of her Highneſs moſt Honourable Houſ- 
hold, Sir Fames Crofts K*, Comptroller of the ſame, 
Sir Ralph Sadler K*, Chancellor of her Majeſties 
Dutchy of Lancaſter, Sir Walter Mildmay K*,Chan- 
cellor of her Highneſs Court of Exchequer, and 
Sir Thomas Smith Knight, repaired into the Lower 
Houſe of Parliament; And there in the preſence 
and hearing of a great number of the Knights, 
Citizens and Burgefſes of the fame Parliament 
Aflembled,the ſaid Lord Clinton fignitied, that the 
Queens Majeity had called and appointed him to 
be the Steward of her Highneſs moſt Honoura- 
ble Houſhold, to continue during her Majeſties

This day the Houſe was called, and thereup- 
'on Edward Lewkenor , Jobu Bullock, Nicholas 


Plumtree, Edward Goodwyn, and John Garnone, 


were Commanded to attend the order of this 
Houſe to Morrow next, for that the Houſe being 
this day called, they had entred into the Houſe, 
and had not as then been returned by the Clerk 


| of the Crown,except Garnoms,whoſe Caſe is, for 


that he is ſaid to be Excommunicate. 

On Friday the 6* day of April, It was Order- 
ed that the Burgefſles for Eſtringfted, ſhall remain 
according to the return. 

This day M* Treaſurer, M* Serjeant Marwood, 
Geffrie and Lovelace, M* Fletman, M* Bell, and 
M* Monnſor, were appointed to confer with Mr 
Attorney, and M Sollicitor,' about the return of 
the Burgeſſes following 3 for that the ſame 
Towns returned no Burgeſles the laſt Parlia- 
ment, vViZ.

M* Strickland, a grave and ancient Man of 
Great Zeal, ſtood up, and made a lopg Diſcourſe, 
tending to the remembrance of Gods Goodneſs, 
giving unto us the light of his Word,together with 
the gracious diſpoſition of her Majeſty, by whem 
as by his Inſtrument,God hath wrought fo great, 
things, and blaming our ſlackneſs andcareleſneſs, 
in not eſteeming and following the time and 
bleſſing offered ; but ſtill as men not ſufficiently 
inſtructed what is truth , or ſo that we think it 
not convenient to publiſh and profeſs it openly, 
and that all reproachful Speeches of the (lander- 
ous might be ftopped, the draw-backs brought 
forward, and the Over-runners, ſuch as over-run, 
and exceed the rule of the Law, reduced to a 
certaiaty, he thought it Opere pretinms, to be 
occupied therein 3 for which purpoſe he ſaid, the 
Profeſſors of the Goſpel in other Nations, had 
writ and publiſhed to the World the Confeffion 
of their Faith , as did thole of Strasburgh and 
Franck ford, &c. for which purpoſe alſo great 
Learned men mn this Realm had travelled, as 
Peter Martyr, Paulus Fagius, and others, whoſe 
works hereupon were Extant. 

And before this time an offer thereof was made 
in Parliament, that it might be approved ; but 
either the (lackneſs or ſamewhat c}ſe of fome men 
in that time, was the lett thereof,or what elſe, he 


aid, he would not ſay. This Book, he aid, re- 


ſted 
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ſted in the Cuſtody of M* Norton, as he guelied, 
a man neither ill diſpoſed to Religion, nor a neg- 
ligent Keeper of ſuch matters of Charge , and 
thereupon requeſted that M* Nortoz might be 
required to produce the ſame 3 he added alſo, 
that after ſo many Years, as now by Gods Provi- 
dence we had been learning the purity of Gods 
truth, we ſhould not permit for any cauſe of 
Policy, or other pretence, any errors in matters 
of Dodtrine to continue amongſt us. And there- 
fore, ſaid he, although the Book of Common- 
Prayer is (God be praiſed) drawn very near to 
the ſincerity of the truth, yet are there fome 
things inſerted more ſuperſtitious , than 1n (o 
high matters be tolerable; as namely, 1n the Ad- 
miniſtration of the Sacrament of Baptiſm, the 
ſign of the Croſs to be made with ſome Ceremo- 
nies, and ſuch other Errors, all which, he ſaid, 
might well be changed , without note of chop- 
ping or changing of Religion, whereby the E- 
nemies might (lander us; 1t being a Reformation 
not contrariant , but diretly purſuant to our 
Profeſlion, that is,'to have all things brought to 
the purity of the Primitive Church, and inſtitu- 
tioa of Chriſt, He ſpake at large of the abuſes 
of the Church of Ergland, and of the Church- 
men; as firſt, that known Papiſts are admitted 
to have Ecclefiaſtical Government , and great 
Livings ; that Godly, honeſt and Learned Pro- 
teſtants, have little or nothing 3 T hat Boyes are 
diſpenſed with to have ſpiritual Promotions z 
That by Friendſhip with the Maſter of the Fa- 
cultics, either unable men are qualified, or ſome 
one man allowed to have too many ſeveral Li- 
vings 3 Finally, he concluded with Petition, 
that by Authority of the Houſe, ſome conveni- 
ent number of them might be aſſigned, to have 
Conference with the Lords of the Spiritualty, for 
conſideration and reformation of the matters by 
him remembred. Vide Apr. 26. Tweſday poſtea. 
M* Nortox, a man wiſe, bold and Eloquent, 
{tood up next, and faid , he was not ignorant, 
but had long fince learned what it was to ſpeak 
on a ſudden, or firſt, before other men in Par- 
liament, Yet being occaſioned by M* Strickland, 
he aid, that truth it was, he had a Book tend- 
ing to the ſame effe&t 3 but (quoth he) the Book 
was not drawn by thoſe whom he named, but 
by vertue of the At of 32. at the aflignation, 
or by the Advice of eight Biſhops , eight Di- 
vines, *eight Civilians, and eight temporal Law- 
yers4, who having 1n Charge, to make Eccle- 
haſtical Conſtitutions , took in hand the ſame ; 
which was drawn by that Learned man, M* Do- 
tor Haddon, and penned by that Learned Man 
M* Cheeke 5 whereupon he ſaid, that confidera- 
tion had been, and ſome travel beſtowed by M* 
Fox of late, and that there was a Book newly 
Printed, to be offered to that Houſez which he 


did then and there, preſently ſhew forth. And 
for the reſt of M* Stricklands Motions, he ſaid he | 
was of his mind, chiefly for the avoiding and 


lupprefling of Simeniacal Ingroſments. 


for redreſs of ſundry defettions in thoſe matters, 
theſe following; v3z. All the Privy-Council be- 
ing Members of this Houſe , Sir Henry Nevil, 
Sir Thomas Thinne , Sir Thomas Lucy , Sir Henry 
Gate, the Maſter of the Requeſts, M* Hemeage, 
M- Recorder, M* Be, M* Henry Knoles Sen. ; 
M*- Mounſon, M* Norton, M* Strickland, M* Go- 
dier, M* William More, and M* DoRor Berkley. 
Theſe names being thus tranſcribed out of the 
Original Journal-Bouk of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, as were thoſe two foregoing Speeches of 
M- Strickland, and M* Norton, out of that before- 
cited Anonymous Journal of the ſame Houſe, 
more particularly mentioned at the beginning of 
this preſent Journal, now follow other paſlages 
of this day out of the ſame. 

The Bill concerning coming to the Church,and 
receiving the Communion, was read the ſecond 
time 3 and thereupon Sir Thowas Smith ſpeak- 
ing for the maintenance thereof, argued 5 and 
m part wiſhed the Biſhops to have conſideration 
thereof. 

After whom M* Fleetwood moved, that the 
penalty of that Statute ſhould not go to Promo- 
ters, and faid it was a device but of late brought 
m, in the time of King Hezry the Eighth, the 
firſt year of his Reign, and ſhewed the Evils and 
inconveniences. that did grow by theſe mens do- 
ings 3 wherein no reformation was ſought, but 
private gain to the moſt of men. He ſaid alſo, 
that matter of going to the Church, or for the 
ſervice of God, did diretly appertain to that 
Court ; and that we all have as well learned 
this Leſſon, that there is a God, who 1s to be 
ſerved, as have the Biſhops. And thereupon he 
undertook to prove by the old Laws, vouched 
from King Edgar, that the Princes in their Par- 
liaments have made Eccleſiaſtical Conftitutions : 
as theſe; That if any Servant ſhall work upon 
the Sabbath day by the Commandment of his 
Maſter, he ſhould be free 3 if of himſelt, he 
ſhould be whipped 3 if a Freeman ſhould work, 
he ſhould be bound, or grievouſly amerced. Then 
he concluded upon requeſt z that it might be 
committed to ſome of the Houfe, without the 
Biſhops, who perhaps would be (low. 

Sir Owen Hopton moved very orderly , that 
the Preſentation of ſuch defaults ſhould not only 
depend upon the relation of the Church-War- 
dens , who being for the moſt part fimple, and 
mean men, and fearing to offend, would rather 
incur danger of Perjury, than diſpleaſe ſome of 
their Neighbours 3 he ſhewed for proof, Expe- 
rience. 

It may be gathered by theſe foregoing Speeches 
tranſcribed out of that Anonymous Journal, 
more particularly mentioned at the beginning of 
this preſent Journal ,, that M* Fleetwood moved 
to have this Bill referred to Committees; but 
their names being there omitted, are therefore 
wholly tranſcribed out of the Orrginal Journal- 
Book of the Houſe of Commons, in manner and 
form following z vis.

The Bill for preſervation of Woods, was read 
the firſt time. : 

On Saturday the 7** day of April, the Bill con- 
cerning Religion was read , and the firſt of the 
faid Bills was delivered to the Commiſſioners, and 
the reſidue read, and appointed to remain in the 
Houſe, and this not to ſtand for any reading. 
Vide what Bills theſe were, on Tweſday May the 
17" enſuing. 

It ſhould ſeem that the firſt of theſe Bills here 
mentioned, is that which is ſtiled the Bill A, and 
the other Bills thoſe which were then alſo offered 
to the Houſe, and thereupon referred to certain 
ſele& Committees, to be confidered of, before 
they were ſuffered to be read in the Houſe; 
which being admitted of this day , was not al- 
lowed by the Houſe for any reading, but only, 
as may very well be gathered, for the faid Houſe 
it ſelf to conſider of them, before they were fur- 
ther entertained. 

But there can be no abſolute certainty ſet 

down hereof, in reſpect that through the negli- 
gence of Falk OnſlowEiqzat this tinge Clerk of the 
Houſe of Commons, it 1s ſo confufedly or briefly 
ſet down 3 although in the general it is very 
probable, that this proceeding in Eccleſiaſtical 
matters with ſo much caution and deliberation, 
was becauſe they deſired to give no occaſion of 
diſtaſte to her Majeſty : who ever, for the moſt 
part, ſhewed her ſelf very averſe to their inter- 
medling with any thing concerning Church mart-* 
ters. Now follow other of this days paſlages, 
out of the before-cited Anonymous Journal, 
more particularly mentioned at the beginning of 
this preſent Journal ; but it is fully diſcovered 
what theſe Bills were, on May the 17 Thurſday 
enſuing. 
Mr Srrickland firſt moved , that M* Norton 
might be required.to deliver. ſuch Books, as he 
had. M* Newdigate moved, that\where one of 
the cauſes for the Calling of the Parliament, and 
perhaps the chiefeſt,was for a Subſidy, he thought 
1t not amiſs to make offer of a Subſidy, before it 
ſhould be requized, which Speech was not liked 
of by the Houſe. 

Sir Francis Knoles made a long needleſs dil- 
courſe concerning the Subſidy. 

Mr Be// ſaid, that a Subſidy was by every good 
Subje&t to be yielded unto 3 but for that the 
People were galled by two means,it would hard- 
ly be levied 3 namely, by Licences and the abuſe 
of Promoters; for which, if remedy were pro- 
vided, then would the Subſidy be paid willing- 
ly; which he proved, for that by Licences a few 
only were enriched , and the multitude impo- 
veriſhed ; and added, that if a burden ſhould 
be laid on the back of the Commons, and no 
redreſs of the common evils , then there might 


\ burden in the midſt of the -way, and turn to the 


contrary of their Duty. 

Mr Pophams affirmed M* [Bells Speech, and ad- 
ded to the former abuſes, that of the Treaſurers 
of the Crown; who having in their hands great 
Maſſes of Money, with the which either they 
themſelves, or ſome Friends of theirs, do pur- 
chaſe Lands to their own uſe, and after become 
Bankrupts , and ſo cauſe-or praCtiſe an enſtal- 
ment of their Debts, as of late ſome one hath 
inſtalled a Debr of thirty thouſand pounds: 


' which occaſioned the lack in the Princes Coffers, 


Mr Serjeant Lovelace argued, that every Loyal 
Subje& ought to yield to the relief of the Prince, 
and that: without any condition or limitation 
notwithſtanding he did not dillike of the for- 
mer motions;. and thought it very requifite, that 
theſe evils might be -provided for, to the ends 
aforeſaid ; untothe which he added three abuſes 
more; firſt, the'abuſe of Purveyors, wherein he 
had to defire che Council, and the Maſters of the 
Houſhold, to conſider of it, and to be willing 
to yield to Reformation 3 and, 1n his Opinion, 
it ſhould not be afniſs to take away the Purvey- 
ors, and to limit every Country to. a proportion- 
able rate 5 ſo ſhould her Majeſty be better ſer- 
ved, and the Kingdom eaſed. Secondly, :The 
Reformation of the Exchequer, for the Charge 
which groweth by reſpite of Homage 3. which 
he wiſhed might be paid on ſome other. fort, 
in a ſum certain. Thirdly, Another Reformation 
which is upon a great abuſe in the Exchequer, 
by ſending out upon every Fine levied, the Writ 
Luo titulo ingreſſus eſt. 

Mr" Comptroller in few words ſaid, that he be- 
ing one of the Maſters of the Houſhold, would 
do his endeavour for Reformation of all things 
ariſing by the Purveyors. 

M- Sampoole ſometimes of Lincolns-Inn, liked 
well of the Motion of the Subſidy , and com- 
mended the Motions of the Gentlemen before ;

M* Comptroller firſt moved, that before ſome 
Committees were appointed, both parties might 
be heard, and the Controverſy appeaſed. 

M* Fleetwood argued, that there might appear 
raſhneſs or indiſcretion in them, who ſhould now 
reverſe what of late they had done; but leavi 
to ſpeak thereof,he entred into a good Diſcourt: 
of the Prerogative , which might thereby be 
touched, if they ſhould-endeavour to overthrow 
her Majeſties Letters Patents, to whom by Law 
there is power given to Incorporate any Town, 
and ſhe 1s Sworn to preſerve her Prerogative ; 
he vouched the Clerk of the Parliaments to 
be,that noman might talk of the Statute of Wills, 
ec. but that the King firſt gave Licence; for 
that his Prerogative in the Wards was hereby 
touched. He ſhewed likewiſe the Statute of Ed, 
I. Ed. 3. and H. 4. with a faving of the Prero- 
gative. In King Edward the Sixths time Licence 
was ſued for to the Lord Protetor, to talk of 
matters of Prerogative, he remembred the Book 
of 2 Edw. 6. for the Parliament of Ireland, cal- 
led by the CC » as is for him lawful z 
where it was queſtioned , what by Parliament 
might be done 3 whether they might depart with 
any of the Kings Towns, Forts or Piers; it was 
agreed they might not, and fo he concluded, that 
to talk thereot (for as much as her Majeſties 
Letters Patents, and Prerogative were touched) 
Rege non conſulto , was perilous. He alſo made 
mention of the Statute , which authorizeth all 
Merthants to Traffick by Sea , Niſe publice prohi- 
bentur; he ſaith, others were prohibited. 

Mr Tourg of Briſtol, 1n the behalf of the Com- 
mons, reaſoned to this efte& ; Firſt, Shewed the 
loſs to the Queen of her Cuſtom, then the pri- 
vate Monopoly wrought and occafioned by the 
Merchants, the Controverſies which have enſued 
by this means amongſt them , and the ſubtile

M- Alford ſaid, that he might not ſpeak of the 
Prerogative aptly, for that he was not Learned 
in the Law; but made ſome remembrance of 
what he had there ſeen, concerning the A& of 
Parliament for Southampton 4, where it appeareth, 
that without an A& of Parliament, her Majeſties 
Letters Patents were not ſufficient; :and there- 
fore he prayed convenient conſideration might 
be, and that the ſame (if'it ſhould ſoſeem good 
to the Houſe) might be conjoined tothe. former 
and other. Bill, ec. 'q ; O00101 

Then ſpake M- Cleere, Sir Francis Knolles, 

Sir 
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Sir Nicholas Arnold , Sir Henry Norris, and M* 
Chriſtopher Telverton of Grays-Inn, ſeverally to 
the ſaid Bill : whoſe Speeches being ſomewhat 
imperfe&ly and uncertainly ſet down in the be- 
fore-mentioned Anonymous Journal, are there- 
fore omitted; although from them , and the re- 
ſidue foregoing , the cftc& of this Bill may be 
Collected to have been for the Diſſolution of 
certain Companies of Merchants in Briſtolzwhom 
her Majeſty had Incorporated by her Letters Pa- 
tents, and authorized them to Trade to certain 
places, by which it was pretended that the pub- 
lick and free trading of others was reſtrained 3 
and at laſt upon the Motion of M* Fleetwood, 
That the Bill being of great weight, might be 
- further conlidered of by the Houſe , and the 
Committees be appointed at ſome other time, it 
was thereupon Ordered, that they (hould be ap- 
pointed on the day following, which was done 
accordingly.

M* Szagg ſhewed at large the inconvemiencies 
of the old Law, for coming to Service : for, 
ſaid he, by the former Law it was Enacted, that 
the Service ſhall not be ſaid, or Sacrament mini- 
ſtred, in other ſort than in the Book of Com- 
mon-Prayer is preſcribed 3 he ſhewed, how dit- 
ferently the ſame was uſed in many places, from 
the preſcribed Rule; as where no part of thoſe 
Prayers were obſerved, but a Sermon, and ſome 
ſuch other Prayers only as the Viniſter ſhall think 
good, 1n place thereof z whereupon have great 
diviſions, diſcords and dillikes grown amongſt 
and between great numbers. And fince it is 
Law, that in this fort Service ſhall be uſed, and 
that whoſoever ſhall be at any other form of Ser- 
vice, ſhall incur the penalty preſcribed, and that 
the Miniſters neither do, nor will do herein, as 
they ſhould, and as is by the Law preſcribed and 
commanded ; he thought the proceedings in this 
kind, ſhould occafion a Dilemma in miſchief ; 
for by this Law , if he come not, he ſhall loſe 
twelve pence; and if he come and be preſent, 
and the Service be not ſaid according to the pre- 
ſcribed Rule of the Book , he ſhall loſe a hun- 
dred Marks. 

M* Azlienby Burgeſs of the Town of Warwick, 
moved the Law might be without exception or 
priviledge for any Gentlemen in their private 
Oratories z this did he prove to be tit out oft Plato 
his Laws, and Cicero, both preſcribing for the 
obſervation of the Law an <quality berween the 
Prince and the poor Man, not giving ſcope to 
the one above the other. - Alſo he remembred 


the Authority of La@antins Firmianus, making 
this only difference betwixt Man and Beaſt, that 
all men do know and acknowledge that there is 
a God, and in this reſpect there ſhould be no 
difference between Man and Man. Withall, he 
ſaid, the more noble the Man , the more good 
his Example may do. He therefore concluded, 
that for ſo much of theLaw,fo the ſame might be 
general,he was of good liking that it ſhould paſs. - 

But for the other matter, concerning the re- 
ceiving of the Communion, he argued, that it 
was not convenient to inforce Cilia And 
to that purpoſe, he ſhewed the Authority of D's; 
which he vouched without quoting the place, or 
lentence. He ſaid alſo, that it was the Opinion 
of Fathers, and Learned Men of this Land ; and 
therefore wiſhed they might be conſulted with. 
Finally, he concluded, that bore Leges & malis 
moribus proveniunt : bat no good Laws may make 
a good man fit to receive that great Miniſtry of 
God above. This whole Speech he tempered. 
with ſuch diſcretion. as in ſuch Cafe was ſeemly. 
And whatſoever he ſpake, he ſpake the ſame un- 
der Correction. 

M* Strick/and ſtanding up, firſt prayed he 
might be excuſed, for that he was to ſpeak on a 
ſudden and unprovided. For the firſt, He ap- 
proved what M* Aglionby-had faid : For the e- 
cond, he ſaid, he could nor be of that niind ; 
and he vouched out of Eſdras, that the Church, 
yea the Conſciences of men , were by the Pro- 
phet reſtrained 5 withal he ſaid , Conſcience 
might be free, but not to dilturb the common 
quiet. He ſhewed the pradtice and doings of the 
Pope, the baniſhment of the Arrians, &&c. That 
the word of the Prince, for lack of Law, muſt 
not be tied. The Iſraehtes, he faid were con- 
{trained to 'eat the Pals-over. And finally he 
concluded , that it was no ſtraitning of their 
Conſciences, but a Charge or loſs of their Goods, 
if they could not vouchſaſe to be, as they 
ſhould be, good men and true Chriſtians. 

M' Dalton reaſoned to this effet, that there 
could. enſue no inconvenience by thofe two 
Laws, which were intended to be contrary ; hb 
reaſon was, except the Service be according to 
the Law, no man is bound to. {tiy there, no 
more, than it he be bound to come and hear 
Service, if4here be noService, he is to fortcit his 
Bond. 

For Anſwer to M* Aglionby he ſaid, the mat- 
ters of Conſcience did not concern the Law-ma- 
kers, neither were they to regard thg error, cu- 
riofity, or ſtiff-neckedneſs of the evil, ignorant 
or froward perſons. For be it they did proceed 
orderly to the diſcharge of their own Confcien- 
ces, in making the Law, let them care for the reſt 
whom it bchoveth. He was of mind that Gen- 
tlemen ſhould not be excepted, for the cauſes 
atoreſaid 5 but he wiſhed provition might be 
made for ſuch as be impriſoned, or cannor come 
for fear of Arreſts. He wiſhed alſo, that the Law 
might have continuance but till the end of the 
next Parliament. P

Mr. Goodier with ſome ſhew of former Care 
for that Cauſe, entred into the utterance of a 
long Speech, and ſpake to this effe&t : Firſt, He 
made a ſolemn Proteſtation of his ſincerity, truth 
and Loyalty to her Majeſty, to the State, and to 
the Houſe. Then he ſhewed many ſingular and: 
true bleſſings , which we have by her Highneſs 
means, and religiouſly prayed for her preſerva- 
tion 3 but his whole diſcourſe ſtood upon theſe 
three points, what he thought of the perſons 
there Aſſembled, what he diſliked in the mat- 
ter of the Bill propounded , and why he 
did ſo. 

Of the perſons, he ſaid, he heartily believed 
the whole Company 1n truth and true mean- 
ing to have a care and hearty well-wiſhing 
for her Majeſties ſafety, acknowledging and re- 
poling in her the very Anchor of our Safety ; but 
whether all were with a fincere meaning to the 
ſtate of the Crown , he knew not 3 but rather 
thought the clean contrary : but yet of the moſt 
and moſt honourable he thought nothing amils, 


« but ſome ſurely, he faid, were doubly diſpoſed, 
and with a favourable aftetion bent for ſome 


ſpecial body. 


For the ſubſtance of the firſt Bill, he ſaid he 
was of clear mind, well liking and approving 
the whole courſe thereof; except, quoth he, 
that the fame be not already by former Laws 
provided for; and hereunto he further added, 
that if any man ſhould ſay, that the Papiſts do 
not err in ſaying or ſpeaking ſo {landerouſly of 
her Majefty , the ſame to be taken alſo as Trea- 
ſon. For the Additions which concerned the 
firſt, which did clearly reſpect the time paſt, as 
to make Treaſon of a fault already committed, 
which at the time of the perpetrating of the ſame 
offence, was not in the ſame Degree; it was a 
Preſident moſt perilous , which might occaſion 
ſuch and ſo great Evils, as eaſily might not be 
conceived, Of preſent time, mans wiſdom might 
judge ; Future time mans Policy may reach to : 
but to call again the time paſt, or to raiſe what 
is dead in any kind, Man may not ; nor in rea- 
ſon is it to be preſumed. The like he faid had 
not been ſeen ; and where he hath read thou- 
ſands.of Laws, yet did he never find ſuch a Pre- 
fident. An extremity, rare, and never pradiſed, 
no not in theſe the greateſt matters of Faith 
and Religion , that we do now ſo earneſtly 
treat of. 

The Enemy to God and our State (the Pa- 
piſts, I mean.) is moſt hateful. Yet is no man fo 
hardly bent, as to have them puniſhed, much 
leſs to ſuffer Death, for what is paſt. Whether 
her Majeſty hath pardoned what 1s paſt, we do 
not know , and whether her Highneſs pleaſure 
be that it ſhould be talked of, no man yet hath 
made a report. Withal, it may happily occafion 
diſlike between herMajeſty and the Houſe, which 
were odious and hateful'z but doubtleſs, he pro- 
pheſied,it would occafion peril, ſuch and fo great, 
that the greateſt Speakers therein, yea thoſe who 
ſhould give them moſt or beſt words, could 
give no Warranties Neither 1s it that the fe. 
quel thereof may be warranted for the right of 
a Crown, which words may not be ſtrained or 
ſtraitned. 

Thus much confidered, and the Prince being 
herein not as yet determined , he therefore ad- 
viſed, and more than ſo by words of vehemency 
urged ſtay. He farther ſaid, that the penning 
of the firſt Article-of the Additions was clou- 
ded and involved with ſecret underſtandings, 
not to be underſtood but by ſuch as more curi- 
ouſly could, and more cunningly would, look 
thereinto than he. For matters of Title of the 
Crown, he ſaid, he neither knew any, nor durſt 
to intermeddle or take knowledge of any ; and 
concluding , he faid z that for obſcurity of the 
ſence, he muſt needs condemn the ſame, fince 
that Veritas eſt nuda, ſimplex &» plana. 

Sir Thomas Smith her Majeſties Principal Se- 
cretary, neither condemning nor approving of 
what had before been ſpoken by M* Goodier, 
made motion , that the Bill might be divided, 
leſt the one might be the hindrance of the 
other. 

M* Nortoz: 1n his accuſtomed = of _ 
| ra 


——_—— 
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ral Eloquence ; firſt ſhewed that that Aſſembly 
ſhould be free of Speech, ſo that the ſame did 
not exceed the Bounds of Loyalty'; and as in 
Speech free, ſo ought it alſo to be free of unjuſt 
landers, and undeſerved reproaches. For ſo 
much as might concern him , he proteſted that 
he neither thought, nor meant any other title 
than the ſole preſervation of her Mafſty, and to 
this end was he and the whole Houſe (as he ſup- 
poſed) ſetled and bent 3 ſhe being of this Realm, 
not only in reſpe& of our goods and lives the 
fingular ſtay, but for Truth and Religion , yea 
of all Chriſtendom not Magna, but in all the 
world Specioſa. And ſince that Conſultation is no 
other than Conſultare in Commune, he was as wel| 
to remove the ſurmiſe of Ambiguity , as the 
ſlander raiſed of any doubleneſs in him; the 
words (quoth he) are plain, theſe and no other ; 
that whatſoever perſon during the life of her 
Majeſty , hath or ſhall imagine , intend or go 
about, the depoſing, &c. them and their Heirs 
to be barred of any title. 

And, faith he, where Ambition hath once 
entred, ſuch is the nature of the ſame, that ne- 
ver it will be ſatisfied: and the thirſt for a King- 
dom is unquenchable. Withal in common Expe- 
rience we ſee , that between two, for a ſmall 
matter in Suit, when it ſhall paſs againſt the one, 
though by perfe& Tryal , yet will he who lo- 
ſeth never acknowledge that he had either offer- 
ed, or defended an injury. He ſaid, for working 
of great matters great time is required 3 and ſach 
a miſchief, as to overthrow a Crown 1s not 1n a 
day compaſled 3 and therefore what hereafter 
is thought, or meant to be Executed, is already 
begun , compaſſed and deviſed. Time muſt 
therefore be taken, and therefore in time, and 
at all times it is to be prevented, 

Where it is ſaid, the like hath not been ſeen, 
and a Miracle made of it, as if there were ne- 
ver former Preſidents ever ſeen of the like, or 
ever heard of before. It is no longer fince 
than in Queen Maries time , when to the Par- 
liament it was ſuggeſted , that the Congrens- 
tions in the City of London Aflembled', - did 
uſe this kind of Prayer to God, either to con- 
vert her, or confound her. Whereupon it was 
Enacted", that every perſon who ſo, and in 
ſuch ſort, had prayed, or who fo after ſhould 
pray , ſhould be taken for a Traytor. The 
Caſe of Bennet Smrith is not fo ſtrange , nor fo 
long ſince, but it may be remembred ; his tranf- 
as was not ſuch, nor ſo to be adjudged at 
the time of the offence perpetrated, as it was 
afterwards; yet by Authority of Parliament the 
offence precedent was from the old nature alter- 
ed, and he, who before at the time of the of- 
fence, until the making of the Law, was not to 
be priviledged but by his Clergy, was now by 
an At made after, by Judgment Executed. And 
fince in the Caſe of a private man, as was this of 
Bennet Smith, ſuch conſideration, and ſuch good 
diſcretion was uſed, who can imagine it to be 
odious? Nay, who is it, that would not the like 


or greater care to be had of a Prince, and eſpe- 
cially of ſo good and virtuous a Prince, as ſhe, 
for whom our Conference is now ? But yet we 
are charged with partial affe&tion,unſetled minds, 
and doubleneſs. Whether this Speech now be 
an offence to the Houſe, he earneſtly craved the 
Jud ent of the Houſe. For that it might ſeem 
y the Gentlemans earneſtneſs who ſpake, that 
{ome one his Friend, whom he was bent to ſerve, 
would be touched. Whereupon, for his own 
part he eft-ſoons proteſted , he had no certain 
reſolution with himſelf of any title, but was to 
be ſatisfied with the conſent bf that Aſſembly z 
howſoever adding further, if his Motions might 
ſo ſort, as they were liked, he offered this Pro- 
viſo to be added ; That if any ſuch perſon, who 
had made any fuch claim, ſhall diſclaim and re- 
nounce all Title during het Highneſs Life, the 
ſame perſon, e*c. to be then reſtored to the old 
Eſtate. | 
 M* Comptroller after ſome Declaration of 
grief, perceiving the matter grow to heat, as ve- 
rily the greateſt number of the Houſe were more 
than moved with the vehemency of M* Goo- 
diers Speech , and that men were diſpoſed to 
talk at large of matters contrary or repugnant 
to the Bill, moved that it might be ſevered ; be- 
cauſe the firſt part came in, and was exhibited 
to that Houſe by her Majcſties Learned Councel;z 
the other was but the advice of a private man, 
which advice, though it juſtly deſerved Com- 
mendation, yet was it not, in his fancy, to be 
joined with that which came in other ſort. 

M* Snagg _ to this effet , that in ma- 
king of Laws, plainneſs of Speech ſhould be uſed, 
all intrapments to be ſhunned and avoided. And 
here he moved , why the Statute of Edw. 3. 
whereby it is Enacted, that all ſuch, who ſhall 
endeavour, compaſs or imagine the Death of the 
King,e*c. ſhould be Traytors, ec. ſhould not be 
faid ſufficient, reaching as far, and comprehend- 
ing as much, as this latter advice. For the regard 
of the time paſt, he ſaid, he could have no good 
liking thereof, and what was pradtiſed in Queen 
Maries time (under CorreQion) he took to be 
no Charitable Preſident 3 concerning the Au- 
thority of the Parliament, he did conclude no- 
thing, but ſaid it was a prevention. 

Sir Francis Knolles ſhewed, that he could not 
utterly diſlike the conjoining of the Additions, 
fith that they riſe all of one ground,and that they. 
both are good and charitable 3 whereof he ac- 
knowledged her Highneſs to have Intelligence, 
and the cauſe already to have been in Conference 
by her Councel. And for the word (hath) he 
ſaith it contained no ſuch abſurdity , but with 

ood zeal it might be maintained. And there- 
ore ſuch vehemency and ſharpneſs of Speech, he _ 
ſaid was more than requiſite, yea more than con- 
venient. And as for the obſcurity, he ſaid of 


men that would mean well, it could not be miſ- 
conſtrued; and to ſtay or prevent devices paſt, he 
thought it but honeſt Policy, which being other- 


| wiſe uſed in a Princes caſe, is not to be diſliked.

He 
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He remetmbred ker Highnels unwillir nefo pu- 
niſh ſuch offences, and therefgre j nt the 
Law be ſharp , yet ſuch is her Mildneſs, that if 
any have oftcnded for ſo much as: may concern 
her perſon , ſurely he thought it would not be 
Executed 5 and her Clemency tempered with 
Authority, could never grow to Cruelty, where- 
i what his. Conſcience was, he thought not fit 
to make further ſhew thereofz byt ſimply and 
plainly be would deal hereim, not meaning to 
treat 1n ſuch ſort, as if he thought to deſerve 
thanks, or any thing of her Majeſty for what he 
did, he did it alſo as mindful of his own ſafety. 

Another then ſpake (whoſe name is not ex- 
prefled in the aforclaid Anonymous)ournal)ſhew- 
ing the weight of the matter , which was then 
in hand, to reſt as well on the general ſafety of 
the Subjedts, as on the preſervation of her Maje- 
' ſties Perſon, and therefore he could not but ap- 
prove the effect of the whole, both in Bill and 
Addition 3 albcit for the pains in the Bill he was 
ſomewhat variant from that which was there of- 
fered, and in the underſtanding of ſome words 
he was doubtful 3 as for the word compajſzng, 
he made ſome queſtion 3 of this (bodily hurt) 
he had no perfect Ineelligence, ſince the hurt of 
body may grow by griet of mind, and grief of 
mind perhaps by ſmall cauſe. He alſo ſaid, that 
ſaving in the Statute of 27 H. 8. he hath not 
read it. But further, he ſaid, that he that would 
not allow her for lawful Queen, in his conceit 
ſhould alſo be called a Traitor; but for the ſpeak- 
ing of thoſe moſt {Janderous words of Heretick, 
Infidel, Schiſmatick, he would not any man to 
be for the firſt offence taken as a Traytor; for 
that the not acknowledging of the Supremacy, 
being a far greater offence , is but, the pain of 
Premunire. And therefore, except the ſame of- 
fence alſo might be made Treaſon, he could not 
like thereof, But if it ſhould ſo ſeem to them 
good,that it ſhould be as he indeed wiſhed, then 
was he well pleaſed to put them both to one Pre- 
dicament. 

And for the word Heretick, he ſaid, that the 
Papilts all, of force muſt be forced to fay, her 
Majeſty is one ; or that they themſelves muſt be 
content to carry the name, and to be noted No- 
mine, as they are re & veritate Hereticks, which 
name they willingly will not bear. He further 
ſaid, that with the reſt of thoſe words of (lan- 
der, he thought it might do well toAfifert the 
name Papilt. That if any man ſhould fay her 
Majeſty. to be an Infidel, Papiſt, or Heretick, e>c. 
to be a Traytor ; for that ſome ſay, there are in 
theſe days that do not ſpare to fay, her Majeſty 
is of another Religion, than is publiſhed ; and 
that it is the ſole doing of the Councellors,where- 
by the Doctrine (in fort as it 1s) 1s thus publiſh- 
ed, and not hers. He alſo added, that his wiſh 
was , that no man might be attainted of theſe 
words, except the Speech or Publication might 
be teſtified by two Witneſles. For the Additions, 
he ſaid, afſuredly they might not be ſevered 
from the firlt Bill, not only as they are matters 


'opaterial-depepding on. the grſk,, but ſtrerching 


far to the maintenance of. the firſt, that with- 
gut them the til ay ſcem. tobe DPng: . For 
(laid. he) there can be no. remedy provided, , ex- 
cept the cauſe ,of the; grief, be. known, aud. the 
ſame cauſe removed 3 wherein the: Rebels. of 
the North gaye clear Experiment : for doubtleſs, 
when they pretended Reformation of Religion, 
they thought to rend up the ground, and to ſub- 
vert the ;ſtay thereof, which was her Majelties 
Perſon 3 and by them he wiſhed us to learn at 
laſt, and to wax wiſer. He ſaid, the Court of 
Chancery will ſtraitly Decree for ſaving and 
quiet keeping of a quiet orrRan, often laok- 
ing to ordering things before paſt, and ſhall not 
the Court,of Parliament do the like for the Title 
of the Crown ? And the ancient Laws of the 
Realm (he lid) do maintain the ſame, as long 
before the 35 H.8. the Stat. 5 E. 3. in ſuch like 
Caſes hath ordained, that the Heir for the Fa- 
thers offence ſhall be puniſhed : conſule locune 
catat um. 

M- Mownſor ſaid, it were horrible to ſay, that 
the Parliament hath not Authority to determine 
of the Crown ; for then would enſue, not only 
the annihilating of the Statute 35 H. 8. but that 
the Statute made 1n the firſt year of her Majeſties 
Reign, of Recognition, ſhould allo be laid void 3 
a matter containing a greater conſequent , than 
1s convenient to be uttered. 

M* Heneage moved the Houle to this effect, 
that either the Bill for Addition ſhould be ſeve- 
red,or both to be referred to the Queens Learned 
Councel, to conſider of the conveniency thereof; 
and then by them to be exhibited, e*c. but of 
his Opinion he yielded no further reaſon. 

M- Long a young Gentleman,would have pro- 
ved the word (have) and a regard of the time 
paſt, not to be amiſs, for that at the time of the 
offence the malice of the Offendor was as great, 
as 1t 1s at this preſent. 

M* Fleetwood endeavoured to prove the over- 
charging of the Bill with larger words than, were 
convenient, and more Proviſoes than were to 
the purpoſe , to have been the overthrow of 
that which was truly meant 3 whercin the cun- 
ning Adverſary, when he knoweth not how to 
ſubvert direQtly , will by this means eaſily and 
ſubtilly inſert more, pretending a face of more 
forwardneſs than the reſt, when indeed his heart 
is bent to the hindrance of the whole. For proof 
and experience hereof, he remembred the cun- 
ning Prelats in Henry the Fourths time, and af- 
terwards in Edward the Fourths time , when 
King Edward required the ſupprefling of all ſuch 
Abbies, as King H. 6. had Erected 3 To hinder 


| this, contrary to the Kings meaning, ſome would 


needs add the Colledges in Cambridge, which by 
him were alſo Founded ; to which when by no 
means the Houſe could be mduced , as well the 
intent of the firſt, as of the laſt, was ſub- 

verted. 
The like. he remembred alſo of the ſecond 
year of H, 7. in matter of Tcealcn , which all 
men 
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men wauld have yielded unto, the Counterfeit 
Friend. heaped-1n,;j to give: the King free Liberty 
of Reſtitution tro whom -he-would,, of all both 
goods and.;polſe(ons ,, whereof the inconveni- | 
ency being ſeen, {tay was made of the' whole. 
So that, what men may not do diretly,-, with 
face of further Friendſhip they docovertly. He 
concludedaheretore, it were well and maſt fafe, 
to make. two. Bills , and, to. be referred' to: the 
Queens Learned Counc, ;, as M* Heneage had 
well divided.,.';' / --; 1) T1 
*  M* Serjeant Manwood ,-firft Anſwering the 
meaning af the. words... (:bedily hurt |) faid:, it 
muſt be intended when violence or farce s done 
or offered-to the Body, and not otherwile,. inor 
elſewhere. - And whether the wards: of Qlander 
ſhould be Treaſon, he thought that there was 
reat reaſonthey ſhould be 3 for (quoth he) who 
b ſhall affirm her Highne(s-40 be an Heretick, 
doth doubtlefs wiſh-her the pains of an Herenck, 
viz. to be burnt, ec. He further would have to 
be added to theſe words of the Bill,” That who 
ſo ſhall imagine, go about, claim, ee, thus much 
more, that whoſoever ſhall affirm hinſel to 
have Title, @&*c. to be a Traytor. He was of 
further Opinion , that it ſhould be no clogging 
to the Bill, to have matter of the ſame nature 
added; being alſo provided for the ſame pur- 
poſe, as good, conſequent and neceflarily-con- 
curring with the effect of the Bill. And for the 
Authority of the Parliament , he faid it could 
not in reaſonable conſtruction be otherwiſe, for 
who ſo ſhould deny that Authority, doth deny 
the Queen tg be Queen, and the Realm to be a 
Realm. 

After which, M* Alford and M* Dalton ſpake 
ſcverally to the ſaid Bill , touching certain of- 
fences to be made Treaſons. Whoſe Speeches 
containing no new matter at all in them, more 
than hath been formerly ſpoken, are omitted in 
that often before-cited Anonymous Journal, out 
of which all thele foregoing Speeches are tran- 
{cribed. After all which , the buſineſs was at 
length drawn to this Head, to be referred to a 
Commuttee , -whoſe names being there likewiſe 
omitted, are therefore all of them ſupplied out 
of the Original Journal-Book of the Houſe of 
Commons it ſelf, in manner and form fol- 
lowing. 

All the Privy-Council being Members of this 
Houſe, Sir Chriſtopher Heyden , Sir Henry Nevil/, 
Sir Nicholas Arnold , M* Serjeant Manwood, Mr 
derjeant Jeoffry, M* Heneage, M* Stoaks, M* John 
Vaughan, M* Bell, M* Mounſon, M* Popham, M* 
Norton, M* Dalton , M* Fleetwood, M* Telver- 
ton, M* Goodier, M* Alford, and M* Long, were 
appointed to meet to Morrow at two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon, in the Star-Chamber. 

M*- Doctor Lewes, and M* Doctor Huick, 
brought from the Lords a Bill touching the un- 
true demeanors of Tellors, Receivers, Treaſu- 
rers and ColleCtors. 

On Friday the 13 day of April, Five Bills had 
each of them ane reading; of which the laſt being 


the Bull for ſuppreſſing of Simony in- Preſentati- 
ons to Benefices;, was read the firſt time; to , 
which, becauſe M*. Srugg ſpoke upon the firft 
reading;- being a thing; not altogether:uſual, his 
Speech is therefore tranſcribed out of that often 
befoxeicited Anonymous: Journal,  _ + | 

MF Thomas Snagge: treated hereupon, viz. af- 
ter the reading of the ſaid Bill of Simony, ſaying 
that. the caule of the flanders, which the Pa- 
pilts, have againſt the' Church of Erglerd , in 
that they ſay Coblers, \Taylors Tankers; Millers, 
&c., are of the Miniſtry, groweth thereby, that 
the Livings are detained by the: Patrons from 
the Spizitual, in their own hands, to their own 
private uſes; whereas the firſt original of the 
creation of Patronages, being conſidered, it ap» 
peareth that nothing is left to the Patron of 
right. The manner ot their original he ſhewed at 
large, and that the ſame was granted Deo &+ 
Eccleſie, and concluded that the Patron had no- 
thing of worth or value, but a bare nominati- 
on, if it be truly uſed; ſince that. dealing fin- 
cerely, he is neither to reſpet Commodity,Blood, 
AtteCction, Friendſhip, nor any thing elſe, but 
the worth and ſuthciency of the Man, &*c. 

The Bill againſt Vagabonds was read the frr{t 
timez after which enſued divers Speeches, which 
is not commonly uſed, until after the ſecond 
reading, and therefore they are the rather tran- 
{cribed out of the aforeſaid Anonymous Jour- 
nal. 

Mr St. Job moved , that an old Bill before 
this time exhibited into the Lower Houſe con- 
cerning this matter, might be peruſed. 

M- Sands endeayourcd to prove this Law for 
Beggars, to be over ſharp and bloody , ſtanding 
much on the care which 1s to be had for the Poors 
ſaying, that it might be poſhible with ſome travail 
had by the Juſtices, to relieve every man at his 
own houſe and to ſtay them from wandring) this 
experience he ſhewed, and what was done in 
the County of Worceſter. MF Treaſurer talked 
to this effe&t, that he would have a Bbridewel 1n 
every Town , and every Tipler in the County 
to yield twelve pence yearly to the maintenance 
thereof. 

M* Wilſon a Maſter of the requeſts , argued 
thus ; that poor of neceſſity we muſt have, for fo 
Chriſt hath ſaid , until his latter coming : and 
as that is true, fo ſaid he alſo, that Beggars by 
Gods word might not be amongſt his People: 
Ne fit mendicus inter vos. His Experience he 
ſhewed through the greateſt part of Chrilten- 
dome , concluding that ſuch looſenefs and lewd- 
neſs was no where, as here 3. he ſaid it was no 
Charity, to give to ſuch a one, 'as we know 
not, being a ſtranger unto us. Thus, faid he, 
did the Loerenſes conſtitute by their Laws E- 
ven as of Thieves did the Greciars judge of 
them. To the pain of the Conſtables for rheir 
remiſs dealings, he wiſhed might be conjoined 
[mprifonment. |

Mr Fleetwood endeavoured to prove, that all 
ſuch finiſter, falſe, wn rnges or _— on 
ings being opened in that place, albeit that the 
ah > not redreſs, yet being made apparent 
to that High Court , ought not to be preter- 
mitted without due confiderationand convenient 
puniſhment to be by the Houſe afſtigned, and the 
party to be brought to the Bar of that Houſe; for 

roof thereof, he ſhewed in the time of King 

enry the Fourth , that the abuſing of one of 
that Houſe, coming home into his Country, for 
what he had done or ſpoken in the Houſe, was 
afterwards adjudged of in that place, and a Law 
preſently made for what before was not thought 
ppon 3 the like he ſhewed to be done in Herry 
the Eighth his time, concerning an Excommu- 
nication had at Serjeants-1nr, &c. He alſo remem- 
bred a Preſident of one Joh»: Rye, who for that 
he meaning to have deceived a Merchant of 
London in ſale of certain ſums of money due 
unto him, to be paid out of the Exchequer, as 
he pretended, whereas in truth the money was 
before received by him who fold the Debt ; 
Judgment was given for the ſubtilty of the loſs 
of his goods, the profit of his Lands, and per- 
petual Impriſonment : For every Conſpiracy, the 
Judgment is by Law (ſaid he) villanous, even 
as in the Caſe of Attaint, to have the Houſes 
turned up, the Meadows Eared, &c. He ſhewed 
alſo, that in the time of Edward the Third, one 
meaning to cauſe the price of Wooll to fall, gave 
out that there was likelihood of Wars to be be- 
tween the King of Ezgland, and the King of 
Denmark, by which means the Traffick of the 
Staple was like to be ſtayed : Whereupon it was 
preſently ordained, that he ſhould be baniſhed, 
though for that purpoſe there were no Law 
before. 

After this Speech, as it ſhould ſeem, Commit- 
tees were appointed for this Bill 3 whoſe names 
being not found in the aforeſaid Anonymous 
Journal, out of which the preceeding Speeches 
are tranſcribed ; they are therefore ſupplied out 
of the Original Journal-Book it ſelf of the Houſe 
of Commons , and were as followeth 3 viz. Sir 
John Thinne, M* Stokes, M* Bell,, M* Fleetwood, 
Mr Bedell, and M* Smith , to meet in the Star- 
Chamber, upon Wedneſday next at three of the 
Clock in the Afternoon. 

The Bill for the Free Grammar-School in 
Southwark , was read the firſt time.

M* Treaſurer (of her Majeſties Houſhold) 
reaſoned to this effect, That if the matters men- 
tioned to be reformed were Heretical, then ve- 
rily they were preſently to be condemned; but 
if they are but matters of Ceremony, then it be- 
hoveth us to refer the ſame to her Majeſty, who 
hath Authority, as Chief of the Church, to deal 
herein. ' And for us to meddle\with matters of 
her Prerogative (quoth he) it- were not expe- 
dient. Withal, he ſaid, what Cauſe there might 
be to make her Majeſty not to run and join with 
thoſe who ſeem to be moſt earneſt. We are not 
to ſearch, 'whether it be, for that in time and or- 
der ſhe hopeth to bring them with her, or what 
other ſecret cauſe or ſcruple there may be in the 
heart of Princes , it is not for all people to 
know. 

M* Comptroller argued to this effect as afore, 
commending the Zeal , but that the place and 
time were not fit. And fince we knowledge her 
to be Supream Head , we are not in theſe pet 
matters to run before the Ball, whick.to do, and 
therein to offend , were great folly z how fore- 
warned we were herein, he did refer to our 
conlideration, infſinuating in ſome ſort, that our 
heady and haſty proceedings, contrary to and 
before the Law, did rather hinder than 
help. 

Hereupon one Piſtor with a grave and feemly 
Countenance, and good natural Eloquence, 
ſhewed how Conſcience enforced him to ſpeak ; 
and rather to hazard his Credit than to the of- 
fence of his Conſcience be filent. Albeit he 
would acknowledge willingly , that many hun- 
dreds of that Honourable and Worſhipful Af 
ſembly, were well able to teach him, and he in- 
deed willing to learn of them all : the matter 
of his grief was, that matters of importance 
ſtanding us upon for our Souls, ſtretching higher 
and further to every one of us than the Monar- 
chy of the whole World, were either not trea- 
ted of, or ſo (lenderly, that now after more than 
ten days continual conſultation , nothing was 
thereon concluded. This Cauſe he ſhewed to be 
Gods, the reſt are all but Terrene, yea trifles in 
compariſon z call you them never ſo great , or 
pretend you, that they import never fo much ; 
Subſidies, Crowns, Kingdoms, he knew not, he 
ſaid, what they were in compariſon of this 3 this 
he ſaid, I know, whereof he moſt thanked God, 
primum querite Regnum Dei , &+ cetera omnia 
adjicientur vobis. This Rule 1s the direction, and 
this deſire ſhall bring us to the light, whereupon 


we may ſtay , and then proceed unto the _ 
or 
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for in his word, and by him we learn, as faith 
St Paul, to corre, reform, ec. Our true honfe 
certainly is not here, Nox habemwus bic pernmanen- 
tem Civitatem : and the Juſtice of God moved 
Terror unto all, which he ſeemed to mean con- 
cerning the Bill before-mentioned of Strickland's 
Propoſitions. And fo did fer it forth with vehe- 
mency, that there Jacked no modeſty, and with 
ſuch Eloquence , that it neither ſeemed ſtudied, 
nor too much affe&ed , but grave and learned 
throughout, and no whit too long , but very 
well approved of. 

And after him M* Szagge, and far after him in- 
deed , either for order , proof , or matter, he 
entred into the diſcourſe of Strickland's Articles, 
and ſeemed to maintain them 3 this namely , not 
to kneel at the receiving of the Communion, but 
rather , if a Law hereot ſhould be made, to lye 
proſtrate, to ſhun the old Superſtition 3 or 0- 
therwiſe to ſet every man at liberty , and in this 
behalf to do according to his Conſcience and 
Devotion, he judged it to be nothing deroga- 
tory or contrary to the Prerogative. And the 
dire&ions he thought fit to be left out of the 
Book, which ſhould be a Law, e*c. 

After which Arguments it was upon the que- 
ſtion agreed, That a Petition ſhould be made by 
this Houſe unto the Queens Majeſty, for her Li- 
cence and privity to proceed in this Bill, before 
it be any further dealt in. 

The Bill for the Commiſſion of Sewers was 
read the third time, and after ſome Arguments 
paſſed upon the Queſtion, and was ſent unto the 
Lords by M* Treaſurer and others. 

The Bill againſt Licences and- Diſpenſations, 
granted by the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, was 
put to the queſtion, Whether it ſhould be read 
or no? It was over-ruled in the affirmative, and 
had- thereupon its firſt reading. After which 
M* Afford (although a Bill be not uſually ſpoken 
unto until after the ſecond reading) ſpake againſt 
the Bill, and endeavoured to prove, that Licen- 
ces for Marriages in ſome caſes might be needful, 
and that Diſpenſations alſo for non-reſidence. 
might upon ſome occaſion be of great neceſlity, 
as if a Miniſter ſhould be imployed upon ſome 
Foreign Ambaſlage , or other matter of great 
weight. 

M* Telverton much diſliked, as it ſhould ſeem, 
Mr Alford's Speech , and ſpake very vehemently 
in maintenance of the Bill, alledging, that, as 
he thought , no good Chriſtian es be againſt 
itz 1n reſpe& that by the very words of the Bill 
it appears, that it was only framed for the ſup- 
prettion of ſuch Licences and Diſpenſations , as 
were contrary to the Word of God. 

M* Dalton ſpake next againſt the Bill, and 
rounded his opinion only upon this vain ſuppo- 
tion, That a Biſhop can do nothing contrary 
to the Word of God. 

M- Beadle ſpake next in maintenance of the 
Bill 3 but the ſubſtance of his Speech is ſo briefly 
and imperfe&ly ſet down, as it carmot be gathe- 
red what his Reaſons were. 


M* Mamwood ſpake very judiciouſly and mo- 
derately, allowing well the ſcope and meaning 
of the Law, but wiſhed , that in reſpe& it men- 
tioneth the redreſs of many Grievances, thoſe 
ſame Grievances might firſt be particularly made 
known to the Houle, before the Bill were any 
further proceeded in. 
M* Fleetwood approved the Bill, yet ſpake not 
direfly for it ; but very covertly guirded at the 
Eccleſiaſtical Judges, and the Office of Faculties ; 
ſhewing alſo 1n the concluſion of his Speech, that 
Livings are given to Miniſters for the inſtructing 
the King and his People, and for the keeping of 
Houſe, and other deeds of Charity : all which, 
if they were abſent by diſpenſation, he' inferred 
mult of neceſlity be neglefted. 
Serjeant Lovelace laſtly, as it ſhould feem, con- 
cluded further Speech in this buſineſs, ſhewing 
the uſe and commodity of this Bill in queſtion 3 
but doubted that there was not power enough 
en therein , nor ſufficient remedy provided 
foryedreG of the miſchiets thereby ſuppoſed to 
grow , by reafon of the Granting the aforefaid 
Licences and Difſpenſations. Upon which (it 
ſhould ſeem) that ſome Members of the Houſe 
were appointed to conſider of the faid Bill, but 
their Names are not found in the Original 
Journal-book of the Houſe of Commons, or in 
that before-cited Anonymous Journal , out of 
which both the preceding and enſuing Speeches 
are tranſcribed, 
M* Nortorz made a Motion by Warrant of this 
Court, by the wiſdom and godly care which 
in matters of weight was to be imployed , That 
to avoid the ſhameful and moſt hateful ufage a- 
mong(ſt the Eccleſiaſtical Judges, for delivering 
of Clerks convict upon their Oaths, and the ra- 
nifeſt Perjury there by their Law againſt the 
Law committed , ſome order might be taken, 
He proved it might not be ſaid a Liberty of the 
Church, except they will claim a liberty to fin ; 
wherein indecd their principal liberty hath ſtood, 
and for the which they have not ſpared to ha- 
zard , nay to give, both their bodics and Souls 
to become Traittors to God and Man. 

Thus did that Rebel Biſhop Becket , whoſe 
principal quarrel and chicf caufe of all his ſtir, 
was, that the King would have puniſhed one of 
his Mark, a Prictt, for an abominable Inceſt com- 
mitted by him z which trifling fault (torſooth) 
this Holy Saint could not endure to be rebuked 
by a Temporal Judge. Et hinc i/z ire. He ſhew- 
ed, it could not be termed a Priviledge, and 
incouragement to Learning, ſince it was no -0- 
ther but a Cloak for their Naughtineſs, and for 
ſuch as might be of the Popes Sect : as well ap- 
peared, in that it was allowed to none but to 
ſuch as might enter their Holy Orders, and nor 
to one that had two Wives. He ſhewed at 
large the Circumſtance of their practiſed Order 
upon the purgation of ſuch Clerks , declaring of 
truth ſo diſordered and hateful doings, that the 
whole Houſe reſolved to take care tor. redre(s. 


There was then next after, by the Policy of 
Ir 


- 
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Sir Humphrey Gilbert , a Motion made by one to 
have in talk the griefs which before had been 
uttered in the Houſe, concerning the deceitful 
dealings of Treaſurers and Receivers , the Re- 
formation of the Exchequer for Homage, e*c. 
and for the granting of Licences by the Queen, 
contrary to the form of ſundry Statutes, 

Hereupon Sir Humphrey Gilbert ſtanding up, 
and ſome Introduction made to crave patience 
and toleration of the Houſe, he endeavoured to 
prove the Motion of M* Be//, made ſome days 
before, to be a vain device to be thought of, and 
perillous to be treated of; ſince it tended to the 
derogation of the Prerogative Imperial 3 which 
who ſhould attempt in his fancy, could not 
otherwiſe be accounted than an open Enemy. 
For what difference is to ſay, the Queen 1s not 
to uſe the priviledge of the Crown, and to fay 
ſhe is not Queen ? ſince they are ſo linked toge- 
ther, that the one without the other may not 
poſſibly be, or ſublilt? We are (faid he) to 
give to a common Conſtable the right an@ re- 
gard of his Office ; which it we ſhould deny 
her, what is it other than to make her meaner 
than the meaneſt? And albeit Experience hath 
ſhewed ſuch and fo great Clemency ia her Maje- 
ſty, as might make us perhaps forfeit our ſelves ; 
yet it is not good to ſport or venture too much 
with Princes; yea, let be that our meaning be 
good , yet if it be not ſo thought of, how then ? 
He remembred the Fable of the Hare, which fled 
upon the Proclamation, that all Horned Beaſts 
ſhould depart the Court, leſt his Ears ſhould be 
ſaid Horns ; this did he further inculcate, with 
this further ſignification, that if we ſhould in any 
ſort meddle with thoſe matters, her Majeſty 
might look to her own Power, and thereby 
finding her validity to ſuppreſs the ſtrength of 
the challenged Liberty , and to challenge and 
uſe her Power any way, to do as did Lewes of 
France, who (as he termed it) delivered the 
Crown there out of Wardſhip, which the ſaid 
French King did upon like occaſion. He alſo faid, 
that other Kings had abſolute Power , as De-- 
mark and Portugal ; where as the Crown became 
more free, ſo are all the SubjeQs thereby the ra- 
| ther made Slaves. 

This Speech was diſliked , as implying many 
occaſions of miſchief, but for the preſent he was 
not anſwered further, than that it ſeemed he did 
miſtake the meaning of the Houle, and of the 
Gentleman that made the Motion z who would 
it otherwiſe to be taken, nor otherwiſe for the 
Houſe to deal in the matter., than to ſhew their 
common griefs in due and ſeemiy fort unto her 
Majeſty. 


The Parliament was then by the conſent of | 


the Houſe, for that it was Eaſter Eve, Adjourn- 
ed until Thurſday next; and it was agreed, that 
they ſhould-from thenceforth come to the Houſe 
at ſeven of the Clock in the Morning ; during 
which ſaid time of EaiZer, M* Strickland fo often 
before-mentioned for the Exhibiting the Bill for 
Reformation of Ceremonies , and his Speech 


thereupon, was called before the Lords of the 
Privy-Council, and required to attend upon 
them, and to make ſtay from coming to the 

Houſe in the mean ſeaſon. | 

Thus far out of the aforeſaid Anonymous 
Journal of the Houſe of Commons. The entrance 
into the next days Paſlages enſueth out of the 
Original Journal-Book it ſelf of the ſaid Houle, 
112 manner and form following. | 

On Thurſday the 19* day of April, to which 
day the Houſe of Commons had been on Saturday 
the 14% day of this inſtant April foregoing, Ad- 
journed , The Bill for the reſtraining of Kerj- 
ih and Suſſex Cloths to be fold at the Fairs at 
Maidſton, was read the firſt time. 

The Bill for the validity of Burgeſles not refi- 
ant, was read the ſecond time 3 upon which en- 
ſued divers Arguments, which being altogether 
omitted in the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houſe of Commons, are therefore ſupplied out 
of that often before-cited Anonymous Journal, 

The firſt man that ſpoke effeCtually to this Bill, 
was-M* Warnecombe of Hereford ; who ſtandin 
up, ſaid to this effe&t, That it behoveth all thoſe 
which were Burgeſles, to fee to that Bill ; 'for 
(quoth he) this may touch and over-reach their 
whole Liberties, as not having whereunto to 
ſtays but that Lords Letters ſhall from hence- 
forth bear all the ſway : and to this effe& was all 
that he ſaid. 

M* Nortos firſt made Explanation of the mean- 
ing of the Bill, to be (he ſaid) to ſhame the 
imperfeion of Choice, which is too often ſeen, 
by ſending of unfit men 3 and leſt happily any 
thing might be objefted to the imperfeftion of 
the Parliament, which may ſeem to be ſcant ſut- 
ficient by reaſon of the choice made by Boroughs, 
for the moſt part of Strangers (whereas by the 
poſitive Law no man ought to be Choſen Bur- 
gels for any Borough, but only Reſtants and In- 
habitants) He ſaid further , that the choice 
ſhould be of ſuch as were able, and fit for fo 
great a place and implayment , without reſpect - 
of priviledge of place or degreez for that, by 
reaſon of his being a Burge(s, it might not be jn- 
tended or thought he was any thing the wiſer; 
withal he -argued, that the whole Body of the 
Realm, and the good Service of the ſame, was 
rather to be reſpefted, than the private re- 
gard of Place, Priviledge, or Degree of any 
Perſon. 

Then M-* Speaker moved the Opinion of the 
Houſe, whether they could hke the Bill ſhould be 
ingroſled 3 and coming to the Queſtion, ſome ſaid 
No; but the greateſt number ſeemed to ſay 
Yea. 

Whereupon one ſtanding up, whoſe name is 
not expreſied in the faid Anonymous Journal, 
ſaid thus, | wholly with the pretence of the 
Bill, that Boroughs decayed may be eaſed or re- 
lieved, knowing aſluredly the ſame Honourable 
for the Realm, and in many reſpects profitable 
and commodious to thoſe who do inhabit the 
Countries adjacent to fuch decayed Towns; 

that 
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That it is ſo, I will not ſtand to perſwade. How 
far this Law may helpthem, I know not ; if they 
be decayed, then it 4s moſt fir for them, 
that of their own Company there may be ſome, 
who feeling the ſmart, can beſt make relation of 
their eſtate 3 and knowing the Country, may de- 
viſe and adviſe of ſuch helps, as without the 
hurts of other places may reſtore the old runes. 
All things are in change, and nothing fo ſuppre- 
ſed, but by God's Grace the ſame may 1n time by 
Policy be raiſed up. But to open my meaning 
ſhorgly 3 the queſtion is, What ſort of men are 
to come to this Court, and publick Conſultation 
in Parliament 2 Whether from every Quarter, 
Country , and Town there ſhould come ( as I 
might ſay) home-dwellers , or otherwiſe men 
choſen by direftions, it forceth not whom ? I am 
ſurely of mind, that neither for the good ſervice 
of her Majelty, ſafety of our Country, or ſtand- 
ing with the liberty, which of right we may chal- 
lenge (being born Subjeds within the Realm) 
this ſcope is to be given, or ſuch looſneſs in 
choice to be permitted. That the whole Land 
of this Realm, we know, is to be for three pur- 
poſes imployed , and thereby three forts of men 
are, as it were, created. The one part given 1n 
Frank Almoigne , or for Divine Service to be 
uſed, to the Glory of God and Miniſtry of his 
Word. 

The ſecond part to be holden for defence a- 
gainſt our Enemies by the Sword. 

The third for maintenance of our livelihood 
at home, and for neceflary imployments here. 
Of theſe three grounds, in the fir(t diviſton there 
groweth to our knowledge three ſorts of men, 
the Miniſters and Teachers of the Goſpel , of 
whom we muſt have care, and with whom in 
making of Laws we muſt conferr, if we will be 
Chriſtians. The ſecond are the Nobility, Knights, 
and Souldiers, the Defenders and Fartreſis a- 
gainſt our Enemies. The third ſort be the Pro- 
viders, Deviſors. and Executors of all things ne- 
ceflary, commodious or ſeemly for a ſetled Eſtate 

which hath the happineſs to live there where is 

ax & Juſtitia) tor increaſe of our Wealths, 
ſuſtenance of our Laws, the governing oi bodies, 
or what elſe ſoever is necetlary for us : ſuch are 
the Counſellors, ſuch are the Judges and Mini- 
ſters of the Laws, ſuch be the Tillers of the 
Earth, ſuch be Merchants, ſuch be Victuallers, 
and in this degree be thoſe ; who do uſe Manual 
and Mechanical Arts, Of all theſe, in like fort, 
as of the others, regard, care, and reſpe& mult 
be had 3 they throughly conſulted with, the ge- 
neral and particular States are by them to be 
| known, if we mean to proceed for the Publick 

Weal, or endeavour in the fame a true perfefi- 
on. Theſe laſt ſort making one kind are moſt 
ample, and thereto moſt cfic&ual to be dealt 
with, as yielding to the reſt ſupplementum, conſt- 
lium &* auxilinm. ' 


- The ſecond fort is likewiſe moſt neceſlary to" 


be thought of: The firſt are beſt, and firſt to be 
followed; but thoſe areall to be in oneknot con- 


joyned, and as members of one body in one to 
be uſed. We may in regard of Religion lye in 
the Dike (as the Proverb is) long enough with- 
out our own aid, if we do nothing but pray for 
the help of Hercules, We may not truſt only to 
the Sword , leſt the common known Saying of 
Cicero (ſhould turn to our ſhame : Parva ſunt fo- 
ris arma , nit Confilinn Domi. Neither our 
Preaching, nor our praying to God are only ſuf- 
ficient , but withal we mult do our endeavours, 
and help each other ; fince for the driving away 
of a Dog there is (as the Country-man ſaith) ſome 
virtue in a (tone, if it be conjoyned with S* Johr's 
Golpel ; I mean, that every part of the body 
ſhould do his own part to the aid of the other 
the hand to help the hand, the foot to help the 
foot, &c. This hath moved our Forefathers, and 
on this ground hath it grown, that in this Court 
where we are to conſider of all, and (as occaſion 
may ſerve) to alter , conſtitute , or reform all 
things, as cauſe ſhall be, that we do know all 
ſorts of men, ſo far as may be to help all. How 
may her Majeſty , or how may this Court know 
the eſtate of her Frontiers, or who ſhall make 
Report of the Ports, or how every Quarter, 
Shire, or Country is in-ſtate? We who never 
have ſeen Berwick or S* Michael's Mount, can but 
blindly gueſs of them, albeit we look on the 
Maps, that came from thence , or ſee Letters of 
Inſtruction ſent 3 ſome one whom Obſervation, 
Experience , and due Conſideration of that 
Country hath taught, can more perte&ly open 
what ſhall in queſtion thereof grow , and more 
cffeually reaſon thereupon, than the skilfulleſt 
otherwiſe whatſoever. And that they ſhould be 
the very Inhabiters of the ſeveral Countries of 
this Kingdom , who ſhould be here in times cer- 
tain imployed, doubtleſs it was the true meaning 
of ancient Kings and our Forefathers, who fir(t 
began and eſtabliſhed this Court. But leaving 
what I cannot reach unto, the firſt conſtitution 
and freedom of this Court , the old Preſident of 
Parliament-Writs do teach us, that of ever 

Country their own Burgefles ſhould be Elected, 
the Writ to the Sheriff and Burrough is direQly 
ſoz and the Writs to the Cities being Counties, 
are, Pod ex wvovis ipits eligatis duos Cives, Ec. 
which do prove it to be fo; the Statute in the 
1 H.s5. for the Confirmation of the old Laws 
was thereore made, and not to create a new un- 
known Law ; and that other in the---- H. 6; was 
made to redreſs the miſchiet, which by breach of 


.that old Law did grow. Theſe do conclude it 


without contradi&ion, that for that time it was 
thought fit to continue the ancient Ute, Liberty, 
and conveniency of Service. We know that 
ſuch. as have ſpent their whole time 1n Service, 
or have ſeen only the manner of Government 
of other Nations, and can tell you how the 
Crown of France is delivered out of Wardſhip, 
or otherwiſe tell a Tale of the King of Caſti/: 
and Portugal ; how they in making. of Laws do 
uſe their own diſcretion , the King of Denmark 
uſeth the advice of his Nobles only, and — 
L 0 
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of his Commons; nor can paint you out the 
monſtrous Garments of the .common People in 
ſome parts of Germany, or the mangled Com- 
mon-Wealth of the Allies, or ſhadows of the 
| great Cities, which now are to be ſeen in Italy ; 
ſurely all thoſe men, except they know alſo our 
own homes, are not to be truſted to conclude 
for our own Home-Afﬀairs. Doubtleſs the beſt 
learned for matters of Commodity to be raiſed, 
or to be wrought in his own Country, may hap- 
pily give place to his own Neighbours , even as 


wiſely and learnedly a Gentleman faid of Jate, 


In every Commitment, according to the matter, 
there muſt be a Declaration of men, as for Mer- 
chandize the Merchant and ſo forth : Onicuiqs in 
ſul arte perito credendumt, we hold for a Maxime. 
And I mean this wholly to no other end,but ſince 
we deal univerſally for all forts and all places,that 
there be here of all ſorts, and all Countries, and 
not (ſeeing you liſt ſo to term it) thus to eaſe 
them of Towns and Boroughs, that they may 
chuſe at liberty whom they liſt 3 yet can I hard- 
ly call that a Liberty which is contrary to that 
which the King and the Queen commonly grant- 
eth as a free gift, and by theſe words, Er de ma- 
Jori gratia mea,&c. dedinms poteſtatem 8c. quod de 
ſe ipſis eligant duos Burgenſes, or duos Cives; we 
take it more for a man to have of his own, than 
to have (by any mans diſcretion_) of another. 

It hath been of late oft and well faid , that to 
nominate another to a Renefice is nothing worth 
in value, but if it be, that a man may take the 
| benefit himſelf, that is both valuable and efti- 

mable: that cannot hurt , that 1s ever good for 
me, if it be ever tied in neareſt ſort unto-me 3 
and for this reaſon we fay in Law, that the Eſtate 
Tail, which muſt continue in our own Blood, is 
better than the Eſtate in Fee ſimple, which may 
be got further from us, and is to be given to 
Strangers at pleaſure 3 miſchiefs and inconveni- 
ences there may grow by this Liberty 5 but a 
miſchief it may be to me, and inconvenient alſo 
to utter the ſame : I will not ſpeak thereof but 
dutifully, neither dolI ſee any thing that is amiſs 
at this preſent ; what was done a hundred years 
fince, pens ſafely tell, and thus it was. 

A Duke of this Realm wrote his Letters to a 
City, Which I know, to this effet 3 whereby he 
did fignify, that a Parliament was to be Sum- 
moned in ſhort time, and that for great cauſes 
he was to crave aid of all his Friends, and reck- 
oning them among(t the reſt, he wiſhed them of 
four under-nominated to chuſe two ; the Letter 
under the Dukes Seal is ſtill preſerved, but hear 
you the Anſwer 3 he was written to with doe 
humbleneſs, that they were prohibited by Law, 
they might chuſe none of them. I will venture a 
| Iittle nearer. : 

In Queen Mares time a Council of this Realm 
(not the Queens Privy-Council) did write to a 
Town, to chuſe a Biſhops Brother, (and a great 
Biſhops Brother it was indeed) whom they aſſu- 
red to be a good Catholick man 3 and willed 
them to chuſe to the like of him ſome other fit 


man. The Council was Anſwered with Law. 
And if all Towns in Exgland had done the like 
in their Choice, the Crown had not been fo 
wronged, and the Realm fo robbed with ſuch 
eaſe at that Parliament , and truth baniſhed as 
It was; what hath been, may be, there is no im- 
poſhibility. It will be ſaid, I miſtake, it is not 
meant , but that Towns ſhall be at liberty to 
chuſe whom they liſt. I fay, that Liberty is the 
loſs of Liberty 3 for when by Law they may do 
what they will, they may not well deny what 
ſhall be required. It is too truly ſaid, Roganda cogit 
qui rogat potentior. And I have known one that 
to avoid a great mans diſpleaſure that dwelt near 
him, that was deſirous (as he knew ) to buy his 
Land, did upon ſmall occafion bind himſelt not 
to alienate his Land from his true Heirs: this be- 
ing known, I mean that he was bound as afore- 
ſaid 3 the great man was contented to let him 
keep his own quietly, which otherwiſe he would 
not have done. Surely Law is the only Fortreſs 
of the inferior ſort of People, and contrary to 
the Law, the greater ſort will not deſire or ex- 
pect any thing. Though now at this preſent (God 
be praiſed) we need not to fear the greatneſs of 
any man, Juſtice is ſo well adminiſtred : Yet 
hereafter, whatſoever hath been we may fear, 
either for maintenance of FaCtion , or mainte- 
nance of Miſchief. Again, I ſay, it may be, 
what heretofore was -offibly again may be. We 
ſtand and have ſtood of late upon the notorious 
manifeſtation of the Authority of Parliament : 
except withal you keep the ancient uſage of the 
ſame, and withal endeavour the freedom there- 
of, in effe& you do nothing, if I gueſs aright. 

It is further ſaid , that in ſome Towns there 
are not men of diſcretion fitzthey be not the wiſer 
({aid the Gentleman that ſpoke before,) for be- 
ing Burgeſſes. I can never be perlwaded , but 
that either the Lord, whoſe the Town is, be the 
Town never (o little; or the Steward, if it be the 
Queens,or ſome good Gentleman of the Country 
adjoinant , will either afſign them who know 
the Town and can be content to be free amo 
them, and to ſerve by their appointment, for 
their Country, and for them ; or elſe for ſome 
reaſonable Fee, ſuch as be of their Learned Coun- 
cel, and who know them, and the Country will 
deal for them. I mean it not ſoſtriftly, that thoſe 
who ſhould be choſen, ſhould of neceſlity be 
dwellers in the Town ; but to be either of the 
Town, or towards the Town , Borderers and 
near Neighbours at the leaſt : and to this effect 
I would the Bill were framed. I ſtand too long 
hereon , and abundance of matter occafioneth 
confuſion 3 this is all, It was meant at the firſt, 
and firſt Conſtitution of Parliament, that men 
of every quarter, and of all forts, ſhould come 
to this Court, that they ſhould be freely choſen. 
This in every Age hitherto hath ſeemed beſt; to 
alter without cauſe is not convenient 3 to give 
every Town liberty may offer in time inconve- 
nience. None ſo fit for every Country as thoſe 
who know the ſame. To chuſe of their own, it 
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is a Liberty; to loſe their Liberty, I think it a 
bad Commodity, call it as you pleaſe z by ſuch 
kind of releaſe in eaſing men of their Wealths, 
or of ſome good part of their Living, beſhrow 
our Charity. And in like fort, and m like rea- 
ſon, it ſeems to me this Law is inferred out of 
the Preface of the ſame. For thus it is penned: 

Foraſmuch as ſome Towns are decayed, and 
have not of their own, therefore let every Town 
; do what they liſt. Of a particular Propoſition to 
make a general concluſion , it 1s again(t our 
Rules, and nothing (as ſaith the Philoſopher) is 
more abſurd than z0n canſar pro cauſa. Some 
Towns cannot fend fit men, it ſtandeth very 
ſtrongly, if you ſeek to help, let the Plailter be 
fit for the ſore; let not the Salve be ſtretched too 
far, leſt the whole and ſound ficth by the broad 
ſpreading of the Salve, do either ſmart, fret or 

eſter. The Medicine which healeth the {ick man 
may be poyſon for the whole and found man. 
All Citizens and Burgeſles ſhould not be thought 
alike, and yet all provided for, as there 1s due 
cauſe; let there be therefore convenient conſ1- 
deration, how to heal, how to hurt. And I could 
wiſh, according to the weight of the matter, it 
might be rather ſtaid on, than thus abruptly over- 
ruled 3 and while we fly Scy//a, we fall not into 
Charybdis ; while we ſay that Boroughs cannot 
ſend to this High Court fo fit men as be conveni- 
ent , that by altering the ancient uſage, which 
is the only Warrant and ſole ſtay of freedom in 
Parliament, it may happily be ſaid we have no 
Parliament now within this Realm, nor Liberty 
at all for any ſuch here to be holden. 

Mr Be4 in Anſwer of this, did colle& the fub- 
ſtance of what had been ſaid, and in a long Dil- 
courſe ſhewed , that it was neceflary all places 
ſhould be provided tor, and not Boroughs only, 
being but one oft the Members of the Common- 
Wealth, and that ſome of them have neither 
Wealth to provide fit men , nor themſelves any 
in any fort convenient. He thought not amils, if 
in reſpect of thole manifeſt wants, convenient 
ſupply ſhould be ; but without the Warrant of. 
Parliament , ſuch alteration might not be. He 
then thought it not amils to be adviſed. And for 
the obje&ion of the danger which may enſue by 
reaſon of the Letters of Noblemen 3 he could 
not (he ſaid) but think it convenient to prevent 
| the ſame; and therefore wiſhed, that there might 
be the penalty of forty pound upon every Bo- 
rough that ſhould make ſuch Election at the No- 
mination of any Nobleman. 

M* Alford reaſoned to this effect, That above 
all things, neceſſary care ought to be for the chu- 
ling and having of fit men to ſupply the place, 
that there be not imperteftion. And therefore 


noted one great diſorder, that many young men, 
not experienced, for Learning ſake , were often 
Choſen, through whoſe default he knew not 3 
whether Letters of Noblemen, Love or Afic&ion 
in the Country, their own Ambition, or the 
careleſs accompt of the Elef&ors, or what elſe 
was the Cauſe, he knew not 3 but it was to be 


leen : whereupon he would, none ſhould be of 
that Houſe , not of thirty years of Age at the 
lealt, And for the Choice of Towneſmen (he 
laid) he was of this mind, that Moſes and Aaroz 
ſhould be conjoined together, and that there 
{hould be one of their own, or ſome Gentleman 
near them, who had knowledge of the State-of 
the Country; and the other a man Learned, and 
able to utter his mind and opinion, fince that 
knowledge locked up in the breaſt , not being 
orderly opened, is to no purpoſe; and this part 
(he ſaid) was as requilite for conſultation as the 
other. £0 that he ſeemed to conclude the Law 
ſhould be in force for the one Burgeſs, and at Lt- 
berty for th'other. 

After which Speeches the aforeſaid Bill touch- 
ing the validity of Burgefles, &&c. was Ordered 
to be committed, but thenames of theCommittees 
being not found in the aforeſaid Anonymous 
Journal, are therefore tranſcribed out of the O- 
riginal Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons 
it ſelf; viz. Sir Thomas Hilton Knight, M* Bel, 
M* Robert Bowes, M* Fleetwood, Mr Warnecomb, 
Mr Bedle, M" Atkins, M* Alford, and M* Gynes ; 
and appointed to meet in the Temple-Church upon 
Saturday next at two of the Clock in the After- 
noon. 

It was Ordered that the Wardens of the Fleet 
ſhould bring M* Sacheveril into this Houſe to 
Morrow 1n the Morning, at nine of the Clock, 
touching M* Skeffington's Bill. Vide concerning 
this Bill on Saturday the 14 day of this inſtant 
April toregoing. 

The Bill againſt Ufury was read the-ſecond 
time, whereupon enſued divers Arguments and 
Speeches, which being omitted in the Original 
Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons, are 
therefore tranſcribed out of that often already 
cited Anonymous Journal of the ſame Houſe, in 
manner and form following. 

Firſt one M* Clarke ſpoke to this effet, That 
the referring of the puniſhment in the Bill men- 
tioned , being put to the Eccleliaſtical Judges, 
for ſo much was nothing z for that they are to 
puniſh by the Civil Law, by the Canon Law, 
or by the Temporal Law. The Civil Law would 
not avoid them, becauſe by that Law there is al- 
lowance of Ulury. The Canon Law i aboliſh- 
ed; and in that reſpe& the Temporal Law faith 
nothing 3 ſo that the pretence may ſeem to be 
ſomewhat, but the eff<& thereby wrought is no- 
thing 3 yet that it was 1ll, neither Chriſtian nor 
Pagan ever denied. Ariſtotle being asked what 
Llſury was ? he ſaid, it was preter Naturam, and 
therefore could not be defined. And Plato being 
asked the ſame Queſtion, he faid it was idems ac 
hominem occidere. S* Auguſtine the ſamez And in 
the very words of the Pjalmiit an{wereth to the 
Queſtion, Domine quis habitabit in Tabernaculo 
tuo £ He ſaid, Qui curat proximo ſuo, non decipit 
cam, & qui pecuniam ſuam non dabit ad uſuram. 

M- Moley firſt Learnedly and Artificially ma- 
king an Introduction tothe matter, ſhewed, what 


it might be thought on for any man to endea- 
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vour the defence of that which every Preacher 
at all times, following the Letter of the Book, 
did ſpeak againſt; yet faith he, it is convenient, 
and being in ſoine fort uſed, it 1s not repugnant 
to the word of God. Experience hath proved 
the great miſchief which doth grow by reaſon 
of exceſlive taking, to the deſtruction of young 
Gentlemen, and otherwiſe infinitely 3 but the 
miſchief is of the exceſs not otherwiſe. Since to 
take reaſonably, or ſo that both parties might do 
good, was not hurtful ; for to have any man 
lend his money without any Commodity, hardly 
ſhould you bring that to paſs. And ſince every 
man is not an Occupier who hath money, and 
ſome which have not money may yet have skill 
to uſe money, except you ſhould take away or 
hinder good Trades, bargaining and contracting 
cannot be 3 God did not ſo hate it, that he did 
utterly forbid it, but to the Jews among[t them- 
ſelves only, for that he willed they ſhould lend 
as Brethren together 3 for unto all others they 
were at large 3 and therefore to this day they 
are the greateſt Uſurers in the World. But be 
it, as indeed it 1s, evil, and that men are men, 
no Saints, to do all theſe things perfe&ly, up- 
rightly and Brotherly 3 yet ex dxobus malis mi- 
ns malum eligendum 5 and better may it be 
born to permit a little , than utterly to take 
' away and prohibit Traffick 3 which hardly may 
be maintained generally without this. 

But it may be ſaid, it is contrary to the direct 
word of God, and therefore an ill Law} if it 
were to appoint men to take Uſury, it were to 
be diſliked ; but the difference is great between 
that and permitting or allowing , or ſuffering a 
matter to be unpuniſhed. It may be faid, that 
Nudune paFum non parit obligationem, but there 
muſt be ſomewhat given in conlideration. Let 
be that there is nothing given of the Lenders, 
yet there is ſomewhat ſ#mile, & omne bonum ex- 
emplum, & omnis lex in ſe aliquid habet mal; 
for that ſome body ſhall ſuffer thereby. We are 
not, quoth he, ſo ſtraitned to the word of God, 
that every tranſgreſſion ſhould be ſurely puniſh- 
ed here. Every vain word is here forbidden by 
God, yet the temporal Law doth not {o utterly 
condemn it. As for the words of the Scripture, 
he faith, the Hebrew ſoundeth thus in Anſwer 
of this Queſtion z @u#t 107 dat pecuniam ſuam ad 
morſum: fo it ts the biting and over-ſharp deal- 
ing which is diſliked and nothing elſe. And this, 
he ſaid, was the opinion and interpretation of 
the moſt Famous Learned Man Beza, and in 
theſe days, of Be//armine and divers others z who 
fay, that the true interpretation of the Hebrew 
word is not furs, but Morſus. 

Dottor Wilſoz Maſter of the Requeſts, ſaid, 
that in a matter of ſo great weight he could not 
ſhortly ſpeak, and acknowledging that he had 
throughly ſtudied the matter , defired the pati- 
ence of the Houſe. And firſt he endeavoured 


to prove, that the common State may be with- 
out Ufury; then he ſhewed, how even men that 
have been ignorant of God or his Laws, finding 


the evils thereof by their Laws, redreſſed itz and 
utterly prohibited the uſe thereof. As the Athe- 
ians cauſed all the Writings taken for intereſt 
money to be burnt; and the like did Lycurgus 
by a Law which he made, and ſeeing the Fire, 
he ſaid , he never ſaw ſo fair a Flame as thoſe 
Books yielded. He theri made a definition of U- 
ſury, ſhewing it was taking of any reward, or 
price or ſum, over and above the due Debt. 
To make any thing of that which is not mine, it 
is robbery. Forthwith upon the delivery of the 
Loan money, it is not mine. And the Law is, 
that Mytunm muſt ever be free. And here he 
ſhewed the difference between Location and 
Mutuum; the one implying a contract, the other 
none. He remembred out'of Ezechie/ and other 
the Prophets; ſundry places of Scripture, and 
vouched S* Auguſtines ſaying, that to take but a 
Cup of Wine, is Uſury and Damnable. This he 
ſeemed toſay in Anſwer to that which had been 
before pronounced, that it was not Uſury except 
it were Morſus. | 

He ſhewed, that loſs may grow by Utſury 3 
Firſt, tothe Queen,then to the Common-Wealth. 
To the Queen in this, that men not uſing their 
own money, but finding great gain in Uſury, do 
imploy the ſame that way 3 fo that her Cuſtoms 
muſt decreaſe: To the Common-Wealth , for 
that, who ſo ſhall give hire for money, is to raiſe 
the ſame in the fale of his Commodity. All 
Trades ſhall be taken away, all occupations loſt; 
for moſt men ſecking moſt eaſe , and greateſt 
gain, without hazard or venture, will forthwith 
imploy their money to ſuch uſe. He ſhewed it 
to be ſo hateful in the Judgment of the Com- 
mon Law, that an Ufurer was not admitted to 
be a Witneſs, nor after his Death to the common 
Sepulchre of Chriſtians: And for that his Dil- 
courſe had been long, he inſerted (as he faid) 
this Tale for recreation of the Hearers, 

In [taly, Quoth he, a great known Ulſurer be- 
ing Dead, the Curate denied him the common 
place of Burial z his Friends made Suit, the Prieſt 
would not hear 3 in fine, the Suitors bethought 
them of a Policy to bring it to pals, that he 
might be Buried in the Church 3 which was this. 
The Parſon of the Church did accuſtomably uſe 
to carry his Books daily from his Houſe to the 
Church on his Aſs 3 and the Aſs by often going 
needed not to be driven, but knowing his Jour- 
ney, as ſoon as he was laden, would of himſelf 
goto the Church Door ; they deſired the Parſon, 
his Aſs might carry the dead Body, and where it 
ſhould ſtay, the Body to be Buried. To ſo fond 
a requeſt the Prieſt agreed, the Body was laid 
on the Aſs, who feeling a greater burthen than 
he was uſed to bear, did run towards the Town, 
never ſtaying until he came to the common place 
of Execution, 

This Tale merrily told, he again entred to 
his matter, and proved the Condemnation of U- 
ſury and Uſurers, by the Authority of the Nicere 
and divers other Councils : He ſhewed, that the 
Divines do call Uſury a Spider,a Canker,an Aſpis, 
a SEr- 
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a Serpent and a Devil 3 he ſhewed how in na- 
ture the offences of Homicide and Uſury are to 
be compared, and by Examples proved the ruins 
of divers Common-Wealths, when ſuch practices 
for gain are ſuffered as that of the Common- 
Wealth of Roxze, &c. The manner of Exchange 
now uſed in Lodpr,and how much abuſe heffiew- 
ed, a thing in old time not praQtiſed , but by | 
the King, as in Ed. 3. time, when thereby the 
King obtained ſuch Treaſure, and ſuch exceffive 
Wealth, that it was firſt wondred at, then gueſ- 
ſed that it grew by the Science of Alchymy. He 
here ſhewed the praftice of the Low-Conntries, of 
Germany, and namely the doings of Fulchers to 
the very beggering of great and mighty Princes; 
he vouched the authority of Sir Jobx Cheek in 
that place, concerning that matter ; and the 
mind of the ancient Engliſh Law-Writers, who 
ſay that the offence of Uſury in Life the Biſhop 


is to puniſh ;. but after his Death his Executors | 
ſhall not have his goods, but they appertain ad | 
Fiſeum. He concluded that the offence in his 
Conſcience ſhould be judged Felony. 

Mr Bel ſaid, This matter being ſo ample had 
occalioned much Speech , and was for cunning 
men a fit Theme to ſhew theif Wits and skills up- 
on. Yet, ſaith he, it ſtandeth doubtful what U- 
ſury is; we have no true definition of it. And 
in our Laws we have little written thereon but 
this, Uſura non currat ſuper Infantem. And not 
much more but to Anſwer the ObjeQions, where 
It is pretended, that the not puniſhing of it by 
the temporal Judge , may ſeem to be an appro- 
bation of it, or to leave it to the Church may 
ſeem as if we had no care concerning it ;'for that 
to put over-an offence to another Judge , may 
not be ſo ſaid, if to the Church it may apper- 
tain, and they may well corre& it. He further 
ſbewed, that the priviledge of the Church is by 
Statute upon this point to be expreſled, namely 
in the Statute de Articalis Cleri, He ſaid, we muſt 
not curiouſly ſearch Cicero's Paradoxes, and pro- 
nounce that Peccata ſunt £qualia , hoc eſt, quod 
omne peccatum et peccatum ; and no further : but 
be every man according to his tranſgreſſions, ro 
make a reaſonable pain 3 though he who ſteal- 
eth two pence, doth as well ſteal as he who 
ſtealeth an hundred pounds ; yet there are de- 
grees; we have Petit Larceny , and that which 
1s greater 3 both faults, both to be puniſhed,both 
to be hated ; but. difference there is in puniſh- 
ing, even according to the greatneſs and ſmall. 
neſs of the offence 3 for the one there is Death, 
for the other not ſo. 

In the Statute for puniſhing of Perjury 5* of 
this Queen, there are ſundry degrees of Perjury : 
not for that there is leſs Perjury in the one than 
in the other 3 but that there is greater hurt oc- 
cafioned in the one than in the other. In Anſwer 
of the Scripture, he ſaid, the Law of God is, If 
thou be ſtricken on the one Cheek, to turn the 
other; or if thy Cloak be taken away, to give 
alſo thy Gown. The literal ſence is not to be 


ſtfuCtion muſt be. So he concluded, that though 
it were a {in, yet it was to be puniſhed hereon 
Earth according to the good or bad, or rather 
according to the greater or lefler hurt which 
groweth thereby. - | 

After which one (whoſe name is not expreſſed 
in the ſaid Anonymous Journal) endeavourd.the 
Anſwer of M* Wilſoz , but with a Proteſtation 
of his inſufficiency , and then he ſhewed, how 
the Divines have not agreed what is Uſury, but 
tor his own part, he was to incline to the opinion 
ot the Learned of theſe days, whoſe interpreta- 
tion of Jitteral ſence and skill of the Tongues do 
appear 5 which took that for no Uſury which is 
without grievance. He made a difference of the 
Law of God concerning the Divine Majeſty 
contained in the firſt Table, and what is con- 
cerning man in the ſecond Table; faying, that 
nothing 1s to be ſaid 1n that degree fin in it elf, 
but by the circumſtances; for fo it is known 
whether it be good or bad. To kill is prohibi- 
ted, yet ſometimes not to kill is evil. Phineas 
killed, and was therefore commended. And 
Thetts at times have been in Scriptures approved. 
fo likewiſe Uſury 1s allowed of inthe Scriptures; 
but that it might be uſed to Strangers only : Al- 
beit the Choſen Children of God among(t them- 
ſelves might not uſe it. But let be, whether it be 
utterly unlawful, or in ſome ſort to berolerated, 
It is a queſtion 3 and until it be determined for 
the common Commodity and maintenance , let 
it be as hitherto it hath been uſed. And for the 
common ſort of Bargains of Corn for Cloth, Silk 
for Land, ec. what they be, whether Uſury or 
no, we know not. That all ſhould be well, it 
is to be wiſhed 3 that all may bedone well among 
men, it is beyond hope, for we are no Saints, we 
are not of perfection to follow the Letter of the 
Goſpel, Who ſo ſtriketh the one Cheek, ec. and 
this Text date nibil inde ſperantes; Theſe are no 
expreſs Commandments. For the firſt, the Law 
of nature doth direct, and for the other allo the 
ſame Law in effe& maketh defence; ſurely there 
can be no fin where there can be no breach of 
Charity. To do that therefore to another which 
we would to our (elves (the ſtate, circumſtance 
and caſe to our ſelves conſidered) is commenda- 
ble, or not to be reproved z if we our f{clves be 
to borrow, who is it that would not in extre- 
mity give a little to fave much money ? It is (aid, 
the Uſurer doth or may grow rich: Who hath 
diſliked in a Common-Wealth, that there ſhould 
be homines boni frugi? they may be confidered, 
and may be good, more than for one purpoſe. 
He further ſtood on this, that God did not ab- 
ſolutely forbid Ulury, which ſurely if it had been 
utterly il], he would have done. And he added, 
that the Common Laws were Cruel in their cen- 
ſures,and wiſhed that they ſhould be no more re- 
membred than they are followed. 

Serfant Lovelace argued to this effe& , that 
Ulſury was of money only , proteſting that he 
hated all kind of Uſury , but yet the greater 


taken, and, as there is cauſe, a reaſonable con- | 


the ill was,the more and more greatly did he = 
the 
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the ſame. But to prohibit it with ſo ſharp and 
extream a Law as to loſe all, he thought it 
would be the grourid of greater Covetouſneſs ; 
withal he added, to prohibit the 11] of Covetoul- 
neſs in generality, were raſh, void and frivolous ; 
fince that the Speech and the A& it {elf is indefi- 
nite, comprehending all our actions and doings 3 
and therefore, as utterly vain to prohibit it, in 
- vain words of generality. To prohibit Drunken- 
nels, Pride, Envy, Surfeiting, &c. were ſome- 
what in ſome particular ſort 3 to do it in genera- 
lity, albeit that we know that 1t 15 every way 
damnable by the direct and written word of 
God, it were but folly, Of theſe great Evils (to 
the which man of his nature 1s born and made 
prone, and too apt) when we may not reach to 
the beſt, furtheſt and uttermolt, we mult do, as 
we may ſay, by degrees. As to ſay there ſhall 
be no decent, or (lcight 1n making of this or that 
kind of Wares; that the Husband-man ſhall till 
bis Arable Land,and that he ſhall not keep above 
fuch a number of Sheep 3 that there ſhall be no 
foreſtalling, regrating, &c. and this in particula- 
rity 3 whereas otherwiſe, generally amongſt ſinful 
'men to prohibit this ſin or that (in utterly on a 
pain, it may not be : but thus rather, he that 
ſhall fo fin {ball ſuffer or loſe ſo much 3 where- 
upon he concluded, that there ſhould be degrees 
in puniſhing of Uſury 3 as he that ſhould take 
ſo much, to loſe, or be puniſhed thus ; he that 
{hall take more, more deeply. 

Mr Fleetwood (hewed,that all theſe Arguments 
long ſince, with great skill, and very often have 
been opened in this place: He faid, it was Ige- 
ui pudoris fateri per quene profeceris. M* Check, 
he ſaid, argued, and fo far forth explained this 
matter, as the Learner was thereby ſufhciently 
informed , and the Learned tully ſatisfied. His 
Papers of his Speech (he ſaid) he had not loſt, 
and therefore could ſhew as much cunning as the 
cunningeſt, which had bent or endeavoured 
bimſelf thereunto. He ſaid he had read the Ci- 
vil Law, and of the Common Law ſomewhat ; 
but how well he did underſtand it, he would not 
promiſe ought : What Uſury was, he ſaid , he 
was not to learn; call it it we liſt, Proxima ho- 
micidio, or how elſe by a deſcription, he forced 
not much; for if there were not Civil Law, it 
were not much to be accounted of for any cer- 
tainty 1n this Caſe thereby to be had 3 and the 
moſt ancient Laws of this Realm have taught us 
thereof ſomewhat 3 as theLaws of ......... do 
make to us mention of Uſury. So do the Laws 
made in Lyxcixs his time, and thoſe of Athelred ; 
whereby it was ordained, that Witches and Uſu- 
rers ſhould be baniſhed. King Edward the Saint 
referreth and appointeth the Offenders herein to 
ſuffer ordalinm. Then was there a great kind of 
Uſury known, which was called Torxs , and a 
lefſer known by the name of ....... Glanvile, 
in the Book de legibus antiquis, maketh mention 
of an inquiry of Chriſtian Uſurers. In the Tower 
(he faid) he had ſeen a Commiſſion awarded to 
the Maſter of the Courts (he named not what 


Courts) to enquire of Uſurers, and the puniſh- 
ment of them (he ſaid) was whipping 3 he ſaid 
further, by Scripture he knew it was damnable; 
and therefore, whether it was good or not good, 
it was np good Queſtion, For the matter of 
Implication , whether by the pretence of the 
LawWit might be intended that 1t was 1n any 
ſort allowed ; he ſaid it might be conſtrued and 
compared there with the Statute of Tiths : where 
it is ſaid , that till for ſeven years after Heath 
ground broken up, no Tith ſhall be paid; the 
ConſtruQion hereupon is clear, He ſhewed alſo, 
that Uſury was maluz in ſe, for that of ſome o- 
ther tranſgreſſions, her Majeſty may diſpence a- 
fore with 3 but for Uſury,or to grant that Uſury 
may be uſed, ſhe poſſibly cannot. He further 
ſaid, that the words of an Ac of Parliament are 
not ever to be followed; for that ſometimes the 
conſtruction is more contrary to what 15 written, 
as in the Statute of Magna Charta ;, nifs prins ho- 
maginm fecerit. And ſome Statutes are winked at 
by non-obſervation or otherwiſe , ſo that they 
ſeem to be no Laws, even in thoſe things which 
we praGiſe moſt, as the Statute of (loc. for 
the Oath to be taken in Debt and Damages. 

M* Dalton endeavoured to prove, that M* 
Fleetwood miſtook the Bill, but in fancy he mi- 
{took his Arguments. 

M- Norton ſhewed , that all Uſury is biting; 
as in the word Steal is contained all kind of in- 
jurious taking away of a mans goods : and as 
flanderizing 1s ſaid to be murthering or homi- 
cide 3 ſo is Uſury juſtly ever to be ſaid biting, 
they being both ſo correlated or knit together, 
that the one may not be without the other. He 
concluded, that ſince it is doubtful what is good, 
we ſhould be mindful of the old ſaying, 20d 
dubitas ne feceris, and for that 20d non ex fide 
eſt peccatum eſt, therefore he wiſhed that no al- 
lowance ſhould be of it. 

After theſe Arguments (being tranſcribed our 
of the often before-cited Anonymous Journal) 
were ended, there is no other mention of any 
further proceeding in this Bill, but it doth plain- 
ly appear by the Original Journai-Book of the 
Houſe of Commons, that this Bill having had its 
ſccond reading as aforeſaid, was now at the laſt, 
after the preceeding Arguments were ended, 
Committed by M* Treaſurer and others, whoſe 
names are all omitted in the Original Journal- 
Book. 

On Friday the 20t** day of Apr! , the Bill for 
the Aſſizes to be kept at Worceſter, was read the 
firſt time. 

The Bill alſo for impannelling of Juries, was 
read the ſecond time, and rejected upon the 
Queſtion. 

Theſe two Bills being thus tranſcribed out of 
the Original Journal-Book of the Houle of Com- 
mons, the greateſt part of the reſidue of this 
days paſſages, do here next follow, out of that 
often already cited Anonymous Journal,in which 
there is one Bill touching Caps, which is not at all 


| mentioned in the Original Journal-Book it ſelf 


aforeſaid, 
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aforeſaid, ſet down in manner and form follow- 
Ing, 91%. 

A Bill for Caps was read the ſecond time, and 
ruled, that the ſame ſhould be ingroſled. 

This Bill (as is aforeſaid) is not at all found to 
be ſet down in the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houſe of Commons 5 but that next enſuing is 
there mentioned, and the Arguments alſo touch- 
ing the Liberty of the Houſe , are there gene- 
rally remembred , which with the ſaid Bill do 
here at large- follow, with ſome ſmall alteration 
only, out of the aforeſaid Anonymous Journal, in 
manner and form following. 

The Bill for ſach as be fled beyond the Seas 
without Licence , or ſhall not return within a 
certain number of Dayes, after their Licences ex- 
pired,to loſe their Lands and Goods,and to avoid 
Covenous Gifts, was read the ſecond time, and not 
then effectually ſpoken unto by any man. 

M* Wentworth very orderly in many words re- 
membred the Speech of Sir "- hw Gilbert, de- 
livered ſome days before : He proved his Speech 
(without naming him) to be an injury to the 
Houſe, he noted his diſpoſition to flatter and 
fawn on the Prince, comparing him tothe Came- 
Jeon, which can change himlſelt into all colours, 
ſaving white 3 even ſo (ſaid he) this reporter 
can change himſelf to all faſhions but honeſty ; 
he ſhewed further the great wrong done to one 
of the Houſe, by a miſreport made to the Queen 
(meaning M* Be/;) he ſhewed hisSpeech to tend 
to no other end than to inculcate fear into thoſe 
which ſhould be freez he requeſted care for the 
credit of the Houſe, and for the maintenance of 
free Speech (the only means of ordinary pro- 
ceedings) and to preſerve the Liberties of the 
Houſe, to reprove Lyers, inveighing greatly out 
of the Scriptures and otherwiſe , againſt Li- 
ers. As this of David, Thou O Lord ſhalt deſtroy 
Lyers, &c. 

M- Treaſurer fignified his defire to have all 
things well 3 ſaying, he could not enter into 
Judgment of any ; but he ſaid, it was conveni- 
ent 11] Speeches ſhould be avoided, and the good 
meaning of all men to be taken, without wreſt- 
ing or miſreporting 3 and the meaning of all men 
to be ſhewed in good ſort without unſeemly 
words, 

Mr Speaker endeavoured an Agreement and 
unity in the Houſe, making ſignification that the 
Queens Majeſty had in plain words declared 
unto him, that ſhe had good Intelligence of the 
orderly proceeding among us; whereof ſhe had 
as good liking as ever ſhe had of any Parliament 
ſince ſhe came unto the Crown; and wiſhed we 
ſhould give her no other cauſe than to continue 
the ſame, and added further her Majeſties plea- 
ſure to be, to take Order for Licences ; wherein 
_ had been careful, and more careful would 


M* Carleton with a very good Zeal , and or- 
derly ſhew of Obedience, made fignification 
how that a Member of the Houſe was detained 
from them (meaning M* Strickland) by whole | 
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Commandment, or for what cauſe he knew n*. 
But for as much as he was not now a private 
man, but to ſupply the room, perſon and place 
of a multitude ſpecially choſen, and therefore 
ſent, he thought that neither in regard of the 
Country, which was not to be wronged, nor 
for the Liberty of the Houſe, which was not to 
be infringed, we ſhould permit him to be de- 
tained from us. But, whatſoever the intendment 
of this offence might be, that he ſhould be fent 
for to the Bar of that Houſe, there to be heard, 
and there to Anſwer. 

M* Treaſurer in ſome caſe gave Advertiſement 
to be wary in our proceedings , and neither to 
venture further than our aflured Warrant might 
ſtretch, nor to hazard our good opinion with 
her Majeſty on any doubtful cauſe. Withal he 
wiſhed us not to think worſe than there was 
cauſe. For the man (quoth he) that is mcant, 
1s neither detained-nor miſuſed, but on confide- 
rations is required to expect the Queens plea- 
ſure, upon certain ſpecial points : wherein (he 
ſaid ) he durſt to aſſure that the man ſhould nei- 
ther have cauſe to diſlike or complain, ſince fo 
much favour was meant unto him as he reaſon- 
ably could wiſh. He further ſaid, that he was 
in no ſort ſtayed for any word or ſpeech by him 
in that place offered ; but for the exhibiting of 
a Bill into the Houſe againit the Prerogative of 
the Queen; which was not to be tolerated. Ne- 
vertheleſs the conſtruftion of him was rather to 
have erred in his zeal and Bill offered , than ma- 
liciouſly to have meant any thing contrary to the 
Dignity Royal. And laſtly, He- concluded that 
oft it had been ſeen, that Speeches have been 
examined and conſidered of. 

Sir Nicholas Arnold with ſome vehemency mo- 
ved, that care might be had for the liberty of 
the Houſe; he was inforced, he ſaid, rather to 
utter, and ſo to run into danger of offence of 
others, than to be offended with himſelf. 

Mr Comptroller replied to the effect M* Trea- 
ſurer had before ſpoken. 

Mr Chere told , how the Prerogative 1s not 
diſputable, and that the ſafety of the Queen 1s 
the ſafety of the Subjes. He added, how that 
for matter of Divinity , every man was for his 
inſtruction to repair to his Ordinary, being a pri- 
vate man (where he utterly forgot the place he 
ſpake in, and the perſon who was meant; for 
that place required and permitted free ſpeech 
with authority, and the perſon was not himſelt a 
private man but a publick 3 by whom even the 
Ordinary himſelf was to be direfted) He conclu- 
ded,that for as much as the cauſe was not known, 
he therefore would the Houſe ſhould ftay. 

Mr Telverton (aid he was to be (ent for, argu- 
ing in this ſort. Firſt, he faid, rhe Preſident was 
perillous, and though in this haypy time of le- 
nity, among ſo good and honourable Perlonages, 
under ſo gracious a Prince, nothing of extremity 
or injury was to be feared; yet the times might 
be altered, and what now is permnted, hereafter 


might be conſtrued as of Duty, and. cnfofced, 
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even on this ground of the preſent permiſſton. 
He further ſaid, that all matters not Treaſon, or 
too much to the Derogation of the Imperial 
Crown, were tolerable there , where all things 
came to be conſidered of, and where there was 
ſach fulnels of Power , as even the right of the 
Crown was to be determined, and by Warrant 
whereof we had ſo reſolved. That to ſay the 
Parhament had no Power to determine of the 
Crown, was High-Treaſon. He remembred how 
that men are not there for themſelves, but for 
their Countrics. He ſhewed, it was fit for Princes 
to have their Prerogatives z but yet the ſame to 
be ſ{traitned within reaſonable hmits. The Prince, 
he ſhewed, could not of her ſelf make Laws, 
neither might ſhe by the ſame reaſon break Laws. 
He further ſaid, that the Speech uttered in that 
place, and the offer made of the Bill, was not to 
be condemned as evil; for that if there were any 
thing in the Book of Common-Prayer , either 


Jewiſh, Turkiſh or Popiſh, the ſame was to be: 


rctormed. He alſo ſaid, that amongſt the Paptts 
It was bruted , that by the Judgment of the 
Council. - Strickland was taken for an Heretick; 
it behoved therefore to think thereof. 

M- Fleetwood firſt ſhewed the order of Civil 
Arguments from the cauſe to this effe&t , that 
time muſt be known and place obſerved He ſaid 
then, that of Experience he could report of a 
man that was called to account of his Speech in 
5** of this Queen 3 but he ſaid, he could not 
meddle with fo late matters , but what he had 
learned in the Parliament Rolls, he thought con- 
venient ſhould be known and conſidered of: In 
the time of H. 4. a Biſhop of the Parliament was 
Committed to Priſon by Commandment of the 
King 3 the Parliament reſolved to be Suitors for 
him. And in King H. 5. the Speaker himſelf was 
Committed, ec. with him another of the Houſe; 
the Houſe thereupon ſtayed , but remedy they 
had none, other than to be Suitors to the King 
for them z whereupon he reſolved, that the only 
and whole help of the Houſe for eaſe of their 
gricf 1n this caſe, was to be humble Suitors to 
her Majeſty, and neither ſend for him, nor de- 
mand him of right. 

During which Speech the Council whiſpered 
together, and thereupon the Speaker moved,that 
the Houſe ſhould make ſtay of any further Con- 
ſultation thereupon, 

Thus far of theſe Speeches out of the aforeſaid 
Anonymous Journal, unto which for the intire 
making up of this preſent days agitations, theſe 
pallages following are tranſcribed out of the 
Original Journal-Book it {ſelf of the Houſe of 
Commons, in manner and form following. . 

M- Comptroller moved touching the Bill for 
Briſtol, that Licence might be granted to amend 
it in form, not changing the matter 3 which was 
aſlented unto. 

The Bill concerning coming to Church, and 
receiving of the Communion , was read the ſe- 
cond time. 

A Proviſo to the Bill concerning coming to | 


Church, and receiving the Communion, was read 
the firſt time. | 

The Bill for Shrewsbury was read the ſecond 
time, and ordered to be ingrolled. 

On Saturday the 21** day of April, an Addi- 
tion to the Bill for coming to Church, and re. 
ceiving of the Communion , was read the firſt 
time. 

A Proviſo to the Bill for coming to Church, 
and receiving of the Communion, was read the 
firſt time. 

The Bill for coming to Church, and receiving 
the Communion, with the Additions and Proyi- 
ſoes, were Committed unto M* Treaſurer, Mr: 
Chancellor of the Dutchy, Sir 1homas Smith, 
M*- Moore, M* Henry Knoles Sen. M* Sampoole, 
Mr Mounſor, M* Bell, M* Telverton, M* Agmon- 
deron , M* Boyer, M* Thomas Snagg , and Mr* 
Strickland, who were appointed to meet in Mr. 
Treaſurers Chamber, at the Court, at two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon. 

Thus far of this days Paſlages out 'of the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons, 
Now follows an Obſervation upon M* Strick- 
lands coming to the Houle this day 3 being no- 
minated the laſt Committee in the Bill foregoing, 
out of that often before-cited Anonymous Jour- 
nal; becauſe it doth conduce very much to the 
Declaration and maintenance of the Liberties of 
the Houſe : for the ſaid M* Strickland having on 
Saturday the 14*" day of this inſtant April, preſ- 
ſed very earneſtly the reformation of the Book 
of Common-Prayer, and ſome Ceremonies of the 
Church, was, after the Adjournment of the 
Houſe of Commons on that day, being Eaſter 
Even, called before her Majeſties Counci], about 
the beginning of the Week following, and was 
commanded by them to forbear coming to the 
ſaid Houſe, in the mean ſeaſon, and to attend 
their further pleaſure ; whereupon, on Friday 
immediately foregoing, being the 20** day of this 
laid inſtant April, divers Speeches and Motions 
having paſled in the Houſe, touching the breach 
of the Liberties thereof, by reſtraint of one of 
their Members from repairing thither (although 
he were neither impriſoned nor confined) M* 
Speaker did at laſt deſire them to forbear further 
Conſultation in the ſaid matter. And the Houſe 
having at his ſaid requeſt, paſſed over the reſidue 
of the ſaid day in the Morning, 1n the agitation 
of other buſineſs, the above-mentioned M* Strick- 
land did this Forenoon (upon an Advertiſement 
(as it ſhould ſeem) from her Majeſties Council) 
repair agaia to the ſaid Houſe, ſoon after it was 
ſet. And coming juſt upon the time, when the 


foregoing Bill for coming to Church, and recei- 


ving the Communion , was -in the referring to 
Committees; the ſaid Houſe did in witneſs 'of 
their joy for the reſtitution of one of. their ſaid 
Members, awhile from them reſtrained, preſently 
nominate him one of the ſaid Committees, as ap- 
peareth plainly by their names immediately fore- 
going, bcing inſerted out of the Original Jour- 
nal-Book of the ſaid Houſe , out of which theſe 

next 
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next enſuing paſlages do follow , in manner and 
form following. 

The Bill for William Skeffington Eſq;, was read 
the ſecond time, and Hermry Sacheverel being pre- 
ſent at the Bar, and iriopen Court confefling the 
fraud, offered by way of excuſe a Bill of cauſes 
moving him thereunto, which was read alſo, and 
ordered to be ingroſled, 

The Proviſo to the Bill for coming to Church, 
and receiving of the Communion, was read the 
ſecond timez upon which, as it ſhould ſeem, di- 
vers Arguments enſued, although no mention 
thereof be made in the aforeſaid Original Journal 
Book it ſelf; and are therefore ſupplied out of 
that often before-cited Anonymous Journal, in 
manner and form following 3 9vz. 

M* Aelionby argued, that there ſhould be no 
human poſitive Law to inforce Conſcience, 
which is not diſcernable in this World. To come 
to the Church, for that it is publick, and tend- 
eth but to prove a man a Chriſtian, is tolerable 
and convenient; and not to come to Church may 
make a man ſeem irreligious, and ſo no man; 
for that by Religion. only a man is known and 
diſcerned fr8m Brute Beaſts z and this is to be 
judged by the outward ſhow. But the Conlſci- 
ence of man is Eternal, inviſible, and not m the 
power of the greateſt Monarchy in the World, 
1n any limits to be ſtraitned, in any bounds to be 
contained, nor with any policy of man, if once 
decayed, to be again raiſed. He ſhewed, that 
neither Jew nor Turk, do require more than the 
ſubmiſhon to the outward obſervance, and a 
convenient filence, as not to diſlike what is pub- 
lickly profeſſed , but to inforce any to do the 
AQ, which may tend to the diſcovery of his 
Conſcience, it is never found. He ſhewed the 
difference betwixt coming to Church, and recei- 
ving the Communion ; the one he allowed to be 
incomprehenſible in Law, the other he could not 
allow. And in Anſwer of that which before had 
been ſaid, that the Conſcience was not (traitned, 
but a penalty of the loſs of their goods only ad- 
judged ; whereof no doubt the Law of God and 
the Law of Nations had given to the Prince an 
abſolute Power ; he ſaid to this out of Cicero de 
Legibus, that man'out of his own nature is to 
care for the ſafety of man, as being reaſonable 
Creatures, and not the one to ſeek to bereave 
the other of his neceſlary livelyhood , adding 
out of the ſame Book, this ſaying of Tally, 91 
Deum non curat hunc Deus ipſe judicabit. He 
ſhewed out of S* Pa»/ , that we muſt not do ill 
that good may grow thereby ; we muſt not take 
from him that is his, to the end thereby to make 
him to do what is not in his power; to be fit for 
lo great a myſtery God above of his free gift may 
make a man. 

To comeunworthily the penalty is appointed, 
S* Pal bath pronounced it to be Death and Dam- 
nation, as guilty of the Blood and Death of 
Chriſt, Not to come our Compulſory Law ſhall 

now condemn, fo that this our favour herein to 


our native Country. He ſaid, there was no Ex- 
ample in the Primitive Church to prove a Com- 
mandment for coming to the Communion, but 
an Exhortation; he Gid, S*' Ambroſe did Excom- 
municate Theodoſfius, and forbid him to come to 
the Communion, becauſe he was an evil man. 
And for us to will and command men to come, 
becauſe they are wicked men, it 1s too ſtrange 
an inforcement, and without Preſident. 
M* Agmondeſham without regard of any thing 
ſpoken before, made mention; of a Decree in the 
Star-Chamber made by nine of the Privy-Coun- 
cil, ſigned with their hands, and the hands of 
the Chief Juſtices, concerning the receiving of 
the Communion by Gentlemen of the Temple. 
This Decree rhade by ſo grave and learned men, 
he thought for himſelf, and to his own Conſci- 
ence, was a ſtay what to judge, and a direction 
or prefident what to follow : the tenor of which 
Decree, for ſo much as it did concern the refor- 
mation of the Houſes of Courts, and principal 
places to be thought and conſidered of, he wiſh- 
ed might-be inſerted into the Law. The motion 
was well liked, and he required to bring the 
ſame the next day, which was done. 

M- Norton ſhewed, that where many men be, 
there muſt be many minds, and in conſultations 
convenient it 1s, to have contrary opinions, cont- 
trary reaſons and contradictions z thereby the 
rather to wreſt out the beſt : but this by the rule 
of reaſoning, and reaſon muſt be ſine jurgiis : 
he then ſaid, that not only the external and out- 
ward ſhow is to be ſought, but the very ſecrets 
of the heart in Gods cauſe, who is ſcrutator Cor- 
dium, muſt come to a reckoning. And the good 
Seed (o ſifted from the Cockle, that the one may 
be known from the other. A man Baptized 1s 
not to be permitted among us for a Jew. And 
here ſomewhat ſlipping from the matter inSpeech, 
he moved, that all ſuſpected for Papiſtry might 
make this Oath, That they did acknewledge the 
Queen to be Queen, for any thing the Pope 1n 
any reſpe&t might do, noting ſome imperfection 
in the R—_ Oath. To this end, quoth he, are 
the Bulls now ſent to diſcharge men of their Al- 
legiance , and to give free pardon of fins; ſ6 
that he, who thus ſhould be pardoned, ſhould 
from henceforth in no ſort Communicate with 
the Profeſſors of the Goſpel z and now (quoth he) 
the very touchſtone of trial, who be thoſe Rebel- 
lious Calves, whom the Bull hath begotten, muſt 
be the receiving of the Communion; which who 
ſo ſhall refuſe, we may juſtly ſay, he ſavoureth, 
&«c. And men are not otherwife to be known 
but by the external ſign. - To Anſwer and ſatisfy 
the Dilemma objected before in the firſt day, 
made concerning the diſorders of certain Mini- 
lters, in ſaying of the Service contrary to the 1in- 
ſtrufion of the Book 3 he wiſhed, this Proviſo = 
might be added, that miſtaking of Chapters, miſ- 
reading, ec. ſhould be recovered as no offence, 
ſo that there be yo Maſs-Song, or Popiſh Service 
uſed in Latin, &c. And thus the Bill xeſted to 


be extended, is either to beg, or be exited from.

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Theſe precceding Speeches being thus tranſcr1- 
bed out of the aforeſaid Anonymous imperfet 
Journal, a great part of the reſidue of this days 
paſſages, do naw next enfue, out of the Original 
Journal- Book of the Houſe of Commons, 1n man- 
ner and form following. 

The Committees for the Bill of Treaſons, were 
appointed to meet in the Star-Chamber, upon 
Treſday next , bggweeri two and three of the 
Clock in the Afternoon.

Mr Serjeant Barham and MF Attorney General, 
declared that the Lords deſire that ſome of this 
Houſe be ſent preſently to them for. Conference 3 
whereupon it was Ordered, that all the Privy- 
Council, being of this Houſe , Sir Chriſtopher 
Heydor, M* Wilſon, Sir John Thynne, Sir Nicho- 
las Arnold, Sir Henry Gate , Sir Henry Norrice, 
M* A4rdrian Stocks, M* Recorder of London, M* 
Fleetwood, M* Serjeant Manwood, Mr Serjeant 
Lovelace , M* Henry Knolles Sen., M* Heneage, 
M* Bell, M* Mounſon, M* Norton, and M* Iel- 
verton, {hall preſently repair unto their Lord- 
ſhips : who ſo did, and thereupon brought re- 
port to this Houſe from the Lords , that as the 
Seaſon of the Year waxed very hot, and danger- 
ous for ſickneſs, ſo they deſired, that this Houſe 
would ſpend the time in proceeding with necel- 
fary Bills for the Common-Wealth, and lay afide 
all private Bills in the mean time.

The Bill for Subſidy was read the firſt time, 
to which there is nothing mentioned to have 
been ſpoken by any Member of the Houſe of 
Commons, in the Original Journal-Book of the 
ſaid Houſe 3 and therefore, although that little 
that is ſet down in the often already cited Ano- 
nymous Journal do there remain imperfect, yet 
in reſpe& it is the very laſt thing which is con- 
tained 1n it, I have thought it worthy the tran- 
{cribing; it being as followeth, 

M* John Toung (after that the ſaid Bill of Sub- 
ſidy had been read the firſt t!me) offered the 
Houſe ſome Speech ; and filence being obtained, 


he ſpake to this effe& 5 that the burden of the 
Sublidy and charge by Loans , impoſed by the 
Prince upon us, and the charge of the richeſt 
and moſt nobleſt| Prince being conſidered , it 
were not amils if it ------ 

But what ſhould here follow is hard to be con- 
jetured, in reſpe& that here the aforeſaid Ano- 
nymous Journal breaketh off abruptly. 

Sir Robert Read, and M* DoQor Tale, did 
bring from the Lords a Bill againſt Bulls, ec, 
procured from the See of Rome,as a Bill amongſt 
the reſidue of neceſlary Bills meet to be conſi- 
dered of, and prayed Expedition for the reading 
and paſling thereof. 

The Bill for the EreCtion of ſeven Banks or 
Stocks of money, was read the firlt time. 

On Monday the 23** day of April, the Bill for 
Briſtol, which was committed on Thurſday the 
12" day of this inſtant April preceeding, and 
brought in by M* Comptroller on Saturday the 
21 day of the ſame Month foregoing, was 
this day, upon the Queſtion, Ordered to be in- 
grolled. 

M* Serjeant Manwood, M* Serjeant Lovelace, 
M* Be, M* Mounſon, M* Baber ,o@M* Fenner, 
M- Shute, and Mr Bedef,, are added to the former 
Committees for Vagabonds : but it ſhould rather 
ſeem, that thoſe were the firſt Committees ap- 
pointed in this Bill, and that this was the ſecond 
reading thereof 3 for on Friday the 13** day of 
this inllant April foregoing, it had its firſt read- 
ing, and in the mean time fince, between the 
ſaid day and thisprefent committing of it, there 
is No mention made in the Original Journal-Book 
of the Houſe of Commons , that the ſaid Bill 
mw at all read the ſecond time, or commit- 
ted. 

The Bill for reformation of Promoters , was 
read the firſt time , and after many long Argu- 
ments rejected. And M* Attorney of the Dutchy, | 
M*- Recorder of London , M* Sands , M* Sam- 
poole, M* Bel, M* Popham, and M* Alford, were 
appointed to make a new Bill, and to meet in 
the Temple Church, upon Wedneſday next at two 
of the Clock in the Afternoon. | 

M*- Norton, M* Fenner and M* Fleetwood, were 
appointed to draw a Bill for the preſervation of 
Wood, and to receive information of all ſuch, 
as for that purpoſe ſhall repair unto them. 

The Bill againſt Bulls, &c. procured from the 
See of Rome, was read the firſt time, and M* At- 
torney of the Dutchy, M* Serjeant Feffry, M* Wit- 
braham, M* Telverton, M* Norton, and M* Sands, 
were appointed to conſider of the Bill, and to 
meet at the Temple Church at three of the Clock 
this Afternoon, -

_.. The ſaid Speech therefore of the Lord Keeper, 
pronounced by her Majeſties Commandment,was 
as followeth, viz, 


HE Queens Majeſty, our moſt Dread and 
Gracious Soveraign Lady, hath given me 
Commandment to declare unto you the Cauſes 
of the Summons of this Aſſembly for a Parlia- 
ment to be holden here at this time 5 wherein 
albeit I mean to imploy my whole endeavour to 
the uttermoſt of my power and underſtanding, 
et I muſt needs confeſs, that neither ſhall: you 
[doi it done as the Majeſty of this preſence, nei- 
ther as the gravity of the Cauſe requireth it to be 
done. And yet the often Experience that I bave 
divers and ſundry times had of the Queens Maje- 
ſties great benignity and gentleneſs in bearing 
with and well accepting the doings of thoſe that 
to her Service put their good wills and diligen- 
ces 3 And beſides all, the proof of your Patience 
in the like matter hath ſo much encouraged me, 
that (as I truſt) it ſhall be done although not 
cunningly nor eloquently, yet plainly and truly, 
ſo as it may be well underſtood and eafily born 
away, and therewith alſo as briefly as the great- 
neſs of ſuch a matter will ſuffer. True it 1s, the 
original and principal cauſe is, that things there 
propounded may be orderly and diligently deba- 
ted, deeply conſidered, and thereupon wiſely 
concluded. And to the end alſo that thoſe Con- 
cluſions ſo ma 9s rather for ſuch an univer- 
fal Conſent as in Parliament 1s uſed, remain firm 
and (table. 
- © | Now the matters that are 1n this Parliament to. 
be proved , do conſiſt altogether in two parts. 
The former is in matters of Religion, for the bet- 
ter maintenance of Gods Honour and Glory, 
The ſecond in matters of Policy , for the more 
perfect upholding and eſtabliſhing of the Queens 
jeſties Royal Eſtate , and the preſervation of 
the Common-Weal committed to her Charge. 
The Cauſes of Religion are again to be divided 
into two, that is into mattersof Dodtrine and Di- 
ſcipline. The thing of Policy I mean alſo to part in- 
to other two, that is, into matter concerning the 
good Government of the Subjects at home, 2nd in- 
to cauſes of defence againſt the Enemy «road.

And thus by this Proceſs you ſee you ate, as 
indeed you ought, 

Firſt, To conſider in this your Aſſembly of 
Gods cauſe, which faithfully, ſincerely and. dilj. 
gently done, like as it cannot but bring ſucceſs to 
all the reſt, fo likewiſe lukewarm, deceitful and 
double-dealing therein cannot but breed, nou- 
riſh and bring forth Factions, Diviſions, Seditions, 
ec. to the great peril and danger of all the reſt, 
And the greater that the perſonages be in Autho. 
rity and Dignity that thus deal , the greater of 
neceſſity muſt be the danger of the Comnion- 
Weal. And becauſe Gods Law and Doftrine be. 
ing the firſt Law and branch muſt light upon our 
ſelves that ought to take the benefit of it, as firſt 
and chiefly upon Miniſters of this DoQtrine, either 
for not preaching and teaching by word and exam- 
ple of life ſo purely and reverently as they might; 
or elſe not ſo diligently as they were bound, 

And ſecondly upon us for not hearing it ſo de- 
firouſly, or elſe hearing it and forgetung it, or 
not following it ſo effectually as we ſhould. 

Thirdly, For that _ of us of the Laity do 
not yield and give that eſtimation, countenance 
and credit to the Miniſters of his Do&rine which . 
of right they ought to have, and that many 
greatly hurt the ſetting forth of it :- For this one 
thing may be holden firm by the Rules of good 
Government, that all Officers both Spiritual and 
Temporal that have Governance , during the 
time of their Offices , ought to be preſerved in 
Credit and Eſtimation. For how, can any thing 
be well ſet forth by them that want "Credit ? 
Marry for my part let the time of their Offices 
laſt as their doings do deſerve. 

Fourthly, Becauſe the want of the'number of 
Miniſters that ought to be and be not, and for 
the inſufficiency of thoſe that be for diverſe re- 
ſpe&s. But therein the Queens Highneſs doubt- 
eth nothing, but all that which the difficulty of 
time 1n ſo great a icarcity. of men meet to be ,Mi- 
niſters will ſuffer to be done, ſhall by my Lords 
the Biſhops be done in this behalf, and that as 
ſpeedily, diligently and carefully as can be.- And 
if any perſon admitted or to be admitted to this 
Miniſtry ſhall hereafter either of Arrogancy or 
Ignorance, ſhow any ſtrange Doctrine contrary, 
or varying from that which by common conſent 
of the Realm is publiſhed, to the breach of U- 
nity, that he by thoſe to-whom it appertaineth, 
ſharply and ſpeedily be reformed, all favour and 
fear ſet apart. 

Thus much for Dofrine. You are: moſt ear- 
neſtly alſo to think and conſider of the Diſcipline 
of the Church as one of the ſtrong Pillars of Re- 
ligion, which doubtleſs at this time hath;two 

reat lacks. The firſt the imperfe&tion of Laws 
Ne the countenance of it, which hath grownei- 
ther by reaſon that ſundry. of the Ordigances 
made for that purpoſe ,. be diſuſed or, otherwiſe 
have not their force; or elſe for that moſt of 
the Laws that remain be fuch as for their ſoftneſs 
few men make accoynt of. i113 23 Cl 

The ſecond imperfettion. is the: flothfulnels 

corruption 


————— 
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corruption and fearfulneſs of the Eccleſiaſtical 
Miniſters and Officers in the due Execution of 
thoſe Laws that be good and yet continue. True 
and too true it is, that hereby at this preſent two 
great Enormities daily grow : The former that 
men of wealth and power given to be evil may 
in their Countries live what diflolute and licen- 
tious life they liſt, and both Temporally and Spi- 
ritually offend daily in all the branches of Simo- 
ny, the very Canker of the Church without feel- 
ing of this Diſcipline. 

The ſecond, That many of the laudable Rites 
and Ceremonies of the Church, or pertaining to 
the Miniſters of the ſame agreed upon by com- 
mon conſent, the very Ornaments of our Reli- 
gion are very ill kept , or at leaſt have loſt a 
great part of their Eſtimation. And here (through 
the many faults for want of Diſcipline) to re- 
member you of one particular matter of great 
moment. How cometh it to pals that the com- 
mon people in the Country univerſally come fo 
ſeldom to Common-Prayer and Divine Service, 
and when they do come, be many times fo vainly 
occupied there, or at leaſt do not there as they 
ſhould do, but for want of this Diſcipline? 

And yet to the help of this there was at the 
laſt Parliament a Law made, but hitherto no 
man, no, no man or very few hath ſeen it Exe- 
cuted; as plainly to ſpeak, Laws for the fur- 
therance of this Diſcipline unexecuted be Rods 
for Correftion without Hands. It cannot be de- 
nied but as Superſtition 1s every way to be ab- 
horred for fear of Idolatry ; fo certainly the loſs 
of this Diſcipline is always to be avoided, leſt 
elſe contempt (that neceſſarily muſt follow) may 
cauſe [rreligion to creep faſter in than a man 
would think. For of all other it is the moſt peſti- 
lent and pernicious thing, never ſuffered nor al- 
'Jowed inanyCommon-Weal,nay not amongſt the 
Heathens that were moſt barbarous. But here it 
may be ſaid the miſchief appeareth, - where is the 
remedy ? and that it were better not opened in 
ſuch a preſence, than opened without the reme- 
dy both deviſed and declared. 

In mine opinion the remedies may eaſily be 
deviſcd : all the difficulty is ip the well Executing 
of them. As firſt, if the chief Parſonages of this 
Realm, both in Town and Country, would give 
good Example, it cannot be but it would be 
much to the remedying of a great part of this 
miſchief; 

Secondly, The dividing every one of the Dio- 
ceſes according to their greatneſs into Deaneries, 
as I know commonly they bez and the commit- 
ting of the Deaneries to men well choſen, as I 
think commonly they be not: and then the keep- 
ing of certain ordinary Courts at their preſcript 
times for the well Executing of thoſe Laws of 
Diſcipline, as they ought t&be, with a ſure con- 
troulment of thoſe inferig{Miniſters by the Bi- 
ſhop or his Chancellor, not Biennially or trienni- 
ally, but every year twice or thrice: which uſe 
of neceſſity without very great difficulty may do 
much in very ſhort time to the reformation of 


this, the chief Officers Eccleſiaſtical all being very 
well , and the Laws themſelves being firſt made 
ſufficient and perfe& , which in this Parliament 
may very well be brought to pals. 

And becauſe the proceedings of matters in Di- 
(cipline and Dod&rine do chiefly concern my 
Lords the Biſhops, both for their underſtanding 
and Eccleſiaſtical Funfion, therefore the Queens 
Highneſs looketh that they being called together 
here 1n Parliament, ſhould take the chiefeſt care 
to confer and conſult of theſe matters. And if in 
their Conference they found it behooful to have 
any Temporal Ads made for the amending and 
reforming of any of theſe lacks, that then they 
will exhibit it here in Parliament to be conſider- 
ed upon, and fo Gladins Gladinm, juvabit, as 
before time hath been uſed ; foreſeeing always 
that all Laws and Ordinances for this matter of 
Doctrine and Diſcipline be uniform, and ſo one 
ſort throughout the whole Realm. And thus 
much concerning Religion, being. the firſt 
part. 

Now to the ſecond, that is, matters of Policy. 
And herein firſt for the good Government of the 
Subjetts at home, the lacks and defaults whereof 
as in Diſcipline ſo 1n this (tand altogether 1n the 
imperfection of Laws, or <lſe the fearfulneſs, 
{lothfulneſs and corruption of Temporal Offi- 
cers, that ought to ſee the due Execution of 
them. For the help of the former, you are to 
Examine whether any Laws already made are too 
ſharp or too ſore,and ſo over-burthenſom for the 
Subject, or whether any of them are too looſe or 
too ſoft, and ſo over-dangerous to the State 3 
for like as the former may put in danger many 
an Innocent particularly, ſo the ſecond may put 
in danger both the nocent and innocent, and the 
whole State univerſally. You are alſo further to 
Examine the want and ſuperfluity of Laws, and 
whether crafty Coverouſnels and Malice have de- 
vited any means to' defraud Laws already made, 
or how to do any injuries for which there 1s no 
Law that hath his being to reform it : or whe- 
ther the Common-Weal and State of this Realm, 
by reaſon of any imperfection or cauſe, 1s like to 
fall to any danger or peril 3 for the greater the 
danger is, the greater would the care and conſt- 
deration be for the remedy of it. You are alſo 
to Examine whether there are too many Laws 
for any one thing , which breedeth ſo many 
doubts, that the Subje& is ſometimes to ſeek how 
to obſerve them, and the Chancellor how to 
give advice concerning them. 

As to the ſecond imperfeftion , which 4s the 
want of the due Execution of Laws; becauſe [ 
cannot perceive bur all thereſt and all Laws made 
and to be made is but a vain matter, therefore l 
have thought oft with my ſelf what might be 
the beſt remedy , it not to make all Laws per- 
fetly Executed (for that I can hardly hope of ) 
yet to make them in much better Caſe than now 
they be. And when I had conſidered all things, 
I could find no helpbur this: The firſt by having 


| great care in the choice of thoſe Officers that 
Cc have 
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have the Execution of Laws. The ſecond, to do 
as much as may be for the baniſhing of {loth, 
corruption and fears from them. A third way 
there is which I leave to your judgments, this it 
1s: there ſhould be a triennial or biennial Viſita- 
tion 1n this nature, made of all the Temporal 
Officers and Miniſters that by virtue of their 
Office have in. charge to ſee the Execution of 
Laws. By this I mean that the Queens Majeſty 
ſhould make choice every ſecond or third year 
of certain expert and approved perſons, to whom 
Commiſſion ſhould be granted to try out and 
examine by all ways and means the offences of 
all ach as have not ſecn to the due Execution of 
the Laws according to the toffices and charges 
committed to them by the Prince. And the of- 
fences ſo found and certified to be ſharply pu- 
niſhed without remiſſion or redemption. Of ef- 
fe&t much like this, and to the like end was the 
Viſitation of the Church firſt deviſed ; whereof, 
1n the beginning of it, came great good doubt- 
leſsz and reaſon I ſec none but the like good 
ought to follow upon like Viſitation made a- 
moneg(t Temporal Officers. And the old Commiſ- 
fion of Oyer tended ſomewhat to this end. I 
doubt certainly if the Laws and Statutes of this 
Realm ſhould not indifferently, uprightly and 

diligently be put in Execution (as my truſt is 
they ſhall) eſpecially in the great and open 
Courts of this Realm, then my burthen, I con- 
fels, is equal with the greateſt, and yet for my 
part, I would gladly every year hear of, and 
yield to ſuch a Comptroller. 

. Now to the laſt and greateſt, which is the de- 
fence againſt the Foreign Enemy abroad and his 
Confederates brought up and bred amongſt us 
our ſelves, becauſe theſe matters be by reaſon 
now chiefly in hand , and that the dealings of 
the outward Enemy be matters that go to the 
whole, and that this preſence you know repre- 
ſenteth the whole 3 Therefore in all congruity 
it ſeemeth reaſon that all we for and in the name 
of the whole conſider carefully of this cauſe, and 
g1ve preſent aſliſtance for the help of it.. And to 
the end you may be more able to give good 
Counſel and advice therein, it hath been thought 
meet I ſhould ſummarily and ſhortly make you 
privy of theſe proceedings, which ſhall be the 
_ underſtood it I begin at the root as I in- 
tend : 

This it 1s: The Queens Majeſty at her coming 
to the Crown finding this her Realm in a ragged 
and torn State, and yet in Wars with a mighty 
Enemy, the Chief Fortrels of the ſame loſt, to 
the Realms great diſhonour and weakning ; her 
- Frontier Towns not ſufficiently fortified , the 
/ Revenue of the Crown greatly ſpoiled,the Trea- 
ſure of the Realm not only waſted, but the 
Realm alſo greatly indebted 3 The Land of Ire- 
land much out of order 3 The Staple and Store 
of all kind of Munition for the Realtns defence 
marvellouſly conſumed; The Navy and Sea mat- 
ters nothing in the State they now be, was for- 


ced to give Ear to a Peace with ſome other Con- 


ditions than elſe it is like her Highneſs would 
have come to, to the end that theſe dangerous 
defaults might be in the time of Peace ſufficiently 
for the ſecurity, of the Realm provided for. 
Whereupon indeed her Highneſs (Peace being 
concluded) entred into the reforming and ſu 
plying of moſt of all thoſe great lacks, and for 
the well-doing of them hath not forborn to 
take any care or pains, neither hath ſhe ſticked 
for the compaſling of this both to ſpend her 
own Treaſure, to fell her own Lands, to prove 
her own Credit at home and abroad to the utter- 
moſt, and all this for our Sureties and quiet, 
(Here want the Cauſes why the Queens Highneſs 
ſent her Forces to lic in aſliſting the Admiral and 
others againſt the Guiſes , and a Declaration of 
the great charges that grew thereby.) 

Thus have you heard the ſum of thoſe Pro- 
ceedings 3 whereby it is plain and evident, that 
as our moſt Dear and Gracious Soveraign Lady, 
hath for the preſervation of common quiet, and 
for our own Surety againſt the common Enemy, 
forborn no care or travel in the deviling,no more 
hath ſhe charge or expence in the performing. [ 
may ſafely aftirm it, becauſe I am well able to 
prove it, that the Charges of the managing of 
theſe Afﬀairs, and that that hath been done f1nce 
the Queens Majeſty came to the Crown in ſup- 
plying the dangers aforementioned, amount to 
as much as two of the greateſt Sublidies that I 
can remember ; a matter not poſſibly to be born 
for that which is paſt, nor to be continued for 
that which is to come by the ordinary Revenue 
of the Crown, and yet of neceſlity to be done, 
except all (which God forbid) ſhould run to 
ruine: If when any part of the natural body 
happeneth to be in danger, the head and every 
part haſteth to the relief z what would then be 
done trow ye, when peril is offered , that the 
Head ſhould take the whole care and bear the 
whole burthen, and all the Members remain un- 
careful and uncharged therewith 2 How light a 
burthen it is when 1t is born of many, is under- 
ſtood of us all, But hereof I make a ſtay, be- 
cauſe there is no doubt your good wills and to- 
wardneſs upon theſe Conſiderations be ſuch, as 
this laſt Speech of mine needeth not , and fo 
doubtleſs the Queens Highneſs taketh it. And 
yet your Wiſdoms well know, that the Office of 
this place which I occupy, craveth thus much to 
be ſaid at my hands, and for that purpoſe chiefly 
could I truſt you take it, and not for any necel- 
fity to draw them by perſwaſion that otherwiſe 
of their own diſpoſition be forward enough. The 
Declarations of the Proceedings being uttered, [ 
do aſſure my ſelf to ſuffice to men of your under- 
ſtanding and inclination. For how can a man 
think that any is ſo void of reaſon , that he 


would not gladly offer any aid again{t a Foreign 
. as to make for the fafery 


Enemy, that he w 
of his own Country, his Soveraign, himſelf, his 
Wife and Children ; eſpecially when by teaſon 
is plain, that the Queens Majeſty hath alrcady, 
and daily doth imploy her own Treaſure, pan 
an 
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and her Lands and Credit , not in any Glorious 
Triumphs, ſuperfluous and ſumptuous Buildings 
of delight, vain and chargable Embaſlages, net- 
ther in any other matters of will and pleaſure; 
I mean, no Expence to be noted in a Prince of 
thirteen Years Reign, but as far as man can judge 
in the Service of her Realm and neceſlary de- 
fence for her people, and for the annoyance of 
the Enemy. Yet hath it been ſeen ere this, that 
Princes Wills, Pleaſures and Delights, have been 
followed in Expences 4 neccflities. And now 
God be thanked the doings have been ſuch ſince 
the Queens Highneſs Reign, that'to the indiffe- 
rent man it will be probable and plain, that the 
relieving of the Realms neceſlity is become the 
Princes Delight ; a good Change, God continue 
it, a marvellous good Example for us to follow, 
and yet it is ſcant credible how Jong it was, and 
in the end with what difficulty the Queens Ma- 
jeſty came to agree that this Example ſhould be 
: followed by us, in being content that this Par- 
liament ſhould be Summoned, that it might be 
moved that the Realm might contribute to the 
Realms defence, with ſuch difficulty indeed, that 
if any other way could have been deviſed (her 
Honour and Realms Surety ſaved) this had ne- 
yer been attempted : So Joth ſhe is to any offen- 
five matter by burthen or charge, that if any 
other way could have been deviſed, this had not 
been: and ſo from her own Mouth ſhe Comman- 
ded me to ſay unto you. 

Oh what agrief 1t is toa Prince (trow you 
when he findeth ſuch want that he is not able ſo 
to confider of the Service of his Servants and 
Subjeas 3 this dangerous and neceſlary Service, 
as their deſerts do crave ! knowing that moſt 
commonly the ' very life and heart of the Ser- 
vant, and Souldier which ſo often offereth him- 
ſelf to the Cannon, the Pike, the Fire, is either 
over-thrown or ſet up as regard is had of his pe- 
rils. Except there be ſome odd men (as they 
call them.) of that perfe&ion, that virtue and 
well-doing is their mark, and not reward, who 
hold for firm, . that Re&i fati merces et feciſſe 
tantum, but Rara avis in terris, &c. Yea, thoſe 
are ſo-rare as counſel cannot be given that Prin- 
cesService ſhould hang on the help of ſuch hope, 
and yet theſe be the perfecteſt and beſt, but the 
World is not Gaved | by ſuch. To give good 
words is a good thing, but often uſed, albeit ne- 
ver ſo cunningly, without Deeds or Service, is 
reputed but as Wind, and is indeed dare verba. 
Marty, power ſerving not , then it deſerveth 
great Comimendations ; for it is as much as can 
be done 2 for altra poſſe. no eſt eſſe. But hereof 
thinketh little the greateſt number. But to a 
Prince who thinketh thus much, and daily think- 
eth and feeleth of it, what a tormenting trou- 
ble is ſuch a want think ye ? Theſe wants when 
they happen, would be, ought to be moſt holp- 
en. But here I have troubled you further than 
I meant, or perchance needed. If I have ſo 
done, I pray you apply it to the beſt as I meant 


And thus no further to trouble you but to 


make an end. You have heard Firſt, the cauſes 


of this Aſſembly. Secondly, Whatl think meet 


to be remembred. Thirdfy, What for the Go- 
vernance of the Subje& at home, and what hath 
been done for the defence of the Enemy abroad 3 
your Offices and Duties, to be careful to confi- 


der of theſe matters, which I have the rather 


ſummarily remembred than efteQually diſcourſed 
upon. The former pertaineth to my Office as a 


Remembrancer. The ſecond to you as Execu- 
tors of theſe remembrances. And becauſe you

of Anthony Maſon Eſq; at this time Clerk of the 
Upper Houſe , wholly omitted in the Original 
Journal-Book of the ſame 3 ſo alſo by a like neg- 
ligence are all thoſe many and ſeveral Proroga- 
tions buried 1n Silence, by which this Parliament 
was continued without Diſſolution until the next 
meeting thereof on Wedneſday the 8 day of 
February in the eighteenth year of her Majeſties 
Reign, which was the ſecond Seflion of this pre- 
ſent Parliament, and held about four years after 
the determination of this firſt Seſſion by Ad- 
journment as aforeſaid : ſo that it is very proba- 
ble, that there are not leſs than twenty ſeveral 
Prorogations. For between that foreſaid ſecond 
Seſftion in ar. 18 Regine Eliz. and the third Se(- 
ſion of this preſent Parliament in ar. 23 Regine 
ejuſdem, which contained not above one years 
{ſpace more than had intervened between the 
two former Seſfions, there paſled at leaſt twenty 
five Prorogations, as doth plainly appear in the 
end of the Original Journal-Book of the Up- 
per Houſe in the ſaid Sefton of Parliament, 
de an.

H1S Journal of the Houſe of Com- 
mons containeth in. it not only 
many good paſlages touching the 
ordinary reading, committing and 
expediting of Bills , but 1s plentt- 

fully ſtored alſo with the frequent agitation and 
diſcuſſion of that great bulineſs touching the 
Scottiſh Queen, whoſe practices not only with 
Thomas Howard Dake of Norfolk, but alſo with 
the Foreign Enemies of her Majeſty for the de- 
ſtruction and Invaſion of the Realm are notably 
deſcribed s which alſo is much enlarged out of 
a written Copy I had by me of ſuch reaſons as 
were conceived in the Houſe of Commons for 
her ſpeedy Execution, and of the Petition alſo 
preferred to her Majeſty to the ſame purpoſe : 
which ſaid Reaſons and Petition being not found 
in the Original Journal-Book of the Houſe of 
Commons, I have therefore, to avoid confuſion, 
diſtinguiſhed by an Annotation or Animadver- 
fion from that of the Journal it ſelf, where it 
hath in its due place been inſerted. There paſſed 
alſo in this ſaid Seffion a Bill againſt the ſaid 
Queen of Scots , which is falſly referred in di- 
vers Copies thereof to the 23 year of her Ma- 


jelty. 

On Thurſday the 8** day of May, this firſt Sef- 
fion of the fourth Parliament of her Majeſties 
Reign beginning at Weſtminſter, The Right Ho- 
nourable the Earl of Lincoln, High Admiral of 
England, and by her Highneſs appointed Lord 
Steward for this preſent time, came to the Lower 
Houſe of Parliament accompanied with divers 
Others of her Majeſties moſt Honourable Privy- 
Council, viz. Sir Francis Knoles Knight, Trea- 
lurer of her Highne(s moſt Honourable Houſhold, 


Sir James Crofts Knight, Comptroller of the ſame, 
Sir Ralph Sadler Knight, Chancellor of her Ma- 
jelties Dutchy of Lancaſter, and Sir Walter Mzld- 
may Knight, Chancellor of her Highneſs Court 
of Exchequer : And did then and there miniſter 
the Oath unto all the Knights, Citizens, Burgefles 
and Barons then and there Aſſembled 5 The faid 
Earl of Lincoln Conſtituting and Authorizing the 
ſaid Sir Francis Knoles, Sir James Crofts, Sir 
Ralph Sadler and Sir Walter Mildmay to be his 
Deputies in and for the more ſpeedy miniſtrati- 
on of the ſaid Oath, according to the Statute 
in that behalf lately made and provided, unto 
all ſuch others of the ſaid Knights, Citizens, Bur- 
geſles and Barons as ſhould happen afterwards to 
appear upon any return during this preſent Par- 
liament. 

This day Robert Bel! of the Middle-Temple 
London Elqz was Choſen Speaker for this preſent 
Parliament. But whether her Majeity were this 
day in Perſon in the Upper Houſe, or by what 
Authority from her ſaid Highneſs the taid Speaker 
was Ele&ed, cannot poſhibly be gathered out of 
the Original Journal of the ſaid Upper Houle, 
or that of the Houſe of Commons, but elſewhere 
it appears the Lord Keeper gave them Authority 
in the end of his Speech on Thurſday fore- 
going. . 

On Saturday the 10% day of May, M* Speaker 
was by the Houſe preſented to the Queens Ma- 
jeſty, and of her Highneſs well accepted and al- 
lowed 3 who after his Oration made and the Or- 
dinary Petitions granted, repaired to the Houſe of 
Commons; and being ſet in the Chair received 
the Oath. After which according to the uſual 


| form was read, 
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The Bill concerning Bayles to be taken in the 
Court of Common-Pleas, was read the firſt 
time. 

On Mozday the 12t* day of May, Four Bills 
of no great moment had each of them their firſt 
reading 3 of which the third being the Bill for 
Proclamations to be made in Pariſh Churches and 
Chappels before Outlawries, was committed un- 
to M* Gent, M* Kobert Snagg , M* Fenner, M* 
Humberſton, M* Flowerdne , M* French and M* 
Bozes : who were appointed to meet this Atter- 
noon at cywo of the Clock in the Temple 
Church. 

The Lords did ſend Sir Richard Read and M*

Two Bills alſo of no great moment had each 
of them one reading 3 of which the ſecond be- 
ing the Bill againſt fraudulent Conveyances and 
ſecret Eſtates of Lands, was read the ſecond time 
and committed unto Sir Her. Gates, Sir Nichol, 
Arnold, M* Recorder, M* Monſon, M* Fenner, 
M* Edward Stanhoppe, M" Snagg, who were ap- 
pointed to meet in Lzxcolns-1:n-Hall this Aﬀter- 
noon at two of the Clock, and to return the Bill 
to Morrow. 

On Saturday the 17** day of May, Five Bills 
of no great moment had each of them their firſt 
reading 3 of which the laſt being the Bill that 
Patrons ſhall not loſe their Preſentations by lapſe 
without notice when the Incumbents take ano- 
ther Benefice, was read the firſt time.

The Bill concerning Rites and Ceremonies was 
read the ſecond time, and Ordered to be in- 
groſled. 

M* Doctor Yale and M* Doctor Huick brought 
from the Lords a Bill againſt the Forging of Fo- 
reign Coin not currant within this Realm. 

Four Bills alſo of no great moment had each 
of them one reading of which the ſecond be- 
ing the Bill againſt the deceits: of Under-Col- 
lectors of the Tenths and Subſidies of the Clergy, 
was read the ſecond time and Ordered to be in- 
grolled. 

M* Attorney of the Court of Wards in the 
name of all the Committees in the great cauſe 
(whoſe names ſee on Monday 'the 12** day of 
this inſtant May foregoing) made report unto 
the Houſe of their Conference therein had with 
the Lords ; which being done , after ſundry 
Speeches it was upongthe Queſtion reſolved by 
the Houſe, for the better ſafety and preſervation 
of the Queens Majeſties Perſon, and the preſent 
State, to make choice of proceeding againſt the 
Scottiſh Queen in the higheſt degree of Trea- 
ſon, and therein to touch her as well in Life as 
in Title and Dignity, and that of neceſlity with 
all poſlible ſpeed by the whole Voice of the 
Houle. 

But upon what occaſions or motives the Houfe 
grounded this their advice and reſolution, doth 
not appear 1n the Original Journal-Book of the 
ſame : But moſt probable 1t is, that they were 
the ſame which remain'in written Copies in many 
hands, though tallly attributed to have been pre- 
ſented unto her Majeſty in the Thirteenth Year 
of herReign : whereas it appears plainly by both 
the Original Journal-Books of the Upper Houſe 
and Houſe of Commons, and by all other Mo- 
numents of the Parliament de az. 13 Regin, Eliz. 
that there was not ſo much as any mention made 
of the Queen of Scots or her dangerous pradti- 
ces, which were ſo much and fo often agitated 
in this preſent Seflion de 4.14. And therefore 
it being ſo plain that they, were tendred unto her 
Majeſty in this ſaid preſent Sefftion, and bein 
alſo molt likely that they were at this time framed 
in the Houſe of Commons, and were the cauſe 
of this dayes above-recited Reſolution, although 
it doth not certainly appear that they ought to 
be referred to this very place 3 yet I thought 
good to have them inſerted here in manner and 
form following. Which ſaid reaſons (as is very 
probable) were preſented unto her Majeſty the 
28h day of May enſuing. 


Reaſons to prove the Queens Majeſty bound in Cou- 
ſcience to proceed with Severity in this Caſe of the 
late Queen of Scots. 


| | 'HE Word of God which is the only Di- 

rector of Conſciences, and a certain Rule 
or all Eſtates and Offices, doth often and moſt 
earneſtly teach, that Godly Princes or Magiltrates 


not only in Conſcience fafely may, bur allo in 
Duty 
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Duty towards God ought ſeverely and uprightly 
to adminiſter Juſtice. 

. For this is one of the Principal Cauſes for the 
which the Providence and Wiſdom of God hath 
ordained Magiſtrates m Common-Wealths, that 
they might by Juſtice and punilhment accord- 
ing to the greatneſs of the offences repreſs the 
wickedneſs of Mankind , whereunto by corrup- 
tion of nature they are inclined. | 

The Magiſtrate (as $* Paul ſaith, Rowe. 13.) is 
the Miniſter of God and the Revenger of wrath 
towards him that hath done evil, &c. And S' Peter, 
1 Pet. 2. Be ſubjed to the King as to the Chief, or 
to the Under-Rulers as ſent of him ad vinditam 
nocentium , to the puniſhment or revengement of 
Offendors , and to the praiſe of them that do 
well. 

If the Magiſtrate doth not this, God threat- 
neth heavy puniſhment. When you were (faith 
Wiſdome to Princes, Sap. 6g) the Miniſters of his 
Kingdom, you have not Executed Judgment right- 
ly, nor kept the Law, nor walked according to his 
Will, Horrible therefore and right ſoon ſhall he 
appear unto you : for an hard Judgment ſhall they 
have that bear rule. Potentes potenter tormenta 
patientur, 

Now then if the Magiſtrate be the Miniſter of 
God, in his name and authority to puniſh the 
wicked according to the Meaſure of their offen- 
ces, and are threatned grievous puniſhment if 
they do not; and on the other Party, the late 
ScottiſhQueen hath offended in two higheſt de- 

rees both concerning Gods Religion and the 
Soheriibg and deſtruction of our Prince : we 
ſee not but her Majeſty muſt needs offend in 
Conſcience before God, if {he do not puniſh her 
according to the meaſure of her offence in the 
higheſt degree. WY 

Small » [rH for great offences inſpect 
of any perſon is partiality and (lack Juſtice,\which 
God above all things in Judgment forbiddeth. 
. Conſider not (faith God) the perſon of the poor, 
nor honour the Conntenance of the rich, Levit. 1g. 

It is not good (faith Solomon, Prov. 18.) to 
conſider the perſon of the wicked thereby to decline 
from the truth of Judgment. 

And Jeſus Sirach, Make no labour to be a Fudge, 
except thou have that ſtoutneſs that thou mightily 
.mmayeſt put down wickedneſs : for if thou ſtand in 
awe of the mighty, thou canſt not but fail in giving 
Sentence. Ecclus. 7. 

Wherefore whether the late Queen of Scots be 
Queen or SubjeR, be Stranger or Citizen, be Kin 
or not Kin, by Gods word for fo great offences

times brings Sinners to puniſhment for other of- 
fences than thoſe that are known and appear to 
the World. And therefore hath he ſhewed him- 
ſelf grievouſlly diſpleaſed when ſuch by colour 
of Mercy and Pity in Princes have eſcaped juſt 
Judgment. 

Becauſe Sal ſpared Agag,(1 Reg. 15.)although 
he were a King, God took from the ſame Sayl 
his good Spirit, and transferred the Kingdom of 
[jrael from him and from his Heirs for ever. 

When Achab ſpared Benhadad the King of 
Syria by his unreaſonable Clemency, though he 
were a great Prince, God willed the Prophet to 
ſay unto him , Becauſe thou haſt let eſcape out of 
thy hands the man that I would have to die,thy life 
ſhall be for his life, and thy people for his people. 

In theſe Examples great pretence might be 
made for Mercy for ſparing of them, _s great 
reproach of bloodinels and Cruelty in the con- 
trary 3 but we ſee how God judged them. 

The late Queen of Scots being a grievous Of- 
tendor divers ways both before the came into 
this Land and afterwards alſo, hath been by Gods 
ſpecial and remarkable Providence put into the 
Queens Majeſties hands to be puniſhed, and that 
far more notably than Agag and Benhadad were 
put into the hands of Saul and Achab. 

Therefore it is greatly to be feared if ſhe e- 
ſcape as Benhadad did under pretence of mercy 
and favourable dealing , that Gods heavy dif- 
pleaſure will for the ſame, light both upon the 
Prince and the Realm, as it did upon Achab and 
the Iſraelites ſhortly after. 

This Sentence of the Prophet (as it is for cer- 
tain reported) was ſpoken to the Lord James 
now Regent in Scotland ,, when with too much 
lenity he proceeded therein ; it hath followed 
too true 1n him, the Lord turn-it from our Gra- 
clous Soveraign, 

The third Reaſon. Every good Prince ought 
by Gods Commandment to puniſh even with 
Death all ſuch as do ſeek to ſeduce the People of 
God from his true worſhip unto Superſtition and 
Idolatry. For that offence God hath always moſt 
grievoully puniſhed,as committed againſt the firſt 
Table, Dewt. 13. His words-are theſe : If thy 
Brother the Son of thy Mother, or thine own Son, 
or thy Daughter, or thy Wife that lieth within thy 
Boſom, or thy Friend which is as thine own Soul 
unto thee, ſhall entice thee ſojing , Let us go and 
ſerve ſtrange Gods, &c. Thou ſhalt not conſent un- 
to him nor hearken unto hbims thine Eye ſhall not 
pity him, neither ſhalt thou have compaſſron upon 
him, nor keep him ſecret, but cauſe him to be ſlain ; 


ſhe ſhould have the juſt deſerved puniſhment, | #hine ewn hand ſhall be firſt upon hine to kill him, 


and that in the higheſt degree. 

The ſecond Reaſon. When God by his juſt Pro- 
vidence doth commit any grievous Offendor in- 
to the hands of a Prince or Magiſtrate as to his 
Miniſter to be puniſhed, he ought to fear the 
heavy diſpleaſure of God if by any colour he 
do omit the ſame. Nor enim hominis Tudicinm 


eſt, ſed Dei ;, & malediFus eſt qui facit opus Do- 


mini fraudulenter vel negligenter : For God often 


&c.. And afterwards addeth, and all 1ſrael ſhall 
fear to do any more any ſuch wickedneſs. 

The Refidue of that Chapter afterwards con- 
taineth more grievous matter, which we would 
wiſh all them ro read that in great offences un- 
der the colour of pity are loth to have-ſharp pu- 
mſhment uſed. | 

Here you may perceive that God-willeth his 
Magiſtrate not to ſpare-either Brother or _ 

| n 
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Son or Daughter, Wife or Friend, be he never | 


ſo nigh, if he ſeek to ſeduce the People of God 
from his true Worſhip 5 much leſs is an Enemy 
and Traitor to be ſpared. Yea, and he addeth 
the cauſe why he would have ſuch ſharp puniſh- 
ment uſed in ſuch Caſes , That Ijrael may fear to 
do the like. 

But the late Queen of Scots hath not only 
ſought and wrought by all means ſhe can, to ſe- 
duce the people of God in this Realm from true 
Religion z but is the only hope of all the Adver- 
faries of God throughout all Exrope, and the In- 
ſtrument whereby they truſt to overthrow the 
Goſpel of Chriſt in all Countries. And therefore 
if (he have not that puniſhment which God 1n 
this place aforementioned appointeth3 lt is of all 
Chriſtian hearts to be feared,that Gods jultPlague 
will light both upon the Magiſtrates and Sub- 
jets : but that by our (lackneſs and remiſs Ju- 
ſtice we give occalion of the overthrow of God's 
Glory and truth in his Church mercitully reſto- 
red unto us in thoſe latter days. 

Conſtantinus Magnus cauſed Licinins to be put 

Euſeb. 1; 2, £O Death, being not his Subject but 
de vita Con- his Fellow-Emperor, for that the ſaid 
ſtan. T;:2ixs labourcd to ſubvert Chriſtian 
Religion. And the ſame Conſtantinus is for the 
ſame in all Hiſtories highly commended. Much 
more ſhall it be lawful for the Queens Majeſty 
to Execute this Woman, who beſides the Subver- 
. fion of Religion hath ſought the Life of the 
- ame our Gracious Soveraign. 
' The Fourth Reaſon. It is dangerous for any 
Perſon being a Prince, both for his own State as 
alſo for that puniſhment which may come from 
God's hand, by {lackneſs of Juſtice in great of- 
fences to give occalion by hope of impunity of 
the increaſe of like wickedneſs. | 

Joab being ſpared of David for Murthering 
Abner, killed Amaſa alſo. 

Becauſe Ammon was winked at by his Father 
for committing Rape and Inceſt with his own 
Siſter, Abſalom under hope of like Impunity was 
emboldened to murther his Brother Amor. 

But look, I pray you, how grievouſly God 
puniſhed that (lack Juſtice of David coloured 
with a tender heart towards his Children. Did 
he not ſuffer, yea and by his juſt Judgment raiſe 
one of his own Sons towards whom he uſed 
that exceſſive tenderneſs and pity to rebel a- 
gainſt him and drive him out of his own King- 
dom ? 

The late Scottiſh Queen hath heaped up to- 
gether all the Sins of the Licentious Sons of Da- 
vid, Adulteries, Murders, Conſpiracies, Treaſons, 
and Blaſpemies againſt God allo ; and if ſhe e- 
ſcape with ſmall puniſhment, her Majeſty in Con- 
ſcience ought, as alſo good and faithful Subjetts 
to fear that God will reſerve her as an Inſtrument 
to put her from the Royal Seat of this Kingdom, 
and to plague the unthankful and naughty Sub- 
jects. Prod omen ut Dens avertat precamur. Shall 
we think that God will not plague it? Surely 
Our hearts do fear he will do it grievouſly. 


The fifth Reaſon. A Prince ought in Conſci- 


ence before God by all the means he can to ſee 


to the Quietneſs, Safety and good Eſtate of that 
People over which God hath appointed him Go- 
vernour, 

For in the Prophets oftentimes under the 
names of Paſtors and Watchmen he threatneth 
great puniſhment to Princes and Governours tor 
the contrary; eſpecially 1n Exzechiel 3, and 34. 
And (ignifieth, that if his People periſh either in 
Soul or Body, by (lackneſs in admuniſtring juſtice 
or by any other mi{-government , God will re- 
quire their Blood at the Princes hands 3 which 
places as they- may be applied to Prophets and 
Teachers, ſo do they not exclude but principally 
comprehend Kings and Magiſtrates, as Hierony- 
mus noteth in Ezechiel 33. the words of the 
Prophet are thele, 27z. 

If the Watchmen ſee the Sword and blow not the 
Trumpet, ſo that the people is not warned ; If the 
Sword come then and take any man from among 
them, the ſame ſhall be taken away in his own ſin 
from among them, but his Blood will I requare at the 
Watchmans hand. Ezechiel 33. 

And again, Woe unto the Shepherds that deſtroy 
and ſcatter my Flock, ſaith the Lord,&c. You ſcatter 
and thruſt out of my Flock and do not look uport 
them:Therefore will I viſit the wickedneſs of your ima- 
ginations, &c. Jer. 23. By theſe and fuch other 
words in many places God ſignifieth, it his Peo- 
ple periſh either 1n Soul or Body by the (lack or 
remiſs Government of them that are appointed 
Rulers over them, and as it were Shepherds and 
Herdſmen to keep them from danger , thar he 
will require the Blood of his people at their 
hands. 

But the late Scottiſh Queen with her Allies by 


the pretenſed Title, and other wicked, deviliſh 


and Traiterous devices and workings, ts like to 
bring confuſion to this Realm of Erng/and and the 
People thereof , as evidently appeareth to all 


; good and faithful Subjets. Theretore the Prince 


oftendeth grievoully before God, and is in dan- 
ger of the Blood of Gods People, it tor the ſatery 
of the ſame ſhe doth not cut her oft. 

3 Reg. 2. Solomon a Wile and godly Prince 
ſpared not his own natural , yea and his Elder 
Brother Adonijah, tor ſuſpition and hkel;hood of 
Treaſon, and for a Marriage purpoſed only but 
put him to Death for the ſame, and that ſpeedi- 
ly without courfe of Judgment, left by delay 
trouble and danger might have enſued, not only 
to his own Perſon being Prince and Chict Mint- 
{ter of God in that Land, but allo ro that People 
over which he had charge, and for ſafety whereof 
in Conſcience he was bound to deal. He would 
have thought it a great burthen to his Conſct- 
ence if by the ſparing of one mans Lite, were he 
never fo nigh of Blood unto him, he would have 
hazarded the Seat in which God had placed him, 
and the Blood of many thoutands of his Peo- 
ple which by a Rebellion might have been 
ſpent. 


But this Woman and her greatly deſired Hul- 
: E e band,

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band, as ſhe pretendeth, have put far more hai- 
nous matters in Execution : wherefore her Caſe 
ſtanding as it doth, there is no ſcruple in Conlſci- 
ence to proceed with Severity, but great danger 
in Conſcience for dealing too mildly and con- 
trary to Order of Juſtice , making the puniſh- 
ment leſs than the offence, with the danger of 
her Majelties own perſon, the hazard of the 
Realm, and the Subverſion of Gods Truth. 

The ſxth Reaſon. It 1s dangerous for any Chri- 
ſtian Prince and contrary tothe word of God, with 


colour of Mercy and Pity, to do that whereby he | p 


{ball diſcourage and kill the hearts not only of his 
own good Subjects and faithful Councellors, but 
alſo of all other Nations faithfully profeſſing 
Gods Religion and his true worſhip, as may well 
appear in the Example of David. 

David having this infirmity of too much Pity 
and Indulgency towards Offendors, which 1s not 
of any Prince to be followed, did forbid that his 
Traiterous Son Abſolo-2 (ſhould be (lain; and when 
he was killed, effeminately he bewailed the ſame 
to the diſcouraging of his People: but he was 
ſharply rebuked by Joab his Councellor ſaying, 
Thou haſt ſhamed this day the faces of thy Servants 
which have ſaved thy life and the life of thy Sons, 
Sec. Thou loveſt thoſe that hate thee, and thou 
ſheweſt this day that thou paſſeſt not for thy Cap- 
tains aud thy Servants; And now I perceive if Ab- 
folom had lived and all we had been ſlain, it would 
have pleaſed thee well. 

What inconvenience was like to follow unto 
David by this doing, and what other good di- 
rection may be taken out of this Hiſtory well 
conſidered, for brevities ſake we leave to the 
Conſideration of wiſe Princes and Governours. 

When David was ſo much moved with theſe 
words that he was contented to take another 
eourſe, which turned both to the Comfort of his 
Subjects and his own benefit , the application 
needeth not. 

If David were moved thus to do to the Com- 
fort of his own Subjects only and the abaſhing of 
his own private Rebels; how much more have 
we to defire God to move the Queens Majeſty, 
by the Execution of this Lady, to glad the hearts 
of all true Chriſtians in Exrope, and to abaſh and 
damp the minds of all the Enemnes of God, and 
Friends of Antichriſt ? 

Obj. It may be objeted that thus to pro- 
_ is not Honourable for the Queens Ma- 
zclty. 

Reſponſ. The ſhadow of Honour (as may evi- 
dently appear) deceived upon like occaſion both 
King Sar in ſparing Agag King of«Amaleck , and 
King Achab in receiving to his Mercy King Ber- 
hadad, as it is in the Example 1n the ſecond Rea- 
ſon mentioned , who did pretend great honour 
in ſaving a King, and thought diſhonour in the 
contrary, that one King ſhould kill another ; but 
mans Judgment and Gods in ſuch caſfesare far di- 
verſe: for indeed Execution of Juſtice upon any 


Joſhua a worthy Prince .and Governour put 
to Death at one time five Kings , and that ag 
might appear rudely, cauſing his Souldiers tg 
ſet thtir Feet on their Necks and (lay them, and 
willed them to be ſtout and not to fear to do 
it. Joſhua 10. 

We find alſo in the Scriptures that in this Zeal 
of Juſtice two wicked Queens, Jeſabel and Atha- 
liah, both inferior in miſchief to thislate Queen, 
have been by Gods Magiſtrates Executed, and 
the ſame Execution commended in Scri- 
ture. 

04j. It may befurther objected that the Queens 
Majeſty in ſo doing ſhould exceed the limits and 
bounds of Mercy and Clemency. 

Reſp. Indeed a Prince ſhould be merciful, but 
he ſhould be juſt alſo. It is faid Miſericordia &5 
veritas cutodinunt Regem z but in the next Chap- 
ter it followeth, ©: ſequitur juſtitiam &+ miſeri- 
cordiam, inveniet vitam. Pro. 20. | 

The Prince in Government mult be like unto 
him who is not only amiable by Mercy, but ter- 
rible alſo by Juſticez and therefore 1s called M;- 


ſericors & Fuſtus Dominus, Mercy oftentimes 
ſheweth it ſelf in the Image of Juſtice 3 Yea and 
Juſtice in Scriptures is by God called Mercy, P/a/. 
136. Who ſmote Egypt with their firſt-born, for 
his mercy endureth for ever. In that Pſalm the 
ſmiting of Egypt with terrible Plagues, the de. 
{truftion of Pharaoh , the killing of great and 
mighty Kings are called the merciful works of 
God, as indeed they were, but mercy towards 
the People of God, and not towards the Ene- 


. . St Auguſtine allo ſaith , 


perſon whatſoever , is and ever hath been ac- 
counted honourable. 


mies of God and of his People. 

Therefore as the Queens Majeſty indeed is 
merciful, ſo we moſt humbly deſire her that ſhe 
will open her Mercy towards Gods People and 
her good Subjects, in diſpatching thoſe Enemies 
that ſeek the confuſion of Gods cauſe amongſt 
us, and of this noble Realm. 

It may alſo be ſaid that to ſpare one Perſon 
being an Enemy, a Stranger, a protelied Mem- 
ber of Antichriſt, and Convicted of ſo many 
hainous Crimes , with the evident peril of ſo 
many thouſands of Bodies and Souls of good and 
faithful Subjets, may juſtly be termed Crudelis 
miſericordia.

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Obhje&. But happily it may be that ſome do 
diſcredit theſe realons by the perſons, when they 
cannot by the matter 3 and will put in her Ma- 
jeſties mind, that we in perſwading her, reſpett 
our own danger and fear of peril coming to us, 
and not right and true judgment : Yea, and that 
it may appear very unſeemly and worthy ſharp 
reproof 1n a Biſhop to excite a Prince to Cru- 
elty and Blood, contrary to her merciful incli- 
nation. 

Reſp. As touching the firſt branch, Surely we 
ſee not any great continuance of danger hkely 
to come unto us, more than to all good Subjefs 
while this State ſtandeth 3 and the State cannot 
lightly alter without the certain peril both of 
our Prince and Country. Now if our danger 
be joined with the danger of our Gracious So- 
veraign and natural Country , we ſee not how 
we can be accompted godly Biſhops or faithful 
Subjedts, if in common peril we ſhould not cry 
and give warning :{ Or on the other ſide how 
they can be thought to have true hearts towards 
God and towards their Prince and Country, that 
will miſlike with us for ſo doing, and ſeek there- 
by to diſcredit us. 

As touching the ſecond branch , God forbid 
that we ſhould be inſtruments to incenſe a mer- 
cifal Prince to Cruelty and Bloodineſs ; neither 
can we think well of them or judge that they 
have true meaning hearts, that in the Miniſter of 
God and Officer do term juſtice and right pu- 
niſhment by the name of Bloodineſs and Cruelty. 
God 1 truſt in time ſhall open her Majeſties Eyes 
to ſee and eſpy their cruel purpoſes under the 
Cloak of extolling mercy. 

When the Prince or Magiſtrate is (Jack in pu- 
niſhing the ſinful and wicked , the Biſhop and 
Preacher is bound in Conſcience before God to 
exhort him to more diligent and ſevere dealing 
therein, leſt the Blood both of Prince and Peo- 
ple be required at his hands, 

3 Reg. 20. May the Frophet be accounted 

cruel to incite Achab to Bloodineſs, which fo 
ſharply rebuked him for his Clemency ſhewed 
towards Benhadad s May Samuel be juſtly na- 
med cruel, becaule in like caſe he reproved Sayl 
for ſparing the life of King Agag, and killed the 
ſaid Agag with his own hands 1n the fight of the 
Prince ? 
. What ſhall we fay of the Prophet Ekas, ſhall 
we call him Cruel becauſe in the Zeal of Juſtice 
he killed all the falſe Prophets of Baal? Did not 
God approve his fa&t with the miraculous ſending 
of abundance of rain after three years continual 
drought ? But to thoſe men I think God himſelf 
and his Angels will ſeem Cruel , and his Juſtice 
Cruelty 3 that they under the colour of mercy 
might be ſpared until time will ſerve to fatisfie 
their own cruel hearts.

An Argument perſwading that the Queens Majeſty 
ought to have in Conſcience a great care of the 


Safety of her own perſon. 


| Bs Prince being the Miniſter of God and 
a publick Perſon ought by Gods word to 
have an eſpecial care of his own ſafety more than 
a private Perſon z and chiefly when the caſe (o 
ſtandeth, that the ſafety of his Realmand Coun- 
trey, and the true worſhipping of God by Gods 
diſpofition may ſeem to depend on him. 

But now ſo it is in the Queens Majeſty, there- 
fore in Conſcience ought ſhe to have a ſingular 
care of her ſafety, if not for her ſelf fake, yet 
at the leaſt for the furtherance of Gods cauſe and 
{tay of her Country to the maintenance whereof 
{he is bound before Gad. 

Moſes wiſhed to be put out of the Book of 
Life for the ſafeguard of his People. Exod. 32. 
Paul wiſhed to be Arathema for his Brethren. 
Rom. 10. 

Codrus and divers other Heathens gave away 
their Lives for the ſafety of their Countries. Con- 
trariwiſe we wiſh and are humble Suitors , that 
it may pleaſe her Majeſty to preſerve her own 
Lite, and to cut away the dangers thereof, if 
not for her own cauſe which happily her noble 
Courage doth ſmally regard, yet at the leaſtwiſe 
for Gods cauſe, and for her faithful and loving 
Subjets, whoſe Life and good Eſtate dependeth 
on her. 

Obj. It may. be obje&ed , That her Majeſty 
repoſeth her truſt and confidence in the Provi- 
dence of God, and therefore maketh light of all 
— that her Enemies can work againſt 

cr. 

Reſponſ. Surely it muſt needs be confeſſed, that 
the ſame proceedeth both of noble Courage and 
of a ſtrong Faith and truſt in God, and —_— 
indeed to be the Bulwark of help and comfort 
toall good and godly Princes; yet fo far as they 
ſeem not withal to tempt God by leaving that 
diligence and thoſe ordinary means whereby he 
uſeth totſave and deliver. 

David knew himſelf to be Anointed and ap- 
pointed Iſrael by God himſelf, yet he did not 
raſhly caſt himſelf into the hands of Sax! his 
Enemy. 

Jehoſophat and Hezechias in their great diſtret- 
ſes undoubtedly had their chief truſt and conh- 
dence in the Providence of God, but they ceaſed 
not both to ſhun and cut off all thoſe things 
whereby danger might grow,and to uſe all means 
whereby their ſafety might be holpen. 

It is alledged by Chriſt, Thox ſhalt not tempt 
thy Lord God ;, but ſurely it might have been as 
fafe for Chriſt without tempting God to have 
caſt himſelf down from the Pinacle of the Tem- 
ple, as for the Queens Majeſty to ſuffer in her 
Boſom this poiſonous'Serpent , that ceaſerh not 
continually to thruſt the ſting of her venemous 


workings into her Majeſties fatety and poſlethon 
of her | 
Ee 2 Ic 
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vita redimenda eſt. | 

There are divers Hiſtories yea and Examples 
of late time whereby it hath been declared, that 
the tempting confidence of Gods Providence not 
ſhunning evident occaſions of danger, hath fa]- 
len out to the extream hurt of the Parties, and 
on ſach as have depended on them 5 which we 
think not meet to recite, leſt they might ſeem in 
this Caſe Ominoſa , as God for his great Mercies 
ſake forbid that they ſhould be. 

Many Reaſons , Authorities and Examples 
more befides this may be taken out of the Holy 
Scriptures for Confirmation of this purpoſe 3 but 
for tediouſnels we thought good to omit them, 
' and to leave the reſidue to God, 

In the 20 Chapter of Levit. there is much 
like matter, and that in as earneſt manner ſet 
| forth; neither can any in Conſcience think that 
this puniſhment was here by God appointed fo 
grievous, only for thoſe that then ſeduced the 
people of God to Gentiliſh and heatheniſh Ido- 
latry 3 for Idolatry and falſe worſhip by whom- 
ſoever it be begun, though they bear the name 
of the Church or of the People of God never 
ſo much 3 Ir is a direct offence againſt the firſt 
Table; and therefore in Gods Judgment worthy 
no leſs puniſhment. Yea their offence muſt needs 
be more hainous in the fight of God, for that 
they have had greater opportunity to underſtand 
Gods true Gorlkip 

Shall any Chriſtian man think, that the wor- 
ſhip of God appointed in his Law being but the 
figure, was more acceptable and pleaſant to God 
than this his true worſhip in the Faith of Jeſas, 
according to the Goſpel of our Redemption ? or 
that the violating of the ſame, or ſeducing of 
his people from it, is in his Judgment leſs diſplea- 
ſant or not ſo grievouſly to be puniſhed” as was 
the breaking of his Law or the ſeducing from it ? 
Shall we think that the gathering of a few ſticks 
on the Sabbath Day is to be puniſhed by Death 
in a poor ſimple perſon, and the ſeeking to ſub- 
vert the Goſpel of Chriſt and to draw the peo- 
ple of Gad to that Idolatrous Doctrine that 
teacheth to impute the merit of Chriſts Blood 
and Paſſion to wicked mens devices, yea to 
Stocks, to Stones, to Sticks, to Water, to Bells, 
@*c. ſhall not be worthy the puniſhment of 
Death in a noble Perſon ? God direct our Judg- 
ments otherways. 

By theſe words of God before recited Devt. 
I3 5 if it be evident that God willed his Magi- 
ſtrates to ſpare neither Brother, nor Siſter, nor 
Son, nor Daughter, nor Wite, nor Friend, 
though he were never fo nigh, if he ſought to 
ſeduce the people of God from his true worſhip, 
how much Jeſs is an Enemy, a Traytor, and an 
Adulterer to be ſpared ? 

Theſe Reaſons for the ſpeedy Executing of the 
Scottiſh Queen (being part of thoſe contained in 


the written Copy of the ſaid Reaſons had by me, 
and of whichthe latter part containeth the Peti- 
tion of the Houſe to her Majeſty, which ſeeEntred

through the Error (as it ſhould ſeem) of ſome 
tranſcriber falſly ſet down to have been the 
Thirteenth of her Majeſty, in which Parliament 
the matter of the Scottiſh Queen was not at all 
mentioned, nor at all dealt in by the Houſe of 
Commons until this preſent Seſſion of Parlia- 
ment in a#. 14 Regine Eliz. as doth appear plain- 
ly by the Original Journal-Book of the ſame 
Houſe. And now follows the reſidue of this days 
Paſlages, as alſo the greateſt part of the buſineſs 
of this enſuing Parliament out of the ſaid Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book of the ſame.

The Bull for the Earl of Kent was committed 
unto MF Attorney of the Dutchy, Mr. Popham, 
Mr. Bedell, 'Mr. Sandes, Mr. F enner, Mr. Dalton, 
Mr. Shute and Mr. Matthew Dale ; and the opt- 
nion of the Houſe was to leave out the general 
clauſe contained in the ſaid Bill. 

The Bill for Tales de Circumſtantibus was read 
the third time and paſſed the Houſe, and was 
ſent up unto the Lords with two other Bills of 
no great moment by Mr. Treaſurer and others ; 
with further Order from this Houſe to make De- 
claration unto the Lords of the Choice made by 
this Houſe upon Monday laſt 1n the great Caule. 
And alſo to deſire to underſtand their Lord(hips 
liking of the ſame Choice, and further to pray 
their good advice and pleaſure for further pro- 
ceeding therein. 

Two Bills alſo of no great moment had each 
of them one reading; of which the firſt being 
the Bill touching Preſentations by laple was read 
the ſecond time and Ordered to be ingroſled. 

Mr. Treaſurer and the reſidue returning from 
the Lords, Mr. Treaſurer made report of their 
Meſſage done to the Lords3z and declared, that 
the Lords had reſolved in the great cauſe amongſt 
themſelves much to the like effe& with the for- 
mer Choice made by this Houſe. And that their 
Lordſhips for the better and more ſpeedy pro- 
ceeding therein do pray preſent Conference with 
the former Committees of this Houſe, who are 
by the Houſe appointed to attend their Lordſhips 
preſently for that purpoſe. And further Com- 
miffion alſo was granted to the ſaid Committees 
to impart unto the Lords Committees the Opini- 
on of this Houſe tobe, that for her Majeſties bet- 
ter ſafety , preſent Execution be done upon the 
Duke. And the rather by reaſon of the tratt of 
time which of neceflity muſt ariſe by occafion of 
proceeding againſt the Queen of Scots, by way 
of Charging her in proper Perſon and hearing of 
her Perſonal Anſwer. And further, that this O- 
pinion of this Houſe ſhall be delivered to the 
Lords of the Upper Houle in the name of all 
this Houſe, either by the ſaid Lords Committees, 
or elſe by ſome of this Houſe, if the ſaid Lords 
Committees ſhall ſo adviſe and think good. Vide 
concerning this matter on Thurſday the 26" day 
of June enſuing. 

Three Bills laſtly had each of them one read- 
ing3of which the laſt being the Bill againſt Hunt- 
ing and Killing of Conies was upon the firſt read- 
Ing rexded. 

On Thurſday the 22** day of May, Three Bills 
of no great moment had each of them ope read- 
ing ; of which the third being the Bull for the 
true making of Callivers, Daggs, ec. was upon 
the firſt reading committed unto Mr. Treaſurer, 


Sir Maxrice Berkeley , Sir Nicholas Arnold , Sir 
Henry Walop and others , who were appointed 
to meet to Morrow 11 the Star-Chamber, at two 
of the Clock in the Afternoon, 

The Bill for Weekes againſt Dennis, &c. was 
committed unto Sir John Thinne, Sir HenryGates, 
Sir Her. Wallopp, Sir Geo. Turpin and Mr. Moore, 
and others, who were appointed to meet upon 
Wedneſday next at two of the Clock in the After- 
noon 1n the Star-Chamber. 

The Bill againſt Vagabonds and for relief of 
the Poor was read the ſecond time, and referred 
to be con(idered by Sir Herry Gates, Mr. Serjeant 
Lovelace, Mr. Yelverton and others, who were ap- 
pointed to meet in this Houſe to Morrow at fix 
of the Clock in the Morning. 

Upon Declaration made unto this Houſe by 
Mr. Speaker from the Queens Majeſty, that her 
Highneſs Pleaſure is, that from henceforth no 
Bills concerning Religion ſhall be preferred or 
received into this Houle , unleſs the ſame ſhould 
be firſt conſidered and liked by the Clergy. And 
further, that her Majeſties i-leaſure is to ſee the 
two laſt Bills read in this Houſe touching Rites 
and Ceremomes: It is Ordered by the Houſe, 
that the ſame Bills ſhall be delivered unto her 
Majelty by all the Privy-Council that are of this 
Houſe, Mr. Hereage, and Mr. Doctor Wilſon Ma- 
ſter of the Requelts, or by any four of them. 

The Bill to avoid the multitude of Rogues and 
Vagabonds, was read the firſt time. 

Upon the reading of the Bill Exhibited by 
Weekes againſt Dennis, it was Commanded by 
the Houſe to be ſet down and Entred. that in 
all matters preferred and offered to this Court 
between any private perſons, and wherein the 
Bill (hall by Order of this Houſe be thought 
good to be committed , thoſe Committees ſhall 
make their Reports thereof unto this Houſe, in 
the preſence of both the Parties and of their 
Learned Councel. 

Three Bills laſtly of no great moment had each 
of them one reading 3 of which the third being 
the Bill for the Jurors of Middleſex, was upon 
the ſecond reading committed unto Mr. Robert 
Wroth, Mr. Newaigate , Mr. Dalton, Mr. Crom- 
well and Mr. Gent. 

On Friday the 23 day of May, TwoBills of 
no great moment had each of them one read- 
ing; of which the firſt being the Bil: tor the City 
of Worceſter, was read the ſecond time and Or- 
dered to be ingrolled. 

Mr. Comptroller in the name of all the Com- 
mittees in the great cauſe declared from her Ma- 
zeſty her very good and thankful acceptation of 
the great care of this Houſe for her Majeſties 
Safety; and that moved partly in Conſcience 
and partly in Honour, minding to deter, not to 
rejx& the determination of this Houſe to pro- 
ceed in the Choice of a Bill againſt the Scottiſh 
Queen in the higheſt degree of Treaſon both in 
Life and Title, hketh better with all convenient 
ſpeed to proceed in a ſ{ccond Bill to the other 


| part of the ſaid former Choice, which her _ 
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ſties pleaſure was ſhould be ſignified unto this 
Houle by thoſe of her Privy-Council being of 
this Houſe, and ſo likewiſe to the Lords by ſome 
others of her Privy-Council, being alſo of that 
Houſe. FYde concerning this buſineſs on Thurſday 
the 26 day of June following. 

Upon a Motion made by Mr. Speaker it was 
agreed by the Houſe, that the former Commits 
tees ſhall ſignifie unto the Lords of the Upper 
Houſe , that after Declaration made unto this 
Houſe from her Majeſty of her diſpoſition to have 
the ſecond part of the former choice proceeded 
in with Expedition, and to defer and not to re- 
je& the firſt part of the ſame 3 This Houſe ne- 
vertheleſs with one whole voice and conſent, do 
{til rely upon the faid firſt part as moſt neceſ- 
ſary, without anyfliking or allowance of the ſe- 
cond. And further to make requeſt unto the 
Lords to underſtand whether upon the like re- 
port of her Majeſties like pleaſure declared unto 
their Lord(hips, that they of that Houſe do 
think good nevertheleſs to continue the pro- 
ceeding with the former Choice like as this Houſe 
doth ; and if yea, then to conter further with 
their Lordſhips for their good advices and join- 
ing therein accordingly. And alſo to ſignify un- 
to their Lordſhips that the whole opinion of this

Four Bills alſo of no great moment had each 
of them one reading z of which the laſt being 
the Bill for Weights and Meaſures, was upon the 
ſecond reading committed unto Sir Nicholas Ar- 
nold , Sir Owen Hopton , Sir Rowland Hayward, 
Mr. Recorder of London, Mr. Thomas Browne, 
Mr. Stanhope and others, who were appointed to 
meet to Morrow in the Afternoon in the Temple 
Church. 

Mr. Treaſurer reported to the Houſe the de- 
livery of the two Bills of Rites and Ceremonies 
to her Majeſty, together with the humble requeſt 
of this Houſe, moſt humbly to beſeech her High- 
neſs not- to conceive ill opinion of this Houle, 
if it ſo were that her Majelty ſhould not hke 
well of the ſaid Bills, or of the Parties that pre 
ferred them. And declared further , that hu 
Majeſty ſeemed utterly to miſlike of the firſt Bill, 
and ofhim that brought the ſame into the Houle - 
and that her Highneſs expreſs will and pleaſure 
- was, that no Preacher or Miniſter ſhould be im- 
peached or indifted , or otherwiſe moleſted or 
troubled, as the preamble of the ſaid Bill did 
purport : adding theſe comfortable words far- 
ther, that her Majeſty as Defender of the Faith, 
will aid and maintain all good Proteſtants to the 
diſcouraging of all Papiſts.

M* Attorney and Mr Sollicitor brought word 
from the Lords, that touching the Petitions 
laſtly made unto them this preſent day by this 
Houſe, their Lordſhips will ro Morrow at eight 
of the Clock in the Forenoon have Conference 
together therein, and ſo then make Anſwer of 
them unto this Houle. 

On Saturday the 24" day of May, Four Bills 
of no great moment had each of them one read- 
ing ; of which the laſt being the Bill againſt in- 
juries offered by Corporations in the Ciry of Loy- 
don to divers Foreign Artificers , was read the 
firſt time, and committed unto M* Seckford, Sir 
Owen Hopton , Sir Rowland Hayward , M* Moor 
and MF Cre, who were appointed to meet upon 
Monday next at three of the Clock in the After- 
noon in the Guzldha/l.

The Bill for preſervation of Timber and Fuel 
was read the time and paſſed, and was 
Cwith'four other Bills of no great moment) ſent 
to the Lords by M* Treaſurer and others , with 
further Commiſſion to have Conference with 
their Lord ſhips touching ſome Amendments to be 
had in the Bill of Vagabonds, and alſo touching 
the opinion of this Houſe for the neceſfity of the 
ſpeedy Execution of the Duke 3 and alſo to pray 
their Lordſhips Anſwer to the Petition of this 
Houſe made yeſterday unto them as for their li- 
king to proceed with the firſt part of the former 
Choice, and for their advices and conjoining 
with this Houſe in the Order of the ſame pro- 
ceeding, - 

The Bill for Planting and ſetting of Hops was 
read the fir(t time. 

Mr Treaſurer and the reſidue returning from 
the Eords, M* Treaſurer made report of the de- 
livery of the ſaid Bills to the Lords, and of the 
reſidue of their ſaid Commiſſion from this Houſe 
to their Lordſhips, with Anſwer from them, that 
they like well and allow of the opinion of this

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Duke, their Lordſhips not miſliking the opinion 
of the Houſe in that matter, neither diſcouraging 
this Houſe in that Enterprize , do refuſe to join 
with this Houſe in that Petition to her Majeſty 3 
for the Duke having had his Tryal by them of 
that Houſe, their confent and liking in the mat- 
ter is thereby ſufficiently manifeſted already. 

M* Attorney and M- Sollicitor declared unto 
this Houſe from the Lords, that their Lordſhips 
do defire that thoſe Committees which were ap- 

inted to meet with them this Afternoon, may 
have Authority from this Houſe to make Choice 
of a number of themſelves to Accompany the 
Lords unto the QueensMajeſty, for the report- 
ing and maintaining of ſuch reaſons as upon 
their ſaid Conference ſhall be firſt propounded 
and yielded amongſt them touching the great 
caule. 

This Court was Adjourned until Wedneſday 
next 3 and upon ſundry Motions it was reſolved, 
that all ſuch of this Houſe as ſhall think good to 
exhibit or prefer any reaſons or cauſes to en- 
force the matter of the Dukes Execution, may 
in. the mean time of the next Sefſion deliver 
them in writing to M* Speaker at their Choices 
and pleaſures, to the end that this Court may 
further proceed to the manner and order of lig- 
nifying the ſame Petition to her Majeſty ac- 
cordingly. 

On Wedneſday the 28** day of May, It was 
ſignified unto this Houſe by M* Speaker, that 
the Queens Majeſties pleaſure was, that all they 
of this Houſe being of the Committees in the 

reat Cauſe, and appointed by them out of them- 
Lives to come to her Highneſs Preſence, (hall all 
attend at the Court this preſent day at eight of 
the Clock in the Forenoon for the ſame purpoſe 
accordingly : which Meflage was (o delivered un- 
to M- Speaker now in the Houſe, by one of this 
Houſe ſent unto him from M* Treaſurer. But to 
what end or purpoſe the ſaid M- Treaſurer with 
other Members of the Houſe were appointed to 
attend upon ker Majeſty, doth not appear or 
can at all be. gathered by the Original Journal. 
Book of the. Houſe of Commons 3; but it was 
doubtleſs to agitate and treat of the great buſi- 
nels touching the Scottiſh Queen: and it is very 
probable that the Members of the ſaid Houle did 
at this time offer up their Petition and Reaſons 
to her Majeſty for the ſpeedy Execution of the 
ſaid Queen; all which I have thought good to 
inſert in this place out of a written Copy thereof 
I had by me , although they are there fal(ly re- 
terred to the Parliament foregoing which was in 
An. 13 Regin. Eliz. as were alſo other reaſons 
there contained, which are referred unto Mon- 
day the 19% day of this inſtant May fore-

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An humble Petition to her Majeſty and the Reaſons 
gathered out of the Civil Law by certain appoin- 
ted by Authority in Parliament, to prove that it 
ftandeth not only with Juſtice but alſo with the 
Qmeens Majeſties Honour and Safety to pro+ 
ceed Criminally againſt the \pretended Scottiſh

JE your Majeſties moſt humble and faith- 
fal Subjects Aſſembled in Parliament 
for preſervation of your Royal Perſon and E- 
ſtate, do highly acknowledge the great goodneſs 
of God that hath Choſen and appointed ſuch a 
Soveraign to Reign over us as never Subjects by 
any Record ever had a better; and therefore 
our hearty Prayers are daily and ever ſhall be to 
imighty God, long to preſerve your moſt Ex- 
cellent Majelty in all and moſt perfe& Felicity 
that ever Creature had or might have upon 
Earth. And whercas the higheſt and chiefeſt 
States are ever more envied of all ſuch as be the 
worlt and greateſt diſturbers of Gods Monarchy 
and his Anointed Juriſdiction , we cannot but 
with a care of mind and force of our Bodies ſeek 
to redreſs whatſoever ſball be thought hurtful to 
your Majeſties fate quietneſs. and moſt bleſſed 
Government. 

A Queen of late time, and yet through her 
own Acts now juſtly no Queen, a nigh Kinſwo- 
man of your Majeſties and yet a very unnatural 
Siſter, Lady Mary Steward, late Queen of Scots, 
being driven through violence and force of 0- 
thers to take Harbour in your Majeſties Realm 
tor the Safeguard of her Life, hath not only had 
your Majelties moſt Gracious Protection, but alſo 
was ſaved within her own Realm by your Maje- 
[ties Authority from Execution of Death for her 
molt horrible and unnatural doings there, known 
throughout Exrope to her perpetual infamy and 
ſhame for ever. And albeit upon her firſt com- 
ing your Highneſs might both by Law and Juſtice 
have dealt with her judicially for her attempts 
made by writing and otherwiſe qgainſt the 
Crown and Dignity , and to the Diſherifon of 
your moſt Royal Perſon for ever; Yet your Ma- 
xlſty in Conſideration of her long dangerous 
troubles in her own Realm, and in hope that ſuch 
Pxcat Adverlities would have been good Leſſons 
for her Amendment hereafter, hath not uſed her 
in any ſuch manner as ſhe hath deſerved : But 
rather forgetting or forgiving after a ſort her 
former doings , hath dealt with her like a good 
and natural Siſter. All which notwithſtanding 
this unnatural Lady (being born out of kind as 
it ſhould ſeem) hath altogether forgotten God 
and all goodneſs, abufing her ſelf, as it appear- 
eth, moſt Treaſonably againſt your Majeſties 
Perſon and State, and fecking and deviſing by 
all means poſhble not only to deprive your Ma- 
jeſty of all Earthly Dignities and Livings, but 
alſo of your natural Life z which thing is found 
by evident Proofs, and by the Judges of your 


Realm declared to be moſt horrible and moſt 
wicked 
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wicked Treaſon that ever was wrought againſt 
any Prince. For which her doings her Majeſty 
minding to touch her in Honour, efteemeth her 
a Perſon unworthy of any hope or Title, Pre- 
heminence or Dignity within this your Land 3 
and therefore not ſeeking to deal with her ac- 
cording to her deſert,1s only contented to have 
her diſabled as a perſon not capable of Princely 
Honour. And thus your Majeſty uſing this 
courſe thinketh it the meeteſt way to eſtabliſh 
your (elf and to quiet your Dominions hereafter, 
taking away hereby the hope of ſuch as do de- 
pend upon the pretended Title, and weakning 
the whole ſtrength of that FaQtion. 

And- for further aſſurance of your Majeſties 
quietneſs your Highneſs doth not millike to have 
grievous pains of High Treaſon laid upon all ſuch 
as ſhall attempt and maintain her pretended Ti- 
tle by any manner of way. 

Thus as evil men ſhall be kept back from in- 
termedling in the maintenance of a Title, ſo may 
your Majeſties true and faithful Subjects be much 
emboldened to deal againit this pretended Queen 
and her Adherents, when your Subjcds ſhall ſee 
a Law ſet down for your avail , and your Ene- 
mies ſhall want Forces and wax weak thereby, 
and your true Subje&s greatly hardened for all 
offences. | 

Moreover if the ſaid pretended Queen hall 
hereafter make any attempt of Treaſon, the Law 
ſo to run , that ſhe ſhall ſuffer pains of Death 
without further trouble of Parliament. 

And if any ſhall enterpriſe to deliver her out 
of Priſon after her diſablement , either in your 
Majeſties Life, or after the ſame, to be Convidt- 
ed immediately of High Treaſon , and her ſelf 
aſſenting thereunto to be likewiſe adjudged as a 
Traitor in Law. 

In all which proceedings your Majeſty think- 
eth to deal both ſafely and honourably, as well 
for your Self as for your State. For thereby it 
ſeemeth that neither ſhall ſhe nor any for her 
hereafter dare deal to do harm ; but alſo all Fo- 
reign Princes and Nations will think much Ho- 
nour of ſuch your merciful proceedings. 

And laſtly, whereas ſhe hath fallen into your 
hands from the violence of others, and ſo as a 
Bird followed by a Hawk ſeeketh ſuccour at your 
Majeſties Feet 3 your Highneſs thinketh your 
Self bound in Honour , for that ſhe is your Si- 
ſter, and a Queen Born, not to proceed further, 
only to her diſablement , counting 1t a ſtrong 
work for your Safety. 

Theſe be the Reaſons which in part may move 
your Majeſty to take this Courſe, as we do con- 
ceive. All which notwithſtanding, if it it might 
pleaſe your moſt Excellent Majeſty to ſuffer your 
poor and faithful Subjedts to enter deeply upon 
good ſearch of this Cauſe, and by way of reply 
to make Anſwer with proceeding by juſt proofs 
for your Majeſties Safety , we doubt not but 
with your Highneſs favourable acceptation , all 
that which hitherto hath been uttered is rather a 
Declaration of that moſt Mild and Gracious Na-

ture of Yours, than any aſſurance for your Per- 
ſon and State at all, 


Reaſons Anſwering the former Arguments. 


May it therefore pleaſe your Majeſty, 
Hereas it is ſaid, that it ſtandeth to very 
good purpoſe to proceed only in diſa- 
bling the Scottiſh Queen for any Claim or Title 
to the Crown 3 we take it, by your Majeſtics 
Favour, that ſuch and eſpecially diſabling of the 
Scottiſh Queen is in effec a ſpecial Confirmation 
of a Right that ſhe ſhould have had. @uia pri- 
vatio preſupponit habitum. And further we do 
take it for a known truth, that by the Laws and 
Starutes in this Land now 1n Force, ſhe is already 
diſabled, and therefore it is to ſmall purpoſe, 
rem aFam agere, And for Anſwer unto the pre- 
milles we fay further, that neither ſhall this weak- 
en others that-are evil minded , but rather 
ſtrengthen them in their miſchief , and make 
them deſperate where there is no other remedy, 
And a Firebrand once kindled and finding apt 
matter to work upon , will hardly be quenched 
without a great hazard. Touching the grievous 
pains laid upon thoſe that ſhall deal, thoſe will 
be little feared, by the wicked , whom hope of 
gain maketh more bold than ſuch pains do ap- 
pall. Beſides, Nature given to this Nation and 
all others that are under the Moon, maketh men 
often-times ſtir without cauſe, and as Plato faith, 
Naturales ſunt converſiones rerum pub. Yet they 
that heretofore have born Armour as Traytors, 
not fearing the Law then in force, which did as 
much reſtrain them as thisor anyLaw to be made 
can be able being deſperate will fear no Laws, 
eſpecially ſuch an inſtrument living by whom all 
attempts are to be wrought. Force overthrow- 
eth Juſtice, till the Cauſe of all miſchief, which 
1s the hoped help, be clean taken away. 

And where it 1s ſaid that the making of a Law 
for her diſabling emboldneth much your Sub- 
jects to deal againſt her: We Anſwer that no 
new Law needeth'to encourage good and Loyal 
Subjects againſt ſuch a Perſon, who hath broken 
all the Laws of God and nature, and is worthy 
to be out of your Majeſties Protection, becauſe 
ſhe ſeeketh ſtill the diſturbance of this noble 
State, and uſing often her own phraſe threatneth 
that ſhe will (tir Coals. 

Touching a new Law to be made againſt her, 
if ſhe ſhould attempt any evil hereafter; the 
experience of her former life is ſuch that no Law 
hath any force with her, that is fully minded to 
take her advantage upon any apt occaſion offer- 
ed. And to threaten her with Death if ſhe ſhould 
ſcem to make an eſcape hereafter, is ſuch advice 
that ſhe nothing fearethz for beſides that ſhe was 
told at Lough-Leaven , there was no way but 
Death with her if ſhe would not take her Impri- 
ſonment quietly and live without ſeekingLiberty, 
ſhe notwithſtanding adventured her ſelf with a 
young Fellow very diſhonourably to get away 
in a Boat. And now {ince her coming into _ 
lan 
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land (he hath wrought divers wayes to make an 
Eſcape, and imployed the heads of the chiefelt 
Eſtates of your own dilloyal SubjeQs for that pur- 
poſe. Therefore menacing and but threatning 
words of Law ſhall not keep her back from her 
malicious intent to ſubvert your Majeſty, 'and to 

ive a puſh for the Crown, come of her what 
will. And likely it is that ſhe may eſcape as well 
as be taken , for ſhe neither wanteth Wit nor 
Cunning to make her way. And we have learn- 
ed in matters of great hazard to be well adviſed 
and to take always that Order which may be the 
beſt. Now there will want no Traytors to be 
always ready to bring this her device about, and 
to do what they can tor her Liberty. And ſuch 
as will not deal in ſmall matters will adventure 
deep for a Kingdom, becaule the reward 1s great 
when the ſervice is done. 

But your Majeſty hath regard unto your Ho- 
nour as much as to your Safety 5 and thinketh 
that in taking this Courſe all Princes will ſpeak 
well of your Highnels. 

May ir pleaſe your Majeſty # We your good 
Subje&s do well like of ſo honourable a mean- 
ing3 but we would be loth to ſee that when you 
have ſach regard of Honour, you do thereby 
loſe your State, and fo your Life , Honour and 
all. For if it ſhould fall out that the Scotriſh 
Queen eſcaped your hands (which Chriſt for his 
Mercies fake forbid) all good Princes would 
think great want of Judgment and foreſight, 
Firſt in your Majeſty, next in your Councel, 
laſt of all in all the whole Nations and ſuch a 
grief it would be to your Majeſty and Subjedts, 
and to all other good Chriſtian Princes through- 
out Emrope , as none could be greater. Again, 
ſuch a matter of Comfort and Triumph it would 
be to the Adverſaries, that they would account 
her eſcape a miraculous work of God , and that 
your Majeſty had no power though will to keep 
her ſafe. And when that day ſhould come, Wo 
be to all true Chriſtians univerſally ; for upon her 
do depend the chiefelt Enemies of Religion, and 
to this Kingdom. 

May it pleaſe you therefore moſt Gracious 
Queen to be well adviſed and to take ſound 
Counſel when it is given 3 knowing this for a 
certain truth , that evil foreſeen and adviſedly 
looked unto, doth ever the leſs harm. 

But (till your Majeſty conſidering the great

Ing to her deſerts. 
This your Majeſties nature being thus known, 
It behoveth all your good Subjetts, moſt Graci- 
ous Soveraign, to call and cry to God for his 
Heavenly. Atiiſtance, -that his Power -may be gi- 


ven to you, next after the advancement of his 
Glory, to fcek afluredly your own Safety ; which 
your Majeſty cannot fully do by this means that 
_ hitherto been taken, or hereafter to be 
uſed. 

Therefore it would pleaſe your moſt Excel- 
lent Majeſty to give ear to the ſound Reaſons of 
your moſt Faithtul Subjefts, and rather deal cer- 
tainly than by Chance; and there is no doubt 
but your Majeſty ſhall avoid all apparent dan- 
gers, and hve in all Safety and Honour, to Gods 
Glory and tothe Comfort of all good Chriſtian 
Princes univerſally. 

Thus much againſt the opinion of diſabling 
the Scottiſh Queen ; whereby it appeareth that 
it will be rather for her benefit, than to her hurt, 
And molt certain it is, that it will be dangerous 
for the State divers waysz whereasdealing with 
her in the firſt degree according to her deſerts, 
the ſame is lawful, ſafe, necelſary and honour- 
= for your Majeſty and all Chriſtendome be- 
ides. 

And becauſe it may appear that this Speech is 
grounded upon Law and Reaſon, there ſhall be 
Arguments in Law alledged ſufficiently for this 
matter, as the ſhortneſs of time may ſerve.

Hev»ry the Seventh Emperour did give a So- 
lemn Judgment of Death at Piſz 1311. agamit 
Robert King of Sicil, for that the ſame King had 
entred into Conſpiracy with the Subjects of the 
Emperour: and yet was not King Robert within 
the Juriſdiction of the Emperour at the time of 
the Conſpiracy, neither at the time of the Judg- 
ment. 

It ſtandeth with the Law of nature which 
is immutable, for any Perſon to proceed for

of Anthony Maſon Eſquire, at this time Clerk o 
the Upper Houſe , there appeareth little other 
matter to have been agitated therein than the 
reading, committing and expediting of Bills ; 
yet it 1s plain by the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houſe of Commons, that there was ſome 
Entrance by both Houſes upon the reformation 
of divers Abuſes in the Ecclelialtical Govern- 
ment, and ſome difference between the ſaid Hou- 
ſes about the Bill for the Reſtitution in Blood of 
the Heirs of the Lord Stonrton ſent down from 
the Lords to the Commons.

This: day alſo in the Afternoon the Queens 
Majeſty with divers Lords Spiritual and Tempo- 
ral were preſent in the Upper Houſe; of which 
the Knights, Citizens, Burgeſſes and Barons of 
the Houſe'of Commons having notice, repaired 
thither with Robert-Bel/ their Speaker, who car- 
ried up with- him the Bill of one Subſidy, and 
two' Fifteenths and Tenths, and was placed at 
the Rail or Bar at the lower end of the ſaid Up- 
per Houſe. 

But both this manner of his coming up, or 
what was 'elſe ſpoken or done this Afternoon in 
the ſaid Houſe, .is wholly omitted in the Jour- 
nal-Book- of the ſame (through the great negli- 
gence of Anthony Maſon Eſquire, at this time 
Clerk-thereof) and therefore the rephiring up of 
the faid Speaker, with the refidue of the Mem- 
bers of the Houſe of Commons, 1s Collected out 
of the Original-Journal-Book of the ſame Houſe, 
and the ſubſtance of the ſaid Speakers Speech, 
with the Lord Keepers Anſwer at large, are both 
fupplied out of a Copy of the ſaid Lord Keepers 
Speech which I had by me. 


The Speaker ſtanding cloſe to the Rail or Bar 
in the lower end of the Upper Houſe, as is afore- 
ſaid, and after his humble Reverence made, de- 
livered his Oration to her Majeſty to the effect 
tollowing. 

Firſt, He ſpoke touching ſundry kinds of Go- 
vernment which had been 1n this Kingdom, and 
ſo drew his Diſcourſe to the preſent time. Then 
he made a large enumeration of her Majeſties 
many Vertues, and of the many benefits which 
the Kingdom received by her Gracious Govern- 
ment. Afrer which he proceeded humbly to Pe- 
tition her Majeſty to make the Kingdom further 
happy in her Marriage,' that ſo they- might hope 
for a contimaing Succeſſion of thoſe benefits in 
her Poſterity. To which having added a com- 
pendious relation of ſuch As as had paſled the 
Houſe 'of Commons, he concluded with the Pre- 
ſentation' of the Bill of Subſidy in their names 
unto: her Majeſty. After which the Lord Keeper 
by: her Majeſties Commandment Anſwered as 
tolloweth, viz.  ''- | 


M- Speaker, The Queens Majeſty*'our moſt 
Dread and GraciousSoveraign Lady,” hath heard 
and doth-very well underſtand 'your Oration, 
full of good will and matter. The ſum' thereof 
may be reduced into five parts, whereof the firſt 
eontaineth a Diſcourſe of ſundry kinds of Go- 
vernment from the beginning until \this time, 
Fhe ſecond the Commendations of her Majeſties 
Vertues, and of her great and gracious Govern- 
ment from the beginning with a remembrance of 
1er Highneſs bounriful benefits. The third con- 
-crneth the humble and earneſt Petition moving 
her Majelty to Marry. The fourth 1s a Declara- 
ti0nN 
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tion of Laws paſt in the Lower Houſe, with an 
humble Suit for her Highneſs Royal Afſent to be 
given unto the ſame. The fifth and laſt con- 
cerning a Preſentation of a Subſidy granted in 
this. Seſtion. 

As concerning the firſt, which containeth the 
Diſcourſe of ſundry kinds of Government, I ſee 
not that this time and place doth require any 
Anſwer to be given unto it other than this, that 
you, M* Speaker, are much to be Commended 
for your diligent ColleCting, and allo for the apt 
comparing of the laſt part of the ſame. 

And as to the ſecond which concerneth the 
Commendations of her Majeſties great Vertue 
and good Government , with the remembrance 
of the manifold benefits that you have received 
at her Majeſties Hand , her Highneſs hath Com- 
manded me to ſay unto you, that ſhe wiſheth 
of God with all her Heart, that all thoſe Royal 
Vertues and principal parts , together with the 
great gifts of gracious Government that you 
make mention of, were ſo perfealy planted in 
her as beſt might ſerve to the maintenance of 
Gods Glory, from whom her Majeſty confeſſeth 
all goodneſs to proceed , and beſt alſo might 
ſerve for the good Governance of you her good, 
loving and obedient Subs ; and withal pray- 
eth you with her and for her to give God hearty 
thanks for thoſe Vertues and Graces that it hath 
pleaſed him to bleſs her withal, and allo to pray 
for the continuance of them with ſuch increaſe, 
as ſhall beſt like his Divine Majeſty. And beſides 
this I may and dare certainly affirm unto you by 
her Majeſties own Mouth, that if the Vertues of 
all the-Princes in Exrope were united within her 
Highneſs Breaſt, ſhe ſhould gladly imploy the 
ſame to the beſt of her Power about the good 
Governance of you, that be ſo good and loving 
unto her; ſo great is her Highneſs good will and 
inward affe&ion toward you. Again true it is, 
that theſe your loving and reverend conceivings 
of the Vertuous and Gracious Government of 
your Soveraign, 1s taking by her Majeſty in very 
thankful part, as a ſpecial and peculiar property 
pertaining to faithful and loving Subjects; neither 
will her Highneſs admit of any occafion that 
may move you to conceive otherwiſe than you 
have: neither doI think that any man can deviſe 
any more ready or any more ſtrong perſwaſion 
to move a Princely nature to be ſuch towards 
her Subjets as they can wiſh, than by ſuch good, 
reverend and loving conception and conceiving 
remembred by you. To conclude; as touching 
this point, I am to affirm unto you from her Ma- 
ſty,; that ſhe taketh your Proceedings in the Par- 
liament-both'in the midſt and alſo in the ending 
ſo graciouſly and in ſo thankful part , that if 
both parts and nature did concur jn me abun- 
dantly to make me Eloquent (as neither of them 
do) yet Iam fare I were not able to ſet forth 
this point according to her Highneſs deſire, or 
to the worthineſs of it. And for the more mani- 
felt Declaration ' of this and. of the great good 
liking her Majeſty” hath conceived of you that 


be of this Parliament, her Highneſs nieaneth hot 
to determine the ſame, but to Prorogue it until 
the next Winter. And as both Cognizance and 
Recognizance bf benefits her 'Majeſties Pleaſure 
is, that I ſhould declare unto you, that there is 
none of theſe benefits received by you, but ſhe 
wiſheth them trebble in number, and quadruple 
in greatneſs and goodneſs. And further, her 
Highneſs thinketh that the faithful recognizin 
of benefits received is one of the greateſt fatiſ- 
factions that a Subject can make to his Soveraign 
for them. And as to the third; which concern- 
eth your humble earneſt Petition, it proceedeth 
from your inward affeftions and benevolent 
minds founded and grounded upon the great 
good opinion that you have conceived of your 
Majeſties moſt gracious Government over you, 
according to the Declaration made by you, a 
matter greatly moving her Majeſty the rather to 
allow of your Petition. 

The ſecond note importeth yet more than 
this 3 for therein ſhe conceiveth that this great 
good opinion of this bleſſed Government is not 
conceived by you, as it appeareth by your own 
Declarations, upon any ſudden ground or cauſe, 
but hath grown upon the conſideration of her 
HighneſsGoyernance during the Reign of ſeven- 
teen Years now paſt : whereby it is evident that 
this is a ſetled and conſtant opinion of yours, 
and therefore much the more moving her Ma- 
jeſty to give a Gracious Ear unto this your Pe- 
tition. 

And yet the third note exceedeth the other 
two former ; for in this note ſhe conceiveth the 
abundance of your inward affection grounded 
upon her good Governance of you to be fo great, 
that it doth not only content you to have her 
Majeſty Reign and govern over you, but alſo 
you do deſite that ſome proceeding from her Ma- 
jeſties Body might by a perpetual Succeſhion 
Reign over your Poſterity alſo : a matter greatly 
to move her Majeſty (ſhe faith) to incline to 
this your Suit. Beſides her Highneſs 1s not un- 
mindful of all the benefits that will grow to the 
Realm by ſuch Marriage; neither doth ſhe for- 
get any perils that are like to grow for want 
thereof. All which matters confidered, her Ma- 
jeſty willed me to ſay , that albeit of her own 
natural diſpoſition ſhe is not diſpoſed or inclined 
to Mafriage, neither could ſhe ever Marry were 
ſhe a private Perſon; yet for your fakes and the 
benefit of the Realm, ſhes contented to diſpoſe 
and incline her ſelf to the ſatisfaction of your 
humble Petition, ſo that all "things convenient 
may concur that” be meer for futh' a Marriage ; 
whereof thete be' very many, ſome touching the 
ſtate of her moſt 'Royal Perſon , fome touching 
the Perſon of him' whom God ſhall join , forve 
touching the (tate of the whole' Realm: theſe 
things concurring and conſidered , her Majeſty 
hath Aﬀented (as is before rtemembred.) And 
thus much touching this matter.” | 

As to the fourth part which eoncerneth a De- 
claration ofthe Laws pafled in the Seffton where- 

H h unto 
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unto you do pray that her Majeſty would give 

her Royal Aflenr, her Majeſty hath Commended 

your travel and pains taken 1n deviſing of theſe 

Laws, your Conſiderations and Carefulneſs in 

' debating and conſulting, and your Judgments 

and Determinations in concluding and paſſing 

of the ſame , and meaneth to give her Royal 

Aſſent to ſo many of them as her Majeſty ſhall 

think meet and convenient to paſs at this time. 
Bur here I am to remember you, that this is not 

. all that her Highneſs requireth in this point 3 for 
ſhe is deſirous that the great travels, pains and 

great charges imployed about the making of 
theſe Laws ſhould not be loſt, neither her Maje- 
(tics Royal Afſent granted in vain, which muſt 
needs come to pals except you look better to the 
Exccution of Laws than heretofore you have 
done ; for as I have before this time ſeen, Laws 

without Execution, be nothing elſe but Pen, Ink 

and-Parchment, a Countenance of things, and 

nothing in Deed, a cauſe without an effect, and 

ſcrve as much to the good Governance of the 

Common-Weal, as the Rudder of a Ship doth 

{crve to the good Governance of it without a 

Governour 3 and ſo'ſerve to as good purpole to 

dire& mens actions, as Torches do to dire mens 

goings in the dark, when their Lights be put out. 

Were it not great folly, trow ye, yea, and meer 

madneſs for a man to provide apt and handſome 

tools and inſtruments to reform and prune his 
Trees withal, and then to Jay them up 1n fair 

Boxes and Bags without uſe of them? and is it 

not as ſtrange trow ye to make'Laws to reform 

mens manners,and to prune away the ill branches 

and members of the Common-Weal, and then to 

lay up thoſe Laws in fair Books and Boxes with- 

out Execution of them? Surely there 1s a ſmall 

difference betwixt theſe Cauſes 3 nay it were 

much better to have no new Laws made at all, 

than to have Laws not Executed : for the for- 

mer doth but leave us in the ſtate we were in 

befure'the making of the new Laws; but not to 

execute them is to: breed a contempt of Laws 

and Law-makers and of all Magiſtrates, which 1s 

the Mother and, Nurſe of Diſobedience 3 and 

what ſhe breedeth and briageth forth, I leave to 

you to judge. 

Now. this offence of not executing of Laws 
rowing ſo great, it reſteth to ſee in whoſe de- 
ault this is, and who ought to have the burthen 

of it. Firſt, certain it is, that her Majelty lea- 
veth.nothing undone meet for her to do for the 
Execution of Laws; for firſt ſhe maketh. choice 
of Perſons of. moſt Credit and beſt underſtand- 
ing throughout the whole Realm, to whom for 
the great Truſt and Fidelity that ſhe repoſeth in 
them, ſbe giveth. Authority. by Commiſſion to 
exccte a great: part of thoſe Laws, who alſo by 
Oath be bound to perform the ſame. Belides, the 
| moſt ſpecial and needful Laws her Highneſs cau- 
ſeth to be Proclaimed and publiſhed unto her 
People; as over this alſo (leſt men ſhould be 
forgetful of their Duties) ſhe caufeth a number 
of her Juſtices to be called into publick place,and 


there to be exhorted and admoniſhed in her Ma- 
jeſties name to ſee the Execution of her Laws ; 
and what can here be more deviſed for her Ma- 
jeſty to do? Surely in my opinion nothing, 

Then falleth it out neceſſarily and confequent- 
ly, that the burthen of all theſe Enormities, Ab- 
ſurdities and miſchiefs that do grow in the Com- 
mon-Wealth for not Executing of Laws , muſt 
light upon thoſe perſons that have Authority 
from her Majeſty to Execute them and do it not: 
which is a burthen over-heavy for any to bear, 
being juſtly charged. For the avoiding of this 
therefore methinks men being thus remembred 
ought to ſeek with all diligence and endeavour 
to ſatisfie for their negligence, and uncarefulneſs 
paſt 3 which if they ſhall forget to do, her Ma- 
je(ty ſhall be then driven, clean contrary to her 
moſt Gracious Nature and Inclination , to ap- 
point and aflign private men, for profit and gain 
ſake, to ſee her penal Laws to be Executed. The 
courſe which hitherto her Majeſty hath taken 
hath been, to have her Laws Executed by men 
of Credit and Eſtimation for the love of Juſtice, 
uprightly and indifferently 3 but if they ſhall re- 
fuſe ſo to do, forgetting their duty to God, So. 
veraign and Countrey, then of neceſlity rather 
than the Laws ſhould be unexecuted, her Majeſty 
ſhall be driven I fay to commit the Execution of 
them to thoſe who in reſpe& of profit and gain, 
will ſee them Executed with all extremity. And 
what a burthen that will bring to the Common- 
Weal I leave it to your confideration. But it is 
to be hoped, that if the reſpedts before remem- 
bred will not move you to ſee better to your 
Charge, yet the fear of this great inconveniency 
ſhould conſtrain men that be in Commiſhon to 
look to the better Execution of Laws. And thus 
much touching the fourth part. 

Now as to the fifth and laſt which concerneth 
the grant of a Subſidy, her Majeſty hath Com- 
manded me to ſay unto you, that that grant 1s a 
manifeſt Declaration by Deeds of that which be- 
fore was declared by words: for how could ſuch 
a Grant be made, and in ſuch manner granted, 
and by ſuch perſons, but that of neceſſity it muſt 
proceed from the benevolent minds and hearty 
attections of ſuch loving Subjedts: as are before 
remembred 2 True it is, that her Majeſty in. theſe 
your doings hath noted: three things eſpecially 
and principally, every of them-tending much to 
the ſetting forth of your benevolence. The firſt, 
who it is that granted; the ſecond, the manner 
of granting ; the third, what it. was that is 

ranted. As to: the firſt , her: Majeſty cannot 
orget, how this Grant- proceeded from the 
earneſt affeions and hearty ; wills of her 
loving and obedient Subjetts. Wherefore her 
Majelty maketh greater account thereof than Ten 
Subſidies, and ſo ſhe Commanded me to fay un- 
to you. Again, her Majeſty remembreth very 
well, that this Grant was made not:by Subjects 
that never did the like before, . but by Subjects 
that have been andicontinued-to be ready from 
time to time to contribute-towards the neceſſary 
charges 
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charges and defence of the Realm 3 which doth 
greatly commend and ſet forth ſhe ſaith this great 
benevolence of yours. And as to the ſecond, 
which is the manner of granting , her Highneſs 
noteth two things eſpecially 5 the one 1s univer- 
fality of conſent 3 and can there be a more uni- 
verſal conſent than when all agreeing and none 
denying as this was? Nay her Highneſs knoweth 
that before her time theſe manner of Grants paſ- 
ſed not but with a great periwafton and many 


difficulties z whereas this was frankly offered 


without any per{walion or difficulty at all. The 
other is the readineſs of granting. It 1s written 
of Benevolence, Bis dat qui cito dat, which her 
Viajeſty ſaith may be jultly applied to theſe your 
Proceedings. And to the third , which is the 
thing granted, ſhe taketh it to be as liberal as any 
heretofore hath been granted 3 and therefore 
hath Commanded me to yield unto you her moſt 
hearty condign thanks , and withal to let you 
underſtand, that her Majeſty 1s as willing and 
deſirous to give you this whole Subſidy again as 
you have been willing to grant it, if the necel- 
fity of the Realm and your Surety would ſuffer 
it. And thus much touching the granting of the 
Subſidy. 

Now as to the due and true Execution of the 
fame I am to exhort and alſo to admonilh you, 
and yet it may be probably ſaid , that Perſons 
that have thus bountifully and readily made this 
Grant , wherein and whereby the benevolent 
minds and hearty affe&ions that have been ſo ma- 
nifeſtly declared in granting, that to theſe per- 
ſons neither admoniſhments nor exhortations are 
due for the true executing of that Grant,no more 
than a Spur is toa Horſe, that runneth as ſwittly 
as he can, Albeit this Argument 1n reaſon carri- 
eth probability and likelyhood with it 3 yet for- 
mer experience hath taught that theſe Grants 
have not been ſo duly and truly executed as they 
have been benevolently granted. 


After the Lord Keepers Speech was ended, the 
Queens Majelty did doubtleſs give her Royal 
Aflent to ſuch Ads as paſſed at this Seſſion ; but 
neither the foreſaid Speech , nor the paſſing of 
the ſaid Ads, 1s at all mentioned in the Original 
Journal-Book of the Upper Houſe. 

Her Majeſties Royal Afſent being given to the 
ſaid Bills. Now follows the Adjournment of this 
preſent Seſhon, together with the ſeveral Proro- 
gations thereupon, out of the Original Journal 
Book of the ſame.

On Thurſday the 15** day of March in the 
Afternoon, the Queens Majelty came her ſelf in- 
to the Upper Houſe, where were alſo preſent the 
Lord Archbiſhop of Canterbury, Sir Nicholas Ba- 
con Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, the Lord 
Burleigh, Lord Treaſurer and divers other Lords 
both Spiritual and Temporal 3 but the only oc- 
caſion of her Majeſties coming ſeemeth to have 
been for the Prorogation of the Parliament,which 
otherwiſe muſt have been done by vertue of her 
Majelties Commiſſion, or Letters Patents under 
the Great Seal. And it is the more remarkable 
becauſe I conceive it is the only Preſident during 
all the ſaid Queens Reign, in which ſhe came to 
the Upper Houſe in Perſon to Prorogue a Sef- 
ſion 3 the Entrance whereof in the Original 
Journal-Book of the ſame Houſe is as fol- 
loweth.

After which followed divers other Prorogati- 
ons, until the Aſſembling of the laft Seffion of 
this preſent Parliament in Anno 23 Regine Eliz. 
All which are inſerted in the Original PR 
Book it ſelf de Anno 18 Regine ejuſdent ity the 
end thereof. | 
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Wedneſday the 8'* Day of February, and then and there continued 
until the Prorogation thereof on Thurlday the 15 Day of March. 


H I S preſent Journal of the Houſe 
of Commons, containeth in it, not 
only many good Paſſages touch- 
ing the ordinary uſages and privi- 
ledges of the Houſe, but is plen- 

tifully ſtored alſo with divers extraordinary and 

rare Occurrences touching the maintenance of 
the Liberties of the Houſe, not only from the 
wogalty of private Perſons, but alſo againſt the 

ures of the Lords of the Upper Houſe; in 

which alſo there wanted not the zealous endea- 
vour of the Houſe for reformation of divers Ec- 
| cleftaſtical matters, and the remarkable Impriſon- 
ment-of a Member of the ſame by themſelves: 
in which I have ſupplied many Paſſages and 
Speeches which were wanting in the Original 
Journal-Book it ſelf, in the due places, out of 
ſeveral Copies of them had by me. Yet to avoid 
confuſion, whatſoever 1s tranſcribed out of the 
ſaid Copies, is diſtinguiſhed by ſome Annotation 
or Animadverlſion, both before and after it. And 
laſtly it may here fitly be obſerved, that this be- 
ing but the ſecond Seflion of the fonrth Parlia- 
ment of her Majeſties Reign, the Houſe of Com- 
mons, as did allo the Lond of the Upper Houſe, 
fell to their ordinary buſineſs upon their firſt 
meeting in manner and form following, viz. 

On Wedneſday the 8** day of February, the 
Bill that upon Actions upon the Caſe brought for 
flanderous words or writings, the Country may 
be traverſed, was read the I time. 

Peter Wentworth Eſquire, one of the Burgeſ- 
ſes for the Borough of Tregoxny in the County of 
Cornwall, was for unreverent and unduriful 
words uttered by him in this Houſe of our Sove- 
raign Lady the Queens Majeſty ſequeſtred, that 


the Houſe might proceed to Conference and con- 
fideration of his ſaid Speech. Which Speech I 
have tranſcribed out of a Copy I had by me, and 
added it to this Journal : viz. 


Mr Speaker, I find written in a little Volume 
theſe words in effe&: Sweet is the name of Li- 
berty, but the thing it ſelf a value beyond all in- 
eſtimable Treaſure, So much the more it beho- 
veth us to take care leſt we contenting our ſelves 
with the ſweetneſs of the name, loſe and forgo 
the thing, being of the greateſt value that can 
come unto this noble Realm. The ineſtimable 
Treaſure is the uſe of it in this Houſe. And there- 
fore I do think it needful to put you in remem- 
brance, that this Honourable Aſſembly are Aſ- 
ſembled and come together here in this place for 
three ſpecial Cauſes of moſt weighty and great 
importance. 

The firſt and principal is to make and abrogate 
ſuch Laws as may be moſt for the preſervation of 
our noble Soveraign. ' 

The ſecond ...... 


The third is to make or abrogate ſuch Laws 
as may be to the chiefeſt ſurety, ſate-keeping, and 


.enrichment of this noble Realm of England. So 


that I do think that the part of a faithful-hearted 
Subject is to do his endeavour to remove all 
Stumbling-Blocks out of the way that may im- 
pair or any manner of way hinder theſe good 
and Godly Cauſes of this our coming together. 
I was never of Parliament but the laſt and the 
laſt Seſhion, at both which times I ſaw the Liberty 
of free Speech , the which 1s the only Salve to 
heal all the Sores of this Common-Wealth , fo 

much 
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much and ſo many ways infringed, and ſo many 
abuſes offered ro this Honourable Council, as 
hath much grieved me even of very Conſcience 
and love to my Prince and State. Wherefore 
to avoid the like I do think it expedient to open 
the Commodities that grow to the Prince and 
whole State by free Speech uſed in this place, at 
the leaſt ſo much as my ſimple Wit can gather of 
it, the which is very little in reſpect of that that 
wiſe Heads can ſay therein, and fo it is of the 
more force. 

Firſt, All matters that concern Gods Honour 
through free Speech , ſhall be propagated here 
and ſet forward, and all things that do hinder it 
removed, repulſed and taken away. 

Next, there is nothing commodious, profita- 
ble,or any way beneficial for the Prince or State, 
but faithful and loving Subjedts will offer it in 
this place. 

Thirdly, All things diſcommodious, perillous 
or hurtful ro the Prince orState ſhall be preven- 
ted, even ſo much as ſeemeth good to our mer- 
ciful God to put into our minds , the which no 
doubt ſhall be ſufficient if we do earneſtly call 
upon him and fear him, for Soloxron faith, © The 
« fear of God is the beginning of Wildom, Wil- 
« dom, ſaith he, breatheth Lite into her Children, 
« recerveth them that ſeek her,and will go beſide 
«them in the way of Righteouſneſs: ſo that our 
minds ſhall be direfted to all good, needful and 
neceſſary things, if we call upon God with faith- 
ful hearts. | 

Fourthly, If the Envious do offer any thing 
hurtful or perillous to the Prince or State in this 
place, what incommodity doth grow thereby ? 
Verily I think none, nay will you have me to ſay 
my ſimple opinion therein, much good cometh 
thereof 3 how forſooth , for by the darkneſs of 
the Night the brightneſs of theSun ſheweth more 
excellent and clear, and haw can truth appear 
and conquer until falſchood and all fubrilries 
that ſhould ſhadow and darken it be found 
out ? for it is offered in this place a piece of fine 
Needle-work unto them that are moſt $kiltul 
therein, for there cannot be a falſe ſtirch (God 
aiding us) but will be found out. 

Fitchly, This good cometh thereof, a wicked 
purpoſe may the eafier be prevented when it 1s 
known, 

Sixthly, An evil man can do the leſs harm 
when it is known. 

Seventhly, Sometime it happeneth that a good 
man will in this place (for Argument fake) pre- 
fer an evil cauſe, both for that he would have a 
doubtful truth to be opened and manifeſted, and 
alſo the evil prevented ; ſo that to this point I 
conclude, that in this Houſe which is termed a 
place of free Speech , there is nothing fo necel- 
lary for the preſervation of the Prince and State 
as free Speech, and without it is a ſcorn and 
mockery to call it a Parliament Houſe , for in 
truth it is none, but a very School of Flattery 
and Diliimulation , and fo a fit place to ſerve 
the Devil and his Angels in , and not to glorify 
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God and benefit the Common-Wealth. 

Now to the impediments thereof which by 
Gods Grace and my little Experience I will utter 
plainly and faithfully, I will uſe the words of 
Elcha, * Behold, I am as the new Wine which 
* hath no vent and burſteth the new Veſlels in 
* funder,therefore | will ſpeak that I may have a 
* vent, I will open my Lips and make Anſwer, I 
* will regard no manner of Perſon,no man will [ 
* ſpare, tor if I ſhould go about to pleaſe men, I 
* know not how ſoon my Maker will take me a- 
way : my Text is vehement the which byGods ſuf 
terance I mean to obſerve, hoping therewith to 
offend none; for that of very Juſtice none ought 
to be offended for ſeeking to do good and fay- 
ing of the truth. 

Amongſt other, M* Speaker, Two things do 
great hurt in this place, ofthe which I do mean to 
ſpeak: the one is a rumour which runneth about 
the Houſe and this it is, take heed what you do, 
the Queens Majeſty liketh not ſuch a matter, 
whoſoever prefereth it, ſhe will be offended with 
him; or the contrary, her Majeſty liketh of fauch 
a matter, whoſoever ſpeaketh again(t it ſhe will 
be much offended with him. 

The other: ſometimes a Meſſage is brought in- 
to the Houſe either of Commanding or Inhibit- 
ing, very injurious to the freedom of Speech 
and Conſultation, I would to God, M* Speaker, 
that thele two were Buried 1n Hell, I mean ru- 
mours and Meſlagesz for wicked undoubtedly 
they are, the reaſon is, the Devil was the firſt 
Author of them, from whom proceedeth nothing 
but wickedneſs : now I will fet down reaſons to 
prove them wicked. 

Firſt, If we be in hand with any thing for the 
advancement of Gods Glory, were it not wick- 
ed to ſay the Queen liketh not of it , or Com- 
manded that we ſhall not deal in it? greatly 
were theſe Speeches to her Majelties diſhonour, 
and an hard opinion were it, M* Speaker, that 
theſe things ſhould enter into her Majeſties 
thought ; much more wicked and unnatural were 
it that her Majeſty ſhould like or Command any 
thing againſt God, or hurtful to her ſelf and the 
State. The Lord grant this thing may be far 
from her Majeſties Heart. Here this may be ob- 
jected, that if the Queens Majeſty ſhould have 
intelligence of any thing perillous or beneficial 
to her Majeſtics Perſon or the State, would you 
not have her Majeſty give knowledge thereof in 
this Houſe, whereby her peril may be prevented, 
and her benefit provided tor ? God forbid, then 
were her Majeſty in worſe caſe than any of her 
Subjeas. And in the beginning of our Speech [ 
ſbewed it to be a ſpecial Cauſe of our Atlembly, 
but my intent is, that nothing (ſhould be done to 
Gods diſhonour , to her Majeſties peril , or the 
peril of the State. And therefore I will ſhew the 
inconveniences that grow of thele two. 

Firſt, If we follow not the Princes mind, Solp- 
mon (auth, the Kings diſpleaſure is a Meſſenger of 
Death : This isa terrible thing to weak nature, 


| for who s able to abide the fierce Countenance 
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The fournal of the Houſe of Commons, 


of his Prince, but if we will diſcharge our Con- 
ſciences, and be true to God , and Prince and 
State, we muſt have due conſideration-of the 
place and the occaſion of bur coming together, 
and eſpecially have regard unto the matter 
wherein we both ſhall ſerve God, and our Prince 
and State faithfully, and not difſembling as Eye 
Pleaſers, and fo juſtly avoid all diſpleaſures both 
to God and our Prince 3 for Solomon faith, ir 
the way of the righteous there is life , as for any 
other way it is the path to Death. So that to 
avoid Everlaſting Death and Condemnation with 
the High and Mighty God, we ought to proceed 
in every Cauſe according to the matter, and not 
according to the Princes Mind 3 and now I will 
ſhew you a reaſon to prove it perilous always to 
follow the Princes Mind. Many times it falleth 
out, that a Prince may favour a cauſe perilous 
to himſelf and the whole State; what are we 
then if we follow the Princes Mind, are we not 
unfaithful unto God, our Prince and State ? Yes 
truly, we are Choſen of the whole Realm, of a 
ſpecial Truſt and Confidence by them repoſed in 
us, to foreſee all ſuch Inconveniences. . Then I 
will ſet down my opinion herein, that 1s, he that 
diſſembleth to her Majeſties peril, is to be coun- 
ted as an hateful Enemy! ; for that he giveth un- 
to her Majeſty a deteſtable Judas his Kiſs 3 and 
he that contrarieth her mind to her Preſervation, 
yea though her Majeſty would be much offen- 
ded with him, is to be adjudged an approved 
Lover, for faithful are the wounds of a Lover, 
faith Solomon, but the Kiſſes of an Enemy are de- 
ceitful : And it is better , ſaith Antiſthenes, to 
fall amongſt Ravens than amongſt Flatterers, for 
Ravens do but devour the dead Corps, but Flat- 
terers the Living. And itis both Traiterous and 
Helliſh through Flattery to ſeek to devour our 
natural Prince, and that do Flatterers; there- 
fore let them leave it with ſhame enough. 

Now to another great matter that riſcth of 
this grievous rumour, what is it forſooth ? what- 
ſoever thou art that pronouncelt 1t, thou doſt 
pronounce thy own diſcredit z why fo? for that 
thou doſt what lyeth in thee to pronounce the 
Prince to be perjured , the which we neither 
may nor will believe, for we ought not without 
too too manifeſt proof to credit any diſhonour 
to our Anointed, no we ought not without 1t to 
think any Evil of her Majeſty, but rather to hold 
him a Lyar what credit ſoever he be of ; for the 
Queens Majeſty is the Head of the Law , and 
mult of neceflity maintain the Law , for by the 
Law her Majeſty is made juſtly our Queen, and 
by it ſhe is molt chiefly maintained : hereunto 
agreeth the moſt Excellent words 
of * Braf#on, who ſaith, the King 
hath no Peer nor Equal in his King- 
| | dom; he bath no Equal, for other- 

wiſe he might loſe his Authority of Command- 
ing, fithence that an Equal hath no Rule of Com- 
mandment over his Equal. The King ought not 
to be under man, but under God and under the 

Law, becauſe the Law maketh him a King : Let 


* Bratton de 
Legibus Anglie, 
Lib. 1, Cap. 7. 
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the King therefore attribute that to the Lay, 
which the Law attributeth unto him, that is, Do- 
minion and Power ; for he is not aKing in whom 
Will and not the Law doth rule, and therefore 
he ought to be under the Law. I pray you mark 
the Reaſon why my Authority faith, the King 
ought to be under the Law, for faith he, he is 
Gods Vicegerent here upon Earth, that is, his 
Lieutenant to execute and do his Will,the which 
is Law or Juſtice, and thereunto was her Majeſty 
Sworn at her Coronation, as I have heard learned 
men in this place ſundry times affirm 5 unto the 
which I doubt not but her Majeſty will for her 
Honour and Conſcience ſake have ſpecial regard; 
for free Speech and Conſcience in this place are 
granted by a ſpecial Law , as that without the 
which the Prince and State cannot be preſerved 
or maintained : $o that I would wiſh every man 
that feareth God, regardeth the Princes Honour, 
or eſteemeth his own Credit, to fear at all times 
hereafter to pronounce any ſuch horribleSpeeches, 
ſo much to the Princes Diſhonor 3 for in ſo do- 
ing he ſheweth himſelf an open Enemy to her 
Majeſty, and ſo worthy to be contemned of all 
faithful hearts. Yet there is another inconveni- 
ence that riſeth of this wicked rumour, the Ut- 
terers thereof ſeem to put into our Heads, that 
the Queens Majeſty hath conceived an evil opi- 
nion, diftdence and miſtruſt in us her faithful 
and loving Subjects; for if ſhe had not, her Ma- 
xl{ty would then wiſh that all the things danger- 
ous to her (elf ſhould be laid open before us, af. 
ſuring her ſelf that loving Subjects, as we are, 
would without Schooling and direGtion, with 
careful minds to our Powers, prevent and with- 
ſtand all perils that might happen unto her Ma- 
jelty : and this opinion I doubt not but her Ma- 
jelty hath conceived of us, for undoubtedly 
there was never Prince that had faithfuller hearts 
than her Majeſty hath here 3 and ſurely there 
were never Subjets had more cauſe heartily to 
love their Prince for her quiet Government than 
we have. So that he that raiſeth this rumour, 
{till encreafeth but diſcredit in ſeeking to ſow 
Sedition as much as lyeth in him , between our 
merciful Queen and us her molt loving and faith- 
fal Subjects, the which by Gods Grace ſhall ne- 
ver lie in his Power, let him ſpit out all his ve- 
nome and there withal ſhew out his malicious 
heart 3 yet I have colle&ed ſundry reaſons to 
prove this a hateful and a deteſtable rumour, and 
the Utterer thereof to be a very Judas to our 
Noble Queen, therefore let any hereafter take 
heed how he publiſh it, for as a very Jzdas unto 
her Majeſty, and Enemy to the whole State, we 
ought to accept him. 

Now the other was a Meſlage M* Speaker 
brought the laſt Seſſions into the Houſe, that we 
ſhould not deal in any matters of Religion, but 
firſt ro receive from the Biſhops : Surely this was 
a doletul Metlage,tor it was as much as to ſay, Sirs, 
ye ſhall not deal in Gods Cauſes, no, ye ſhall in 
no wiſe ſeek to advance his Glory 3. and in re- 
compence of your unkindneſs, God in_his wrath 
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will look upon your doings, that the chief cauſe 
that ye were called together for , the which is 
the preſervation of their Prince , ſhall have no 

ood ſucceſs: If ſome one of this Houſe had pre- 
Zndy made this interpretation of this ſaid Meſ- 
ſage, had he not ſeemed to have the Spirit of 
Prophecy ? Yet truly 1 aflure you M* Speaker, 
there were divers of this Houſe that ſaid with 

ievous hearts, immediately upon the Meſlage, 
that God of his Juſtice could not proſper the 
Seſſion 3 and let it be holden for a principle M* 
Speaker, that Counſel that cometh not together 
in Gods name, cannot proſper : for God faith, 
Where two or three are gathered together in his 
name there am I in the midſt among them : Well, 
God even the great and mighty God,whoſe name 
is the Lord of Hoſts, great in Councel, and infi- 
nite in thought, and who i the only good Di- 
rector of all hearts, was the laſt Sefſton ſhut out 
of Doors 3 but what fell out of it forſooth ? his 
great indignation was therefore poured upon this 
Houſe, for he did put into the Queens Majelties 
Heart to refuſe good and wholſome Laws for her 
own Preſervation, the which cauſed many faith- 
ful hearts for grief to burſt out with ſorrowful 
tears, and moved all Papiſts Traytors to God and 
her Majeſty, who envy good Chriſtian Govern- 
ment, if their Sleeves to laugh all the whole Par- 
hament Houſe to ſcorn; and ſhall T paſs over this 
weighty matter ſo ſlightly > Nay, I will diſcharge 
my Conſcience and Duties to God , my Prince 
and Country. So certain it is M* Speaker that 
none is without fault, no not our Noble Queen, 
fith then her Majeſty hath committed great fault, 
yea dangerous faults to her ſelf. 

Love, even perfe& love void of Diffimula- 
tion, will not ſuffer me to hide them , to her 
Majeſties peril, but to utter them 'to her Maje- 
ſties Safety : and theſe they are, it is a danger- 
ous thing in a Prince unkindly to abuſe his or 
her Nobility and People, and it 1s a dangerous 
thing in a Prince to oppoſe or bend her {elf a- 
gain her Nobility and People, yea againſt moſt 
oving and faithful Nobility and People. And 
how could any Prince more unkindly intreart, 
abuſe, oppoſe her ſelf againſt her Nobility and 
People,than her Majeſty did the laſt Parliament ? 
did ſhe not call it of purpoſe to prevent Trat- 
terous perils to her Perſon , and for no other 
Cauſe? did not herMajefty ſend unto us twoBills. 
willing us to make choice of that we liked beſt 
for her ſafety, and thereof to make a Law, pro- 
miſing her Majeſties Royal Conſent thereunto ? 
And did we not firſt chuſe the one, and her Ma- 
xlty refuſed it, yielding noreaſon, nay yielding 
great reaſons why ſhe ought to have yielded to 
It ? Yer did we nevertheleſs receive the other,and 
agreeing to make a Law thereof , did not her 
Majeſty inthe end refuſe all our Travels? And 
did not we, her Majeſties faithful Nobility and 
Subje&s, phainly and openly decypher our ſelves 
unto her Majeſty and our hateful Enemies : and 
hath not her Majeſty left us all to the open re- 
venge? Is thisa juſt recompence in our Chriſtian 
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Queen for our faithful dealings > The Heathen 
do requite good for good, then how much more 
15 it ro be expected in a Chriſtian Prince > And 
will not this her Majeſties handling think you, 
M* Speaker, make cold dealing in any of her 
Majeſttes Subjefts toward her again? [I fear it 
will. And hath it not cauſed many already 
think you, M* Speaker, to ſeek a Salve for the 
Head that they have broken ? I fear it hath, and 
many more will do the like if it be not preven- 
ted in time. And hath it not marvellouſly rejoi- 
ced and encouraged the hollow hearts of her Ma- 
jelties hateful Enemies and Traiterous Subjedts ? 
no doubt but it hath : And I beſeech God that 
her Majeſty may do all things that may grieve 
the hearts of her Enemies, and may joy the 
hearts that unfcignedly love her Majeſty 53 And I 
beſeech the ſame God to endue her Majeſty with 
his Wiſdom , whereby ſhe may diſcern Gathful 
advice from traiterous ſugared Speeches, and to 
lend her Majeſty a melting yielding heart unto 
ſound Counſel , that Wilt may not ſtand for a 
Reaſon: and then her Majeſty will ſtand when 
her Enemies are fallen , for no Eſtate can ſtand 
where the Prince will not be governed by ad- 
vice. And I doubt not but that ſome of her 
Majeſties Counſel have dealt plainly and faith- 
tully with her Majeſty herein ; if any have, let 
it bea ſure token to her Majeſty to know them 
for approved Subjects ; and whatſoever they be 
that did perſwade her Majeſty fo unkindly to in- 
treat, abuſe and to oppoſe her ſelf againſt her 
Nobility and People, or commend her Majeſty 
for ſo doing , Jet it be a ſure token to her Ma- 
jelty ro know them for ſufe Traytors and Under- 
miners of her Majeſties Life , and remove them 
out of her Majeltics preſence and favour: for 
the more cunning they are, the more dangerous 
are they unto her Majefty. But was this all? 
No, for God would not vouchſate that his Holy 
Spirit ſhould all that Sefftion deſcend upon our 
Biſhops 3 ſo that that Seflion nothing was done 
to the advancement of his Glory. 1 have heard 
of old Parliament men, that the Baniſhment of 
the Pope and Popery, and the reſtoring of true 
Religion had their beginning from this Houſe, 
and not from the Biſhops 3 and I have heard that 
few Laws for Religion had their Foundation 
from them 3 and Ido ſurely think, before God I 
ſpeak 1t, that rhe Biſhops were the Caule of that 
doleful Meffage, and 1 will ſhew you what-mo- 
veth me ſo to think : I was among(t others the 
laſt Parliament ſent unto the Biſhop of Canterbury 
for the Articles of Religion that then paſſed this 
Houſe, he asked us why we did pur out of the 
Book the Articles for the Homilies, Conſecrating 
of Biſhops, and ſuch like > Surely, Sir, faid 1, 
becauſe we were ſo occupied in other matters, 
that we had no time to examine them how they 
agreed with the word of God': what, ſaid he, 
ſurely you miſtook the matter, you will refer 
your ſ{clves wholly to us therein? No, by the 
Faith I'bear to: God , ſaid I , we will paſs no- 
thing before we underſtand what it is 3 forthat 
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were but to make you Popes z make you Popes 
who liſt, ſaid I, for we will make you none. 
And ſure, M* Speaker, the Speech ſeemed to me 
to be a Pope-likeSpeech,and fear leſt our Biſhops 
do attribute this of the Popes Canons unto them- 
ſelves, Papa non poteſt errare; for ſurely if they 
did not, they would reform things amiſs , and 
not to ſpurn againſt Gods People for writing 
therein as they do; but I can tell them News, 
they do but kick againſt the prick, for undoubt- 
edly they both have, -and do err , and God will 
reveal his truth, maugre the hearts of them and 
all his Enemies, for great is the truth and it will 
prevail: and to ſay the truth, it is an Error to 
think that Gods Spirit 1s tied only to them ; for 
the Heavenly Spirit faith, firſt ſeek the Kingdom 
of God and the Righteouſneſs thereof, and all theſe 
things (meaning temporal) ſhall be given you : 
. theſe words were not ſpoken to the Biſhops only, 
but to all 3 and the Writ, M* Speaker, that we 
are called up by, is chiefly to deal in Gods Cauſe z 
ſo that our Commiſſion both from God and our 
Prince is to deal in Gods Cauſes : therefore-the 
accepting of ſuch Meſlages , and taking them in 
good part do highly offend God, and is the ac- 
ceptation of the breach of the Liberties of this 
Honourable Councel 3 for is it not all one thing 
to ſay, Sirs, you ſhall deal in ſuch matters only, 
as to ſay , you ſhall not_ deal in ſuch matters ? 
and ſo as good to have Fools and Flatterers in 
the Houſe, as men of Wiſdom, grave Judgment, 
faithful Hearts, and fincere Conſciences , for 
they being taught what they ſhall do can give 
their conſents as well as the others: Well, he that 
hath an Office, ſaith S* Paul, let him wait on his 
Office, or give diligent attendance upon his Of- 
fice. It is a great and ſpecial part of our duty 
and office, M* Speaker, to maintain the freedom 
of Conſultation and Speech, for by this, good 
| Laws that do ſet forth Gods Glory, and for the 
preſervation of the Prince and State are made. 
' St Palin the ſame place faith, hate that which is 
evil, cleave unto that which is good : then with S' 
Paul, I do adviſe you all here preſent, yea and 
heartily and earneſtly defire you from the bot- 
tom of your hearts to. hate all Meſſengers, Tale- 
Carriers, or any other thing whatſoever it be 
that any manner of way infringes the Liberties 
of this Honourable Councel; yea hate it or them 
as venemous and poyſon unto our Common- 
Wealth, for they are venemous Beaſts that do 
uſe itz therefore I ſay again and again, hate that 
which isevil and cleave unto that which is good ; 
and this being loving and faithful hearted, 1 do 
wiſh to be conceived in fear of God, and of love 
to our Prince and State; for we are incorporated 
into this place, to ſerve God and all Ernglard, 
and not to be Time-Servers, as Humour-feeders, 
as Cancers that would pierce the Bone, or as Flat- 
terers that would fain beguile all the World, and 
ſo worthy to be Condemned both of God and 
Man; but let us ſhew.our ſelves a People endu- 
ed with Faith, I mean with a hvely Faith, that 


bringeth forth good Works, and not as Dead. | 


And theſe good Works I wiſh to break forth in 
this ſort, not only in hating the Enemies before- 
ſpoken againſt, but alſo in open reproving them 
as Enemies to God, our Prince and State that do 
uſe them , for they are ſo. Therefore I would 
have none ſpared or forborn that ſhall from 
henceforth offend herein , of what calling fo- 
ever he be,for the higher place he hath the more 
harm he may do; therefore if he will not eſchew 
offences, the higher I wiſh him hanged. TIſpeak 
this in Charity, M* Speaker, for it 1s better that 
one ſhould be hanged, than that this Noble State 
ſhould be ſubverted 3 well I pray God with all 
my heart to turn the hearts of all the Enemies of 
our Prince and State, and to forgive them that 
wherein they have offended , yea and to give 
them grace to offend therein no more; even ſo I 
do heartily beſeech God to forgive us for hold- 
ng our peaces when we have heard any injury 
offered to this Honourable Councel ; for ſurely 
it is no ſmall offence, M* Speaker, for we offend 
therein againſt God, our Prince and State, and 
abuſe the confidence by them repoſed in us. 
Wherefore God for his great mercies ſake, grant 
that we may from henceforth ſhew our ſelves. 
neither Baſtards nor Daſtards therein , but that 
as rightly begotten Children , we may ſharply 
and boldly reprove Gods Enemies, our Princes 
and State z and ſo ſhall every one of us diſcharge 
our Duties in this our High Office, wherein he 
hath placed us, and ſhew our ſelves haters of 
Evil, and Cleavers to that, that is good, to the 
ſetting forth of Gods Glory and Honour, and to 
the Preſervation of our Noble Queen and Com- 
mon-Wealth : for theſe gre the marks that we 
ought only in this place to ſhoot at. I am thus 
earneſt I take God to witneſs , for Conſcience 
Sake, Love, Love unto my Prince and Common- 
Wealth, and for the advancement of Juſtice 3 
for Juſtice faith an Antient Father, is the Prince 
of all Vertues, yea the ſafe and faithful Guard of 
mans Life, for by it Empires, Kingdoms, People 
and Cities be governed, the which if it be taken 
away, the Society of man cannot long endure. 
And a King, faith Solomor, that fitteth in the 
Throne of Judgment and looketh well about 
him, chaſeth away all evil ; in the which State 
and Throne , God for his great mercies ſake, 
grant that our Noble Queen may be heartily vi- 
gilant and watchful; for ſurely there was a great 
fault committed both in the laſt Parliament 3 and 
fince alſo that was, as faithful hearts as any were 
unto the Prince and State, received moſt difplea- 
ſare, the which is but an hard point in Policy, 
to encourage the Enemy,to diſcourage the faith- 
tul-hearted who of fervent love cannot diſſem- 
ble,. but follow the Rule of $* Pax/, who faith, 
let love be without diſſamulation. 

Now to, another great fault I found the laſt 
Parliament committed by ſome of this Houſe al- 
ſo, the which I would defire of them all might 
be left 3 I have from right good men in other 
Cauſes, although I did diſlike them in that do- 
ing, fit in an evil matter againſt which they had 
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moſt earneſtly ſpoken : I muſed at it, and asked 
what it meant, for I do think it a ſhameful thing 
to ſerve God, their Prince or Country, with the 
rongue only, and not with the Heart and Body. 
I was anſwered that it was a common Policy in 
this Houſe , to mark the beſt ſort of the ſame, 
and either to fit or ariſe with them ; that ſame 
common Policy I would gladly have baniſhed 
this Houſe, and have grafted in the ſtead there- 
of,cither to riſe or ſit as the matter giveth Cauſe: 
For the Eyes of the Lord behold all the Earth to 
ſtrengthen all the hearts of them that are whole with 
him. Theſe be Gods own words, mark them 
well, I heartily beſeech you all ; for God will 
not receive half part, he will have the whole. 
And again, he miſliketh thoſe two faced Gentle- 
men, and here be many Eyes that will to their 
great ſhame behold their double dealing that uſe 
it. Thus I have holden you long with my rude 
Speech, the which ſince it tendeth wholly with 
pure Conſcience to ſeek the advancement ofGods 
Glory, our Honourable Soveraigns Safety, and to 
the ſure defence of this noble lile of Eng/and,and 
all by maintaining of the Liberties of this Ho- 
nourable Councel, the Fountain from whence all 
theſe do Spring 3 my humble and hearty Suit 
unto you all is, to accept my good will, and 
that this that I have here ſpoken out of Conſci- 
ence and great zeal unto my Prince and State, 
may not be buried in the Pit of Oblivion, and fo 
no good come thereof.

dealt-with , that he came into the Houſe with 
ſuch an amazed Couyntenance, that it daunted all 
the Houſe in ſuch ſort, that for ten, twelve, or 
lixteen days, there was not one in the Houſe 
that durſt deal in any matter of importance. And 
in thoſe ſimple matters that they dealt in, they 
ſpent more-words and time in their preamble, 
requiring that they might not be miſtaken, than 
they did in-the matter they ſpake unta. This 
inconvenience grew unto the Houſe by the 
Councellors hard handling of the faid good mem- 
ber, whereupon this rumor grew in the Houſe. 
Sirs, you may not ſpeak againſt Licences, the 
Queens Majeſty will be angry, the Councel will 
be too. too angry, and this rumor I ſuppoſe there 
is not one of you here but heard it as well as [, 
I beſeech your Honours diſcharge your Conſci- 
ences herein as I do,

for Company, and fear bad me to pur out thoſe 
words that followed, for your Countenances did 
aſlure me that not one of you would ſtay me of 
my Journey ; yet the confideration of a good 
Conſcience and of a faithful Subje& did make 
me bold to utter it in ſuch ſort as your Honours 
heard, with this heart and mind I ſpake it, and I 
praiſe God for it, and if it were to do again k 
would with the ſame mind ſpeak it again.

On Friday the 10 day of February,. upon a 
Motion made by M* Dalton in the behalf of the 
Lord Rxſe/,ſuppoſing he ſhould not be continued 
a Member of this Houle,it is nevertheleks generally 
reſolved by this Houſe that he may not be dit- 
charged of the ſame: upon preſent notice where- 
of given unto him by the Serjeant, the ſaid Lord 
Ruſſell came into this Houſe according]y. 

Notes, That this Lord Ruſſel was Son and Heir 
Apparent of Francis the ſecond Earl of Bedford 
of this Sirname , who having no place in the 
Upper Houſe might very well be admitted a 
Member of the Houſe of Commons, and the Pre- 
cedents of this kind have been fo frequent in all 
the Parliaments of latter times ſince Queen Eli- 
zabeths Death, as there ſhall need no vouching 
of them. And it lies alſo in the favour of the 
Prince to.make ſuch Heirs Apparent of Earldoms 
Members of the Upper Houſe by Summoning 
them thither by Writ , but then they take not 
place there as the Sons of Earls , but according 
tro the Antiquity of their Fathers Baronies. 

Two Bills. of no great moment had each of 
them their firſt reading; of which the ſecond 
was the Bill touching Baſtardy. 

Mr Chancellor of the Exchequer declaring the 
4 charges of the Queens Majelty many and 
undry ways fince her Entry to the Crown, as 
well in Foreign as Domeſtical occaſions, for the 
benefit and peaceable Government of the State 
and Common-Wealth , and the great and immi- 
nent neceſlity of preſent proviſion to behad and 
made for the continuance of the ſame, did after 
many great and weighty reaſons ſhewed, move 
for a Subſidy : which Speech 1n reſpect that it is 
but thus abſtractedly ſer down in the Original 
Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons, and con- 
taineth in 1t m_ of very good — [ have 
thought to ſupply 1t at large out of aCopy 
thereof Frby me being as followeth: ; 


That in the beginning of this our meeting ſuch 
matters as be of importance may be.thought on 
in 
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in time, I am bold with your favours to move 
you of ane that in my opinion is both of mo- 
ment and-of neceſlity. To the end if you likewiſe 
find the ſame to be ſo, you may commit it fur- 
ther to the conſideration of ſuch as you ſhall 
think convenient. 

And that you may the better judge! of that 
which Lſ{ball propound, it is requiſite that I put 
you in remembrance, Fuſt, how the Queen found 
the Realm, next how ſhe hath reſtored and con- 
ſerved it 3 and thirdly, how we ſtand now. 
Touching the firſt no man can be ignorant how 
that our moſt gracious Queen at her {Entring 
found this noble Realm , by reaſon of the evil 
Government preceedingz miſerably over-whelm- 
ed with Popery,dangerouſly afflicted with War, 
and grievoully afflicted with Debts 3 the burthen 
of which three cannot be remembred without 
grief, eſpecially if we call to mind how this 
Kingdom being utterly delivered from the Uſur. 
ped Tyranny of Rome, and that many years to- 
gether, was nevertheleſs by the iniquity of later 
time brought back again into the former Capti- 
vity, to the great thraldom both of Body and 
Soul of all the People of this Land. A wretched 
time, and wretched Miniſters to bring to pals ſo 
wretched and wicked an A& to ſtrengthen this 
Bondage of Rowe. We ſaw how there was 
brought hither a og Nation to preſs our 
Necks again into the Yoke; terrible this was to 
all the Inhabitants of this Land, and ſo would 
have proved, if their abode had been here fo 
long as was to be feared from them 3 and by 
their occaſion came the War that we centred in- 
to with France and Scotland, and not upon any 
Quarrel of our own 3 but to help them forward 
to their great advantage and our great loſs and 
ſhame, by means whereof and of other dior. 
ders. the Realm grew into great Debt both at 


home and abroad, and ſo was left to the intol- | 


lerable loſs and charge of her Majeſty and the 
State. The Realm being thus miſerably oppref- 
Kd with Popery, with War and with Debts, the 
Queen our molt Gracious Soveraign hath thus 
reſtored and conſerved it, ſhe hath delivered us 
from the Tyrannous Yoke of Rome, and reſto- 
red again the moſt Holy Religion of the Goſpel, 
- Not (lacking any time thereinz but even at the 
firſt doing that which was for the Honour of 
God, to the unſpeakable joy of all good Sub- 
jects. 

| But adventuring thereby the malice of the 
mighty Princes of the World , her Neighbours 
being Enemies of our Religion z whereby it did 
appear how much ſhe preferred the Glory of our 
God before her own Quietneſs : this done, ſhe 
made Peace with France and Scotland, the one a 
mighty Nation, the other though not ſo Potent, 
yet in regard of their nearneſs and of their Ha- 
bitation with us upon our Continent more dan- 
gerous : which may eaſily appear by conkidera- 


tion of former times , wherein it hath been ſeen 


how dangerous Scottiſh Wars have proved to 
this/Reaim . above thoſe of any other Nation, 


But ſuch hath been the Providence of our Grici- 
ous Queen as the Peace with Scotland, which in 
times palt was found very tickle, is now become 
lo firm as in no Age there hath been ſo long and 
ſo good Peace between them and us. 

And that is brought to paſs the rather for 
that her Majeſty by two notable Exploits with 
her Forees, the one to Lieth and another to 
Edenburgh-Caſtle, hath both quieted that Realm, 
and taken away all occaſions of Hoſylity that 
might ariſe againſt this Country ; alſo by the firſt 
delivering Scotland from the French which had 
lo great a footing there , as without aid from 
hence they muſt needs in ſhort time have Tyran- 
nized over that Country to their perpetual ſervi- 
tude, and to the peril alſo of this Country, be- 
ing ſo near them, and they fo ill Neighbours to 
dwell by. And by the ſecond ending and put- 
ting out the fire of the Civil Wars amongſt them 
to the preſervation of their young King and the 
perpetual quietneſs of that Realm, both which 
as they have brought unto her Majeſty great and 
immortal Honor and Renown,and to this Coun- 
try and that, Peace and Surety : $o you cannot 
but think therewith upon the Charges which ne- 
cellarily follow ſuch two Journeys furniſhed by 
Land and by Sea , as for the atchieving of fo 
great Enterprizes was requiſite, What her Ma- 
jeſty hath done, beſides for the ſuppreſling of a 
dangerous and unnatural Rebellion practiſed by 
the Pope, the molt principal and malicious Ene- 
my of this State, and put in ure by certain un- 
dutitul Subjects 1n the North parts of this Realm 
was ſeen fo late even in your view, as it needeth 
not to be remembred, neither the charge that 
belongeth to a matter of ſuch importance as did 
threaten the utter ruine to our molt Gracious 
Soveraign and to all the People of this Land, if 
God of his Mercy had not prevented it. 

Notwithſtanding all which coſtly Journies 
both into Scotland and within the Reahm, her Ma- 
jelty hath moſt carefully and providently deli- 
vered this Kingdom from a great and weighty 
Debt, wherewith it hath been long burthened. 
A Debt begun four years at the lealt before the 
Death of King Herr the Eighth, and not clear- 
ed until within theſe. two years , and all that 
while running upon Intereſt, a courſe able to 
eat up not only private men and. their Patrimo- 
nies, but alſo Princes, and their Eſtates 3 but 
ſuch hath beenthecare of this time, as Her Ma- 
jeſty, and the State is clearly freed from that eat- 
ing corroſive, the truth whereof may be teſtified 
by the Citizens of Lo-don, whoſe Bonds under 
the Common Seal of. the City of aflurance of pay- 
ment being uſually given and renewed, and whjch 
bave hanged fo. many years to their great dan- 
ger, and tothe peril of the whole trattick arenow 
all diſcharged, cancelled, and delivered into the 
Chamber of Loxdox to their own hands. By 
means whareof. rhe Realm is not only acquitted 
of this great burthen, and the Merchants free, but 
alſo her Majeſties credit thereby both at home 


| and abroad greater than any other Prince for 
money, 
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money, if ſhe have need, and fo in reaſon it 

ought to be, for that ſhe hath kept Promiſe to 
all men, wherein other Princes have often failed 
to the hindrance of many. Laſtly, for this 
point how the Juſtice of this Realm 1s preſerved 
and miniſtred to her People by her Majeſties po- 
litical and juſt Government is ſo well known to 
all men, as our Enemies are driven to confels, 
that —_ which is the Band of all Common- 

Wealths doth ſo tie and link together all degrees 
of Perſons within this Land, as there 1s ſuffered 
here no violence, no oppreſſion, no reſpe&t of 
perſons in Judgment 3 but Jus =_ uſed to 
all indifferently. All which godly, provident 
and wiſe as in Government, have brought forth 
theſe effects that we be in Peace, and all our 
Neighbours in War; that we be in quietneſs at 
home, and fafe enough from troubles abroad 3 
that we live in Wealth and all Proſperity , and 
that which is the greateſt, we enjoy the freedom 
of our Conſciences delivered from the Bondage 
of Rome,wherewith we were ſo lately oppreſſed: 

and thus we ſtand. 

' But for all this as wiſe Mariners in calm wea- 
ther do moſt diligently prepare their tackles, and 
provide to withſtand attempts that may happen: 
even fo in this our bleſled time of Peace that we 
enjoy by the bleſling of God through the Mini- 
ſtry of her Majeſty, we ought in time to make 
proviſion to prevent any ſtorm that may ariſe 
either here or abroad, and neither to be too care- 
leſs or negligent, but think that the tayl of theſe 
ſtorms, which are ſo bitter and ſo boiſterous in 
other Countries may reach us alſo before they 
be ended, eſpecially if we do not forget the ha- 
tred that is born us by the Adverſary of ourRe- 
ligion both for our profeſſion, and for that this 
Realm is alſo a merciful Sanctuary for ſuch poor 
Chriſtians as fly hither for fuccour; ſo as now one 
of the moſt principal cares that we ought to care 
in this great Councel of the Realm 1s both to 
conſider aforehand the dangers that may come 
by the malice of Enemies, and to provide in time 
how to refiſt them 5 and ſeeing that by thoſe 

at occaſions which I have remembred, you can 
eaſily underſtand how low her Majeſties Coffers 
are brought, it is our parts frankly and willing- 
ly to offer unto her Majeſty ſuch a Contribution 
as ſhall be able to reſtore the ſame again in ſuch 
ſort as ſhe may be ſufficiently furniſhed of Trea- 
ſure to put in order and maintain her Forces by 

Land and by Sea to anſwer any thing that ſhall 
be attempted againſt her and us3 and unleſs it 
might ſeem ſtrange to ſome that her Majeſty 
ſhould want this, ſome conſidering that not long 

' fithence Aid was granted by the Realm. To 

thatT Anſwer , That albeit her Majeſty is not to 

yield an account how ſhe ſpendeth her Treaſure, 
yet for your fatisfaQtions I will let you under- 

ſtand ſuch things as are very true, and which I 
dare affirm,having more knowledge thereof than 
ſome other, in reſpect of the place I hold in her 
Majeſties Service. 

Firſt how favourable the Taxations of Subſi- 


dies be through the whole Realm cannot be un- 
known to any , whereby far leſs cometh to her 
Majeſties Coffers than by the Law is granted, a 
matter now drawn to be ſo uſual as it is hard to 
be reformed. Next the clearing of all Debts that 
run upon Intereſt to the inſupportable charge of 
the Realm. Thirdly, the charge in ſupprefling 
the Rebellion in the North. Fourthly, the free 
and honourable repayment of the laſt Loans, the 
like whereof was not ſeen before. Fifthly, the 
Journey to Edenburgh-Caſtle for the quieting of 
that Country and this. And laſtly , - the great 
and continual Charges in Ireland by the evil dif- 
poſition of the people there, all which could 
not have been performed by the laſt Aid, except 
it had pleaſed her Majeſty to ſpare out of her 
own Revenues great Sums of money for the ſup- 
plying of that which lacked , wherein ſhe more 
reſpected the Realm than her own particular 
Eſtate, living as you (ee in moſt temperate man- 
ner, without either Building or other ſuperflu- 
ous things of pleaſure z and like as theſe be cau- 
ſes ſufficient to move you to deviſe how theſe 
wants may be repaired, ſo you ought the rather 
todo it, for that her Majeſty lacketh and can- 
not have without great inconvenience, thoſe 
helps which in the times of her Father , her 
Brother and Siſter were uſed, as the abafing of 
Coin, which brought infinite ſums to them, but 
wrought great damage to the Realm, which we 
yet feel, and ſhould do more, had not her Ma- 
jeſty to her perpetual Fame, reſtored the ſame 
again , ſo much as the time could ſuffer. The 
ſale of Lands whereof came alſo very great ſums 
of money, but that is not hereafter to be uſed, 

ſaving that by the ſame the Revenues. of the 

Crown are greatly diminiſhed , which it cannot 

more bear, the borrowing of money upon Inter- 

eſt the burthen whereof the Realm hath felt ſo 

heavy as that is never more to be done, if by any 

means it may be avoided. And yet notwith- 
ſtanding all thoſe helps, it is apparent that Subſi- 

dies were continually granted in thoſe times, if 
ſo then, much more now then, beſides War and 

other extraordinary Charges may happen, her 

Mafeſties very ordinary Charges which ſhe can- 

not but ſuſtain, are far greater by dearth of pri- 

ces and other occaſions, than in any other Prin- 

ces days, as you may ſee by the ordinary and an- 

nual Charges of the Houſhold , the Navy, the 

Ordnance, the Armory, the Garriſon of Berwick, 

the ſtanding Garriſon and Officers within the 

Realm of [reland. And whether theſe are like 

to be more coſtly to her Majeſty than in former 

times in reſpe& of the prices of all things, let 

every man judge by the experience he hath of 
his private expences. 

And ſo to draw to an end for avoiding of 
your trouble. Itruſt theſe few things may ſuffice 
to remember us how her Majeſty found the 
Realm, how ſhe hath reſtored and preſerved it, 
and how the preſent State is now, and therewith 
all may ſerve as reaſons ſufficient to perſwade us 
to deal inthis neceſſary cauſe as her Majeſty being 

the 
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the Head of the Common-Wealth : be not un- 
farniſhed of that which will be ſufficient to 
maintain both her ſelf and us againſt the private 


or open malice of, Enemies , wherein let us ſo 


proceed as her Majeſty may find how much we 
think our ſelves bound to God that hath given us 
ſo Gracious a Queen over us, and ſhew thereby 
alſo ſuch gratuity towards her as ſhe may per- 
form the courſe of her Government cam alacri- 


tate.

For the firſt, that whereas an the preamble. of: 
the Bill it was pretended that one principal cauſe 
of this At was, that the Juſtices of the Foreſts 
having no Authority to fit but within, the (e- 
veral Foreſts, which to execute in their own per- 
) ſons could not be done through the diſtances of 
the Countries , and through the great charges 
. that would follow.in expences, .if men of. their 
calling ſhould be driven to travel once every 
third year to keep their fittings 1n ſo many ſfeve- 
ral places, by means whereof. the Juſtice Seats 
were greatly delayed, and ſeldom holden, where- 
by the Offenders either by general Pardons come- 
ing between, or by the Death of the Parties did 
eſcape unpuniſhed : to that he ſaid all theſe de- 
fects were ſufficiently holpen by Laws, hereto- 
fore provided. In the time of | King Herry the 
Eighth, it was Enacted, that both the Juſtices of 
the Foreſts on this fide Trezt, and the Juſtices of 
the Foreſts beyond Trent, might make in every 
Foreſt a Deputy, that ſhould have in all: things 
like Authority to themſelves 3 and therefore ſce- 
ing they had, and uſually had made Deputies 
men of leſs degree than they are, and moſt com- 
monly inhabiting the Countries where the Foreſts 
, do lie, there was no neceflity that the Juſtices in 
their own Perſons ſhould ride, but thoſe his Sub- 
ſtitutes might very well perform the ſervice with 
a ſmall —_ and ſo there appeared no cauſe 
for that reſpect to make this Law, for it might 
be ſupplied otherwiſe ſufficiently. 

For the ſecond , he ſaid that whereas by this 
new Law, the Juſtice ſhould have power to open 
the Swainmote Books at his pleaſure, and to con- 
vent before him the Offenders at ſuch time and 
place as he thought good , the ſame muſt needs 
prove a very chargeable matter to the SubjeGs 3 
for men' being compellable only to appear and 
anſwer in the County where the Foreſt lyeth, and 
| Where for the moſt part they abide, and there to 
receive their Trial : if now they ſhall be driven 
to appear and anſwer in any place, and at any 
time where and when the Juſtices ſhall appoint 
them,it may eaſily be ſeen how tar greater charge.

For the, third, he (az that if the Juſtice ſend.

the Subject, and eſpecially. ro ſuch as'dwell with- 
in or near, any Foreſts;..;far thoſe, Preſentments 
being made by the Oath gf the Keepers, do as 
'often proceed upon ſyſpition and upon malice, as 
_ any good or ſufficient ground; and then 
if they be ſo peremptory to the Offenders, as 
ſome men think they'are;.or if the tryal be not 
'very indifferent which taken out of the Country 
may be doubted , it: iseahily ſeen. how perilous 
'that will be-to the Subje&: for either the party 
ſhall be forced to ſubmit himſelf to the diſcretion 
of the Juſtice, or elſe abide-ſuch Tryal as he ſhall 
not be able to endure. -; - Init 

Befides, whereas the Queen moſt graciouſly 
doth uſe to grant often-times generalPardons by 
Ad of Parliament, whereby the Subjeds of the 
Land are diſcharged of far greater offences than 
theſe 3 ſuch as might happen to offend this way, 
or to be brought 1n.Queſtion for the ſame,ſhould 
never be partakers of that grace, whichall other 
Subjects do enjoy, but by yearly. vexation be in 
danger of trouble and charge almoſt without 
hope to be releaſed, athough the .offences be 
(as often-times they are) very ſmall and ſlender- 
ly proved : whereas now the Juſtice cannot 
by the Law keep his Seat , but, once in three 
years; .and if a Pardon come in the mean time 
all thoſe offences are diſcharged. _, .;, | 

Touching the laſt and fourth point, he ſaid in 
making of Laws, one principal and ſpecial care 
is to be taken, that nothing paſs in dark words, 
but that it may be clear and evidence to the un- 
derſtanding of the Makers, thereby to know to 
what they bind themſelves and their Poſterity 5 
the contrary whereof was to be doubted in this 
Bill as it was penned, wherein Authority ſhould 
be given to the Juſtices of the Foreſts to proceed 
in the Execution of puniſhment and other mat- 
ters, not only according to the Laws but alſo ac- 
cording to the Cuſtoms, Uſages, and Ordinan- 
ces of the Foreſts; which latter words are very 
obſcure, and therefore dangerous to pals in that 
form, for what the Laws + the Foreſts are, ſuch 
as be eſtabliſhed by Authority of Parliament, are 
evident and open to all men, and every Subje& 
is bound to take knowledge of them, by what 
the Cuſtoms, Uſages and Ordinances of the Fo- 
reſt be, and how far theſe words may extend is 
very doubtful and uncertain, the fame being 
only known to Officers and Miniſters of Foreſts, 
and are fo far from the common knowledge of 
other men, as few or none that are Learned in 
the Laws of the Realm, have any underſtandi 
in them: ſo as if any SubjeR of the Land ſhoul 
be Impeached for an offence committed in the 

Foreſts,

and: therefore under thoſe general words to bind |. 


the!Subjet to thoſe things that neither they do 
nor may. eafily get knowledge of: The Houſe of 
Comwons do think -it a matter very inconvent- 
ent,- and do alſo think that the Foreſt Laws al- 
ready eſtabliſhed by Parliament,are ſtrict enough, 
and being put in due Execution "7 ſuffice with- 
out any turther addition to increaſe the burthen 
of them. 

To theſe Obje&tions the Earl of Syſex a wiſe 
man of good underſtanding in Foreſt matters, 
being Juſtice of the Foreſts on this (ide Tre-t, ſaid 
for Anſwer 1n effe& as followeth: 

To the firſt confeſſing that by Authority of 
Parliament the Juſtices of the Foreſts might ap- 
point their Deputies, ſaid, nevertheleſs that thoſe 
alſo could not hold their gttings without great 
charge, and their doings ſhall not be ſo obeyed, 
nor eſteemed as the Acts and Proceedings of the 
Juſtices themſelves 3 and therefore thought this 
Law necelſlary. 

To the ſecond, third and fourth, -he ſaid that 
there was no meaning by the Lords that paſt the 
Bill to bring upon the Subjects any of thoſe 1n- 
conveniences that were noted by the Houſe of 
Commons; howſoever the Bill might be penned 
contrary to their intentions, and yet he thought 
that the words were miſconceived and drawn to 
a harder ſenſe than there was cauſe. Nevertheleſs 
he faid the Lords could be well contented that 
the Houſe of Commons ſhould retorm ſuch things 
in the Bill, touching thoſe points, as they-ſhould 
find convenient, ſo as the ſame were done with 
good conhideration , and upon ſufficient caule, 
whereof they doubted not. 


This being the ſubſtance of the Conference, it 
was the next-day reported by one of the Com- 
mittees to the Houſe of Commons : Whereup- 
on the Speaker moved the ſaid Houle to appoint 
ſome to amend thoſe things which the Lords had 
yielded to have reformed, that fo the Bill might 
paſs : but the whole Houſe (a very few excep- 
ted) ſaid. they would hear no more of it, and 
ſo it ſtayed without any further proceeding, be- 
cauſe it appeared the Houſe of Commons did not 
think their, Objections ſufficiently anſwered by 
the Lords, ; 

This foregoing proceeding of the two Houſes 
in the above-mentioned Bill, touching Authority 
to be given to the Juſtices of her Majeſties Fo- 
reſts, ec. being tranſcribed out of the Copy 
thereof I had by me; now follows the next days 
Paſſages out of the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houſe of Commons. 

On Friday the g** day of March, the Bill for 
er wg in Blood of the Lord Norris was twice 
Tead, 

The Bill for re-edifying of the Town of Criz- 
gleford near unto the City of Norwich, was read 
the third time and paſſed the Houſe, and was 
ſent up to the Lords with the Bill for the Hoſpi- 


tal in the Town of Leiceſter by M* Treaſurer and 
others. 

The Bill touching Suffolk Cloths and Efex 
Cloths, was read the firlt time and committed 
unto M* Secretary Smith, M* Lieutenant of the 
Tower, Sir Nicholas Arnold, and others to have 
Conference touching the double ſearching of 
Cloths generally, now preſently in the Commit- 
tee-Chamber. 

The Bill tor Confirmation of the Subſidy of 
the Clergy was read the fecond' time 3 but no 
mention 1s made that it was either Ordered to-be 
ingrofſed or referred to Committees, becauſe it 
had been formerly ſent from the Lords. 

M* Chancellor of the Exchequer touching the 
Petition for reformation of Diſcipline in the 
Church, did bring word from the Lords that 
their Lordſbips having moved the Queens Ma- 
jeſty touching the ſaid Petition, her Highneſs 
anſwered their Lordſhips that her Majeſty before 
the Parliament had a care to provide in that 
caſe of her own diſpoſition 3 and at the begin- 
ning of this Seſſion her Highneſs had Conference 
therein with ſome of the Biſhops, and gave them 
in Charge to ſee due reformation thereof, where- 
in as her Majeſty thinketh, they will have good 
conſideration according unto her pleaſure and 
expreſs Commandment in that behalf: So did 
her Highneſs moſt graciouſly aud honourably de- 
clare further, that if the ſaid Biſhops ſhould neg- 
le or omit their Duties therein, then her Ma- 
jeſty by her Suſteam Power and Authority over 
the Church of England, would ſpeedily fee ſuch 
good redrefs therein as might ſatisfie the expeCta- 
tion of her loving Subjects to their good con- 
tentation, which Meflage and Report was muſt 
thankfully and joyfully received by the whole 
Houſe with one accord. And immediately there- 
upon John Crook Elquire, one of the Knights for 
the County of Buckingham , took occalion in 
moſt humble and dutiful wiſe to make a Motion 
unto the Houfe for another Petition to be mo+» 
ved to the Lords for perſwading of her Majelty 
for Marriage. Vide concerning Church-Diſcipline 
on Wedneſday the 29 day of February preceed- 
ing, and on Friday the ſecond day of this inſtant 
March foregoing, and touching the Queens Mar- 
_—_— Mondaythe 12" day of the ſame Month 
of March enſuing,

The Bill againſt exceſs in Apparel was read the 
ſecond time, and committed unto all the Privy- 
Council being of this Houſe, M* Captain of the 
Guard, M* Treaſurer of the Chamber, the Ma- 
ſters of Requeſts, and others who were appoin- 
ted to meet at the Exchequer-Chamber at two 
of the Clock in the Afternoon. 

M* Doctor Barkley and M* Powle did brin 
from the Lords a Bill for the Hoſpital of S* Crofe 
with ſpecial commendation for expediting there- 
of, and Declaration of the aſſent of the Par- 
_ given- in that behalf before their Lord- 

IPs. 

4 Bills of no great moment had each of 
them one reading z of which the firſt being the 
Bill for the Lady Wainmar, was read the third 
time and paſſed the Houſe. 

Mr Serjeant Barham and M* DoGtor Vaughan 
brought trom the Lords two Bills with Amend- 
ments and Proviſoes , which before paſled the 
Houſe, - viz, the Bill for rags ml © amending 


of the Bridges and High-ways ngs Oxford, and 
the Bill for maintenance of Colledges in the Uni- 
verſities, and of Eaton and Wincheſter. 

The Bill againſt Arthur Hal/ Eſquire, Edward 
Smalley and Matthew Kirtleton his Servant, was 
read the firſt time. 

Edward Smalley Servant unto Arthur Hall Eſq; | 
appearing in. this Houſe this day at the Bar, it 
was pronounced unto him by M* Speaker 1n the 
name and by the appointment and order of this 
Houſe, for Execution of the former Judgment 


of this Houſe awarded againſt him, That he the | 


ſaid Edward Smalley ſhall be forthwith commutted

form aforeſaid,to be certified unto M* Lieutenant 
of the Tower by M* Recorder of Londor: before 
any delivery or ſetting at liberty of the ſaid Ed- 
ward Smalley to be in any wiſe had, or made at 
any time after the Expiration of the ſaid Month, 
as 1 aforeſaid 3 and that he ſhall not be delivered 


out of Priſon before ſuch notice certified, whe. 
ther the ſame be before the faid firſt day of the 
next Term, or after.

The Bill for reſtitution in Blood of the Heirs 
of the Lord Stozrtor was twice read 3 which ſaid 
Bill was doubtleſs at this time but once read, or 
at leaſt it ſtood but for the firſt reading , and 
was entred through negligence, for-it had Its ſe- 
cond reading on =_— the 12 day of this in- 
ſtant March, and was thereupon committed, and 
had laſtly its third reading upon Txeſday the 1 3th 
day of the ſame Month and fo paſſed the Houſe; 
with which alſo agreeth a certain written Memo- 
rial or Copy of the Carriage of this buſineſs be- 
tween the two Houſes,inreſpeQ that it occaſioned 
much diſpute betwixt them, as ſee more at large 
on Wedneſday the 14 day of the foreſaid March 
enſuing. 

Two Bills laſtly of no great moment had each 
of them one reading; of which the ſecond being 
the Bill for the Hoſpital of S* Croſſe was read 
three times and paſled the Houſe. 

On Monday the 12 day. of March, Two Bills 
of no great moment had each of them their third 
reading 3 of which the firſt being the Bill for the 
Lord Viſcount Bizdo, upon the Queſtion paſſed 
the Houſe. 

Mr. Captain of the Guard declaring her Ma-

| have had in many other places in the tranfcri- 
bing of the Journals of her Majeſties Reign for 
this buſines, was no other than a Declaration of 
her Majeſties Goodneſs and Clemency in reſfto- 
ring this day unto the Houſe, and to his own Li- 
berty, Peter Wentworth Eſquire, who had been 


Committed 
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Commnted to Priſon on Thurſday the 9** day of 
February in the beginning of this Seſſion of Par- 
liament , which ſaid Declaration or Diſcourſe 
doth now in its due place follow , the firſt matt 
that ſpake being ChriStopher Hatton Eſquire, Cap- 
tain of the Guard. 
Mr. Captain of the Guard did firſt ſhortly de- 
clare and make report unto the Houſe, that 
whereas a Member of the ſame had the firſt day 
of this Seſſion , which was the 8** day of Fe- 
bruary laſt paſt, uttered in a prepared Speech di- 
vers offenſive matters touching her Majelty, and 
had for the ſame been ſent Priſoner to the Tower 
by the Houſe , yet that her Majeſty was now 


o__ pleaſed to remit her juſt occaſioned | 


iſpleaſure for the ſaid offence, and to refer the 
enlargement of the party to the Houſe, which 
was moſt thankfully accepted by the ſame upon 
the ſaid report. 
And thereupon Sir Walter Mildmay Knight, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer , ſpake as fol- 


loweth : 


That by this whole Aftion and by her Maje- 
ſties dealing in this cauſe we had juſt occaſion to 
conſider, 

Theſe three things. 

1. Her Majeſties good and clement nature. 

2, Her reſpect to us. 

3. And our Duty towards her. 

Touching the firſt , that Soveraign Princes 
laced by God , are to be honoured with all 
umble and dutiful reverence, both in word and 

deed, eſpecially if they be good and vertuous, 
ſuch as our moſt gracious Soveraign is, a Princeſs 
that hath governed this Realm ſo many years, ſo 
quietly, ſo juſtly, and providently 3 which be- 
ing true, as no man can deny, then fee how 
great an offence this wasto reprove fo good and 
gracious a Queen ſounjultly, and that to be done 
not by any common perſon abroad , but by a 
Member of this Houſe 3 and not in any private 
or ſecret place, but openly in this moſt honour- 
able Aſſembly of the Parliament , being the 
Higheſt Court and Councel of the Realm. And 
thereby ſee alſo her molt gracious and good na- 
ture, that "4 mercifully and ſo eaſily can remit ſo 
great an offence, a thing rarely found in Princes 
of ſo great Eſtate, that uſe commonly to think 
themſelves touched in honour if they ſhould paſs 
over ſmaller injuriesſo lightly : the greater is her 
Majeſties Commendation and the more are w 

bound to thank God for her. 

Secondly, We may ſee what gracious reſpect 
her Majeſty had to us, that notwithſtanding the 
juſt cauſe that was given her to puniſh ſeyerely 

ſo great an offence ; yet the favour that ſhe had 
conceived towards us , proceeding from the juſt 
tryal of our dutiful afte&tions towards her ,. had 
ſo qualified: her diſpleaſure as ſhe was contented 
for our ſakes to pardon the whole, and: that ſo 
freely as ſhe would not at any time think of it 
again (for thoſe were her words) a marvellous

grace towards us and never hereafter on our 


= to be forgotten , the rather for that the 
me proceeded meerly frotn her ſelf, thereby pre- 
venting the Suit which we in all humblenef 
might have tnade unto her. 

Thirdly, that for ſo gracious a dealing it was 
our bounden Duties to yield unto het Majeſty 
our moſt humble and hearty thanks, and to be- 
ſeech Almighty God to enlarge her days as the 
only ſtay of our felicity 3 and not only fo but 
to learn alſo by this Exatnple how to behave our 
ſelves hereafter z and not under the pretence of 
liberty to forget our bounden duty to ſo graci- 
ous a Queen: true it is, that nothing can be well 
concluded in a Countel where there is not al- 
lowed in debating of Cauſes brought in delibera- 
tion, Liberty and Freedom of Speech; otherwiſe 
if tn Conſultation men be either interrupted or 
terrified fo as they cannot , nor dare not ſpeak 
their Opinions freely, like as that Colttncel can- 
not but be reputed for a ſervile Councel ; even 
ſo all the Proceedings therein ſhall be rather to 
ſatisfie the wills of > 0s than to determine that 
which ſhall be juſt and reaſonable. But hetein 
we may not forget to put a difference between 
liberty of Speech, and licentious Speech z for by 
the one men deliver their Opinions freely , and 
with this caution, that all be ſpoken pertinently, 
modeſtly, reverently and diſcreetly 3 the other 
contrariwiſe uttereth all impertinently, raſhly, 
arrogantly and irreverently, without reſpe& of 
perſon, time, or place: and though freedom of 
Speech hath always been uſed in this great Coun- 
cel of Parliament, and is a thing moſt neceſſary 
to. be preſerved amongſt us; yer the ſame was 
never nor ought to be extended fo far, gs though 
ne in this Houſe may ſpeak what and of 

hom he liſt. The contrary whereof both in 
our own days, and in the days of our Predecel- 
ſors, by the puniſhment of ſuch inconſiderate and 
diſorderly Speakers, hath appeared. And fo to 
return, Let. this ſerve us for an Example to be- 
ware that we offend not in the like hereafter, 
leſt that in forgetting our duties ſo far we may 
give juſt cauſe to our graciousSoveraign tothink 
that this her Clemency hath given occaſion of 
further boldneſs : and thereby ſo much grieve 
and provoke her, as contrary to her __ gra- 
cious and mild conſideration, ſhe be conſtrained 
to change her natural Clemency into neceflary 
and juſt ſeverity; a thing that he truſted ſhould 
never happen among(t wiſe and dutiful men,ſuch 
as the Members of this Houſe are thought always 
to be. 


Between which Speech and the reſtoring of 
the ſaid M* Wentworth unto the Houſe (although 
it be not mentioned in the before-cited written 
Memorial of the ſaid Speech I had by me) as ap- 
peareth plainly by the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houſe of Commons , theſe enſuing Paſlages 
intervened in the ſaid Houle as followerth, viz.

Original Journal-Book of the ſame Houſe 5 and 
therefore (1n relpe& it 18 of very good uſe and 
moment for the Declaration and Juſtification of 
the Libertics of the ſaid Houſe) 1 have cauſed it 
to be inſerted at large, out of that often before« 
mentioned written Memorial or Diſcourſe I had 
by me of the whole proceedings of this buſineſs, 
in manner and form following. 

The before-mentioned Committees ( or the 
greater part of them between eight and nine of 
the Clock this Morning , as 1s very probable ) 
repaired unto the Parhament, Chamber, or Up- 
per Houſe Door , and there gave attendance, 
{ending in word by the Utfhex of that Houſe of 
their being there: The Lords after a great pauſe 
came forth at laſt into the outward Chamber, the 
number of them were many, 'and the perſons of 
the principal Noblemen of that Houle, after they 
had taken their places at a long Table, and uſed 
ſome Conference amongſt themſelves, they called 
for thoſe of the Houſe of Commons, to whom 
the Lord Treafurer in the name of all the reſt 
preſent and abſent, ſaid in effed as followeth : 


Hat the Lords of the Upper Houſe could 
not but greatly miſlike the dealing of the 

Houſe of Commons in the Lord Storrtor's Bill, 
eſpecially for that they had paſſed the Bill with 
a Proviſo annexed, notwithſtanding their ſundry 
Meſlages ſent unto them in-his favour : And laſt- 
ly, one Meflage to have Conference with them 
for reſolution. of ſuch: doubts as were moved, 
wherein they took themſelves greatly touched 
in honor, and thought that the Houſe of Com- 
mons did not uſe that- reverence towards them 
which they ought to do; the cauſe he faid be- 
' fides, was ſuch as they ſaw no reaſon why the 
Houſe of Commons ſhould proceed in that Order; 
for the Bill being ſigned by her Majeſty, he faid, 
none might preſume to alter or add any thing to 
it without the aſſent of her Majeſty, which they 
for their parts durſt not do, and for proof hereof 
he ſhewed the Committees ſundry Proviſoes in 
King Hexry the Eighths time annexed to the like 
Bills figned by the King 3 inferring thereby that 
none might paſs otherwiſe. Moreover he ſaid 
that by the opinion of the Judges which were 
in the Upper Houſe , the ſaving already in the 
Bill was fo ſufficient that there needed not any 
addition of ſuch Proviſo as the Houſe of Com- 
mons had annexed 3 and therefore required to 
know what reaſons did lead them to proceed in 
this Order. 

This and ſome large Speeches young uttered to 
this end, the Committees anſwered that their 


Commiſſion was only to hear what their Lord- 
ſhips would fay , they would return and make 
report to the-Houſe, and fo attend again upon 
them with Anſwer, 


When this was reported to the Houſe of Com- 
mons, it moved them all greatly, and gave them 
occalion of many Arguments and $ » all 
generally miſliking this kind of dealing with 
them, thinking their Liberties much wary Bir in 
three points : one, that they might not add or 
alter aiy Bill ſigned by the Queen; another that 
any Conference ſhould be looked for , the Bill 
remaining with them , except themſelves ſaw 
cauſe to require it ; and the third to yield a rea- 
ſon why they pafſed-the Bill in that ſort. After 
all theſe things were ſufficiently debated, an An- 
[wer was agreed on to be returned to the Lords 
by the ſame Committees, and they gave their at- 
tendance upon the ſame Lords in the former 
place, to whom was (aid in effe& by Sir Anthony 
Mildmay Knight Chancellor of the Ex er, 
one of the Committees in the name and by the 
conſent of the reſt. 

That they had delivered to the Houfe of Com- 
mons the ſenſe of that which their Lordſhips had 
faid unto them, which as they had conceived, did 
ſtand upon two parts : One the manner of their 
proceedings in this Caſe of the Lord Stoxrtons 3 
and the other matter wherein they had pro- 
ceeded. | 

To both which they had a Commiſſion fron! 
the Houſe to make unto their Lordſhips this 
Anſwer. 

Firſt that they were very ſorry that theirLord- 

ſhips had conceived ſuch an opinion of the Houſe, 
as though they had forgotten their Duty tothem, 
praying their Lordſhips to think that the Houſe 
of Commons did not want conſideration of the 
ſuperiority of their Eſtates , in reſpet of their 
honourable calling, which they did acknowledge 
with all humbleneſs, proteſting that they would 
yield unto their Lord(hips all dutiful reverence 
ſo far as the ſame were not prejudicial to the 
Liberties of their Houſe, which behoveth them to 
leave to their Poſterities in the ſame freedom they 
have received them 3 and touching this particu- 
lar caſe the manner of their proceedings hath not 
been as they think, any ways undutiful or un- 
ſcemly, for the Bill being ſent from their Lord- 
ſhips to the Houſe .of Commons received there 
within little ſpace two readings; and becauſe up- 
on the ſecond reading , ſome Objeftions were 
made to lett the courſe of the Bill, the Houſe 
thought fit zo commit it, which doth ſhew that 
they had no diſpoſition to over-throw the Bill, but 
to further it, both 1n reſpe& of her Majeſties Sig- 
natures, and that it came paſſed from their Lord- 
ſhips 3 and whether the Lord Stoxrton had cauſe 
orno to think himſelf favourably uſed in being 
heard of the Committees with his Learned Coun- 
cel, they referred to their Lordſhips Judgments. 
That after the Committees report of their doings, 
the Houſe gave the Bill a third reading, and ſo 
paſſed the ſame in ſuch ſort as now their Lordſhips 
had ; notwithſtanding their ſundry Meſfages to 
the contrary, : 

And laſtly, notwithſtanding their Meſſage of 


| Conference they ſaid they could nor otherwiſe 


have 
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have done , without breach of their Liberties ; 
for they. take the order of the Parliament to be, 
that when a Bill is paſſed in either Houſe, that 
Houſe wherein the Bill remaineth, may require 
Conference with the Houſe that paſſed the Bill, 
if they think good, but not otherwiſe. And ſo 


this Bill paſſing from the Lords to the Houle of 


Commons, might if they had thought 1t conve- 
nient, have required a Conference, but-not their 
Lordſhips-of a Bill paſſed from themſelyes :_and 
thus much for the manner of their Proceedings. | 

Touching the matter wherein they haye, pro- 
ceeded, in that that they annexed a Proviſo to 
this Bill , the ſame being her. Signature, ſigned 
with her Majeſties Hand , they. thought they 
might lawfully do it without offence to her Ma- 


zelty, taking} her Signature to be only, a recom- 
mendation of the Cauſe to both the Houſes, 
without which they could not treat of any Bill 


of that nature 3 the Houſe not being thereby 
concluded, but that they might alter or add any 
thing that ſhould be thought meet either for her 
Majeſty or for her Subjefts , which Proviſo they 
have added upon good deliberation, not haſtily 
or inconfiderately, but upon great and ſufficient 
reaſons moving them, praying their Lordſhips fo 


to conceive it : Nevertherlcſs to declare thoſe 


reaſons in particular to their Lordſhips as they re- 
quired in that part,the Houſe deſired their Lord- 
ſhips to bear with them, for that were to yield an 
account of their doings, and of things paſſed in 
their Houſe , which they could not in any wiſe 
agree unto, being ſo prejudicial to their Li- 
berties. 
This Speech finiſhed the Committees were wil- 
led by 
the Chamber ; and after ſome pauſe and conſul- 
tation amongſt the Lords, they called again the 
Committees, and to them was faid by the Lord 
Treaſurer, that the Lords had conſidered the An- 


{wer that the Committees had brought them | 


from the Houſe of Commons; and touching the 
firſt part thereof he ſaid, that albeit through ſuch 
information as was given them, they might have 
cauſe to conceive amiſs of the Houſe in the man. 
ner of their Proceedings, yet becauſe themſelves 
were the trueſt Reporters of their own aCtions, 
and the beſt Interpreters of their own meanings, 
the Lords did accept of their Anſwer, and reſted 
well ſatisfied with the ſame. 

But touching the other part he once again 
preſſed the Committees to ſhew the reaſons that 
moved the Houſe to add that Proviſo, which the 
Lords took to be ſuperfluous, the Bill as he ſaid 
containing in it already a faving that was ſuffici- 
ent for all Cauſes that might happen. 

\ To that was ſaid by one of the Committees 
that they humbly thanked their Lordſhips that it 
Pleaſed them ſo well to accept of their Anſwer 
to the firſt part 3 but for the ſecond which con- 
cerned the matter it ſelf, and the reaſons that 
moved the Houſe , he faid the Committees had 
no further Authority to deal, in having on- 
ly Commiſion to deliver to their Lordſhips 


the Lords to retire to the lower end of 


the Anſwer which they received from this Houſe, 

Whereupon the Aſſembly brake,and the Lords 
returning to the Upper Houſe; and the Commi- 
tees to the Houſe of Commons , where at their 
coming, one of them reported their. whole Pro. 
ceeding with the Lords, wherein the Houſe was 
much ſatisfied, ſeeing that ſo great a ſtorm was 
ſo. well calmed, and the Liberties of the: Houſe 
ſo well preſerved, which otherwiſe in time to 
come might have been prejudiced in thoſe three 
points before remembred , which are indeed if 
they be well conlidered, of great weight and im- 
portance. 

The Proceeding and Ifſue of this foreſaid great - 
Committee of both Houſes, being thus tranſcri- 
bed out of that written Memorial thereof I had 
by me, now follows the laſt Paſſage in this bufi. 
neſs out of the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houle of Commans ; by which it may be eaſily 
gathered, that the Committee of the Lords did 
not reſt ſatisfied with the former Conference, but 
ſent down yet another Meſlage to the Commong 
Houſe, although this Seſſion of Parliament were 
now upon the Concluſion, to have had ſome fur- 
ther ſatisfaction therein : which Meſlage is there 
Entred as followeth. 

M- Sollicitor and M* Door Barkley did come 
from the Lords to demand if there be any Bills 
ready to ſend to their Lordſhips, for that now 
their leiſure well ſerveth them 3 and alſo they do 
defire to know , whether this Houſe will make 
them a further Anſwer to the matter of the laſt 
Conference, or no. Whereupon after ſundry 
Motions and Arguments it was agreed, that the 
former Committees, with the reſidue afterwards 
added unto them, both yeſterday and alſo this 
day, as alſo M* S* John now laſtly added, be 
ſent up. to the Lords with Anſwer to be pro- 
nounced by M* Chancellor of the Exchequer in 
the name of the whole Houſe, that as touching 
the unkindneſs wherewith their Lordſhips do 
charge this Houſe, which this Houſe hath not 
done, doth not and will not give their Lordſhips 
any ſuch occaſion. . 

Nota, That this is the laſt Paſlage in this fo 
long and controverted bufineſs betwixt the two 
Houſes, which this Morning had been throughly 
handled at a Committee of the ſaid Houſes: for 
the Upper Houſe having firſt paſſed this Bill, and 
ſent it down to the Houſe of Commons on Wed- 
neſaday the 7** day of this inſtant March forego- 
ing, it had its ſeveral readings there on Saturday 
the 10'* day of the ſame Month in the After- 
noon, and on Monday the 12* day, and on Txeſ- 
day the 13" day of the ſame; _—_ alſo added 
a Proviſo unto it, with which they ſent it up a- 
gain to the Lords, who diſſiking the ſaid Proviſo, 
requiredConference with ſome Committees of the 
ſaid Houſe that very forefaid 13** day of March, 
when the Bill had been ſent up unto them : upon 
which meeting this Morning they had full Con- 
ference, as is before at large ſet down ; but the 
Lords (as it ſhould ſeem.) utterly diſliking the 
ſaid Proviſo, and not being fatified with or 

al 
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aid Conference, did never give the ſaid Proviſo 
any reading in their Houſe, and fo the Bill was 
daſhed. 

Now follows the reſidue of this days Paſlages, 
with the Concluſion of this Sefftion of Parlia- 
ment by Prorogation, out of the Original Jour- 
nal-Book of the Houſe of Commons: ſome things 
only of form or otherwiſe neceſlary to be infer 
ted being added.

may be collected, that it was agreed in the Houſe 
(where this matter had been propounded on Fri- 


day the g* day of this inſtant March foregoing, 
and further debated of on Monday the 12" day 
of the ſame Month) that it was I ſay agreed, that 
the Speaker ſhould thus move her Majeſty in the 
behalf of her Marriage upon the Concluſion of 
this Seſſion 3 in this Speech alſo the ſaid Speaker 
did according unto the uſual Cuſtom preſent her 
Majeſty with the Bill of the Subſidy, in the name 
of the Commons. 

After which her Majeſty-having given her Aſ- 
ſent unto twenty three publick Acts, and thirteen 
private, the Lord Keeper Adjourned the Parlia- 
ment by her Majeſties Commandment, until two 
of the Clock in the Afternoon of the day fol- 
lowing, 

And ontheſaid Thurſdaythe 15% day of March

The ſaid Speaker or Prolocutor, with as many 
of the Houſe of Commons as conveniently could, 
being Jet in , was led up between two of the 
molt eminent Perſonages of the faid Houſe of 
Commons unto the Rail or Bar at the lower end 
of the Upper Houſe, and being there placed af- 
ter three Reverences made , ſpake to the effect 
following :

Whereupon the ſaid Speaker rendring his moſt 
humble thanks to her Majeſty, and acknowledg- 
ing her gracious favour towards him , promiſed 
his moſt faithful and careful endeavour for the 
diſcharge of the ſaid place, after which he pro- 
ceeded to Petition her Majeſty, in the name of 
the Houſe of Commons, (according to the uſual 
courſe) for freedom of Speech , freedom of Ac- 
cels to her Majeſty, and freedom from Arreſts and 
Suits for themſelves, and their neceflary Atten- 
dants. And laſtly, that if in any thing he (bould 
unwittingly miſtake , the blame might not he 
upon the Houſe, but upon himſelf, and that 
_ would be pleaſed graciouſly to Par- 


To which the Lord Chancellor by Command 
from her Majeſty, Anſwered, that ſhe did well 


accept of his humble thankfulneſs, and the pro- 
mife of his beſt endeavour and diligence, and 
that for all his Petitions her Majeſty was well 
pleaſed that himſelf, and the Knights, Citizens 
and Burgeſfes of the Houſe of Commons, ſhould 
have and enjoy all ſuch freedomsand priviledges, 
as had been formerly in like Cafe enjoyed and 
ufed 1n the times of her Majeſties moſt Royal 
Progenitors. 

And then he concluded with a ſpecial Admo- 
nition, that the Houſe of Cammons ſhould nor 
deal or intermeddle with any matters touching 
her Majefties Perſon, or Eſtate, or Church Go- 
vernment. 

Nota, That in the Original Journal-Book of 
the Upper-Houſe , de Arno iſto 23 Regine Eliz.

At which hoaur the Lords meeting , the two 
former Bills laſt above-mentioned , which had 
been fent down to the Houſe of Commons, were 
returned from them up to the Lords again con» 
cluded.

Anno Domini 1572. which-was the 
firſt Seſſion of it, and with that in Ano 18 El. 
Regine Anno Domini 1575. which was the mid- 
dle and ſecond Seſſion of the ſame : fo that this 
preſent Aſſembly of the Peers and Commons of 
the Realm in this their great Councel, was but 
the third and laſt Seffion of it, being one and 
the ſame Parliament as aforeſaid, continued (till, 
each after other, without any Diſſolution, near 
upon the ſpace of twelve years by fourſcore ſeve- 
ral Prorogations, or thereabouts, viz. from Thur/- 
day the 8% day of May in the fourteenth year of 
the Queen,” on which ſaid Thurſday it firſt began, 
until the Diſſolution thereof on the 19 day of 
April, Anno 25 Regine Eliz. Anno Domini 1583.1n 
this ſaid third and laſt Seſſion finally, beſides many 
good Paſſages touching the Orders and Priviledges 
of the Houſe, there fell out an unuſual diſpute 
m the ſame concerning the appointment of a 
publick Faſt, which in the end occaſioned her 
Majeſties diſpleaſure and mhibition thereof. 

- TheParliament began upon this preſent Mox- 
day the 16*" day of this inſtant Farxary,to which

time without pomp or ſolemniry , this being ay 


hath been obſerved, no new Parliament , but 
the laſt Seſſion of that Parliament which had 
been firſt n on Thurſday the 8** day of May 
in Arno 14 Regine Eliz. Anno Domini 1572. and 
continued by many ſeveral Prorogations and Ad- 
journments unto this preſent Monday, at which 
day divers of the Knights of the Shires, Citizens 
of Cities, Burgeſles of Burroughs , and Barons 
of the Ports did appear and fit down in theHouſe 
of Commons; but the number of them was not 
great, partly by reaſon of ſundry former Proro- 
gations of the ſame Seton made 1o near unto

Majeſties Reign, when Richard Onſlow Eſquire 
the Queens MajeſtiesSollicitor was choſenSpeaker 
in that Seſſion de ar. 8 Regine Eliz. which made 
but one and the ſame Parliament with the for- 
mer Seſſion held in Arno 5 Regine ejuſdem, 1n 
which Thomas Williams Eſq; had been Speaker, 
and died before the ſaid ſecond Seflion held by 
Prorogation in the faid eighth year of the 
Queen 3 he offered a Copy of that precedent, 
but becauſe M* Fxlk Onſlow the Clerk was pre- 
ſent ſitting as Clerk , and had there his Original 
Book of notes , out of which the ſaid Copy 
was taken, he was Commanded to read it out of 
his Book which was to this purpoſe. 

But in reſpe& it is omitted both in the foul 
Copy which Fxkk Onſlow now Clerk of the 
Houſe of Gommons took concerning the Paſlia- 
ges of this Seſſion of Parliament, fol. 1. 2. and 
alſo in the fair written or perte&ed Copy of the 
Journal of this ſaid Seffion (out of both which 
this preſent Journal is collected and enlarged ) 
fol. 106.6. therefore (it being a Precedent uſeful) 
I have ſupplied it out of the Original Journal- 
Book of the Upper Houle in the Parliament 4: 
Annis 8, & 9 Regine Eliz. Anno Domini 1565, 
in manner and form following, 07s. 

That on Monday the 3o** day of December in 
the eighth year of the Reign of Queen El:za- 
beth, a new Seſſion of Parliament being holden 
by Prorogation at Weſtmrinſter, and the Knights, 
Citizens and Burgefles according to their uſual 
Order and Cuſtom meeting thereupon 1n the 
Houſe of Commons, did there find that Thomas 
Williams Eſq their late Speaker in the firſt Seffi- 
on of tk:is Parliament holden in the fifth year of 
the ſaid Queen Ez. was dead, and that the ſaid 
Commons falling by that means into Conſulta- 
tion what courſe was fitteſt to be taken 1n reſpect 
that until a new Speaker was choſen, no buſineſs 
could be Entred upon or expedited in the ſaid 
Houſe, did at length all refolve as the beſt 
courſe to ſend certain of the moſt eminent Per- 
ſonages, being Members of the ſaid Houſe, up 
unto the Lords to defire likewiſe their advice and 
aſhiſtance in whatſoever their Lordſhips in that 
Caſe ſhould think fitteſt ro be done. And there- 


h— 


upon their Lordſhips joining four Members of 
their Houſe with four more of the Houſe of 
Commons, did adviſe that with all humbleneg 
and ſpeed they ſhould all jointly repair to her 
Majeſty, and make intimation of their ſaid Eſtate, 
and fo further deſire to know her pleaſure there. 
in : And her Majeſty did accordingly-moſt pra. 
ciouſly on the next day , being Tweſday the firſt 
day of O#ober, ſend her Commiſtion under the 
Great Seal of England, directed unto the Lord 
Keeper, by which the ſaid Knights, Citizens and 
Burgeſles of the Houſe of Commons were Ay- 
thorized to Ele& and chuſe a new Speaker, which 
accordingly they did, and thereupon preſented 
him being Richard Onſlow Eſquire the Queens Sol. * 
licitor, on the very next day following, being 
Wedneſday the ſecond day of OfFober. 

But notwithſtanding this precedent,ſome were 
of opinion (although they did not utter it, be- 
cauſe they ſuppoſed themſelves not.;warranted 
to treat of any thing, much eſs of any dealing 
with the Upper Houſe without a Speaker, or 
without her Majeſties Commandment): that this 
was the only precedent that could be ſhewed in 
ſuch manner of proceeding, and was but an in- 
novation,and not warranted upon gaeod grounds, 
but rather ſubje& toinconvenience and peril. So 
firſt they thought it was a breach of Daty-to the 
Queen, that we ſhould enter into that or any 
other Conſultation before her Majeſties Pleaſure 
known touching a Speaker. > 

ſtem there was no warrant to reſolve us any 
thing, ſo that there was no perſon to take the 
Voices or moderate the Conſultation. 

Item thoſe who ſhould go on ſuch Meſlage, 
could have no good warrant to deliver it in the 
name of the Houſe, when the Houſe could treat 
of nothing. 

Items it had ſome inconvenience of ,drawing a 
ſpecial Prerogative to thoſe of the. Houſe: that 
were of her Majeſties Councel from-the-reſt 'of 
the Houſe. 

[tem it had greater peril of precedentto draw 
the Petitions of the Houſe to her Majeſty; to be 
done by mediation of the Upper Houſe 3: and 
they thought it to ſtand much in duty and hu- 
mility to the Queen , not to preſunie to make 
ſuch Petition, or to make difference 1n-proceed- 
ing upon a Parliament newly Summzoned, ' and a 
Seſfion of Parliament held by Prorogation as it 
is uſed upon new Summons, ſo to. ſit ſtill in all 
humility, expecting that the Houſe ſhould: be 
ſent for to the Upper Houſe , there to receive 
her Majeſties Pleaſure and, Commandment to 
chuſe a Speaker; which her Pleaſure wipht either 
be delivered by the Lord Chancellor-wa her Ma- 
(ties Preſence, or in her abſence by Commiſh- 
on, as in Caſes of Prorogations and'ſach like do- 
ings is uſed. And for that it might'be doubted 
how her Majeſty ſhould have notice; that the 
Speakers place was void: it was tobe Anſwered, 
that the Houſe it ſelf judicially hath no-notice 
but by relation of his Death as hex Majeſty bath. 
And her Majeſty hath the more certain, naſe, 

or 
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for that: ber ſelf had made Sir Robert Be Lord 
Chicf Bazon, and fo his place of Speaker void 
a ſome thought, although ſome others thought 
that the Chief Baron may be Speaker , and ſhe 
had fince his Death made a new Chief Baron,

Note, That this Argument doth very folidly 
and fully prove, that the Knights, Citizens and 
Burgeſlcs of the Houſe of Commons ought not 
at this time to have joined with the Upper Houſe 
in Petitioning the Queen for liberty to chuſe a 
new Speaker, in reſpe& that her Majeſty could 
not but take notice of it as well as themſelves, 
and the rather at this preſent becauſe ſhe had firſt 
made Sir Robert Bel/ Knight their former Speaker 
. Chief Baron of the Exchequer, by which many 
ſuppoſ his place of Speaker was void in the 
faid Commons Houſe , becauſe he was to be cal- 
led by Writ as a neceffary attendant of the Up- 
per Houſe; and laftly, becauſe her Majeſty had 
now afterwards alſo upon his Death, made ano- 
ther Chief Baron in his room: by all which it ap- 
peared moſt plainly as is before urged , that her 
Majeſty could not but know as well as themſelves 
that the faid place of Speaker was void. 

But whether M* Fu{k O-/low the now Clerk 
of the Houſe of Commons did conceive theſe 
reaſons in his own mind, and ſo by communica- 
ting them unto others of the ſaid Houſe, and 
ading them to concur inthe ſame opinion, did 
thereupon Enter them in the Journal-Book of this 
Parliament, or whether others of the Houſe did 
firſt conceive it themſelves, and utter it to him in 
private in the faid Houſe z yet certainly it ha- 
ving not been openly ſpoken 1n the Houſe as ap- 
pears by his own ſetting of it down , but pri- 
vately muttered, it ought to have been Entred 
as a private opinlon, and not as any part of the 
Journal, and to have been diſtinguiſhed by be- 
ing written in ſome other different hand, from 
that in which the reſt of the Journal was ſet 
down or the like. 

But yet notwithſtanding all thoſe foreſaid rea- 
ſons already ſet down, it was at laſt agreed by 
the —_ number of the few Voices that the 
faid Precedent ſhould be followed which had be- 
fore paſſed in the eighth year of her Highnels 
Reign : And accordingly were appointed the 
laid M* Treaſurer and Sir Jawes Crofts Knight 
Comptroller of her Majeſties molt honourable 
Houſhold, and Thowas Wilſon Eſquire one of her 
Highnefles Principal Secretaries with a conveni- 
ent number of others of the Houſe, to go to the 
Upper Houſe to make Petition to the Lords for 
their Mediation to her Majeſty for Licence to 
chuſe a Speaker , the place being void firſt by 
the making of the ſaid Sir Robert Bel] to be Lord 
Chief Baron of the Exchequer , and laſtly by 
his Death : which Meſlage being by the ſaid per- 
ſons executed accordingly , and they brought 
Anſwer again to the Houſe from the Lords, that 
their Lordſhips had appointed all the Lords of 
the Privy-Council, with the Marqueſs of Wir- 
cheſter, the Earl of Arundel, and the Biſhop of 


| the Houſe of Lords, in reſpett that the ſame is 


London, to make that Suit to her Majeſty, and 
required to have four of this Houſe being of her 
Mafeſties Privy-Council to join therein with 
them, according to the ſaid Precedent : where- 
upon foraſmuch as it appeared to this Houſe 
that the Lords in appointing their number, had 
varied from the ſaid Precedent , it was mo- 
ved that likewiſe the number appointed by this 
Houſe might alſo be altered, that in precedent it 
might remain a thing Arbitratory to the Houſe, 
and that ſo five of this Houle being of the Privy-

rather becauſe it was then affirmed of ſome, that 
the cauſe why only four of the Council being of 
this Houſe were appointed in the faid eighth

The 
now Lord Treaſurer then being the one only 
Principal Secretary to her Majeſty 3 but at Jaſt 
the ſaid Precedent was preciſely urged and fol- 
lowed, and the ſaid M* Treaſurer, M* Comptrol- 
ler, and Sir Francis Walſingham Knight, one of 
ber Majeſties two Principal Secretaries, and Sir 


| Walter Mildmay Knight Chancellor of her High- 


neſs Court of Exchequer , were appointed by 
this Houle to join with the ſaid Lords in the faid 
Suit to her Majeſty, and Order was then allo gi- 
ven, that this Houſe ſhould alfo daily afſemble to 
continue the Sefton and attend the Anſwer of 
her Highneſles Pleaſure therein. 

On Tueſday the 17% day of Fanuary,lome num- 
ber of this Houſe Aſſembled this day to attend 
for the cauſes aforeſaid. 

On Wednefday the 18" day of January, the - 
Right Honourable the Earl of Lincoln Lord 
Steward of the Queens Majeſties moſt honoura- 
ble Houſbold came into this Houſe, and betore 
him divers Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles re- 
turned into this Houſe, did. openly receive ana 
pronounce the Oath according to the form of 
the Statute in that caſe made and provided; and 
he did alſo then and there ſignify and declare the 
right Honourable M* Treaſurer, M* Comptrol- 
ler, M* Secretary Wilſon and M* Chancellor of 
the Exchequer to be his Deputies during this Seſ- 
fion of Parliament , that before them or any of 
them, all ſuch perſons as ſhould, during this Sel- 
fion, be returned to be of this Houle, might 0- 
penly receive and pronounce the ſaid Oath ac- 
cordingly , which Deputation they did then 
EXECUtE. 

This matter of the Lord Stewards Miniſtring 
the Oath of Suprewacy unto ſuch Members of the 
Houſe of Commons, as were newly Elected and 
returned to this new Seſſion of Parliament, being 
thus tranſcribed out of the Original Journal-Book 
of the Houſe of Commons:now tullows the whole 
manner of the proceeding of her Majeſty 1n gi- 
ving Authority by her Commiſion under the 
Great Seal unto the Houſe of Commons, to Elect 
a new Speaker , and of their receiving the faid 
Authority, out of the Original Journal-Book of 


but 
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but ſhortly and imperfe&tly ſet down 1n the Ort- 
ginal Journal-Book of the ſaid Houſe of Com- 
mons. 

This foreſaid Wedneſday Morning the Knights, 
Citizens and Burgefſles of the Houſe of Commons 
(being mindful of the great buſineſs of the E- 
leftion of a new Speaker, which they had trea- 
ted of on Monday foregoing being the 16** day 
of this inftant Jarnary) repaired to the Upper 
Houſe commonly called the Parliament Chamber, 
where being Aſſembled with the Lords, thoſe 
noble Perfonages and others who had been ap- 
pointed to repair unto the Queen on Monday 
foregoing, ſignified her Majelties Pleaſure unto 
all So Lords and Commons there preſent con- 
cerning the Choice of a new Speaker by the 
Members of the Houſe of Commons. And there- 
upon the Lord Chancellor ſhewed forth a Com- 
miſſion under the Broad Seal of England, which 
he Commanded the Clerk openly to read; the 
the tenor whereof was as followeth. 


! Lizabeth, &c. To our Right Truſty and 

Right well Beloved Counſellor Sir Thomas 
Bromley Knight , Lord Chancellor of England, 
Greeting. Whereas in the beginning of this 
our preſent Parliament holden at Weſtminſter the 
eighth day of May in the fourteenth year of our 
Reign, the Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles being 
Aſſembled ia the ſame Parliament were Com- 
manded by us to go to their accuſtomed place, 
and there to chuſe to themſelves one to be their 
Speaker according to the accuſtomed manner : 
Whereupon the ſame Knights, Citizens and Bur- 
geſſes did Ele& and Chuſe one Robert Bell Eſq; 
afterwards Knight, and Chief Baron of our Ex- 
chequer now deceaſed to be their Speaker, and 
the ſame their Election did afterwards certifie 
unto us 3 which Eleftion we did allow and ra- 
tifie : fince which time this our preſent Parlia- 
. ment hath been continued by divers Prorogati- 
ons until the 8* day of February in the ergh- 
teenth year of our Reign, at which time the 
ſaid Parliament was holden and continued from 
the ſaid 8 day of February until the 15 day 
of March then next following, from which time 
alſo the ſaid Parliament hath continued by divers 
and ſundry Prorogations until the 16* day of 
January 1n this preſent twenty third year of our 
Reign. At which day the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and alſo the ſaid Knights, Citizens and 
Burgeſles have declared unto us that the ſaid Ro- 
bert Bell ſince the laſt Seſſion of this preſent Par- 
hament is dead, and thereupon have made their 
humble Suit and Petition to us, that they might 
have Licence and Commandment from us to pro- 
ceed to Ele& among(t themſelves one-other to 
be their Speaker for the reſt of this preſent Par- 
liament yet to come. Wherefore we _ cer- 
tain and perfet knowledge that the ſaid Kobert 
| Bell is dead as they havealledged, and confider- 
ing their humble Petition and Requeſt is very 
meet and neceſſary to be granted, have appoin- 


. ted and Conſtiruted you, and by the thele Pre-

ſents we do Will, Command, Conſtitute and Ap. 
point you for us and in our Name to Call the 
ſaid Knights, Citizens and Burgefles before you 
and other the Lords Spiritual and Temporal A. 
ſembled in this our. prefent Parliament: in the 
Higher Houſe of our Parliament at Weſtminſter, 
and there preſent, for us and in our Name to 
Will and Command the ſaid Knights, Citizens 
and Burgeſles 'to refort to their accuſtomed 
place , and there to Ele&t and Chuſe amongſt 
themſelves one ſufficient and able Perſon to 
be their Speaker for the reſt of this preſent Par- 
liament yet to come 3 and after they have once 
made their Ele&ion, that then three or four of 
them for and in all their names ſhall fignifie the 
ſame unto usz3 and thereupon we will further 
fignifie our Pleaſure unto them what day and 
time they ſhall preſent the Perſon EleQed before 
us, as heretofore hath been in like Caſes accy- 
ſtomed to be done. Wherefore our Will and 
Pleaſure is, that you do diligently attend about 
doing of the premiſes, and execute the ſame with 
effedt. In Witneſs whereof we have cauſed theſe 
our Letters Patents to be Sealed with our Great 
Seal, Witneſs our Self at Weſtminſter the 16th 
day of January in the twenty third Year of our 
Reign. 


Thus far out of-the Original Journal-Book of 
the Upper 4 now follows the continuance 
of this days Paſſages, as alſo of the reſidue of 
the matters handled in the Houſe of Commons 
duriog this Sefſion of Parliament, out of the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book of the ſame Houſe. 

At the return of ſuch Members of the Houſe 
of Commons into their own Houſe as had been 
preſent in the Upper Houſe during the time the 
recited Commiſſion was in reading (for many of 
the Houſe of Commons conceiving that their 
ſending for to the Upper Houſe aforeſaid, being 
only by their own Serjeant whom they had ſent 
upto the Lords to ſee if the Lord Chancellor 
and the reſt of their Lordſhips were come thither 
or No, was no orderly giving them notice of 
their Lordſhips deſires in that behalt according 
to former uſage, in reſpe& that the ſaid Com- 
mons are to be ſent for by ......... amon 
the ſaid Members as aforeſaid, who had been fo 
preſent in the ſaid Upper Houſe, Sir Francis 
Knoles Knight Treaſurer of her Majeſties Houſe- 
hold, did at his return declare, that for Anſwer 
to the Suit her Majcſties Commiſſion was read to 
licenſe and Command the Commons to Chule a 
Speaker, and that four of this Houſe being of 
the Privy-Council ſhould make report of the 
EleQion to her Majeſty,. that her Highneſs might 
thereupon fignifie her further Pleaſure for ap- 
pointing the day for preſenting of him, 

Mr Treaſurer further declared unto the Houſe 
before their proceeding to Election, that he and 
others had juſt now ſeen in the Upper Houſe one 
that is a Member of this Houſe, ro wit M* Jobs 
Popham, her Majeſties Sollicitor General, being 
one of the Citizens for Briſtol, and My * 

made 
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made a Motion that ſome of this Houſe might be

The Clerk was 
Commanded to read the ſaid Precedent agam of 
chuſing Mi" Onſlow in the ſaid eighth year of her 
Majeſties Reign (which ſaid Precedent ſee on 
Monday the 16 day of this inſtant foregoing) 
and thereupon that courſe being agreed upon to 
be followed , the ſaid M* Treaſurer and others 
were ſent up to the Lords to demand the reſtitu- 
tion of the ſaid M* Popham, and brought Anſwer 
again that their Lordſhips had reſolved he ſhould 
- beſent down, the rather becauſe he was a Mem- 
ber of this Houſe, and this Houle pollefſed of 
him before he was Sollicitor, or had any place of 
Attendance in the Upper Houſe. Upon relation 


whereof a Motion was preſently made, that- it 
was not meet or convenient to chuſe a Speaker | 
by perſons that were not of the Houſe , and 
withal it was thought of ſome that divers per- | 
ſons being newly returned in the places of others | 
yet living, were not, or ought not to be ac- | 
counted Members of this Houſe. Whereupon 
to avoid length of Argument and the impedi- 
ment of the Eleftion, the ſaid M* Trealurer by 
the Aſlent of the Houſe pronounced an Admo- 
nition, that all ſuch as were newly returned in 
the places of others yet living (ſhould forbear to 
repair to the Houſe till their cale were further 
conſidered. Then immediately M* Arderſor the 
Queens Serjeant at Law, and Sir Gilbert Gerard 
Knight her Highneſs Attorney Genera], brought 
from the Lords the ſaid M* Popham her Majelties 
Sollicitor General, one of the Citizens tor the 
City of Briſto/, and reſtored him to this Houſe 
as a Member of the ſame, and ſo departed. And 
then was a Motion 'made by M* Lewkener for 
Prayer to be uſed before the Election, that it 
might pleaſe God both 1n that and in thereſidue 
of the Proceedings of this Houſe, to direct them 
with his Holy Spirit 3 and a form of Prayer was 
then read to the Houſe by the Clerk.

TheQueſtions are whether ſuch as be return 
in places of perſons ſick, or of perſons abtcn 
the Queens Service, be Burgetles, and the ©;

ſervice aregood excuſcs for their abſence, but no 
cauſcs to remove them and to chuſe new, And 
for this he alledged divers Precedents, 2s of Do- 
ctor Dale Embaſſador in Frame , 21:4 0!

M* Serjeant Flowerden, M* Robert Sn2og, M* 
Seintpoole , and M* Serjeant Fleetwood Comp- 
troller argued tothe contrary, and faid, that in 
all theſe caſes new are to be choſen, and the old 
diſcharged. And that it needeth not to have dit- 
charge by the Judgment of the Houte , bur it 
ſufficeth tro make ſuggeſtion in the Chancery, and 
to-procure a Writ thereupon for a new El<Ction.

And according to theſe opinions the new Bur- 
gefles Elected and returned in places of men 1i- 
ving, were received and allowed in the ſaid 
Houſez M- Flowerden keeping his place for Nor- 
wich, Sir William Drewry for Caſtle-Riſeing, M* 
Richard Herbert in place of M" Pugh for Mont- 
gomery, and ſo the like of the reſt that were new 
Ele&ted. Vide the contrary reſolved March the 

18" poſtea. 

Nota, That all this was done after theEleQion 
of John Popham Eſquire the Queens Sollicitor for 
Prolocutor or Speaker, but before his Preſenta- 
tion to the Queen, or her Majeſties allowance of 
him. The agitation of which queſtion was doubt- 
leſs either privately muttered 1n the Houſe, or if 
it were diſputed openly it was ſuddenly and un- 
warrantably done, in reſpec that the Houſe of 
Commons have no power to determine or re- 
ſolve of any thing after the Ele&ion of the 
Speaker, till he be preſented and allowed, as may 
eaſily be Colle&ted by all Precedents both of 
latter and former times. Neither did this opinion 
of the Houſe thus irregularly given take any great 
effe&t, becauſe the contrary was reſolved March 
I8 poſtea. 

In the mean time of thoſe foregoing Argu- 
ments and Diſputations in the Houſe, it was fig- 
nified unto the ſaid Houſe that her Majeſties Plea- 
ſure was, that the Speaker {hould be preſented 
unto her Highneſs on the next day following at 
two of the Clock in the Afternoon in the Upper 
Houſe. 

On Friday the 20** day of Jarnary the Houſe 
Aſſembled together, and about two of the Clock 
in the Afternoon they had notice that the Queen 
with the Lords Spiritual and Temporal were all 
ſet in the Upper Houſe. Whereupon the Kuights, 
Citizens and Burgefſes haſted thither with M- 
Popham their Speaker,and being let in as many as 
conveniently could,and the ſaid Speaker brought 
up to the Bar at the lower end of the ſaid Houle 
by two of the molt eminent Perſonages of the 
Houſe of Commons, he there made his humble 
excuſe, and alledged his inſufficience for diſcharge 
of his place in ſuch manner and form as 1n like 
caſe is uſually accuſtomed. 

But notwithſtanding his ſaid excuſe her Maje- 
ſty by the Lord Chancellor ſignified her Allow- 
ance of him, for which the ſaid Speaker rendred 
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his humble thanks, and Petitioning in the name 
of the Houſe of Commons for Liberty of Speech, 
for free acceſs to her Majeſty, and for freedom 
from Arreſts, according to the uſual form, the 
Lord Chancellor by the Queens Commandment 
made him a gracious Anſwer 3 after which ended 
the Knights , Citizens and Burgeſles with their 
ſaid Speaker returned unto their own Houſe. 

And being come thither and the Speaker ſet in 
his Chair, one Bill according to the uſual form 
was read, which was for the aſlurance of Purcha-. 
ſers againſt incumbrances. 

On Satrday the 21% day of Fannary the Li- 
tany being read by theClerk,and the old Prayer, 
that was uſed in former Sefſions, read alſo by the 
Speaker, M* Speaker made a ſhort Oration to the 
Houſe, partly touching himſelf and partly touch- 
ing them. For his own part acknowledging his 
infirmities and praying both their patience and 
alliſtance 3 and for them he adviſed them to uſe 
reverent and diſcreet Speeches, to leave curiofity 
of form , and to ſpeak to the matter : and for 
that the Parliament was likely to be very ſhort, 
willed them further to forbear ſpeaking to Bills 
at the firſt reading , and not to ſpend too much 
time 1n unneceſlary Motions or ſuperfluous Ar- 
guments. And further defired them that they 
would fee their Servants, Pages and Lackies at- 
tending on them kept in good order. 

Which ended, a Motion was made that Mr 
Speaker and the reſidue of the Houſe of the bet- 
ter ſort of Calling, would always at the riſing of 
the Houſe depart and come forth in comely and 
civil ſort, for the reverence of the Houle in 
turning about with a low Courteſie, like as they 
do make at their coming into the Houſe, and 
not ſo unſeemly and rudely to thruſt and thro 
out as of late time hath been diſorderly uſed ; 
which Motion made by Sir James Croft Knight 
Comptroller of her Majeſties Houſhold , was 
very well liked of and allowed of all this 
Houſe, 

The Bill for reformation of diſorders. of the 
Clerk of the Market and his Deputies was read 
the firſt time. 

M- Paul Wentworth made a Motion for a pub- 


| lick Faſt and daily Preaching; the Faſt to be ap- 


pointed upon ſome one certain day , but the 
Preaching to be every Morning at ſeven of the 
Clock before the Houſe did (it 3 that fo they be- 
ginning their proceeding with the Service and 
Worſhip of God, he might the better bleſs them 
in all their Conſultations and Actions. 

Sir Francis Knoles Treaſurer of the Queens 
Houſhold ſpake againſt this Motion, M* Thomas 
Cromwel/ ſpake for it , M* Alford againſt it , M* 


| Cooke for it, M* Secretary Wi{ſor for it, M* Ser- 


jeant Flowerden for itz and M* Norton ſhewed 
Precedents that there had been Faſts in London 
by Order only from the Council (by which it 
feemeth he intended to infer that a Parliament 
might much rather appoint it.) ; 
Hereupon the Houle being divided, and many 
Arguments being ſpent pro & con,, at length an 
1 
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faid matter in queſtion was put to Voices, and 
the better ſide had the greater number; for there 
were a hundred and fifteen Voices for it, and 
but a hundred againſt it 3 and ſo it was Ordered, 
that as many of the Houſe-of Commons as con- 
venient could, ſhould on the Sunday ſeven-night 
after, being the 29*" day of this inſtant Jammary, 
Aſſemble and meet together in the Temple 
Church there to hear Preaching and join in Pray- 
er together with Humiliation and Faſting for the 
aſhſtance ofGodsSpirit in all their Conſultations 
during this Parliament, and for the Preſervation 
of the Queens Majeſty and herRealms; and that 
the Preachers who ſhould perform the work and 
ſervice of that day, might be appointed byguch 
of ber Majeſties Council as were of the Houſe, 
to the intent that they may be diſcreet perſons 
and keep convenient proportion of time, with- 
out intermedling with matter of innovation or 
unquietnelſs. 

This day alſo it was Ordered that the Houſe 
(ſhould be. called on Wedneſday next being the 
25% day of this inſtant Farary in the Aﬀer- 
noon, that ſo it might appear who 41d diligently 
intend the buſineſs of the Houſe, and who did 
negligently abſent themſelves. . 

M* Broughton alſo this Forenoon made a Mo- 
tion to know the mind of the Houſe touching 
his Companion or Fellow Burgeſs, who now 
ſtood indifted of Felony, whether he ought to 
retain of the Houſe or to forbear coming, or 
that a new one ſhould be Elected 1n his place. 
Whereupon after the matter had: been a while 
agitated and diſputed of in the Houle, it was 
adjudged, that he ought to remain of the Houſe 
till he were Convicted: for it may be any mans 
caſe who is guiltleſs to be accuſed, and thereup- 
on indicted of Felony or a like Crime. 

After which Judgment given by - the Houſe, 
M* Norton did further inform them,that the Lord 
Chancellor willed him to fignifie unto the Houſe 
that this matter had been moved to him , and 
that a new Writ had been deſired of him for the 
Election of another in the place of the ſaid Bur- 
geſs; but that his Lordſhip had refuſed to yield 
thereunto, and had further alledged that he 
ought firſt to be removed by the Judgment of 
the Houſe ; and that thereupon the Houle figni- 
tying ſo much to his Lordſhip, he would there- 
upon grant a new Writ for a ſecond Election to 
be made. 

The Judgment of the Lord Chancellor, who 
was both Learned in the Laws, and had been an 
antient Parliament man, was much commended 

by the Houſe, and the rather, becauſe it ſo op- 
portunely concurred at this time with the Judg- 
ment of the Houſe. Which reſolution ſeemeth 
croſs to that former opinion before-given in the 
Houſe on Thurſday laſt paſt the 19" day of this 
—_ —_— viz. that new Burgeſles being 
returned in the place of others living were to 
be allowed and received in the Houſe. 

But yet I conceive that theſe two opinions 
may well ſtand togetherz for here the Lord 


Chancellor was pleaſed not to grant a Writ for 
a new Election, but to ſtay the Judgment of the 
Houſe, which was without all queſtion the moſt 
juſt and ſafe way of Proceeding; whereas in 
thoſe other before-recited Caſes he had granted 
out Writs for new Eleftions upon meer ſugge- 
{tions 3 and then without all queſtion the Bur- 
geſſes returned upon thoſe Writs are to be recet- 
ved into the Houſe and muſt remain as Members 
thereof until they be again rejected by the Judg- 
ment of the Houle. So alſo it is if a Sheriff ſhall 
return one for a Knight of a Shire who was un- 
duly or not at all Ele&ed, yet he that is fo re- 
turned remaineth a Member of the Houſe until 
his ſaid Elefion be declared void by the Judg- 
ment of the Houſe. But why inthe ſaid former 
Caſe one Elected in a place of a Burgeſs fick, 
(upon ſuggeſtion doubtleſs that he could not re- 
cover) ſhould be adjudged by the Houſe to be 
well Elected, and returned notwithſtanding that 
the former Burgeſs was preſent in the Parliament 
and had recovered his health, I cannot poſſibly 
gueſs. Vide March 18 poſtea. 

Fanuary 22. Sunday. 

On Monday the 23*" day of January the Houſe 
being Aſſembled did fit till eleven of the Clock 
without the Speaker, for that he was all that time 
at the Court 3 in which mean time the Serjeant 
of the Houſe apprehended one William Hanney 
Servant to Anthony Kirle of the Middle-Temple 
Gent. fitting in this Houſe, who being none of 
this Houſe, and further Examined, confeſſed up« 
on his Knees that he had fitten here this prefenc 
day by the ſpace of half an hour at the leaſt, cra- 
ving pardon and alledging that he knew not the 
Orders of this Houſe , and was thereupon com- 
mitted to the Serjeants Cuſtody till further Or- 
der ſhould be taken with him by this Houle. 

Mr Speaker coming to the Houle after eleven 
of the Clock read the uſual Prayer , omitting 
the Litany for the ſhortneſs of time', and decla- 
red unto the Houſe that the time was then ſo 
far ſpent as leiſure could not then well ſerve 
them to proceed unto the reading oft any Bill, 
and therefore willed all the Houſe then preſent 
to meet there again on the Morrow at eight of 
the Clock in the Forenoon: And allo that eyery 
one of the Houſe which were then preſent,ſhould 
give notice thereof unto all ſuch of the reſidue 
of this Houſe then abſent as they could in the 
mean time happen to ſee or meet with, to the 
end that all they might likewiſe attend in thig 
Houſe at the time atoreſaid accordingly. 

On Tueſday the 24 day of Fanuary, Three 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading 3 of which the laſt being the Bill that 
Adtions upon the Caſe ſhall be brought in proper 
Counties was read the firſt time. 

Mr Speaker declared himſelf for his own part 
to be very ſorry for the errorthat happened here 
in this Houſe upon Satrrday laſt in reſolving to 
have a publick Faſt, and ſheweth her Majeſties 


great miſliking of the proceeding of this Houle 


therein, declaring it to fall out in ſuch ſort as he 
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before did fear it would do; and adviling the 
Houſe to a Submiſſion 1n that behalf, further mo- 
ved them to beſtow their time and endeavour 
hereafter during this Seſſion in matters proper 
and pertinent for this Houſe to deal in, and to 
omit all ſuperfluous and unneceſſary Motions and 
Arguments,with all due regard and conſideration 
to the Order of the Houle. 

M- Vice-Chamberlain declaring a Meſſage from 
her Majeſty to this whole Houſe, by her High- 


neſs Commandment ſhewed unto them her great | gr 


admiration of the raſhneſs of this Houſe in come 
; mittingſuchanapparent contempt againſt herMa- 
jelties expreſs Commandment very lately before 
delivered unto the whole Houſe by the Lord 
Chancellor in herHighneſs name,as to attempt and 
put in Execution ſuch an innovation as the ſame 
Faſt without her Majeſties Privity and Pleaſure 
firſt known ; blaming firſt the whole Houſe and 
then M* Speaker , and declaring her Majeſties 
Proteſtation for the allowing of Faſting and 
Prayer, with the uſe and exerciſc thereof in her 
own Perſon 3 but reproving the undutiful pro- 
ceeding of this Houſe as agaiolt the duty of Sub- 
| Jes, did nevertheleſs very eloquently and am- 
ply ſet forth her Majeſties moſt honourable and 
good acceptation of the Zeal, Duty and Fidelity 
of this whole Houſe towards Religion, the Safety 
of her Highneſs Perſon , and the State of this 
Common-wealth (in reſpe&t whereof her Majeſty 
hath ſo long continued this Parliament without 
Diſſolution ) declared further to the great joy 
and comfort of this whole Houle, that her Ma- 
xlty nevertheleſs of her ineſtimable and Princely 
good Love and Diſpoſition, and of her Highneſs 
moſt gracious Clemency conſtrueth-the ſaid of- 
fence and contempt to be raſh, unadviſed and an 
inconſiderate Error of this Houſe, proceeding of 
Zeal and not of the wilful and malicious intent 
of this Houſe or of any Member of the fame, im- 
puting the cauſe thereof partly to her own leni- 
ty towards a Brother of that man which now 
made this Motion (M* Wentworth) who in the 
laſt Seſſion was by this Houle for juſt cauſes re- 
prehended and committed , but by her Majeſty 
graciouſly pardoned and reſtored again. And 
after many excellent Diſcourſes and Dilatations 
of her Highneſs moſt honourable and loving 
care for the advancement of Religion, and the 
State wherein ſhe had before ſignified her Prohi- 
bition to this Houſe by the Lord Chancellor, 
ſhewed that her Highneſs hath already deep! 

conſulted upon thoſe matters in all due and need- 
*ful reſpects, and prepared fit and apt courſes to 
digelt them, meet and ready to be delivered un- 
to this Houſe from her Highneſs by ſuch direction 
as her Majeſty thinketh molt convenient. And 
ſo perſwading this Houſe to imploy the time 
about the neceſſary. ſervice of the Queens Ma- 
jeſty and of the Common-wealth, with due and 
grave regard to the antient Orders of this Houle, 
concludeth, that he thinketh 1t very meet that 
this-whole Houſe or ſome one of this Houſe, by

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Houſe, do make moſt humble ſubmiſſion unto 
her Majeſty, acknowledging the ſaid offence and 
contempt, and in' moſt humble and dutiful wiſe 
to pray remiſtion of the ſame at her Highneſs 
hands, with full purpoſe hereafter to forbear com» 
mitting of the like offence. 

M- Comptroller followed him . and ſpake to 
the ſame effe&, but urged and enforced the fault 
of the Houſe with much more violence. 

M* Nicholas S* Leger ſpake next , and with a 
eat deal of diſcretion and moderation extenu- 
ated the ſaid offence of the Houſe ; urging firſt 
their great affeftion to her Majeſty, the ſincerity 
of their intention in that Motion of the Faſt x 
They the imperfections and fins to which not 
only private men but publick States are alſo ſub- 
ject, and therefore needed to be ſupported' by 
Prayer and Humiliation 3 And then he urged 
the great fault and remiſsneſs of the Biſhops who 
ſuffered that moſt neceſlary Duty of Faſting and 
Humiliation to grow even out of uſe in the 
Church ; And laſtly he concluded, that he tru- 
ſted that both her Majeſty and all her Subjects 
would be ready to expreſs their true repentance 
_ in humbling themſelves in Sack-Cloth and 
es. 

M* $S* Poole followed M* S* Leger , but ſpake 
ſomewhat differing from him , aggravating the 
fault of the Houſe, and urging Submiſſion, 
 M- Chancellor of the Exchequer ſpake next, 
and admoniſhed the Houſe of their duty which 
they did owe to ſo good and gracious a Prince as 
her Majeſty hath exprefled her ſelf to be in all 
this long time of her Government , and there. 
fore urged the Houſe to Submiſhon. 

M- Sackford one of the Maſters of the Re- 
queſts urged the ſame Submiflion, but withal he 
thought 1t very fitting and could wiſh it that M* 
Vice-Chamberlain who had brought the Meflage 
from her Majeſty of her diſpleafure, might alſo 
carry the Houſes Submiſſion back again untoher 
Highneſs. 

M* Flowerden ſpake next and ſhewed the fin- 
cerity of his intention in ſpeaking for the Faſt, 
when it was firſt moved 5 but now concluded, 
that it was moſt fitting for the Houſe to make 
their Submiſſion to her _— 

M- Carleton ſtood up and offered to have ſpo- 
ken, but was interrupted by M* Speaker and the 
Houſe. 

Then M- Speaker asked the Queſtion, whether 
Mr Vice-Chamberlain ſhould carry the Submiſſi- 
on of the Houſe to her Majeſty, and it was agreed 
by the conſent of the whole Houſe. 

M* Carkton offered again to ſpeak,ſaying with 
ſome repetition, that what he bad to move was 
for the liberty of the Houſe 3 but the Speaker 
notwithſtanding and the Houſe (out of a tender 
care as it ſeemeth to give no farther diſtaſt ro her 
Majeſty ) did ſtay him. 

On Wedneſday the 25** day of January, the 
Bill for Children born in Exgland of Fathers that 
were Aliens, not to be accounted or reputed as 
Engliſh, was read the ſecond time. 

M* Crom- 
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M* Croniwell now upon the ſecond reading as 
the Order is, ſpake againſt the Bill, M* Norton 
for it, with Motion alfo that Engliſhmen takin 
Oath to the Pope or Foreigrt Potentates beyond 
Sea, for Obedience in Emglard , ſhall have no 
benefit as Engliſhmen. | 

M* Bronghtor' fpake againſt the faid Bill, Sir

againſt- it. *-Whereuporr the {aid Bill was after

My Vice:Chamberlain brought Anſwer from

"Sir Walter MiHdmay ſpake next, and delivered 
a moſt Honourable, Grave, Wiſe and Honeſt 
Speech ; which being not found either 1n the firſt 
Original draught of the Journal of the Houle of 
Commons taken by Fx{k On-/jow Eſq Clerk of 
the ſame, nor otherwiſe ſet down 1n one other 
fair tranſcribed Copy of the ſaid Journal by the 
ſame M* O»/low' direQtion then abſtractedly and 
ſummarily taken 3 I have therefore cauſed it to 
be tranſcribed at large out of a Copy of the ſaid 
Speech I had by me in manner and form fol- 
lowing, 
- The principal caufe of our Aſſembly here be- 
ing to conlule of matters that do concern the 
Realm, I/have thought good with your patience 
to remember you of ſuch things as for the weight 
and neceſfity of them I take to be worthy of 
your conſiderations.

But yet notwithſtanding, ſeeing our Enemies 
ſleep not, it behoveth us not to be careleſs, as 
though all were paſt; but rather to think, that 
there is but a piece of the ſtorm over, and that 
the greater part of the Tempeſt remaineth be- 
hind, and is like to fall upon us by the malice of 
the Pope, the moſt Capital Enemy of the Queen 
and this State, the determinations of the Coun- 
cil of Trent, and the Combination of the Pope 
with other Monarchies and Princes devoted un- 
to Rome, aſſuring our ſelves that if their Powers 
be anſwerable to their Wills, this Realm ſhall 
find at their hands all the Miſeries and Extremities 
that they can bring upon it. And though by the 
late good Succeſs which God hath given in Ire- 
land, theſe lewd and malitious Enterprizes ſeem 
for a time to be as it were at a ſtand ; yet let us 
be aſſured that neither their attempts upon Ire- 
land, neither the miſchiefs intended againſt Erg- 
land will ceaſe thus; but if they find us negligent 
they will be ready with greater Forces than have 


n yet ſeen. The certain determination which | , 


the Pope and his Combined Friends have to root 
out the Religion of the Goſpel in all places, and 
to begin here as their greateſt impediment, is 
cauſe ſufficient to make us the more vigilant, and 
to have a wary eye to their doings and proceed- 
ings, how ſmoothly ſoever they ſpeak or diſlem- 
ble their Friendſhips for the time : for let us think 
ſurely, that they have joined hands together a- 
gainſt us, and if they can, they will procure the 
Sparks of the Flames that have been ſo terrible 
in other Countries, to fly over into Exg/ard, and 
to kindle as great a Fire here. And as the Pope 
by open Hoſtility, as you ſee, hath ſhewed him- 
ſelf againſt her Majeſty 3 ſo the better to Anſwer 
in time the purpoſes that he hath ſet down 1n the 


mean ſeaſon till they may come to ripeneſs, he 
hath and doth by ſecret praftices within this 
Realm leave nothing unproved , emboldenin 

many undutiful Subjects to ſtand faſt in their Aif 


obedience to her Majeſty and her Laws. For al- 
beit the pure Religion of the Goſpel hath had a 
free courſe, and hath been freely Preached now 
many years within this Realm by the ProteQion 
of her Majeſties moſt Chriſtian Government ; 
yet ſuch have been the practices of the Pope and 
his ſecret Miniſters , as the obſtinate and ſtiff 
necked Papiſt is fo far from being reformed, ag 
he hath gotten Stomach to go backward, and to 
ſhew his diſobedience not only in arrogant words 
but alſo in contemptuous 

To confirm them herein, and to increaſe their 
number you ſee how ithq Pope hath and doth 
comfort their hollow hearts . with Abſolutions, 
Diſpenſations , Reconciliations., and ſuch other 
things of Rome. You ſee how lately he hath ſent 
hither a ſort of Hypocrites, naming themſelyes 
Jeſuits, a rabble of Vagrant Friers newly ſprung 
up and running through the World to trouble 
the Church of God, whoſe principal. Errand is 
by creeping into the Houſes of men of behaviour 
and reputation, not only to corrupt the Realm 


{ with falſe Dofrine;,hut alſo under that pretence 


to ſtir up Sedition,' to the peril of her Majeſty 
and her good Subjects. | 

How theſe practices of the Pope have wrought 

in thediſobedient Subjedts of this Land is both evi- 
dent and Jamentable to conlider.For ſuch impre(- 
ſion hath the eſtimation of the Pope's Authority 
made in them, as not only thoſe which from the 
beginning have refuſed to obey, but many, yea 
very many of thoſe which divers years together 
did yield and conform themſelves in their 0 
Actions, fithence the Decrees of that unholy 
Council of Trext , and fithence the publiſhin 
and denouncing of that blaſphemous Bull againſ 
her Majeſty, and ſithence thoſe ſecret Abſoluti- 
ons and Reconciliations; and the ſwarming hither 
of a number of Popiſh Prieſts and Monkiſh Je- 
ſuits, have and do utterly refuſe to be of our 
Church , or to reſort unto our Preaching and 
Prayers. The ſequel whereof muſt needs prove 
dangerous to the whole State of the Common- 
Wealth. 
By this you ſee what cauſe we have juſtly to 
doubt great miſchief threatned to this Realm; 
and therewith you msy eaſily ſee alſo how for 
the preventing and withſtanding of the ſame it 
behoveth her Majeſty not only to provide in time 
ſufficient Laws for the continuing of this peace- 
able Government, but alſo to be ready with For- 
ces to repreſs all attempts that may: be enterpri- 
zed either by Enemies abroad, or by evil Subjects 
at home. 

What difference there is between the Popes 
perſecuting Church and this mild Church of the 
Goſpel, hath been ſeen in all Ages, and eſpeci- 
ally in the late Government compared with. the 
merciful time of her Majeſties Reign 3 the conti- 
nuance of which Clemency is alſo to be wiſhed 
ſo far as may ſtand with Gods Honour and the 
Safety of the Realm: but when by long proof 
we find that this favourable and gentle manner 


of dealing with the Diſobeyers and Co 
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of Religion to win them by fair means if it were 
pollible, hath done no good, but hath bred in 
them a more arrogant and contemptuous Spirit, 
ſo as they have not only preſumed to diſobey the 
Laws and Orders of the Realm, but alſo to ac- 
cept from Rome ſecret Abſolutions, Reconcilia- 
tions and ſuch like 3 and that by the hands of 
lewd Runnagates, Prieſts and Jeſuits, harbour- 
ing and entertaining them even in their Houſes, 
thereby ſhowing an Obedience to the Pope, by 
their direftion alſo nounſbing and training up 
their Children and Kinsfolks , not only at home 
but alſo abroad in the Seminaries of Popery 3 
now I fay it is time for us to look more nar- 
rowly and (tritly to them, leſt as they be cor- 
rapt, ſo they prove dangerous Members to ma- 
ny born within the entrals of our Common- 
Wealth. | 

And ſeeing that the Lenity of the time and. 
the mildneſs of the Laws heretofore made, are 
no ſmall cauſe of their arrogant diſobedience, 
it is neceſſary that we make a proviſion of Laws 
more ſtrift and more ſevere to conſtrain them to 
yield their open Obedience, at the leaſt, to her 
Majeſty in cauſes of Religion, and not to live as 
they liſt to the perillous Example of others, and 
to the encouraging of their own evil affe&ted 
minds : but if they will needs ſubmit themſelves 
to the BenediCtion of the Pope, they may feel 
how little his Curſes can hurt us, and how little 
his Bleſſings can ſave them from that puniſhment 
which we are able to lay upon them 5 letting 
them alſo find how dangerous it ſhall be for 
them to deal with the Pope or any thing of his, 
or with thoſe Romiſh Prieſts and Jeſuits, and 
therewith alſo how perillous it ſhall be for thoſe 
ſeditious Runnagates to enter into the Land, to 
draw away from her Majeſty that Obedience 
which by the Laws of God and Man are due 
unto her. 

This then is one of the Proviſions which we 
ought to take care of in this Council, whereby 
we may both enjoy ſtill that happy Peace we 
live in, and the Pope take the leſs boldneſs to 
trouble us by any favour he ſhall find here. 

The next is Proviſion of Forces ſufficient to 
Anſwer any violence that may be offered either 
here or abroad 3 for the which you know it is 
requilite that her Majeſty do make Preparation 
both by Sea and by Land. 

God hath placed this Kingdom in an I{land en- 
vironed with the Sea as with a natural and ſtrong 
Wall, whereby we are not ſubje& to thoſe ſud- 
den Invaſions which other Frontier Countries 
be. One of our greateſt defences ſtanding by 
Sea, the number off good Ships is of the molt 
importance for us. What the Queens Navy is, 
how many notable Ships, and how far behind 
the Navy of any other Prince, is known to all 
men , and therewith alſo it may be eafily con- 
—_ bow great Charges be incident to the 

ame. 

Neceſlary alſo it is that her Majeſty have For- 
ces by Land ſufficient to chaſtiſe the Rebels in 
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treland, and to repreſs any Foreign attempts ei- 
ther there or here. For which Services either 
by Land or by Sea her Majeſty needeth not, as 
other Princes are fain to do, to entertain neceſ- 
lary Souldiers of Foreign Countries hardly got- 
ten, coſtly and dangerouſly kept, and in the end 
little or no ſervice done them 3 but may bring 
ſuthcient Forces of her own natural Subjects, 
ready and eaſy to be levied , that carry with 
them willing, valiant and faithful minds, ſuch as 
tew Nations may eaſily compare with. But theſe 
Forces with their Furniture and Munition, can 
neither be prepared nor maintained to have con- 
tinuance without proviſion of Treaſure ſufficient 
to bear the Charge, being as you know termed 

of old Neruns bell 
This belongeth to us to conſider, and that in 
time there be not lack of the Sinews that muſt 
hold together the ſtrength of our Body. And 
becauſe through the malice of our Enemies her 
Majeſty is driven to keep great Forces in Ireland 
for the better ſuppreſſing of that Rebellion to 
her exceeding Charge, and for that alſo it is un- 
certain how ſudden and how great other at- 
tempts may be; therefore in reaſon, our ſupply 
of that maintenance ought to be the more, eſpe- 
cially the Wars being at this day ſo coftly as 
every man 1n his private expence may eaſily judg. 
But leſt thac peradventure ſome may judge that 
the Contribution granted by us now five Years 
paſt both frankly and dutifully, might ſuffice for 
many years without any new 3 I dare aflure you 
for the acquaintance I have (though I be unwor- 
thy) with thoſe her Majeſtics Aﬀairs, that the 
ſame hath not been ſufficient to Anſwer the ex- 
traordinary Charges happened fince then , eſpe- 
cially thoſe of Ireland, by the one halt ; but her 
Majeſty hath ſupplied the reſt out of her own 
Revenues, ſparing from her ſelf to ſerve the ne- 
ceflity of the Realm, and ſhunning thereby 
Loans upon intereſt as a moſt peſtilent Cancer 
that is able to devour even the States of Princes. 
Which being fo, as it is moſt true, we are not to 
think upon the charge that is paſt, but the good 
we have received by it, being by that proviſion 
well and honourably detended againſt the malice 
of our Enemies. And therefore conhidering the 
great benefit we have received, by the lalt pay- 
ment being ealily taxed and eaſily born, whereby 
we have kept all the reſt in Peace ; let us as pro- 
vident Councellors of this State prepare again in 
time that which may be able to withttand the 
miſchiefs intended againſt us. Todo this willingly 
and liberally, our duty to our Queen and Coun- 
try, and our Safeties move us. The love and 
duty that we owe to our moſt Gracious Queen, 
by whoſe Miniſtry God hath done ſo great things 
for us, even ſuch as be wonderful in the Eycs of 
the World, ought to make us more careful for 
her preſervation and ſecurity than for our own. 
A Princeſs known by long experience to be a 
principal Patron of the Goſpel, vertuous, wite, 
faithful, juſt, unſpotted in word and deed, mer- 
ciful, temperate, a maintainer of Peace _—_ Ju- 
tice 
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ſtice amongſt her People without reſpe& to Per- 
" ſons; a Queen beſides of this noble Realm, our 
Native Country, renowned of the World,which 
our Enemies daily gape to over-run, if by force 
or {leight they could do it 3 For ſuch a Queen 
and ſuch a Country, and for the.defence ot the 
Honour and Safety of them both, nothing ought 
to be dear unto us, that with molt willing hearts 
we ſhould not ſpend and adventure freely. 

The ſame love and-duty that we owe to our 
Gracious Soveraign,and to this our Native Coun- 
try,ought to make us all tothink upon the Realm 
of Ireland as upon a principal Member of this 
Crown, having continued fo this four hundred 
Years or more. To loſe that Land or any part 
thereof, which the Enemies ſeek , would not 
only bring with it diſhonour , but alſo prove a 
thing molt dangerous to Erg/nd conſidering the 
nearneſs of that Realm to this, and the goodnels 
of ſo many notable Havens as be there. Again 
to reform that Nation by planting there of Re- 
ligion and Juſtice, which the Enemies labour to 
interrupt, 15 moſt godly and neceſlary ; the neg- 
letting whereof hath and will continue that Peo- 
ple in all Irreligion and Diſorder, to the great 
offence of God, and to the infinite Charge of this 
Realm. 

Finally let us be mindful alſo of our ſafety, 
thereby to avoid fo great dangers, not ſeen afar 
off, but imminent over our heads. 

The quictnefs that we have by the Peaceable 
Government of her Majeſty, doth make us to 
enjoy all that is ours in more freedom than any 
Nation under the Sun at this day : but let not 
that breed in us a careleſs Security, as though 
this clear Sun-light could never be darkened ; 
but let us think certainly that the Pope and his 
Favourers do both envy our Felicity, and leave 
no pradice unſought to over-throw the ſame. 
And if any man be ſo dull (as I truſt there be 
none here) that he cannot conceive the bleſſed- 
neſs of this our golden Peace, except he felt the 
lack of itz let him but caſt his Eyes over the 
Seas, into our Neighbours Countries, and there 
behold what trouble the Pope and his Miniſters 
have ſtirred againſt ſuch as profels the fame Re- 
ligion of Jeſus Chriſt as we do: there he may 
find Depopulations and Devaſtations of whole 
Provinces and Countries, over-throwing, ſpoil- 
ing and ſacking of Cities and Towns, Imprifon.- 
ing, ranſoming and murthering of all kind of 
People 3 beſides other infinite Calamities which 
the infolency of War doth uſually bring with it. 
From theſe God in his Mercy, hath delivered 
us; but this nevertheleſs 1s the State and conditi- 
on that our Enemies would fee us in, if by any 
device they could bring it to paſs; and to that 
end be then aſſured they will ſpare for no coſt, 
nor leave any means unaflayed. 

. Therefore to conclude, ſeeing the malice of 
the Pope and his Confederates are ſo notorious 
unto us, and ſeeing the dangers be ſo great, ſo 
evident and ſo imminent, and ſeeing that Prepa- 
rations to withſtand them cannot be made with- 
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out ſupport of the Realm 3 and ſeeing that our 
Duties tro God, our Queen and Country, and 
the neceſlity that hangeth upon our own Safe. 
guards, be reaſons ſufficient to perſwade us, let 
us think upon theſe mattersas the weight of them 
delerveth, and fo provide in time both by Laws 
to reſtrain and corre& the evil aftected Subjects, 
and by proviſion of that which ſhall be requi- 
fite for the maintenance of Forces, as our Ene- 
mies finding our minds fo willing, and our hands 
ſo ready to keep in Order our Country, and to 
furniſh her Majeſty with all that ſhall be neceſla- 
ry, may either be diſcouraged to attempt any 
thing againſt us, or if they do, they may find 
ſuch refiſtance, as ſhall bring confuſion to them- 
ſelves, honour to our molt Gracious Queen, and 
Satcty to all of us. 

Mr Nortoz purſued the ſame Admonition, and

the Jaſt Seſſion , in that being injoined by this 
Houſe to appear, he departed out of Town in 
contempt of the Court; and afterwards teſtified 
the ſame his wilful contempt by an unſemly Let- 
ter addreſſed by him to this Houſe 3 and charged 
him further with divers Articles of great impor- 
tance ſelected by the ſaid Committees out of the 
ſaid Book; as feſt, with publiſhing the Confe- 
rences of this Houſe abroad in Print, and that m 
a Libel with a counterfeit name of the Author, 
and no name of the Printer, and containing mat- 
ter of infamy of ſundry good particular Mem- 
bers of the Houſe, and of the whole Statc of the 
Houſe in general, and alſo ot the Power and Au- 
thority of this Houſe, affirming that he knew of 
his own knowledge that this Houle had de fads 
judged and proceeded untruly. 

And was further charged , that he had imju- 
rioully impeached the memory of the late Speaker 
deceaſed, and had impugned the Authority of 
this Houſe in appointing Committees without his 
aſſent 3 and that in defacing the credir of the 
Body and Members of this Houte, he practiſed 
to deface the Authority of the Laws and Pro- 
ceeding in the Parliament, and fo to impair the 
Ancient Orders touching the GoverrmenP#ot the 
Realm and Rights of this Houſe and the form of 
making Laws, whereby the SubjeQts of the Realm 
are governed. And further was charged, that 
ſince his being before the Lords of the Council 
for his ſaid offence, and after that he hac! recet- 


| ved rebuke of them for the ſame, and had of- 
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fered ſome form of a ſubmiſſion, he had eftſoon 
again publiſhed the ſaid Book, and that whereas 
upon his Examination in the Houſe he had deni- 
ed the having any more than one of the faid 
Books, it was yet proved he had twelve or thir- 
teen, and fix of them fince the time he was cal- 
led before the ſaid Lords of the Council. 

Unto all which things as the ſaid M* Hal 
could make no reaſonable Anſwer or denial, 
ſo the ſaid M* Vice-Chamberlain very excellently 
ſetting forth the natures and qualities of the ſaid 
offences in their ſeveral degrees, moved in the 
end, that M* Ha# being without at the Door 
might be called in to Anſwer unto thoſe points 
before the whole Houle , and ſo thereupon to 
proceed to ſome end 3 and therewithal perlwa- 
ding a due conſideration of ſpending the time, as 
much as might be, in matters of greateſt moment, 
wherein much leſs hath been done this Seſſion 
than in any other theſe many years in like quan- 
tity of time. And thereupon after divers other 
Motions and Speeches had in the faid matter, the 
Printer was brought to the Bar, and being Exa- 
mined, avowed, that M* Hal after that he had 
been before the Lords of the Council, came to 
him and told him that he had Anſwered the mat-

And upon another Queſtion it was alſo in like 
manner reſolved, that a Fine ſhould be aſleſſed 
by this Houſe to the Queens Majeſties uſe, upon | 
the ſaid M* Hal, for his ſaid offence. 

And upon another queltion it was alſo reſol- 
ved in like manner, that the ſaid Fine ſhould be 
hve hundred Marks. 

And upon another Queſtion alſo it was like- 
wiſe reſolved, that the ſaid M* Hall ſhould pre- 
ſeatly be ſevered and cut off from being a Mem- 
ber of this Houſe any more during the continu- 
ance of this preſent Parliament , and that M- 
Speaker by Authority of this Houle ſhould dire& 
a Warrant from this Houſe to the Clerk of the 
Crown-Office in the Chancery, for awardin 
of the Queens Majeſties Writ to the Sheriff 
of the faid County of Lincoln, fora new Bur- 
gels to be returned into this preſent Parlia- 
ment for the ſaid Borough of Grantham, in lieu 
and ſtead of the ſaid Arthur Hall, fo as before 
diſabled any longer to-be a Member of this

And upon another Queſtion it was alſo in like 
manner reſolved, that the ſaid Book and {lande-

Which done the ſaid M* Hall was brought in 
again to the Bar, unto whom M* Speaker 1n the 
name of the whole Houſe pronounced the ſaid 
Judgment 1n form aforeſaid, and ſo the Serjeant 
Commanded to take charge of him and convey 
him to the ſaid Priſon of. the Tower, and to de- 
liver himto M* Lieutenant of the Tower by War- 
rant from this Houſe to be directed and ſigned by 
Mr Speaker for that purpoſe. .

ticular Members of this Houſe, bur alſo of the 
Proceedings of this Houle in the ſame laſt Seffton 
of Parliament in a Cauſe that concerned the ſaid 
Arthur Hall and one Smalley his Man. And that 
there was alſo contained a long Diſcourſe tend- 
ing to the diminiſhment of the ancient Authority 
of this Houſe. And that thereupon by Order of 
this Houſe the faid Arthur Hall was ſent for by 
the Serjeant of this Houſe to appear upon Mon- 
day following, which he did accordingly. Where- 
upon being called to the Bar and charged by the 
Speaker with the information given againſt him, 
he confeſſed the making and ſetting forth there- 
of; Whereupon the ſaid Arthur Hall being ſe- 
queſtred, the Houſe did preſently appoint di- 
vers Committees to take a more particular Exa- 
mination of the ſaid Cauſe , and of all ſuch as 
had been doers therein. Which Examination be- 
ing finiſhed by the ſaid Commntees, they infor- 
med this Houſe that they had charged the ſaid 
Arthur Hall with contempt againſt this Houſe 
the ſaid laſt Seſſion , In that being enjoined by 
this Houſe to appear there at a time by this 
Houſe prefixed, he departed out of the Town 
in contempt of the Court, and afterwards teſti- 
fied and inforced the ſame his wilful contempt 
by an unſeemly Letter addrefled by him to this 
Houſe, and charged himalſo with publiſhing the 
Conferences of this Houſe abroad out of the 
Houſe, and that allo in Print in manner of a 
Libel, with a counterfeit name of the Author, 
and without any name of the Printer, in which 
Book or Libel was contained matter of reproach 
and infamy to ſundry good Members of this 
Houſe in particular, and of the whole State of 
the Houſe in general, reproaching and imbaſing 
what 1n him lay , the Power and Authority of 
this Houſe, and untruly reporting the Orders of 
this Houſe , affirming among(t other great te- 
proaches that he knew of his own knowledge 
that this Houſe had proceeded and judged un- 
truly. And further charged him that he had 
therein alſo injuriouſly impeached the memory 
of the late Speaker deceaſed , affirming that the 
Orders of this Houſe were not by him truly de- 
livered or ſet down, but altered and changed. 
And not herewith ſatisfied hath in ſome part 
thereof contained a falſe and (JanderousDiſcourſe 
againſt the Antiquity and Authority of the Com- 
mons Houſe, or third Eſtate of the Parliament, 
wherein he hath falſly ſought as much as in him 
1s to impugne, deface, blemiſh and diminiſh the 
Power, Antiquity and Authority of this Houſe, 
and the intereſt that it hath always, and in all 
Ages had, to the great impeachment of the anci- 
ent Order and Government of this Realm, the 
Rights of this Houſe and the form of makin 
Laws; And that fince his being before the Lords 
of the Council for his ſaid offence, and after he 
had received rebuke of them for the ſame , and 
had offered ſome form of ſubmiſſion in that be- 
half, he had eftſoons again publiſhed the ſaid 


Book; and that upon his Examination in this 
Houſe he had denied the having of any more 
than one of the ſaid Books, yet it was proved 
that he had twelve or thirteen of them, and fix 
of them (ince the time he was called before the 
Lords of the Council, and that he had by his 
Letters given Order to have of thoſe 
Books Printed, which was done accordingly with 
more, and that he had cauſed one of the ſame 
Books fithence this Seffion of Parliament, to be 
ſent to Sir Randal Brierton Knight. 

Unto all which as the faid Arthur Hall could 
make no denial or ſufficient Anſwer, fo the faid 
Committees ſetting forth the nature and quality 
of the ſaid offences in their ſeveral degrees, mo- 
ved in the end that the ſaid Arthwr Hall might 
be called into the Houſe to Anſwer unto thoſe 
points before the whole Houſe, and fo thereup- 
on to proceed to ſome ſpeedy end , perſwading 
therewithal a due conſideration to be had of 
ſpending the time, as much as might be, in ſuch 
matters of the Realm for which this Parliament 
was chiefly called. Whereupon after divers other 
Motions and Speeches had m2 the faid matter the 
faid Printer was brought to the Bar, and being 
Examined, avowed, that Arthur Hall after thar 
he had been before the Lords of the Council 
came to him and told him, that he had Anfwer- 
ed the matter for the ſaid Books before the Coun- 
cil , ang that therefore the ſaid Printer might 
deliver the ſaid Books abroad 3 affirming alſo that 
where the ſaid Henry Bynnyman the Printer 
fithence this Seſſion of Parhament, and ſince his 
laſt committing , wiſhed unto the ſaid Arthyr 
Hall that all the ſaid Books had been burned be- 
fore he medled with them 3 That Arthur Hall 
ſhould ſay to him again , he would not fo for 
one hundred pounds.

After which upon ſundry Moti- 
ons and Arguments had touching the quality and 
nature of his fault, and of ſome proportionable 
forms of ſuch puniſhment for ſuch grievous of- 
fences, it was upon the Queſtion reſolved and 
Ordered by the whole Houſe without any one 
negative Voice, that he ſhould be committed to 
Priſon.

layed nor undone. For the which as they did all 

render unto her Majeſty moſt humble and duti- 
ful thanks, ſo did Mr. Chancellor further declare, 
that the only cauſe why no due reformation hath 

been already had, was only by the negligence 

and flacknefs of ſome others, and not of her 

Majeſty nor of this Houſe alledging withal that 
ſome of the ſaid Biſhops had yet done ſomething 
in thoſe matters delivered by her Majeſty to their 
Charge, as in a more adviſed care of following 
and making of Miniſters, but yet in effect little 
or nothing to the purpoſe.

cth the Life and whole State and ſtay of every 
her good and dutiful Subjedts. 
. And withal, that it might pleaſe her Highneſs 
to have ſuch good care and regard generally for | 


the maintenance of Mariners and of the Naviga- 
tion, the very ſtrength and Walls of her Maje- 
ſties Realms and Dominions, as may ſeem moſt 
convenient unto her Highneſs moſt godly wiſ- 
dom from time to time. And ſo declaring that 
her Majeſties Nobles and Commons having had 
conſideration of her Highneſs great Charges ma- 
ny ways for defence of her Realms and People 
againſt Foreign Enemies, and other Rebellious 
Subje&s , both already imployed and hereafter 
to be imployed, have granted unto her Highneſs 
one Sublidy and two Fifteenths-and Tenths, 
which they belought her Highneſs to accept in 
good part according to their humble Duties ; 
and gave her Majeſty moſt humble thanks for 
her Highneſs molt Gracious, general and free

Which done, the Lord Chancellor by her Ma- 
jeſties Commandment , Anſwering very Excel- 
lently and briefly the parts of Ms Speaker his 
Oration , did amongſt other things deliver her 
Majeſties moſt hearty thanks unto both Houſes 
for their great and good care forthe ſafety of her 
Highneſs Perſon, and alſo of her Honour, good 
Fame and Dignity , not yet comprehending 
within thoſe general thanks ſuch Members of the 
Houſe of Commons as have this Seſſion dealt 
more raſhly in ſome things than was fit for them 
to do; and giving them withal like hearty 
thanks for the ſaid Contribution of a Subſidy 
and two Fifteenths and Tenths, in that it wag 
granted as willingly and frankly, and alſo ag 
largely and amply, and to be Anſwered as ſpee- 
dily, as any other like ever hath been ; taking 
the ſame in as good part as if it had been to her 
own private uſe 3 where in very deed it is to be 
imployed to the general ſervice and benefit of 
the whole Realm. And fo giving her Royal Af 
ſent to thirty Acts (fifteen publick and fifteen 
private) the ſaid Lord Chancellor did by her 
Highneſs Commandment Prorogue this preſent 
Parliament until the 24** day of April next 
coming. 

Nota, That all this days Paſſages with the 
manner of the Concluſion of the Parliament are 
wholly tranſcribed out of the Original Journal 
Book of the Houſe of Commons, and in that re- 
ſpe& are here more largely ſet down than in the 
Journal of the Upper Houſe 3 and the rather be- 
cauſe there is no Concluſion of any Parliament 
ſo exadtly deſcribed in any other of the ſaid Ori- 
ginal Journal Books of the Houſe of Commons 
during the Queens Reign. 

The third and Jaſt Seſſion finally of this pre- 
ſent Parliament was upon the foreſaid- 24 day 
of April Prorogued again unto the 29" day of 
May ; and was at laſt after ſeventeen other Pro- 
rogations Diſſolved by vertue of her Majelties 
Commiſſion under the Great Seal of Ergland in 
that behalf dire&ted, upon the 19*" day of April, 
in the twenty fifth year of her Majeſties Reign.

Meetings, between which there intervened only 
one Adjournment | of about forty days ſpace. 
There were no publick matters of any great con- 
ſequence debated in it, but many Excellent Paſ- 
ſages for the Power, Priviledge and Order of the 
Upper Houſe may be obſerved from it. At the 
firſt Prorogation thereof on Monday the 29th 
day of March in Arno 27 Regine Eliz. Anno Do- 
ini 1585. there paſled near upon fifty ſeveral 
Ads or Statutes publick and private ; from 
which time it continued until the Diſſolution 
thereof as aboveſaid. 

The day before the Parliament began being 
Sunday, and the 22" day of November, the Ori-

Her Mafſty with the Lords being fet, the 
Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles of the Houſe of 
Commons repaired to the Upper Houſe with 
John Puckering Serjeant at Law their Speaker, 
and being as many as could conveniently let in, 
the ſaid Speaker was led up between two of the 
moſt eminent Perſonages of the Houſe of Com- 
mons to the Rail or Bar at the lower end of the 
Upper Houſe ; and being there placed, after 
humble reverence made, he declared , that the 
ſaid Houſe of Commons amongſt many other

Nota, That by theſe Letters Patents the Par- 
liament was adjourned forty four days, viz. from 
Monday the 21*" day of December unto Thurſday 
the 4 day of February enſuing. From which, 
as alſo from many other like Precedents, it ap- 
peareth, that it is and always hath been the pow- 
er of the Prince not only to ſummon, diſlolve 
and prorogue, but alſo to adjourn his Parlia- 
ment at his pleaſure 3 yet this muſt be done ei. 
ther by himſclf in perſon or by matter of Re- 
cord : yet it is alſo in the power of either Houſe 
_ they (hall thiok it expedient to adjourn it 
elf. 

The meeting of the two Houſes at the end of 
this foreſaid Adjournment was in ſuch manner 
as It uſeth to be at the end of a Prorogation 
without all Solemnity and Pomp ; yet with this 
difference : At the end of every Prorogation a 
new Sefton beginneth , though the ſame Parlia- 
ment continueth 3 but at the end of an Adjourn- 
ment there beginneth neither new Seflion nor 
new Parliament , but (be the Adjournment for 
one day or for many) the buſineſs is ſo entred 
upon at the next meeting as it was left, and as 
it ſtood at the time of the Adjournment. 

Yet becauſe the Adjournment was for ſo man 
days, I have cauſed all the Names of the Lords 
who were preſent this Thyrſaay following, being 
the 4* day of February , to be tranſcribed out 
of the Original Journal-Book 3 which courſe, 
though it be uſually obſerved in all theſe Jour- 
nals at the beginning only of a new Parliament,

There was alſo brought from the Houſe of 
Commons two Bills; of which the firſt was the 
\ Bill for the preſervation of the Pier or Cobb of. 
Lime Regis 1n the County of Dorſet, and the fe- 
cond being an Act for the preſervation of Phea- 
ſants and Partridges with amendments was re- 
jected 3 for that they of the Houſe of Commons 
had with their amendments taken away the prin- 
cipal intent of the Bill. 

This Afternoon her Majeſty Accompanied 
with the two Archbiſhops of Carterburyand Tork, 
Sir Thomas Bromley Knight Lord Chancellor, the 
Lord Byrlejigh Lord Treaturer of England, the 
Lord Marqueſs of Wincheſter, the Earl of Oxford 
and divers other Lords Spiritual and Temporal 
were perſonally preſent in the Parliament Cham- 
ber commonly called the Upper Houle, who be- 
ing all ſct in their Parliamentary Robes, and the 
Knights, Citizens and Burgeſſes of the Houle of 
Commons having notice thereof, repaired thither 
with Jobr Puckering Serjearit at Law their Speak- 
er, who being placed at the Rail or Bar at the 
lower end of the ſaid Upper Houſe, after his 

humble reverence made, and ſome expreſſions of 
his thankfulneſs to her Majeſty, he proceeded ac- 
cording to the yſual coutſe to defire her Majeſty 
to give Life to ſuch Laws by adding her G:act- 
ous Allowance unto ther, as had paſſed enher 
Houſe, and remained as yet but as a dead Let- 
ter; and withal gave ber Majeſty knowledge 
of the free gift of the Houle of Commons of 

one 
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one Subſidy and two Fifteenths and Tenths. 

To which Speech of the ſaid Prolocutors the 
Lord Chancellor by her Majeſties command- 
ment anſwered, That ſhe did graciouſly accept 
of the ſaid gift of her Commons , and was come 
thither to give her Royal aſſent to divers of thoſe 
Laws which had paſſed the two Houſes. 

Then were the Titles of all the Adts read, and 
firſt the Bill of Subſidy , to which the Clerk of 
the Parliament ſtanding up, did read the Queens 
Majeſties Anſwer in manner and form follow- 
ing.

Stow the Chronicler with his own hand; being 
verbatim as followeth. 


Y Lords and ye of the Lower Houſe, m 

ſilence muſt not injure the Owner pl 
much as to ſuppoſe a Subſtitute ſufficient to ren- 
der you the thanks that my heart yieldeth you, 
not ſo much for the ſafe keeping of my life , for 
which your care appears ſo manifeſt , as for the 
neglecting your private future peri], not regard- 
ing other way than my preſent State. 

No Prince herein, I confeſs, can be ſurer tied 
or faſter bound than I am with the link of your 
good will, and can for that but yield a heart and 
a head to ſeek for ever all your beſt; yet one 
matter toucheth me ſo near, as I may not over- 
skip, Religion, the ground on which all other 
matters ought to take root, and being corrupted, 
may marr all the tree. And that there be ſome 
fault-finders with the Order of the Clergy, which 
ſo may make a ſlander to my ſelf and theChurch, 
whoſe over-Ruler God hath made me, whoſe 
negligence cannot be excuſed , if any Schiſms or 
Errours heretical were ſuffered. Thus much I 
muſt ſay that ſome faults and negligences may 
grow and be, as in all other great Charges it 
happeneth , and what vocation without ? All 
which if you my Lords of the Clergy do not 
amend, I mean to depoſe you. Look ye there- 
fore well to your Charges. This may be amend- 
ed without heedleſs or open exclamations. I am 
ſuppoſed to have many {tudies, but moſt Philo- 
ſophical. I muſt yield this to be true, that I 
ſuppoſe few (that be no Profeſſors) have read 
more, And 1 need not tell you that I am fo 
ſimple, that I underſtand not, nor fo forgetful, 
that I remember not z and yet amidſt my many 
Volumes I hope Gods Book hath not been my 
{eldomeſt Le&ures, in which we find that which 
by reaſon (for my part) we ought to believe z 
that ſeeing ſo great wickedneſs and greeves in the 
World in which we live, but as way-faring Pil- 
grims, we muſt ſuppoſe that God would never 
have made us but for a better place, and of more 
comfort than we find here. I know no Crea- 
ture that breatheth, whoſe life ſtandeth hourly 
in more peril for it than mine own, who entred 
not into my ſtate without fight of manifold dan- 
gers of life and Crown , as one that had the 
mightieſt and greateſt to wreſtle with. Then it 
followeth that I regarded it ſo much , as I left 
my life behind my care; and ſo you ſee that 
you wrong me too much (if any ſuch there be) 
as doubt my coldneſs in that behalf; for if I 
were not perſwaded that mine were the true 
way of Gods will, God forbid that I ſhould live 
to preſcribe it to you. Take you heed leſt Ec- 
cleſraſtes ſay not too true, They that fear the boary 
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froit, the ſnow ſhall fall upon them. I ſee many 
over-bold with God Almighty , making too ma- 
ny ſubtle ſcannings of his bleſſed will, as Lawyers 
do with humane Teſtaments. The preſumption is 
ſo great , as I may not ſuffer it (yet mind I not 
hereby to animate Romaniſts, which what Ad- 
verſaries they be to mine Eſtate, is ſufficiently 
known) nor tolerate new-fangleneſs. I mean to 
guide them both by Gods holy true Rule. In 
both parts be perils, and of the latter I muſt pro- 
nounce them dangerous to a Kingly Rule, to 
have every man according to his own cenſure to 
make a doom of the validity and privity, of his 
Princes Government with a common veil and 
cover of Gods Word, whole followers muſt not 
be judged but by private mens expoſition. God 
defend you from ſuch a Ruler that fo evil will 
guide you. Now I conclude that your loye and 
care neither is nor ſhall be beſtowed upon a care- 
le Prince , but ſuch as but for your good will 
paſſeth as little for this World as who careth 
leaſt, with thanks for your tree Subſidy, a mani- 
feſt ſhew of the abundance of your good wills, 
the which I aſſure you but to be imployed to 
your weal, I could be better pleaſed to return 
than receive.

Nota, That this laſt Diſſolution of the afore- 
ſaid Parliament in Ao 28 Regine Eliz. Anno Do- 
mini 1586. was ſomewhat above one whole year 
and a half from and after the firſt Prorogation 
thereof, which was on Monday the 29" day of 
March ( Anno 27 Regine ejuſdem Anno Domini 
1585.) by which it is probable that her Majeſty 
had intended at firſt to have made this and the 
Parliament that follows to have been but two 
Sefſions,and not two ſeveral Parliaments as after- 
wards it fell out, and as they now remain. And 
it is the more ſtrange that this reſolution was at 
all altered; becauſe the enſuing Parliament held 
in Arno 28, & 29 Regine Eliz. Anno Domini 
1586, began within ſome forty five days after 
this laſt recited day, on which this aforefaid Par- 
liament was Diſſolved as is aforeſaid, 

And that which yet maketh this foreſaid Dif- 
ſolution of the above-mentioned Parliament on 
this 14 day of Septereber, the more ſtrange, 1s, 
becauſe it had been Jaſt prorogued on the 26" 
day of April Anno 28 Regine Eliz. unto the 14" 


day of November following, which if it had held, 
would 


——  — 
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would have fallen out full two Months after this 
day of the Diſſolution thereof , and at leaſt a 
Fortnight after the 29 day of Ofober, on 
which the next and new Parliament began 1n 
the ſaid twenty eighth year of her Majeſties 
Reign. But to clear this, doubttully there was 
no other cauſe or ground upon which her Maje- 
ſty altered that her firſt reſolution, but the bleſ- 
ſed and ſtrange diſcovery of that moſt horrible 
and mercileſs Conſpiracy plotted between the 
Scottiſh Queen, Ballard, Babington and others, 
for the ſpeedy Murthering of her Majeſty and 
Extirpation of true Religion, The manner and 
Execution whereof having continued in agita- 
tion between them from July to September , in 
this ſaid twenty eighth year of her Maelties 
Reign, upon the 20*® day of the laſt mentioned 
Month, the two foreſaid Conſpirators and five 


more of their notable(t Complices, were Execu- 
ted in S* Cziles-Fields near London , having been 
Condemned upon Tweſday the 13% day of the 
ſaid Month, which was the very day foregoing 
the ſaid 14*" day of the ſame Month on which 
the foreſaid Parliament was Diſſolved, as appears 
fully by the fore-recited Commiſſion.

Mallory, who were appointed to meet this After- 
noon at two of the Clock in the Exchcquer- 
Chamber , and the Bill was delivered to Sir //l- 
liam Mallory one of the faid Commuttees.

After which the Houſe concerving the weight 
of this bufine(s required a greater number of 
Committees , did further nominate theſe follow. 
ing, viz. M* Atturney of the Wards, M* Beale, 
M- Candiſh, M* Blage the Maſter of the Requeſts, 
Mr. Wolley , Mr. Do&or Fletcher, Mr. Skinner, 
Mr. William Stoughton, Mr. Thomſon, Mr. Recor- 
der, Mr. Morrice, Mr. Alford, Sir William Moore 
and Mr. Wroth, who were appointed to meet this 
Afternoon at the place aforeſaid. 

. Two Bills, laſtly, had each of them one read. 
ing ; of which the ſecond being the Bill for the 
continuation and explanation of certain Statutes, 
was read the fir{t time. | 

On Thurſday the 17** day of December the Bill 
for aſſurance of certain Lands of Sir Thomas Lacy 
and others was upon the ſecond reading commit- 
ted unto Mr. Digby, Mr. Barker, Mr. Cradock and 
others, who were appointed to mcet to morrow 
in the Middle Temple Hall. 

The Bill for confirmation of Letters Patents 
granted unto Mr. Walter Rawleigh, was brought 
in by the Committees not altered 1n »1y word ; 
and upon motion for ingroſiing, was after ſome 
Arguments upon the Queſtion , ordered to be 
ingroſſed. 

Mr. Doctor Awberry and Mr. Doctor Barkeley 
did bring from the Lords two Bills 3 the one for 
the reſtitution in blood of the Lord Thomas 
Howard, and the other for the paving of New- 
arke upon Trent 3 with requeſt from the Earl of 
Rutland unto Mr. Speaker for expediting of the 
lame. Bill for the paving of Newark upon Trent. 

The Bill againſt Jeſuits, Seminary Priefts, and 
ſuch like diſobedient Subjets, having upon the 
third reading paſſed: the Houſe , was ſent up to 
the Lords by Mr. Treaſurer , Mr. Chancellor of 
the Exchequer and others. 

The Bill upon the reading pafſed the Houſe 
with little or no Argument, except it were from 
one Doctor Parry, who 1n very violent terms 
{pake directly againſt the whole Bill, aftirming it 
to favour of Treaſons, to be full of blood, dan- 
ger, deſpair and terrour or dread to the Engliſh 
Subjefts of this Realm, our Brethren, Uncles and 
Kinsfolks, and alſo full of Confiſcations, but unto 
whom ? Not, ſaid he, to her Majeſty, (which 
he wiſhed they were) and ſaid, he did not think 
the contrary , but that zeal would cauſe the Bill 
to have pallage both in this Houſe and with the | 
Lords, but yet he hoped when it ſhould come 
into her Highneſles moſt mercitul hands , that it 
would ſtay and reſt there 3 until which time (he 
ſaid) he would reſerve his reaſons of his negative 
voice againlt the Bill, then to be diſcovered by 
him 4 unto her Majeſty. Whereupon Dr. 
Parry, by Order of this Houſe , was appointed 
to be ſequeſtred into the outer Room of this 
Houſe into the Serjeants Cuſtody , and without 


conferring with any , whiles the matter now in 
queſtion 
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queſtion concerning his former Speeches againſt 
the Bill laſt paſſed is in debating or arguing, un- 
til he ſhall be called in again. And afterwards 
being brought ro the Bar , and there kneeling 
upon his knee, he was told by Mr. Speaker in 
the name of the whole Houſe, that if he thought 
good, the Houſe was contented to hear him 
what reaſons he could yicld for himſelf in main- 
tenance of his ſaid Speeches againſt the aforeſaid 
Bill to the better ſatisfaction of this Houſe, or 
what other matter of excuſe he could alledge 
touching his former contempt uttered in the pre- 
ſence of this ſaid Houſe in very unſeemly manner, 
and in unfitting words, in that he did ſpeak fo di- 
realy, reproachfully and abſolutely againſt a Bil! 
firſt travelled in and publickly allowed of 1n the 
Houſe, and then confiderately and maturely per- 
uſed and digeſted by ſo great and grave a Com- 
mittee ſelefted and framed out of the ableft Mem- 
bers of this Houſe, who having further diligently 
and dutifully laboured therein, and brought it a- 
gain into the Houſe with one unanimous appro- 

tion of it as of a good and neccllary Bill 3 and 
that, laſtly, it had been alſo ſo approved of this 
day, and upon the third reading had paſled the 
Houſe; and yet that he the ſaid Doftor Parry 
had termed the ſaid Bill to be a Bill Cavouring of 
Treaſons, and to be full of Contiſcations, blood, 
danger , deſpair and terrour to the Subjects of 
this Realm ; and withal that he would well prove 
and jultifie che ſame by good reaſons which ne- 
vertheleſ(s (he faid) he would not deliver to this 
Houſe 3 but would reſerve them only to be re- 
vealed to her Majeſty, Whereupon being fur- 
ther demanded, as aforeſaid, what further excuſc 
or defence he could make for himſelf, he an{we- 
red, that what he had ſaid (and bound ic with a 
proteſtation) was without any intent of offence 
towards the Queens Majeſty (to whom he owed 
all dutiful obedience) or towards the Houſe : 
and made repctition of his ſaid former words, 
and (till avowed the juſtification of che ſame. 
And fo entring into ſome declaration of his own 
eltate rending altogether to his own credit, as of 
his ſundry good Services done to her Majeſty, his 
reputation with perſons of goo4 fort, and other 
ſuch like Speeches in his own commendation, 
concluded in the end , that as before when he 
ſpake to the Bill, and gave his negative voice to 
the ſame, he then concealed his ſaid reaſons from 
this Houſe, fo he would now conceal the ſame 
ſtill. Whereupon being ſequeſtred again, it was 
reſolved , That for that he did ſpeak to the Bill 
and gave his negative voice ſo dire&tly and un- 
dutitully, and in contempt of this Houſe would 
not ſhew his reaſons for the ſame , being mecrly 
againſt the ancient Orders and uſage of this High 
Court, and not for that he ſaid he would ſhew 
them only to be diſcovered to her Majeſty , it 
was reſolved , That he ſhould be committed tg 
the Serjeants Ward till the matter (hall be further 
conſidered of by this Houſe, the day being then 
very far ſpent, Vide concerning this matter on 


Friday the 18* day , Wedneſday the 23. day, 


and on Thurſday the 24" day of -this inſtant De" 
cemver following. ; 

On Friday the 18 day of December the Bill 
touching Appeals out of the Eccleliaſtical Court, 
was upon the ſecond reading committed unto 
Mr. Treaſurer , the Maſter of the Requeſts, Mr. 
Door Hammond, Mr. Sands, Mr. Cromwell, Mr. 
Doctor Coufr, Mr. Barker, Mr, Flow:r, Mr. Wol- 
ley, Mr. Beale ; and the Bill was delivered to Mr. 
Treafurcr, who with the reſt was appointed to 
= this Afternoon -1n the Exchequer-Cham- 

er. 

The Bill alfo for the reſtitution in blood of the 
Lord Thomas Howard had this day its firſt read- 
ing ; and the Bill for confirmation 'of Letters 
Patents made unto Walter Rawleigh Eſquire, was 
upon the third reading after many Arguments - 
and a Proviſo added unto it, patted upon the 
Queſtion. , 

Sir Chriſtopher Hatton Knight , her Majeſties 
Vicechamberlain, declared unto the Houſe, That 
her Majeſty having heard of the great and dutiful 
care of this Houſe in deviſing and providing of 
Laws for the preſervation of her Majeſties Royal 
Perſon, doth accept the ſame in moſt humble, 
loving and thankful part 3 and having thereup- 
on inquired of the manner and parts of the ſame 
Laws, doth both very well like and allow of the 
lame, and is alſo of her own moſt loving and 
merciful diſpolition pleaſed that all perſons bar- 
red or diſabled by force of the ſame Law, as it 
now is, ſhall be firſt called to anſwer and be 
heard what they can ſay in excuſe of themſelves, 
before they ſhall be prejudiced in their pretend- 
ed Right or Titles. And alſo that her Majeſty 
will take away the Proviſo in that Law, by which 
any of theſe Subjets which have taken the Oath 
of Aﬀſociation , might any way hereafter by any 
poſlibility be touched in conſcience. And then 
made a motion that a convenient Committee of 
the wiſe and grave Members of this Houſe might 
be appointed to conſider of the faid former Bill 
already ingrofſed, and fo then to deviſe another 
to be conceived according to the purport of her 
Majeſties Pleaſure in that behalf, ſo as before is 
ſignified. Whereupon it was then reſolved, that 
all the former Committees, and M* George Ire- 
land now added unto them , (ſhould meer toge- 
ther for that purpoſe this Afternoon in the Ex- 
chequer Chamber. 

And further the ſaid M* Vice-Chamberlain 
alſo declared unto this Houſe , that her Majeſty 
having been made privy unto the miſ-behaviour 
of Mr. Dofor Parry yeſterday ſhewed in this 
Houſe, and of the order of this Houſe taken 
therein with him for the ſame, her Highneſs doth 
not only deem him to have given juſt cauſe of 
offence unto this Houſe in the ſame his miſde- 
meanor, but alſo doth very well allow of the 
grave diſcretion of this Houſe in forbearing for 
the time to uſe any ſharp courſe of. Correction 
againſt him for his ſaid offence, in reſpect that 
he had ſaid he reſerved his reaſons to be 1mpar- 
red to her Majeſty only 5 which as he had _ 

vere 
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vered unto ſome of the Lords of the Council by 
her Highneſles appointment, and that partly to 
the ſatisfaftion of her Majeſty , ſo her Highneſs 
did think that upon his humble ſubmiſſion unto 
this Houſe with a dutiful acknowledgment of his 
fault, this Houſe would the rather Kpenſe with 
bim therein. : 

Which done , M* Do@or Parry was called to 
the Bar, where humbly acknowledging his fault 
upon his knees , it was told him by M* Speaker, 
after he had put him in remembrance of the man- 
ner of his offence , that it might be the Houle 
would nevertheleſs deal favourably with him , if 
tFey ſhould ſee ſuch cauſe upon his unfergned and 
earneſt confeſſion and repentance of his fault, 
and his humble ſubmiſſion unto the Houſe with 
good and dutiful endeavour of amendment here- 
after. And then kneeling upon his knee in very 
humble manner affirmed dire&ly , that he had 
very undutifully misbehaved him(clf, and had 
raſhly and unadviſedly uttered thoſe Speeches 
he uſed, and was with all his heart very ſorry 
for it 3 alledging withal that he had never been 
of this Houſe betore this Seltion, and ſo could not 
ſo well know the Orders of the Houſe as he 
ſhould do, and that he would not willingly of- 
fend this Houſe nor any man in it, and fo hum- 
bly prayed their good favour towards him. 

Whereupon being ſequeſtred again out of the 
Houſe, it was after ſome Arguments and Speeches 
bad, reſolved, That upon that his ſaid acknow- 
ledgment of his fault and his humble ſubmiſſion, 
he ſhould be received into this Houſe again as a 
Member of the ſame, and take his place as before, 
ſo that he would afterwards uſe himſelf in good 
ſort as he ought to do. And thereupon being 
called again to the Bar, and there kneeling upon 
his knee, and direQly retterating his former con- 
feſlion of his fault, and alſo his former humble 
ſubmiſſion , proteſting further that it ever after 
he ſhould give any juſt cauſe of offence again to 
this Houſe or any Member thereof , he would 
then never after crave any more favour of 
them. 

Whereupon M* Speaker declared the | aa 
pleaſure of this Houſe in remitting his ſaid offence 
by receiving him again into them, with condi- 
tion and hope of his better behaviour hereafter. 
Which as he profeſſed and promiſed to perform 
accordingly, ſo did he in very good dutiful fort 

ive moſt humble thanks unto God and to her 
Majeſty , and alſo unto this whole Houſe and 
every Member of the ſame, for their good, cour- 
teous and favourable dealing towards him in this 
behalf Vide Febrnary the 18 and February the 
24" poſtea, 

On Saturday the 19*" day of December four 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading ; of which the ſecond being the Bill tou- 
ching the keeping of the great Seſſions of the 
Peace and the Aſiizes for the Town of Caernarvor 
to be kept in the Town of Caermarvon, was reac 
the third time. And the third being the BI 
for reſtitution in blood of the Lord Thomas 


Howard had this day its ſecond and third reading, 
And three Bills thereupon were at this time ſent 
up to the Lords by M* Treaſurer and others, 
which had not been delivered, becauſe their 
Lordſhips were riſen and departed betore their 
coming. Fide on December the 14* laſt paſt, 
when two of them had been ſent up. 

A Motion was made in the Houſe, that their 
Lordſhips might be (ent unto, to know the rea- 
ſon of the new manner of indorſing their Bills, 
For whereas in former times all Bills ſent down 
from the Lords to the Houſe of Commons were 
ever indorſed in the lower part of the ſame Bills;

| The Bill for Hue and Cry was read the ſecond 
time during the abſence of M* Treaſurer and the

The reading of which Bill being ended, Mr: 
Treaſurer and the reſidue returning from the 
Lords, brought word, that he the ſaid M* Trea- 
ſurer imparted unto their Lordſhips the Requeſt 
of this Houſe for Conference with their Lord(hips 
both for the Bill touching the Sabbath ("de qua 
Billa vide on Wedneſday the 17* day of March 
enſuing) and alſo for the Petitions of the griefs 
of this Houſe 3 unto both which the Lords ſaid, 
they would by and by ſend their Anſwer.

And withal, that thole of this Houſe 
towards the Law would join together to do their 
beſt endeavours to deviſe fome good Laws to 
abridge and cut off the long tedious courſes and 
extream chargeable Circuits and ſuperfluous de- 
lays of Suits in Law 3 not doubting but that in 
ſo doing God will bleſs their Wealth and good 
Eſtates, both in themſelves and in their Poſte- 
rity. And ſo having as he thought, dutitully im- 
parted unto them the ſum and ſubſtance of her 
Mafeſties Pleaſure and Meſlage committed unto 
this Houſe by him, though not in ſuch effeQual 
and ſingular kind terms and forms as her Princely 


Wiſdom delivered the ſame unto him; and fo re. 
ferring himſelf to the reſidue of this Houſe of her 
Majeſties Council then and now preſent to be put 
in remembrance by them, it he have omitted an 
part thereof , and they affirming he had not, he 
ended his Speech. 

M- Doctor Ford and M* DoQtor Barkeley did 
bring from the Lords the Bills amended in the in- 
dorſement , which before were ſent from this 
Houſe unto them for that purpoſe,after they had 
been firſt ſent unto this Houſe from their Lord- 
ſhips. 

Nota, That on'Saturday the 19t* day of De- 
cember laſt paſt the Houſe of Commons taking ex- 
ceptions at this laſt mentioned matter about in- 
dorling of Bills in the upper parts of them, 
whereas it ought to be done at the nether and 
lower part, the Lords did very reſpeQively both 
then and now take away their faid grievance by 
the alteration of the indorſements aforeſaid ac. 
cording tothe uſual and ancient form. 

Mr. Treaſurer touching the Petitions and 
grievances of this Houſe drawn into ſome cer- 


tainty of convenient particularities to be then 


afterwards moved by them unto the Lords by 
way of Petition , and requeſt unto their Lord- 
ſhips in the name of this whole Houſe to join 
with this Houſe in the conſiderations of the ſaid 
Petitions and grievances , and to exhibite unto 
her Majeſty the humble ſuit of this Houſe in 
that behalf, ſhewed, that he and the reſidue of 
the Committees according to the charge of this 
Houſe unto them, have ſundry times met toge- 
ther and ſet down 1n writing ſuch particular Con- 
tents of the ſaid Petitions and griets as they re-' 
ſolved to impart unto the Lords. And further, 
that having moved their Lordſhips already in the 
matter, they have received Anſwer, that when 
their Lordſhips have further conſidered and con- 
ferred thereof amongſt themſelves, they will 
then ſend for the ſaid Committees of this Houſe 
to receive their Lordſhips Anſwer therein. Vide 
concerning this buſineſs on Thurſday the 25* day 
of February enſuing. 

Word was brought to Mr. Speaker by the Ser- 
jeant of this Houſe, that one at the Door was 
come from the higher Houſe to require that the 


Committees of this Houſe do preſently repair 


unto their Lordſhips; which done and lignitied 
unto this Houſe by Mr. Speaker, the ſaid Com- 
mittees went up preſently unto their Lordſhips 
accordingly. 

Mr. Sollicitor touching the returns of ſome 
Knights returned into this preſent Parliament, 
and for ſome doubts and queſtions ariling in this 
Houſe upon the ſame, and afterwards by this 
Houſe referred unto him and M*- Recorder of 
London for making of ſearch of the returns of the 
Writs and Indentures thereof, ſhewed, that they 
can only find the cauſe of this queſtion to ariſe 
upon the Ele&ion of Mr. Bevil/ and Mr. Dar- 
rington to be Knights for the County of Hun- 
tington, which they are the rather confident of, 
becauſe none others attended them or came unta 

them

them in this matter but only the ſaid Elected 
Knights, who, as thoſe allo who oppoſed them, 
brought their Councel on both (ides, and were 
fully beard whar they could fay : Afﬀer which 
allo Mr. Recorder and himſelf deſiring fully to 
inquire into this matter , had conferred and de- 
viſed therein with the Clerk of the Crown-Office 
ja the Chancery, and comparing thoſe Records 
together with ſome of the Statmres Ordained in 
thoſe Caſes, they do find ſuch difference in them 
trending to matter of effe(t, and to be Anſwered 
by the Sheriff if there be cauſe, and not for any 
matter in their opinions for this Houſe to deal 
with, whereby to cafſate or make void the ſaid 
Ele&tion as they take it. And yet becauſe that 
re{teth now chiefly upon matter of Precedents 
to ſee further how this Houſe may decide this 
cauſe, he declared, that Mr. Recorder and he 
will make further fearch of the Precedents in 
like Cafes with the Clerk of the higher Houſe 
for that purpoſe , and then further to advertiſe 
this Houſe as cauſe ſhali require. Vide concern- 
ing this matter on Twxeſday the 8 day, and on 
Saturday the 12** day of this inſtant December 
foregoing. 

The Bill for the preſervation of the Haven of 
Plymouth, was upon the ſecond reading commit- 
ted unto Sir Francis Drake, M* Wroth, Mr. Ede- 
combe and others, who were appointed to meet 
the third day of the next fitting of this Court in 
Lincolns-Inn Hall in the Afternoon of the ſame 
day. 

Row Bill that Parſonages impropriate may 
be diſpoſed to godly and charitable uſes, was 
read the firlt rime. 
| Mr. Sollicitor touching the exceſſive number 
of penal Laws 1n force , very intolerable to the 
Subjects, neither poſſible to be kept, and yet not 
any put in Execution, as that for Apparel 1n 
King H, 8. his time and ſuch like, moved that a 
Committee be had of ſome ſcleted Members of 
this Houſe learned in the Laws to make a view 
of the ſame Laws againſt the next ſitting of this 
Court after the Adjournment of the ſame, to 
the end that this Houſe may then thereupon 
proceed to ſome courſe of diminiſhing the great 
number of the ſame, as upon due conſiderations 
in that behalf to be had ſhall be further thought 
meet and convenient. And thereupon were na- 
med and choſen for that purpoſe all the Privy- 
Council being of this Houle, Mr. Sollicitor, Mr. 
Recorder of London, Mr. Morrice, Ar. Sandes, 
Mr. Attorney of the Wards and others, who 
were appointed to meet on Wedneſday before 
the next Term in the. Afternoon in Lincolns- 
lan Hall. 

The Bill for paving of the Town of Newark 
upon Trent, after the third reading, paſſed upon 
the queſtion. 

Mr, Treaſurer and the reſ{idue of the Commit- 
tees returning from the Lords he declared, that 
they have received ſome Anſwer from their Lord- 
{hips upon the Conference, and referred the re- 
port thereof to Mr, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
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as unto whom the ſame was by their fatd Lord- 
(hips appointed to be delivered over unto this 
Houſe. Whereupon 

Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer declared, 
that their Lordſhips had cauſed the ſaid Notes in 
writing to be read in the Houſe, and their Lord- 
ſhips found the ſaid grievances to concern but 
ſome particular Countries and not the whole 
Realm, to wit, the Countries only of Warwick, 
Lincoln and Eſſex, and therefore might be conſi- 
dered to be reformed in time by ſome other con- 
venient means : But being Anſwered by the 
Committees of this Houſe, that albeit there were 
Petitions in writing exhibited bur for thele three 
Counties, yet by Motions and Speeches in the 
Houle it well appeared to be the grief of the 
whole Realm. Which their Lordihips having 
underſtood did feelingly expreſs how ſenſible 
they were of it , and how truly they did join 
with us of the Houſe of Commons in wiſhing 
the reformation thereof, and were now ready to 
aid us with their beſt afſiſtances therein as erſt in 
the two laſt former Seflions of Parliament they 
had done, at both which times her Majeſty had 
thereupon Commanded ſome of the Lords of the 
Clergy to take care and conſideration of the 
lame cauſes, wherein as little or nothing hath 
been done for eaſe or redreſs of the fame, fo 
their Lordſhips of the Upper Houſe (not mind- 
ing to impute the fault thereof to any, and yet 
remembring withal that their Lord(hips were 
preſent when her Majeſty by the Mouth of the 
Lord Chancellor did give Commandment unto 
Mr. Speaker not to deal in the Houle of Com- 
mons with matters concerning —_— or the 
Church without herHighnels pleaſure firſt known, 
and therefore do alſo take the ſame Command- 
ment to extend as well to their Lordfhips as to 
this Houſe) have reſolved that thoſe of the Lords 
which are of her MajeſtiesPrivy-Council do firſt 
move her Highneſs to know her Majeſties Plea- 
ſure therein before they proceed any further in 
the matter. 

The Lord Chief Juſtice of Erg/and, the Lord 
Chief Juſtice of the Common-Pleas, the Lord 
Chief Baron of the Exchequer and the Maſter of 
the Rolls being ſent down from the Lords to the 
Houle of Commons and admitted into the ſaid 
Houſe, the ſaid Lord Chief Juſtice having 1n his 
hand a Commiſſion under the Great Seal of Exg- 
land declared unto Mr. Speaker that her Majelty 
having given Authority by Commiſſion under 
the Great Seal of England unto divers of my 
Lords the Biſhops, Earls and Barons of the Up- 
per Houſe to Adjourn this Parhament unto the 
4*) day of February next coming, the ſaid Lords 
Commiſſioners have Adjourned the ſame in the 
Upper Houſe , and their Lordſhips have there- 
upon alſo ſent them to this Houſe to ſignihie the 
ſame Adjournment over unto this Houſe, that 
the Knights, Citizens and Burgelles and Barons 
of this Houſe may likewiſe take notice of the 
ſame Adjournment accordingly. Which —_ 
was alſo after their departure out of this Houſe

rice and Mr. Miles Sandes, who were for that 
purpoſe appointed by this Houſe to confer with 
the ſaid Mr. Stepreth , and to examine thoſe

After which the ſaid Mr. Anthony Kirle was 
brought again to the Bar, and there kneeling 
upon his knees, was asked by Mr. Speaker, whe- 
ther he had received of Mr. Stepreth any Money 
for the Charges of the ſaid Attachment ? He an- 
{wered he had not, but his Attorney had. And 


| being asked, whether his Attorney did receive it 


to his uſe or no? He ſaid his Attorney did allow 
it to-him in the payment for the Copy of Mr.

Upon a Motion made by M* Diggs that Do- 
Gor Parry a late unworthy Member of this 
Houſe and now Priſoner in the Tower , in his 
late ſubmiſſion to this Houſe upon his former 
contempts was reconciled, with condition (at 
his now requeſt) of his good behaviour after- 
wards, and hath ſithence ſo misbehaved himſelf 
as deſerveth his ſaid Impriſonment in the Tower

That for the Petitions in which 
the Houſe of Commons deſired their Lordſhips 
to joyn with them, they would yet defer their 
reſolutian till a further time 3 And for the com- 
mitting of their ſaid Bill concerning fraudulent 
Conveyances ſent down from them upon the ſe- 
cond reading thereof, they did not altogether 
diſallow the. defence and juſtification which the 
ſaid Houſe of Commons had made for and con- 
cerning their proceeding therein by the faid 
Committees; As allo that they ſhould frame a 
new Bill to the ſame purpoſe. And it is moſt 
hkely that their Lordſhips did well approve of

Mr. Sollicitor one of the Committees in the 
Bill for reformation of Errors in the twelve Shires 
of Wales brought in the old Bill and alſo.a'new 
Bill for that purpoſe.

Speect;, of which there are only ſome ſhort heads 
or notes ſet down in the Original Journal-Book, 
much to the purpoſe following, viz. 

That the ſaid Nevill and Parry had reſolved 
either to Murther her Majeſty in her Garden at 
S* James's, or elſe to ſet upon her whillt ſhe 
ſhould be in her Coach in the Fields, each of 
them having for their aſſiſtance five or fix men 
with Piſtols, 

That Nevill began firſt to be touched with 
remorſe of Conſcience, and notwithſtanding his 
Oath of Secrecy did threaten Parry, that except 
he would deſiſt from his ſaid intended Treaſon 
he would reveal it. 

That the ſaid New! thereupon departing from 
the faid Parry, upon his next meeting again 
with bim continued with him in the ſame mind, 
and (till refuſed to join with him in the Execu- 
tion of their former Complotted Treaſon, and 
that ſhortly after Parries Commitment and Im- 
priſonment he had diſcovered it. 

That the ſaid Parrey 1n the Year 1580. havi 
been Pardoned by the. Queen after a Capital of- 


fence committed by him, departed with Licence 


into France, where being reconciled to the Ro- 
man Church he travelled to Verice, and there 
having been diverſly and ſeverally inſtructed and 
incouraged by Benedi&# Palmes a Jeſuit, by Cam- 
pegio the Popes Nuntio there 3 and laſtly again 
afterwards at Paris in France, by one Morgan an 
Agent of the Queen of Scots3 here upon theEn- 
couragement of Cardinal Como and the Pope him- 
ſelf, he returned into England with a mind full 
of Treaſon and Difloyalty , with divers other 
things in the like purpoſe, which are at large ſet 
down in Annal. Regin, Eliz, conſeript. a Guiliel. 
Cambden Edit. Latine Lugd. Bat. Anno Domini 
Gas. 2 pag. 391. ad pag. 395+ 
ide concerning this matter on Thurſday the 

17* day, and on Friday the 18* day of De- 
cember toregoing 5 as alſo on Thurſday the 18" 
day, and on Tye/day the 23" day of this inſtant 
February laſt paſt. | 

On Thurſday the 25*" day of February, Three 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading 3 of which the laſt being a, Bill for re- 
pairing of Sea-Banks and Sea-Works, was upon 
the ſecond reading Ordered to be ingroſled. 

The Articles for two Fifteenths and Tenths, 
and one entire Subſidy granted to her Majeſty, 
were brought in by Mr. Chancellor of the Ex- 


chequer, 
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chequer, and read in the Houſe, and appointed 
to be delivered by M* Speaker to her Majeſties 
Learned Councel to draw the Bill for the 
fame. , 

Sir Francis Knolles Knight, Treaſurer of her 
Majeſties Hogghold, declared this day unto the 


Houſe their Lordſhips Anſwer rouching the Peti- | 


tion ſo often before mentioned , in which the 
Houſe of Commons had delired their Lordſhips 
to join with them. 

But what theſe Petitions were, 1s by the neg- 
ligence of Fxk Onflow Eſquire, at this time Clerk 
of the Houſe of Commons wholly omitted, not 
only here, but in all other places of this preſent 
Journal where they are often before mentioned, 
as may appear by the enumeration of the ſeveral 
days proceeding that concern them at the end 
of this Animadverſion, although they might be 
in part colle&ed out of thoſe fragmentary An- 
ſwers (which are likewiſe very imperteQly ſet 
down) which were reported by the forelaid M* 
Treaſurer to have been delivered to the Com- 
mittees of the Houſe of Commons by the Arch- 
biſhop of Tork, and are found in the ſaid Origi- 
nal Journal Book it ſelf, But in reſpe& the mat- 
ters contained in the ſaid Petitions were of great 
weight and well worthy to be left entire to Po- 
ſterity (that ſo the zealous care of the Commons 
at this time may not die in ſilence) I have cau- 
ſed them to be tranſcribed wholly and exaGtly in 
this place of this preſent Journal out of a very 
good Cupy of them 1 had by me, by the help 
whereof alſo the Archbiſhops Anſwer to all the 
ſeveral Articles or Petitions aforcfaid (which 
were 1n-number ſixteen) may be the better un- 
derſtood. But before the inſerting of the ſaid 
Petitions it; ſhall not be amiſs to make reference 
unto the ſeveral days on which they were men- 
tioned. Vide therefore on Monday the 14 day, 
onTeſday the 16** day, and on Monday the 21" 
day of December foregoing 3 As alſo on Mon- 
day the 15% day, Tweſday the 16'", Thurſday the 
118**, and Monday the 22, and now laſtly: on 
this preſent Thxrſday the 25% day of this inſtant 
Febraary, And now follow the (aid Petitions 
out of the forefaid Copy of them I had by 
me, before which was prefixed this Title fol- 
lowing, | 


The humble Petitions of the Commons of the Lower 
Houſe of Parliament to be offered to the conſs- 
deration of the Right Honourable the Lords Spi- 
ritual and Temporal of the Higher Houſe. 


I, Here by a Statute made the thirteenth 

of her Majcſties Reign it was EnaQ- 
£d, [That none ſhould be made a Miniſter unleſs 
be be able to Anſwer and render to the Ordi- 
nary an account of his Faith in Latine, accord- 
ing to certain Articles ſet forth in a Synod hold- 
en Arno 1562. and mentioned in the faid Sta+ 
tute ,.. or bave ſpecial gift and ability t6 be a 
Preacher 3 It may pleaſe their honourable Lord- 
ſhips to confider whether it were meet to be Or- 


y 


dained, that ſo many as have been taken into the 
Mmittry ſince the making of this Statute, and 
be not qualified according to the true meaning 
and intent of the ſame, be within a competent 
time Suſpended from the Miniſtry and Execution 
of any Fun&tion thereto appertaining , unleſs 
they thall be found of that ability which the 
Statute requireth. 

2. That where in a Synod holden 1575. It 
was provided that unlearned Miniſters hereto- 
fore made by any Biſhops ſhould not from thence- 
forth be admitted to any Cure or ſpecial Fun- 
ction, it may alſo like their Lordſhips to adviſe 
whether ſo many as have been lince that time ad- 
mitted contrary to the form of that Article, ſhall 
be within a competent time removedz And that 
for better Explanation of that Articke ſuch be 
taken for unlearned, as be not qualified accord- 
ing to the Statute before-recited , and proviſion 
made for the due Execution of that Article fo 
declared for ever hereafter. | 

3. Where allo in that great and weighty 


| charge which in the Book containing the forta of 


Ordering of Prieſts eſtabliſhed by the Statutes 
of this Realm, is preſcribed to be delivered to 
all ſuch as ſhall be received into the Miniſtry, they 
are admoniſhed that they be the Meſlengers, the 
Watchmen , the Paſtors and Stewards of the 
Lord, to teach , to premoniſh, to feed and to 
provide for the Lords Family, to ſeek tor Chriſts 
Sheep that be diſperſed abroad, and for his Chil- 
dren which be m the midſt of this naughty 
World, to be ſaved through Chriſt for ever, with 
other remembrances of other ſundry weighty 
parts of their Duties 3 It may like their Honours 
to conſider of ſome good Order to be given, that 
none hereafter be admitted to the Miniſtry but 
ſuch as ſhall be ſufficiently furniſhed with gifts to 
perform ſo high and ſo earneſt a Charge, and 
that none be ſuperficially allowed as perſons qua- 
lified according to the Statute of the thirteenth 
of her Majeſties Reign before recited, but with 
deliberate Examination of their knowledge and 
exerciſe in the Holy Scriptures an{werable to the 
true meaning of that Statute. 

4. Further, That for ſo much as it is preſcri- 
bed in the form of Ordering Miniſters, That the 
Biſhops with the Prieſts preſent ſhall lay their 
hands (everally upon the head of every one that 
receiveth Order , without mention of any cer- 
tain number of Prieſts that ſhall be preſentz and 
that in.a Statute made 21* of King H. the _ 
is affirmed, that a Biſhop muſt occupy lix Chap- 
lains at giving of Ordersz it may be conſidered 
whether it may be meet to provide that no Bt- 
ſhop ſhall Ordain any Miniſter of the word and 
Sacraments, but with the aſſiſtance of (ix other 
Miniſters at the leaſt, and thereto ſuch only be 
choſen as be of good report for their Life, learn- 
ed, continually refiant upon their Benefices with 
Cure, and which do give geſtimony of their Cure 
for-the Church of God , by their diligence in 
teaching and preaching in their Charge. And 


| that the ſaid Miniſters do teſtifie their preſence 
at 
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at the admiſſion of ſuch Miniſters by Subſcripti- 
on of their hands to ſome AQﬀ Importing the 
ſame. And further that this admiſtion be had 
and done publickly and not in any private Houſe 
or Chappel. | 

5. And where admiſſion of unneceſſary mul- 
titudes to the Miniſtry at one time hath been an 
occaſion that the Church at this day 1s burthen- 
ed with ſo great a number of unable Miniſters, 
It may like their Lordſhips to adviſe, whether 
ſome proviſion might be made that none be ad- 
mitted to be a Miniſter of the Word and Sacra- 
ments but in a benefice having Cure of Souls then 
vacant in the Dioceſs of ſuch a Biſhop as 1s to 
admit him, or to ſome place certain where ſuch 
Miniſter to be made is offered to be entertained 
a preacher, or ſuch Graduate as ſha] be at the 
time of their admiſſion into the Miniſtry placed 
in ſomeFellowſhip or Scholarſhip within the Uni- 


niverſities, or at the leaſt that trial be made of 


- this Order for ſuch time as to their Honors wif- 
doms ſhall be thought convemient. 

6. That it be likewiſe conſidered whether for 
the better aſſurance that none creep into the 
charge and Cures being menof corrupt life or not 
known diligent, it might be provided that none 
be Inſtituted or by Collation preferred to any 
benefice with cure of Souls or received to be 
Curate in any Charge, without ſome competent 
notice before given to the Pariſhes where they 
take charge, and ſome reaſonable time allowed 
wherein it may be Jawful to ſuch as can dif- 
cover any defe& in converſation of life in the 
perſon whe is to be ſo placed as is aforeſaid, to 
come and objett the ſame. 

7. That for the encouragement of many to 
enter into the Miniſtry which are kept back by 
ſome conditionsof Oathsand Subſcriptions where- 
of they make ſcruple, it may be conſidered whe- 
ther this favour may be ſhewed them, that here- 
after no Oath or ſubſcription be tendred to any 
that is to enter into the Miniſtry or to any be- 
nefice with Cure or to any place of preaching, 
but ſuch only as be expreſly preſcribed by the 
Statutes of this Realm 3 Saving that it ſhall be 
lawful for every Ordinary to try any Miniſters 
preſented to any Benefice within his Dioceſs by 


his Oath, whether he is to enter corruptly or | 


incorruptly into the ſame. 

8. Whereas ſundry Miniſters of this Realm di- 
ligent 1a their calling and of godly converſation 
and life, have of late years been grieved with 
Inditments in Temporal Courts and moleſted by 
ſome exerciſing Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiftions for 0- 
mitting ſmall portions or ſome Ceremony preſcrib- 
ed in the Book of Common-Prayer, to the great 


diſgrace of their Miniſtry and imboldening of 


men either hardly affe&ed 1n religion or void of 
all Zeal to the ſame, which alſo hath miniſtred 
no ſmall occaſion of diſcouragement to the 
forwardnels of ſuch ag would otherwiſe enter 
into the Miniſtry , ſome good and charitable 
means may be by their honorable diſcretions 
deviſed, that ſuch Miniſters as in the publick 


ſervice of the Church and in the adminiſtration 
of the Sacraments do uſe the Book of Common- 
Prayer allowed by the Statutes of this Realm and 
none other, be not from henceforth called in 
queſtion for omiſſion or change of ſome Portion . 
or rite as is aforeſaid, ſo there doiggs therein be 
void of contempt. 

9. That for as much as it is no fmall diſcoy- 
ragement. to many that they ſee ſuch as be alrea- 
dy in the Miniſtry openly diſgraced by Officials 
and Commiſlaries, who, daily call them to their 
Courts toanſwer complaints of their do@rin and 
life or breach of Orders preſcribed by the Eccle- 
fraſtical Laws and Statutes of this Realm, It may 
pleaſe the reverend Fathers or Archbiſhops to 
take to their own hearings, with ſuch grave aſ- 
fiſtance as ſhall be thought meet, the cauſes of 
Complaint made againſt any known Preacher 
within their Dioceſs, and to proceed in the exa- 
mination and Order thereof with as little diſcre- 
dit to the Perſon ſo complained of, without 
great cauſe and in as charitable ſort as may be, 
reſtraining their ſaid Officials and Commillaries 
to deal in any Sort in thoſe Cauſes, 

Io. It may alſo pleaſe the reverend Fathers to 
extend their charitable favours to ſuch known 
godly and learned Preachers as have been Su- 
ſpended or deprived for no publick offence of 
life, but only for refuſal to ſubſcribe toſuch Ar- 
ticles as lately have been tendred in divers parts 
of this Realm, or for ſuch like things, that they 
may be reſtored to their former Charges or pla- 
ces of Preaching, or at leaſt ſet at liberty to 
preach where they may be hereafter called. 

11, Further, That it may pleaſe the reverend 
Fathers aforeſaid to forbear their examinations 
ex officio mero of Godly and learned Preachers 
not detefted unto them of open Offence of life 
or for publick maintaining of apparent error 
in Doctrin, and only to deal with them for ſuch 
matters as ſhall be detected in them. And that 
alſo her Majeſties Commiſſioners for Cauſes Ec- 
clefiaſtical be required, if it ſhall ſo ſeem good, 
to forbear the like proceedings againſt ſuch Prea- 
chers and not to call any of them out of the 
Dioceſs where he dwelleth, except for ſome no- 
table offence, for Reformation whereof their aid 
ſhall be required by the Ordinary of the faid 
Preachers. 

12. {tem, For the better increaſe of knowledge 
of ſuch as ſhall be imployed in the Miniſtry, It 
may pleaſe their Lordſhips to adviſe, whether it 
may be permitted to the- Miniſters of every 
Archdeaconry within every Dioceſs to have 
ſome common exerciſe or conference amongl(t 
themſelves, to be limited and preſcribed by their 
Ordinary, both touching the moderation and al- 
ſo the time, places and manner of the ſame, ſo as 
the moderators of theſe exerciſes be Preachers 
reſiant upon their benefices having Cure of Souls, 
and known to bear good affection to the fur- 
therance of ſuch profit as may grow by the ſame 
Exerciſes. ls 

13. Where complaint is made of the, abuſe of 
. Excom- 
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Excommunication which is the higheſt cenſure 
that Chriſt hath lefr to his Church, and many 
are grieved as well in regard of the cauſes and 
matters wherein it is at this day uſed, as of the 
perſons which have the common execution there- 
of, and'no redreſs can be had herein but by AR 
of Parliament,that ſome remedy may be thought 
of in that behalf before the end of this Seſſion, 
and for reformation to be had herein, it may 
pleaſe their Lord(hips to conſider whether ſome 
Bill might not be conveniently framed to this 
effe&, viz. That none having Eccleſiaſtical Juriſ- 
diction ſhall in any matter already moved or 
hereafter mentioned give or pronounce any Sen- 
tence of Excommunication, and that for the 
continuance of any Perſon in Caſes depending 
before them, it ſhall be lawful to pronounce him 
only conrtumax , and ſo to denounce him pub- 
lickly And if upon ſuch Denuntiation, as in 
Excommunications hath been uſed, the Party 
ſhall nor ſubmit himſelf nor ſtand to abide ſuch 
Order as is to him afligned within forty days, 
then it ſhall be lawful to fignifie his contumacy 
in ſuch manner and fort, and to ſuch Court as 
heretofore hath been uſed for perſons fo lon 
ſtanding Excommunicate , and that upon ſuc 
Certificate a Writ de contumace capiendo ſhall be 
awarded of like force to all effe&s and purpoſes, 
and with like Execution as the Writ de excom- 
municato capiendo 1s. 

I4. Nevertheleſs for as much as it ſeemeth not 
meet that the Church ſhould he left without this 
cenſure of Excommunication LJ may be provi- 
ded, that for enormous crimef, as Inceſt, Adul- 
tery and ſuch like, the ſame be Executed by the 
Reverend Fathers the Biſhops themſelves, with 
the aſſiſtance of grave Perſons, or elſe by other 
*perſons of Calling in the Church with like afliſt- 
ance, and with ſuch other Conſiderations as up- 
on deliberation (hall be herein adviſed of, and 
not by Chancellors, Commillaries or Officials as 
hath been ufed, 

15, Where Licences of non-Reſidence are of- 
fenfive in the Church , and be occaſion that a 
great number of this Realm do want inſtrution, 
and it feemeth that Cafes certain wherein the 
ſame may be allowed can hardly be deviſed, ſuch 
as ſhall be void of great inconvenience and dan- 
gerz It may therefore be conſidered by their 
Honourable Lordſhips , whether it were more 
convenient or neceflary chat the uſe of them 
were utterly removed out of the Churchz and 
ſo Ickewiſe of Pluralities, 

16, But howſoever it ſhall be thought conve- 
nient to order theſe Faculties, yet for ſo much as 
befides the known duty of a Miniſter preſcribed 
by the word of God, her Mafeſties Injun&tions 
do require in every Curate a further quality of 
learning than ability to read only, as may be ga 
thered by the forty third Article, and by other 
Charges impoſed upon him to teach the Princi- 
ples of Religion as is ſet down in the forty fourth 
Article 3 and fith alſo that no faculty of plura- 
lity or non-refidence but with condition to ſee 


the Cure from which he is abſent ſufficiently ſer- 
ved 3 May it pleaſe their Lordſhips to conſider, 
whethe? it were expedient to provide, that none 
now having Licence of non-refidence, either by 
Law or by Faculties, ſhall hereafter be permitted 
to enjoy the benefit of ſuch Licence, except he 
depute an able and ſufficient Preacher to ſerve 
the Cure, and that no Curate by him placed be 
ſuffered to continue in his ſervice of that Cure 
except he be of ſufficient ability to Preach, and 
doth Weekly teich that Congregation, and per- 
form the other Duties of inſtructing the Youth 
in the Catechiſm preſcribed by her Majeſties In- 
junQions. 


Theſe Petitions being thus tranſcribed out of 
the before-mentioned Copy of them I had by 
me, now follow the Anſwers of the Lord Trea- 
ſurer and the Archbiſhop of Tork out of the Ori- 
ginal- Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons, 
as they were reported this inſtant Thurſday Febr. 
25. by Sir Francis Knolles Knight, Treaſurer of 
her Majeſties Houſhold to the ſaid Houſe; which 
being imperfect in themſelves I have cauſed to be 
a little altered and enlarged : whereby, as alſo 
by caſting an Eye back to the ſeveral Petitions 
according to the ſeveral numbers or figures by 
which they relate each to other, they may the 
more fully be underſtood. | 

The Anſwer now which their Lordſhips had 
given unto the Committees of the Houſe of Com- 
mons being delivered unto them by the Lord 
Treaſurer and the Archbiſhop of Tork, was te 
lated unto the faid Houſe by M* Treaſurer © 
of the Committees, and is fet down in the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons in 
this (or rather a more imperfe&t) manner atid 
form following. 

The Lord Treafarer in general made Anſwer, 
That the Lords did conceive many of thofe Ar- 
ticles which the Houſe of Commons had propoſed 
unto them, to be unneceflary , and that others 
of them were already provided for, and that 
the Uniformity of Common-Prayer had been 
eftabliſhed by Parliament. | 

The Archbiſhop of Tork madean Anſwer rtirore 
at large to all thoſe ſeveral Articles which the 
Houſe of Commons had propofed to their Lord- 
ſhips. 

To the two firſt Articles he ſaid, He conceived 
them not fit to: be _— = rat by mw 

ualified perfons were difpenſed with aw. 
Second] mtr it was againft the Rule of Cha- 
rity to uppoſe that thoſe who were non-reſident 
had not fome lawful avocation. Thirdly, That 
where Pariſhes had not ſufficient Preaching Mi- 
niſters, Divine Service and Godly Homilies were 
for the moſt part read z yet he promiſed that con- 
cerning rion-refidency it ſhonld be holpert and 
red as ſoon as might be. 

The third Article he confeffed to be very ne- 


The fourth Article he utterly difallowed. 
The fifth Article tending to the avoiding of 
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Miniſterium vagum, he allowed 3 yet faid he it 
was tufficiently provided for already, ſaving he 
thought it might ſtretchtoo far,viz.to Deans,e*c. 

The fixth Article he utterly diſallowed, which 
favoured of popularity and might raiſe many 
Controverſies and Diſſenſions. 

The Seventh Article he utterly miſliked, al- 
ledging , that the Biſhops themſelves were not 
diſcharged from the taking of that Oath ; and 
for ſubſcription, he ſaid he doubted not but that 
1t was lawful, and that it might prove the 


Cauſe of much order and quietneſs in the 


Church. . 

The Eighth and Ninth Articles he utterly diſ: 
allowed, as freeing them from Juriſdiction Tem- 
poral, and from the Biſhops and all ..... - But 
what ſhould here follow is left imperfe& through 
the great negligence of Fatk Onſlow Eſquire, at 
this time Clerk of the Houſe of Commons, in the 
Original Journal-Book of the ſame Houſe 3 and 
yet it may ſeem that here (ſhould theſe words fol- 
low, viz. ..«. their Miniſters, after theſe words, 
viz. from the Biſhops and all ....... And what 
theſe two Articles concerned, may eaſily be ſeen 
by caſting an Eye back to the Petitions forego- 
ing, 2.8. & 2. 9. 

\ The Tenth Article he ſaid he could not but 
diſlike, becauſe deprivation was often neceſlarily 
uſed in terrorexr, and that the party ſo deprived 
might upon his Submiſſion (as in the Caſe of 
Excommunication) be received into favour. 

\ The Eleventh Article he milliked. 

The Twelfth Article he ſaid that himſelf (in 
the name of their Lordſhips whom 1n all that he 
had before ſaid he had but perſonated) did think 
it neceſſary, and would take Order for ſuch Ex- 
reciſes as the... ... «+ ++ + ++. But what ſhould 
here follow is moſt negligently omitted by the 
Clerk of the Houſe of Commons, yet it may be 
gathered by this Article z. 12. foregoing, that it 
was required that the exerciſes of private Conte- 
_— and Faſting might be more frequently en- 
joyed. 

The Thirteenth and Fourteenth Articles he 
confeſſed to require no more than ſeemed rea- 
ſonable z yet being more narrowly ſearched in- 
to, would breed much inconvenience: for if Ex- 
communication ſhall not be allowed upon Con- 
tumacy and ſuch other Delinquencies , though 
ſmall in themſelves, then muſt there be ſome new 
cenſure brought into the Church, which would 
be the occaſion of much Innovation. To which 
alſo.he added, that Excommunication 1n theſe 
Caſes was uſed to no other end than Outlawries 
and Attachments in the Courts of Law and Ju- 
ſtice, it being only to bring Parties to their Jaw- 
ful Anſwers, who upon their appearance are 
abſolved of courſe : But yet promiſed that him- 
{cIf and the reſt of the Biſhops would take pains 
therein themſelves z And that no Excommuni- 


_ cation ſhould hereafter be ſent out but for Adul- 


tery and ſome other weighty Cauſe, or for ſuch 
Contumacies as could not otherwiſe be poſſibly 
remedied. 


— 


The Fifteenth and Sixteenth Articles he ac. 
knowledged to ſtand with good reaſon, and that 
for himſelf he never granted any diſpenſation 
perpetual, but to one man who was then Aged 
eighty Years, And for himſelf he profeſſed he 
- would never again allow of any Pluralities for 
Life. And that the Original Faculty thereof be. 
longed to her Majeſty. Further alledging, that 
himſelf (in the name of their Lordſhips) did 
very well allow of that Proviſo of theirs, That 
when any temporary Dilpenſations were gran- 
ted, proviſion ſhould be made of very able, 
godly and ſufficient Curates. | 

And laſtly he added, that becauſe he feared 
ſome of the Houſe of Commons were too ready 
to think and ſpeak hardly of that Ancient and 
Godly Order of Biſhops, yet he deſired them 
that they would be pleaſed to think well of him- 
ſelf and the reſt of his Brethren now living, if 
not in reſpe& of their places, yet for Charity 
ſake, and for that ſome of them were Preacherg 
when many of the Houſe of Commons had been 
in their Cradles, ' 

Upon this Relation made by M* Treaſurer 
unto the Houſe of Commons touching their Lord- 
ſhips Anſwer delivered by the Archbiſhop of 
Tork and the Lord Treaſurer to himſelf and the 
reſt of the Committees touching the foreſaid Pe.

Edgecombe, Mr. Barker and Mr. Shirley. But the 
time and place when and where the ſaid Com- 
mittees ſhould meet is wholly omitted through 
the negligence of the Clerk. 

Mr. Attorney of the Court of Wards and Mr. 
Shirley brought in the Bill again againſt delays 
in Executions with ſome Amendments only in 
form. 

A Proviſo by Mr. Cradock offered to the Bill of 
fafety, and the Proviſo read and rejected, and 
the Bill paſſed upon the queſtion without the 
ſaid Proviſo. | 


The Bill touching Jeſuits, ec. being ſomewhat 
conſidered 
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confidered in the Amendments, and the Additi- 
onsin the ſame once read, after ſome Speeches 
and Arguments touching the ſame Amendments 
and Additions, was committed further to be con- 
fidered of unto all the Privy Council being Mem- 
bers of this Houſe, Mr. Sollicitor, Mr. Attorney 
of the Wards, Mr. Recorder, Mr. Sands, Sir Wil- 
liam Moore, Mr. Diggs, Mr. Do&or James, Mr. 
Heyle, Sir Thomas Heneage , Sir Henry Cocke , Sir 
Drew Drewry and others,who were appointed to 
meet at two of the Clock this Afternoon in the 
Exchequer Chamber. 

A Bill alſo that Actions upon the Caſe and for 
Tryal of title of Lands ſhall not be brought in 
Foreign Counties, paſſed upon the queſtion after 
the third reading. 

The Amendments in the Bill againſt delay of 
Executions was twice read , and thereupon the 
Bill was Ordered to be ingroſled, 

On Wedneſday the 10® day of March two 
Bills of no great moment had each of them their 
ſecond reading 3 of which the firſt touching the 
true making of Hats and Caps was rejected, and 
the ſecond touching the Water-Bayliff was upon 
the ſecond reading committed unto M* Trea- 
ſurer, Sir Henry Nevill, Sir Nicholas Woodruffe, 
and others, and the Bill was delivered to Sir 
Nicholas Woodruffe and others, who were ap- 
pointed to meet this Afternoon in the Exche- 
quer Chamber. 

A Proviſo to the Bill for Shoomakers, e*c. 
was thrice read, and the Bill with the Same Pro- 
viſo being put to the queſtion paſſed. 

A Proviſo to the Bill touching T«llors and 
Receivors, &*c. was twice read, and the Provifo 
and Bill committed to the former Committees, 
and there were added unto them theſe following 
(viz.) M* Sollicitor, M* John» Hare, M* Skinner, 
M* Aldred, M* Fenner and M* Andeley, who were 
appointed to meet in the Committee Chamber 
of this Houſe to morrow Morning. 

A-Proviſo alſo agreed unto by the Commit- 
tees and to be added to the Bill for. reformation 
of Errors in Fines and Recoveries in the twelve 
Shires of Wales and Counties Palatine, with the 
privity and likeing alſo of M* Vernon himſelf 
and one of his Councel, and of the Sollicitor 
and one of the Councel learned of Sir Edward 
Herbert Knight, was brought in by M* Sollicitor, 
and being twice read was ordered to be in- 
groſled. - 

Six Bills were ſent up to the Lords from the 
Houſe of Commons by M* Treaſurer and 0- 
thers ; of which the laſt being a Bill againſt de- 
lay of Executions did at this time paſs the Houſe 
upon the third reading immediately before it 
was ſent up, #t ſupra. 

Foyr Bills of no great moment had each of 
them one reading ; of which the laſt being the 
Bill for maintenance of the Pier and Cobb of 
Line Regis in the County of Dorſet had its 
third reading : upon which a Proviſo was offered 
unto it, which being twice read was allowed by 
the Houſe and ordered to be ingrotled, and

M Treaſurer with the reſidue returning from 
the Lords, he ſhewed that they have moyed 
their Lordſhips for conference in certain points 
touching the Bill of Jeſuits, and that the Com- 
mittees of this Houſe moved their Lordſhips to 
amend ſome ſuch words in their own amend- 
ments, as which albeit the Committees of that 
Houſe thought meet to be done for the matter, 
yet they ſaid they could not do it but by order 
of the Houſe.

And ſaid further, that for other 
parts alſo of their Lordſhips amendments and 
additions to the ſaid Bill it was thought good by 
the Committees of both the ſaid Houſes to have 
further conference together therein again for the 
more ſpeedy diſpatch of the ſame. 

The Bill touching proceſs of the peace awar- 
ded out of the Court of Chancery and Kings 
Bench was upon the third reading committed 
again unto Sir Hewury Nevill, M* Sollicitor, 
M* Cromwel/ and others, and the Bill was deli- 
vered to the ſaid M* Cromwel/, who was with the 
reſt appointed to meet to morrow in the After- 
noon 1n Lizcolns-1nn Hall. 

M* Recorder of London one of the Commit- 
tees in the Bill againſt Idle and incontinent life 
brought in the old Bill and alſo a new Bill. 

MF Sandes one of the Committees in the Bill 
touching Apprentices brought 1n the old Bill and 
alſo a new Bull, 

On Thurſday the 11 day of March it wasor- 
dered that the Houſe ſhould be called together 
upon Saturday in the Afternoon, and then alſo a 
Collection to be made for the poor. 

M* Francis Haſtings being imployed in Poſt 
in the ſervice of her Majeſty was upon a motion 
made thereof by M* Speaker diſpenſed with and - 
excuſed for his abſence. 

Francis Bromley Elqz one of the Knights for 
the County of Salop, was Licenſed for his great 
buſineſs at the Aſſizes to depart. 

Sir William Moore,MF Cromwel/and M* Utreght 
were appointed to examine one Jokr: Bland a 
Currier, of whom the Houſe had heard that he 
ſaid concerning the Tanners Bill lately read in 
the Houſe, that the Bill had been allowed upon 
the reading although a great part of it had been 
Omitted. Vide on Saturday the 13 day of this 
inſtant March following. 

Three Bills of no great moment had each of 
them one reading z of which the ſecond being 
the Bill for continuance of Statutes was upon the 
ſecond reading committed again to the former 
Committees to whom were added thee follow- 
ing, viz. M* Strickland M* Recorder, M* Heyle,

The Amendments and Additions of the Lords 
to the Bill againſt Jeſuites, and alſo the amend- 
ment of this Houſe added to their Lordſhips faid 
amendments, and alſo to their Lordſhips Sche- 
dule,were read and at large conſidered and agreed 
upon by the whole Houſe. Which done, upon 
further debating of the form and manner of 
the finiſhing thereof, it was thought fitteſt by 
ſome of the oldeſt Parliament men of this Houſe 
and by the Clerk, that their Lordſhips ſhould be 
moved to reform their amendments according to 
the dire&tion of our amendments 1n their faid 
amendments, before we inſert theirs into the ſaid 
Bill. 

On Friday the 12. day of March, The Bill for

The Proviſo to the Bill for reformation of

queſtion. 
' The Provilſo to the Bill for the maintenance 
of the Hoſpital of Eai#bridge in Canterbury had 
its third reading, and the Ordinances of the now 
Biſhop of Canterbury were then read alſo, and 
fo left to be further conſidered of in conference 
with the Lords touching ſome words needful to 
be added in ſome part of the ſaid ordinances. 

The Bill touching the Water-bayliff with 
ſome amendment by Proviſo was brought in 
again by Sir Hezry Nevil/ one of the Com- 
mittees. 

Sir Walter M;Idmay Chancellor of the Exche- 
= one of the Committees in the Bill for the 

avoy, ſhewed that they the ſaid Committees have 
met together about the ſaid Bill, and that they 
think meet that the Maſter of the Suvoy do deli- 
ver unto this Houſe a note of the names of the 
Leſlees, that they may be called and heard what 
they can ſay for themſclves touching their ſeye- 
ral intereſts. 

The Bill for continuance of | Statutes was 
brought in with ſome amendments by M* Crom- 
well and M* Hammon two of the Committees, 
with one Proviſo alſo for the Ports allowed of 
by the Committees, and the three other Pro- 
viſoes refidue of the four former diſallowed by 
them, and fo rejeted by the Houſe; and the 
amendments twice read the Bill was ordered to 
be ingroſſed. And the Provilo this day offered 
touching limitation of tine for bringing in of 


Sutes upon the Penal Laws now revived , was 
after ſundry Speeches reſpited to be further con- 
ſidered of in the mean time of ingroſling the 
Bill. 

Mr. Tasboroneh one of the Committees in the 
Bill for the better imploying of Lands, Tene- 
ments, ec. given to the maintenance of High- 
ways and for relief of the Poor, brought 1n the 
Bill with ſome Amendments. and Additions of 
Proviſoes. 

On Saturday the 13** day of March, Mr. Crom- 
well one of the Committees in the Bill rouching 
Proceſs of the Peace , brought in the Bill with 
ſome Amendments, which were twice read and 
then Ordered to be inſerted into the Bill which 
was already ingroſfted : after which the ſaid Bill 
and amendments did paſs the Houſe upon the 

ueſtion after the third reading. 

Two Bills of no great moment had each of 
them one reading; of which the firſt being the 
Bill againſt the abuſe of Corn and Grain was twice 
read and Ordered to be ingrofled. 

Upon report made unto this Houſe by Mr. 
Eonr ay that one John Bland a Currier of Loy- 
don had given out to ſome honourable perſons, 
that this Houſe paſſing the Bill of the Shooma- 
kers had proceeded contrary to an Order taken 
in the ſame Houſe, which he ſaid was, that the 
Shoomakers Bill ſhould not be further read till 
the Curriers Bill were firſt read before ; and hath 
likewiſe reported, that the Curriers could have 
no Juſtice in this Houſe 3 and alſo that this Houſe 
paſſed the ſaid Shoomakers Bill when there were 
ſcantly fifty perſons in the Houſe 3 and that if 
their Friends had been there at that time, the 
ſaid Shoomakers Bill had not paſſed at all. And 
further reported , that the Bill tor the Tanners 
lately read in this Houſe was not all read out, 
but ſome leaves thereof left unread at all. Which 
Speeches being very (landerous and prejudicial to 
the State of this Houſe, and not meet to be pal- 
ſed without due conſideration therein to be had, 
it was thereupon reſolved, That Sir William 
Moore, Mr. Cromwell and Mr. Otreght ſhould 
preſently examine the ſaid Bland being now 
without the Door of this Houſe, who did then 
go forth for that purpoſe accordingly z and re- 
turning back into the ſaid Houſe from the Exa- 
mination of the ſaid John Bland , Sir William 
Moore \hewed, that the ſaid B/ard being charged 
by them with his ſaid Jeud demeanor, alſo avow- 
ed to his face before them by two Witneſles, the 
one alledging in this Houſe, that he ſaid the Cur- 
riers could have no Juſtice in this Houſe, and 
the other,that the Curriers could have no Equity 
in this Houſe, did not, nor could not mach deny 
the ſame Speeches , as that there were not fifty 
perſons in the Houſe when the ſaid Shoomakers 
Bill paſſed , and that the ſaid Tanners Bill was 
not all read out; and that it was Ordered be- 
fore by the Houſe, that the Shoomakers Bill 
ſhould not be read any more till the Curriers Bill 
had beey firſt read before. And further anſwered, 
that he had been told fo, bur utterly refuſed in 


any 
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any wiſe to ſhew them who told him ſo. Where- 
upon the faid Blavd was brought by theSerjeant 
to the Bar, where being particularly and ſeverally 
charged by Mr. Speaker, and confeſſing his name 
to be John Bland, and that he was a Currier of 
London , could not much deny the matter he 
was charged with, but in ſome ſort exculing him- 
{:1t, and alledging that he had ſpoke ſome words 
ro the foreſaid effect to ſome of the Shoomakers 
and none others , and that he was told of ſome 
(he knew not he ſaid of whom) both of the ſaid 
Order of ſtaying the ſaid Shoomakers Bill from 
further reading till the Curriers Bill was firſt 
read, and alſo of the not through reading of all 
the whole Tanners Bill, and praying this Houſe 
to be good to him and to forgive him his fault if, 
he faid, he had offended. He was then ſeque- 
ſtred the Houſe. Whereupon it was afterwards 
reſolved after ſundry Motions and Speeches, that 
in re he was a poor man and had a great 
charge of Children, he ſhould , if he would ac- 
knowledge his fault and fubmit himſelf to the ſa- 
tisfaction of this Houſe, be then delivered pay- 
ing his Fees, and that he ſhould pay to the Ser- 
jeant therein for his Fee twenty ſhillings, and ta- 

ing the Oath of Supremacy. Which done, the 
ſaid Bland was brought in again to the Bar, who 
kneeling upon his knee and being ſignified by 
Mr. Speaker of the pitiful and favourable confi- 
deration of this Houſe towards him, upon con- 
dition of ſuch his ſubmiſſion (as aforeſaid) to 
be made, he then made the ſame ſubmiſſion ac- 
cordingly, pronounced the ſaid Oath at the Ta- 
ble after the Clerk with his right hand upon the 
Bible, kifſed the Book, and fo then departed. 
Vide concerning this matter on Thurſday the 11 
day of this inſtant March foregoing. 

The Bill for the increaſe of Pheaſants and Par- 
tridges had its firſt reading; which being read 
Mr. Treaſurer did thereupon preſently difavow 
and relinquiſh any authority or ability by the 
ſaid Bill of giving Licence to any to take any 
Pheaſants or Partridges for the provifion of her 
Majeſties Houſe.

Mr. Serjeant Rodes and Mr. Door Barkley 
brought from the Lords 'two Bills ; the one for 
proviſion to- be made for the ſafety of her Ma- 
jeſties moſt Royal Perſon and continuance of the 
Realm in Peace, with ſome little amendments z 
And the Bill for the better and more reverend

tween both Houſes hath received divers Altera- 
tions, Additions and Amendments upon Amend- 
ments, ſo their Lordſhips do deſire that the faid 
Bill ſtanding in ſuch caſe of Amendments, Addi- 
tions and other things as now it is in, may be 
fair written again in Parchment, and then ſo fur- 
ther to be Examined by the Committees of both 
Houſes, that by the Agreement of both Houſes 
the Record of ſo good and godly Law may re- 
main fair and perfe&t, and then the Bill to be 
new paſled again in both Houſes. Which matter 
being opened tothe Houſe by Mr. Speaker (after

The Letters Patents foregoing being read, the 
ſaid three Lords Commiſſioners leaving their own 
places, went to a Seat prepared for them on the 
right fide of the Chair of State beneath the ſteps. 
Then the ſaid Lord Chancellor going firſt to the ' 
ſaid Lords , and conferring a while with them, 
went to his accuſtomed place, and there made jn- 
timation of the Cauſe of this preſent Summons of 
Parliament; which, as he ſaid, were no uſual Cau- 
ſes, not for making of Laws, whereof her Majeſty 
thought there were more made than were duly 
executed , nor for Fifteenths and Subſidies , al- 
though there were ſome cauſe ; yet her Majeſty 
would not charge her loving Subjeds fo far at: 
this time : But that the cauſe was rare and ex-. 
traordinary , of great weight, great peril; and. 
dangerous conſequence. T hen he declared, what 
dangerous praftices had been contrived of late, 
and how miraculouſly the Providence of Gud 
had by diſcovery thereof, beyond all humane 
Policy, preſerved her Majeſty , the deſtruftion 
of whoſe Sacred Perſon was moſt traiterouſly 
compalled and imagined. Here he ſhewed what 
miſery the loſs of ſo Noble a Queen would have 
brought to all Eſtates 3 and ſaid, That although- 
ſome of them had ſuffered according to their dee, 
merits, yet one remained that by due courſe of 
Law had received her Sentence, which was the. 
chief cauſe of this Afſembly , and wherein her 
Majeſty required their faithful advice; and there- 
fore, ſaid he, you may orderly proceed therein.

Nota, That theſe were all the Extraordinary 
or unſual Proxies that are entred in the Origmal 
Journal-Book of the Upper Houſe to have 
returned this Parliament : For whereas the Spi- 
ritual Lords do for the moſt part conſtitute two 
Proctors, and the Temporal Lords but one, and 
thoſe likewiſe of their own Order, here the Bi- 
ſhop of S* Davids nominated three, the Biſhops 


of Cheſter and Carliſle but one apiece, and the 
Biſhop of Bangor did conſtitute the Lord Byy. 
leigh Lord Treaſurer of England his Joynt Pro- 
&or with John Biſhop of Canterbury, which I 
take to be the only Precedent with two others 
in Ano 5 Eliz. during all the Parliaments of 
Queen Elizabeth's Reign, where a Spiritual Lord 
did nominate a Temporal for his Profor , or a 
Temporal Lord a Spiritual, although in the Reign 
of Queen Mary and other times more ancient it 
was very uſual and ordinary. 

On Monday the 31** of OFober her-Majeſties 
Perſon was repreſented (as it had been on the firſt 
day of this Parliament) by three Commiſſioners, 
viz, the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, the Lord Byr- 
lcigh Lord Treaſurer of England, and the Earl of 
Darby great Steward of England, who were tiled 
the Lords Lieutenants. 

Theſe with divers other Lords, both Spiritual 
and Temporal, being ſet in their Parliamentary ' 
Robes in the Upper Houſe, the Knights, Citizens - 
and Burgeſles of the Houſe of Commons had no- 
tice thereof, and thereupon with Joh Puckering 
Serjeant at Law (who had been Speaker alſo the 
laſt Parliament) their now Prolocutor repaired 
thither 3 and being ( as many as conveniently 
could) let in, the faid M" Speaker was led up by 
two of the moſt eminent Perſonages of the Houſe 
of Commons to the Rail or Bar at the lower end 
of the faid Upper Houſe , who being there pla- 
ced, and having , according to the uſual courſe, 
defired himſelf to be ——_— , that ſo the Houſe 
of Commons might make choice of ſome other 
more able Member amonglt themſelves , it was 
not allowed, but his former wiſe and diſcreet 
behaviour the laſt Parliament in the Execution 
of this very place was alledged and much com- 
mended. 

Whereupon the ſaid M* Speaker having made 
humble reverence and in very diſcreet and good 
manner , ſubmitted himſelf ro the undertaking 
of the ſaid Prolocutorſhip , did in the end of his 
Speech make divers petitions of courſe for free- 
dom of Speech, freedom of Acceſs to her Maje- 
ſty, and freedom from Arreſts and Suits in the 
Name of the Houſe of Commons 3 and laſtly for 
pardon for himſelf, if he ſhould unwittingly erre 
in the report or cafriage of any thing. Where- 
unto the LordsCommiſſtoners by the Lord Chan- 
cellor anſwered, That the ſaid Houſe of Com- 
mons and himſelf ſhould enjoy and uſe ſuch Pri- 
viledges as others in the times of the Queen her 
Noble Progenitors had accuſtomed to uſe and 
Enjoy. 

Nota , That it doth not appear by the Origi- 
nal Journal-Book of the Upper Houſe, whether 
the Speaker were preſented 1n the Forenoon or 
in the Afternoon.

leigh Lord Treaſurer of E:g/ard, as one unto whom 
the ſaid Queen of Scots whole proceedings were 
better known by reaſon of his long Service done 
unto our molt gracious Soveraign Lady ſince the 
beginning of her Reign, were more fully dilated.

them both publickly and privately, they all with 
one aſſent allowed the ſame Sentence to be jult, 
true and honourable, and that they humbly de- 
fired their Lordſhips to make choice of ſuch 
number of Lords as their Lordſhips ſhowld think 
meet, to joyn with them in Petition to her Ma- 
jelty. Whereupon their Lordſhips made choice

On Tweſday the 15** day of November the Lord 
Chancellor declared unto the whole Houle the 
order of proceeding of Committees in preſenting 
the Petition unto her Highneſs , and that her 
Majeſties Anſwer was in ſo eloquent and goodly 
ſort, and with words ſo well placed , that he 
would not take upon him to report 1t as it was 
uttered by her Majeſty , but that the effect was, 
that her Highneſs highly thanked her ſo dutiful 
and loving SubjeGts for their great care and ten- 
der zeal that they ſhewed to have of her ſafety 3 
and were it not in reſpect of them and of the 
{tate of the Realm and maintenance of the true 
Religion , ſhe would not And that her 
Highneſs did well know the greatneſs of the pe- 
ril and the dangerous pradtice attempted againl(t 
her Perſon , and that her Majeſty did acknow- 
ledge it to be the maintaining and defending 
hand of him that hath delivered her fo often, 
and from ſo great perils. Her Highneſs conclu- 
ded, it was a Cauſe of great moment, and re- 
quired good deliberation , and that ſhe could 
not mr give Anſwer unto them , but that 
her Highneſs would ſhortly deliver it to ſome of 
her Privy Council, which ſhould declare unto 
them her Highneſles mind. And thus her High- 
neſs anſwered. 

This day further the Lord Chancellor figni- 
fied unto the Lords, that on Monday her Ma- 
jeſty commanded him to require the Lords to 
adviſe amongſt them, if ſome other courſe might 
be taken without procceding to the extremity 
of Execution, which her Highnels could better 
like of, if any ſuch might be found , and that 
her Highneſs looked for Anſwer from their Lord- 
(hips. 

Net, ,” That the whole entrance of this days 
buſineſs, viz. the Lord Chancellors Report of 
the Queens Anſwer , is crofled in the Original 
Journal-Book , but remaineth as legible as any 
other part, except a few interlined words; but 
by the whole courſe following, that ought to 
ſtand which is croſſed, for without that the bu- 
fineſs following hath no coherence with the pre-

ral voice, anſwered with one Conſent, that they 
could find no other way. | 

' The Houſe of Commonscame up, and deſi- 
red the Lords to be content to appoint fome of 
the Lords to confer with them upon the Anſwer 
that was to be made to her Highneſs, and to ce- 
liver the ſame to her Majeſty. Whereupon the 
Lords made choice of theſe Lords following, zz.

Whereas on the 7** day of this inſtant Month 
of November whilſt the Lords were in Conſul- 
tation about the great matter of the Queen of 
Scots, the Chief and only Cauſe of the Sum- 
mons of this Parliament, they of the Houſe of 
Commons came up and deſired Conference with 
ſome of the Lords of this Houſe, what number 
it ſhould pleaſe their Lordſhips to appoint touch- 
ing the ſaid great cauſe, which, as they affirmed, 
had been opened and declared unto them : 
Whereupon the Lords made choice of divers 
Lords (whoſe names ſee at large on Munday the 
7** day of this inſtant Month of November fore- 
going) And to attend the faid Lords were ap- 


pointed the Lord Chief Juſtice of the Com- 
mon-Pleas, the Lord Chief Baron and Juſtice 
Gawdie, the time and place of their meeting be- 
ing in the very Parliament Chamber at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon 3 and after often 
meeting and long Conferences had, they agreed 
upon a form of Petition, which by both the 
Houſes ſhould be preſented unto her Majeſty, 
And that Choice ſhould be made of a certain 
number of either Houſe to prefer the ſame unto 
her Highneſs. Which being reported to this 
Houle, the Lords liked very well thereof; And 
thereupon made Choice of divers Lords, whoſe 
names ſee at large on Thurſday the 10" day of 
this inſtant November foregoing. » 

And they of the Houſe of Commons appoint- 
ed their Speaker and all the Privy-Council of 
that Houſe, and ſo many others as in all with

And they altogether underſtanding firſt her 


Majeſties pleaſure for the time of their repair to 


her Highneſs preſence, ( which was ſignified to 


be on Saturday the 12" day of November,) the 
Lord Chancellor in the name of the Lords, and 
the Speaker in the name of the Houſe of Com- 
mons declared unto her Majeſty, That both the 
Lords and Commons after often Conferences 
and long conſultation had, concluded to be hum- 
ble Suitors unto her Majeſty by way of Petiti- 
on; the effe& whereof was then at good length 
opened unto her Majeſty by the Lord Chancel- 
lorand Speaker, and the Petition thereupon de- 
livered unto her Majeſty in writing. And 
where it was before deſired by them of the ſaid 
Houſe of Commons, that preſently upon the 
Agreement of the Form of the Petition 1t might

We your hum- 
ble, loving and faithful Subjects, the Lords and 
Commons in this preſent Parliament aflembled, 
having of long time to our intolerable grief 
ſeen by how manifold moſt dangerous and exe- 
crable practices Mary the Daughter and Heir of 
Fames the Fifth late King of Scots Dowager of 
France and commonly called Queen of Scors, 
hath compaſled the deſtruction of your Majeſties 
ſacred and moſt Royal Perſon, in whoſe fatety 
(next under God) our chief and only felicity 
doth conſiſt, and thereby not only to bereave 
us of the ſincere and true Religion of Almighty 
God, bringing us and this Noble Crown back 
again into the Thraldom of theRomiſh Tyranny, 
but alſo utterly to ruinate and overthrow the 
happy State and Common Weal of this moſt 
Noble Realm which being from time to time 


by the great mercy and providence of God, and 
your 
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your Higknels ſingular wiſdom foreſeen and pre- 
vented, your Majeſty of your exceeding great 
Clemency and Princely Magnanimity hath either 
moſt graciouſly paſſed over, or with f(ingular fa- 
vour tolerated, (although. often and inſtantly 
moved by your moſt loving and faithful Subjects 
to the contrary in times of your Parliaments, 
and at many other times z and hath alſo proteCt- 
ed and defended the ſaid Scottiſh Queen from 
thoſe great dangers which her own people for 
certain deteſtable Crimes and offences to her im- 
puted, had determined againſt her. All which 
notwithſtanding , the ſame Queen was nothing 
moved with theſe and many other your Mafeſties 
moſt gracious favours towards herz but rather 
obdurate in malice, and by hope of continual 
impunity imboldened to proſccute her cruel and 
miſchievous determination by ſame ſpeedy and 
violent courſe, and now lately a very dangerous 
Plot being conceived and fet down by Anthony 
Babington and qthers, That (ix deſperate and 
wicked perſons (ſhould undertake that wicked 
and moſt horrible enterprize to take away your 
Majeſties Life (whom God of his infinite mercy 
long preſerve) ſhe did not only give her advice 
and dire&ion upon every point, and all circum- 
ſtances concerning the ſame make earneſt requeſt 
to have it performed with all diligence, but did 
alſo promiſe aflurance of large reward and re- 
compence to the doers thereot 3 which being in- 
formed to your Majelty , it pleaſed your High- 
-neſs upon the earneſt Suit of ſuch as tendred the 
ſafety of your Royal Perſon, and the good and 
quiet ſtate of this Realm, to direct your Com- 
million under the Great Seal of Ezgland to the 
Lords and others of your Highneſs Privy-Coun- 
cil, and certain other Lords of Parhament of the 
greateſt and moſt antient Degree, with ſome of 
your principal Judges , to examine, hear and 
determine the ſame Caule, and thereupon to give 
Sentence or Judgment according to a Statute in 
that behalf made in the twenty ſeventh year of 
'your moſt Gracious Reign : By vertue whereof 
the more part of the ſame Commithoners being 
in number thirty fix, having at ſundry times fully 
heard what was alledged and proved againſt the 
faid Scottiſh Queen in her own prelence touching 
the ſaid crimes and offences, and what ſhe could 
fay for her defence and excuſe therein, did after

Now for as much as we your Mafeſtics 
moſt humble, loyal and dutiful Subjedts repre- 
fenting unto your moſt Excellent Majeſty the 
univerſal State of your whole people of all de- 
grees in this your Realm, do well perceive and 
are fully ſatisfied , that the ſame Sentence and 
Judgment is in all things moſt honourable, juſt 
and lawful 3 And having carefully and effectually 


according to our molt bounden duties weighed 
and conlidered upon what ground and caule fo 
many Traiterous complots and dangerous praQti- 
ces againſt your moſt Royal Perſon and Eſtate, 
and for the invading of this Realm have for the 
ſpace of many years paſt grown and proceeded, 
do certainly find and are undoubtedly perſwa- 
ded that all the ſame have been from time to 
time attempted and practiſed by and from the 
Scottiſh Queen, and by her Confederates, Mini- 
{ters and Favourers, who conceive an aflured 
hope to atchieve ſpeedily by your Majeſties un- 
timely death that which they have long expe&- 
ed, and whereof during your Life (which God 
long preſerve to our ineſtimable Comfort) they 
deſpair , to wit, to place her the ſaid Scottiſh 
Queen in the Imperial and Kingly Seat of this 
Realm, and by her to baniſh and deſtroy the 
Profeſſors and profeſling of the true Religion of 
Jeſus Chriſt, and the antient Nobility of this 
Land, and to bring this whole State and Com- 
mon-Weal to Foreign Subjection and utter ruin 
and confuſion 3 which their malicious and trai- 
terous purpole they will never ceaſe to proſecute 
by all poſſible means they can , fo long as they 
may have their Eyes and [maginations fixed upon 
that Lady the only ground of their treaſonable 
hope and conceits, and the only Seed-plot of all 
dangerous and traiterous devices and praftices 
againſt your Sacred Perſon. And ſeeing alſo 
what inſoleat boldneſs is grown 1n the heart of 
the ſame Queen through your Majeſtics former 
exceeding favours and Clemencies towards her, 
and thereupon weighing with heavy and for- 
rowful hearts in what continual peril of ſuch like 
deſperate Confpiracies and practices your Maje-

In which ſaid Title there are theſe two noto- 
rious and grok miſtakes ; The firſt in that he ſaith 
this Parhament was holden by Prorogation, 
whereas the former Parliament, held in Arno 
272 Regin. Eliz, being diſlolved upon the 14*" 
day of September in Anno 28 Regin. ejuſden, this 
Parliament begun and held in the faid 28 and 
29® years of her Majeſty was newly Summoned, 
and not held by Prorogation. 

His ſecond miſtake is more groſs than this, in 
that he allots all theſe proceedings to the year 
of our Lord 1587. whereas both meetings did 
begin and end during the year 1586. r ny 
the year to begin upon the 25 day of March, 
as in all the Journal-Books of Parliaments and 
the Printed Books of Statutes and all Records 
and private Inſtruments it is always. obſerved. 
All which may ſhow how great inconvenience 
it may bring to take up things upon truſt from 
others without ſearching out the truth, ſeeing ſo 
many men in that which they were beſt skilled 
in, and had doubtleſs fo induſtrioufly travelled 

in, yet ſhould be fo groſly miſtaken; for it is 
* Not worth the proot that this was an Adjourn- 
ment and not a Prorogation, ſeeing it is poſitive- 
ly entred in the Original Journal-Book of the 
Upper Houſe on Friday the ſecond day of De- 
cember foregoing, And likewiſe when the two 
Houſes did meet again on Wedneſday the 15" 
day of February following, the foreſaid Journal- 
Book beginneth thus :

After Conference had with the Committee of

Which reaſons 
when the whole Houſe had heard and conſfider- 
ed , their Lordſhips did refolve that the Houſe 
of Commons ſhould be left to themſelves, and 
their Lordſhips would take ſuch order therein 
for themſelves as to them ſhould ſeem convenient.

It ſhould ſeem that the reading of theſe Com- 
miſſions and the Diſſolution of this Parliament 
were all of them finiſhed this Thurſday the 23% 
day of this inſtant March in the Forenoon, for 
elſe there muſt have been ſome other continuance 
of it by the Lord Chief Juſtice of the Common 
Pleas fupplying the place of the Lord Chancellor 
upon the riſing of the Lords to dinner unto ſome 
hour in the Afternoon ; which may very well 
be, in reſpect that although the Queens Majeſty 
came uſually in Perſon to give her Royal Aſſent 
in the Afternoon, yet that being now performed 
after an unuſual and extraordinary manner by 
her Majeſties Letters Patents, or a Commiſſion - 
under the Great Seal, the time was alſo altered :

Edmund Moore of Shoreditch 1n the County of 
Middleſex Tallow-chandler, and John Tirner of 
the ſame Butcher, being both of them 1n the 
Serjeants Cuſtody for preſuming to come into 
this Houſe ( fitting the Houſe) and being no 
Members of the ſame 3 it is, upon opimon that 
they did it of ignorance and meer ſimplicity, 
and not of any pretended purpoſe, and alſo up- 
on their humble ſubmiſſion of themſelves unto

The Bill touching Curriers had its ſecond 
reading. 

M* Treaſurer and the reſidue of the Commut- 
tees being returned from the Lords ( as it ſhould 
ſeem much about the time that the Houſe had 
finiſhed the diſputing and reading of the foreſaid 
Bills) he ſhewed that he and the refidue have 
according to the Appointment of this Houſe mo- 
ved the Lords for Conference touching the ſaid 
great Cauſe, which their Lordſtups did very well 
like of , and have appointed that the former 
Committees of this Houſe in the faid Cauſe do 


to give their Attendances therein at the ſaid time 
and place accordingly. 
- On Txeſday the 8* day of November M* Do- 
tor Tarner ſhewed unto this Houſe, That he is 
fully perfwaded that her Majeſties ſafety cannot 
be ſufficiently provided for by the ſpeedy cut- 
ting off of the Queen of Scots, unleſs ſome Ur 
means withal be had for the rooting out of Pa- 
piſtry, either by making of ſome good new Laws 
for that purpoſe, or elſe by the good and due 
Execution of the-Laws already in force ; which, 
as he greatly wiſheth and referreth to the grave 
conſideration of this Houſe : ſo coneluding in his 
own Conſcience that no Papiſt can be a good 
Subje&, he did offer a Bill to this Houſe con- 
taining (as he thinketh) ſome convenient form 
of matter tending to the effe& of his Motion ; 
and prayeth the ſame may be read. '' Whereupon 
MF Speaker finding the Title of the ſaid Bill to 
purport the Safety of her Majeſties Perſon , iput- 
teth the Houſe in remembrance that by their 
own appointment and direction that matter was 
referred to certain Committees of this Houſe who 
had not only had Conference thereof amongſt 
themſelves, but alſo with Committees of the 
Lords yeſterday; and muſt ſo have again this day 
alſo in the Afternoon : And ſheweth further, 
That yeſterday upon the like Motion of this

On Wedneſday the g** day of November after 
ſome Motions and Speeches had touching the Li- 
berties of this Houſe in the examination and 
Judgment of the returns for the Knights for the 
County of Norfolk, It is upon the queſtion re- 
ſolved, that M* Comptroller, M* Treaſurer, M* 
Recorder of London, M* Serjeant Snaeg, M* 
Cromwell, SuWilliam Winter. Six Henry Knyvett, 
M* Thomas Knyvett, M" Alford, M* Drew, M* 
Harris, Sir Willian Moore, M* Morrice, M* 
Sandes and M* Sanders, be appointed Commit- 
tees by this Houſe to examine the ſtate and cir- 
cumſtances of the ſaid Returns, and to meet for 
that purpoſe to morrow in the Afternoon at two 
of the Clock in the Exchequer Chamber. And 
alſo that M* Watſor Clerk of the Crown 1n the 
Chancery , and alſo the Under-Sheriff of the 
County of Norfolk do then and there attend 
upon the faid Committees in the exerciſe of the 
ſaid Examinations accordingly. And further, 
that t n. the ſaid Committees or ſome of 
them. do fignifie unto this Houſe upon Friday 
next.in the Forenoon the ſtate of the faid mat- 
ter as they ſball find it upon the faid, Examina- 
tion ;- to the end this Houſe may then take ſuch 
further courſe therein as in that behalf ſhall be 
thought meet and convenient. 

This day report was made by M* Thomas 
Cromwell that eleven of the Committees appoin- 
ted by this Houſe to examine the ftate and cir- 
cumſtances of the Writs and Returns made of 
the Knights for the County of Norfolk had ac- 
cording to their Commiſſion met yeſterday, and 
that the Clerk of the Crown had brought before 
them as well the Writs as their Returnsz upon 
view whereof -it appeared that two ſeveral 
Writs had iffued out of the Chancery direct- 
ed to the Sheriff of Norfolk, for choice of the 
Knights of the Shire of that County, the firſt 
dated the 15" day of September, the ſecond 
dated the 11** day of OZober. The firſt appear- 
ed by the return to have been executed the 26* 
day of September, the ſecond executed the 24h 
of OFober which was after the Parliament was 
to have had its beginning. By the firſt Writ 
M* Thomas Farmer and M* Greſham were retur- 
ned. to be choſen Knights 3 by the ſecond M: 
Chriſtopher Heydon and the ſaid M* Greſham. 
That by the examination -of the Clerk of the 
Crown it appeared unto them, that the firſt 
Writ with the return was brought and offered 
unto him by the Under-Sheriff the 15** day of 
OdGober, 'when as the Parliament was to have 
had its beginning, and that with that Writ 
the Bu for the Boroughs of the County 
were allo brought, which then notwithſtanding 
he received not. That after about the 29** day 
of Ofober both the ſaid Writs were delivered 
unto him. It was further declared that the ſaid 
M- Heydon with his Council and the faid Mr. 
Farmer in perſon, and alſo the Under-Sheriff 


had been before the Committees 3 that Mr. Gre. 
ſham as being returned by both the Writs had not 
A" them 3 ny had examined Mr. 
eydon and his Council: what exceptions 
pr take to the Execution of the firſt Wa? 
| who then alledged two cauſes, the one that due 
Summons was not given tothe Freeholdersof the 
Shire, the other that Proclamation was not duly 
made. That thereupon they examined the Un- 
der-Sheriff, who in their preſence affirmed, that 
the Writ was delivered to the High-Sheriff 
on the Saturday, which he received on the Surn- 
day, the County day being on Monday follow- 
ing; On which day he was bound by Law to 
execute his Writs: by which means he had not 
leiſure either to ſummon many, or any day left 
wherein he might by Proclamation notikie it in 
the Country. That on the ſaid Monday between 
eight and nine of the Clock three folemn O es 
were made, and the Queens Writ publickly read, 
and all Circumſtances uſed which the Law requi- 
red : wherein he was the more careful, for that 
it was commonly bruted,that there would be va- 
riance about the Ele&ion. That the EleRion 
was ſo expefted in the Country, that by his E- 
ſtimation there were three Thouſand Perſons at - 
the ſame ; And that Mr. Farmer had the Voices 
without denyal; that Mr. Juſtice Windham, Sir 
Thomas Knyvett, Sir Nicholas Bacon, Sir Henry 
Woodhouſe and divers other | of the Peace, 
Eſquires and Gentlemen of great calling, were 
at the Ele&ion,and gave their Aſſentsto the lame, 
and ſet their Hands and Seals to the Indenture. 
Upon confideration of the whole matter it a 
peared unto them, that the firſt Writ and Re- 
turn were in matter and form perfect and duly 
executed ; the ſecond Writ they thought could 
not be available; beſides that the precedent was 
perillous for the time to come, 1n reſpe& that it 
appointed two others to be Choſen. The effe&t 
of the Writ beſides not obſerved ; for that Mr. 
Greſham one of the ſame was choſen by the firſt 
Writ. They further declared, that they under- 
ſtood that the Lord Chancellor and divers of the 
Judges having examined the matter, were of the 
ſame opinion. He declared further, that one 
of the Committees had moved, that two of the 
Committees might have been ſent to underſtand 
of my Lord Chancellor what he had done in 
the matter, which the reſt of the Committees 
thought not convenient, firſt in reſpe& they 
were ſatisfied therein by divers of their Com- 
mittees, and alſo for that they thought it pre- 
judicial to the priviledge of the Houſe to have 
the ſame determined by others than ſuch as were 
Members thereof.” And though they thought 
very reverently of the ſaid Lord Chancellor and 
Judges, and thought them competent Judges 1n 
their places 3 yet in this caſe they took them not 
for Judges in Parliament in this Houſe. And there 
upon required that, if. it were fo thought good 
to the Houſe, Mr. Farmer and Mr. Greſham 
might take their Oaths-and be allowed of by 
force of the firſt Writ, as allowed by the mn” 
0 
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of this Houſe, and not as allowed of by the ſaid 
Lord Chancellor and Judges. Which was agreed 
unto by the whole Houle, and ordered to be 
entred accordingly, 

This Caſe before ſet down touching the Ele- 
Qion.of the Knights for the County of Norfolk, 
containeth in it many curious and very uſeful 
points.. The Caſe was (ingly this: | 

The Sheriff of Norfo/k receives a Writ” touch- 
ing the Election of two Knights for that County 
but two days before the next County-day, in 
which he is bound by Law to (ſee it executed, 
By reaſon of this ſhortneſs of time he could nei- 
ther ſlummon many Freeholders , nor make due 
Proclamation in the County any one day before 
the ſaid Ele&ion, The Sheriff notwithſtanding 
on the. ſaid: County-day proceeds to the Execu- 
tion of the ſaid Writ , and Mr. Faraver and Mr. 
Greſham are duly choſen according to all points 
andcircumfſtances in ſuch like caſe required ; there 
o_ only a great appearance of Freehold- 
ers, bat divers alſo of the eminenteſt Gentlemen 
of the ſaid County , who after they had given 
their Voices to the faid Election , did alſo ſer 
their Hahds and Seals to the Indenture of the 
ſame in that cafe uſual. After this a ſecond and 
new. Writ is delivered to the ſaid Sheriff for a 
new EleQion to be made, which is 1n all points 
executed without any the leaſt colour of misfe- 
ſance, and by it Mr. Heydon, and Mr.Greſham (be- 
ing one of the two firſt that had been before 
Ele&ed) were choſen, and the Indenture of their 
laid EleQion, together with the Writ, were de- 
livered in unto the Clerk of the Crown, toge- 
ther with the Writ and Indenture of the former 
Ele&ion. Afﬀer which the Lord Chancellor and 
the Judges meeting about it do reſolve, That the 
firſt Writ was well executed , the firſt Ele&ion 
good, and the ſecond abſolutely void 3 and of 
this their reſolution do give the Houſe of Com- 
mons notice, 

In which cale theſe points following were re- 
ſolved by the whole Body of the faid Houſe, 

Firſt, That the ſaid firſt Writ was duly exe- 
cuted, and the EleQion good, and the ſecond 
Election abſolutely void. 

Secondly, That it was a molt perillous Prece- 
dent , that after two Knights of a County were 
duly EleQed, any new Writ ſhould iſſue out for 
a ſecond EleQion without order of the Houſe of 
Commons it felf. 

Thirdly , That the diſcuſſing and adjudging 
of this and ſuch like differences, only belonged 
to the ſaid Houſe. 

Fourthly , That though the Lord Chancellor 
and Judges were competent Judges in their pro- 
per Courts, yet they were not in Parliament. 

Fifthly, That it ſhould be entred in the very 
Journal-Book of the Houſe, that the ſaid firſt 
EleQion was approved to be good, and the ſaid 
Knights then choſen, had been received and al- 
lowed as Members of the Houle, not out of any 
reſpect the ſaid Houſe had or gave to the Reſo- 


[in paſſed, but meerly by reaſon of the teſolutio 


of the Houſe it ſelf, by which the ſaid Eledtiori 
had been approved. , 
Sixthly and laſtly , That there ſhould no Meſ- 
ſage be ſent to the Lord Chancellor, not ſo much 
as to know what he had done therein , becauſe it 
was conceived to be a matter derogatory to thE 
Power and Priviledge of the ſaid Houſe. Cons 
cerning all or the moſt of which particulars ſee - 
more upon Friday the 11* day of this inſtant 
November enſuing. SE 

Sir Chriſtopher Hatton her Majeſties Vicechatti- 
berlain (prefently as it ſeemeth after the diſcuſ- 
ling of the former Eleftion) fell upon the deba- 
ting of the great Cauſe touching the Scottiſh 
Queen, and ſhewed , That the Committees of 
the Lords in the great Cauſe, and alſo the Com 
mittees of this Houſe in the ſame Cauſe had Cori- 
ference together yeſterday in the Afternoon; and 
reſolved upon a Petition unto her Majeſty in the 
Name of both Houſes to be exhibited , as after- 
wards it was on Saturday the 12** day of this 
inſtant November unto her _— by the Lord 
Chancellor in the Name of the Lords of the 
higher Houſe, and by Mr. Speaker in the Name 
of this Houſe, as the joynt Petition of both Hou- 
les for Proclamation and Execution of the Sen- 
tence of the Lords and others the-late Commiſ- 
fions at Fotheringhay in the proceedings there 
againlt Mary called the Queen of Scots. And 
that becauſe the ſaid Committees of both Houſes 
thought the ſaid Petition would be too long if 
it ſhould comprehend the whole courſe and man- 
ner of the ſaid proceedings 3 yet they thoughe 
it neceſſary, that in both Houſes the whole coutſe 
of the ſame proceedings ſhould be ſignified and 
read this preſent day , to the end each Member 
of both the ſaid Houſes might underſtand the _ 
whole matter and manner of the fame courſe of 
proceedings to their full (atisfaftions. And that 
then afterwards alſo the ſame uniform Petition 
likewiſe be read in both the ſaid Houſes ; with 
reſervation nevertheleſs and liberty to both the 
Fame Houſes, and to every Member of the ſame 
Houſe, to ſhew and infer to the ſaid Lord Chan- 
cellor for the Lords, and to Mr. Speaker for this 
Houſe, any other reaſons whatſoever ( beſides 
thoſe contained in the ſaid Petition) which they 
ſhall think meet to be remembred to her Majeſty 
for the better furtherance of obtaining their 
humble Suit at her Majeſties hands contained in 
the faid Petition. And ſhewed further, That

the Forenoon, And afterwards the ſame Record 
of the whole courſe of the ſaid proceeding in the 
faid Commiſſion being read , and the faid Peti- 
tion then read alſo, Mr. Vice-Chamberlain mo- 
ved that this Houſe would be Suitors to the 
Lords to have the ſaid Petition entred and inrol- 
led in the faid higher Houſe, there to remain of 
Record as an At. And thereupon it was upon 
the Queſtion reſolved by the whole Houſe, That 
the faid Requeſt ſhould be made to their Lord- 
ſhips in that behalf by the ſaid Committees on 
the morrow, when they deliver unto their Lord- 
ſhips the full and whole good liking of this Houſe 
had of the faid Petition. Then Mr. Speaker 
moved, That for as much as by reaſon of the 
ſhortneſs of the ſaid Petition he is appointed by 
this Houſe to yield reaſons unto her Majeſty in 
ſuch objeCtions as ſhould pleaſe her Highneſs to 
make touching the Contents of the ſaid Petition, 
the Houſe would deliver him in writing , for his 
better memory and the righter direction of their 
Service inipoled upon him in that behalf , ſuch 
reaſons as they ſhould think meet for him in 
their Names to remember unto her Majeſty.

neſs accordingly , It was prayed and agreed by 
the whole Houſe, that Mr. Vice-Chamberlain do 
the ſame.

On Fridaythe 11* day of November the Com- 
mittees in the Bill for Orford-Haven: ( whoſe 
Names ſee before on Monday the 7** day of No.

the ſecond Writ not ſo ; and that beſides it might 
alſo be a perillous Precedent for thetime to come 
to the Liberty ahd Priviledge of this Houſe, to 
admit or paſs over any ſuch Writ-or Return in 
ſuch manner and —_ as the faid ſecond Writ 
carrieth. And further declared, That they under- 
ſtood by the ſaid Clerk of the Crown., that the 
Lord Chancellor had then, lately -commanded 
him to receive and accept the ſaid firſt Writ and 
Return, by the which Mr. Farmer and Mr. Gre- 
ſham were elefted and returned, as the Writ right- 
ly and duly executed, and did alſo underſtand 
by Mr. Recorder one of the ſaid Committees, 
That Sir Ed-und Anderſon Lord Chief Juſtice of 
the Court of Common Pleas had alſo ſhewed him, 
that the ſaid Lord Chancellor and the Judges 
had reſolved , That the faid firſt Writ ſhould be 
returned as that which was in all parts duly and 
rightly executed, and not the ſecond. And ſhew- 
ed further , That one of the Committees aſlent- 
ing with the reſidue in opinion of validity of 
the ſaid firſt Writ and Return, and of the inva- 
lidity of the ſaid ſecond, and alſo in reſolution 
that the explanation and ordering of the Caſe as 
it ſtandeth,- appertaineth only to the Cenſure of 
this Houſe, moved notwithſtanding in the. Com- 
mittee, That two of the Committees might be 
ſent to the ſaid Lord Chancellor to_ underſtand 
what his Lordſhip had done in the matter; 
which the reſidue thought not convenient, firſt, 
for that they were ſufficiently ſatisfied therein 
by divers of themſelves, but principally in re- 
ſpe& they thought it very prejudicial and inju- 
rious to the Priviledge and Liberties of this 
Houſe, to have.the ſaid Cauſe decided or dealt 
in in any ſort by any others than only by ſuch as 
are Members of this Houſe : and that albeit they 
thought very reverently (as becometh them) of 
the ſaid Lord Chancellor and Judges, and know 
them to be competent Judges in their places 3 
yet in this caſe they took them not for Judges 1n 


Parliament in this Houſe ; and fo further ax 
red, 
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red, that (if it were (o thought good) Mr. Far- 
mer and Mr. Greſham might take their Oaths, 
and be allowed of and received into this Houſe 
by force of the ſaid firſt Writ; as ſo allowed and 
admitted only by the cenſure of this Houſe, and 
not as allowed of by the ſaid Lord Chancellor 
or Judges. Which was agreed unto accord- 
ingly by the whole Houſe, and {o Ordered alſo 
to be ſet down and Entred by the Clerk. 

Mr. Treaſurer one of the ſaid Committees in 
the ſaid Examination ſheweth for his part his pri- 
vity and aſſent unto the whole recited courſe of 

oceeding in the ſaid Committee as it hath been 
declared by Mr. Cromwel/; and that before him- 
ſelf, the faid Mr. Farmer hath already pronoun- 
ced and taken his Oath. Shewing further with- 
al that in the Committee he moved that ſome 


might be ſent to the Lord Chancellor to knowg 


what his Lordſhip had done in the matter, which 
he then thought, and yet (till doth think neceſla- 
ry to have been done, as one of the circum- 
ſtances of the ſaid examinations, and not for 
want of any fatisfation otherwiſe, but only in 
reſpe& of the orderly proceeding in the Com- 
miſſion unto them by this Houſe, tending to 
circumſtances of the matter, of which he think- 
eth one to have been to ſend as aforeſaid unto 
- the ſaid Lord Chancellor, though they were re- 
_—_ by themſelves amongſt themſelves be- 
ore. 

Mr. Recorder of London making a large and 
plentiful diſcourſe of the ancient priviledges and 
liberties of this Houſe, furniſhed with recital of 
ſandry Precedents and examples, and laſtly com- 
ing down to the matter in hand, ſheweth, that 
Sir Edmnnd Anderſon Knight Lord Chief Juſtice 
of the Commons Pleas told him this morning, 
that the ſaid Lord Chancellor and the Judges 
had reſolved, that the ſaid firſt Writ ought to 
be returned , and had fo given order to the 
Sheriff and Clerk of the Crown; And that he 
thereupon anſwered the faid Sir Ednmnnd An- 
derſor again, that. the cenſure thereof belonged 
unto this Houſe and not unto them, and that he 
for his part would take no notice thereof at their 
hands of their ſo doing, but only by way of in- 
ſtruQtions and not otherwiſe. And ſo concluded 
with the allowance of the good courſe and or- 
der of this Houſe in ſetting down and entring 
the ſaid Judgement accordingly as before. 

Mr. Vice-Chamberlain {hewed unto the Houſe, 
that according to their appointment he hath been 
an humble ſuitor unto her Majeſty on the behalf 
of this Houſe for acceſs there to be had unto 
her Highneſs, to exhibit their Petition unto her 
Majeſty; And that her Majeſty thereupon hath 
very Graciouſly granted to hear them at the 
Court upon to morrow next between one and 
two of the Clock in the Afternoon : ſignifying 
alſo unto them further, that her Majeſty having 
heard that the Lords do appoint them twenty of 
themſelves of the Higher Houſe toattend her Ma- 
jelty alſo for the ſame purpoſe ; ſo her Highneſs 
thinketh meet that forty of this Houle were 


likewiſe appointed for this Houſe, which She 
thinketh to be a ſufficient number ; but is nc4 
vertheleſs well pleafed if the Houſe ſhall think 
good, to ſend a more or greater Number at their 
diſcretions, but leaveth the ſame to their own 
conſiderations. 

Which her Majeſties moſt Gracious Favour, as 
the whole Houſe did take it in moſt joyful and 
dutiful part; So did they then defire the faid 
Mr. Vice-Chamberlain , that he would in the 
name of this whole Houſe preſent unto her Ma- 
jelty their moſt humble and dutiful thanks for 
the ſame her Highneſles moſt gracious clemency 
and great loving kindneſs towards them, Which 
ſo to do, the ſaid Mr. Vice-Chamberlain told 
them he purpoſed (God willing) in the After- 
noon of this preſent day. - *. 

And theſe were appointed by this Houſe to at- 
tend upon her Majeſty to morrow at the Court, 
as many of the former Committees as would 
( whoſe names ſee at large on Friday the 4** 
day of this inſtant November foregoing) and al- 
ſo Sir Hewry Barkeley, Sir William Moham, Sir 
Edward Dymocke, Sir Thomas Jones, Sir Henry 
Bagnell, Sir Andrew Nevill, Six Henry Knyvet, 
Mr. Farmer , Sir Edward Osborne , Mr. Henry 
Bromley, Mr. Ralph Horſey, Mr. James Croft, and 
Mr. Tasborough then added unto them; which 
done, upon a Motion, that for as much as the 
Knights for the County of Norfolk, and the Bur- 
geſles for all the Boroughs within the ſame 
County ( faving only the Citizens for the City 
of Norwich) were returned and certified into 
this Houſe this preſent day, and not before, the 
Petition might therefore be read again, in this 
Houſe in the preſence of the ſame Knights and 
Burgeſles, to the intent that they being made 
privy thereof, might alſo yield their Afﬀents to 
the ſame Petition ; whereby, the rather, the-ſame 
being for a matter of ſo great moment, might in 
very deed be the Aion of the whole Houle 
then being poſlefled and confiſting of all the 
Members thereof ; the ſame Petition was read 
by the Clerk, and well liked of, agreed unto and 
allowed by the voices of the ſaid Knights and 
Burgefles upon the queſtion thereof unto them 
n= in that behalf by Mr. Speaker. 

And afterwards Mr. Vice-Chamberlain made 
a motion, that Mr. Speaker be put in remem- 
brance by this Houſe, beſides the reſidue of his 
reaſons to be ſhewed to her Majeſty for main- 
tenance of the parts of the ſaid Petition, to 
urge (if need be ) to her Majeſty the matter and

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the Upper Houſe, there to remain. as an AQ. 
Whereunto their Lordſhips afſented, and willed 
that the ſame might firſt be ingroſſed in Parch- 
ment, and fo delivered to their Lord(hips this 
preſent Forenoon 5 ſhewing further, That the 
Clerk of this. Houſe then had the ſame already 
ingrolled and exa& accordingly , but that the 
ſame could not that day be ſent to their Lord- 
(hips, for that their Lordſhips did not fit this 
Forenoon, and therefore he ſaid it muſt be de- 
livered at ſome other time. And ſo then the 
Houſe did riſe, and this Court was adjourned t1ll 
Monday next following.

ajeſtics own Perſon and of the State might be 
preſerved and continued without peril or 
of ruine and deſtruction, and elſe not : therein 
leaving them all nevertheleſs to their own free 
liberty and diſpoſitions of proceeding otherwiſe 
at their choices. For as her Majeſty would wil- 
lingly hearken to the device and reaſons of any 
particular Member of this Houſe; ſo Mr. Vice- 
Chamberlain ſhewed they may exhibit their con- 
ceits in that caſe either to any of the Privy 
Council , being of this Houſe, or elſe ro Mr. 
Speaker, to be further ſignified over to her High- 
nels accordingly. | 

Nots, That Mr. Cambder bath delivered and 
ſet dawn in his Annals of Queen. Elizabeth , pag. 
408,, two miſtakes : The firſt ; that this Meflage 
was ſent twelve days after the acceſs which the 
two; Houſes had unto het.

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foregoing , as is aforeſaid 3+ whereas it is plain 
that this Meſſage was ſent to- both the Houſes 
upon the ſecond - day after, being this inſtant 
Monday , as appears by the Original Journal- 
Book of both the Houſes before mentioned. - His 
ſecond errouris , in refpe& that he ſaid that the 
ſaid Meſſage - was delivered by - Puckering” the 
Speaker of the ſaid Houſe of Commons , where- 
as -her- Majeſty ſent it by Sir Chriſtopher Hatton 
her Vice-Chamberlain., and. he accordingly did 
relate the ſame unto the Houſe, as appears in 
his Speech immediately foregoing. All which [ 
have .the rather obſerved and ſet down thus at 
large, that (o the excellent uſe of theſe Journals 
of Parliament may appear, not only in reſpect 
of the Orders and Priviledges of the ſaid Two 
Houſes, but alſo in reſpect of the true diſcovery 
of the very Hiſtory of this Realm, 

Mr. Vice-Chamberlain continuing his former 
Speech at this time, did further put the Houſe in 
remembrance, that as at the beginning of this 
preſent Parliament the Lord Chancellor (ignified

unto this Houſe by: her Majeſties expreſs Com- | 


mandment , that no Laws at all ſhould be made 
m this Parliament 3 ſo her Highneſs purpoſing 
not to be preſent to give her Royal Afſent to 
any Laws, this Houſe ſhould not need (he ſaid) 
to, be troubled with going about to make or 
enat any Laws now at all : and therefore wilh- 
eth that this Court may be adjourned till Friday 
next; at which day (he faid) it may be this 
Houſe will hear her Majeſties further pleaſure 1n 
Anſiver to the ſaid Petition, for that her High- 


neſs had not as yet read or peruſed the ſame. And ; 


thereupon this Court was then adjourned till 
Friday next accordingly. 

._ On Friday the 18** day of November after 
ſundry grave Speeches , ſound Arguments, and 
forcible Reaſons made by Sir Edward Dymoch , 
Sir Thomas Scot , Mr. Woodward , Mr. Edward 
Sanders, Mr. Dalton , Mr. Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer , and Mr. Vice-Chamberlain concerning 
the Meſſage delivered by the ſaid Mr.Vice-Cham- 
berlain upon Monday laſt from her Majeſty , for 
Conſultation to be had for ſome other means of 
courſe, if it might be, for the eſtabliſhing and 
preſervation -of the true Religion, of her Maje- 
ties moſt Royal Perſon, and the good and peace- 
able eſtate of this Realm, than by the taking 
away of the Life of the Queen of Scots. And 
each of them reſolutely concluding, that no o- 
ther device, way, or means whatſoever could or 
can poſſibly be found or imagined, that fuch 
fafety can in any: wile at all be had ſo long as the 
laid Queen of Scots doth or ſhall live, they do 
withal very earneſtly move and perſwade the 
proſecution of the ſaid Petition lately delivered 
jointly by the Lords and this Houſe to her Ma- 
Xlty for the neceſlity of the ſpeedy executing of 
the ſaid Queen of Scots , as the one and only 
mean (as far as mans reaſon can reach ) to pro- 
vide for the ſafety of the continuance of true 
Religion, of her Majeſtics moſt Royal Perſon, 
and of the peaceable eſtate of this Realm, from 


the manifeſt and imminent danger .of utter ſub- 
verſion , deſtruction and defolation: And Mr: 
Vice-Charmbeflain gathering partly by ſome of 
the ſaid Speeches preceding ,- that ſome of this 
Houſe ſeemed to conceive of the faid Meſſage by 
him delivered to this Houſe from her Majelly on 
Monday laſt touching the faid Conſultation to 
be had , as a peremptory Propoſition unto theni 
to exclude them from all other courſes' of pro- 
ceeding, ſhewed unto them again, as he di4 be- 
fore, that her Majeſty commanded that Meſſage 
to be propounded unto them for conſultation 
only, and not for direttion, leaving neverthe- 
leſs every Member of this Houſe to their owin 
free liberty and diſpoſitions of proceeding touch- 
ing the ſaid matter; and fo yielding his full 
opinion and ready conſent with the reſidue for 
the continuance of the proſecution of the ſaid 
Petition unto her Majeſty in moſt humble and 
dutiful fort, as the only neceflary reſolution of 
this whole Houſe to rely upon in that behalf. 

And ſhewing further, That upon Tweſday laſt 
the like Meſlage was done by her Majeſties like 
Commandment to the Lords of the higher Houſe, 
moved, That as in all the former proceedings of 
this Houſe in the great matter and buſineſs touch- 
ing the Scottiſh Queen , the ſaid Houſe had al- 
ways been Suitors unto their Lordſhips to join 
with them therein ; ſo now that the ſame mo- 
tion might be again made unto their Lordſhips 
to join with them in this part alſo. And for 
that it is very meet and convenient, that Anſwer 
be made to her Majeſty of the faid Meflage, this 
Houſe would, as in the beginning of the (aid 
former proceedings, appoint a convenient Com- 
mittee of this Houſe to confer-of the manner and 
ſubſtance of the ſaid Anſwer, and then after the 
report thereof made to this Houſe, to make ſuit 
unto the Lords for Conference with their Lord- 
ſhips touching the reſolution of this Houſe. Which 
motion being well liked of by this Houſe, It was 
upon the Queſtion refolved, That ſuch a Com- 
mittee ſhould be had accordingly. And further 
ordered, That all the former Committees in the 
ſaid great Cauſe, and alſo all thoſe qthers which 
had ſpoken this preſent day , to wit, Mr. Wood- 
ward and Mr. Ed:md Sanders, and alſoSir George 
Cary be likewiſe added unto them, and that they 
meet to morrow at nine of the Clock in the 
Forenoon in the Exchequer-Chamber , and as 
many elſe of this Houſe befides as pleaſe to come 
thither to them. Which done, this Conrt was 
then adjourned till Monday next, for that the 
Lords did not fit this prefent day, and this Houfe 
then had nothing to deal with till the ſaid Com , 
mittees ſhall firſt have had Conference with their 
Lordſhips. 

Sir Joh Higham one of the Committees in the 
Bill for Orford-Haven, doth at the riling of the 
Honſe make report of the travail of himſelf and 
the refidue of the Committees therein, and ſo 
delivereth in both the old Bill and alſo a new

Parhament had been on Friday 
the 18 day. of the faid Month foregoing laſt 
adjourned) M* Markbaz: a Burgeſs for the Bo- 
rough of Grantham in the County of Lincoln, 
ſhewed on the behalf of the Inhabitants of the 
ſaid Borough, that M* Arthur Hal having been 
in ſome former Parliaments returned a Burgeſs 
for the ſaid Borough. and in ſome of the ſame 
Parliaments for certain cauſes the Houſe then 
moving, diſabled for ever afterwards to be any 
Member of this Houſe at all, hath of late brought 
a Writ agajnſt the Inhabitants of the ſaid Bo- 
- rough for his wages (amongſt other times ) 
in attendance at the late Seflion of Parhament 
holden at Weſtminſter in the 27** year of her 
Highneſſes Raign 3 during which time, as allo a 
great part of ſome other of the ſaid former Par- 
laments he did not ſerve in the ſaid Houſe, but 
was for ſome cauſes as aforeſaid diſabled to be 
any Member of this Houſe, and was alſo then 
committed Priſgner to the Tower of London. 
And fo prayeth, the advice and order of this 
Honourable Houſe therein, unto the cenſure and 
order whereof the ſaid Inhabuants do in moſt 
humble and dutiful wiſe ſubmit themſelves. And 
ſo ſhewed the ſaid Writ, which was then read by 
the Clerk. After thereading whereof, and ſome 
ſpecches had touching the er pooeeocing in 
this Houſe againſt the faid M* Ha 
difabling him to be any more a Member of this 
Houſe, as alſo touching his ſaid impriſonment, 
the matter was referred to further conſideration 
after ſearch of the Precedents and Entries of this 
Houſe heretofore bad and made in the courle of 
the faid cauſe.

M- Treaſurer ſhewed that the Committees in 
the Cauſe for Conference to be had touching the 
anſwer to be made by this Houſe to the Meſlage 
lately delivered from her Majeſty, did meet ac- 
cording to the Commiltion of this Houſe, and 
after long and much debating, and many great 
arguments, it appeared very evidently by moſt 
{ſtrong reaſon, that no other way whatſoever 
can be taken for the ſafety and continuance of 
true Religion, of her Majeſtics moſt Royal Per- 
ſon, and of the peaceable Eſtate of this Realm, 
but only by Juſtice to be done upon the Queen 
of Scots according to her demerits. Which Ju- 
{tice as her Majeſty ought of duty to cauſe to be 
done, fo they reſolved utterly to infilt upon the 
proſecution of the former Petition unto her 
Highneſs, as the one only way and none other 
to. be performed in the ſaid Cauſe, And fo left 
to ſome other of the ſaid Committees the more 
particular diſcourſes of their ſaid Conferences, 
Whereupon M* Vice-Chamberlain very excellent- 
ly, plainly and aptly ſhewed the manner of their 
Treaty in the ſaid Conference, and of the Rea- 
ſons therein both brought and confuted touch- 
ing any manner of poſlible or conjectural courſe 
of the ſaid ſafety other than only by the death 
of the faid Queen of Scots, as neither: by likeli-

hood of reformation in her Perſon , hope of 
{trait guarding or keeping of her, or of any 
caution of hoſtages to be taken for her 3 reciting 
and applying moſt apt and. invincible reaſons jn 
the ſeveral proofs thereof 3 and: fo concluding 
his own opinion alſo only ta be ſuch and none 
other, wiſhed that if any member of the Houſe 
could I __ any _ _ or de- 
vice tending to the purport of the ſaid Meſlage 
than hath = erſt now remembred or in the 
ſaid Committee offered, he would ſhew the fame. 
And if not, that then M* Speaker would moye 
the queſtion for the conſent of the whole Houſe 
to the continuance of proſecuting that ſaid Pe- 
tition together with the ſaid Committees, Where. 
upon after ſome little pauſe and none offering 
any ſpeech to other end, M* Speaker moving the 
queſtion to the Houſe, it was reſolved by the 
whole Houſe, to infiſt only upon the ſaid Peti- 
tion accordingly. And alſo after ſundry other 
ſpeeches had tending all to the fame reſolution, 
and ſome of them»urging the remembrance, pur. 
poſe and preſent conlideration of the former Af. 
ſociation, it was ordered that to morrow when 
' the Lords do fit in the Upper Houſe the former 
Committees of this Houſe (M* Robert Cecil be» 
ing now added unto them) do repair unto their 
Lordſhips for Conference with their Lordſhips 
touching the ſaid reſolution of this Houſe in an- 
{wer to her Majeſties ſaid Meflage. And alſo with 
requeſt to their Lord(hips to give Licence unto 
this Houſe to join with their Lordſbips in the faid 
Anſwer to her Majeſty, if it ſo pleaſe them, 

| Mr Comptroller ſhewing his full aſſent and 
good liking of the ſaid concluſion touching the 
proſecution of the ſaid Petition only, and of 
none other courſe at all, as well in his former 
delivery thereof upon treaty of the faid cauſe, 
as now at this preſent, declared further, That he 
thinketh himſelf to have been in ſome of his late 
former ſpeeches in that matter miſtaken and miſ- 
conceived by ſome of this Houle rather. of ig- 
norance in them ( he thinketh ) than of any evil 
diſpoſition and purpoſe; and ſo affirming earneſt 
and devout prayer to God to incline her Ma- 
Xſties heart to the Petition of this Houſe as a 
thing much importing, he moveth that ſome a 
and ſpecial courſe of prayer to that end ar 
be deviſed and ſet down by ſome of this Houſe, 
and be not only exerciſed here im thus Houſe 
every day, but alſo by all the members of this 
Houſe elſewhere abroad, and alſo privately in 
their Chambers and Lodgings. 

M* Treaſurer liking well the motion and good 
meaning of M" Comptroller touching Prayer to 
be exerciſed as before, ſhewed that fit Prayers 
for that purpoſe and extant 1n print are already 
uſed in this Houſe, and fo may: alſo be by the 
Members of the ſame privately by themſelves, 
and doth willingly wiſh the ſame might be fo 
executed accordingly. 

Sir Fobn Higham allenting very readily to the 
continuation of purſuing the ſaid Petition, ur- 


ged further very zealouſly and earneſtly the =-_ 
then 
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then of the Oath of Aſſociation; and fo there- 
;by amongſt other things of great and neceſiary 
confideration and importance,. prayeth her Ma- 
jeſty may be ſolicited to the ſpeedy execution 
of Juſtice upon the perſon of the Queen of 
Scots. 

- + Mr. Recorder bending many Speeches, and 
xeciting many Precedents of Petitions m former 
times granted by ſundry of her Majeſties moſt 
noble Þ itors Kings of Exglard to the Sub- 
js of this Realm at the humble Suits and Peti- 
tions of the Speaker and Commons of the Lower 
Houſe ; which the Lords of the Upper Houſe in 
thoſe days could not obtain at their hands; doth- 
not only perſwade very earneſtly the faid infiſt- 
ing of this Houſe upon the faid Petition , but 
alſo undoubted afſuredneſs of her Majeltiesgrant- 
ing and performing of the ſame, as a thing an- 
ſwerable both unto her Highneſs moſt merciful, 
loving and tender care over het good Subjedts, 
as alſo to the very neceſlity of the cale. 

Mr. Cope-moved, that Mr. Speaker might put 
it to theQueſtion for the reſolution of this Houſe 
touching the- proſecution of the ſaid Petition | 
with al and fit ſpeed. 

Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer putting the 
Houſe in remembrance of their reſolution there- 
in'given already even now at this very inſtant 
Court upon the Queſtion then propounded-by 
Mr. Speaker , moved the going forward. with 
the Committee for Conference , to the end that 
with better expedition upon report of the fame 
Conference to be made to morrow to this Houſe, 
and then the Reſotution thereupon to be ſ1gni- 
fied unto the Lords and their favours prayed for 
joining further with this Houſe, the Cauſe may 
receive ſuch ſpeedy good courſe of further pro- 
ceeding to end and execution as ſhall beſt ap- 
pertain. 

On Tweſdey the 224 day of November M* 
Treaſurer and ſundry others of the Committees 
returning from the Lords ſhew, they have had 
Conference with their Lordſhips , and that their 
Lordſhips wholly and only inſiſting upon the faid 
Petition, hke «s this Houſe alſo doth, do pur- 
poſe this Af.ernoon to ſend two Lords, to wit 
the Lord Admiral and the Lord Cobham, to be 
Suiters for that Houfe for acceſs unto her Ma- 
Xſty for delivering their Lordſhips anſwer to 
the ſaid Meſſage 3 and fo moved likewiſe, that 
Two of this Houſe of the Privy Council, or 
ſuch other as this Houſe ſhall appoint, may alſo 
on the behalf of this Houſe be Suxers unto her 
Mafeſty for like acceſs in the ſame matter allo. 
And thereupon were named for that 7. 2g 

M* Vice-Chamberlain and M* Secretary Woltey. 

M* Vice-Chamberlain ſhewed further, that 
the Lords did prepare againſt the time of their 
acceſs to be obtained of her Majeſty, to be fur- 
niſhed with ſufficient matter to anſwer unto any 
reaſons happily to be objefted unto theny by her 
Highneſs at the time of their faid anſwer to be 
made to her Majeſty touching the faid Meſlage, 
and not to propound any ſuch” at all but only 


by way of anſwer, if it fall out that it pleaſe 
her Highneſs ſo to obje, and-elſe not. And fo 
moved the like care by confideration to be alfo 
had by this Houſe, and the ſame reaſons to be _ 
ſuch alſo (as near- as may be) as were not lately 
delivered unto her Majeſty by M* Speaker 3 for 
the avoiding of which iterations on the one fide, 
and readineſs of preparation to her Highneſs ob- 
jections (if any happen) on the other ſide, he 
thinketh good that a Committee of this Houſe 
were preſently named for that purpoſe, and that 
M- Speaker alſo be with them at their meet- 
ing 3 whereby he may advertiſe them (as occaſi- 
on ſhall ſerve ) of ſuch reaſons as he had before 
inferred to her Majeſty at the time of exhibi- 
ting the ſaid Petition. . Whereupon it was or- 
dered, that all the former Committees in the 
great Cauſe,. with M* DoGtor Lewen now added 
unto them, do meet at two of the Clock this 
Afternoon in the Exchequer Chamber, and that 
M- Speaker be then there allo. 

M* Vice-Chamberlain ſhewed that he cannot 
be with them at the Committee, neither yet at 
this Houſe before to Morrow at ten of the Clock 
at the ſooneſt, but'of neceflity muſt both attend 
her. Majeſties good pleaſure for anſwer, and alſo 
lodge at the Court all night. 

On Wedneſday the 23% day of November M* 
Speaker ſhewed the travail of the Committees 
in their -meeting: yeſterday, and alſo their ap- 
pointment ' thengof further meeting - again this 
Forenoon, and of their conference at both times 3 
in which (he ſaid ) were brought very many and 
ſound reafons touching the matter in conſulta- 
tion to very great depth by ſundry there pre- 
ſent, delivered by ſome in ſpeech, and by / cd 
other in writingz which as they were very ma- 
ny ahdihard to be all carried in memory, and 
withal ſundry of the moſt principal and effe&ual 
of them uttered by M* Sollicitor ; ſo had he en- 
treated M* Sollicitor to take pains to abridge a 
ſummary note of the faid moſt principal reaſons: 
which having been done' ſo by him and alſo de- 
livered to M* Speaker, he offered the ſame to 
the Houle to be read. | 

Mr. Sollicitor taking the faid Note into his 
hand ſhewed, that his meaning was to make the 
ſaid Note only for a Memorial unto Mr. Speaker 
for 'himſelf, and not at all to be read to the 
Houſe. And becauſe the ſaid Note is not in 
any part ſo fully and plainly ſet down, as by the 
reading thereof the Houſe might ſo well conceive 
the effe&s of the Yaid reaſons as were requiſite, 
himſelf therefore would, if it pleaſed them, ſhew 
unto them the ſubſtance of the ſaid Note, as him- 
felf for his own opinion conceived of the faid 
reaſons. And ſo holding the faid Note in his 


hand, and diſcourſing the ſeveral particularities 


contained in the ſaid Note, proveth by invinci- 
ble reaſons, that neither by expeRation of re- 
formation in the diſpoſition of the Scottiſh Lady 
(if the Queens Majeſty ſhould ſpare her life) nor 
yet by ſafer or (tronger guarding of her Perſon, 


nor by her promiſe upon word or Oath, nor by 
the 
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the Hoſtages of other Princes her Allies, nor by 
hcr*Baniſhment, nor by the revocation of .the 
Bull of Pope Pi3#s 24intws, nor yet by the bonds 
or word of a Prince, or of any or all the Prin- 
ces her Allies,” nor by any other ws or means 
whatſoever, other than only by the {peedy Exe- 
cution to death of the ſaid Scottiſh Queen , the 
ſafety or continuance of the true Religion, of the 
moſt Royal Perſon of the Queens Majeſty, and of 
the peaceable ſtate of this Realm can in any wiſe 
;be provided for and eſtabliſhed. ' And fo con- 
cluding, relied only upon the humble continua- 
tion of the Suit of this ſaid Houſe unto her Ma- 
jeſty in the (aid Petition, | 
Mr. Thomas Knyvet (hewing, that as Liberty 
was given to the Members of this Houſe'to de- 
liver their conceits touching the matter preſently 
in Conſultation either in Speech or in Writing 
at their choices; ſo he for his part offered. the 
ſame in writing , and prayeth the ſame may be 
read, 
Mr. Vice-Chamberlain faith he thinketh Mr. 
Kayvet did miſtake it, for that ſuch Notes in wri- 
ting were appointed to have been offered in the 


Committee, not in the Houſe, ; and ſhewed fur- 


ther, That he and Mr.Secretary Wo/ey having ac- 
cording to the appointment of this Houle attend- 
e4 her Majeſties pleaſure for acceſs fori anſwer 3 
and that her Highneſs is well pleaſed that for the 
'time of theit- acceſs, the ſame-be to morrow. next 
being Thurſday , betwixt onegand two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon at the Court, and for 
the number to be ſuch, and of ſuch perſons as 
this Houſe ſhall think good, the Speaker, if they 
will, and the Committees , yea and as many elfe 
of the Houſe alſo as pleaſe. .Apd ſhewed further, 
That they thought good in duty, to make her 
Majeſty acquainted with the great care and.-.tra- 
vail of this Houſe in their diligent and dutiful 
proceeding to the ſatisfaction of her Majeſty in 
the matter of the Meſlage delivered unto them 
from her Highneſs. Which their exceeding great 
and eſpecial care therein as her Majeſty doth ve- 
ry well like of, and take and accept in moſt gra- 
cious and loving part z ſo did her Highneſs com- 
mand him to ſignifie unto this whole Houſe her 
Majeſties moſt hearty thanks for the ſame , repo- 
ſing (next under God ) her own ſafety to be 
pomer in the dutiful love and obedience of fo 
aithful and loving SubjeRts (an ineſtimable bleſ- 
fing of God unto her Majeſty ) than in their 
riches, abilities and forces 3 rehearſing this Sen- 
tence, fide quam ferro tutius wegnant Reges. He 
.alſo ſaid, that for matter of other affair not of 
this Houſe, he had cauſe even now very lately 
to be with the Lords, and perceived by ſome of 
them that the Lord Chancellor alſo to Morrow 
did repair to the Court with twenty others of 
the Lords/at the leaſt z And therefore u were 
very neceſſary alſo that M* Speaker allo did in 
ike fort go with theſe of this Houſe. And fur- 
ther moved, that M* Speaker might be furniſhed 
with ſufficient reaſons to be by himſelt propoun- 
ded unto her Majeſty in the name of this Houſe 


for her ſatisfaQion in Anſwer to the ſaid Meſlage, 
and fo. not to expe reaſons to be: objeted unto 
him by her Highneſs; for that (he faid) he knew 
very well her Majeſty looked for theſe reaſons 
of ſatisfaction at- their hands, . by way of pro- 
pounding and not only by way of Anſwering, 


 Whereupon the Houſe did then riſe, and this 


Court -was Adjourned till Eriday next in the 
Forenoon. 

On Friday the 25" day of November M* Grice 
hearing it reported (as he ſhewed_) that the 
French Embaſladour lately arrived, is appointed 
to have acceſs unto her Majeſty to Morrow at 


| the Court, and fully perſwading himſelf for his 


part that the ſaid Embaſſadour cometh not for 
any good either to her Majeſty or to the Realm; 
and knowing that their manner. is in ſuch Caſes 


to be attended for the molt part with'a Com- 


pany of Raſcals and baſeſt ſort of People of their 
Nation, and all the rabble of them accuſtomed 
to thruſt into the preſence of the Prince with 
their 'Maſter, moved, That for the better ſafety 
of her Majeſties moſt Royal Perſon from peril 
of any deſperate attempt of any of the faid 
French, it would pleaſe thoſe of 'this Houſe of 
her Highneſs Privy Council to procure that the 
ſaid Embaſſador might both be heard and alſo 
receive his anſwer at the hands of her Majeſties 
Council, and in no wiſe to have acceſs unto her 
Highneſles Perſon. | 

; MF Vice-Chamberlain ſhewed that at the laſt 


.conference of the Committees of this Houſe 


with the Lords, this matter was'remembred and 
conſidered of amongſt them 3 And that the Lord 
Chamberlain and others at the Court about her 
Majeſty were already appointed to take order for 
it accordingly. 

M* Serjeant Gawdie and M* Attorney Gene-

bers of either Houſe might have liberty to re-

And therefore whereas theſe two meetings 
are placed in the Original Journal-Book of the

Two manner of forces are to be handled. 
Aſſiſtance to the Low Countries , defence by 
force otherwiſe. That God may afſhſt us in

The aſbſtance is acceptable that will be pro- 
fitable. Her Majeſty oweth relief there in Ho- 
nour; according to the Leagues, eſpecially be- 
tween vus.and the Houſe of Burgundy : which 
Leagues differ from Leagues growing between 
Prince and Prince, for they grew between the 
people and this State.

M- Speaker required him to ſpare his mo- 
tion until her Majetties pleaſure was further 
known touching the Petition and Book lately de- 
livered into the Houſe ; but M* Wertworth would 
not be fo ſatisfied, but required his Articles 
might be read.

goodriefs to beſtow upon me, to gain to his 
Highneſs honour and Glory, and to ſhew unto 
my noble Prince and Commonwealth true, faith- 
ful and dutiful ſervice 3 of the which mind I am 
ſure M* Speaker, here are many godly, faithful 
and true hearted Gentlemen 1n this Honorable 
Aſſembly ; howbeit the want of knowledge 
and experience of the liberties of this Honoura- 
ble Council doth hold and ſtay us back. For as 
we have a hearty deſire to ſerve God, her Ma- 
zeſty and this noble Realm 3 evenſo are we fearful 
and loth to give or offer any offence to her Ma- 
xlty or unto her Laws; the which we preſume 
we ſhall not do if keep our ſelves within the 
Circle of them, and no man can obſerve that 
whereof he is ignorant. Wherefore I pray you 
M- Speaker, efrioons to move theſe few queſti- 
ons, by queſtion , whereby every one of this 
Houſe may know how far he may proceed in this 
Honourable Council in-matters that concern the 
glory of God and our true and loyal ſervice toour 
Prince and State. For I am fully perſwaded, that 
God cannot be honoured, neither ourNoblePrince 
or Commonweal preſerved or maintained with- 
out free ſpeech and conſultation of this Honour- 
able Council, both which conſiſt upon the liber- 
ties of this Honourable Council, and the know- 


ledge of them alſo. So here are the queſtions, |

to give them reading, and God grant us true

And fo con- 
cluding giveth due commendation to the faid 
Bill, and prayeth. another reading thereof pre- 
ſently, and alſo all good and ſpeedy courſe both 
in the Commitment and other paſlages- of -the 
lame.

M* Chancellor of the Exchequer ſheweth firſt, 
that he offereth not to ſpeak to- any prejudice 
of the ſaid motion, but putting the Houſe in re- 
membrance of their charge given unto him and 
others for Conference to be had touching ſome 
convement ſupply of Treaſure to be had and le- 
vyed for the neceſſary defence of her Majeſty 
and this Realm, now preſently -in danger of 
ſuch mighty and great enemies, as erſt of late 
hath been at large delivered unto this Houſe by 
ſome Members of the ſame, declared unto them, 
that he and the greater part of the reſidue of the 
Committees therein, though divers of them did 
not give that attendance therein which ſo great 
and weighty a cauſe doth require, have mec and 
had Conference together about the ſame four 
ſeveral times, and that at the laſt and fourth 
time of their ſaid conference they reſolved upon 
ſuch an extraordinary proportion of proviſion 
as they thought the preſent extraordinary occa- 
ſton of neceſlity doth require, and that they did- 
ſet the ſame down in writing , which, he alſo 
moved might be read unto them, to the end that 
if it might upon the reading thereof ſtand with 
their good liking to allow of it and give their 
allents unto it, M* Speaker might then deliver 
it to her Majeſties learned Councel to have 
the ſame framed into the form of a Bill to be 
proceeded in and paſt in this Houſez and ſhew- 
ed further, that as the grant of this Contribu- 
tion is greater than hath been heretofore for 
the molt part ordinarily uſed to be granted 
(the preſent neceſfity ſo requiring it) ſo think- 
ing good amongſt them it ſhould not hereafter 
be an occaſion of a Precedent to poſterity for 
the like ( without like cauſe) divers of them 
were of opinion, that ſome meet words to ſuch 
effe& might be inſerted in the Preamble of the 
Bill. And ſhewed further, that one of the Com- 
mittees, to wit M" Francis Bacon, had for that pur- 
poſe ſet down a Note in Writing, which he ſaid 
( if: it pleaſed them) they might alſo hear read; 


and afterwards (if they fo thought good) might 


alſo be delivered to her Majeſties faid learned 
Councel likewiſe with the ſaid other note 3 and 
that withal the ſaid M* Bacoz might repair to 
her Majeſties faid learned Councel for the fur- 
ther proceeding therein with them, if this Houſe 
ſhould fo think good: Whereupon the Houſe 
liking well of this motion, both the faid Notes 
in writing were read by theClerk and afterwards 
edby the whole Houſe, that the ſame Notes 
ſhould be forthwith delivered by M* Speaker to 
her Majeſties ſaid learned. Councel according-

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ly, and the ſaid M* Bacon alſo to repair unto 
them. 

Sir Henry Knyvet entreth into Speech of ſome 
recital of the ſaid grief of the ſaid Sir Edward 
Hobby, and well liking and allowing of due con- 
fideration to be had thereof by this Houle, reci- 
teth very briefly the whole ſubſtance 1n effect 
both of the faid firſt Speech of the ſaid Sir Ed- 
ward Hobby, and alſo of his ſaid late Motion, and 
giving due commendation of the ſame his firſt 
Speech and alſo of his ſaid proteſtation of ex- 
cuſe, urgeth the preſent reading and proceeding 
of the ſaid Bill withal ſpeed. Whereupon after 
ſundry other Speeches tending likewiſe to the 
proſecution of the ſaid Bill to Commitment, it 
was upon the queſtion Ordered that the ſame 
Bill ſhould be preſently rzad accordingly. 

The Bill £0 titulo ingreſſus eſt was read the 
ſecond time, and after ſundry Speeches and Mo- 
tions deferred to further Argument to be had 
upon the ſame Bill again to Morrow.

On Tweſday the 18* day of February, Four 
Bills of no great moment had each of them their 
firſt reading 3 of which the laſt was the Bill for 
the relief of Thomas Haſelrigge Eſquire. 

Sir Edward Dymock , Mr. Clark and Mr. Peter 
Osburn arguing to the Bill of £0 titulo (read 
the ſecond time in the latter part of the day 
foregoing) do each of them hold Sir Edward 
Hobby free and thereby excuſed of any ſuch 
Speeches touching the higher Officers of the Ex- 
chequer, as he had been charged with and rebu. 
ked for. And the whole reſidue of their Argu- 
ments ſhew no miſliking at all of his fimile's or 
words uſed in the ſetting forth of the ſaid Bill. 
Whereupon after ſundry other Diſputations of 
other Members of this Houſe had upon the faid 
Bill, it was at laſt upon the queſtion committed 
unto Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir Johr: 
Parrot, Mr. George Moor , Mr. Sutton , Sir Ed- 
ward Dymeck, and others , who were appointed 
to meet to Morrow at two of the Clock in the 
Afternoon in the Exchequer Chamber. 

Mr. Serjeant Shuttleworth and Mr. DoGtor Aw- 
berry do bring from the Lords a Bill Intituled 
An A& providing remedy againſt diſcontinuan- 
ces in Writs of Error in the Exchequer and Kings 
Bench. 

Mr. Speaker noting the great diſorder in this 
Houſe by ſome that {tanding up and offering to 
ſpeak ſometimes three or four together, and per- 

ſting ſtill without offering to give place one of 
them to another, knowing well nevertheleſs 
which of themſelves did firſt ſtand up , and fo 


by the Order of this Houſe ought to be firſt 
heard, but yet expecting by Acclamation of the 
reſidue of the Houſe growing for the moſt part 
to a great confuſed noiſe and ſound of ſenceleſs 
words , do ſtand ſtill continuing their offer to 
ſpeak firſt, and do alſo many times 1n their Mo. 
tions and Arguments utter very ſharp and bitter 
Speeches, ſometimes rather particularly offenſive 
than neceſſarily with ſuch great vehemency deli- 
vered, putteth them in remembrance, that every 
Member of this Houſe is a Judge of this-Court, 
being the higheſt Court of all other Courts, and 
the great Council alſo of this Realm, and ſo mo- 
veth them in regard thereof, that as in all other 
Courts, being each of them inferiour to this high 
Court, ſuch confuſed courſes either of conten- 
tion, acclamations, or reciprocal bitter and ſharp 
Speeches, terms or words are not any way either 
uſed or permitted amongſt the Judges of the ſaid 


| Inferiour Courts, or the Councellors admitted in 


the ſame Courts, ſo they would hereafter for- 
bear to attempt the like diſorders, as the honour 
and gravity of this Houſe juſtly requireth. 

Upon a Motion made by Mr. Vice-Chamber- 
lain, that the Committees 1n the Bill for Purvey- 
ors (appointed on Satwrday the 15* day of this 
inſtant February foregoing) do meet again this 
Afternoon at three of the Clock 3 And alſo that 
the report to be made by him touching the deal- 
ing of the Committees in the cauſe between Mr. 
Paleſion and Mr. Aylmer be deferred till to Mor- 
row in the Afternoon. 

On Wedneſday the 19 day of February, Mr. 
Serjeant Walmeſly one of the Committees in the 
Bill touching the abridging ofProclamations (ap- 
pointed on Wedneſday the 12 day of this in- 
ſtant February foregoing) upon Fines at the 
Common Law, ſheweth, that they have met and 
conferred upon the faid Bill, and having in ſome 
parts amended the ſame, offer another Bill con- 
taining the ſame Amendments. 

Mr. Vice-Chamberlain one of the Committees 
in the Cauſe between Mr. Puleſion and Mr. Ayl- 
mer, {ſheweth, that he and others of the Commit- 
tees have had Conference together and heard 
both Parties, and the Councet alſo of the faid 
Mr. Aylmer at large , and fo reciting amongſt 
many of. the circumſtances delivered unto them 
touching the ſaid matter, ſome of the cauſes mo- 
ving the faid Mr. Aylmrer to cauſe the ſaid Mr. 
Puleſtar to be ſerved with a Subpene to appear 
in the Star-Chamber, doth in the end ſhew, that 
he and the reſidue of the ſaid Committees were 
of opinion, that the ſaid! Mr. Ay/mer had com- 
mitted a contempt unto this Houſe in prejudice 
of the Liberties and Priviledges of the ſame 
Houſe, which as for his part he wiſhed ſhould: 
not eſcape unpuniſhed in ſome ſort , ſo giving 
very commendations of the ſaid M* Aylmer 
for his humble and: dutiful behaviour before the 
aid Committees in the whole courſe of his deal- 
ing with them in the ſaid cauſe, and ſhewing 
withal that he had to his great charge attended 
now a long time-upon the. ſaid ——— —— 
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their report to this Houſe in the ſaid matter, and 
had withal ignorantly and yet not without 
the privity and advice of ſome learned in the 
Laws procecded to the cauling of the lerving of 
the ſaid Subpenz, as he was informed, without 
offence to this Houſe or Liberties of the ſame, 
he might (acknowledging his fault and upon his 
humble ſubmilhon to be made to this Houſe, and 
craving pardon for his ſaid contempt) be ſet at 
liberty and diſcharged paying the Serjeants Fees 
of this Houſe. And afterwards upon ſundry 
other Speeches and Arguments (the whole Houle 
agreeing and reſolving direfly that the ſaid MF 
Aylmer had committed the ſaid contempt) -and 
ſome alſo moving to inflict ſome other further 
puniſhment upon him (over and beſides ſuch his 
ſubmiſſion to be ſo made) that he might not only 
bear the Charges of the ſaid Vir, Pule/tor luſtain- 
ed touching the ſaid matter of contempt , bur 
alſo ſurceafe any further proceeding at all againſt 
the ſaid M* Pul:ſto by reaſon of ſerving the ſaid 
Sulpena , but ſhould (if he would) take out 
another Subpzna after this Selſion of Parliament 
ended againſt the ſaid Mr. Puleſton the next 
T<crm 3 and ſome others again being of a con 
trary opinion , moved, that the ſaid M* Aylmer 
ſhould neither pay the ſaid Mr. Puleſtor his Char- 

nor yet ſurceaſe his proceeding againſt him 
upon the ſaid Subpere already ſerved, becauſe 
the ſaid Mr. Puleſton had already voluntarily 
without the privity of this Houſe, and allo lince 
the time of his grief and complaint unto this 
Houſe exhibited, put in his Anſwer tro the Bill 
in the ſaid Court of Star-Chamber againſt him 3 
and thefaid Anſwer alſo being offered forth unto 
this Houſe and read by the Clerk, it appeared 
manifeſtly, that the ſaid Mr. Puleſtor had volun- 
tarily put in his ſaid Anſwer to the ſaid Bill, and 
ſo was at Iſſue, in that he pleaded to the ſaid 
Bill Not guilty ; It was upen the queſtion reſol- 
ved and Ordered by this Houle, that M* Aylmer 
ſhould not only be at his liberty to proceed in 
his faid Suit without offence co this Houſe, but 
ſhould alſo upon his humble ſubmithion to be 
made t6 this Houſe be diſcharged ot his ſaid con- | 
tempt paying his Fees to the Serjceant of this 
Houſe 


And then it was thought good the faid M* 
Azlmer might be called in and heard what he 
could ſay for himlelf in-the matter 3 and (the 
ſaid M* Puleſton being ſequeſtred) he was brought 
preſently to the Bar, and charged by M* Speaker 
with the ſaid contempt; who humbly ſhewed, 
that if it were a contempt, it was done by him 
fimply and ignorantly and no way arrogantly, 
and without all peril of contempt to this Houſe 
as his Councel had informed him, and therefore 
bumbly«ubmitting himſelf craved their pardon ; 
and thereupon being ſequeſtred the Houle again, 
It was after ſundry other Speeches upon another 
queſtion reſolved, that the ſaid M* Aylmer ſhould 
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was brought in again by the Serjeant, and Mi 
Speaker pronouncing unto himthe (aid Judgment 
ot this Houſe, both for his Licence to proſecute 
his ſaid Suit in the Star-Chamber, and alſo for 
his liberty and difcharge of the ſaid contempr, 
the ſaid M* Aylzrer.ytelding unto this honourable 
Houſe his moſt humble thanks, departed and 
went his way. Vide concerning this buſineſs up- 
on Wedveſday the 12 day, and on Monday the 
17" day of this inſtant February foregoing. 

M*- Vice Chamberlam ſhewed , that he and 
others the Committees in the Bill concerning 
Purveyors have met, and alſo have had Confe- 
rence together with ſome of her Majeſties Offi- 
cers of the Green-Cloth ,, and according to the 
Commiltion of this Houſe. And, further, that 
they have in ſome parts amended the ſaid Bill, 
and alſo added a Provifo thereunto, ſuch as they 
think fit both for her Majeſties Service, and allo, 
for the better paſſage of the Bill and relief of the 
Subject. And prayeth the ſame Amendments and 
Proviſo may be read. Which ſajd Amendments 
and Proviſo were thereupon twice read accord- 
ingly.

Committees, who likewiſe making a further re-

On Monday the 24** day: of February, The

M- Chancellor of the Exchequer, one of the

or expedited. 

The Paper-Book of the Bill touching Proceſs 
and Pleadings in the Court of Exchequer is deli- 
vered to the Serjeant of this Houſe to be by him 
delivered over this preſent Afternoon to the 
Committees for ſearch and Conference, 

On Monday the third day of March upon ma- 
ny Speeches uſed by M* Graftoz touching a re- 
port to be made to this Houſe by the Commit- 
tees for Examination of the Return of one of 
the Barons of the Port of New Rymney in the 
County of Keyxt not yet certified into this Houſe 
from the Clerk of the Crown, M* Crommwel/ one 
of the ſaid Committees ſheweth , that the ſame 
Committees had met about the fame according 
to the Commiſhion of this Houſe ; and fo ſhew- 
ing his own opinion, it was after ſundry other 
Speeches reſolved in the end upon the Queſtion, 
that he that was choſen by the ſaid Town ſhould 
be received into this Houſe as a Member thereof 
accordingly. 

M* Cromwel/ one of the Committees appoin- 
ted for Articling the Bill - concerning Captains 
and Souldiers ſheweth , that they have Articled 
the ſame Bill, and ſo delivered in both the Bill 
and the Articles. 

M*- Morris one of the Committees ir the Bill 
touching the benefit of the Clergy in ſome Caſes 
of offences, ſheweth, that the Committees have 
altered the old Bill and framed a new Bill, and 
yieldeth the reaſons of the ſame their doi 
and delivereth in both the old Bill and the new, 
and prayeth the new Bill may be read. 

The Bill for the true payment of the Debts of 
Thomas Hanford was read the third time and 
paſſed upon the Queltion, 

. The Bill for the maintenance of Orford-Haven 
was read the third time, and after many Argu- 
ments both with the Bill and againſt it, 1s in the 
end paſſed upon the Queſtion, 

The Bill this day paſſed for the true payment 
of the Debts of Thomas Hanford , and the Bill 
alſo tor abridging of Proclamations upon Fines 
were ſent down before unto this Houſe by the 
Lords with ſome Amendments, and being amen- 
ded accordingly are ſent to the Lords by Mr. 
Treaſurer and others 3 which M* Treaſurer mo- 
ved before he went, that the Lords might be de- 
fired by this Houſe, that M* Sollicitor being re- 
turned a Member of this Houſe might come hi- 
ther into this Houſe and give his attendance ir 
the ſame , which was afſented unto, and requi- 
> that he would move the Lords and the faid 
M- Sollicitor alſo to that end accordingly. 

Mr Serjeant Puckering and M* Attorney Gerie- 
ral do bring word from the Lords touching the 
Motion made of this Houfe in that behalf for 
M- Sollicitor his Attendance to be given in the 
ſervice of this Houſe being a Member of the 
ſame, That their Lordſhips having had confide- 
ration of the ſaid Motion of this Houfe in that 


| behalf, are of opinion, that the ſaid Mr Sollict- 
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tor is to continue his Attendance im the Upper 
Houſe of Parliament and not jn this Houſe, for 
that he was called by her Majeſties Writ to ſerve 
and attend in the ſaid Upper Houſe of Parlia- 
ment long before he was Elected or Returned a 
Member into this; and alſo that the ſaid M* Sol- 
- licitor by force of her Majeſties ſaid Writ had 
ſerved in the ſaid Upper Houle (ince the begin- 
ning of this ſaid Seſſion now already almoſt by 
the ſpace of one whole Month. 

'On Tweſday the 4** day of March, the Amend- 
ments in the Bill touching Writs of Covenant, 
&*c. and a Proviſo added were both twice 
read, and upon the queſtion Ordered to be in- 
grolled. 

Mr Grafion one of the Committees in the Bill 
for repealing of certain Statutes delivered 1a the 
Bill with ſome Additions, and ſhewed the rea- 
ſons, and alſo delivered in both the Bill and the 
Additions. 

Two Bills did each of them pals upon the third 
reading ; of which the firſt was againſt Common 
Informers , and the ſecond for the afſlurance of 
the Jointure of Arze the Wite of Henry Nevill 
Eſquire, in which there were ſeveral Amend- 
ments inſerted.

The Maſter of the Wardrobe,one of the Com- 
mittees touching Conference and ſearch of Prece- 
dents for reſolution to be had upon the Meſſage 
of her Majeſty delivered unto this Houſe by a 
Committee of the Lords concerning the paſſing 
of the Bills againſt the abuſes of Purveyors and 
Proceſs and Pleadings in the Exchequer, ſhew- 
eth, that they have met and travailed 1n the ſaid 
Commitment, and fo reciting ſome particulari- 
ties of their proceedings doth refer the reſidue | 
of the report thereof unto Mr. Cook one other 
of the ſaid Committees , who likewiſe ſetting 
down at large the whole travail of their ſearch 
and Conference , concludeth their reſolution to 
be (if the Houſe ſhall ſo think good) that in moſt 
humble and dutiful wiſe this Houſe by their own 
Mouth Mr. Speaker doexhibite unto her Majeſty 
the cauſes and reaſons moving this Houſe to pro- 
ceed in the two ſaid Bills in ſuch ſort as they 
had done 5 which courſe after ſundry other 
Speeches was thought fitteſt by this Houſe to be 
proſecuted, and beſt to ſtand with the Liberties 
and the honor of this Houſe ; and reſolved fur- 
ther, that this their reſolution might be imparted 
unto the Lords, that with their Lordſhips good 
favours this Houſe meant ſo todo. And it was 
thereupon then alſo further thought good and 
prayed by this-Houſe , that Mr. Vice-Chamber- 
lain being a Member of this Houſe would be 
pleaſed at the humble Petition of this Houſe un- 
to her Majeſty, to know her Majeſties moſt gra- 
cious pleaſure what number of this Houſe her 
Majeſty would vouchſate to attend upon her 
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Which reſolution of the Houſe touching their 
ſaid courſe in proceeding , in ſhewing unto her 
Majeſty the cauſes and reaſons of their dealings in 
the ſaid Bills againſt the abuſes of Purveyors and 
Proceſs and Pleadings in the Exchequer in ſuch 
ſort as they have done, was committed unto My.

gainſt him, and likewiſe in uſing of hard Speeches 
both to ſome of them and of ſome of them, to 
the great diſcredit, wrong and prejudice both 
of the whole State of. this ſaid Houſe in general, 
and alſo of divers Members of the ſame 1n parti- 
cular 3 for that in very deed he had been heard at 
large both in this Houſe and alſo betore the Com- 
mittees : and for that likewiſe ſundry of his mis- 
behaviours towards divers Members of this Houſe 
were direaly proved in this Houſe againſt him, 
to the full ſatisfa&tion of this Houſe in the ſame. 
And fo was required by M- Speaker to anſwer 
therein for himſelf Whereupon the ſaid Tho- 
mas Drurie in very humble fort and good terms 
ſought to excuſe himſelf, not direaly acknow- 
ledging any the ſaid offences, but humbly cra- 
ving pardon of this Houſe, if he had commit- 
ted any ſuch.

Mr. Dofor Cary and Mr. Powle do bring from 
the Lords the Bill for relief of the City of Li-- 
colz, with an Addition of this word | yearly ] ad- 
ded to their former Amendments, for the ex- 
plaining of the fame Amendments. All which 
Amendments being thrice read, were upon the 
queſtion aſſented unto by this Houſe. 

Nota, That this Bill was brought down from 
the Lords to the Houſe yeſterday, and there- 
fore it ſhould ſeem upon ſome doubts the Houſe 
made touching their Locdſhips Amendments, it 
was carried back again, and thoſe Amendments 
explained by the word above-mentioned, and fo 
being brought down again this day , the faid 
Amendments were thrice read and paſled the 
Houſe.

Mr. Treaſurer in the name of the reſt of the 
Committees did bring word from the Lords, that 
their Lordſhips have had Conference amongſt 
themſelves of the great pradtices and Treaſon 
heretofore intended againſt her Majelſties Perſon, 
State and Kingdom 3 And therefore .... . What 
ſhould here Dllow is wholly omitted by the 
great negligence of Mr. Fulk Onſlow at this time 
Clerk oi the Houſe of Commons ; as alſo the 
Speeches of Mr. Vice-Chamberlain, of Mr. Secre- 


tary Wolley, of Sir John Parrot, Mr. Comptroller, 
and of Mr. Forteſcxe; for the inſerting of which 
ſaid Speeches there is left a blank of near upon 
two whole Pages ; and yet it may be probably 
om what the ſcope and end of all the faid 
everal and reſpective Speeches were, out of a

HERE is little extraordinary in 
- this Journal of the Upper Houle, 
ſave only the return of divers 
unuſual Proxies, and a Speech 
uſed by her Majeſty her ſelf at the 
concluſion of the Parliament, which alſo is ſup- 
plied out of a certain Journal of the Houſe of 
Commons, very claborately taken by an Ano- 
nymus. And Sir Chrifepher Ha- 
ton the late Lord Chancellor be- 
ing dead fince the laſt Parlia- 
ment ( whoſe death was occai- 
oned from the grief he concei- 
ved at ſome harſh Speeches of her Majeſty uſed 
unto him touching divers great ſums due unto 
her from him) Sir John Puckering her Highneſs 
Serjeant, (who had been twice before Speaker or 
Prolocutor of the Houſe of Commons) ſucceeded 
him in the full power and priviledges of his place, 
though not in his title, he having only the Stile 
of Lord Keeper of .the Great Seal of £E7g/and. 
The Summons for this Parliament being Re- 
turnable, upon this Monday the 19" day of Fe- 
bruary, it held accordingly, the Queen coming 
privately by water, accompanied with _ 
Puckering Lord Keeper of the Great Seal,and ma- | 
ny of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal.Therebe- 
ing preſent this day theſe Peers and others enſuing,

And the Queen and the Lords Spiritual ' 
and Temporal having on their Parliamentary | 
Robes, and having ſeated themſelves in their | 
ſeveral places, The Knights Citizens and Burgel- | 
ſs of the Houſe of Commons had notice there- | 
of and repaired to the Upper Houſe : Where 
contrary to the. Ancient uſe and Cuſtorze they 
found the door ſhur upon them 3 which hap- 
pened by reaſon that divers of the Houſe and 
others having gotten in privately before and fil- 
led up the place at the Bar or Rayl at the lower 
end of the ſaid Houſe, Sir Job» Puckering Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal by Commandment 
from her Majeſty had alrcady made ſome en- 
terance into his Speech before the ſaid Knights 
Citizens and Burgeſles had any Notice of-it, who 
fate in their own Houſe expecting to be called 
up to the ſaid Upper Houſe upon her Majeties 
coming. But the door at length being opened by 
her Majeſties Commandment about two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon, as many as convenient- 
ly could were let in ; Where the Lord Keepers 
Speech was direaly- in theſe words following, 
or not much differing from them. 


He ſhewed in the firſt place (as matter of 
Preface and Ornament not much material) ſome- 
what touching the Antiquity, Nature and uſe of 


Parliaments. Then he came to ſet forth as the 


principal matter {which her Majcſty did deſire to 
have made known and manifeſt to all her loving 
Subjects, the great Malice of the King of Spaizt 
which he had towards this Realm. And that he 
ſhewed by ſundry inſtances as his laſt Invaſiori 
intended, his Forces then addreſſed out of the 
Low Countries for that purpoſe, to have been 
conduQted by the Duke of Parma. And then 
he proceeded in the reſt of his Oration verbatinr, 
or much, to the intent and purpoſe following. 

The high and mighty Ships that then he pre- 
pared and ſent for that purpoſe, becauſe he 
found them not fit for our Seas and ſuch a put- 
poſe, he is building of Ships of a lefs Bulk after 
another Faſhion ; ſome like Frezch Ships, ſome 
like the Shipping of Egland; and many hath 
he gotten out of the Low Conetries, He isnow, 
for the better invading of Evgland, planting 
him in Britanie, a Country of more facility to 
offend us than the Low Countries ; there he hath 
fortified himſelf in the moſt ſtrong Holds of that 
Country. + 

In Scotland he hath of late wrought moſt of 
the Nobility to conſpire againſt their King, to 
give Landing to his Forces there, and to afliſt 
him 1n his Invaſion thither. A greater part of 


| the Nobility in Scot/znd be combined in this 
* Confpiracy, and they have- received great Sums | 
' of Money for their ſervice therein. And to 
aſſure the King of Spain of their aſſiſtance, 
| they have Signed and ſent their promiſes ſealed 
to the King. 


T his Conſpiracy the King of Scots was hardly 
brought to believe, but that her Majeſty adverti- 
ſed him thereof, having entertained Intelligence 
thereof as ſhe hath of all things done, and in- 
tended 1n thoſe parts. And that the King might 
better adviſe thereupon, her Majeſty hath ſent 
one of her Noblemen now into Scotland, and 
the King hath aſſured her Majeſty with all his 
Ability and endeavour to prevent the Spaniard, 
whoſe purpoſe is on the North parts to aflau]t us 
by Land,and onthe South fide to invade usby Sea, 
which is the moſt dangerous practice that could 
be deviſed againſt us. And now the rage of this 
Fnemy being ſuch, his Forces joyned with 
other Princes his Adherents, greater, the charge 
of her Majeſty for defence 'of her Realm both 
with Forces by Sea and Armies by Land hath 
been ſuch, as hath both ſpent the Contribution 
of her Subjects by Subſidies and what otherwiſe 
they have ctiered her, and alſo conſumed her 
Treaſure 3 yea cauſed her to ſell part of her 
Highneſs's Crown. And it isnotto be marvelled 
how all this is conſumed. but rather to be thought 
how her Majeſty could be able to maintain and 
defend this her Realm againſt ſo many Realms 
conſpired againlt us. 

Wherefore we her Majeſties Subjefts muſt with 
all dutiful conſideration think what is fit for us 
to do; and with all willingnels yield part of our 
own, for the defence of others and affiſtance of 
her Majeſty in ſuch an infupportable Charge. 
Were the cauſe between Friend and Friend, how 

Nnn | much 
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much would we do for the relief one of ano- 
ther 2 But the Cauſe is now between our Sove- 
raign and our ſelves : ſeeing there is ſo much dit- 
ference in the Parties, how much more forward 
ought we to be > The Aid that formerly hath 
been granted unto her Majeſty in theſe like Ca- 
ſes, is with ſuch ſlackneſs performed, as that the 
third of that which hath been granted cometh 
not to her Majeſty. A great ſhew, a rich grant 
and a long ſumm ſeemeth to be made, but it is 
' hard to be gotten, and the ſumm not great 
which is paid. Her Majeſty thinketh this to be, 
for that the wealthier ſort of men turn this 
charge upon the weaker , and upon thoſe of 
_ ability, for that one diſchargeth himſelf, 
and the other is not able to fatisfie what he is 
charged withal. |, 

Theſe things would be reformed by ſuch as 
are Commiſlioners in this preſent ſervice. 

Her Majeſty further hath willed me to ſignify 
unto you, that the calling of this Parliament now 
is not for the making of any more new Laws 
and Statutes, for there are already a ſufficient 
number both of Eccleſiaſtical and Temporal ; 
and ſo many there be , that rather than to bur- 
then the Subje& with more to their grievance, it 
were fitting an Abridgment were made of thoſe 

there are already. 

Wherefore it is her Majeſties Pleaſure, that the 
time be not ſpent therein : But the principal 
Cauſe of this Parliament is , that her Majeſty 
might conſult with her Subjects for the better 
withſtanding of thoſe intended Invaſions which 
are now greater than were ever heretofore heard 
of: And whereas heretofore it hath been uſed 
that many have delighted themſelves in long 
Orations, full of verboſity and of vain oftentati- 
ons, more than in ſpeaking things of ſubſtance; 
The time that is precious would not be thus 
ſpent. The Seflions cannot be long, by reaſon 
the Spring time 'tis fit that Gentlemen ſhould re- 
pair to their Countries, the Juſtices of Aſſze alſo 
to go their Circuitsz So the good hours ſhould 
not be loſt in idle Speeches, but the little time 
we have ſhould be beſtowed wholly on ſuch 
buſineſſes as are needful to be conſidered of. And 
ſo willed them to Ele a Speaker. 

As ſoon as the Lord Keepers Speech was en- 
ded, the Clerk of the Parliament read the names 
of the Receivors and Triors of Petitions in 
French according to the ancient uſe and form, 
which were as followeth, vis.

For amongſt them are many grave , many lear- 
ned, many deep wiſe men, and thoſe of ripe 
Judgments : But I am untimely Fruit, not yet 
ripe, but a Bud, ſcarcely bloſſomed : So as I 
fear me, your Majeſty will ſay, Negle@4 frugi eli- 
guntur folia: Amongſt ſo many fair Fruit ye 
have plucked a ſhaking Leaf. If I may be ſobold 
as to remember a Speech (which I cannot for- 
get) uſed the laſt Parliament in your Majeſties 
own Mouth , Many come hither ad conſulendun 
ui neſciunt quid ſit conſulendum, a jaſt reprehen- 
Gon to many as to my ſelf alſo, an untimely 
Fruit, my years and judgment ill befitting the 
_ of this place. But howſoever I know my 
elf the meaneſt, and inferiour unto all that ever 
were before me m this place, yet in faithfulneſs 
of ſervice and dutifulneſs of love, I think not 
my (elf inferiour to any that ever were before 
me. And amidſt my many imperfeCtions, yet this 
is my comfort, I never knew any in this place, 
but if your Majeſty gave them favour; God 
who called them to the place , gave them alſo 
the bleſling to diſcharge it.

that have given their Attendance here, and have, 
charitably and honourably yielded to this Contri- 
bution, thought meet , and ſo it is Ordered and 
Decreed by them. with common and free con- 
fent, that all the Lords of Parliament that have 
been altogether abſent in this Seſlions , and that 
ſhall not have Contributed to this charitable uſe 
of relief before the end of this Seſſions, ſhall be 
required by Letters to be ſent to them by the 
Lords that had their Procuration for their ab- 
ſence, or by Letters from the Lord Keeper of 
the Great Seal required and charged , to Cauſe 
payments to be made according to their Degrees 
and Vocations the double of the ſums of money 
paid by the Lords that have been here preſent 
and continued their Attendance : That 1s to ſay, 
that every Earl that hath been abſent, ſhall pay 
' four pound , the Archbiſhop of Tork to pay as

their Attendance at ſome times though very fel- 
dom, having been abſent for the more part, it is 
thought meet, that every ſuch Lord Spiritual and 
Temporal ſhall according to their Degrees pay a 
third part more than the Lords that bave been 
conſtantly preſent, All which ſums of money 
they ſhall cauſe to be delivered to the hands of

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On Saturday the 7** day of April, Two Bills 
of no great moment had each of them one read- 
ing z of which the firſt being the Bill for rating 
of the , Wages of Spinners and Weavers, and to 
reform the falſities of Regrators of Woollen 
Yarn, was read prim vice. 

On Monday the 9* day of April, to which day 
the Parliament had been laſt continued , three 
Bills were each of them read ſecnnda &* tertii 
vice, and ſo expedited 3 of which the ſecond was: 
the Bill for the bringing of freſh Water to the 
Town of Stonehouſe in the County of Devon. 

Eight Bills alſo this Morning were ſent up to 
the 'Lords from the Houſe of Commans ; of 
which the firſt being the Bill for the Naturalizing 
of Juſtice Dormer and George Sheppy being born 
beyond the Seas, of Engliſh Parents, and to put 
them- in the nature of meer Engliſh, was read 
primi &+ ſecunda vice, 

But it doth not appear whether this Bill were 
committed or no, which did not only happen in 
this place by the negligence of M* Amthony Ma- 
ſon at this time Clerk of the Upper Houſe , but 
alſo through the whole Original Journal Book 
of the ſaid Houſe this Parliament 3 in all which 
although divers Bills are ſaid to be read the ſe- 
cond time, yet it is not at all exprefled whether 
they were thereupon Ordered to be ingroſled, 
or further to be conſidered of by ſome ſele& 
Committees of the Houſe ; one of which of ne- 
ceſhity muſt be put in Execution upon the ſaid 
ſecond reading of a Bill, both in the Upper 
Houſe and that of the Howſe of Commons, un- 
leſs the Bill have its third reading alſo at the 
ſame time and paſs the Houſe, or elſe be daſht 
upon the queſtion, and ſo caſt out of it. 

This Morning finally, Whereas a Bill Intituled 
An AC touching Power and Liberty to repeal 
certain uſes of a Deed Tripartite herein men- 
tioned of and in certain Lands, Mannors and 
Tenements of Anthony Cooke of Romford in the 
County of Eſſex Eſquire , hath been heretofore 
three times read and afſented unto by the Lords; 
in the which Bill there is no Saving to the Queens 
Majeſty or any other perſon or perſons, of their 
lawful Eſtates or Titles ; This day there was a 
Saving drawn for her Majeſty and all others, 
which was offered to this Houſez and ſome que- 
ſtion and ambiguity did grow, whether the Sa- 
ving ſhould be now added to the Bill. And in 
the end it was reſolved , that the Saving ſhould 
be added to the Bill ; for that it is uſual and re- 
quilite to have ſome Saving in every Bill, and for 
that there was nothing in the Saving contrary to 
any matter in the Bill, and that her Majeſties 
Right and all other be ſaved thereby. Never- 
theleſs upon weighty conſiderations the Lords 
have Ordered , that this ſball not hereafter be 
drawn to make any Precedent. 

On Tweſday the 10" day of April in the Morn- 
ing were two Bills read, of which the ſecond be- 
ing the Bill for the Queens moſt gracious and 
general free Pardon, was read primi vice, and fo 
paſled upon the queſtion. | 
Nita, 
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Note, That the Bill or A& for the Queens ge- 
neral Pardon paſleth each Houſe upon the firſt 
reading 3 Whereas other Bills cannot be expedi- 
red without being read three times both by the 
Lords and the Commons. 

The Queens Majeſty came not till the Aﬀet- 
noon, and therefote in this place through the 
negligetice of the Clerk, the continuing of the 
Parliament until ſome hour in the Afternoon is 
omitted, which ſhould have been inferted in 
theſe words, viz. 

Dominus Cuſtos magni Sigillt continnavit pre- 
ſens Parliamentum nſque in horam, &c. a4 Me- 
ridie. 

Between five and fix of the Clock inthe Afﬀter- 
noon this preſent Treſaay, being the tenth day 
of April, the Queens Majeſty, accompanied with 
her Officers and daily Attendants, came to the 
Upper Houſe, and as ſoon as her Majeſty with the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and the reſt that 
bave place there , were ſet, the Knights, Ci- 
tizens and Burgeſles of the Houſe of Commons 
having notice thereof came up with their Spea- 
ker, bringing with them the Bill of Subſidy. 
The ſaid Speaker being placed at the Bar at the 
lower end of the Upper Houſe, and as ma- 
ny of the Houſe of Commons as could conyeni- 
ently being let in, after Humble Reverence done 
to her Majeſty ſpake as followeth : 


HE High Court of Parliament, moſt High 

and Mighty Prince, is the greateſt and moſt 

aricient Court within this your Realm. For be- 

fore the Conqueſt in the High places of the Weſ- 

Saxons, we read of a Parliament holden 3 and 

fince the Conqueſt they have been holden by all 
your Noble Predecefſors Kings of England. 

In the time of the Weſt-Saxors a Parliament 
was holden by the Noble King 1na, by theſe 
words: I Ina King of the Weſt-Saxons have cau- 
ſed all my Fatherhood, Aldermen and wiſeſt 
Commons, with the Godly men of my King- 
dom to conſult of weighty matters, &c. Which 
words do plainly ſhew all the parts of this 
High Court ſtill obſerved to this day. For 
by King 12 is your any 06 moſt Royal Per- 
ſon repreſented. The Fatherhood in Ancient 
time were theſe which we call Biſhops, and (till 
we-call them Reverend Fathers, an Ancient and 
chief part of our State. 

By Aldermen were meant your Noblemen. For 
ſo honourable wasthe word Alderman in Ancient 
time, that the Nobility only were called Alder- 
men. 

By Wiſeſt Commons is meant and fignified 
Knights and Burgefles, and ſo is your Majelties 
Writ de diſcretioribus & magis ſufficientibus. 

By Godlieſ# men 18 meant your Convocation- 
Houſe. It confiſteth of ſuch as are devoted to 
Religion, And as Godlieſt men do conſult of 
weighteſt matters, ſo is your Highneſs Writ at 
this day pro quibuſdam arduis & urgentibus nego- 
tiis nos, Statum @&+ defenſionem Regni noſtri ©: 
Eccleſia tangentibus. | 


Your Highneſs Wiſdotn and exceeding Judg- 
ment withal careful Providence needed not yout 
Countils : But yet ſo urgent Cauſes thete were 
of this Parliament, ſo important Conſiderations, 
as that we may ſay ( for that we cannot judge) 
never Parliament was ſo needful 4s now, hor 
any ſo Honourable as this: 

If I may be bold to ſay it, I muſt preſume td 
ſay that which hath been often ſaid, (but what 
1s well ſaid cannot betoo oftet ſpoken) this ſweet 
Council of ours I would compare to that ſweet 
Commonwealth of the little Bees: 


Sic enim parvis compotere tragna ſolebam. 


The little Bees have but one Governour 
whom they all ſerve, he is theit King, quia laters 
habet latiora; he is placed in the ml of their 
habitations wt in tutiſſama turri, They forrage a- 
broad, ſucking Honey from ever Flower to bring 
to their King. Ignauum fucos pecus a preſepibus ar- 
cent, The drones they drive away out of their 
Hives, non habentes aculeos. Atid who fo affails 
their King, in him immittunt aculeos; & tamen 
Rex ipſe eſt ſine Aculeo. 

Your Majeſty is that Princely Governout and 
Noble Queen, whom we all ſerve 3 being pro- 
tected under the ſhadow of your Wings we live, 
and wiſh you may ever fit upon your Throtie 
over us. And whoſoever ſhall not fay Amer, 
tor them we pray ut convertantur ne pereant, & ut 
confindantur ne noceant. Under your happy go- 
vernment we live upon Honey, we ſack upon 
every {weet Flower : But where the Bee fucketh 
Honey, there alſo the Spider draweth Poyſon. 
Some ſuch venoms there be. But ſuch Drones and 
Door Bees we will expel the Hive and ſerve your 
Majeſty, and withſtand any enemy that ſhall af- 
ſault you. Our Lands, our Goods, our Lives 
are proſtrate at your feet to be commanded. Yea 
and (thanked be God, and Honour be to your 
Majeſty for it) ſuch is the power and force' of 
your Subjedts, that of their own ſtrength they 
are able to encounter your greateſt enemies. 
And though we be ſuch, yet have we Prince 
that is ſize Aculeo, ſo full of that Clemency is 
your Majeſty. I fear I have been too long, and 
therefore to come now to your Laws. | 

The Laws we have conferred upon this Sef- 
ſions of fo Honourable a Parliament are of two 
natures; the one ſuch as have life. but are ready 
to die, except your Majeſty breathe life into 
them again 3 the other are Laws that never had 
life, but being void of life do come to your Ma- 
jeſty to ſeek Life. | 

The firſt ſort are thoſe Laws that had contmu- 
ances until this Parliament, and are now to re- 
ceive new Life or are to die for ever. The other 
that I term capable of lite are thoſe which are 
newly made, but have no effence until your Ma- 
xſty giveth them life. 

Two Laws there are, but I muſt give the Ho- 
nour where it is due 3 for they come from-the 
Noble wiſe Lords of the Upper: Houſe ;' th& 
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moſt Honourable and beneficial Laws that could 
be deſired : the one a confirmation of all Let- 
ters Patents from your Mafſties moſt Noble Fa- 
ther of all Eccleſiaſtical Livings, which that King 


of moſt renowned memory your Father took 


from thoſe Superſtitious Monaſteries and Priories, | g 


and tranſlated them to the erecting and ſerting 

up of .many Foundations of Cathedral Chur- 

ches and Colledges, greatly furthering the main- 

tenance of Learning and true Religion. 

\ The. other Law to ſuppreſs the obſtinate Re- 

| cufant and the dangerous SeQary , both very 
pernitious to your Government. 

Laſtly, Your loving and obedient Subjedts 
the Commons of the Lower Houſe humbly and 
with all dutiful thanks ſtand bound unto your 
oo. goodneſs for your general and large 

ardon granted unto them, wherein many great 
offences are pardoned. 

But it extendeth only to offences done before 
the Parliament. | 
_ I have many ways ſince the heponing of this 
Parliament by ignorance and inſufficiency to per- 
form that which I ſhould have done, offended 
your Majeſty, I moſt humbly crave to be parta- 
ker of your Majefties moſt gracious Pardon. 


The Lord Keeper received Inſtructions from 
the Queen, and afterwards replied unto the 
Speaker. 

. The former part of thisSpeech was an Anſwer 
almoſt verbatize to the Speakers Oration, very 
excellently and exa&tly done : And thoſe things 
which follow are to this or the hke purpoſe, v7z. 
That her Majeſty did moſt graciouſly accept 
of theſe Services and Devotions of this Parlia- 
ment, commending them that they had imployed 
the time ſo well and ſpent it info necelſlary affairs, 
fave only that in ſome things they had ſpent more 
time than needed. But ſhe perceived that ſome 
men did it more for their ſatisfaction than the 
neceſlity of the thing deſerved. She miſliketh 
alſo: that ſuch irreverence was ſhewed towards 
Privy Councellors, who were not to be accoun- 
ted. as common Knights and Burgelles of the 
Houſe, that are Councellors but during the Par- 
liament 3 whereas the other are (tanding Coun- 
cellors, and for their wiſdom and great ſervice 
are called to the. Council of the State. 

That the Queens Majeſty had heard that ſome 
men un the Cauſe of great neceſlity and grant of 
Aid, had ſeemed to regard their Country, and 
made their neceſlity more than it was, forgetting 
the urgent neceſſity of the time and dangers 
that were now imminent. | 

That her Majeſty would not have the people 
feared with a report of great dangers, but rather 
to be encouraged with boldneſs againft the Ene- 
mies of the $tate. - And that therefore ſhe (trait- 
ly charged and commanded that the Muſtered 
Companies in every Shire ſhould be ſupplied, if 
they were decayed : And that their Proviſions of 
Armor and Munition ſhould be better than here- 
tofore it hath been uſed. 


That for this offer of three Subſidies, her Ma- 
jelty moſt graciouſly in all kindneſs thanketh her 
Subjects : But except it were freely and willingly 
given, ſhe did not accept of it ; for her Majeſty 
never accepteth any thing that is not freely 
en, 

That if the Coffers of her Majeſties Treaſures 
were not empty, or if the Revenues of the 
Crown and other Princely Ornaments could 
ſuffice to ſupply her wants and the Charges of 
the Realm, in the word of a Prince ſhe doth 
pronounce it , ſhe would not have charged her 


Subjects , nor have accepted of this they give 


her. 


The Lord Keeper's Speech being ended, after 
ſome time of Intermiſſion , the Queen being ſer 
in her Chair of State, uſed a Princely Speech un- 
to the Houſe z of which the greateſt part was to 
the effet and purpoſe following, 97s. 


His Kingdom hath had many Wiſe, Noble 
and Victorious Princes, I will not compare 
with any of them in Wiſdom, Fortitude and 
other Vertues; but ſaving the Duty of a Child, 
that is not to compare with his Father, in Love, 
Care, Sincerity and Juſtice, I will compare with 
any Prince that ever you had, or ſhall have. It 
may be thought ſimplicity in me , that all this 
time of my Reign I have not ſought to advance 
my Territories, and enlarge my Dominions 3 for 
opportunity hath ſerved me to do it. I acknow- 
ledge that my Womanhood and weakneſs in that 
reſpect. But it hath not been the hardneſs to ob- 
tain, or doubt how to keep the things fo obtain- 
ed, that only hath withheld me from theſe at- 
tempts: My Mind was never to Invade my 
Neighbours, or to Uſurp over any. I am con- 
tented to Reign over mine own, and to Rule as 
a Juſt Prince. Yet the King of Spair doth chal- 
lenge me to be the Quarreller, and the, Beginner 
of all theſe Wars. He doth me the greateſt wro 
that can bez for my Conſcience doth not _—_ 
my thoughts, wherein I have done him the leaſt 
Injury 3 ſo that I am perſwaded in my Conſci- 
ence, if he knew what I know, he would be 
ſorry himſelf for the wrong he hath done me. 1 
fear not all his Threatnings, his great Preparati- 
ons and mighty Forces do not ſtir me : For 
though he come againſt me with a greater Power 
than ever was his Invincible Navy , I doubt not 
but (God aſliſting me, upon whom I always 
truſt) I ſhall be able to defeat him and over- 
throw him. For my Cauſe is Juſt. I heard fay 
when he attempted his laſt Invaſion, ſome upon 
the Sea-Coaſts forſook their Towns and fled up 
bigher into the Country, and left all naked and 
expoſed to his Entrance : But I ſwear unto you, 
By God, if I knew thoſe perſons, or may know 
of any that ſhall do ſo hereafter , I will make 
them know and feel what it is to be {o fearful in 
ſo urgent a Cauſe. - 
The Subſidy you give mel accept thankfully, 
if you give me your good will with it 3 __ 
the 
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the neceſlity of the time and your Preſcrvations 
did not require it, I would refuſe it. But let me 
tell you, the ſumm is not ſo much, but that it is 
needful for a Prince to have ſo much always ly- 
ing in her Coffers for your defence in time of 
need; and not be driven to get it when ſhe 
ſhould uſe it. i 

You that are Lieutenants and Gentlemen of 
Command in your Countries, I require you to 
take care and ſpecial Order, that the .people 
be well Armed and in readineſs upon all occa- 
fions. 

You that be Judges and Juſtices of Peace, I 
Command and (traitly Charge you, that you ſee 
the Law to be duly executed, and that you make 
them living Laws when we have. put lite into 
them. C418 
This wvith moſt gracious thanks to the Houſe 
her Princely Speech ended. | 


Note, That the ſeveral Interlocutory Speeches 
of theSpeaker and the Lord Keeper immediately 
foregoing, with the coming up of the ſaid Spea- 
ker and the reſt of the Houſe of Commons into 
the Upper Houſe, are not found in the Original 
Journal-Book of the ſame Houſe , but are here 
inſerted partly out of the Original Journal-Book 
of the Houſe of Commons, and partly out of ano- 
ther very exaCt Journal of that Houſe which was 
in my Cuſtody , being very diligently obſerved 
and fet down by ſome Anonymus, who was a 
Member of the (aid Houſe during this Parlia- 
ment, out of which the ſaid Speeches were writ- 
ten almoſt verbative. And [ have always thought 
it moſt fitting in all thoſe ſeveral Journals, ever 
to refer ſuch hike Speeches and other Paſlages as 
are wholly handled and agitated in the ſaid Up- 
per Houſe, to be ſet down as largely as by any 


4 Authority they may in the Journal of the | 


me, to which they do moſt truly and properly 
belong, and only for order ſake to give a {hort 
touch or remembrance of them in the Journal 
of the Houſe of Commons. 

After the before-recited Speeches were ended 
as aforeſaid, then were the Titles of all the Acts 
read in their due order. Which manner of the 
Clerk of the Upper Houſe, his reading , and of 
her Majeſties Anſwering to the faid Acts, is not 
thus exaRly ſet down in the Original Journal of 
this Parliament, but is ſupplied out of another 
of the Queens time, and doth alike ſerve in all 
places, becauſe the ſame form is ſtil] continued. 
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And firſt the Bill of Subſidies , to which the

The Clerk of the Parliament havirig read the 
Queens Acceptance, and thanks for the Subſidies

either private or publick the Queens expreſs con- 
ſent, though in differing words, is always requi-

HIS Journal of theHouſfe of Com- 
mons is fully repleniſbed with ma- 
ny Excellent Paſſages; both touch- 
ing the publickState of theRealm, 
and alſo concerning Priviledges, 

Elections, Returns and ſuch like private Afﬀairs 

of the Houſe it (elf : So that not only the dan- 
ers of the Realm were diſcuſſed and the Eccle- 

iaſtical Government touched, but alſo conſulta- 

tion was had for a ſeaſonable and timely prepara- 
tion to be made againſt the ambitious and proud 
deſigns of the Spaniſh King. Neither is it un- 
worthy the Obſervation , that ſome unuſual di- 
ſtaſt was occaſioned from her Mafſties towards 
ſome Members of the Houſe by reaſon of their 
' Intermedling with the Succeſſion of the Crown, 
which ſhe had expreſly forbidden. Which Pal- 
ſage, as alſo divers other particular Speeches, be- 
ing not found in the Original Journal-Book ot 
the Houſe of Commons, are ſupplied out of ano- 
ther Journal of the ſame Houſe very exactly and 
elaborately taken by an Anogmrns, being a Mem- 
ber of the ſame at this Parliament : but yet 
with this Caution, to avoid confuſion, that what- 
ſoever is inſerted out of the ſaid Anonymous Jour- 
nal hath a particular Animadverſion annexed un- 
to it for diſcovery thereof. 

The eighth Parliament of our Soveraign Lady 
Elizabeth by the Grace of God Queen of Exglard, 
France and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, be- 
gun at Weſtminſter upon Monday being the 19" 


day of February in the thirty fifth year of her 
Majeſties Reign. And thereupon many of the 
Knights, Citizens, Burgeſles and Barons returned 
into the ſame Parhament, then made their Ap- 
pearances at Weſimriniter before the Right Ho- 
nourable the Earl of Darby, Lord Steward of 
her Majeſties moſt Honourable Houſhold, and 
did take the Oath before the ſaid Lord Steward 
or his Deputies, according to the Statute in that 
behalf lately made and provided. 

The manner of the adminiſtring of the ſaid 
Oath to the ſaid Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles, 
was as followeth. The ſaid LordSteward remo- 
ved into the Court of Requelts, and having cal- 
led over the ſaid Knights and others that were 
returned by their names, M* Vice-Chamberlain 
and others of her Majeſties Privy-Council took 
the ſaid Oath before his Honour ; and then ha- 
ving appointed them his Deputies to ſwear the 
refidue of the Houſe of Commons who had then 
appeared according to their ſeveral returns, he 
departed. And thereupon his Lordſhips ſaid De- 
puties proceeded to the further adminiſtrating 
of the aforeſaid Oath to other Members of the 
ſaid Houſe 3 who after they had taken the ſame, 
entred into it and placed themſelves. The Fee 
for entring the name into the Serjeants Book, is 
two ſhillings. The reward to the Door-Keeper 
three ſhillings eight pence. The Fee for return- 
ing the Indenture two ſhillings. 


About two of the Clock in the Afternoon this 
preſent 
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preſent Monday her Highneſs with divers of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal , and ſuch others 
as had place there , being let into the Upper 
Houſe, and the Knights, Citizens and Burgeſſes 
of the Houſe of Commons , as many as conve- 
niently could , being (at length) let in 3 The 
Right Honourable Sir Joh» Puckering Knight, 
Lord Keeper of the Great Seal of- England, de- 
clared the faid Parliament to be called by her 
Highneſs only for Conſultation and Preparation 
of Aid to be had and made againſt the mighty 
and great Forces of the King of Spain, bent and 
intended againſt this Realm, as well by fome 
practices attempted by him in the Realm of 
France, and with ſome of the Nobility of Scot- 
land, as by many other ways and means to that 
end and purpoſe. And did in the end advile the 
ſaid Commons to employ the time of this preſent 
Seffion of Parliament in the aforeſaid Conſulta- 
tion 3 and not to go about the making of any 
new Laws for the Common-Wealth at this time, 
as well for that there are very many good Laws 
already in force 3 more (he ſaid) than are well 
executed z as for that alſo ſuch new Laws (if 
they be needful) may be treated of and dealt in 
at ſome other time hereafter. And fo willed 
them to repair to their accuſtomed place, and 
make Choice of their Speaker. Which done, 
the (aid Parliament was Adjourned until Thurſ- 
day next following, 

After which the ſaid Knights, Citizens and Bur- 
geſles of the Houſe of Commons being Aſſembled 
in the ſame Houſe , the Right Honourable Sir 
Francis Knowles Knight , one of her Majeſties 
moſt Honourable Privy-Council, and Treafurer 
of her Highneſs moſt Honourable Houthold, 
ſtood up, and putting the Houſe in remembrance 
of the ſaid Charge of the ſaid Lord Keeper gi- 
ven unto them for chuſing of their Speaker z and 
very gravely and amply ſetting out ſundry the 
good parts and commendable qualities and abi- 
lities of the Right Worſhipful M* Edward Cooke 
Eſquire Learned in the Laws of this Realm, Sol- 
licitor General to her Majeſty, and being a Mem- 
ber of this Houſe returned into the ſame one of 
the Knights for the County of Norfolk doth in 
the end for his part and opinion nominate the 
ſaid M* Edward Cooke to be choſen for their 
Speaker in this preſent Parliament, if the reſidue 
of this Houſe ſhall ſo think good. Unto which 
Motion as many of the ſaid Houſe aflented with 
their Voices, ſo the ſaid M* Edward Cooke there- 
upon ſtood up, and very gravely and diſcreetly 
behaving himſelf as well in all due thankfulneſs 
unto this Houſe for their ſaid good opinion con- 
ceived of him, as alſo in diſabling himſelf jn di- 


vers reſpeQs for the diſcharge due and requiſite 


for that place, humbly prayeth them to! proceed 
' toa new Election. Which done, the Right Ho- 
nourable Sir Thomas Heneage Knight, Vice-Cham- 
berlain to her Majeſty, and one other of her 
Highneſs's moſt Honourable Privy-Council, ſtood 
up, and not only approving bur alſo very much 
amplifying the faid former ſundry commendable 


gifts and abilities of the ſaid M* Edward Cooke 
exceeding many others, and comparable in his 
opinion and judgment with any others for that 
place and charge, (gathering alſo the ſame part! 
from his own late former Specch of excuſes) doth 
in the end reſolutely deliver his opinion to make 
choice of the ſaid M* Cooke to be their Speaker: 
And alſo thereupon moving the queſtion to the 
Houſe, the ſaid M* Cooke was with one full con- 
ſent and voice of the whole Houſe, nominated 
and choſen to be their Speaker for this preſent 
Parliament. And ſo was thereupon preſently 
brought by the ſaid M* Treaſurer and M* Vice- 
Chamberlain, and ſet in the Chair. And inime- 
diately after the Houſe did riſe and were appoin- 
ted to repair thither again upon Thurſday next 
following. 

On Thurſday the 22" day of February, to 
which day the Parliament that begun on Mor- 
day foregoing, being the 19* day of the Tame 
Month, Fad n continued by Sir fohz Pucker- 
ing Knight Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, by 
her Majeſties Commandment, the Queens Majeſty 
and divers of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal 
being ſet in the Upper Houſe, the Knights, Citt- 
zens and Burgeſlecs of the Houſe of Commons had 
notice thereof, and thereupon they repaired thi- 
ther with Edward Cooke Eſquire , her Majeſtics 
Sollicitor, their lately Elected Speaker 3 who be- 
ing led up to the Rail or Bar at the lower end 
of the ſaid Houſe by two of the moſt eminent 
Perſonages of the aforeſaid Houſe of Commons, 
after humble reverence made, declared unto her 
Majeſty his EleCtion to the faid place of Prolocu- 
tor 3 and then alledging (according to the uſual 
courſe) his own inſufficiency did defire her Ma- 
jeſty to enable him to that Charge; and to con- 


ſider that howſoever he were the meaneſt that 


ever went before him in that place in reſpe& of 
Experience, yet in reſpe& of his faithfulneſs he 
thought himſelf inferlour to none. 


After which Speech her Majeſty by the Mouth 
of the Lord Keeper, having allowed and appro- 
ved his Eleftion, the ſaid Speaker having in a ſe- 
cond Speech ſhortly touched her Highneſs happy 
and victorious Reign, and ſorvewhat largely po. 
ved the antientSupremacy of theKings of England 
in Eccleſiaſtical matters, did in the end of his ſaid 
Speech make certain Petitions of courſe m the 
name of the Houſe of Commons; Firſt, For li- 
berty of Speech; Secondly, For freedom from Ar- 
reſts; And thirdly, For Accefs unto her Majeſty. 
And laſtly , For Pardon for himſelf if he ſhould 
in any thing unwittingly be miſtaken. 


To which Speech the Lord Keeper, having re- 
ceived new Inſtructions from her Majeſty, made 
a reply in particular to the ſeveral branches of the 
faid Speakers Speech. And to his three demands 
he Anſwered, that liberty of Speech was granted 
in reſpe& of the I and No, but not that every 
one ſhould ſpeak what he liſted. And touching

Nota,That none of theſe Particulars touching 
the Preſentment of the Speaker, are ſet down 1n 
the Original Journal-Book of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, but are abſtrated out of another Journal 
of the ſame Houſe taken by an Anonymous Mem- 
ber of the fame during the Parliament, men- 
tioned at the beginning of this preſent Journal, 
et it appeareth- plainly by the very Original 
Yornat Book it ſelf, Fol. 262. L. that the Pro- 
locutor was this day preſented to her Majeſty, 
where the words are as followeth, viz.

|. Which ſaid words ( being only here a little 
otherwiſe placed for Order ſake than there) have 
a large Blank left at the end of them of ſfome- 
what above half a page, with intention no doubt 
at. the firſt to have inſerted the whole manner 
of the proceeding both of this preſentment and 
admiſſion.

After the Return alſo of the Speaker (now 
—\ inveſted in that place) with the 
reſt of the Houſe of Commons, one Bill was read 
according to the uſual form in that Caſe accuſto- 
med, which is ſet down in the ſaid Journal-Book 
10 theſe words following, 27%. 

The Bill, that a Bar at large may be pleaded 
in any Adion of Ejet#ione firme was read the 
firſt time. . 
| Mr Speaker immediately after the reading of this 
Bill, and his opening of the contents of the ſame 
to this Houſe, ſhewed unto them from her Ma- 
| jeſty, that her Highneſs had Adjourned ( miſta- 

ken for continued) the Higher Houſe till Satur- 
day next; And alſo that her Majeſties pleaſure 
likewiſe was, that this Houſe ſhould therefore 
be Adjourned till the ſame time 3 which being ſo 
done accordingly, this Houſe did then riſe, and 
Every man went away. 

On Saturday the 24 day of February the 
Houſe being ſet, and a great number of the 
Members of the ſame aflembled 3 M* Speaker 
not then as yet being come to the Houſe, ſome of 
the Houſe ſaid one to another, they heard he 
was ſick: And one affirmed it to be ſo indeed,

Council, and a Member of this Houſe and then 


| which were of the Houle, but at this time few 


preſent in the ſame Houſe, that he had been this 
laſt Night and alſo was this preſent Forenoon fo 
extreamly pained with a wind in his Stomach and 
Looſneſs of Body, that he could not as yet with- 
out his further great peril and danger adventure 
into the Air at this time, which otherwiſe moſt 
willingly he would have done. And willed that 
the Clerk of this Houſe might fignify unto the 
Houſe the ſaid eſtate of his Caſe, and in his name 
to deſire their good favourable conliderations of 
the ſame, not doubting their gentle and cour. 
teous acceptance of that his ſo reaſonable excuſe, 
as by this Houſe hath alſo been in former timeuſed 
in like Caſe towards ſome other his Predeceſfors 
in the place he now ſerveth 3 And to ſhew them, 
he truſteth in God he ſhall be able to attend 
them in this Houſe upon the next day of ſitting, 
which will be Monday next. The Effte& of 
which Meſſage being then ſignified unto this 
Houſe by the Yaid Clerk of the Houſz, all the 
ſaid Members of this Houſe being very ſorry for 
M* Speaker his fickneſs, reſted well ſatisfied. 
And fo the Houſe did riſe, and every man de 


parted away. | 


Nota, That this is all which is found in the O- 
riginal Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons 
touching this days buſineſs, and therefore that 
which followeth is ſupplied out of that Anony- 
mous Journal mentioned at the beginning of this 
preſent Journal, touching the relidue of this 
days paſſages. 

This day M* Peter Wentworth and Sir Henry 
Bromley delivered a Petition unto the Lord 
Keeper, therein deſfiring-the Lords of the Up- 
per Houle to be ſuppliants with them of the lower 
Houſe unto her Majeſty for Entailing the Suc- 


 ceſſion of the Crown, whereof a Bill was readily 


drawn by them. 

Her Majeſty was highly diſpleaſed therewith 
after ſhe knew therof, as a matter contrary to her 
former ſtrait Commandment 3 and charged the 
Council to call the parties before them. Sir Tho- 
mas Heneage preſently ſent for them, and after 
Speeches had with them, commanded them to 
forbear the Parliament; and not to go out from 
their ſeveral Lodgings. 

The day after being Sunday and the 25" of 
Febr. though the Houſe fate not, yet they were 
called before - the Lord Treaſurer, the Lord 
Buckburſt and Sir Thomas Heneage. The Lords 
intreated them favourably and with good 
Speeches ; But ſo highly was her Majeſty offend- 
ed that they muſt needs commit them, and fo they 
told them. Whereupon M* Peter Wentworth 
was ſent Priſoner unto the Tower ; Sir Henry 
Bromley and one M* Richard Stevens, to whom 
Sir Henry Bromley had imparted the matter, 
were ſent to the Fleet, as alſo M* Welch the 0- 
ther Knight for Worceſterſhire. Vide Mar. 10. 

About this matter in the beginning of thePar- 
liament was appointed a Committee to be had of 
many grave, wiſe and ancient Parliament men,

were expected. 

[t was appointed alſo at this time to M* Stevens 
to perule the penning of the Petition that ſhould 
have been delivered to that Houſe, and to have 
provided a Speech upon the delivery of it : But 
this Office by reaſon of other occaſions he could 
not attend. What other things were done or 
fpoken in that Conference , were, as 1 heard, 
confeſſed to ſome of the Privy-Council,by ſome 
of thoſe Parties that were preſent at that Confe- 
rence. All that were there, except thoſe before- 
named, went free and were never called in que- 
{tion that I heard of: And thus far it is inſerted 
out of the aforeſaid Anonymous Journal. 

On Monday the 26" day of February, the Bill 
for reducing diſloyal Subjetts to their due Obe- 
dience, had its firſt reading. | 

Upon a Motion made by M* George Moore 
touching ſome queſtions for the manner of Elefti- 
on of one Richard Hutton returned into this 
Houſe one of the Burgefles for the Borough of 
Southwark in the County of Syrrey, and ſuppoſed 
to-have been indirefly made ; and fo prayed to 
be further Examined by fome Committee of this 
Houſe , and then to be reported over to this 
Houſe for the further Order of this Houſe in the 
fame : And upon another viotion thereupon al- 
ſo made by M* Wroth for a Committee for the 
Liberties and Priviledges of the Members of this 
Houſe and their Servants, it 1s upon the queſtion 
Ordered, that all the Members of this Houſe be- 
ing of her Majeſties Privy-Council, Sir Willian: 

oore, M* Serjeant Telverton, M* Robert Wroth, 
M* Recorder of Londor, M* Heyle, M* Conisby, 
M* Miles Sands, M* Attorney of the Wards, 
M* Attorney of the Dutchy , M* William: How- 
ard, Sir Henry Cooke, Sir Francis Godolphin, Sir 
George Moore , Sir Walter Raleigh , Sir Francis 
Drake , M* Tanfield , M* Francis Bacon , M* 
Lewkenor, Sir John Harrington, M* Emerſam, Sir 
Edward Hobby, M* Lawrence Stourton, M* Beale, 
M* wg ar Sir Henry Duton, M* Doftor 
Ceſar, M* Tasborongh, Sir Moyle Finch, Sir Tho- 
mas Cecill and Sir Francis Haſtings ſhall, during 
all this preſent Seſſions of Parliament , examine 
and make report of all ſuch Caſes touching the 
EleQions and Returns of any the Knights, Citi- 
zens, Burgeſfles and Barons of this Houſe, and 
alſo all ſuch Caſes for priviledge as in any wiſe 
may occur or fall out during all the ſame Seflions 
of Parliament 3 to the end this Houſe upon the 
Reports of the ſame Examinations may proceed 
to ſuch further courſe im every the ſame Caſes as 
to this Houſe ſhall be thought meet. And it is 
further Ordered , that the ſaid Committees do

The Bill touching ſalted Fiſh and falted Her- 
rings had its firſt reading. 

Sir Robert Cecill, Sir Fohrn Wolley, Sir Fohn: For- 
teſcue, Sir Edward Stafford and M* Francis Ba- 
con, naving ſeverally delivered moſt manifeſt and 
apparent reaſons of the inevitable neceflity bothi 
of preſent conſultation and alſo of preſent Pro- 
viſion of Treaſure to prevent and withſtand the 
great imminent perils and dangers of this Realm, 
intended againſt the ſame by the King of Spair, 
the Pope and other Confederates of the Holy 
League; The ſaid Sir Robert Cecill, Sir John For- 
teſcue, Sir John Wolley, and M* Francis Bacon, 
laying open the ſundry particular practices of the 
King of Spain againſt the State of this Realm 3 
attempted both in Jreland, the Low Countries, 
France and Scotland, do each of them in the end 
conclude and move, That a grave Committee of 
this Houſe be preſently ſelefted ro have Confe- 
rence touching ſome fit courſe to be taken for 
the ſaid conſultation and proviſion of Treaſure. 
And thereupon it was upon the Queſtion Order- 
ed and Afſented to by the whole Houſe. 

Nita, That this is all that is found inthe Origi- 
nalJournal-Book of theHouſe ofCommons touch- 
iog theſe Speeches 3 which becauſe they contain 
many Excellent Paſſages concerning the Hiſtory 
of theſe times of her Majeſty , I have therefore 
ſupplied at Jarge,Sir Edward Staffords Speech on- 
ly excepted (which was wanting there alſo) out 
of a very Elaborate Journal of the ſame Houſe, 
taken by ſome Anonymous Member thereof at 
this Parliament, which 1s mentioned more at large 
in the beginning of this prefent Journal. Sir Ro- 
bert Cecil ſpake firſt and faid. 


As I remember , I have been of this Houſe 
theſe five Parliaments , and I have not determi- 
ned to ſay any thing in theſe Aſſemblies further 
than my Cogitationsſhould concur with my Con- 
ſcience in ſaying bare I, or No, Give me leave, 
I pray you, to rehearſe an old ſaying, and it is 
in Latin, Nec te collaudes, nec te vituperes ipſe ; 
for me to do the one were exceeding arrogancy, 
and to do the other, I do confeſs, I hope, you 
will pardon me. 

The occaſion of this Parliament , as I take it 
by that which we received from the Honourable 
and Learned Speech of the Lord Keeper of and 
from her Majeſty to us in the Higher Houſe , is 
for the cauſe of Religion and maintenance there- 
of amongſt us, the preſervation of her Majeſties 
moſt Royal Perſon, and the good of this Realm 
of our Country. All which becauſe they be 
things of moſt dear and greateſt price , and at 
this preſent in exceeding great and imminent 
danger, it is moſt behoofful to conſult of ſpeedy 
remedies, which (ſhould proceed from the wiſclt 
Heads. The Enemy to'theſe is the King of Spair, 
whoſe malice and ambition is ſach, as together 


with the Pope, that Antichriſt of Rowe, (for |

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may well couple them together , the one being 
always accompanied with envy at our Proſperity, 
the other with unſatiable deſire) makes them by 
all means to ſeek the Subverſion of the State, But 
concerning the firſt the cauſe of God and hisRe- 
ligion, which her Majeſty profeſſed before ſhe 
came to fit in this Royal Seat , which ſhe hath 
defended and maintained , and for which cauſe 
God hath ſo bleſſed her Government fince her 
coming to the Crown: Yea while the Crown 
was ſcarce warm on her Head, ſhe aboliſhed the 
Authority of Rowe , and did fet up Gods truth 
amongſt us; and to her great renown made this 
little Land to be a Sanctuary for all the perſecuted 
Saints of God : whereby the people perceived 
her Magnanimity, Zeal and Judgment 3 Magna- 
nimity 1n undertaking ſo great an Enterprize ; 
Zeal in profeſling the fame not for the ſhew, but 
of {incerity ; Judgment in defending it and pre- 
venting all his deſigns. He ſent forth his Bulls 
and Miſfives againſt her Majeſty , thereby moſt 
unnaturally depriving her of her moſt natura] 
- right, the Duty and Loyalty which her Subjects 
ſhould owe unto her, ec. He touched the ma- 
ny dangers her Majeſty had been in, which as it 
cauſed him to fear to think, ſo did he tremble 
| to ſpeak concerning the danger of her Country, 
and ſo the loſs of our Lives, Liberties, Wives, 
Children, and all other Priviledges. Let me not 
trouble you with things paſt ſo long and perhaps 
beyond my reach, but with things paſt of late 
years and ſince Eighty eight. When we were fo 
ſecure and never thought that the King of Spair 
would have ſet up his Reſt for England 3 Then 
ſent he his Navy termed 1nvincible, and was al- 
moſt upon the Banks of us before we were 
aware. Yea we were fo {lack in proviſion , that 
it was too late to make reſiſtance, had not God 
preſerved us. His attempt againſt us by ſeeking 
to win the Low-Conrtries and to obtain Ireland, 
being but trifles and partly devices, which 1 
mean not to trouble you with 3 he hath now of 
late gone about to win' France, wherein he hath 
greatly prevailed , as in Lorrain and in other 
parts, as you have heard , but ſpecially in Br:- 
zany, having moſt part of the Port Towns in his 
Poſleflion, whither he (till ſendeth ſupply daily, 
and reinforces them every four or five Months, 
which part is always open and his men and for- 
ces never wanting. This Province he eſpecially 
defireth, for it lyeth moſt fitly to annoy us, whi- 
ther he may ſend forces continually, and there 
have his Navy in a readineſs 3 the which he 
could not ſo eaſily, unleſs he had the wind in a 
bag. Beſides having this Province, he might keep 
us from Traffick to Roche and Burdeaux, as he 
doth in the Straights from Tripoly and S* Fear de 
Luce: And ſo hinder us from carrying forth and 
bringing into this Land any Commodities from 
thoſe parts, whereby the Realm might be in- 
riched and her Majeſties Impolt ever eaſed, being 
one of the greateſt Revenues of her Crown. He 
hath alſo gone about with them ofStade and the 


| King of Poland, one of his own Faction , and | 


—_—_ 


who by reaſon he cannot do in that Kingdom 
what he liſteth , he may not ſo eaſily command 
him to impeach, or hinder our Traffick in thoſe 
Eaſtern parts, which it he could bring to paſs, 
you ſee how hurtful it would be to this 
Land. 

But to deſcend yet lower into theſe latter Aj. 
ons. He hath ſeen it is but a folly to make Wood. 
den Bridges to pals into Jreland, therefore he 
hath found out a ſafer way and ſtronger paſſage 
into it by Land , and that by Scotland, which 
though it be not talked of on the Exchange, nor 
Preached at Paul's Croſs ; yet it is molt true, and 
in Scotland as common as the high-way , That 
he hath procured unto him many of the Nobj- 
lity. It may be he hath ſent thither no great Na- 
vy, and that her Majeſty would not ſuffer him 
to do z yet do what ſhe can, ſome one Paltry 
Fly-Boat may eſcape her Majeſties Ships, and car- 
ry gold enough in her to make them Traytors, 
and ſtir them to Sedition. Theſe things her Ma- 
jelty underſtood before, and Advertized the 
King thereof, which the effe& hath proved to 
be true. For unleſs I be deceived, the laſt Let- 
ter that came from thence might, ſhew that the 
King is gone to make a Rode into the North, and 
to bring back the Lord Bothwell and the Lord 
Huntley, The King of Spain's malice thus daily 
increaſeth againſt us, and ſeeketh alſo to ſtir up 
Sedition amongſt us by his Inſtruments. The num- 
ber alſo of Papiſts daily increaſeth , or at leaſt 
wiſe becomes more manifeſt. My advice is, that - 
you would conſult how to withſtand ſuch immi- 
nent dangers, which the greater they be, the 
ſooner they would be looked into and remem- 
bred. Wherefore I would defire M* Speaker 
that he would appoint ſome Committees of the 
ſufficienteſt and wiſeſt men in the Houſe to con- 
ſider thereon. | 


Sir Fob Wolley ſpake to the like EtteQ ſaying, 
that upon the Cauſe of the danger the Realm 
was now in, and of the remedy, his Speech 
ſhould confiſt;which he likened to a naturalBody, 
in which the more danger the principal Member 
was in, the greater means there ſhould be uſed 
for the preſervation thereof. Roar being made 
now Admiral of France by the League, ſhould 
ſay, that he was a poor Admiral now, but yet 
he doubted not 'but that ſhortly he ſhould be 
able to bring ſuch a Navy as ſhould terrify the 
Queen of Ergland. Alſo he ſhewed how the 
Princes of the Holy League had conſpired the 
overthrow of the Realm, the extirpation of 
Religion, and the confuſion of her Majeſty and 
her Loyal Subje&s. And exhorted the Houſe, 
now becauſe the ſeaſon of the year groweth on, 
which callegh many of the Knights and vanes 
to be in their Countries, beſides the Sickneſs be- 
ing in the Town, ſo that many of that Houſe he 
thought knew not whether they lodged in Houles 
infefted or not, that they would ſeek to di- 
ſpatch and end the Parliament ſo ſoon as might 


be. He alſo ſhewed how the Dunkirkers row: 
c 
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Jed our Fiſhermen in ſmall Barks upon the Sea- 
coaſts. And fo that this matter might be Com- 
mitted to ſome of the ſufficienteſt in the Houſe. 
He alſo exhorted the Houſe to a ſpeedy agreeing 
of a 'Subfidy : which conſidering the dangers 
we were in, and that it was for our own good, 
as alſo for her Majeſty's, he hoped that no good 
Subject but would willingly agree to it. Alſo 
he ſhewed that the Wars with the King of 
Spain had coſt her Majeſty a Million of Money : 
but this he avouched, that where it coſt her Va- 
zeſty one, it coſt the King of Spain three, 


Then Sir John Forteſcne ſpake and ſaid ; They 
that ſpake before me, ſpake ſufficiently of the 
Authors of our trouble, of the great danger 
which is now imminent, inſfomnch that as it 1s 
come to that point now, Non utrin imperare, ſed 
wtrim viverel will ſpeak of nothing but that which 
concerns my Calling. Her Majeſty not being 
only careful for the preſervation of Her own 
Realm, but of her Neighboursalſo ; ſhe hath not 
only defended her own Subjefts from being 1n- 
vaded, but alſo hath aided Strangers which wan- 
ted Money, with whom otherwiſe it would have 
gone ill by this time both with them and our- 
ſelves. Inſomuch that the burthen of tour King- 


means of Purveyors. Wherefore ſhe truſteth , 
that every good ſubject will aſſiſt her- Majeſty 
with his Purſe, ſeeing it concerns his own good 
and the preſervation of his eſtat®. For before 
that any of us would loſe the leaſt member of his 
body, we would beſtow a great deal, and ſtick 
for no Coſt nor Charges: How much more ought 
we in this political Body, whereof not only a 
member but the whole is in jeopardy, if we do 
not once haſt tothe preſervation thereof? And for 
theſe Subſidies which are granted tow adays to 
her Majeſty, they are leſs by half than they were 
in King Hezry the 8*** time. Now although het 
Majeſty had borrowed ſome Money of her Sub- 
jeſts beſides her Subſidies, yet ſhe had truly re- 
paid and anſwered every one fully. He deſired 
the matter might be put to a Committee. 


Sir Edward Stafford ſpake next to the like ef- 
fet ; but what his (aid Speech was, is not at all 
ſet down in the aforeſaid Anonymous Journal 


mentioned more fully at the beginning of this

doms hath reſted upon her Majeſty, which ſhe 


hath maintained with her Purſe, England, France, 


Treland,and Scotland. For how could the French | 


King at his firſt coming to the Crown have 
held out againſt thoſe Leaguers, had not her Ma- 
jelty aſſiſted him with her Men and Money, which 
hath coſt her Majeſty about a hundred thonſand 
pound? For 'tis well known that the French King 
had not beenableto withſtand theDuke of Parma's 


coming into France, had it not been for our | 


Engliſhmen and Money. 'As for the Low Coun- 
tries, they have ſtood her Majeſty in yearly, fince 
ſhe undertook the defence of them, one hundred 
and fifty thouſand pound. All which her Ma- 
Xlty beſtowed for the good of the Realm, to 
free us from War at home. Beſides, when her 
Majeſty came to the Crown, ſhe found it four 
Millions indebted ; her Navy when ſhe came to 
view it, ſhe found greatly decayed : Yet all this 
hath diſcharged, and (thanks be to God) 1s no- 
thing indebred 3 and now ſhe is able to match 
any Prince in Exrope, which the Spaniards found 
when they came to invade as. Yea ſhe hath 
with her Ships compaſſed the whole world, 
whereby this Land is made famous through- 
- out all places. She did find in her Navy all Iron 
Pieces, but ſhe hath furniſhed it with Artil- 
lery of Braſs, ſo that one of her Ships 1s not a 
Subjc&'s, but a petty King's wealth. As for her 
own private Expences, they have been little in 
building 3 ſhe hath conſumed little or nothing 
In her pleaſures. As for her Apparel, it 1s Royal 
and Princely, beſeeming her Calling, but not 
ſumptuous nor exceſſive. The Charges of her 
Houſe ſmall, yea never leſs in any Kings time. 
And ſhortly (by Godsgrace) ſhe will free her Sub- 
je&s from that trouble which hath come by the

Mr Francis Bacon ſpake laſt, whoſe Speech was 
to the effect following, vis. 


M- Speaker, That which theſe Horiourable Pee- 
_— have ſpoken of their Experiences, May it 
pleaſe you to give me leave likewiſe to deliver of 
my common knowledge. The Cauſe of Aſſem- 
bling all Parliaments hath been hitherto for Laws 
or Moneys : The one being the Sinews of Peace, 
the other of War. - To the one I am not privy, 
but the other I ſhould know, 1 did take great 
contentment in her Majeſties Speeches the other 
day delivered by the Lord Keeper , how that it 
was a thing not to be done ſuddenly nor at one 
Parliament, nor ſcarce a whole year would ſut- 
fice to purge the Statute-Book and lefſen the Vo» 
lame' of Laws, being ſo many in number, that 
neither Common People can prattiſe ther, nor 
the Lawyer ſufficiently underſtand them : Thari 
the which nothing ſhould tend more to the 
praiſe of her Majelty. 

The Romans appointed ten men, who were 
to corre and recal all former Laws, and to ſet 
torth thoſe Twelve Tables ſo much of all men to 
be commended. The Athenians likewiſe appoin- 
ted ſix for that purpoſe. And Lewes the 9* King 
of France did the like in reforming his Laws 
But what ſhould here follow is 
wholly omitted in that Anonymous Journal men- 
tioned 1n the beginning of. theſe Speeches, out 
of which they are all taken 3 yet it ſhould ſeem 
that the main end and ſcope of the eriſuing par- 
ticulars of this Speech, which are omitted, were 
for the appointing of a ſele@ and grave Commit- 
tee, both to conſider of the dangers of the 
Realm, and of ſpeedy ſupply and aid to be given 
to her Majeſty. 


And Genet after the Concluſion of this 
Speech of M* Francis Bacor's, the Houſe did ac- 
cordingly nominate the ſaid Committee, to de-

On Tweſday the 27" day of February, Two 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading ; of which the firſt being the Bill touch- 
ing Woollen Cloaths called Velles, Rayes, ec. 
was read the firſt time. 


M- Morrice Attorney of the Court of Wards, 
moveth the Houſe touching the hard Courſes of 
the Biſhops and Ordinaries and other Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Judges in their Courts, uſed towards ſundry 
learned and godly Miniſters and Preachers of this 
Realm by way of Inquiſition , ſubſcription and 
binding abſolution, contrary (he ſaid) to the 
honour of God, the Regality of herMajeſty, the 
Laws of this Realm , and the liberty of the Sub- 
jects of the ſame 3 compelling them upon their 
own Oaths to accuſe themſelvcsin their own pri- 
vate aftions, words and thoughts, if they ſhall 
take ſuch Oaths, becauſe they know not to what 
queſtions they ſhall anſwer till after the time 
they be (worn; And alſo after ſuch Examinati- 
on proceed againſt them by deprivation, degra- 
dation or ſupprefſion, upon ſuch their own Ac- 
cuſations of themſelves. And if they refuſe to 
take ſuch Oath , then they commit them to Pri- 


ſon, and there keep and detain them at their 


own pleaſure, not abſolving or releaſing them 
until they ſhall firſt have taken a Corporal Oath of 
their Canonical Obedience to their Ordinaries, 
And ſhewing further at large the great inconve- 
nience thereby grown unto the free Subjects of 
this Realm, doth in the end pray a Conſultation 
to be had therein by this Houſe for redreſs of the 
ſaid Enormitiesz and offereth unto M* Speaker 
two Bills, the one concerning the ſaid Inquiſiti- 
ons, ſubſcriptions and. offering of Oaths, and the 
other concerning the Impriſonments upon their 
refuſal to the ſaid Oaths , praying that the faid 
latter Bill which concerneth the ſaid Impriſon- 
ments might be read, and the other to be offered 
to this Houſe at ſome other more convenient 
time. 

Nota, That there is no other Speech touching 
this buſineſs particularly and fully ſet down in 
the Original Journal-Book of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, and therefore thoſe Speeches which follow 
are ſupplied out of that Anonymous Journal of 
the fame Houſe, of which there is more particu- 
lar mention made 1n the very beginning of this 
preſent Journal. 


Mr Daltoz ſtood up and ſpake with much ear- 
neſtneſs againſt it, ſaying, It is hard upon a ſudden 
for me to Anſwer a long premeditated Speech, 
but as am able I will ſay and ſhew what I think 
of the Bill Exhibited. It pretends great things 
in ſhew, tending to the hindrance of Gods ſer- 
vice and the derogation of her Majcſties Prero- 
gative, to the overthrow of our Laws and vio- 
lating of our Liberties; Things I ſay great in 
ſhew, but no ſuch things to be found in the mat- 


' ter ſpoke againſt, It is eaſy to make of a Mole- 


Hill a Mountain in words, ſo by a well compiled 
Speech to make a great and dangerous thing of 
nothing 3 nay a thing indeed needleſs; for that 
the State hath hitherto always ſtood upon this 
Government. And fo {ſhewed how Ecclefiaſtical 
Government was diſtin from the Temporal, 
The Reaſons he gave were few or none; only his 
great diſlike was, that having received (trait 
Commandment from her Majeſty not to meddle 
with things concerning the Reformation of the 
Church and State of this Realm, therefore in his 
opinion the Bill ought to be ſuppreſled. 


Sir John Woolley ſpake alſo againſt the Bill diſ- 
allowing the matters in it : And taking it as too 
buſy a medling in ſuch a thing ſo forbidden by 
_w oa zeſty, ſo he thought it nor fit that it ſhould 

read. 


* Then ſpake Sir Francis Knowles, allowing the 


Bill, and Anſwered, That whereas it was con- 
demned as ſeeking the overthrow of a Mem- 
ber of the State, and ſo againſt the Law,. it ten- 
ded in his opinion but to the reforming of abuſes 
and reſtraining of the Prelates : That if they 
meddle againſt the Laws, they ſhall incur a pre- 
munire, $0 that he thought the Bill to be good 
and fit to be read,

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© Then ſpake Doftot Lewer, driving his Speech 


to a full Anſwer of M* Morris his Speech. And 
firſt he ſhewed, that as the natural Body was de- 
lighted in Change , ſo was it alſo in the politick 
Body, greedy of alteration. That: this Ever- 
fion of Biſhops had long been ſought for 3 and in 
ſhooting at their Juriſdicion their aim was at 
their places 3 as being no more able to'ſtand the 


- 6ne: Without the other, than a Houſe without a 
Then he entred into a Diſcourſe | 


of Government, as Monarchies, Ariſtocracies and 
Democracies. He allowed the Monarthies ; and 
in the moſt famous Monarchies in the World 
ſhewed this Governtnent now exerciſed by the 
Biſhops to have been uſed. He endeavoured to 
prove the Biſhops to be ſuch a part of the Body 
politick, as without them it could be no Body. 
And in comparing it with the ſtate of the Natural 
Body, he termed the Prince and the Counſellors 
of State to be as the Senſes, and as the Head ; 
The Biſbops and Miniſters as the Shoulders and 
Arms; the common foue the Legs, Now to 
take away the Shoulders from the Body were as 
great a blemiſh and prejudice as to have the Fin- 
gers tied unto the Shoulders. Then came he to 
three parts of M* Morris his Speech, Inquiſition, 
Subſcription and binding abſolution. Inquiſition he 
proved lawful; Firſt becauſe it had been ſo long 
uſed, and in the greateſt Monarchies allowed. 
Far before Inquiſition came in, the manner of 
Tryal was by Accufation , and then the party 
accuſing was to ſuffer the penalty that the Law 


inflicted upon the party accuſed, if he failed in 


his accuſation. Then it might be that the party 
accuſed ; if the Accuſer failed in his accuſation, 
might ſollicite two Witneſſes to Anſwer for him, 
which was ſufficient to acquit him : So the guilty 
eſcaped and the guiltleſs accuſer was puniſhed. 
This ſeeming grievous, they changed their Try- 


als into Inquifitions And whoſoever reads De- 


»oſthenes and Tully, ſhall fee how unwillingly 
they were hired to accuſe. And if we look into 
the Laws of this Realm, it is altogether by In- 
quifitions in Courts Baron, Leets, and in the 
Kings Courts, and in the Star-Chamber. So that 
this courſe is as lawful in the Ecclefiaſtical as in 
the Temporal Law. Subſcription was a thing we 
were bound unto by Statute. The like was uſed 
in our Churches as at Geneva, -ſo as allowable 
here. Abſolution, termed binding , 1s no other 
than in the Common Law 3; for in the Writ de 
Excommunicato capiendo , the party abſolved is 
to be ſworn ad ſervandum jus, and his Oath to 
perform the Law in this abſolution 1s not grie- 
yous: - Whereas otherwiſe the party accuſed was 
to find pledges for the ſame. Nay it is a liberty 
to him, when upon his Oath he may be freed. 
And fo as to the Bill, he thought it fitteſt that it 
ſhould be firſt conſidered of by the Biſhops and 
Judges of the Realm before it were read. - 


After this Mr. Henry Finch (as may be conje- 
tured 'out of the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houſe of Commons, where though his Speech be 


omitted , yet he is ſet down and nominated to 
have ſpoken next after Door Lewer:) ſpake alſo 
againſt the Bill much to that effe& which the (aid 
Doctor Lewer had ſpoken : But neither was his 
name expreſſed in the aforeſaid Anonymous Jour- 
nal, out of which theſe ſeveral Speeches are tran- 
{cribed, nor yet any more' particulars of that 
which he ſpake. | 


Then ſtood up Mr. Oliver S* John, as may be 
colletted out of the aforeſaid Original Journal- 
Book of the Houſe of Commons, where he is 
ſaid to have ſpoken next after Mr. Henry Finch, 
although his Speech be wholly omitted (as is his 
name 1n the faid Anonymous Journal , out of 
which the ſaid Speech and the reſt are inſerted) 
and ſpeaking for the Bill ſaid; it is and hath 
been the manner of this Houſe to allow a mixture 
in ſpeaking, and after the Grave, Honourable 
and Wiſeſt, then to hear the meaneſt alſo. For 
my ſelf, I am but young , yet will I ſhew unto 
you matter Which is old. In Anſwer to them that 
_” laſt, the Ancient Charter of this Realm 
ays, Nullus liber homo, &c. which is flatly viola- 
ted by Biſhops Juriſdition. You know what 
things Thomas Becket ſtood - upon againſt the 
King, which things are now alſo crept in. And 
for more full Anſwer of one that ſpake before, 
his Antiquity and preſcription cannot be allowed 
in this Government for any reaſon 3; for ſo were 
the Official preſtitute to take and exa@ Fees, be- 
cauſe time out of mind they had done ſo; And 
ſet it down that it was Anſwered in the Parlia- 
ment Houſe, That Thieves may preſcribe to take 
Purſes on Shooters- Hzll, becauſe time out of mind 
they had done fo. 

For that of I:quiſition, it ſeems to him (ſpeci- 
ally) that ſpake laſt, to be allowed before that 
tryal by accuſation 3 Firſt by reaſon of the An- 
tiquity of the tryal. But it cannot be proved fo 
ancient as the manner of tryals by accuſations. 
For in John, the Adulterous Woman being 
brought to Chriſt, he asked who were her Accu- 
ſers? And for that manner of Accuſation, the 
Lawyers themſelves ſpeak againſt it z for one 
faith of it , Us libere fatear quod ſentianm, nun- 
quam mihi placebat. For Subſcription, the Statute 
alledged is meant but a Subſcription to certain Ar- 
ticles in Religion, and not a Subſcription in this 
form. And becauſe it is allowed in Geneva, 
ſo to allow it here, that is no reaſon. For in 
Geneva there be many things allowed, which the 
party ſpeaking would (I dare fay) be loth to 
have uſed here. As to Abſolutior, there isno ſuch 
Oath to be.required therein in our Writ de Ex- 
communicato capiendo, as was ſaid. So [ think the 
Bill very worthy and fit to be read. 


Then Sir Robert Cecill ſpake and faid : I am un- 
willing to ſpeak , yea I ſpeak _ my Will; 
and to anſwer Speeches well ſtudied and preme- 
ditated upon the ſudden, it is hard for me. What 
the Bill containeth, I am ignorant of 3 and whe- 
ther to allow of it or not, I will ſuſpend my opi- 
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nion. To ſay the truth, the man that offered it 
was learned and wiſe, and one whom [ love; 
yet a Bill to be offered and inforced in thisiſort, 
being of ſuch effe&t, I know not how to allow 
of it. For her Majeſty had ſtrarly forbidden to 
meddle in ſuch Caſesz yet not forgetting the 
Cauſe, ſhe had 1n her Excellent wiſdom cared 
and pretended that a redreſs ſhould be had of 
things rhat are amiſs. To which end her Majeſty 
before the Parliament ſummoned, had direfted 
her Letters to the Archbiſhops to certifie her.  - 
. Now her Highnels Care for our good (hall be 
revented by our haſty ſpeaking of theſe things 
before our time. Sure it 1s not fit, and her Ma- 
jeſty cannot but be offended at it. For the Bill 
I proteſt I know it not 3 but it ſeemed to contain 
things needful. Wherefore it were fitteſt it 
ſhould be commended to her Majeſty, and fo 
recommended unto us. And if I may do this 
Office and Service for the Houſe , I will in all 
dutiful Loves and Service do it. But if the other 
courſe be taken, I fear the things ſought will be 
denied for the violence uſed in it. | 


| Then M- Speaker faid , In favour and free 
love, above my merits or deſert, you have Ele- 
ed me, which ſhould bind me to do all my beſt 
Service, and. to be faithful toward you. This 
Bill delivered me is long and containeth impor- 
tant matters of great weight, and ſuch matters as 
cannot be expreſled in four words. It hath ma- 
ny parts, and if you put me preſently to open 
it, I cannot ſo readily underſtand it , and do it 
as I ſhould; For indeed it is a matter far above 
my ordinary pratice : and to deliver a thing be- 
fore I conceive it, I could not. Wherefore if it 
would pleaſe you to give me leave to conſider 
of it, 1 proteſt I will be faithful and keep it with 
all Secrecy, 


 Hereupon the Houſe was in queſtion, whether 
it ſhould be committed to the Speaker only, or 
to the Privy-Council and him : but it was hol- 
den to be againſt the Order of the Houſe thatany 
Bill ſhould. be committed before it was read. 
Therefore upon a Motion made by M* Wreth, it 
was agreed, that M* Speaker ſhould have it. 
This Afternoon at two of the Clock M* Speaker 
was ſent for to the Court, where the Queen her 
ſelf gave him Commandment to deliver unto the 
Houſe and ſo the matter abruptly 
breaks oft in the ſaid Anonymous Journal, men- 
tioned more particularly in the beginning of this 
efent Journal, out of which all theſe aforeſaid | 
peeches are inſerted : But that which ſhould 
here follow can be no more but only, that her 
Majeſty did Command him to deliver a certain 
Meſſage to the Houſe the day following, which 
he did then perform accordingly : Ut wide poſtea 
in fine diei ſequentis, 
_ Finally, the laſt buſineſs of this Forenoon was 
the reading and committing of an ordinary Bull, 
which is ioferted out of the Original Journal- 


Book it (elf 


The Bill laſtly, that a Bar at large may be 
pleaded in an EjeTione \frms, was upon the ſe- 
cond reading committed unto -M* Edgecombe, Sir 
Henry Kivet, and the Serjeants at Law that are 
Members of. the Houſe, Mr. Attorney. of the 
Wards and others, who were ap to meet 
upon Thurſday next at. two pf the Clock in the 
Afternoon at Serjeants-lwn in Fleetſtreet. 

On Wedyeſday the 28" day © February, the 
Bill for reducing of diſloyal Subjedts to their due 
Obedience, . was read the ſecond time, 

Nota, That before this Bill was committed, 
divers ſpake unto it, which being omitted in the 
Original Journal-Book after the mentioning af 
the ſecond reading thereof, I thought good to 
ſupply the ſaid Speeches out of that Anonymous 
Journal ſo often before-mentioned; and the ra- 
ther, becauſe this Bill being againſt Popiſh Recu- 
ſants, the ſaid Speeches do contain matter of 
much weight in them. F 

Mr. Cradock (after the faid Bill againſt Re. 
cuſants had been opened by Mr. Speaker upon 
the ſecond reading thereof ) ſpake as fol- 
loweth, 


There is no man as I think ſo irreligious to- 
wards God, ſo unloyal towards her Majeſty, fo 
careleſs of the common Statutes , but thinks the 
Bill to be good, and the Law very neceſlary be- 
fore it be Enacted :' Yet it were fit every part of 
It were conſidered of and reformed. The thing 
to be g_-_ is this: The words of the A& 
being Every perſon that ſhall receive a Recuſant, &c. 
And thus the Purvey being General , the good 
Subje&t may be grieved by this Law 3 and he 
that ſhall have but a Recuſant in his Cuſtody, 
ſhall be within the letter of the Law for recci- 


'ving a Recuſant into his Houſe. Things to be 


conſidered are firſt, Whetherit be gbod to deprive 
them of all their goods, for ſo we [ball leave 
them no means of living. Secondly, Whether 
the Parties that be now Recuſants being recon- 
ciled, if they fall into relapſe and afterwards be 
newly reconciled again, ſhall be enabled to take 
benefit of their Lands and goods: for 'tis hard, 
if after their repenting they be not reſtored, 


Then Mr. Philips Anſwering all ObjeRions 
againſt the Bill, affirmed it ſufficient in all points, 
and that neither the ſence nor the letter could 
be prejudicial to the good Subjet. Only he 
could have wiſht it were provided that the Re- 
cuſant ſhould not uſe this Law to his benefit, by 
procuring Commons to be their Friends, and take 
_ of their own Lands anſwering the Queens 

itle. 


Mr. Finch made this Queſtion, Whether thoſe 
that came not to Church by reaſon of the mitlike 
they had of the Church Government, ſhall be 
in like Caſe as a Recuſant Papilt. 


Mr. Tichburn: ſaid he could have provided that 
the Father ſhould not difinherit the Son, nor have 


power 
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oower ſo to do for being made conformable by 
im that ſhould have the bringing of him up. 


Then Mr. Nathanae! Bacon ſpake and ſaid, The 
Children' might not be committed to the Biſhop 
of the Dioceſs, becauſe their Chancellors are ſo 
much affe&ted to the Canon Law, that ſome 
are infefted with Popiſh Religion. Beſides, the 
office of Biſhops is to preach, and this duty in 
the one calling would not be hindred by other 
affairs commirted to their care. Wherefore fitter 
. it is, that the Juſtices of Aſſhze ſhould haye the 
appointment of them, 

Then ſaid Sir Edward Stafford, it may be the 
Party is Enemy to him to whom the Child 
' 1s committed , therefore the Commitment is to 
be by two or three. 


Then Mr. Wroth ſpake as followeth, The Law 
hath no Proviſo for Leaſes, no remedy is appoin- 
ted, as by the diſtreſs or otherwiſe, how the 
Guardian is to come by the money appointed to 
him for the Cuſtody of the Child of a Recuſant. 
And it were fit to make a Proviſo that no Part 
being next Heir to the Child ſhould be hisGuar- 
dian. And the Recuſant not to forfeit ten pound 
a Month for the keeping of his Wifez otherwiſe 
for keeping of Servants Recuſants. 

After all theſe Speeches they agreed to have 
the Bill committed. But the Committees names 
are all omitted in the ſaid Anonymous Journal, 
out of which theſe foreſaid Speeches are inſerted, 
and are therefore to be ſupplied out of the Ori- 
ginal Journal-Book of the Houſe of Commons, 
where they are ſet down in manner and form 
following, viz.

And the Bill was 
delivered to Mr. Serjeant Telvertor, who with the 
reſt was appointed to meet upon to Morrow next 
at two of the Clock inthe Afternoon at Serjeants- 
Im in Fleetſtreet. 

Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer, one of the 
Committees in the great Cauſe for Conſultation 
and proviſion of Treaſure (appointed on Monday 
the 26" day of this inſtant Piney foregoing) 
ſhewed, that he and the refidue of the Com- 
mittees 1n that Caſe met yeſterday in the After- 


noon according to the Commiſhon of this Houſe, 
and upon Conference had amongſt thern for 
ſome convenient proportion of Treaſure to be 
provided, did in the end agree, that two in- 
tire Subſidies and four Fifteenths and Tenths 
ſhould be granted unto her Majeſty, if this pre- 
ſent Houſe ſhall ſo think good. Upon which 
Report - by him made, it was upon the queſtion 
agreed unto by the whole Houſe, that xa ſame 
two intire Subſidies and four Fifteenths and 
Tenths ſhould be granted unto her ſaid Highneſs 
accordingly. Which done Mr. Nathanael Bacon, 
one alſo of the ſaid Committees, put the Houſe 
in remembrance, that at their ſaid Conference 
in the ſaid Committee it was moved by ſome of 
them, that the preſent neceflity of the Cauſes 
now moving them to offer the ſaid double Sub- 
fidy and double Fifteenths and Tenths, ſhould 
be ſetdown and inſerted in the Bill for the grant- 
ing thereof. 

After this Speech of Mr. Bzcons there is no 
particular mention of any other Speech which 
was ſpoken at this time touching this buſineſs in 
the Original Journal-Book of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, and therefore theſe Speeches which follow 
are ſupplyed out of another Anonymous Journal 
of the paſſages of this Parliament more particu- 
larly mentioned at the beginning of this preſent 
Journal. 


, Sir Henry Knivett ſpake, allowing the Sub- 
fidies, but withal deſired theſe things : Firſt, that 
it might be lawful for every Subject to annoy 
the King of Spain that would, that weak Forces 
might not be ſpent againſt him, but a Royal 
Army, That we ſhould not wraſtle with him 
on our own ground but abroad. Further, that 
all her Majcſties debtors might be called in, and 
her Majeſty to have power to fell all the Debtors 
Lands, of what State ſoever they were ſeized 
of; NoSteward or Commiſlioner but to anſwer 
ber Majeſty the Royal Fines and Sums they re- 
ceived. All her Woods to be viewed, and the 
reat Timber to be for ſale, the Copygwood to 
{old to encreaſe the Revenues. Licences gran- 
ted to any to have benefit of penal Statutes, to 
be taken in 3 and the whole benefit of Inns and 
Alchouſes to come to the Queen. A great be- 
nefit to come to the Queen by this new Statute 
againſt Recuſants. Their Children to be com- 
mitted to perſons of ſound Religion. The whole 
benefit of their relief and living to come to the 
Queen, dedudting only charges tor Education of 
Children, 


Serjeant Herris agreed on the Subfidy becauſe 
Parliaments were ſeldom, whereas by the Statute 


| of 4 Edw. 3. they may be called every year. 


The Subſidies to be granted to maintain Wars 3 
but whether it be War or no War , as yet we 
know not : And the things which we take from 
the Spaniard, is doubted by many not to be law- 
ful prize. Therefore defires in the Subſidies to 


have it ſet down, that thoſe Subfidies be ro 
maintain 


be... At. 
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maintain a War impulſive and defenſive againſt 
the Spaniard. 


Sir Walter Raleigh ſeconded his Speech, agree- 
ing in all things with the Serjeant, and ſaid, he 
knew many that held it not lawful in Conſci- 
ence, as the time is, to take from the Spaniards : 
And he knew,that if it might be lawful and open 
War, there would be more voluntary hands to 
fight-againſt the Spaniard, than the Qyeen ſhould 
ſtand in need of to ſend to Sea. 
 Nota, That theſe aforeſaid Speeches are all that 
are found in the forementioned Anonymous Jour- 
nal, and therefore that which follows is made 
perfect out of the Original Journal-Book it ſelf, 
11 manner and form following, vis, 

. After the former and other like Speeches, in 
which alſo ſome had moved , that to make the 
Wars againſt the King of Spain and his Subjeds 
liwful and warrantable, it (ſhould be inſerted in- 
to the preamble of the ſaid Bill [that fo great 
and extraordinary ſupply was at this time given 


for the reſiſting of his power and preventing of 


his malice} it was Ordered by the Houſe upon 
the queſtion, that all theSerjeants at Law which 
are Members of this Houſe, Mr. Hezle, Mr. Phi- 
lips, Sir Walter Raleigh, Sir Francis Drake, Sir 
George Carey, Mr. Door Ceſar, Mr. Dottor Aw- 
berry, Mr. Francis Bacon, Sir Francis Gudolphin, 
Mr. Fohz: Hare, Sir Thomas Conisby, Mr. Attorney 
of the Wards, Mr. Attorney of the Dutchy, Mr, 
John Trevor; Mr. Sands, Mr. Doctor Lewen, Mr. 
Beale, Sir Henry Unton and Mr. Ridiſden (hould 
meet upon Satxrday next at two of the Clock in 
the Afternoon in the Exchequer 3 for drawing 
the Articles and Preamble of the ſaid Bill accord- 
ingly; to the end the ſame Articlesand Preamble 
being conſidered of afterwards by this Houſe, the 
ſame may be delivered by Mr. Speaker to her Ma- 
jeſties Learned Council for the framing and draw- 
ing of the ſaid Bill. | 

Now in the next place there enſueth the Re- 
lation of her Majeſties ſending for the Speaker 
yeſterday, and of the Meſlage which ſhe gave 
him in Command to deliver to the Houſe ; all 
which he declared at large this day, as it 1s very 
elaborately and fully ſet down 1n the Anonymous 
Journal mentioned more particularly at the be- 
ginning of this preſent Journal, and therefore it 
1s wholly inſerted out of it ; and the rather, be-

After theſe Speeches (before ſet down) touch- 
ing the Subſidy, M* Speaker ſtood up and faid, 
That he had a Meſlage to deliver from her Majeſty 
to the ſaid Houſe. ; ti 


Se 


Yeſterday a great number of this Houſe (after 
many Speeches uſed) delivered two Bills to me, 
Which Bills though not read, yet were diverſly 
ſpoken of. They being long, the matters grave 
and of great importance, and the day: being al- 
molt ſpent, I defired further time to conſider of 
the parts of the Bills. I humbly thank this Ho. 
nourable Houſe, time was freely granted me. It 
being almoſt twelve of the Clock, I had peruſed 
and read both the Bills ; I have them about me, 
and they have been continually with me ever 
fince they were delivered unto me. Never any 
mans eye more than my own ever ſaw one word 


of them. 


A little after I had-peruſed the Billg,awas ſent 
for by a ſpecial a pn. from her Mhjeſty, 
Coming in her Royal preſence, I was commanded 


to deliver theſe words from her moſt Excellent 
Majeſty. unto the Body of the Realm, for fo ſhe 
termed this Houſe, The matter I have to ſpeak 
is great, yea it is the greateſt matter that ever I 
had to deal in. Wherefore I pray God to diret 
mentem © linguam hanc. I muſt be ſhort, for 
her Majeſties words were not many: And I may 
perhaps fail in the delivery of them. For though 
my Auditors be great, yet who is ſo impudent 
whom the preſence of ſuch a Majeſty could not 
appal? And it did greatly fear me when I ſaw 
none of theſe honourable perſons in her pre- 
ſence , who were preſent at the holding of the 
matter in this Houſe. Yet God in his. Provi- 
dence had appointed it, That even 1n this while 
came in ſome of the perſons. here preſent , who 
if I fail in delivering what is given me in Charge, 
can report it unto you. And Iam glad there are 
Waitneſles with me in this Action, what was. my 
faithful ſervice for this Houſe. I protelt, a grea- 
ter comfort never befel me, than that this my in- 
tegrity and faithful promiſe to this Houle is not 
violated, For her Majeſty in her moſt gracious 
Wiſdom before my coming determined not to 
preſs me in this, neither indeed did ſhe require 
the Bill of me; for this only ſhe required of me, 
what were the things in the Bill ſpoken of by 
the Houſe 3 which points I only delivered , as 
they that heard me can tel], 

The Meſlage delivered me from her Majeſty 
confiſteth in three things 3 Firſt, The end for 
which the Parliament was called 3 Secondly, The 
Speech which the Lord Keeper uſed from her 
Majeſty 3 Thirdly, What her Pleaſure and Com- 
mandment now is. For the firſt, it is in me and 
my Power (1 ſpeak now in her Majeſties Perſon) 
to call Parliaments, it is in my power to end and 
determine the ſame, it is in my power to aflent 
or ditlent to any thing done 1n Parliaments. The 
calling of this Parliament was only, that the Ma- 
jxſty of God might be more religiouſly ſerved, 
and thoſe that negle& this ſervice might be com- 
pelled by ſome ſharp means to a more due Obe- 
dience, and more true ſervice of God, than there 
hath been hitherto uſed. And further, that the 
Safety of her Majeſties Perſon and of this Realm 


might be by all means poſlable provided for, 
” 4g againſt 
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againſt our great Enemies the Pope and the King 
of Spain. Her Majeltics Pleaſure being then de- 
livered unto us by the Lord Keeper, it was not 
meant we ſhould meddle with matters of State, 
or Cauſes Eccleſiaſtical ; for fo her Majeſty term- 
ed them. She wondred, that any could be of fo 
high commandment to attempt (I uſe her own 
words) a thing ſo exprelly contrary to that 
which ſhe had forbidden. Wherefore with this ſhe 
was highly offended. And becauſe the words then 
ſpoken by my Lord Keeper are not now perhaps 
well remembred, or ſome be now here that were 
not then preſent, her Majeſties preſent charge 
and expreſs Commandment is, that no Bill rouch- 
ing the (aid matters of State or reformation in 
Cauſes Eccleſiaſtical be exhibited. And upon my 
Allegeance I am Commanded, it any ſuch Bill be 
cxhibited, not to read it, ec.

On Thurſday the firlt day of March, Four Bills 

of no great moment had each of them one read- 
ing 3 of which the firſt being the Bill againſt 
Strangers born to ſell by way of retail Foreign 
Wares brought into this Realm , was read the 
firlt time. 

Mr. Serjeant Telverton, one of the Commuttees 
for the examination of the EleCtion and Return 
of the Members of this Houſe, and alſo of the 
Caſes for Priviledge, appointed on Monday the 
26" day of February laſt paſt, happening to fall 
out during this preſent Seffions of Parliament 
ſhewed,that he and the reſidue of the Committees 
for thoſe Cauſes did meet yeſterday in the After- 

' noon (according to the Commiſion of this Houſe 
to them in that behalf) and that having then ſome 
Caſes brought unto them both touching Eletti- 
ons and Returns in ſundry ſorts,and alſo one Caſe 
of Priviledge touching one Mr. Fitzherbert, 
Elected a Member into this Houle, and alledged 
to be Outlawed upon Judgment, ſhewed, that 
the greater number of the ſaid Committees ha- 
ving travelled in theſe Caſes, did impoſe upon 
him the Charge of making the Report thereof 
unto this Houſe. Which becauſe he would 
gladly do in ſuch wile, as the more part of the 
ſaid Committees had aflented unto, he had ſet 
down the ſame (he ſaid) in a Note for his better 
remembrance in writing. And ſo particularly re- 
cited theState of the ſaidCaſes treated of amongſt 
the ſaid Committees, and to be ſo reported 
over unto this Houſe for the further reſolution 
and order of this Houſe to be had in the ſame. 
After which words, although there follow ſome 
four lines more in the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houſe of Commons, (in which it is generally 
related, that the reſt of this Forenoon was ſpent 
in the agitation of this and ſuch like bufineſles 3) 
yet becauſe neither any particular relation of the 
Speeches in this buſineſs of M* Fitzherbert, or of 
thoſe other aforeſaid Paſſages handled in the ſaid 
Committee touching Ele@ions is there ſet down 
(although all the ſaid matter be of very great 
weight and conſequence) I have therefore ſup- 


plied a great part of the ſame out of the afore- | 
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ſaid Anonymous Journal, more particularly mens 
tioned at the beginning of this preſent Journal, 

Where although all that' part of Mr. Serjeant 
Tehoertons Speech touching Mr. Fitzberberts Ele- 
Ction be omitted (and which is before very hap- 
pily ſupplied out of the Original Journal-Book 
it {zIf)) yet the reſt or at leaſt the greater part of 
his Relations before mentioned 1s Gt down, and 
is here inſerted out of the ſame, with divers other 
Speeches uſed and uttered chiefly touching that 
Queſtion. All which, (ſome alterations only 
excepted for order and explanation ſake) are 
herein inſerted out of the faid Anonymous Jour- 
nal in manner and form following, 91x. 

Serjeant Telverton ſpake further alſo, (after he 
had finiſhed theRelation of the Committees pro- 
ceeding touching M* Fitzherberts EleQtion) con- 
cerning the priviledges of the Houſe, In which 
he declared the Caſe of the Burgeſs of Miſcread 
in Corzwal, after whoſe Election the Town re- 
fuſed to deliver up their Indenture to the Sheriff: 
Bur the party EleQed made his Indenture and 
delivered it to the Clerk of the Crown, who 
fled it with the reſt of the Indentures returned 
by the Sheriffs , the Sheriff having Indorſed it 
upon the Writ. But this Indenture was never 
executed by the Sheriff, and yet the Return was 
holden ( by the Committees as it ſhould ſeem) 
to be good. 


Mr. Heile, who had been another alſo of the 
Committees ſpake gext, and ſhewed the ſtate of 
this and ſome other queſtions handled in that 
ſaid Committee, which were as followeth, vs. 

John, &*c. is returned in the Indenture by 
the name of Richard, and whether this may not 
be amended by the Houle. 

Mr. Audeley is returned Burgeſs for two 
Towns, he having elef&ed for which he will be, 
a New Writ is to be directed to the other Town 
to chuſe another. 

Two Burgeſles are returned for one Town: 
One of the Burgeſles being miſtaken is willin 
to reſign unto the other. Whether by the al- 
ſent of the Sheriff and party this is to be done. 

The Bailiff of Southwark eleQeth himſelf by the 
name of Richard Hutton Gentleman, and the 
Indenture returned by the Sheriff is Rzchard 
Hutton Bailiff, if this be good. 

Thomas Fitzherbert of Staf- 
fordſhire being Outlawed upon 
a Capias ntlagatum after Judg- 
ment , is Ele&ted Burgeſs of 
this Parliament. Two- hours 
after his Ele&qion, before the 
Indenture returned , The She- 
riff arreſted him upon this Ca- 
pias utlagatum.

Then Sir Edward Hobby ſpake as followeth. 
The party Outlawed is not,out of his wits, there- 
fore capable; and then isa man able to be cho- 
ſen and idonens to be a Burgeſs. Only a ditfer- 
rence may be mage where the Outlawry 1s for 
a Cauſe Criminal and for a Caſe perſonal, as in 
this Cauſe. Is this diſability greater ? that a man 
Outlawed may not be a Burgeſs, as well as an 
- Attorney to a man, or an Executor ? I think it 

will ſtand with the priviledge of this Houſe to

Mr. Lewes ſaid, that a man Outlawed cannot 
bave priviledge, being an Execution upon a Ca- 
pias, Quia fruſtra Legis anxilium implorat, qui in 

gem peccat, Cardinal Pool would not come 
into the Parliament Houſe, till the Attainder a- 
gainſt him was reverſed. © 
' Jgnotus quidam. Multa ſunt que fieri non debent, 
que tamen faFa, tenentur bona. It had been a 
good exception againſt his EleCtion to ſay he 
was Outlawed, bur 'tis no diſability to him be- 
ing Elected. 

Serjeant Yelverton ſaid, he could not have the 
priviledge being in Execution upon a Capias wt- 
lagatuim after Judgment. The Book of 2 Edw. 
4 8. cited to be exprefly ſo. And that a Judge 
reported unto him,that in 34 Her.8. a Burgeſs be- 
ing arreſted and in Execution upon a Statute, 
could not have priviledge of the Houle. 

Whereupon Mr. Finch ſaid, he could not tell 
which to hold or which fide to take. The Book 
of 20 Her. 7.doth prove that there were Elected 
ſuch as were Attainted, and that diſability was 
taken againſt them. The Writ to chuſe a Bur- 
gels 1s not Legalem hominem , but ſ{doneum: 
Therefore we ought not to be fo {trict as if he 
were to be challenged upon a Jury. 

At the Common Law, Outlawry was only for 
Cauſes Criminal, as for Treaſon or Felony 3 but 


this Outlawry in Perſonal Cauſes is only by the | 


Statute of 11 Her. 4. which makes not fo great 
a diſability as that at the Common Law. 

On the other fide Utlagatus ne Villein cannot 
be a Champion, which is as a Judge to decide : 
then 2 fortiori, he can be no Judge 1n this Houſe, 

Outlawry is as an Attainder, therefore the 
party ſo ſtained is no competent Judge. 

* The great Charter is, all Tryals ought to be

per legales homines & parium ſuorum. The Out- 


lawed man is not of the number of Pariuxe, fo 
not to be a Judge. Vide 8 Edw. 3. Utlagatus ne 
poiet eſtre. 

Mr. Broughton held, that a man Outlawed may 
be a Burgeſs. For inno caſe is Outlawry diſabili. 
ty where a man is ez anter droit, as to be Execy- 
tor or Attorney, it 1s no Exception to the Par- 
ty. The Caſe in 38 Her. 8. Dyer. 62. was 
cited. 

Mr. Hal/'s man was delivered out of Execyuti. 
on the laſt Parliament by a Mzttimns from the 
Houſe. 

And though the party be in Execution, if not 
at the Queens ſuit, he 1s to have the priviledge; 
and yet the party not to loſe his debt, nor the 
Sheriff to be charged. Vide poſftea April 5th 
Thurſday. 

Nota, That theſe Speeches are all tranſcribed 
out of the ſaid Anonymous Journal, more par- 
ticularly mentioned at the beginning of this 
preſent Journal. After which, by occaſion of a 
Meſſage ſent down from the Lords, it ſhould 
ſeem this buſineſs brake off abruptly at this time, 
And therefore ſee more concerning it on Friday 
the 24 day, and on Saturday the 17 day of this 
Inſtant March enſuing 3 and on Monday the 19g 
day of the ſame. 

The ſaid Meſlage is ſet down very exaCtly as 
it was ſent from their Lordſtips (ſome things 
ous being added for Order and Explanation in 
the tranſcribing of it) in the Original Journal- 
Book of the Houſe of Commons in Manner and 
Form following. 

Mr. Egerton, Attorney General, and Mr. Do- 
Cor Carey coming to the Houſe with a Meſſage 
from the Lords, were ſent for in, and were 
brought up by the Serjeant making three low 
curtelies before they approached to the Speaker, 
and delivered their Meſlage to him, which he 
afterwards propounded to the Houſe. The Meſ- 
ſage which they brought from their Lordſhips 
unto the Houſe was, that their Lordſhips did de- 
fire to put this Houſe in remembrance of the 
Speeches delivered by the Lord Keeper upon the 
firſt day of this Parliament, for Conſultation 
and proviſion of Treaſure to be had againſt the 
great and eminent dangers and perils of this 
Realm, by the mighty adverſaries and enemies 

of the ſame. And thereupon their Lord(hips 
did look to have heard ſomething from this Houſe 
touching thoſe Cauſes before this time. And 
therefore had to that end hitherto omitted to do 
any thing therein themſelves. And thereupon 
their ſaid Lordſhips do deſire, that according 
to the former laudable uſages between both 
Houſes, to wit,. the Lords Houſe and this Houſe 
in ſuch Caſes, a Committee of ſome grave and 
ſetled Members of this Houſe may be appointed 
to have Conference with a Committee of their 
Lordſhips touching the Cauſes aforeſaid. Which 
done, the faid Mr. Attorney and Mr. Doctor 
Carey being ſequeſtred the Houſe, Mr. Speaker 
making Report of the ſaid Meſlage to this Houle, 


it was preſently refolved by the whole Houle, 
that 
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that ſich a Committee of this Houſe ſhould be 
ſcle&ted thereupon for that purpoſe accordingly z 
with this requeſt alſo from the Houſe, That the 
ſaid M* Attorney General and Mr. Carey might 
both ſignify unto their Lordſhips the willing and 
ready atlent of this Houſe unto their Lordſhips 
ſaid requeſt, and alſo move their Lordſhips 
rouching their pleaſure for the number of the 
Committees to be appointed for their Lord(hips, 
and for the times and place of meeting, to be 
ſignified from their Lordſhips to this Houſe; to 
the end thereupon this Houſe may proceed to the 
ſcleting of a convenient number of this Houſe 
for the (aid Conference accordingly. And then 
the ſaid Mr. Attorney General and the faid Mr. 
Door Carey being returned into this Houſe a- 
gain, Mr. Speaker delivered unto them their An- 
{wer and the requeſt of this Houſe unto their 
Lordſhips in manner aforeſaid accordingly, 

Mr. Attorney General and Mr. Dottor Carey 
do bring word from the Lords , that their Lord- 
ſhips do make choice of the number of twenty 
for their Committee, and that their Lord(hips 
do appoint two of the Clock this Afternoon for | 
the time, and the Chamber next unto the Upper 
Houſe of Parliament for the place. Which done, 
the ſaid Maſter Attorney General and the faid 
Mr. Door Carey being ſequeſtred, and the faid 
Meſſage delivered unto this Houſe by Mr. Speaker, 
it was agreed, that a convenient number of-this 
Houle (ſhould be appointed to meet with the 
Commuctecs of their Lordſhips at the faid time 
and place accordingly. And then immediately the 
faid Mr. Attorney General and Mr. DuCtor Carey 
being called into this Houle again , the faid An- 
ſwer was delivered unto them by Mr. Speaker ac- 
cordingly. Whereupon thele Committees fol- 
lowing were appointed to attend upon the Com- 
mictees of the Lords in the ſaid Conference at 
two of the Clock in the Afternoon of this pre- 
ſent day in the Chamber next tothe Upper Houſe 
of Parliament, v7z.

| The Committees in the Bill for reducing of 
diſloyal Subjefs ro their due Obedience, whoſe 
names ſee before on Wedneſday the 28* day of 
February laſt paſt , which ſhould have met this 
preſent day in the Afternoon in this Houſe, are 
appointed over to meet to Morrow next in the 
Afternoon at the ſaid place. 

On Friday the ſecond day of March there was 
no other buſineſs entred upon but that of Mr. 
Fitz herberts, which being but ſhortly and imper- 
tectly ſet down in the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houſe of Commons, I thought good to tran- 
(cribe the relation of the diſpute therein had out 
of that often before-mentioned Anonymous Jour- 
nal of the ſame Houſe, in which ſome ſmall 
things only being altered (for order ſake) it is 
ſet down on this preſent Friday being the ſe- 
cond day of March in manner and form follow- 
Ng, 7g. 

After Prayers there was no Bill read, but pre- 
ſently Mr. George Moore ſpoke to the queſtion of 
M* Fitzherberts Eleion being an Outlawed Per- 
ſon, and of his Arreſt upon the Capias ntlagatumr, 
after he had been ſo Elected a Burgeſs of the 
Houſe, and before the Indenture in that Cafe 
made had been returned unto the Sheriff. Upon 
all which matters conſidered of, his opinion was, 
that he ought not to have priviledge, nor to 
ſerve asa Member of this Houſe, 


Sir Henry Knivet ſpake next, and as it ſhould 


' ſeem ſpake for Mr. Fitzherbert , that he ought to 


have the priviledge of the Houſe: But had never 
a new reaſon, only he took Exceptions that the 
priviledges of the Houſe and the ancient Cuſtoms 
thereot were not oblerved 3 and that mcn gave 
not Audience to them that ſpake, and pleafed 
them not, but were ready to interrupt them, 


Mr. Tasborough, Mr. Stephenſon , Mr. Bronker, 
and Mr. $xdes ſpake (everaily allo touching the 
ſame matter, diſputing and arguing it pro and 
con, as well for his being as not being a Member 
of this Houſe, as allo for his having and not ha- 
ving the priviledge of this Houſez but they 
gave no other new reaſons touching the ſaid 
Caſe more than had been already delivered in 
a former diſpute of the ſame, the day lait im- 
mediately foregoing, 


Mr. Tanfeild ſpeaking next held, that a perſon 
Outlawed might be a Burgeſs of the Houſe. 
Wherein he made a difference, where exception 
to the Burgeſs grew upon matter before the Ele- 
ion, and where after. If the exception grew 
after, then a Burgeſs Ele&ed muſt not be one of 
the Houſe. If exception be taken to this Elc&ion, 
and this Outlawry alledged to diſable him, the 
Statute of 23 Her. 6. cap. 15. will diſable moſt

ſes now, if this be not a good Eletion. Thence | 
it follows, that the party Elected is to have his 

priviledge. And though the Common Law doth 

diſable the party , yet the priviledge of the 

Houſe being urged , that prevaileth over the 

Law. 


Then ſaid Mr. Speaker , I defire that I may be 
heard a word, not that I have any Voice or af- 
ſent to give, though I am of the Houſe , but be- 
cauſe I am a Servant to the Houſe , and have 
ſomewhat to ſpeak. It appertaineth to my duty 
and place, which I defire to(\have leave to utter, 
for my Speech ſhall not tend to meddle to decide 
the Queltion, but only to inform the Houſe of 
my knowledge , and to do that duty which I 
think belongeth to my ſelf. 

The Queſtions delivered by the Committees 
were theſe two. Firſt, Whether Mr. Fitzher- 
bert were any Member of the Houſe 3 And, ſe- 
condly, If he were, whether to have the privi- 
ledge 2? It hath been my manner ever {ince my 
firſt practice to obſerve ſtrange learning, eſpect- 
ally ſuch as appertaineth to the Law, as 1n this of 
the priviledge of this Houſe, therefore I will in- 
form what I have learned. Firſt this Writ of pri- 
viledge muſt go from the Body of this Houle, 
made by me. andI to ſend it into the Chancery, 
and the Lord Keeper is to direct it. Now before 
we make ſuch a Writ , let us know whether by 
Law we may make it , or whether it will be 
good for the Cauſe or no. For my own part my 
hand ſhall not ſign it, unleſs my heart may aſſent 
unto it. And though we make ſuch a Writ, if 
it be not warrantable by Law and the proceeding 
of this Houſe, the Lord Keeper will and mult re- 
fuſe ir. No man ſhall ſtand more for the privi- 
ledge of this Houſe than I will, and what 1s the 
priviledge of this Houſe is meet ſhould be obſer- 
ved. To the matter, firſt there hath been inforc't 
her Majeſties Commandment. I obey any Com- 
mandment of her Majeſties, knowing them to be 
Great and Reverend, as far as any body. But 1 
do not take it , that we have received any ſuch 
Commandment 3 for her Majeſties Command- 
ment by the Lord Steward was to every man 
that ſtood Outlawed. We have no ſuch Com- 
mand. 

Now whether a Man Outlawed may be a Bur- 
geſs, I hold it no queſtion, but that a Man Out- 
lawed, Attainted or Excommunicated, or not 
lawfully Elected , if he be returned, out of all 
doubt is a lawful Burgeſs. 

This is proved by Book Authority , and ex- 
preſs Statutes, as that of 11 H. 4. Cap. 1. a. a 
Knight untryed returned ſhall loſe his Wages, 
therefore allowed by the Statute to be a Knight, 
though untruly returned, and the penalty is only 
to loſe his Wages. Another Authority is in 8 
H. 8. Cap. 10. And if we go-to examine perſons 
Elected to Parliament, we ſhall then ditlolve all 
Parhaments, and call in queſtion all former Laws 
made, by reaſon there were not lawful and able 
Law-Makers. If it appeareth once unto us by 


Record , that ſuch a Man is Burgeſs, we muſt 
believe the Record and make no queſtion of it. 
For if ſuch matters ſhall be examinable by us, 
then muſt we try it by witneſs from the place 
where the fact was, and ſo ſhall thoſe a great 
way hence be driven by witneſs to prove whe. 
ther we be lawful Burgefles or no 3 which will 
be very inconvenient. But matters of Record, 
ſuch as appear unto us to be recorded, theſe are 
to be examined by us, for the Record is to be 
ſeen. So that for priviledge I would grant it, if 
it were ſedente Parliamento, &- enndo, redeundo, 
or manendo, to every Member of this Houſe. But 
the Cauſe with Mr. F:tzherbert being, that after 
his Election and before his Return he is Arreſted 
and in Execution by a Capias after Judgment, 
whether this Man be to be priviledged or no. 1 
will but ſpeak what I think, and what I have 
learned, and I have good precedents for. In 
this Cauſe he is not to have priviledge. For the 
queſtion is, whether the Sheriff be to take no- 
tice of this Nomination, or not before he is re- 
turned unto him Ele&ed : AndlI think not, for 
it appeareth not unto the Sheriff before he is re- 
turned, whether he be Elected or not. $0 this 
Nomination is not a thing whereof he is tyed to 
take notice. 

In Ferris and Terures Caſe, in 38 H.8. fol. 60. 
You may ſee this Cale. Thomas Thorp 31 H.s6, 
was" choſen Speaker of the Parliament, and after 
his Election and before the Parliament, upon a 
Suit betwixt the Duke of Tork and him, Thorp 
was takenin Arreſt and put in Execution, Here- 
upon he put up his Petition to the Houle of Par- 
liament to have the priviledge. Upon the reſo- 
lution of both Houſes it was yielded he could 
not have the priviledge of the Houſe. 

This was alſo in H. 6. time, and in 2 Ed. 4. 
fol. 8. T think 3 the opinion there of Darby is re- 
ferred to this Cauſe. And becauſe Mr. Fitzher- 
bert ſtood Outlawed upon Judgment, a matter 
that is recorded, it were meet the whole cauſe 
were brought before us, that we might the bet- 
ter judge upon it. And I think this courſe beſt 
{tanding with the gravity of this Houſe, before 
that we made out any Writ, to grant a Habeas 
Corpus cam cauſa returnable in Chancery, and the 
Sheriff to appear, the whole matter being tran(- 
mitted out of the Chancery hither, we to judge 
upon the whole Record as it ſhall appear. And 
upon this Writ granted , the Sheriff bringing up 
the party, it ſhall be no eſcape 1n the Sheriff, nor 
the party ſhall not loſe his Action of Debt though 
he be delivered. 

This Courſe was well liked and the Motion 
agreed unto by the greater part of the Houſe. 
Vide Mar. 1. antea & Mar. 17. poſt, & Apr. 5. 

Thus far out of the before-mentioned Anony- 
mous Journal touching the aforeſaid Queſtion, 
how: far an Outlawed Man might be a Member 
of the Houſe. The which and the further pro- 
ceeding therein being by the Speaker interpoſing 
himſelf for this time reconciled , and upon the 
matter agreed upon, there flowed the ”"_ 
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of the great buſineſs touching the danger of the 
Realm, and ſupply ro be given to her Majeſty, 


which had been before treated of by two (ele i 


Committees of either Houſe, as may fully appear 
by theReport of that which was done at the ſaid 
Committee made this day unto the Houſe by Sir 
Robert Cecill who had been one of them. Which 
being very exaftly ſet down in the Original 
Journal-Book it (elf of the ſaid Houſe z is in- 
ſerted out of it in manner and form follow- 
ing, vis. 


Sir Robert Cecil one of the Committees appoin- 
ted by this Houſe for Conference with the Com- 
mittees of the Lords ſhewed, that he and the re- 
fidue of the Committees of this Houſe did ye- 
ſterday in the Afternoon repair unto the ſaid 
Committees of the Lords at the place appointed, 
where the Lord Treafurer of England in the 
name of the reſidue of the ſaid Committees of 
the Lords ſhewed unto the Committees of this 
Houſe the great and preſent need of proviſion 
of Treaſure to be imployed for the defence of 
the Realm againſt the Invaſion of the great and 
mighty Enemies unto this Realm and State z and 
ſhewing further , that the double Subſidy and 
Fifteenths and Tenths laſtly granted unto her 
Majeſty, g—_— but unto two hundred and 
fourſcore thouſand pounds, her Majeſty hath ne- 
vertheleſs in theſe defenſive Wars expended of 
her own Treaſure alone ten hundred and thirty 
thouſand pounds (ince the time of the granting 
of the ſaid double Subſidy and of the faid Fit- 
teenths and Tenths. And that therefore their 
Lord(hips weighing the great preſent neceſſity 
of greater and more ſpeedy ſupply of Treaſure 
to be had than two intire Subſidies and four Fif- 
teenths, do negatively affirm, That their Lord- 
ſhips will not give in any wiſe their aflents to 
paſs any A in their Houle of leſs than three in- 
tire Subſidies to be paid in the three next years 
at two payments in every of the ſame years, the 
firſt to begin ſoon after the next Eaſter, and the 
ſecond ſoon after the next Michaelmas, and fo 
yearly after Eaſter and Mickaelmas during the 
ſaid three years. And that to what proportion 
of benevolence or unto how much their Lord- 
ſhips would give their aflents in that behalf, they 
would not as then ſhew unto the ſaid Committees 
of this Houſe. Bur inſiſting for Conference again 
to be had he further urged , that this Houſe 
might be moved to yield a greater ſupply. To 
which end-he alledged, that the uſual late Subli- 
dies were very ſmall, and were alſo impoſed for 
the moſt part upon the meaner fort of her Maje- 
{ties SubjeRs 3 declaring, that he knew one Shire 
of this Realm wherein there were many men of 
good living and countenance, but none of them 
1n the ſaid laſt Subſidies afſeſied at above four- 
ſcore pound Lands per Arnnm. And that in the 
City of London alſo, where the greateſt part of 
the riches of the Realm are, there was no one 
allefſed at above two hundred pound goods a 
man, and that not yet paſt above four or five 


ſuch. Which Speech in effe& being ended, and 
in far better ſort delivered than he had repot- 
ted it, he in Concluſion referred the further 
conſideration thereof to the gravity of the 
Houſe. 

Nota, That that which follows touching the 
Concluſion of this Forenoons buſineſs, as alſo 
touching the agitation of the aforeſaid great 
matters, of the danger of the Realm, and of a 
proportionable ſupply to be given, which enſued 
in the Houſe at the Committee in the Afternoon, 
are either very imperfely ſet down or wholly 
omitted in the Original Journal-Book it ſelf, and 
are therefore ſupplied out of the ſaid Anonymous 
Journal more particularly mentioned at the be- 
ginning of this preſent Journal. 


M* Francis Bacon as ſoon as Sir Robert Cecil 
had made an end of the former report of the 
buſineſs handled at the faid Committee, of which 
himſelf alſo had been one, ſpake next, and yield- 
ed to the Subſidy, but miſliked that this Houſe 
ſhould join with the Upper Houſe in the grant- 
ing of it. For the Cuſtom and Priviledge of this 
Houſe hath always been , firſt to make offer of 
the Subſidies from hence, then to the Upper 
Houle, except it were that they preſent a Bill 
unto this Houſe, with defire of our aſſent there- 
to, and then to ſend it up again. And reaſon it 
s, that we ſhould ſtand upon our priviledge, 
ſeeing the burthen reſteth upon us as the greateſt 
number; nor 1s it reaſon the thanks ſhould be 
theirs. And in joining with them in this Motion, 
we ſhall derogate from ours; for the thanks will 
be theirs and the blame ours, they being the firſt 
movers. 

Wherefore I wiſh that in this Action we 
ſhould proceed, as heretofore we have done, 
apart by our ſelves, and not join with their 
Lordſhips. And to ſatisfie them who expe an 
Anſwer from us to Morrow , ſome Anſwer 
would be made in ſome obſequious and dutiful 
manner, 

And out of his Boſom he drew an Anſwer fra- 
med by himſelf to this effe&t : That they had con- 
lidered of their Lordſhips Motion, and thought 
upon it as was fit, and in all willingneſs would 
addreſs themſelves to do as ſo great a Cauſe de- 
ſerved. To join with them he ſaid he could 
not, but with prejudice to the priviledge of the 
ſaid Houſe. Wherefore he deſired as they were 
wont, ſo that now they might proceed here- 
in by themſelves a part from their Lordſhips, and 
that they might do it without diſcontent. To 
this purpoſe he cited a precedent in H. 8. time, 
where four of the Lords came down into the 
Houſe of Commons, and informed them what 
neceflity there was of a Subſidy : And that there- 
upon the Houſe took it to conſideration a part 
by themſelves, and at large granted it. By which 
it ſhould ſeem that he did infer, that the Lords 
might indeed give notice unto the faid Houſe of 
Commons, what need or danger there was, but 
ought not to preſcribe them what to give, as at

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the meeting of the former Committee the Lord 
Treaſurer had done. : 

Whereupon the Houſe well approving the ſaid 
Mr Bacon's Opinion , it was upon the Queſtion 
Ordered, That the former Committees of this 
Houſe in the ſame Cauſe (whoſe names ſee on 
Thurſday the firſt day of this inſtant March fore- 

oing) ſhould meet here in this Houſe at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon of this preſent day, 
for framing of an Anſwer of this Houſe to be 
made unto the ſaid Motion of the ſaid Commit- 
tees of the Lords, and to make Report to Mor- 
row in the Morning: to this Houle of ſuch their 
Anſwer ſo.to be framed ; to the end the ſame 
being agreed on and allowed by this whole 
Houſe, may preſently thereupon be ſignified un- 
to the ſaid Committee of the ſaid Lords accord- 
ingly: for that the ſaid Committees of this Houſe 
did yeſterday ſhew unto their Lordſhips, that 
their Lordſhips ſhould then receive an Anſwer of 
this Houſe unto their Lordſhips ſaid Motion. 


For eminent dangers hang over our heads, and 
are intended to us this Summer. The Spaniard 
already hath ſent ſeven thouſand Piſtolets of Gold 
into Scotland to corrupt the Nobility, and to the 
King twenty thouſand Crowns now lately were 
diſpatched out of France into Scotland for the 
Levying of three thouſand, which the Scottiſh 
Lords have promiſed 3 and the King of Spair 
will Levy thirty thouſand more, and give them 
all Pay. Her Majeſty is determined to ſend Sir 
Francis Drake to Sea to encounter them with a 
great Navy. Wherefore this our danger is to 
be prevented, and thoſe her Majeſties infinite 
Charges by us to be ſupplied. 


Sir Walter Raleigh ſpake for the Subſidy, not 
only ( as he proteſted ) to pleaſe the Queen, to 
whom he was infinitely bound above his deſerts, 
but for the neceflity he both ſaw and knew. 
He very well diſcovered the great ſtrength of 
the King of Spair, And to ſhew his Mightineſs, 


In the Afternoon of this preſent Friday afore- | he told how he poſlefied all the World. As alſo 
ſaid the Committees met in the Houle according | that his malice and ill purpoſe was evident to 


as it had been Ordered in the Forenoon by the 
ſaid Houſe, and ſpent all the time in many good | 
Diſcourſes and Diſputations for the Subſidy : But | 


this Realm, he ſhewed how onevery fide he had 
beleaguered us. 
In Denmark the King being young he had 


a great part thereof was ſpent in arguing what | corrupted the Council and Nobility fo as he was 


the matter was which was referred unto them by 
the Houſe; whether Subſidy ſhould be yielded 
and that ſignified for an Anſwer from them to the 
Lords; Or whether the Committees were only 
to conſider of an Anſwer according to M* Ba- 
cons Motion , That this Houſe would alone by 
themſelves conſider of the Subſidy without 
Joining. 

Theſe following ſpake for the Subſidy, eſpeci- 
ally inforcing the neceſlity of it. 


Sir William Moore (hewed, firſt, That her Ma- 
jeſty had more Cauſe to have the Sublidy than 
had H.8. E. 6. or Queen Mary; for H. 8. his 
Wars continued not, though they were violent 
for the time. His Wars were impulſive and not 
defenſive. He had the ſuppreſlion of all the Ab- 
bies, a matter of great riches unto him. He had 
a Benevolence and then a Subſidy paid within 
three Months. Edw. 6. had Chantries and all 
the Church Plate for relief paid him. Queen 
Mary had a relief paid her, which ſhe never re- 
paid. But her Majeſty that now is, hath been a 
continual defence of her own Realm and her 
Neighbours Kingdoms, England, Ireland, France 
and the Low Countries; yet hath ſhe repaid the 
Loans, and had not ſuch helps. | 


Sir-George Carey ſaid, I ſpeak for the Subſidy, 
(firſt anſwering one that had ſaid , we muſt re- 
-gard them and their Eſtates for whom we be 
. here) ſaying, he regarded and came for them as 
was meet 3 and they will more thank us for ta- 
king ſomewhat from them, than if we ſhould 
abandon them and leave them and all that they 
have to the ſpoil of the Enewy 3 which will be, 
if with Forces we provide not to withſtand them, 


very like to ſpeed himſelf of ſhipping from 


thence. In the Marine Towns of the Low Coun- 
tries, and in Norway he laid in great ſtore of 
ſhipping. In France he had the Parliament 
Towns at his Command. In Brittany he had all 
the beſt Havens. And in Scotland he had fo 
corrupted the Nobility , that he had promiſed 
them Forces to re-eſtabliſh Papiſtry. That they 
were ready to joyn with any Foreign Forces that 
would make them (ſtrong, to be by themſelves 
and to refilt others, For as he thought there 
were not {ix Gentlemen of that Country of one 
Religion. In his own Country there 1s all poſ- 
ſible repairing, and he is coming with ſixty Gal- 
lies beſides other Shipping with purpoſe to an- 
noy us, We muſt then have no Ships-( if he 
invade us) riding at Anchor, all will be little 
enough to withſtand him. Ar his coming he 
fully determineth to get Plymonth, or at leaſt to 
poſleſs ſome of the Havens this Summer within 
our Land. -And Plymouth is a place of moſt 
danger, for no Ordnance can be carried thither 
to remove him, the paſlages will not give leave. 
Now the way to defeat him is this, to ſend a 
Royal Army to ſupplant him in Brittany, and to 
poſſeſs our ſelves there: And to ſend a ſtrong 
Navy to Sea, and to lye with it upon the Cape 
and ſuch places as his Ships bring his Riches to, 
that they may ſet upon all that come. This we 
are able todo, and undoubtedly with fortunate 
ſucceſs if we undertake it. 

Thus far out of the aforeſaid Anonymous Jour- 
nal, That which next follows is out of the O- 
riginal Journal-Book it felt. 

On Saturday the third day of March Sir Henry 
Knivett entred into a diſcourſe touching the 


priviledge of this Houſe, of anciem time _—_ 
an 


and accuſtomed, for the conventing of any 
perſon into this Court 3 thinking for his Opint- 
on, that M* Fitzherbert is rather to be called to 
appear in this Houſe by the Serjeants Mace of 
this Houſe, than by any Writ of the Chancery. 
And fo entring into a recital of George Ferrers 
his Caſe, was put in remembrance by M* Speaker, 
that the manner for the bringing in of the ſaid 
Mr Fitzherbert had received the Order of this 
Houſe yeſterday, and was therefore now neither 
to be recalled nor further treated of by this 
Houle, til] the appearance of the faid M* F7tz- 
herbert be firſt here made in this Houſe accord- 
ing to the ſaid former Order for the ſame. 

Sir Robert Cecill, one of the Committees for 
the framing of an Anſwer of this Houſe to be 
made to the motion of the Lords concerning 
the Subſidy did meet yeſterday in the Afternoon, 
and having had much ſpeech and many Argu- 
ments, did not as then conclude or reſolve of 
any form of Anſwer at all ; for that ſundry of 
the ſame Committees then ſeemed diverſly to 
conceive of the ({ubſtance of the matter delive- 
red to them in Charge by this Houſe, ſome con- 
ceiving it to tend only to the Conſideration of 
the ſaid Note read by the ſaid M* Francis Bacon 
and no further z and ſome again, that their 
Commiſſion was to treat generally of ſuch a 
form of Anſwer unto the ſaid Motion, as the 
more part of the ſame Committees ſhould think 
fitteſt, and the ſame afterwards to be reported 
to this Houſe, and referred further to the conſi- 
deration of this Houſe, to be liked of or not 
liked of at their pleaſure. And ſhewed further, 
that he and the reſidue of the ſaid Committees, 
had met together again this Morning, and that 
the moſt part of the ſaid Committees had for 
their parts yielded to grant Conference with the 
Lords, it this Houſe ſhould fo think good, and 
had appointed him to ſignify the ſame unto this 
Houſe 1n the name of the ſaid moſt part of the 
ſaid Committees, which he ſaid he had now 
done according to their charge which they had 
' impoſed upon him. And: fo referring his ſaid 
report to the cenſure of the refidue of the 
more part of the ſaid Committees he ended his 
Speech. 

M* Wroth one other of the ſaid Committees, 
not any way excepting to any part of the ſaid 
Report made by the ſaid Si Robert Cecill fo as 
before reſolved by the more part of the ſaid 


Committees for yielding of Conference unto the 


Lords, ſhewed, that he for his own part being 
alſo one of the ſaid Committees, did not at that 
time give his aſſent, neither yet now doth, that 
any Conference ſhould be had with the Lords 
in the ſaid Caſe, for that in his opinion the ſame 
would be much prejudicial to the Ancient Liber- 
ties and Priviledges of this Houſe, and to the 
Authority of the ſame. 


Mr Beale likewiſe ſhewing himſelf to be of 
the ſame mind with M* Wroth, and _ up- 
on the preſervation and maintenance, of the 
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former uſual and ancient Liberties.and Priviledges 
of this Houſe in treating of Subſidies, Contribu- 


tions and other like benevolences amongſt them- 
ſelves, without any Conference therein at all

| had or uſed with the Lords of the Higher Houſe, 


doth give an inſtance of a former precedent in 
the like Caſe 3 and offered to ſhew forth the 
lame precedent to this Houſe, which (being 
omitted in the Original Journal-Book it ſelf, is 
here inſerted out of the aforeſaid Anonymous 
Journal more particularly mentioned at the be- 
ginning of this preſent Journal, and) was as fol- 
loweth. I» Anno nono H. 4. the two Houſes be- 
ing divided about the Subſidy , and the Higher 
Houſe deliring a greater Sublidy than was gran- 
ted by the Lower Houſe 3 hereupon twelve that 
were ſent as Committees to the Lords came 
down, and informed what was delired by the 
Upper Houſe ; namely a greater Subſidy, and to 
that end Conterence to be had with them of the 
Houſe of Commons, The Commons thought 
themſelves grieved therewith, and fo returned 
their Anſwer that they would conlider what was 
meet to be done in fo general a matter, but 
thought the Conference a Derogation to the 
priviledge of the Houſe. Hereupon the King 
Anſwered, that he could not, neither was it fit 
to violate the priviledge of his Commons, but 
in all things thought it juſt to prefer them. 
Which ſaid precedent being thus inſerted out of 
the Anonymous Journal, the reſt that followeth 
» continued out of the Original Journal-Book it 
(elf taken in the Houſe and committed to wri- 
ting by M* Fx/k Onflow at this time Clerk of 
the Houſe of Commons. For it ſhould ſeem, the 
Speaker and the greater part of the Houſe very 
well approving , and being fatisfied fully with 
the aforeſaid precedent cited by M* Beale, yet 
thoſe of her Majeſties Privy Council and the 
Courtiers alſo at this time of the Houſe were (till 
earneſt for admitting of a Conference with the 
Lords. And thereupon ; 

Sir Robert Cecill ſpake again , and did put the 
Houſe in remembrance of the great and urgent 
neceſlity for the ſpeedy prevention and avoiding 
of the great and eminent perils and dangers of 
this Realm and State, to be effeQed both by 
Conſultation and alſo by proviſion of Treaſure 5 
and thinketh good that Conference of this Houſe 
were had with the Lords as a matter very behoot- 
ful : Eſpecially for that their Lordſhips ſome of 
them being of her Majeſties Privy-Council do 
kuow both the purpoſes and ſtrength of the Ene- 
mies on the one ſide, and alſo her Majeſties = 
ſent ſtore of Treaſure more or lefs, on the other 
fide; much better than thoſe of this Houſe do, 
Reſolveth for his own Opinion (till to give his 
conſent that Conference be had therem with the 
Lords, by the Committees of this Houſe; ac: 
cording to their Lordſhips ſaid former Motion 
and requeſt for the ſame. | : 


Sir William Brunker ſtood up, and reciting the 
faid great preſent neceſlity of confultation and 
proviſion, 
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proviſion, and that it cannot be otherwiſe, but 
that the proportion of convenient ſupply of Trea- 
ſure anſwerable to the greatneſs of the dangers 
which are imminent, muſt needs require a grea- 
ter Maſs of Treaſure to be had, than hath been 
as yet treated of in any reſolution by this Houſe. 
And then the Queſtion being urged and by the 
Order of the Houſe propounded, whether Con- 
ference ſhould be had with the Lords, upon the 
Motion of the Committees of the Lords to the 
Committees of this Houſe in this Caſe or no, it 
was upon the doubtfulneſs of the Voices, twice 
iven upon the Queſtion thereof twice propoun- 
ded, reſolved upon the diviſion of the Houle ; 
That no ſuch Conference ſhould be had with the 
ſaid Committees of the Lords , by the ſaid Com- 
mittees of this Houſe 3 for the number of them 
which were for the ſaih Conference, and ſaid I, 
went out of the ſaid Houſe, and were found to 
be in number but a hundred twenty eight,where- 
as thoſe that were againſt the ſaid Conference 
and ſaid No, fate ſtill in the Houſe being in num- 
ber two hundred and ſeventeen. So that the 
matter was over-ruled by eighty nine Voices 
with which the Order and Judgment of the 
whole Houſe went thereupon accordingly. 

Mr Serjeant Fleetwood and M* Doctor Ford 
dobring from the Lords a Bill Intituled an At for 
the better aſlurance and confirmation of the 
Jointure of the Lady Margaret Countels of Cum- 
berland. 

After the delivery of this Bill thus ſent from 
the Lords the Houſe proceeded in the further 
agitation of the foregoing great buſineſs which 
by the bringing down of the laſt mentioned Bill 
from their Lordſhips had been a while 1nterrup- 
ted. For it having been already over-ruled by 
the Houſe, that there ſhould be no Conference 


admitted with the Lords touching the matter of 


the Sublidy , which their Lordſhips had delired, 
it was therefore Ordered upon a Motion made in 
the Houſe, that ſome Anſwer might preſently be 
ſent from thence to their Lordſhips to fſatisfie 
them touching their ſaid Motion for Conference; 
for that in reſpe& the ſaid Conference had been 
already denied and had been voted to be preju- 
dicial to the Liberties of the Houſe by the Judg- 


ment of the ſame , that a convenient number of 


this Houſe ſhould be appointed preſently in the 
name of this whole Houſe to give unto their 
Lord(hips moſt humble and dutitul thanks with 
all due reverence for their ſaid Lordſhips good, 
favourable and courteous offer of Conference 
with this Houſe 1n the ſaid Cauſe; and to ſignify 
unto their Lordſhips , that this Houſe cannot in 
thoſe Caſes of Benevolence or Contribution join 
in Conference with their Lordſ(hips without pre- 
judice to the Liberties and Priviledges of this 
Houſe, and of the infringing of the ſame: and 
therefore do in moſt humble wiſe requeſt and de- 
fire their good Lordſhips to hold the Members 


of this Houſe excuſed in their not aſlenting unto 


their Lordſhips ſaid Motion for Cogterence 3 for 


that ſo to have afſented without a Bill, had been | 


contrary to the Liberties and Priviledges of this 
Houſe, and contrary alſo to the former prece. 
dents of the ſame Houſe in like Cafe had. Which 


done, all the former Committees of this Houſe 


were preſently appointed to declare the ſaid An. 
ſwer of this Houſe unto their Lordſhips, and Mr 
Chancellor of the Exchequer appointed to de. 
clare the ſame. And for this purpole were ho- 
minated and chofen 

All the Privy-Council now in this Houſe being 
four, Sir Henry Unton, M* Wroth, M* Beale, Sir 
William Brunker , Sir Walter Raleigh , Sir Charles 
Cavendiſh, Sir Edward Hobby , Sir Thomas Cecill, 
Sir George Carey, Sir Robert Sidney, Sir Thomas 
Weſt, M* Anthony Cooke, M* Tasborough, Sir Wil. 
liam Moore, M* George Moore, M* Serjeant Tel. 
verton, Sir Francis Drake, Sir Francis Haſtings, 
Sir William Knowles, Sir Fulk Griffin , Me Wit. 
liam Haward , Sir Charles Blunt , Sir Jos Har. 
rington, M* Herbert Maſter of Requeſts, M* Ay. 
thur George, Sir Thomas Conicby, M* Dyer , Mr 
Dod@or Awbery, M* Edward Barker , M* Robert 
Sackvile, Sir Henry Poole , Sir Edward Stafford, 
Sir Thomas Read, Sir Henry Cock, M* fo. we 
Sir John Points and Sir Edward Carey, who forth- 
with went up to the Lords of the Upper Houſe 
with the Meſlage of the ſaid Anſwer accordingly, 
And ſhortly after returning again from thence to 
this Houſe the ſaid M* Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer made report of their delivery of the faid 
Anſwer to the-Lords; and ſhewed, that their 
Lordſhips well hoped to have had Conference 
with this Houſe, according to their former re- 
queſt. And ſo wiſhed this Houle to have due 
care and great conſideration touching the ſpeedy 

roviltion of a convenient ſupply of treaſure to 
had according to the preſent great neceſlity 
of the ſaid Cauſe. And ſhewed, that their Lord- 
ſhips defired to ſee thoſe precedents of this 
Houſe, by which this Houſe ſeemeth to refuſe the 
ſaid Conference. And fo gave end to his Speech 
for that time. - 

One being no Member of this Houſe, and yet 
found to have fitten in this Houſe, during the 
greater patt of this Forenoon, was brought to 
the Bar, and being there examined by M* Spea- 
ker of his name and place of abode ; anſwered 
his name to be John _ , and that he was Ser- 
vant to the Earl of Northumberland ; and plead- 
iog ſimplicity and ignorance for his excuſe , and 
alledging that he had ſome buſineſs to do with 
M* DoCtor Herbert Maſter of the Requeſts from 
the ſaid Earl his Maſter, and that therefore he 
entred into the ſaid Houſe , not thinking an 
harm nor knowing the danger thereof. And fo 
humbly praying pardon, was in the end commit- 
ted to the Cuſtody of the Serjeant of this Houſe, 
till this Houſe ſhall upon further Examination of 
the matter take other Order. 

The Bill for Naturalizing of William Sidney 
and Peregrine Wingfield was twice read, and upon 
the Queſtion was Ordered to be ingroſled. 

Four Bills alſo had each of them one reading 3 


of which the ſecond being the Bill touching 
George 
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George Oenel! Eſquire had its firſt reading.- The 
ſubſtance whereof 1s taken out of the aforeſaid 
Anonymous Journal ( more particularly menti- 
oned at the beginning of this preſent Journal ) 
in manner and form following, viz. 

One Truſſel! having fold the Mannor of Bir- 
ſley to Ognell for good conſideration, and after- 
wards of purpoſe to defeat this Purchaſe, cauſed 
himſelf to be Indifted of Felony done in Kent 
before the Seal to Ogzell, and was thereof At- 
tainted, and with relation of the Felony defea- 
ted Ognells purchaſe 3 It was Enacted, that this 
Attainder ſhould be void only as in reſpe& 
of this Purchaſe, and to that end to be as if 
Truſſell had never been Attainted,nor no Lords to 
have any Eſcheats or other by reaſon of this At- 
tainder. Her Majeſty underſtanding this, was 
pleaſed to remit her Intereſt. 

M* Speaker perceiving ſome men to whiſper 
together, ſaid, that it was not the manner of 
the Houſe, that any ſhould whiſper or talk ſe- 
cretly, for here oaly publick Speeches are to be 
uled. l|. 

Nota, that theſe two particulars are only ſup- 
plied out of the aforeſaid Anonymous Journal, 
and that which followeth and alſo that which 
went before,is inſerted out of the Original Jour- 
nal-Book it ſelf. 

Sir Edward Dymock moved, that a Commit- 
tee of this Houſe may be appointed for a ſpeedy 
Conference to be had touching the preſent ne- 
ceſſary proviſion and Supply of Treaſure to be 
had for the defence of this Realm, and State. 
And thereupon the former Committees for the 
Subſidy ( whoſe names ſee before on Morday 
the 26% day of February laſt paſt ) were or- 
dered to meet upon Monday next at two of the 
Clock 1n the Afternoon 1n this Houſe, to con- 
fer in this Caſe. 

On Monday the 5 day of March, Two Bills 
of no great moment had each of them one read- 
ing3 of which the ſecond being the Bill againſt 
the ſtealing of Oxen, Kine, Sheep and Lambs, 
was upon the ſecond reading committed unto 
M*- Wroth, M* Sands, M* Recorder of London 
and others; and the Bill was delivered to M- 
Wroth, who with the reſt was appointed to 
meet in this Houſe to Morrow at two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon. 

The Bill concerning falted Fiſh and falted 
Herrings was read the ſecond time, and there- 
upon committed unto Sir Francis Drake, Sir 
Thomas Sherley, the Burgeiles of Tarmonth, Ply- 
mouth, Hull and Saltaſh, the Burgeſles of all the 
Port Towns, Mr. Robert Wroth, Sir Henry Kni- 
vet and othersz and the Bill was delivered to 
Mr. Wroth, who with the reſt was appointed to 
meet upon Wedneſday next at two of the Clock 
- the Afternoon in the Exchequer Cham- 

r. 

Nota, That after the Commitment of theſe 
Bills enſued divers Speeches touching that great 
buſineſs of Conference,with the Lords which had 
been very largely debated on Saturday laſt in the

Houſe. All which faid Speeches being either 
very ſhortly and imperfettly ſet down in the 
Original Journal-Book of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, or wholly omitted, and for which three 
intire pages and more are there left Blank to 
have inſerted them ( in which are ſet down the 
names only of ſome of thoſe that ſpake them ) 
therefore they are ſupplied out of the aforeſaid 
Anonymous Journal very elaborately taken by 
ſome Member of the ſaid Houſe during this 
Parliament, and do here next enſue in manner 
and form following. 

Mr. Beale deſired to ſatisfy the Houſe, by rea- 
ſon it was conceived by the Lords the other 
day, that upon his Motion, and by his prece- 
dent ſhewed, the Houſe was led to deny a Con- 
ference with the Lords,he acknowledged he had 
miſtaken the queſtion propounded. For there 
being but a Conference defired by the Lords, 
and no confirming of any thing they had done, 
he thought we might, and it was fit we ſhould 
confer. And to this end only he ſhewed the 
Precedent, That in the 9g year of -H. 4. the 
Commons having granted a Sublidy, which the 
Lords thought too little, and they agreed to a 
greater and would have the Commons toconfirm 
that which they had done; this the Commons 
thought they could not do without prejudice to 
this Houſe. Wherefore he acknowledged himſelf 
miſtaken in the Queſtion, and defired if any 
were led by him, to be fatisfyed, for that he 
would have been of another opinion if he had 
conceived the matter-as it was meant. 

Sir Thomas Heneage propounded the Queſtion 
anew, and thought that with the priviledge of 
the Houſe, and by precedents to be ſhewed, 
there had been Conference with the Lords uſed 
upon the like Motion. 

Sir John Wolley thought that the former denyal 
grew upon miſtaking of the Queſtion, and upon 
better conſideration would have the matter re- 
verſed, and now to alfent to that which was de- 
nyed before. 

Sir Henry Knivett moved, that for the free- 
dom of the Houſe it might be concluded amongſt 
them a matter anſwerable at the Bar, for any 
man to report any thing of any Speech uſed, of 
matters done in this Houſe. 


Sir Henry Upton ſpake in defence of the for- 
mer proceedings of the Houſe, and ſhewed how 
it had proceeded; firſt agreeing to a double Sub- 
fidy and four Fifteenths, this being offered, and 
the Lords thinking it ſeemed little, and conlide- 
ring the preſent neceflity, the lack of payment of 
Subſidies, and the true rating of Subſidies, over 
that they were wont to be, they delired a 
Conference with the Lower Houle, giving rea» 
ſons of great Importance for a greater aid 3 and 
they gave us a taſte of what was needfu], as three 
Subſidies at the leaſt 3 and upon thoſe great 
Cauſes deſired a Conference the next day. This 
being delivered unto the Houſe by one of the 


Committees ſent to the Lords, the Houle _ 
ONs 


i. 
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Conſideration thought it not to ſtand with their | 


Priviledge to confer with their Lord(hips in mat- 
ter of Subſidies, becauſe it was the liberty of 
the Houſe to make Offer themſelves to her Ma- 
zcſty. And in regard it ſtood not with the Pri- 
viledge of this Houſe to confer with the Lords, 
hereupon they adviſe upon an Anſwer to be 
made unto the Lords, wherein they ſhould give 
them thanks that they had vouchſated to con- 
fer with them of this Houſe 3 but ſhewed, . that 
with the Priviledge of the Houſe they could 


not have Conference with them in matter of 


Subſidy, ; 
\ Further he thought the Houſe much injured, 


that they ſhould be reported to be againſt the 
Subſidy ; and the Parties injured who ſpeak- 
ing the laſt day againſt the Subſi.ly, their names 
were given up , and were noted for it to the 
Queen. 

And now my Motion is. that we muſt confer 
with the Lords upon the Subſidy, but not in any 
ſort to be conformed therein unto them. And 
for that occaſion. paſt, he defired that M* Speaker 
might be ſent and report the truth of the whole 
matter and manner of our proceedings. 


Sir Robert Cecill ſpake next and ſaid, I deſire 
now | may be ſomewhat long, becauſe I muſt in- 
clude an Anſwer to three Spe-ches. Thole two 


Honourable Perſons that fit above, the one of 


them declared the true ſtate of the Queſtion, the 
other what was fit we ſhould do. But my Anfwer 
ſhall tend only to thoſe Tales that followed. The 
firſt was a kind of ſatisfaction for a former miſta- 
king 3 but in the ſame ſatisfattion a new miſta- 
king wasalſo; which was by way of informarion, 
caſting it into the Houſe, that the Queen ſhould 
ſeem to demand three Sublidies. Now the Queen 
never demanded three, nor one. So there 1s a 
new miſtaking added to the former fatisfa- 
Ction. 

The ſecond Mans Motion thus far I allow, 
That the Counſel of this Houſe be ſecretly kept, 
and that nothing be reported i malam partem : 
But if his meaning be , that we may not im- 
part any thing that is done here- unto the 
Queen , but that all things mult be ſecret from 
her, I am altogether againſt it, This only I 
ſhould defire, what ought to be obſerved, T hat 
nothing ought to be reported unto her 7 ma- 
lame partem, 

The third Mans Motion conſiſted of three 
points. The firſt was News, the ſecond was Hi- 
ſtory, and the third and. laſt a Motion. His 
News was, that Mens names were given up to 
the Queen, This was News. For I heard it not 
before. The Hiſtory was a large Report of the 
Progreſs of this matter. His Motion was, thar 
we ſhould confer with the Lords about a Subſidy 
with them , but not conclude a Subſidy with 
them. His matter ſeems contrary to his meaning, 
or elſe is more than ever was meant ; for it was 


never deſired of us by the Lords, that we ſhould 
confer with them abour a Subſidy.

Sir Walter Raleigh ſpake next and moved, that 
ſceing the diviſion of the Houſe the laſt day grey 
as he conceived upon the miſtaking of the que. 
(tion, and that ſince fome had reported unto 
him , that had the queſtion been propounded 
whether they ſhould only yield to a Conference 
in general with the Lords, they would not haye 
been agaiaſt it 5 and therefore he defired Mr 
Speaker to put it to the Queſtion, whether they 
(ſhould confer with the Lords generally or not, 
without naming a Sublidy. This Motion being 
well liked, Sir Walter Raleigh was dcfired by the 
Houle to repeat it again, that ſo it might be the 
better heard of them all.

If we confer gene- 
rally, it muſt be of our dangers, and of the re- 
medies, which muſt be by means 3 if of means, 
it muſt be of Money and Aid. So our Confe- 
rence muſt needs be of Subſidy, or rather Aid 5 
but to agree upon this with any reſolution et- 
ther in the matter or ſubſtance, it is not our 
meaning. 

Sir Nobert Cecil anſwered Mr S* Johr, that 
he miſtaking M* Vice-Chamberlain. did wrong 
Lim in ſaying he delivered the Meſlage inſuff- 
ciently or untruly, and ſo would have the pri- 
viledge of the Houſe 3 and that it ſhould be de- 
livered by the Committees whether M* Vice- 
Chamberlain did report truly ; and 'if truly, 
then M* S* Jobz to anſwer it : and ſo ſaid Sir 
John Woolley. bn 

The Houſe having cleared Sir Thomas Heneage 
Vice-Chamberlain , he ſaid he would have no 

' Other ſatisfaction than to be cleared by the Houſe. 
And proteſted, he thought no 1] of the Gen- 
tleman , but allowed him for ſpeaking as he 
thought. 

, Sir Henry Umpton agreed to the Conference, 
and was glad the laſt days No and this were fo 
well concluded; and moved, that we might not 
be depzived of thanks, to agree unto a treble 
Subſidy before we went to conter. 


M* Frowick Grevill ſaid : There are two ſcru- 
ples in the Houſe, which I would gladly fatisfy ; 
the one the priviledge of the Houſe, the other 
the poverty of the people. For Precedents they 
are but Examples of things paſt. Now every 
Example ought to be ſtronger than the thing we 
fear : for if the thing be otherwiſe and our ne- 
cellity greater, the former doings are no Rules 
to us. And fo Precedents as they are not to be 
rejeted, ſo they ought not to be Eternal. For 
the poverty of our Country, we have no reaſon 

'to think it poor, our ſumptuouſeſs in Apparel, 
10 Plate and in all things, argueth our riches. 
And our dearth of every thing amongſt us, ſhew- 
eth plentyof Money, But it is laid, our Countries 
are poor, and we muſt reſpect them that ſent us 
hither. Why, ſo we muſt alſo remember who ſent 
for us hither. This Cauſe is hard ; for there is ne- 
cellity againſt neceſſity, danger againſt danger, 
and inward diſcontent againſt outward Forces. 
The poor are grieved by being overcharged; this 
muſt be helped by increaſing our own Burthen ; 

. for otherwiſe the weak feet will complain of too 
heavy a body ; that is to be feared. If the feet 

knew their ſtrength as we know their oppreſſion, 
they would not bear as they do. But to anſwer 


them, it ſufficeth that the time requireth it. And 
in a Prince power will command. To ſatisfy 
them, they cannot think we overcharge them, 


when we charge our (clves with them and above 
them: Bat if nothing will ſatisfy them, our do- 
ings are ſufficient to bind them. If the multi- 
tudes of Parliaments be remembred heretofore, 
many Subſidies now in one Parliament cannot 
ſeem burthenſome. The more Laws we make, 
the leſs liberty we have to our felves. And 
now one word for my ſelf, if my Speech hath 
offended, excuſe me, I will not often trouble you 
hereafter. 


M* Speaker ſaid, I do not deſire to be thought 
arrogant, for the thing which I will ſpeak ſhall 
be out of duty belonging to my place. Becauſe 
I ſee many Speeches grow upon miſtaking, and 
one Speech miſtaken to cauſe another miſtaking, 
&* fic undam gignere undam, and fo a great deal of 
time loſt in words; hereafter I will be bold, if 
any man miſtake in the point of a Bill, to tell 
him of it before his Speech proceed ; for this 
Queſtion of conferring with the Lords has taken 
up ſo much time only by miſtaking 3 for 'tis 
| w— by the Houſe to have a General Con- 

Erence. 

They that ſhould confer had need be awtho- 
rized and inſtrufted what to confer upon ; for 
he that hath but delegatave Poteſtatem , will 
think nothing Prowiſſam that is not Commiſſum ; 
and 'tis certain 20 tile eſt, ubi nulla eſt curatio 
morbi, Therefore underſtand what is needful 
to confer upon. 

The queſtion upon the Return of the Bur- 
gels of Southwark and for mending aReturn in an 
Indenture, were referred untogM* Speaker to in- 
form the Lord Keeper thereof. 

No Returncan be amended in this Houſe. For 
the Writ and Return are in Chancery and muſt 
be amended there. And in the Chancery thisis the 
Rule, if the Sirname or the proper name of a 
party be miſtakenin the Return,the Lord Keeper 
will not amend it; for ſuch tender confideration 
is had of the free Eledion by the Corporations, 
as no Information ſhall be credited againſt the 
Return, but the Lord Keeper will fuſt make out 
a Writ reciting the miſtaking in the former Re- 
turn, and then they by the ſame Writ ſhall have 
Authority to make a new EleGion. Thus far 
out of the aforeſaid Anonymous Journal.

- Mr Serjeant Sragg and M' Serjeant Fleetwood 
do bring the Lords two Bills z the one Intituled 
an Ad againſt Counterfeiting of Councellors or 
principal Officers hands 3 and the other Intituled 
an Acttoconfirm the ſale of the Lands of M* Ra- 
ven Gentleman , made unto Liſle Cave , Thomas 
Andrewes and Edward Haſierigeg Elquires , to- 
wards the payment of a Debt due unto her Ma- 
jelty. 

Me Vice-Chamberlain ſhewed, that he and the 
reſt of the Committees for Conference with the 
Lords did attend their Lordſhips yeſterday in 
the Afternoon at the time and place appointed 
according to the Commiſſion of this Houle, and 
having there received from their Lordſhips fur- 
ther Advertizement of the imminent great dan- 
gers of this Realm and State more than their 
Lordſhips had imparted unto them 1n the Jaſt 
former Conference of this Houſe with their ſaid 
Lordſhips before, they did thereupon move their 
Lordſhips for their good favour in giving time 
to this Houſe to conſult upon the ſaid dangers 
and the remedies for the ſame until to Morrow 
in the Afternoon. Their Lordſhips thereupon 
were ſo pleaſed to do 3 albeit they rather defi- 
red the ſame might have been done ſooner. And 
ſo reciting at large the particularities of the ſaid 
Advertizement; and whereof ſome happened 
fince the laſt former Conference , Moved this 
Houſe to grow to ſome reſolution of. matter to 
be prepared ready to be offered unto their Lord- 
{hips to Morrow in the Afternoon, according un- 
to the promiſe of himſelf and the refidue of the 
ſaid Committees of this Houſe unto their Lord- 
ſhips yeſterday. It was in the end after ſundr 
Specches of divers grave Members of this Houſe, 
tending to divers forms of proviſion of Treaſure, 


fome by way of treble Subſidies and like pros 
portionable Fifteenths and Tenths, and ſome by 
other forts of benevolences, reſolved upon the 
queſtion , that the former Committees of this 
Houle for conſultation to be had for neceſſary 
ſupply of Treaſures to be had for the repellio 
of the faid dangers , ſhould meet in this Houſe 
in the Afternoon of this preſent day to confer 
and conſult generally touching the faid great 
dangers, as alſo touching the remedies, that the 
ſame being digeſted may be reported over unto 
this Houſe into ſuch form as to the ſame ſhall be 
thought good 3 to the end that afterwards it 
may 1n the Afternoon be imparted unto the 
Lords accordingly.

Sir Thoxras Cecill ſpeaking next after Sir Tho- 
mas Fleneage had ended his former Speech, aid, 
that three Subſidies might be ſet down to be paid 
in four years, and to be charged upon men of 


ten pound and upwards to ſpare them that were 
under, | 


Sir Henry Knivet affirmed the poverty of our 
Country againſt the reaſons uſed. The principal 
reaſon of our poverty he ſaid was becauſe we 
brought in more Foreign Wares than we vented 
Commodities, and ſo by this means our money 
was carried out of our Country. Alledging it 
to belike a Pond fed with a Spring, but having 
a breach through which more paſleth than com- 
eth in, ſo &*c. 

He made theſe two Motions; Firſt, that the 
Queen ſhould be helped by a ſurvey taken of all 
mens Lands and Goods in England, and fo much 
to be yearly levyed as to ſerve the Queen to 
maintain Wars, the proportion being ſet a hun- 
dred thouſand pound yearly 5 And ſecondly, if 
this were miſliked , every man upon his word 
and power todeliver what were the profits of his 
Lands and worth of his goods, and fo a propor- 
tion to be had accordingly. 


Sir Francis Haſtings ſaid, The preparations of 
the Enemies Forces are both ready and great,and 
intus they conſpire 3 therefore a great Aid muſt 
be yielded : AndI could wiſh three Subſidies to 
belevyedin this matter 3 in the firſt of them thoſe 
to be charged of five pound Landsand five Marks 
Goods ; in the ſecond thoſe of twelve pound 
Lands and eight pound Goods, and in the third 
all to be charged as theſe have been. 
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Sir Walter Raleigh Anſwered them that ſpake 
of the Poverty of the Land, which they argued 
by-the multitude of Beggars, he gave theſe rea- 
ſons : That the broken Companies in Normandy 
and the Low Countries who returned maimed hi- 
ther, never went back again to the Towns from 
whence they came. For a multitude of Clothiers 
take their Looms into their own hands, eg 
their Wooll themſelves, and except we woul 
work unto them better cheap than they can make 
themſelves, they will ſet none on work. This 
grofling of ſo many Trades into their own hands, 
beggereth ſo many as uſually lived by the Trade. 
He thought it inconvenient to have ſo many 
mens livings ſurveyed: For many are now eſteem- 
ed richer than they are, and if their Land and 
Wealth were ſurveyed , they would be found 
Beggars, and ſo their credit which 15 now their 
Wealth, would be found nothing worth. 

He reported of his own knowledge , that the 
Weſt Country fince the Parliament begun , had 
taken from them the worth of four hundred and 


forty thouſand pound. They of Newcaſtle lie ſtil] 


for fear , becauſe Burdeaux Fleet was taken this 
year by the Enemy. For the Enemy approach- 
1ng us, and being our Neighbour as he is gotten 


-to be, our Trades will decay every day, and ſo 


our poverty encreaſeth every day more and 
more. And this is moſt certain , the Jonger we 
defer Aid, the leſs able ſhall we be to yield Aid ; 
And in the end the greater Aid will be required 
of us. And ſo ſparing them now we ſhall charge 
them when they ſhall be leſs able to bear it. For 
this is moſt true, one hundred thouſand pound 
would have done the laſt year that which three 
will not now do; and three will do this year 
that which ſix will not do hereafter, So in con- 
cluſion he agreed to threeSubſidiesz in them the 
three pound men to be ſpared , and the ſumm 
which came from them to be levied upon thoſe 
of ten pound and upwards, and the payment to 
be ſpeedy. 

Sir Herry Umpton agreed that there ſhould be 
three Subſidies granted, according to the old pay- 
ment 3 only that a care ſhould be had of aſlefling 
It on them that were beſt able. And his conclu- 
ſion was, that it might be ſoon agreed upon, for 
ſo it would be more acceptable , becauſe Tarde 
velle nolle inſtar eſs. 

Sir Edward Stafford thought Subſidies were 
not ſo fit a remedy for the dangers we were in, 
but adviſed rather, there being ten thouſand Pa- 
riſhes in Exglard , that it ſhould be impoſed on 
every Pariſh to find ſo many men for the Wars ; 
and the richer Pariſhes to help the poorer. And 
the allowance for every man yearly to be twelve 
pound. After this he moved to have the Parlia- 
ment Prorogued. 

Sir Francis Drake deſcribed the King of Spains 
ſtrength and cruelty where he came, and wiſhed 
a frank Aid to be yielded to withſtand him 3 and 
he agreed to three Subſidies. 

Serjeant Harris moved for three Subſidies, but 
the ancient cuſtom of payment to be retained 5

beſides, no three pound men to be excuſed, for 
then every man will labour by his Friend to be 
ſet three pound. And that it was not needful to 
find men for the Field. For by the Tenures, of 
which there are three in England, this is proyi- 
ded for. The firſt Chivalry, that is to do ſervice 
in the Field ; the ſecond Socage , that is to find 
us vidzum & weſtitum by the Plough 3; the laſt 
Frankal moign, who are to pray for us to God, 
Now every one by whom fealty 1s to be done by 
his Tenure , he is to be forty dayes in the Field 
with, his Lord. 

Sir Robert Cecill ſaid, I am glad to fee the wil. 
lingneſs of the Houſe and readineſs to yield Aid; 
and having a feeling of the neceflity requirin 
it, my dehire is, that the Sentence which had had 
ſo many Parentheſes, might now be brought to 
a Period, and the Bears Whelp that hath ſo ma- 
ny times been licked over , might now be made 
ſomewhat. For that is always the moſt Honour. 
able Concluſion , which having received many 
Contradictions, 1s in the end concluded. So he 
deſired this matter of Subſidying might be com- 
mitted to ſome ſpecial Committees in the After- 
noon. 

Sir John Forteſcue thought it liberal to grant 
three Subſidies, but did aflure of his proper 
knowledge, that three Subſidies would not de- 
fray her Majeſties Charges , though all other 
Cuſtoms and Revenues were added unto them; 
And motioned what ſhould be delivered by the 
Houſe , and what ſhould be delivered to the 
Lords by the Committees. 

Sir Thomas Heneage her Majeſties Vice-Cham- 
berlain affirmed, he never ſaw the Houſe ſo wil- 
ling to yield to needful Aids. And that he was 
one who had now ſerved her Majeſty a long 
time, and knew ſomething her diſpoſition. Where- 
fore he adviſed that the wonted courſe ſhould 
be followed. For he heard her Majeſty ſpeak of 
it, that ſhe loved not ſuch fineneſs of device and 
novel inventions , but liked rather to have the 
antient uſages offered. It is beſt ſo to have it 
paid as it hath been heretofore. Only a greater 
diſcretion -to be uſed in the charging of 1t. To 
charge the poor men more deeply he thought it 
not fit 3 yet they to be grateful to her Majeſty 
he thought it would be accepted. And that the 
beſt able men ſhould offer ſomewhat to her Ma- 
Xlſty of their ability. And for the Order of our 
Proceedings, he thought it fit that we firſt agree 
to three Subſidies, and fix Fifteenths : this to be 
conſidered upon by Committees this Afternoon, 
and to Morrow to be propounded to the Houſe. 
And then if it were allowed, we might at our 
going to the Lords tell them what we have 
agreed upon. 

Hereupon a murmur was in the Houſe whe- 
ther we ſhould have a Committee for three Sub- 
lidies, or a general Committee to confer of all 
matters of remedies. 

The queſtion being propounded it was An- 
(wered, that it ſhould be by a general Com- 
nuttee. 


In 
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In the Afternoon at the General Committee 
the Committees met, and it was debated how 
the Subſidy could be levied in ſhorter time than 
heretofore, The poverty of the people and 
hard ColleRtions of other Subſidies, and the 
double charge which this would be unto them, 
with many other reaſons were alledged againſt 
the Parliaments ſo ſpeedy ColleGtion. On the 
other (ide it was vehemently preſſed, that the 
neceſlity of the time was. ſuch, as it could not 
carry the accuſtomed time for payment, her Ma- 
jeſties Purſe and Coffers being empty, the danger 
would be over before the uſual payment would 
come 10. Wherefore if the help were not time- 
ly, it would be no ſervice. There was much 
diviſion about this. Some of the Committees 
would have this propounded, whether the three 
Subſidies ſhould be paid in four years or three; 
others diflented from it. 

Mr Heale amongſt the Committees argued the 
wealth of the Country to be greater than ever 
it was,affirming that of his own knowledge from 
the Monnt to London the Country was richer 
many thouſand | than heretofore, He alſo 
urged the neceflity, which being ſo great, and 
her Majeſty having expended as was faid ſince 
Eighty eight above ten hundred and thirty four 
thouſand pounds and that only in Normandy,Brit- 
tany and 1n the Low Conrtries, and upon her Na- 
vy and Artillery ; beſides all her Penſions to Fo- 
reign Princes, her Officers Fees, the charges of her 
Garriſon of Barwick, ſtanding her yearly in ſe- 
venteen thouſand pounds ; and all this is beſides 
the Expences in her Houſe. Theſe things being 
con(1dered,he thought more than Subſidies would 
be yielded 3 and if Subfdies only, the richer 
Men muſt be the more deeply charged, and the 
Commiſion ſo penned, as the Commiſſioners may 
have Authority to force men. 

M* Francis Bacon aflented to three Subſidies, 
but not to the payments under (ix years, And 
to this propounded three queſtions, which he 
defired might be anſwered. The firſt, Izzpoſſzb;- 
lity or difficulty 3 the ſecond Danger or diſcon- 
tentment 3 and thirdly, a better manner of ſupply 
than Subſidy. 

For Impoſſability; the poor mens Rent is ſuch, 
as they are not able to yield it, nor to pay ſo 
much for the preſent. The Gentlemen muſt ſell 
their Plate, and Farmers their Braſs Pots, ere 
this will be paid. And for us we are here to 
ſearch the wounds of the Realm and not to kin 
them over; therefore not to perſwade our ſelves 
of their wealth more than it 1s. 

The dangers are theſe. We ſhall firſt breed 
diſcontentment in paying theſe Subſidies, and in 
the Cauſe endanger her Majeſty's ſafety, which 
muſt conſiſt more1n the love of the ethan in 
their wealth; and therefore not to give them 
diſcontentment in paying theſe Subſidies: thus 
we run into a double peri]. In putting two pay- 
ments into one, we make a double Subſidy. For 
it maketh four ſhillings in the pound a double 
payment, The ſecond is this, that this being 


granted in this ſort, other Princes hereafter will 
look for the like; So we ſhall put an evil prece- 
dent upon our ſelves, and our Poſterity. And 
in Hiſtories it is to be obſerved, that of all Nati- 
ons the Engliſh are not to be ſubjeR, baſe or 
Taxable. 
The manner of ſupply may be by Levy or Ini- 
yrm_ when need ſhall moſt require 3 ſo when 
er Majeſties Coffers are empty, they may be 
filled by this means. 


Sir Thomas Heneage her Maje(ties Vice-Cham- 
berlain ſaid, my Opinion ſhall not prejudice any 
mans Judgment, but this my an{wer to the Gen- 
tlemans two reaſons that ſpake laſt, which were 
difficulty and diſcontentment. For the firſt, it is 
ſtrange to count that impoſſible which hath been 
proved, or that difficulty, which hath been uſed. 
For diſcontentment, a people ſound in Religion 
and faithful to the Queen and State, were never 
found to love their Prince fo little, as to be di(- 
contented, &-c. The neceſlity of the time 1s to 
be conſidered, and ſhall be informed unto them, 
which is ſuch as has not been at any time theſe 
lixty years, nor at any time the like was ever 
heard of ; Yea ſuch dangers, as are not to be read 
that ever the like was intended to any State. 
Therefore for thisextraordinary time ſome accus 
ſtomed help muſt be had 3 and from theſe Subſidies 
do but take away the benefit of time, and then 
the payments will yield no help to our neceſlity 3 
for in two years the dangers will be over. So he 
defired that in this Cate Examples might not 
lead us, but that the preſent dangers ſhould 
move us. | 

Sir Thomas Cecill moved allo, that the Cinque- 
Ports might be alſo brought into the Taxes of 
the Subſidies at this time; for that it hath 
been the uſe of men having any Lands in the 
Cinque-Ports, to take ſanctuary there before 
the Seſling of the Subſidy, by removing them- 
ſelves, and keeping their Houles there. 


Sir Walter Raleigh ſaid, I can ſee noreaſon that 
the ſuſpicion of diſcontentment ſhould croſs the 
proviſion for the preſent danger. Thetime is now 
more dangerous than it was in Eighty eight; tur 
then the Spaniard which came from Spaty wis 
to pals dangerous Seas, and had no place of re- 
treat or relief if he failed : But now he hath in 
Brittany great ſtore of Shipping, a Landing place 
in Scotland, and Men and Horſes there as good 
as we have any. But for the difficulty in getting 
this Subſidy, 1 think it ſeems more difficult by 
ſpeaking than it would be in gathering. 

Now ſtood up two or three to have ſpoken, 
ſtriving who might ſpeak firſt. Then the Speaker 
propounds it as an Order in the Floule in ſuch a 
Caſe, for him to ask the parties that would 
ſpeak, On which fide they would ſpeak, whe- 
ther with him that ſpake next before, or againſt 
him; and the party that ſpeaketh againſt the 
laſt ſpeaker is to be heard firſt, And fo it was 
ruled. Where it may ſeem, that the "_— 
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did give admoniſhment ſitting in the Houle as a 
Member thereof, and not fitting in his Chair as 
Speaker, which he never doth at any Committee 
although it be of the whole Houle. 

After which ſome able Member of the Houle, 
whoſe name is not ſet down, ſpake next and aid, 
I could very well agree to the Sublidies, if they 
were not prejudicial to the Subject 1n other ſer- 
vices. For Subſidies be in the valuation of every 
mans Lands and Goods by Records called the 
Queens Books, and according to mens valuation 
of Subfidies, are they at all other charges, as to 
the Wars and in time of Muſter with Horſe and 
Armour ; and this charge maketh men ſo unwil- 
ling to be raiſed in theSubfidy 3 but if theſe Sub- 
fidics brought in no other charge with them, they 
would be yielded willingly. Bur the tail and ap- 
pendage of it being ſo great, and higher than 
the Subſidy it (elf, 15 the reaſon that men are fo 
unwilling to yield it. Wherefore it a greater 
Tax or Atſeſlment than heretofore be defired , I 
would wiſh a Proviſo to be added in the Sta- 
tute, That by this Subſidy no man ſhould be 
raiſed as to the defray of other charges above 
the rate they were put to before. 

Sir Francis Godolphin wiſhed the firſt payment 
might be at Midſummer, for after that time the 
Receivors had the benefit of the money. The 
next to be at Michaelmas, for at that time men 
would have it in the benefit of their Corn and 
Commodities. And fo in four years and a quarter 
the Subſidy would be paid with more eaſe. . 

MF Lewes agreed to the Subſidies, and delired 
that two things might be granted, whereby the 
Subje&t ſhould be inriched and the better 1na- 
bled to pay the Subſidy : That 1s, that one 11- 
berty may be granted, which is tranſporting of 
Corn ; and the other is for ſomewhat to be re- 
ſtrained, viz. bringing in of Wines fo abundant- 
ly; for the vent of our Cloth amounteth not to 
the ſum of our Vintage, & frugerm patrem-fami- 
lias vendacem non emacem eſt oportet. And thinks 
it good that the Statutes made heretofore againſt 
exceſs in Apparel might be put in Execution, 


M* George Moore ſaid, I am grieved to ſee it, 
and I ſpeak it with grief, how perilous our Eſtate 
is, artd how dangerous a cauſe we be in. We 
are not ſick of one Diſeaſe but we labour with a 
plurality of Diſeaſes. To meet therefore with 
our threefold Diſeaſes we ought like good Phy- 
ficians to apply a threefold remedy, a treble 
Subſidy. And as the Phylick 1s loſt which is not 
taken 1n time , ſo we muſt ſeek to miniſter the 
Medicine in good time. And our Diſeaſe being a 
Pleurifie, it 1s fit we did ſo. For a skilful Phyſi- 
cian-though he ſee in a Pleurifie there 1s no re- 
medy without letting Blood , yet he will then 
chuſe the time of letting Blood, when the ſign is 
furtheſt from the heart. Let us let the people 
Blood, and fo prevent the danger. 


Mr Heyle ſaid , If we take care for our Poſte- 
rity, we had beſt to ſettle our Poſterity, which 


—_— 


will not be, except we prevent dangers now im- 
minent. For precedents of Subſidies they are not 
to. be feared, becauſe before-time greater were 
required than ever fince were granted. There. 
fore this is no Rule, that what we grant now will 
hereafter be required. .. «---co ooo rooco cence, 
500000 00054 In the ſixth year of King John every 
one holding by a Knights Fee, was bound to find 
a Knight in the Wars. And for this preſent Law, 
it may be EnaQed , that this ſhall be no prece- 
dent for Subſidies hereafter, like as it was in the 
fourteenth of Edward the Third. 


Sir Robert Cecill aſſented to thoſe that had ſpo- 
ken for the Subſidies, but to them that had {po- 
ken to the contrary he ſaid , they ſpeak out of 
time; And to ſpeak to the particular parts, as 
that our Poverty is not to be skinned over but 
throughly healed 3 that diſcontentment is to be 
feared; and laſtly, that precedents for hereafter 
would be avoided. For the firſt, if we be poor, 
yet at this time it is to be conſidered we are in 
great danger, and of two miſchiefs we muſt 
chuſe the leſſer. And therefore I would have 
this queſtion after ſo much diſcuſling baniſhed 
the Houſe. p 

For Precedents, they have never been perpe- 
tual, but begun and ended with the Cauſes; 
and as the Cauſes grew , fo grew the Precedent, 
la her Majeſties time it 1s not to be feared that 
this Precedent will ever do us harm, for her Ma- 
jelty will never accept any thing that is given her 
unwillingly of her Subjects : Nay 1n the Parlia- 
ment the twenty ſeventh of her Reign ſhe refu- 
ſed a benevolence offered her, becauſe ſhe had 
no need of it, and woyld not charge her people. 
This being out of fear, we have no reaſon to 
give prejudice to the beſt Queen or King that 
ever came, for fear of a worſe King than ever 
was. After her Reign I never had ſo much as 
_ [deain my Head what would be our Eſtate 
then. 

Now to end the matter long debated, my de- 
fire is, that the queſtion might be made for three 


Subſidies payable in four years. 

This queſtion was made in the Houſe, and at 
the firſt they gave an I. 

Thus far out of the aforeſaid Anonymous 
Journal, that which follows is out of the Origi- 
nal Journal-Book it ſelf. 

On Thurſday the 8** day of March, M* Spea- 
ker ſhewed unto the Houſe, that according to 
the appointment of this Houſe he hath attended 
the Lord Keeper touching his Lordſhips pleaſure 
for the direfting of a new Writ for the chuſing 
of another Burgeſs for the Borough of South- 
wark in the County of Surrey, inſtead of Richard 
Hutton ſuppoſed to have been unduly and undi- 
rely Elefted 3 and alſo for the allowing of Sir 
George Carew Knight to be Burgeſs for the Bo- 
rough of Camelford in the County of Cornwall, 
as truly returned Burgeſs of the ſaid Borough of 
Camelford to the Sheriff of the ſaid County, in 
the ſtead of Richard Leech alledged to have been 


returned 
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returned to the faid Sheriff by a falſe Return; And 
alſo for changing of the name of John Dudley Eſq; 
returned a Burgeſs for the Borough of Newtowr 
in the County of Southampton, into the. Houſe by 
the name of Thomas Dudley =" to be 
the ſame perſon in very deed that ſhould have 
been returned ; and that his name was miſtaken, 
and none living known by that name of Jobs: 
Dedley. His _— Antwer and Reſolution in 
the ſaid Caſes was, that the faid Returns of the 
ſaid Burgefles of Southwark and Camelford ſhould 
ſtand and contmne according to the Returns of 
the ſame, without taking notice of any matter 
of fat therein, or in the Election at all. And 
that his Lordſhip would direct a Writ for chuſing- 
of another Burgeſs for the ſaid Borough of New- 
town 10 the ſtead of the ſaid Joby Dudley; And 
that his Lordſhip would in the ſaid Writ inſert 
the faid Cauſe of misbehaviour fo as before al- 
ed. 

Four Bills of nogreat moment had each of them 
one reading z of which the laſt being the Bill for 
Confirmation of the aſſurance unto certain Pur- 
chaſers of Lands fold by Sir Richard Knightley 
Knight, M* Valentine Knightley, and M* Edward 
Kmghtley Eſquires, was upon the ſecond read- 
ing committed unto M* Serjeant Telvertor, Sir 
Henry -Umpton , M* Cradock and others , who 
were appointed to meet to Morrow at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon in the Exchequer 
Chamber. 

The Bill to take away the benefit of Clergy 
in ſome Caſes was twice read, and committed un- 
to the former Committees in the laſt former Bill, 
and M* Richard Brown Gentleman was added 
unto them 5 who with the reſt was appointed to 
meet at the ſame time and place, as in the ſaid 
laſt former Bill, iz. to Morrow at two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon in the Exchequer 
Chamber. 

Two other Bills alſo had each of them one 
reading; of which the ſecond being the Bill for 
confirmation of the ſale of the Lands of William 
Raven Gentleman made unto Liſie Cave and o- 
thers, was twice read , and committed unto M* 
Heale, M* Serjeant Telverton, Sir Henry Knivet, 
M* Recorder of London and others , who were 
appointed to meet upon Satrrday next at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon in the Middle-Tem- 
ple Hall, 

M- Vice-Chamberlain ſhewed , that he and 
the reſidue of the Committees of this Houſe for 
Conference with the Lords did meet together 
yelterday in = Afternoon according to the ap- 
pointment of this Houſe , and that after many 
Speeches and Arguments gravely delivered by 
ſundry of the faid Committees, the greater part 
of them did aflent and agree unto the grantin 
of a triple Subfidy and of fix Fifteenths an 
Tenths, to be yielded to her Majeſty towards the 
proviſion againſt the great and imminent perils 
and dangers of this Realm. The ſame triple 
Sublidy and fix Fifteenths and Tenths to be le- 
vyed and paid in four years in a certain form, 


which they had ſet down in Articles, that is to 
lay, one intire Subſidy and two Fifteenths and 
Tenths at one payment in the firſt year, and one 
other intire Subſidy and two Fiftcenths and 
Tenths at one other payment in the ſecond year, 
and one intire Subfidy and two Fifteenths and 
Tenths at two payments in the third and fourth 
years. Which done, he moved further to know 
the reſolution of the Houſe, Whether it would 
pleaſe them to give liking to the ſaid travel of the 


ſaid Committees in the ſaid Cauſez or that it 


might be their pleaſures to refolve of any ſuch 
other courſe therein, as they may have Warrant 
to impart unto the Lords this Afternoon accord- 
ing to the promiſe of this Houſe to the Lords, 
Whereupon after many long and grave Speeches 
and Arguments by divers of the ſaid Members of 
this Houſe , it was agreed by them all without 
any contradiction , that the proportion ſhould 
be a treble Sublidy and fix Fifteenths and 
Tenths And the faid Articles for the manner of 
payment being read by the Clerk of the Houſe, 
ſeemed for ho moſt part to be well liked of. 
Whereupon after ſome Motions to the Queſtion, 
Mr Speaker dividing it into twoſeveral parts, the 
one for the number of the ſaid three intire Subſi- 
dies and fix Fifteenths and Tenths, and the 
other for the manner and time of levying and 
payment of the ſame three intire Subſidies and fix 
Fifteenths and Tenths, it was upon the ſame 
ſeveral queſtions ſeverally reſolved by the whole 
Houſe, the proportion to be a treble Subſidy 
and (ix Fifteenths and Tenths, and the manner 
of paying and levying the ſame to be made in 
= years according to the ſaid Articles thereof 
read, 

And then were the ſaid Committees appointed 
and authorized by this Houſe to ſignify the ſaid 
reſolution of this Houſe unto their Lordſhips 1n 
the Afternoon of ' this preſent day accordingly, 
and to be reported unto their ſaid Lordſhips by 
Sir Robert Cecil/, for that M* Vice-Chamberlain 
was then at that very inſtant very ſharply 
grieved and pained with his infirmity of the 
Gout. 

On Friday the g** day of March the Bill con-

« Sir Robert Cecill reporteth at large the Meſſage 
of this Houſe yeſterday by him and the reſidue 
of the Committees of this Houſe delivered unto 

' their Lordſhips, and their Lordſhips good accep- 
tation of the ſame. Which done,afterſundry other 
ſpeeches of divers Members of this Houſe, it was 
reſolved upon the Queſtion, that the former Com- 
mittees of this Houſe for the Subſidy (their names 
being then read by theClerk of this Houſe)ſhould 
meet in this Houſe at two of the Clock in the 
Afternoon of this preſent day,for the ſettinþdown 
of Articles for the drawing of- the Bill for the 
granting of the Subſidies and'fix Fifteenths and 
Tenths to be paid in four years according to the 
former reſolution of this Houſe therein. 

The Bill againſt ſpringing Uſes and'Perpetu- 
ities was upon the ſecond reading-.committed un- 
to all the Privy Council being of this Houſe, all 
the Knights of the Shires returned unto this 
Houſe, M" Cradock and others, who were ap- 
pointed to meet in this Houſe, upon Tueſday, at 
two of. the Clock in the Afternoon.

ſons at four hundred pounds. Beſides five hun. - 
dred forty and four perſons at fifty pounds and 
upwards, whereof ſome at ſixty, ſome at ſeventy, 
ſome at eighty, and ſome atninety pounds. 

The Bill concerning the lawful deprivation 
of Edward Bonner late Biſhop of London, was 
upon the ſecond reading committed unto Mr* 
Hubbert, M* Heale, Sir Henry Knivet, M* Wroth 
and others, who were appointed to meet in 
this Houſe upon Monday next at two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon. 

On Saturday the 10 day of March, M* Wroth 
one of the Committees in the Bill againſt the. 
ſtealing of Oxen, Sheep and Lambs, ſhewed, that- 
he and the reſidue of the Commntees in the ſame 
Bill have met together, and added ſome amend- 
ments to the ſame Bill; and offereth both the 
Bill and amendments to the Houſe. Which a-' 
mendments being inſerted into the Bill by the 
Clerk of this Houſe, and the ſame amendments 
then alſo twice read, the Bill upon the queſtion 
was ordered to be Ingroſled.

So that it carried a plauſible ſhow, but 
indeed the Bill was in it ſelf prejudicial to her 
Majelty , inconvenient to the Judges of that 
Court,and burthenſometo the Subject. Prejudi- 
cial to her Majeſty, for it makes a diminution of 
her Inheritance 3 Inconvenient, for the Clerks 
place hath always been in her Gift, and this 
Bill would carry it to the Lord Keeper, who ne- 
ver before had it. 

It is an Indignity offered unto the Court, for 
that the Clerk muſt be Ordered by an A& of 
Parliament, as if their wiſdom and Care were not 
ſufficent to relieve any abuſes they ſhould find 
in their Officers to the grief of the SubjeR. 

Great Injury is offered to the parties intereſ- 
ſed ; for firſt, an Office which is incident unto 
the Clerk is given from him, he (hall not have 
the appointing of his own Examiner. And a- 
gain the Ancient Fee hath always been twelve 
pence the ſheet, and as much in other Courts ; 
therefore this is not tolerable. And conſidering 
the place of his Attendance, his place is in the 
higheſt Court, wherefore in reaſon his Fee is to 
have proportion with his Attendance. 

Now where relief and Eaſe were pretended to 
the Subjes, no ſuch thing will come by the Bill, 
but rathera greater Charge ; for it givesa Fee for 
Judicial AQts,as for making Reports, for which no 
ſuch Fee is due.[t appoints that a Councellors hand 
muſt be to all Interrogatoriesz ſo their Clyents 
mult pay a Fee more than uſually. Allo whereas 


he uſed upon Commiſſion (the parties talking 
X with 
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with their Deponents) to have Cauſe preſently 
to draw Interrogatories they thought not 
before 3 now they cannot miniſter any ſuch In- 
terrogatories 3 hay to every Commilhon fitting 
they muſt bring their Councel, which will be an 
exceeding great charge. 

Beſides, the Commiſſioners are bound under 
a pain not to accept Interrogatories that are not 
ſigned under a Councellors hand; ſo the Com- 
miſlioners muſt take notice at their peri] who be 


Councellors admitted to the parties, who not. 


Theſe with many other reaſons. 
' There was much diviſion thereupon. Where- 
fore the Speaker propounded the queltion, that 
as'many as will not have the Bill rejected fay I, 
and the other to ſay No. The voice was fo 
indifferent that it could not be diſcerned which 
were greater. Then the queſtion grew whether 
part ſhould go out, thole that ſaid I, or thoſe 
that ſaid No, 
M* Speaker ſaid , the Order of the Houle is, 
that the I being for the Bill muſt go out, and 


the No againſt the Bill doth always fit. The rea-' 


ſon is, that the Inventor that will: have a new 
Law, is to go out and bring it nz and they 
that are for the Law in poſletiion muſt keep the 
Houſe, for they fit to continue it.

M* Attorney General and M* DoGtor Stanbop 
do bring from the Lords a Bill Intunled An Act 
for Explanation and Confirmation of her Maje- 
ſties Title to the Lands and Tenements late of 
Sir Francis Englefield Knight, Attainted of High 
Treaſon. 

On Wedneſday the 21 day- of March, Three 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading z of which the laſt being the Bill for the 
maintenance of the Haven in the Town of Col- 
cheſter, and for the paving of the ſame Town, had 
its firſt reading, 

The Amendments in the Bill touching the 
breadth of Plunkets, Azures and Blues being 
twice read, the Bill was upon the queſtion Or- 
dered to be ingrolled. 

The Amendments in the Bill for the more 
ſpeedy and due Execution of Procels againſt Re- 
cuſants being twice read, the Bill was upon the 
Queſtion Ordered to be ingrotled. 

The Councel on both ſides were this day heard 
at large in this Houſe in the Bill againſt Aliens 
ſelling by way of retail any Foreign Commodi- 
ties, and afterwards ſequeſtred. Which done, 
the Amendments intended by the Committees in 
the ſaid Bill were read unto the Houſe, and aſter 
the reading Ordered upon the queſtion to be in- 
ſerted into the ſame Bill accordingly. After 
which there followed divers long Speeches and 
Arguments on both ſides both with the Bill and 
againſt the Bill, which ſaid Speeches being omit- 
ted in the Original Journal-Book of the Houſe 
of Commons, are in reſpe& of the great weight 


——— 
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of this matter touching Aliens now controvetted; 
lupplied out of the aforeſaid Anonymous Journal 
(more particularly mentioned at the beginningof 
this preſent Journal) in-manner and:form follow: 
ng, 7%. | ASS | 
MF Francis Moore (of the Middle-Temple) be- 
ing as it ſhould ſeem atthe Bar, of -Councel with 
the City of Loxdorn, and-in their behalf to ſpeak 
tor the making of a- new Law, 'byithe Order 'of 
the Houſe ſpake firſt, and did at Jarge ſet forth 
the inconveniencies that grew to our Nation and 
Tradeſmen by ſuffeting Tradeſmen to retail, 
Firſt becauſe that Strangers Wares are better than 
ours, which cauſeth that our Retaylors have no 
ſale of their Wares. They {cll cheaper, though 
their Wares be as good as ours. ' And this is'by 
reaſon they have Faftors beyond the Seas that are 
their Friends and Kinsfolks, and fo they fave that 
Charge. A thing to be noted. And. whereſoever 
they are, our own native Retaylors are Beggars. 
They receive Gentlemen and Yeomens Sons to be 
their Apprentices, | themſelves being Retaylorg, 
and this is no Trade. afterwards for them to live 
onz So many Beggars be made conſuming their 
time under them. Their retailing Beggering our 
Retaylors makes a diminution of the Queens Sub- 
fidies. Their riches and multitude makes our 
Eſtate poorer and weaker, for they {tick upon 
our wealth, and carry it into Foreign Coun- 
tries, 

In the Statute Richard 3. Cap. 9. there appear- 
eth the like Complaint that now is, which being 
then made unto the King was then remedied, as 
appeareth by the Statute. And for the Obje&i- 
ons made, Firſt that it were againſt Charity, that 
Strangers flecing hither for Religion and relief 
ſhould be reſtrained from the means of getting 
their livingsz Secondly, that their retailing lef- 
ſeneth the prices of our Wares, and encreaſeth 
the number of Buyers; and Thirdly, that it were 
violating of their priviledge , if we have them 
by their diminution. The priviledge of $* 1Mar- 
tins hath always been allowed, and now not to 
be denied. To Anſwer to theſe in Order. 

Firſt, Charity muſt be mixt with Policy ; for 
to give of Charity to our own Beggering, were 
but Prodigality 3 and ſuch Charity we uſe; for 
we allow them all Trades that they have been 
brought up in3 but retailing is a thing that they 
were never brought up unto 1n their own Coun» 


tries, ſo no reaſon to allow it them here. 


To the ſecond, they buy of us, and fell as 
brought from beyond Seas 3 and upon this opt 
nion fell our own Wares dearer than we 


can do. 


Their priviledge of Denization is not to be 
allowed above the priviledge of Birth, and our 
Natives are not allowed to Retail and Merchan- 
dize as they do. And it may appearby a former 
Statute , that notwithſtanding their Denization 
hey. have been bound under the Statute 34 

And though the Stranger Merchants pay dou- 
ble Subſidies, yet — Retaylors do not, but 

IY are 
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are taxed by the place, and that under value, be- | there ought none to be ſworn a Denizen, but he 


cauſe their goods and wealth is ſecret: but barr re- 
tailing , and they will all of them be Merchants, 
and fo the Subfidy ſhall be doubled. 

St Martins was firſt allowed for a Sanctuary. 
and for that Cauſe had his priviledge , and not 
to be fo ill a Neighbour tothe City as to rob it 
as it doth 3 and by former Statutes St. Martins 
hath been barred, as by the Statute 21 H. 8. ap- 
—_ ,. only the Statute of 14 H. 8. exemp 
rtEd If, 

M* Proxd of Lincolns-Inn (being as it ſhould 
ſeem at the Bar, of Councel with the Strangers, 
and in their behalf to ſpeak) made particular 
Anſwer toM* Moore for Strangers in reſiſting his 
Anſwers to the five Obje&tions. Then he offer- 
ed, if the Liberties of the Natives born might 
be granted to Strangers, they would ſeek no 
more, for they deſired but to trade in all parts of 
the Realm. | 

M- Hill of Lincolns-I:z (of Councel alſo with 
the Strangers, ſpake next and faid, Make it Law 


that they ſhall not retail , and the Merchants 


hereafter will require a Law that they may not 
uſe Merchandiſe ; and ſo the Shoo-maker, Tay- 
lor, and others, that they may not - uſe their 
Trades, and in denying them one, you take 
away all. (Upon this inſtant M" Speaker deli- 
vered a Bill which defired they might be barred 
of ſuch Trades as to be Shoo-makers and ſuch like. 
But this Bill was thought to be put in by the 
Strangers themſelves of Policy. This I thought.) 
And beſides theſe Retaylors themſelves be not 
Aliens, but far Foreigners, ſuch as have forſaken 
their own Countries and Liberties to live here in 
ours, 2nd home they dare not reſort. 

Further, of the things they retail we have no 
Company or Trade here in England, and there- 
fore it were unreaſonable to bar them of their 
faid Retailing. 

It ſhould ſeem that theſe three laſt before-na- 
med were all of the Councel of. either part that 
ſpoke at the Bar, and that the Speeches follow- 
ing were all of them uttered by ſeveral Mem- 
bers of the Houle. 

Sir John Wolley ſpake next , as it ſhould ſeem, 
after the Councel of either part had been heard 
at the Bar, and ſaid : This Bill ſhould be ill for 
London, for the Riches and Renown of the City 
cometh by entertaining of Strangers, and grving 
liberty unto them. Artwerp and Venice could 
never have been fo rich and famous but by en- 
tertaining of Strangers, and by that means have 
gained all the intercourſe of the World. 

M- Fuller ſpake next againſt Alien Retaylors, 
and ſaid : The Exclamations of the City are ex- 
ceeding pitiful and great againſt theſe Strangers; 
nay had not theſe latter quiet times in their own 
Countries, and our troubles made many of them 
retire home, the Citizens would have been in 
uproar againſt them : The which if the Govern- 
ment of the City repreſs not, they will be apt 
enough to it. It is no Charity to have this pity 
on them to our own utter undoing 3 for of them 


| 


ſhould firſt ſwear he is not worth five pound. 
This is to be noted in theſe Strangers, they will 
not converſe with us, they will not marry with ug, 
they will not buy any thing of our Country-men, 
Their retailing 1s the cons that all things be at 
that price wit us. For they make Lawns, Velvets, 
Raſhes, Taftataes, Linnen-Cloth, and all this they 
cl] to us alſo. Now whoſoever maketha thing and 
ſelleth a thing, raiſeth the price of it. The Retail. 
ing Stranger buyethnothingof our CountryCom- 
modities, but all he layeth out he buyeth from 
beyond the Seas. The Searchers have ſome- 
times taken ſeven thouſand pound of theirs at . 
a time. 

Sir Edward Dymock ſpeaking for the Strangers, 
ſaid : The Beggery of our home Retaylors 
comes not by the Strangers Retailing, but by our 
home ingroſers ; ſo that if our Retaylors might 
be at the firſt hand, they might ſell asgood cheap 
as the Strangers. Burt this Bill is thruſt into the 
Houſe by our home Ingroſlers, of Policy, that 
their beggering of our Retaylors might be im- 
puted to the Strangers Retailing. The Strangers 
here purchaſe dear. And beyond the Seas it is 
lawful for the Strangers, in the places of the beſt 
Traffick , to trade 1n any thing. In Venice any 
Stranger may buy, ſell, or purchaſe Houſe or 
Lands, and diſpoſe thereof by his Will, or other- 
wiſe at his pleaſure, as freely as any Citizen. And 
this may we do then in ſome fort. The Strangers 
are not they that tranſport our Coin, but it is 
our Merchants. For it is to be ſeen in all the 
Low-Countries , where her Majeſty uttereth 
much Treaſure , there is not ſo much Engliſh 
Coin to be had, asin the ſame Towns where the 
Merchants trade. And of my own Experience 
I know a Town in the Low-Conntries, where a 
Contratt of twenty pound was made by an Eng- 
liſh Merchant, and he agreed to pay it all in Eng- 
liſh Angels. 

M* Dalton againſt the Strangers ſaid, That in- 
groſſing ought to be ſuffered amongſt Merchants, 
becauſe otherwiſe the Commodities lying to be 
ſold in parcels, would be conſumed in Expences 
before the Ship were diſcharged. Therefore for 
Merchandiſe fake this is to be ſuffered. He im- 
puted the Beggery of the City to Strangers, and 
ſaid, that in ſome one Pariſh there were a thou- 
land lived by Begging. 

M- Finch ſpake for the Strangers, and faid : 
We ought not to be uncharitable, but this muſt 
be the Rule, None muſt ſo relieve Strangers, as 
by it to begger themſelves. But for their riches, 
it groweth chiefly by Parſimony, and where they 
dwell I ſee not that the Nation is fo much grieved 
at them as here in London, for they contribute 
to all Scots and Lots as we do. Though they be 
a Church by themſelves, their Example is profi- 
table amongſt us, for their Children are no ſooner 
able to go, but they are taught to ſerve God, 
and to flee idleneſs; for the leaſt of them earneth 
his meat by his labour. Our Nation is ſure more 
bleſſed for their fakes. Wherefore as the Scrip- 
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ture ſaith Let us not- grieve the Soul of the ſtran+ 
er. / 

If this Stranger be both a Merchant and a Re- 
taylor, there's a Law againlt him 15 Eh. c. 2. 
But as I am for the Strangers of the Church, ſo 
not againſt any Law that ſhould be made againſt 
ſuch Strangers as be not of the Church, but here 
only for Merchandize 3 and thoſe who have for 
Conſcience ſake gnly, may again (the fire being 
quenched) ſafely return into their own Coun- 
tries. In 6 R. 2. An AC was made what Wares 
ſtrangers ſhould retayle and what not 3 but 
what 1s underſtood by this word retailing , or 
how far it is ſtretched, I know not. If Retay]- 
ing -{tretch to f{cll that which they make here, 
as well as that which is brought from beyond 
Seas, this is too hard a Conſtruction. In the 
days of Queen Mary, when our Catiſe was as 
theirs is now, thoſe -Countries did allow us that 
liberty, which now we ſeek to deny them. They 
are ſtrangers now, we may be ſtrangers hereafter. 
So let us do as we would be done unto. 

| Serjeant Drew ſaid : There is no reaſon we 
ſhould be without reſpect to Strangers, yet our 
Charity muſt be done with a feeling of our 
Countrymens grief: And although I think it not 
fit, that the Law'ſhould look back 3 to have 
old men, long inhabiting here, now to become 
Apprentices yet that all things ſhould be ar li- 
berty to all ſtrangers, as it 1s, that were not 
convenient. Wherefore I could wilh there might 
be a Law for thoſe that ſhould come hereatter 
only, and the ſtrangers that be now might be 
reſtrained to their Retayling of ſome Wares e-. 
ſpecially. My Motion therefore 1s, That the 
Houſe would continue the Committce of the 
Bill until a turther day, that it may receive Mo- 
tion from their deliberation. 

Thus far out oi the aforeſaid Anonymous 
Journal, the relidue of this days pallages that 
tollow, and part of the next, are tranſcribed out 
of the Original Journal-Book it (elf. 

After the aforeſaid Speeches and Arguments 
the ſaid Bill againſt Aliens fcllinz by Retail was 
upon ihe queſtion recommitted unto the former 
Committees (who had been appointed on Tweſ- 
day the 6" day of this Inſtant March foregoing) 
to meet again about the ſame Bill in the After- 
noon of this preſent day ; and the Bill was alfo 
delivered ro M* Daltoz one of the ſame Chm- 
mittees. 

Sir William Bevel Knight, one of the Knights 
returned for the County of Cornwal in reſpect of 
his Wifes extrcam ſickneſs is by M* Speaker licen- 
ſed to depart. 

Thomas Maylard, one of the Burgefles for 
Hertford, is for his neceſlary buſineſs at the Af- 
ſizes licenſed by M* Speaker to depart. 

On Thurſday the 22% day of March the Bill 
for the Grant of three intire Subſidies, and fix 
Fifteenths and Tenths was read the third time, 
and paſſed upon the queſtion. 

Nita, That this Bill of the Subſidy,in reſpe& of 
the greatneſs of the ſum, paſſed the Houſe of Com- 


mons with very great diffculty. as moy appear by 
thoſeſeveral days upon which it was agitated, 242, 
on Monday the 25" day of February, and on Fri- 
day the ſecond day , Saturday the third day, 
Tueſday the 6% day, Wedneſday the 7** day, Fri- 
day the g** day, and Saturday the 10" day, Tyeſ- 
day the 13" day, Friday the 16* day and Mon- 
day the 19% day of this inſtant March fores 
going. 

This day the Houſe was called, and thoſe 
Members of this Houſe which were then preſent 
and did appear, did pay into the hands of M* 
Robert Wroth and M* Warren Eſquires, their 
Charitable Contributions to the Relief of the 
poor in ſuch proportion as had been agreed up- 
on on Monday the 19 day of this inſtant March ' 
foregoing, 212. every Privy Councellor of the 
Houle 3o. ſhillings 3 every Knight in degree, and 
every one returned a Knight of a Shire, though 
not of that degree, and every Serjeant at Law 
or Doctor of Law ( becauſe I ſuppoſe they are 
in ſome reſpetts accounted equal to Knights ) 
twenty ſhillings; and every Borough of the Cin- 
que Ports and every Burgeſs of the Houſe five 
(hillings. | 

There was alſo gven by every Member of 
the Houſe twelve pence a piece to the Serjeant of 
the ſaid Houſe, for his Attendance, and for 
the Charges of a Clock et up by him forthe uſe 
of the Houle. 

There is alſo one paſlage of this day more ſer 
down in the aforeſaid Anonymous Journal, more 
particularly mentioned in the beginning of this 
preſent Journal, which 1s omitted in the Original 
Jounal-Book it ſelf, being as follweth. 

A poor Burgeſs of the Houſe refuſed to pay 
his ſaid Contribution of five ſhillings, would only 
pay two ſhillings tx pence:whereupon the Speaker 
would have Committed him for dilobeying the 
Order of the ſaid Houſe, but moſt of the Mem- 
bers of the ſame were againſt it, and fo he e- 
{caped. 

Thus far out of the aforeſaid Anonymous 
Journal. The paſlages of the next day follow- 
10g are in part inſerted out of the Original Jour- 
nal-Book it ſelf. 

On Friday the 23** day of March, Two 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading 3 of which the. laſt being the Bill con- 
cerning Woollen Cloaths and Kerſeyes made 1n 
the County of Devor, out of Cities, Towns 
Corporate and Market Towns, was upon the 
ſecond reading committed unto Sir William 
Moore, all the Koights and Burgelles of Norfolk, 
York, Surrey, Kent, Somerſet, Devon. and Corn» 
wall, M* Serjeant Harris and others 3 And the 
Bill was delivered to Sir William Moore, who 
with the reſt was appointed to meet to Morrow 
at two of the Clock in the Afternoon 1n this 
Houle. | 

M* Attorney of the Dutchy, one of the Com- 
mittees in the Bill for M* Anthony Cook, ſhewed 
that he and the reſidue of the Committeesin that 
Bill (appointed on Friday the 16% day of this 
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inſtant March foregoing) have met and hadCon- 
ference together,and that for ſundry reſpects then 
opened by him to the Houſe, they thought good 
to frame a new. Bill: And ſo offered the ſame 
new Bill, praying it might be read. 

M* Tasborough, one of the Committees in the 
Bill for relief of Jurors appearing upon Tryals, 
bringeth-in the old Bill with ſome Amendments, 
and prayeth that the ſame Amendments may be 
allowed of by the Houſe ; hereupon they were 
twice read , and Ordered to be ingroſſed ; but 
the Bill remained without any further courſe or 
queſtion at that time. 

Mr Serjeant Harris, one of the Committees in 
the Bill for M* Ognal/ (which had been appoin- 
ted on Friday the 16** day of this inſtant March 
foregoing) offereth a Report of the travel of 
ſome of the Committees; but it was upon a Coun- 
ter-Motion made b And ſo it leaves im- 
perfe&tly, but it ſhould ſeem upon the (aid Coun- 
ter-Motion made by ſome other Member of the 
Houſe, the faid Report offered to be made by 
Serjeant Harris was for this time put by. 

The Bill for Explanation and Confirmation of 
| her Majeſties Title to the Lands late Sir Fraxcis 
Erglefield's Knight , Attainted of High Treaſon, 
was upon the ſecond reading committed unto all 
the Privy-Council, M* Attorney of the Dutchy, 
M* Nathanael Bacon and others, who were ap- 
pointed to meet to Morrow at two of the Clock 
in the Afternoon in the Exchequer Chamber. 

Mr F:xch, one of the Committees 1n the Bill 

for the Lord Burgavenny (which had been ap- 
pointed on Thurſday the 20® day of this inſtant 
March foregoing) ſhewed, that he and the re- 
{idue of the Committees have met and conſidered 
of the parts of the ſaid Bill , and find ſome de- 
feds in the ſame, chiefly in matter of form, and 
offered ſuch Amendments unto the Houſe as 
they thought fit 3 and prayed the ſame to be read : 
which being read by the Clerk, it was Ordered 
by the Houſe that thoſe Amendments ſhould be 
added to the faid Bill in a Schedule. 

After which _ made by M* F3zch, it 
ſhould ſeem that there followed further diſpute 
this day touching that weighty bulineſs of Aliens 
retailing of Foreign Wares 3 which being wholly 
omitted in the Original Journal-Book it ſelf, 1s 
therefore inſerted out of the aforeſaid Anony- 
mous Journal , more particularly mentioned 1n 
the beginning of this preſent Journal, in manner 
and form following, vis. 

M* Palmer, Burgeſs for London, delivered the 
Bill for retailing, and ſignfied, that the Commit- 
tees could not agree upon it 3 fo defired that it 
would be conſidered by the Houſe what is fit in 
their opinions to be done. But the ſaid M* Pal 
#er was none of the ſaid Committees. 

The Speaker was thereupon ready to put it 
unto the Queſtion , whether the Bill ſhould be 
ingroſted ; but the Houſe would not have it ſo 
ſuddenly put to the Queſtion. M* Palmer pro- 
ceeded and faid, That the Strangers of late are 
grown to fo great a number, that they beipg but 


forty open Retaylors, have undone fince the laſt 
Parliament (ixty at leaſt of our Engliſh Retay. 
lors, for ſo many are now Beggars that were 
forty pound Subſidy in the Queens Book. Their 
retailing hath inhanced the price of all Wares, 
ſuch as they retail : for when they retailed not, 
but our Engliſh uſed the ſale of fine Lawnes, Ho]. 
lands and Cambricks, they were better cheap by 
fifteen pound in an hundred, 

The Retailors here are but FaQors to ſuch as 
are Merchants beyond the Seas, ſo they are both 
Merchants and Factors ; a thing which if we 
ſhould uſe beyond the Seas, the Law would be 
fiery to us, or fire ſhould be our Law if we with- 
ſtood. And thoſe places where we trade with 
our Cloth , ſhould we retail it alſo , we ſhould 
ſo inhaunce the price , that they would not be 
uy glad'of our Trafftick. But this miſchief is 
ſuffered amongſt us by the Dutch. 

It is to be proved that there were twenty Re- 
taylors in Londor that paſſed ten or twelve thou- 
ſand pound a piece in a year 3 and this twenty 
thouſand pound a year at the leaſt the Strangers 
carry out of the Realm, for of our Commodities 
they eſteem nothing. 

Where it was ſaid the other day , our Mer- 
chants did carry our Coin out of the Realm, 
there 1s a reſtraint now that none ſhall do it. 
And it is to be ſhewed that the Merchants do 
Weekly bring in twelve or fifteen hundred 
pound, and ſometimes two thouſand weight of 
{trange Coin. 

Now whereas it is ſo much urged to be againſt 
that Charity which is commended to us by Mo es 
towards the Stranger , let Moſes tell us who is 
that Stranger 3 even the Fatherleſs and Widow, 
Wherefore from them we muſt not reap too 
clean , but caſt out ſome handfuls for them to 
gather up: when we gather our Vintage, or 
when we gather our Corn, we muſt not gather 
too clean. But ſhall we be put out to gleaning 
and give our Fields to them ? That were beyond 
Charity. Wherefore let Moſes be expounded by 
the ſame Spirit. The Apotle faith, That he that 
provideth not for his Family is worſe than an Infi- 
del. Let us then have an Eye to our Country and 
our poor Country-men. You be-here as Patres 
Patriz, you be here as amongſt the Romans the 
Patres conſcripti : I beſeech you have reſpe& un- 
to this City, upon whoſe flouriſhing Eſtate the 
whole Realm dependeth. 

Sir Walter Raleigh ſpake next and faid : Where- 
as it is pretended, That for Strangers it is againſt 
Charity, againſt Honour, againſt profit to expel 
them 3 in my opinion it is no matter of Charity 
to relieve them. For firſt, ſuch as fly hither have 
forſaken their own King 3 and Religion 1s no 
pretext for them, for we have no Dutchmen here, 
but fach as came from thoſe Princes where the 
Goſpel is Preached , and here they live _— 
our Church. For Honoxr, It is Honour to u 
Strangers as we be uſed amongſt Strangers 3 And 
it is a lightneſs in a Common-Wealth, yea a baſe- 
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which we cannot reccive again. In Antwerp 
where our intercourſe was molt, we were never 
ſuffered to have a Taylor or a Shoemaker to 
dizell there, Nay at A/i4/ain where there are 
three hundred pound Engliſh men, they cannot 
have ſo much as a Barber amongſt them. And 


for Profit, they are all of the Houſe of Almoigne, | Book 


who pay nothing , yet eat out our profits, and 
ſupplant our own Nation. Cuſtom indeed they 
pay, paying fifteen pence where we pay twelve 
pence, but they are diſcharged of Subſidies. The 
nature of the Dutchman is to fly to no man but 
for his profit, and they will obey no man long, 
now under Spain, now under Mounfort , now 
under the Prince of Orange , but under no Go- 
vernour long. The Dutchman by his Policy hath 
otten Trading with all the World into his 
nds, yea he is now entring into the Trade of 
Scarborough Fiſhing, and the Fiſhing of the New- 
found-Lands, which is the (tay of the Weſt-Coun- 
tries. They are the people that maintain the 
King of Spaiz in his Greatneſs. Were it not for 
them, he were never able to make out ſuch Ar- 
mies and Navies by Sea; it coſt her Majeſty (ix- 
teen thouſand pound a year the maintaining of 
theſe Countries, and yet for all this they Arm her 
Enemies againſt her. Therefore I ſee no reaſon 
that ſo much reſpe& ſhould be given unto them. 
And fo to conclude, in the whole cauſe I ſee no 
matter of Honour , no matter.of Charity , no 
Profit in relieving them. 

Sir Robert Cecill ſpake next and ſaid : When I 
firſt heard this Bill read , I promiſed my ſelf fi- 
lence. for it ſpeaks of Trades , wherein I have 
no skill : But upon ſo great diſpute as it hath re- 
ceived on both ſides, and that very throughly 
and wiſely, my underſtanding is cleared , and [ 
ſee that now which I ſaw not before. What the 
word Retailing meant, I underſtood not before, 
but now it is brought to a matter of Charity to 
relieve Strangers, and eſpecially ſuch as do not 
grieve our Eyes This hath brought great Ho- 
nour to onr Kingdom, for it is accounted the 
refuge of diſtreſſed Nations, for our Arms have 
been open unto them to caſt themſelves into our 
Boſoms : But yet our Charity unto them muſt 
not hinder or injure our ſelves. Now as the Bill 
Is, 1t 1s not ſufficient for this purpoſe : And if it 
be put to a Queſtion, it muſt either be daſhed or 
put to ingroſling. And for my own Conſcience, 
if the Queſtion be now made, I am not reſolved 
to give my Voice. It were not for the gravity 
of the Houſe nor the credit of the Committees to 
have it rejected upon the ſudden, and as it is now, 
it is not fit to pals in my conoeit, [ fee the Citi- 
zens themſelves will be well affſenting unto the 
- reforming of the ſame 3; for M* Recorder yeſter- 
day ſpeaking with Zeal for the City, yet with 
good regard thought the Bill might receive great 
moderation. And thereupon the Houſe was well 
pleaſed to ſtay the Bill and commit it again to 
the former Committees , to whom were further 
added Sir Robert Cecill, Sir Walter Raleigh, Sir 


Henry Knivet, M* Wroth and others, who were | 


appointed to meet with the former Committees 
(who had been nominated on Treſday the 6* 
day of this inſtant Ma-ch foregoing) this Atter- 
noon at two of the Clock in this Houſe. 

Now followeth the next days Paſſages and 
ſome others enſuing out of the Original Journal- 


On Saturday the 24 day of March, the Bill 
touching Clapboards and Casks was twice read

Which ſhort remembrance of this excellent 
Precedent (how far an Outlawed man may be a 
Burgeſs of the Parliament) is ll that is found in 
the Original Journal-Book it ſelf of the Houſe 
of Commons. And therefore becauſe there was 
much debate concerning it this day, as had been 
on divers other days foregoing (viz. on Thurſday 
the firſt day, Friday the 24 day, Saturday the 
17 day, and on Friday the 30t* day of March 
laſt paſt) have cauſed it to be tranſcribed at large 
out of the often before-recited Anonymous 
Journal, in manner and form following.

Mr Dalton aid, The Return of theWrit being 
made unto another Court, and the Record it 
ſelf being in another Court, we cannot be Judges 
of the matter, nor enlarge the party. And as 
for the Return, methbinks 1t therefore inſufficient, 
becauſe it was not returned into this Court: And 
I ſee not how we can be Judges of the Return, 
For the number of voices 1n this Cauſe is not to 
be judged for Law, whetherit be a good Return 
or not 3 for that which is Law, will notwith- 
ſtanding reſt for Law for all our Voices. There- 
fore I think that priviledge que eſt privatio Legis 
in this Caſe could not be granted. 

M* Brograve ſaid, As to the matter of privi- 
ledge, the Cauſe to me is very doubtful, becauſe 
priviledges in theſe Cauſes are very rare,and ſothe 
matter reſteth in doubt.This Court for its Digni- 
ty and highneſs hathpriviledge.as all other Courts 
have; And as it 1s above all other Courts, ſo it 
hath priviledge above all other Courts; and as it 
hath priviledgeand Juriſdiction too, ſo hathit alſo 
Coercion and Compulſion z otherwiſe the Juri- 
dition is nothing in a Court, if it hath no Co- 
ercion. Therefore it ſeemeth unto me, that the 
Return'of the Writ ought to have been return- 
ned into the Court of Parhament; but whe- 
ther the Return be to be made into the Upper 
Houſe or Lower Houſe, Iknow not. 

For in many Caſes we havedividedJuriſdiftions, 
and the Upper Houſe hath Juriſdiction by it ſelf, 
therefore 1f a Nobleman hath a Servant that 
were arreſted, they might make their Writ of 
Priviledge returnable before themſelves and give 
him Priviledge. And here in this Houſe, if one 
that is a Member of this Houſe and have fate 
here, be arreſted ſedente Parliamento, we are to

liverhim, but we muſt have the aſſiſtance of other 
Courts in ſuch Cauſes. The uſe is ſuch in other 
Cauſes : If the Aftion be a Mahime, whether 
this be a Mahime or no the Court will not judge, 
until thoſe that have Science in thoſe thi 
firmitto be ſo.And fo when a matter Eccleſiaſtical 
or Grammatical isin queſtion the opinion of Civi- 
lians or Grammarians is known, before the Judg- 
ment is given. $0 in this Court, we ought to 
defire Inſtrufions from the Judges of the Realm, 
whether in this Cauſe by the Law we can grant 
priviledge 


hither, it is not in our power to de-

or no. 


For Priviledge there be two Writs iſſuing gp” 
0 
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of this Houſe ; the one is a general Corpas cum 
Carſz, and this is granted upon apparent cauſe 
of Priviledge : as if a Member of the Houſe 
be taken ſedente Parliamento, The other Writ 
1s called a Writ of Parliament ; this 1s granted 
when the Cauſe is to be judged by the Parlia- 
ment. But whether Priviledge be to be granted 
to this party or no, it is not apparent. And in 
the Cauſe the Lord Keeper is not to be Judge ; 
But here the whole Record is to remain, and 
we with the advice and opinion of the Judges are 
to conſult if the party be to have priviledge. 
Therefore ſceing the Court hath Coercion in 
it ſelf, let us with the advice of the Judges pro- 
ceed as we have power: For it we give away 
our Coercion, we give away our Juriſdiction, 

M- Serjeant Harris ſaid , the Record remain- 
ing in Chancery, this Houle 1s ſufficiently poſ- 
ſefled of it, even as in Caſe of all the Returns of 
Knights and Burgeſles. | 

M* Francis Bacon ſaid, The Return 1s well, 
for the Return is an enſuing ot the Writ that 
muſt be made under Scal. 

As for taking the aſliſtance of the Judges, it 
is a good courſe; for though we fit here to make 
Laws, yet until the new Law 1s made, the old 
Law is of force, and our Conference with them 
gives away no reſolution from us, but taketh ad- 
vice only from them. 

M- Finch ſaid , in my opinion the Return 

| ſhould have been into this Houſe. For 
ry 38 - a Writ of Error ſued here, the Writ 
Dyer. uſed to be returned hither , as it ap- 
/ peareth in 3 E. 3. and 17 Edw. 3. and 
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It would ſeem by Trewinnards Cale 38 H.8. 
that a Writ of priviledge 15 never returned , but 
the party appearing the Court proceedeth, 

M- Speaker deſired to know of the Houle if 
for their better Information, they would give 
him leave to ſpeak 3 which the Houſe willingly 
granted. | 

Whereupon he faid : For the diſcharge of my 
own duty, and informing of your Judgments, 
who I know will judge wiſely and jultly, I will 
deliver unto you what [ have learned, and what 
| T haveobſerved; for ever lince the lodging of 
this Parliament, I have thought upon and ſearch- 
ed after this Queſtion , not particularly for this 
Cauſe , but this point , the priviledge of the 
Houſe ; for I judged it would come in queſtion 
for many occaſions. 

The Queſtion is drawn to two Heads, the 
one about the Writ, the other about the Re- 
turn. 

Firſt, Whether the Writ might have gone out 
of this Houſe. «I-will tell you plainly my opini- 
on, I beſeech you let me not be ill thought of, 
if I be rude in what I ſay, for it is my fault, I 
cannot ſpeak ſo mildly as ſome 3 but my manner 
is, that which I ſpeak, I ſpeak ſharply and ſome- 
what roundly, but always with this tacite Con- 
dition, ſubmitting my ſelf to any better reaſon 
that ſhall be ſhown me. 


| Though any Court of Record hath this Juriſ- 
diction- to make out Proceſles , yet this Court 
cannot. Why ? this may ſeem ſtrange, that every 
Court in Weſtminſter , every Court that hath 
Cauſes of Plea, every Lords Leet, and every 
Court Baron hath his power; that they may make 
out Proceſs 3 yet this Court being the higheſt of 
all Courts cannot 3 how can this be? The nature 
of this Houſe muſt be conſidered 3 for this Court 
is not a Court alone 3 and yet there are ſome 
things wherein this Court is a Court by it ſelf; 
_ other things wherein it is no Court of it 
elf: 

To know then how we are one Houſe, and 
how we can be divided Houſes, this would give 
great light to the Queſtion. 

At the firſt we were all one Houſe and fat to- 
gether, by a precedent which I have of a Partia- 
ment holden before the Conqueſt by Edward the 
Son of Etheldred. For there were Parliaments 
before the Conqueſt. This appeareth in a Book 
which a grave Member of this Houſe delivered 
unto me, which 1s Intituled Modus tenendi Phy- 
liamentum z out of that Book I learn this, and if 
any man defire to ſee it, I will ſhew it him. And 


this Book declareth how we all ſat together, but 


| the Commons litting in preſence of the King and 


amonglt the Nobles diſliked it, and found fault 
that they had not free Jiberty to ſpeak. And up- 
on this reaſon that they might ſpeak more freely, 
being out of the Royal ſight of the King, and 
not amonglt the great Lords fo far their bet- 
ters, the Houſe was divided and came to fir 
aſunder. 

A bold and worthy Knight at the time when 
this was ſought , (the King deſiring a reaſon of 
this their requeſt, and why they would remove 
themſelves from their Betters) Anſwered ſhortly, 
That his Majefty and the Nobles being every 
one a great perlon, repreſented but themſelves ; 
but his Commons though they were bur interiour 
men, yet every one of them repreſented a thou- 
ſand of men. And this Anſwer was well allow 
ed: of. 

But now though we be divided in Seat, be v 
therefore divided Houſes? No3 for if any W- - 
of Error be brought , as you ſhall ſee a nor! + 
Caſe in 22 E. 3. this Writ muſt be returnec + 
Parliament, that is , to the whole Houſe, »--. 
chiefly then to the Upper Houſe, for we arc 
alimbof the Houſe. Now where a Record *- : 
moved upon a Writ of Error given to ano; 
Court, the manner is, that the chief of ti11t 
Court bring the Writ in his hand to the Houle -. 
But humbly ſheweth unto the Houſe , that the 
Record being remitted out of the Court, no Ex- 
ecution can go forth though the Judgment be 
afftirmed.-* The Court of Parliament thereupon 
maketh:Tranſcript of the whole Record, and re- 
turns the Record again to the Court; but if the 
Judgment be reverſed , then the Record it (elf 
1s Cancelled and raſed. This I read in my Book. 


For-n this Caſe, whatfoever a man tells me 1 


| believe it not unlels I ſee it written, Nox lego no

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credo, in theſe Caſes. In the twenty third of the 
Queen, I was of Councel with one in a Cauſe 
where we tryed all means to reverſe a Judgment, 


and brought a Writ of Error in the Parliament, | } 


and the Writ was iſſuing out of the Parliament, 
and upon the fieri facias was ſet Domina Regina, 
and it was under the Great Seal of England, and 
the Writ was returned in Parliament. 

$ this is plain the Writ is always returnable 
in Parliament ; but if in Parliament, then of the 
Upper Houſe, for of that Houſe we are but a 
Limb. This Writ I have ſeen then thus returned, 
but never any man ſaw a Writ returnable in the 
Lower Houſe; ſo for this I hold the Writ cannot 
be returnable into this Houle. 

But now for the ' Authority we have , for 
though this be true, I ſay, yet I ſpeak not to 
take any priviledge from this Houſe 3 for ſome 
things there are wherein we have Authority al] 
of us. But this is certain whatſoever we da /c- 
dente Parliamento , it is the AQ of the whole 
Court ; for the Lords without the Commons, and 
the Commons without the Lords, can do no- 
thing: Now then at the firſt before the diviſion 
of the Houſe , all Writs were returned proximo 
Parktamento; but ſince the diviſion of the Houſe 
it hath been always uſed, and plainly it muſt be 
returned into Chancery. 

And to ſay we cannot have notice of it, nor 
cannot judge upon the Record being in Chancery 
plainly, we may as well as we do upon the Re- 
turn of every Burgeſs which is made into the 
Chancery, and the Cauſe, is all one. 

And the' Chancery in making the Writ will 
not alter from that their Warrant made from 
this Houſe, which muſt be according unto anci- 
ent form : for waiting the other day upon my 
Lord Keeper by your Commandments for the 
making of this Writ, I defired to have a recital 
added in theſe words, 20d cm exiſtente Parlia- 
mento captus fuit, &c. with the recital of the 
Cauſe of priviledge. My Lord Keeper confer- 
ring with the Judges upon it, would not allow 
it, but thought better the uſual form of Habeas 
Corpus ſhould be kept without any — of 
priviledge, until there appeared a Cauſe of pri- 
viledge for the party. 

As for the Book of 38 H. 8. Trewinnards Caſe 
recited in my Lord Djers, I have heard great 
learned men fay , that that Cauſe is no good 
Law, and that the Houſe did more than was war- 
rantable. 

Now for the Motion of Conference with the 
Judges, the Caſe of Thorpe 31 H.6. is not able 
for this point : I have the Record. Thorpe was 
Speaker in that Parliament, The Parliament be- 


ing Summoned to be in Je, it was Prorogued | 


until September; in the mean time , Thorpe was 
taken in Execution by the Duke of Torkz he 
notwithſtanding this thought to have had the 
priviledge of the Parliament. At the next Seſh- 
ons, the marter being greatly conſidered , whe- 
ther he could have a priviledge or no, a Confe- 
rence was had in the Cauſe with the Judges; the 


y_ 
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Judges being required in humble fort refuſed, 
Except it were ſo that the Houſe did command 
them (for in the Houſe of Parliament the chief 
udges and their Judgments are controulable by 
theCourt) but if the Houſe did command them, 
they would be willing to inform them what in 
their opinions they knew and thought. 

This they did in the great Cauſe of Thorpe, and 
I think we ſhould do well in doing the like. 

Now another thing is to be conſidered, for 
Judicis Officium eſt ut res ita temperari, &c. The 
conlideration of Time muſt accompany a Judges 
Office, the Parliament draweth to an end, and 
this would be done with expedition ; fo the par- 
ty was appointed to bave his Councel the next 
Morning in the Parliament, and they to be heard 
and have the advice of the Judges. V:de the Re- 
ſolution and Conclufion of this bufineſs upon 
rs the 5* day of this inſtant April en- 

uing.

Sir Thomas Cecill, Doftor Lewen, M* Sands, 
Sir Thomas Heneage, Sir Edward Dimock and 
ſome others ſpake diverſly to this Bill touching 
the Explanation of a Branch of the Statute made 
in Anno 23 Regin. Eliz. tor reducing difloyal 
Subjetts to their due obedience, as is afore- 
ſaid. 

Sir Walter Raleigh ſaid, In my conceit the 
Browniſts are worthy to be rooted out of a Com- 
monwealth : But what danger may grow to our 
felves if this Law paſs, it were fit to be conſi- 
dered. For it is to be feared, that men not guil- 
ty, will be included in it. And that Law'is hard 
that taketh life and ſendeth into baniſhment, 
where mens intentions ſhall be judged by a Jury, 
and they ſhall be Judges what another means. 
But that Law thar i againſt a Fat, 1s but juſt ; 
and puniſh the tat as fevereley as you will. 

If two or three thouſand Browniſts meet at 
the Sea, at whoſe charge ſhall they be tranſpor. 
ted, or whither will you ſend them ? 1 am ſor- 
ry for it, I am afraid there is near twenty thou- 
ſand of them in England, and when they be 

one, who ſ{hali maintain their Wives and Chil- 


ren. 

M- Finch ſaid, There be great faults in the 
Preamble and in the Body of this Bill, It pre- 
tendeth a puniſhment only to the Browniſts and 
Seftaries, þut throughout the whole Bill, not 
one thing that concerneth a Browniſt z and if 
we make a Law againſt Barrowiſts and Browniſts, 
let us ſet down a Note of them, who they are. 
But as the Bill is. not to come to Church, or 
to ſpeak againſt the government eſtabliſhed, this 
is not the opinion of the Brownilts. | 

The Law that is intituled An Explanation, is 
nothing elſe, ſave that it hath a name of it, For 
Laws Explanatory are no New Laws of them- 
ſelves, but part of the old ; for there ought to 
be nothing 1n the declaratory Law that was not 
in the former, as appeareth in the Cauſe of Syr- 
nand and Stowell, the Statute of 32 Hem. 8. be- 
ing but an Explanation of 4. H. 7. 

This Law being allowed to be an Explana- 
tion of 25. maketh all the offenders in that 
Statute to be Traytors. This Law excepts no 
Perſon 3 So all are in the former penalties of 
that Law : for 23 of Eliz. is only for ſuch as are 
of the, Romiſh Religion 3 and now to make it 
include all the opinions, is to make additions to 
that but no Explanations. 
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The Clauſe of ſpeaking againſt the Law is ve- 
ry dangerous; For who can be fafe from this? 
Non Hojpes ab hoſpite tutws. For if a man ſpeak 
againſt Non-Reftdents, Excommunication as it is 
uſed, or any other abuſe in the Church, he incurs 
the danger of the Law. 

The Clauſe againſt Conventicles is very dan- 
gerous. For the Conference of any Perſons to- 
gether being of any number, the Prayers of Ho- 
ly Exerciſe, being not allowable in any place by 
the Law, is an aflembling againſt the Laws: for 
the words be very (tric, howſoever not contrary 
to the Law, the offence is all one. 

Now ain the body of the Law the words Eccle- 
fiaſtical are not ſuch as be meant in primo of the 
Queen, but ſuch as are intended in this Statute. 
And the annexing of the words, He muſt be an 0b- 
ſtinate Recuſant, and alſo write and ſpeak, &c. This 
is very ſuſpicious, for Obſeuris vera is never good. 

Whoſoever repaireth not to his own Pariſh 
Church is a Recuſant within this Law. Vide Apr. 
6. die Veneris ſequent.

Upon ſundry arguments touching theProviſo 
offered by Sir Thomas Shirley to the Bill for 
Explanation of the Statute of 34 Her.

Queſtion and divifion of the Houſe denicd to be 
received, with the difference of forty Perſons, 
viz. with the No'6ne hundred twenty nine, and 
with the Yea eighty nine.

Mr. Fuller, one of the Committees in the Bill 
for reſtraint of new Buildings and converting of 
great Houſes into ſeveral Tenements and reſtraint 
of Inmates, and Incloſures in and near the Cities 
of London and Weſtminſter (who had been ap- 
pointed on Friday the 6 day of this inſtant

D. 1596. the Cuſtody of the Great Seal was 
committed unto Sir Tho, Egerton, then her Ma- 
jeſties Attorney General, who at this preſent and 
many years after ſupplied that place.Neither final-

Before the particular Relation of each days

Nota, That all the foregoing Proxies, which 
were ſent from the Biſhops , were extraordinary 
or unuſual Proxies, in which a Spiritual Lord 
did conſtitute but one Proctor or more than 
two ; whereas uſually the Biſhops do conſtitute 
two Proctors apiece, and the Temporal Lords 
but one. 

And now the aforeſaid Proxies being thus in- 
ſerted, the particular relation of ſome Paſlages 
of each day during the continuance of this Par- 
liament are in the next place tranſcribed out of 
the Original Journal-Book of the Upper Houle, 
and ſome part alſo now at the very beginning 
out of a certain fragmentary and imperfect Jour- 
nal of the Houſe ok.

Theſe Lords Spiritual and Temporal being fat 
and her Majeſty placed in her Chair of Eſtate, the 
Knights, Citizens and Burgeſſes of the Houſe of 
Commons upon notice thereof repaired thither;

HE Queens moſt Excellent Majeſty, my 

moſt Gracious and Dread Soveraign, hath 
commanded me to declare unto you my Lords, 
and others here preſent , the Cauſes which have 
moved her Highneſs to ſummon this High Court 
of Parliament at this time. Which before I can 
expreſs, I muſt confeſs truly, That the Royal 
preſence of her Majeſty, the view of your Lord- 
ſhips and this honourable Aſſembly , together 
with the conſideration of the weightinefs of the 
ſervice and my own weakneſs, do much appal me, 
and cauſe me to fear. Wherefore if either 
through fear I forget, or through the many 


wants and imperfe@tions, which I have, I fail to 
perform that duty which is required , I do moſt 
humbly crave pardon of her Majeſty , and be- 
ſeech your Lordſhips to bear with me. |

The great and Princely Care which her High- 
neſs now hath , as heretofore ſhe hath ever had, 
to. preſerve her Kingdoms in Peace and Safety 
from all Foreign Attempts , hath cauſed her at 
this preſent to aſſemble this honourable and great 
Council of her Realm, to adviſe of the beſt and 
moſt needfu] means whereby to continue this her 
peaceable happy Government, and to withſtand 
the malice of her weighty and implacable Enemies, 
which hitherto by the ſpace of many years, 
through her provident and Princely Wiſdom 
hath been performed, to the great and ineſti- 
mable benefit of her Subjects, as that the ſimpleſt 
amongſt them could not but ſee, and the wiſeſt 
but admire their happineſs therein, the whole 
Realm enjoying Peace in all Security wherein our 
Neighbour Countries have been torn in pieces 
and tormented continually with cruel and bloo- 
dy Wars. This her Majeſty is pleaſed to aſcribe 
to the mighty Power and Infinite Mercy of the 
Almighty. And therefore it ſhall well become us 
all of all ſorts moſt thankfully upon the Knees of 
our Hearts to acknowledge no leſs unto his holy 
name, who of his infinite goodnels (till preſerves 
her Highneſs and ſend her many years over us all 
in Happineſs to Reign. 

In this her bleſſed Government her Highneſs 
chief care and regard above all hath been of the 
Honour and Service of Almighty God, that true 
Religion might be planted and maintained in the 
hearts of her people through all the parts of her 
Realms; and as well in that behalf, as for the 
peace and benefits of her Subjcts ſhe hath from 
time to time eſtabliſhed many good Laws to 
meet with the diſorders and to puniſh the offen- 
ces of wicked and ungodly men, that continuing 
in their bad ways they mightnot be hardned and 
go forward in their wickedneſs. For, Mora in 
peccato dat incrementum ſceleri. 

And whereas the number of Laws already 
made is very great, ſome of them being obſolete 
and worn out of uſe , others idle and vain, fer- 
vingto no purpoſe; ſome again over-heavy and ' 
too ſevere for the offence, others too looſe and 
flack for the faults they are to puniſh 3 and ma- 
ny ſo full of difficulty to be underſtood, that 
they cauſe many Controverſies and much trouble 
to ariſe amongſt the Subjects. You are to enter 
into a due conſideration of the Laws, and where 
you find ſuperfluity, to prune and cut off, where 
defe&, to fupply, and where ambiguity, to ex- 
plain, that they be not burthenſome but profit- 
able to the Common-Wealth. Which being a 
Service of importance and very needful to be 
required 3 yet as nothing is to be regarded if 
due mean be not had to withſtand the malice 
and the force of thoſe profeſſed Enemies which 
ſeek the deſtruction of the whole State, this be- 
fore and above all is to be thought of, and with 
moſt endeavour and care to be providedfor. For 
mn vain are Laws made, and to little purpoſe will 
they ſerve, be they never ſo good, if fuch pre- 
vail as go about to make a Conquelt of the King- 


dom. ars heretofore were wont to be made 
| eithcr 
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either of Ambition to enlarge Dominions, or of 
revenge to quit injuries : But this againſt us 
is not ſo; in this the Holy Religion of God is 
_—_ to berooted out, the whole Realm to be 
ſubdued, and the precious'life of her Excellent 
Majeſty to be taken away. Which hitherto, by 
the powerful hand and great goodneſs of the 
Almighty, hath been preſerved, mauger the 
Devil, the Pope and the Spaniſh Tyrant, and 
all the miſchievous deſigns of all her Enemies. 
Wherefore it is high time that this be looked un- 
to, and that no way be left unſought, nor mcans 
unuſed, which may ſerve for defence thereof. 
Her Majeſty hath got ſpared to disburſe a Maſs 
of Treaſure, and-o fell her Land for mainte- 
nance of her Armies by Sea and Land, whereby 
with ſuch ſmall helps as from her Subjects have 
been yielded, ſhe hath defended and kept ſafe 
her -Dominions from all ſuch forcible attempts 
as have been made. Which being (till to be per- 
formed by infinite charge, her Majeſty doth not- 
withſtanding hear of nothing more unwillingly 
than of Aids and Subſidies to be returned from 
her people, though what ſhe doth receive, ſhe 
doth carefully beſtow and infinitely more of her 
own. The Taxations at this day, howſoever they 
' ſeem, are nothing ſo great as. heretofore in the 
Reign of former Kings they have been. In the 
time of Edward the third, the two next before 
him and thoſe three which ſucceded after him, the 
paymentsof the Commons did far exceed any that 
have been fince her Majeſties Reign, which is of 
Record in Hiſtories to be ſeen : but never cauſe 
ſogreat to imploy great ſums of Money as now. 
Now therefore you are to conſider how to pro- 
vide needful and convenient Aid in ſome mea- 
ſure to maintain and ſupport her Majeſties ex- 
ceeding charge,which at this preſent ſhe is at, and 
is to continue for the defence of the Realm. 
He cannot be well adviſed, who in this caſe 
will not be forward to contribute and beſtow 
whatſoever he hath. For-if with the Common- 
wealth it go not well, well it cannot be with 
any private or particular perſon, that being in 
danger. He that would ſeek to lay up Treaſure, 
and ſo inrich himſelf, ſhould be like to him that 
would buſy himſelf to beautify his Houſe when 
the City where he dwelleth, were on fire ; or 
to deck up his Cabbin when the Ship wherein 
he faileth, were ready to drown, ſo as periſh he 
muſt of neceſfity either with it or for it. To 
ſpare in that Caſe is to ſpare for thoſe which ſeek 
to devour all; and to give, is to give to our 
ſelves, her Majeſties part only being carefully to 
beſtow what is delivered into her hands. Where- 
in men performing their Duties, there is no Cauſe 
at all to fear ; for this War is juſt, it is in de- 
fence of the Religion of God, of our molt gra- 
cious Soveraign, and of our natural Country, of 
our Wives, our Children, our Liberties, Lands, 
Lives, and whatſoever we have. 

Wherefore not miſtruſtmg your forwardneſs, 
that I may not offend in too much nag of 
this point as a poor remembrance of her Majeſty, I 
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ſhortly fay to your Lordſhips, quod juſtumt eſt, 
neceſſarium ej: 3 nothing can be more juſt than 
this War; nothing ought to ſeem more neceſlary 
than carefully to provide due maintenance for 
the ſame. 

And toyou of the Houſe of Commons, +0 the 
end you may orderly proceed and wiſely conſult 
of theſe weighty Cauſes delivered unto you, her 
Majeſties pleaſure is, you ſhould according to 
your accuſtomed manner, godown to the Lower 
Houſe, and there make choice of ſome grave, 
wiſe, and Learned man among you to be your 
Speaker, who ſhall be for an underſtanding ſuffi- 
cient, and for diſcretion fit, as your Mouth to 
ſignify your minds, and to make your Petitions 
known to her Highneſs, and him on Tharſday 
next to preſent 1n this place. 

Nota, that this foregoing Speech of the Lord 
Keeper isnot found inthe Original Journal-Book, 
of the Upper Houſe, but is ſupplied by me out 
of a Copy thereof lying by me, which I con- 
ceive to have been very truely tranſcribed out of 
the Original ; and I have always conceived it 
moſt proper to refer this and ſuch like other 
Speeches (it warranted by any good authority) 
to the Journal of the faid Upper Houſe, becaule 
they are delivered in it, and only for Order fake 
to have ſome ſhort Memorial thereof in the Jour- 
nal of the Houſe of Commons.

place now aſſembled, that my Eſtate is nothing 
correſpondent for the maintenance of this dig- 
nity : For my Father dying left me a younger 
Brother, and nothing to me but my bare An- 
nuity, Then growing to mans eſtate and ſome 
{mall practice of the Law, I took a Wife by 
whom I have had many Children, the keeping 
of us all being a great impoveriſhing to my E- 
ſtate, and the daily living of us all nothing but 
my daily Induſtry. Neither from my Perſon or 
Nature doth this choice ariſe ; for he that ſup- 
plieth this place ought to be amanbigg and come- 
ly, ſtately and well ſpoken, his voice great, his 
carriage Majeſtical, his Nature haughty and his 
Purſe plentiful and heavy : but contrarily, the 
ſtature of my body is ſmall, my ſelf not fo well 
ſpoken, my voice low, my carriage Lawyer-like 
and of the common faſhion, my Nature ſoft 
and baſhful, my Purſe thin, light and never yer 
plentiful. Wheretorg I now lce the only cauſe 
of this choice is a $racious and favourable cen- 
ſure of your good and undeſerved Opinions of 
me. ButI molt humbly beſeech you recal this 
your ſudden EleQtion 3 And therefore becauſe the 
more ſudden,the ſooner to be recalled. Bur if this 
cannot move your ſudden choice, yet let this 
one thing perſwade.you, that my ſelf not being 
gracious 1n the Eye of her Majeſty, neither evet 
yet inaccount with any great Perlonages, ſhall de- 
ceive your expeQation 1n thoſe weighty matters 
and great affairs which ſhould be committed un- 
to me. For if Demoſthenes being fo learned 
and eloquent as he was one whom none furpal- 
ſed, trembled to fpeak before Phocion at Athens, 
how much more fhall I being unlearned and un- 
$killfal, ſupply this place of dignity, charge and 
trouble to ſpeak before ſo many Phocions as here 
be ? yea, which is the greateſt,before the unſpeak- 
able Majeſty and Sacred Perſonage of our dread 
and dear Soveraign 3 Fhe terror of whoſe 
countenance will appall and abaſe even the ſtout- 
eft heart; yea whole very name will pull down 
the greateft courage. For how mightily doth 
the eſtate and name of a Prince deject the haugh- 
tieſt Stomach even of their greateſt Subjects ? I 
beſeech you therefore again and again to proceed 
untoa new Election, here bemg many better able, 
more fufficient and far more worthy than my 
ſelf, both for the Honour of this Aflembly and 
general good to the publick State. 

Thus far out of the aforeſaid fragmentary 
and imperfe& Journal, the reſt that follows 1s 
out of the Original Journal-Book it felt. 

After which Speech of Serjeant Tekverton's, the 
Right Honourable Sir Fohm Forteſcxe Knight, one 
other of her Highneſs ſaid moſt Honourable Pri- 
vy-Council and Chancellor of her Majeſties Ex- 
chequer, ſtood up and affirming all the ſaid for- 
mer Speech of the ſaid M* Comptroller in the 
Commendation and good parts of the faid VF 
Serjeant Tekverton;z and inferring further on 
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ke the (aid M* Chancellor had well perceived by | 
the ſaid M* Serjeants own Speech, tending to the 

diſabling of himſelf to the faid place, that he 

was thereby ſo much the more ſufficient and meet 

for the ſame. And ſo for his part likewiſe nomi- 

nating the ſaid M* Serjeant Telvertor to be their 

Speaker, moved the Houſe further for their li- 

king and reſolution therein , who all with one 

accord and conſent yielded unto the ſaid Electi- 

on. Whereupon the ſaid M* Comptroller and M* 

Chancellor did riſe up and place the ſaid M* Ser- 

ant Telverton in the Chair. Which done, the 

ſaid M* Serjeant after ſome ſmall pauſe ſtood up, 

and giving unto the whole Houſe moſt hearty 

thanks for their good opinions and conceit of 
him, ſignified unto them nevertheleſs, that by 

their good favours he would endeavour when he 

ſhould come before her Majeſty, to be an hum- 

ble Suitor unto her Highneſs to be diſcharged of 
the ſaid place, if he ſo could. And immediately 

the Houſe did riſe, and were to meet there again 

upon the T hurſday next following. 

On Thurſday the 27** day of Odober, the 
Houſe being ſet, and before M* Speaker went 
up to her Majeſty in the Upper Houſe, M' Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer moved and admoniſhed 
that none of this Houſe ſhould after this preſent 
day enter into the ſame Houſe with their Spurs 
on, for oftcnding of others,and withal that none 
do come into this Houſe before they have paid 
the Serjeants Fees of this Houſe due unto him ac- 
cording to the accuſtomed uſage of this Houle in 
that caſe. 

M- Speaker with the greateſt number of the 
Members of this Houſe after their abiding along 
time filent, and attending her Majeſties Pleaſure, 
from the Upper Houſe to be ſent for thither, did 
go out of this Houſe towards the ſaid Upper 
Houſe, there to be the more near and ready to 
come before her Highneſs in the ſaid Upper Houſe, 
at ſuch time as her Majeſty ſhould pleaſe to ſend 
for them. And afterwards being admitted, and 
the ſaid Speaker preſented and allowed by her 
Majeſty according to the uſual form in that caſe 
accuſtomed, and returning back again from the 
ſaid Upper Houſe , attended by the Serjeant of 
this Houſe, bearing the Mace before him, upon 
his aforeſaid allowance in the Upper Houſe 1n the 
. ſaid place of Prolocutor he took his place in the 
Chair, and being there ſet ſignified unto the 
Houſe, that whereas in former times the Order 
was to have a Bill read before the Houſe did riſe, 
the ſame could not be ſo done at this time, be- 
' cauſe her Majeſty had in the Upper Houſe Ad- 
journed this Parliament til] Saturday next come 
ſeven-night, being the 5" of November next com- 
ing, at cight of the Clock in the Forenoon of the 
ſame day, till which time he and all the Members 
of this Houſe might depart and take their eaſe. 
And ſo then every man went his way. 

Nota, That this was a miſtake of M* Serjeant 
Telverton now Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, 
for the Adjournment in the Upper Houſe did 
not nor could not hinder the reading of a Bill 


in the Houſe of Commons, : upon the allowance 
of their Speaker in the faid- Upper Houle, and 
their return from it, according to the antient uſe 
and cuſtom, although the Adjournment. of the 
Parliament by her Majeſty being preſent in the 
ſaid Houſe is for the moſt part accounted an 
Adjournment of both the Houſes. To make 
which truth more clear, there ſhall need no ather 
Precedent to be cited than that in the laſt Par- 
lament de Az.. 35 Regin. Eliz. where Edward 
Cooke Eſquire the Queens Sollicitor being choſen 
Speaker of the beforementioned Commons Houſe 
was preſented unto her Majelty upon Thwrſday the 
22" day of February, and the words there were, 
Dominus Cuſtos magni Sigilli ex mandato Doming 
Reging continuavit preſens Parliamentum, &c. to 
the next Saturday following ; (by which very 
words the Parliament was alſo continued at this 
time unto the Satrrday ſeven-night after.) And 
then upon the return of the ſaid M* Cooke their 
Speaker to the Houſe of Commons 1n the ſaid 
thirty fifth year of her Majeſty, an ordinary Bill 
touching the pleading of ® Bar at large in an 
EjeFione firme, had its firſt reading 3 although 
after the reading he there declared , that it was 
her Majeſties pleaſure that the ſaid Houſe ſhould 
be Adjourned and not meet again until the ſaid 
Saturday, on which the Upper Houſe met again 
alſo. And therefore it is plain, that M- Serjeant 
Telverton did at this time not only commit a great 
error in omitting to read ſome one Bill or other 
according to. the uſual Cuſtom, but was alſo 
much miſtaken in informing the Houſe that it had 
been Adjourned and ſo now ſtood Adjourned by 
thoſe words which the Lord Keeper had ſpoken 
in the Upper Houſe; for his Lordſhip at this time, 
as appears plainly by the Original Journal-Book 
of that Houſe, did only continue the Parliament 
and not Adjourn it ; which words although ſpo- 
ken by the Queens Commandment being perſo- 
nally preſent, do only concern the ſaid Upper 
Houſe, and reach not at all unto the Houſe of 
Commons, as was dire@ly declared by the Lord 
Keeper himſelf in the next Parliament enſuing, in 
Ar. 4.3 Regin. Eliz. after that M" Jobz Crooke, M- 
Recorder of London, their Speaker, upon his al- 
lowance in and return from the ſaid Upper 
Houſe, on Friday the 3o'* day of OFober in Ar. 
eodem, had by a like miſtake mifinformed the 
Houſe that it was Adjourned, and ſo cauled it to 
riſe without the reading of any Bill, 

And therefore here once for all I have cauſed 
the true differences as I conceive 1n this kind to 
be here inſerted, viz. If the Lord Keeper by the 
Queens Commandment being perſonally preſcnt, 
had either prolonged or Adjourned the Parlia- 
ment, or that her Majeſty with her own Mouth 


had'pronounced the faid words , or had cauſed 


the ſame to have been done by a Commiſſion 
under the Great Seal in her abſence; 1n all theſe 
Caſes it had reached alike both unto the Upper 

Houle, and unto the Houſe of Commons, 
But if the Queens Majeſty had with her own 
Mouth continued the Parliament, as ſhe did here 
command 
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command the Lord Keeper to do it 3 .yet this 
had only concerned the Upper Houſe , fo that 
the Lordscould not have met again until the day 
to which the ſaid Parliament had been continu- 
ed; but the ſaid Houſe of Commons, whom the 
ſaid continuance concerned not, might have met 
each day without intermiſſior, and have agita- 
ted ſuch' buſinefſes, and have given reading to 
ſach Bills, as offered themſelves. 

And laſtly, If the Lord Keeper or Lord Chan- 
cellor for the time being do at any time Adjourn 
or continue the Parliament to a further day, as 
of courſe he doth one of them for longer or 
ſhorter time, every day the Upper Houſe riſeth, 
and that he doth it not by Command or Com- 
miſſion from the Soveraign for the time being, 
but do it of courſe as is aforeſaid, this concerns 
only the Upper Houſe, and the Houſe of Com- 
mons are neither bound to take notice of it nor 
to ſurceaſe any of their daily Proceedings up- 
on it. 

On Saturday the 5* day of November the Houſe 
met about eight of the Clock in the Morning, ha- 
ving through a meer miſtake and error of the 
Speaker and themſelves conceived their Houſe to 
have been Adjourned by the Lord Keeper, the 
firſt day of the Parliament, unto this preſent Sa- 
turday, as is more largely declared in fine die; 
precedentis. | 

Nota alſo, that ſome part of the Paſſages of 
this preſent Saturday following are tranſcribed 
out of the before-recited fragmentary and imper- 
fet Journal. 

M* Speaker this Morning , according to the 
uſual courſe, brought in a Prayer to be uſed in 
the Houſe during this Parliament , which was as 
followeth, | 


Eternal God, Lord of Heaven and Earth, 

the great and mighty Councellor , We thy 
poor Servants Aſſembled before thee ix this Honour- 
able Senate, humbly acknowledge our great and ma- 
nifold ſins and imperfe@ions , and thereby our un- 
worthineſs to receive any grace and ajſiitance from 
thee, Tet moſt merciful Father ſince by thy provi- 
dence we are called from all parts of the Land to

ted, and Enatting ſuch as are further requiſite for 
the bridling of the wicked and the encouragement 
unto the godly and well affeFed Subje®s : That ſo 
thy great bleſſing may be continued towards us, and 
thy grievous Judgments turned from us. And that 
only for Chriit Jeſus ſake; our moſt glorious and 
only Mediator and Advocate , to whom with thy 


| bleſſed Majeſty and the Holy Ghoſt be given all Ho- 


nour and Praiſe, Power and Dominion from this 
time forth for evermore. Amen. 


M* Francis Bacon ſpake firſt , after that one 
Bill mentioned in the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houſe of Commons had been read the firſt 
time, 27%. the Bill againſt Foreſtallers, Regrators 
and Ingroflers, and made a Motion againſt In- 
cloſures and Depopulation of Townsand Houſes 
of Husbandry and Tillage. And to this purpoſe 
he brought in, as he termed it , two Bills not 
drawn with a poliſhed pen , but with a poliſhed 
heart, free fram affeqion and affetation. And 
becauſe former Laws are Medicines of our under- 
ſtanding, he ſaid, that he had peruſed the Pre- 
ambles of former Statutes, and by them did fee 
the inconveniencies of this matter, being then 
ſcarce out of the ſhell, to be now full ripened. 
And he ſaid, that the over-flowing of the people 
here, makes a ſhrinking and abate elſewhere 3 
And that theſe two miſchiefs, though they be 
excecding great, yet they ſeem the leſs, becauſe 
Dui mala cum multi; patimur , leviora videntur, 
And though it may be thought ill and very pre- 
judicial to Lords that have incloſed great 
grounds, and pulled down even whole Towns, 
and converted them to Sheep-Paſtures ; yet con- 
{zdering the increaſe of people and the benefit of 
the Common- Wealth, I doubt not but every man 
will deem the revival of former Moth-eaten 
Laws 1n this point a praiſe-worthy thing. For in 
matters of Policy ill is not to be thought ill, 
which bringeth forth good. For Incloture of 
grounds brings depopulation , which brings firſt 
Idleneſs, ſecondly decay of Tillage, thirdly fub- 
verſion of Houſes, and decay of Charity, and 


| chargesto the Poor, fourthly impoveriſhing the 


ſtate of the Realm. A Law for the taking away 
of ſuch inconveniences is not to be thought 11] 
or hurtful unto the general State. And I would 
be ſorry to ſee within this Kingdom , that ou 
of Ovids Verſe prove true, jam ſeges ubi [roje 


fit, foin England, inſtead of a whole Town tull 


of people, nought bur green Fields, but a Shep- 
herd and a Dog. The Eye of Experience 1s the 
ſure Eye, but the Eye 'of Wiſdom 1s the quick- 
ſighted Eye; and by Experience we daily (ce, 
emo putat illud videri turpe, quod ſibi ſit queſin- 
oſum. And therefore there is almoſt no Conſci- 
ence made in deſtroying the ſavour of the life, 
Bread I mean, for Panis ſapor vite. And oy 
ore 
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fore a ſtrict and rigorous Law had need to be 
made againſt thoſe Viperous natures who fulfil 
the Proverb,S7 now poſſe quod vult elle tamen quod 
poteſt; which if it be made by us, and life given 
unto it by Execution in our ſeveral Counties, 
no doubt but they will prove Laws tending to 
Gods Honour, the renown of her Majeſty, the 
fame of this Parliament,and the everlaſting good 
of this Kingdom: And therefore I think them 
; worthy to be read and received. |

manner anſwer this Houſe in the fame in wri- 
ting. Whereupon after ſundry Speeches of 0- 
ther the Committees of this Houſe, It was a- 
greed, their Lordſhips ſhould have ſuch Copy in 
writing both of the ſaid Objeftions, and alſo of 
ſuch other Obje@ions as the Members of this 
Houſe ſhould ſet down or colle&, to be further 
added to the former Objections; and fo deli- 
vered in the Bill and Objections. 

M* Serjeant Lewkener,one of the Committes in 
the Bill for confirmation and eſtabliſhment of 
the deprivation of divers Biſhops in the begin- 
ning of her Majeſtics Raign (who were appoin- 
ted on Saturday the third day of this inſtant De- 
cember foregoing) ſhewed the meeting and tra- 
vel of the ſaid Committees, with ſome Amend- 
ments to the Bill 3 And fo did deliver in the faid 
Bill to the Houſe. 

Two Bills of no great moment had each of 
them one reading, of which the ſecond being 
the Bill for eſtabliſbing of the Poſleſſions of the 
Biſhoprick of Norwich, was read the third time, 
and ſtayed from being put to the queſtion for | 
paſling till to Morrow that the Council of Mi- 
ſtreſs Leiceſter have been heard in this Houle. 

M* Francis Moore, one of the Committees 
for conſideration to be had touching the me- 
thod and ſubſtance of the humble thanks to be 
yielded unto her Majeſty by M* Speaker, in the 
name- and. on the behalf of this whole Houſe, 
for her Highneſs moſt gracious care 'and favour, 
in the repreſling of ſundry inconveniencies and 
abuſes practiſed by Monopolies and Patents of 
. priviledge to be ſet down in writing, ſhewed 
the meeting, and travel of the ſaid Committees 
therein, and delivered a Note thereof in wri- 
ting, which being then read by the Clerk, was 
well liked of. Whereupon M- Speaker moved 
the Houſe, that albeit he was ready to perform 
their Commandment according to the ſubſtance 
and effe& of the ſaid Note in Writing 3 yet 


they would not tye him to the ſtrift and preciſe |

form of the words and terms ſet down in the 
ſame Note, ſo as he ſhould proſecute the ſub- 
{tance and reafons thereof, which wasthen yield- 
edunto accordingly. Vide concerning this mat- 
ter on Taxeſday the 8 day of November fore- 


going. 

Fridey next is appointed to hear the learn- 
ed Council in the Cauſe of Lefſſees and Paten- 
tees. 

On Thurſday the 15" day of December, Two 
Bills had each of them one reading; of which 
the ſecond being the Bill for the lawful making 
of Bayes was read the third time, and paſt upon 
the queſtion. 

The Amendments in the Bill for relieving of 
Cloathiers concerning the weight of ſhort broad 
and coloured Cloaths to be made in the Counties 
of Sxffolk and Eſex, were read twice and or- 
dered to be ingrofſed. 

The Bill for the better ſtaying of Corn with- 
in the Realm paſſed upon the queſtion, upon the 
diviſion of the Houſe, upon many Arguments, 
with the difference and advantage of twenty 
nine voices, 2iz. with the Yea one hundred 
twenty four, with the No eighty five. Where- 
upon after a motion, that according to the an- 
cient Orders of this Houſe all the Members of 
the ſame which did fit againſt the paſling of the 
ſaid Bill,” ſhould go forth of the Houſe to bring 
in the Bill into the Houſe again, together with 
the reſidue of the Members of this Houſe which 
went out before that were for the paſſing of the 
ſaid Bill ; (wherein as ſundry Speeches were uſed 
both pro &* contra, ſo) at laſt it was reſolved it 
ſhould be ſo done and obſerved for Orders ſake 
accordingly. And then all the Members of this 
Houſe being gone forth ſaving only M* Speaker 
and the Clerk, M* Comptroller brought in the 
Bill in his hand accompanied with all the ſaid 
Members of this Houſe, and delivered in the 
ſame Bill to M* Speaker according to the anci- 
ent former uſage of this Houſe in that behalf ob- 
ſerved. Vide a like Precedent on Friday March 
the 21. in Parliament de an* 31* Eliz. 

The old Obj&ions and the new tothe number 
in all of nineteen, colle&ed againſt ſundry parts 
of the Bill concerning Tellors and Receivers.e*c. 
and prepared to be delivered to the Lords, were 
read by the Clerk,and preſently thereupon were 
ſent up to the Lords _— with the Bill lately 
paſſed this Houſe to preſerve theproperty of ſtoln 
Horſes,and for the true makirig of Bays. Oneother 
Bill likewiſe paſſed in this Houſe this preſent day, 
Intituled An A& for the better ſtaying of Corn 
within the Realm, &c. And alſo the Bill con- 
cerning the City of Briſto!, and the Bill for e- 
refing of Hoſpitals and Houſes of Correttion 
and Liding Houſes for the Poor, perfected ac- 
cording to their Lordſhips Amendments in both 
the ſame Bills z albeit their Lordſhips directi- 
on in ſome Amendments were repugnant to the 
former accuſtomed ancient Orders of Parlia- 
ment in ſuch Caſes uſed, as in annexing thoſe A- 
mendments to the faid Bill ingroflſed in Parch- 

ment; 
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ment, and indorſed with Soit baille aux Com: | 


»mnes, where the ſame Amendments fo annexed 
ought to have been ſet down in Paper, and 
- without any indorſement in the ſame Paper at 
all. And one other Bill lately paſſed this Houſe 
for the Explanation of the Statute made in the 
5'h year of her Majeſties Reign - concerning 
Labourers , which Bill being lately paſſed in 
this Houſe, and ſent up unto their Lordſhips, 
was afterwards paſſed by their Lordſhips with 
the Amendment of one only word, and fo ſent 
down unto this Houſe from their Lordſhips : 


which Amendment being affiled to the ſaid Bill |, 


and ingroſſed in Parchment, and fo ingroſſed 
with Soit baille aux Communes, was ſent alſo to 
their Lordſhips, to pray that the ſaid Amend- 
ments may be returned unto this Houſe in Paper 
affiled to the ſaid Bill, without any indorſement 
in the ſaid Paper, according to the ancient form 
of Parliament in ſuch Cafe uſed, to the end this 
Houſe may thereupon proceed to the due and 
orderly. perfe&ing of the ſame Amendments ac- 
cordingly. Vide concerning this marrer at large 
upon 1 hurſday the 20** day of this inſtant De- 
cember enſuing, where this matter 1s fully hand- 
led. 

The Bill for increaſe of people for the ſervice 
and ſtrength of the Realm, was read the third 
time, and after many Arguments and ſpeechesto 
the ſaid Bill for the paſiing thereof, and ſundry 
contradiQory ſpeeches, but only to ſome parts or 
branches of the ſame Bill, till ſuch time as the day 


was farſpent,and the matter then in hand being of 


very great wight and moment,M* Speaker moved 
to know the pleaſure of the Houſe whether they 
would in that regard be pleaſed to defer the ſaid 
matter to be further argued nll to Morrow. 
Whereof as many of the Members of this Houſe 
ſeemed to like well, ſo many others urging the 
contrary, it grew in the end to a queſtion, whether 
the ſaid matter ſhould be deferred for further Ar- 
gument till to Morrow, ox elſe be preſently con- 
tinued ; It was upon the doubtfulneſs of the 
voices upon the putting of the queſtion, ordered 
by the diviſion of the Houſe, with the difference 
and advantage of nine Voices or Poles, (7s. 
with the Yea one hundred and eight, and with 
the No one hundred and ſeventeen ) that the 
ſaid Argument ſhould not be any longer con- 
tinued this day, and thereupon the Court did 
immediately riſe. 

On Friday the 16 day of December, Five 


Bills had each of them the third reading, and, 


paſſed upon the queſtion ; of which one was 
againſt the ſtretching and tentering of Northern 
Cloth, and another againſt the tranſporting of 
Sheep-Skins and Pelts 3 and a little atter all the 
faid five Bills ſo paſſed in the Houſe were ſent 
upto the Lords by M* Comptroller and others. 
The Bill for Confirmation of the Joynture of 
Chriſtian Lady Sands was upon the ſecond read- 
ing committed unto M* Comptroller, M* Se- 
cretary, M* Brograve, Attorney of. the Dutchy, 


Sir William Moore, M* Edward Lewkenor, Sir | 


Francis Haſtings and others: And the Bill was 
delivered. to the: ſaid Sir William Moore, who 
with the reſt was appointed to meet to Morrow 
in the Afternoon in the Exchequer Chamber. 

M* $Szagg, one of the Cothmittees in the Bill 
for Proviſion of a Preacher in the Tower of Loz- 
don ( who were appointed on Monday the 1 2 
day of this inſtant November foregoing) ſhewed 
the meeting and travel of the ſaid Committees, 
and by their appointment delivered in the Bill, 
as not fit to have any Courſe or paſling in this 
Houſe. 

After many arguments in the Bill for increaſe 
of People for the ſervice and ſtrength of the 
Realm both with the Bill and alſo againſt it, a 
Motion was made, that a Provilo ingroſſed in 
Parchment might be added to the ſame Bill, which 
was three times read; And the Bill and Pro- 
viſo being put to the queſtion, the ſame did paſs 
accordingly upon the queſtionz And it was then 
Ordered that the ſaid Proviſo ſhould be inſerted 
and written inthe end of the ſaid Bill, as a parcel 
of the ſame. 

On Saturday the 17" day of December the 
Bill for the relieving of Cloathiers concerning 
the weight of ſhort broad coloured Cloths to be 
made within the Counties of Suffolk and Eſex, 
was read the third time and paſſed upon the 
queſtion 3 and alſo upon the diviſion of the 
Houſe, with the difterence and advantage of 
twenty fix Voices, ( viz. with the Yea one hun- 
dred and five, and with the No ſeventy nine) 
which being done and a Motion thereupon made 
by ſome, that thoſe which did fit againſt the 
Bill might riſe and go forth to fetch and bring in 
the Bilt into this Houſe, accompanied with the 
reſidue of the Members of this Houſe according 
to the ancient orders of the Houſe in ſuch Caſe 
uſed 3 M* Speaker did thereupon move that in 
regard of the preciouſneſs of this preſent time, 
the Parliament being ſo near an end, it might 
pleaſe this Houſe in yieldingand aſfſenting to the 
due allowance of the right of the ſaid Order in 
the ſaid Courſe thereof in the Ceremony of 
bringing in this Bill, the Execution of the ſame 
may for-this time be omitted and forborn in re- 
gard of the ſhortneſs of the time, and was there- 
upon ſo afſented unto and Ordered accordingly 
upon the queſtion. 

Nota, That there is an excellent Precedent of 
the full performance of this Ceremony on Thur/- 
day the 15 day of this inſtant December fore- 
going (with which alſo agrees another like Pre- 
cedent which fell out in the Parliament in a7. 
31 Regin Eliz. upon Friday the 21. day of 
March ) and yet this preſent paſlage is ſomewhat 
more rare than either of thoſe, in reſpect that 
the ſaid Ceremony contrary to the antient uſage 
of the Houſe of Commons was omitted upon 
the Motion of the Speaker, after it had been put 
to the queſtion, and overruled by the major 
part of voices, | 

The Bill for Husbandry andTillage was read the 
third time and pafled upon the queſtion, and after 

many 
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many Arguments was ſent up to the Lords by M* | 
Secretary and others _ 

The Council on both fides in the Bill concern- 
ing the Polleſſions of the Biſbop of Norwich were 
heard-at the Barr, and the Bill after the Council 
ſequeftred was put to the queſtion, and ſo paſſed 
accordingly. 

On: Marday the 19% day of December the 
Amendments in the Bill concerning the confirma- 
tion and eſtabliſhment of the Deprivation of di- 
vers Biſhops in the beginning af her Majelſties 
Reign being thrice read, the Bill' with the A- 
mendments paſſed upon the queſtian. 

Two Bills had each of them one reading 3 
of which the ſecond being the Bill againſt lewd 
and wandring perſons pretending themſelves to 
be Souldiers or Mariners, was read the third time 
and referred after ſundry ſpeeches unto Sir Ro- 
bert Wroth and others, to go up unto'the Com- 
mittees Chamber of this Houſe and to amend 
fame partsof the (aid Bill according to fome of 
the (aid motions. 

MF. Attorney General and M* Doftar Starhop 
do. briag from the Lords a Bill paſſed with their 
Lordſhips intituled An: At for confirmation of 
the Sublidy granted by the Clergy; and- do 
ſhew that their Lordſbips do recommend the 
ſmetothis Houſe for the ſpeedy expedition of 
the ſame Bull in this Houſe. 

The Bill for confirmation of the Sublidy grant- 
ed by the Clergy had its firſt reading, 

MF Attorney General and M* Door Starbep 
do bring from the Loxds a Bill lately paſſed from 
their Lordfhips by the good aflent and agreement 
of the faid parties, Intituled An Act of Parhament 
for Awhur Hatch her Majeſties Ward, for the in- 
joying of the ReQary and Parſonage of South 
Moltaz in the County of Devor for certain years, 
reſerving the uſual Rent, 

The Amendments .of the Committees of this 
Houſe,that Leflees may njoy their Leaſes againſt 
Patentees in ſeveral Caſes, being twice read, 
and alfo,one Proviſo for her Majeſty in the ſame 
Bill likewiſe twice read, were ordered to be 
joyned and inſerted into the ſaid Bill; And one 
ſpecial Proviſo alſo for M* Throgmorton being 
twice xead, It was Ordered after many Arguments 
upon the ſaid Bill and laſt Proviſo pro &* contra, 
That M* Throgmorton and M* Moyle Finch be- 
ing at the Door of this Houſe ſhould be ſeve- 
rally. called.in and demanded by M* Speaker,whe- 
ther;they would aflent to have the matter in con- 
troverly between them referred to be ended by 
ſuch Arbitrators as had been before nominated 
for that -purpoſe unto them.in the /Committee, 
viz, the Lord Keeper and the Lord Treaſurer, and 
the two Chief Juſtices, and in what ſum they 
would be-bound each to other for their ſtanding 
to and performing of ſuch Award therein ſo to be 
-made : ' It: was at laſt after ſundry ſuch demands 
-made, reſolved by both their afſents at the Bar in 
this Houſe, - that each of them ſhould enter into 
Bond unto the other in the ſum of five thouſand

Keeper of the Great Seal of Ergland, and the 
two Chief Juſtices, or any three of them, for and 
cpncer the two Leaſes in queſtion 3 So as

On Tueſday the 20** day of December, the Bill 
for Confirmation of the Subſidy granted by the 
Clergy was read the ſecond time, and paſſed up- 
on the Queſtion. 

M* Recorder of Loxdoy, one of the Comthit- 
tees in the Bill againſt lewd and wandring per- 
ſons pretending themſelves to be Souldiers or 
Mariners (who were appointed on Wedneſday 
the 7** day of this inſtant December foregoing) 
ſhewed, that they had amended the ſaid Bill m 
ſome parts; which Amendments being twice 
read to the Houſe, before any allowance for the 
third reading of them , ſeveral Members of this 
Houſe did argue to the parts of the faid Bill and 
Amendments, both with it and againſt it; after 
which, Committees were appointed in the faid 
Bill againſt wandring Souldiers and Mariners,and 
alſo in the Bill concerning Leſlces and Patentees 
againlt the next ſitting of this Court, and to 
meet to Morrow in the Afternoon in the Mzd- 
dle-Temple Hall, who were as followeth, viz. M*

So this Houſe doth take it (elf to be very hardly 
dealt with, to be taxed by their Lordſhips with 
imputation of Levity, and reproached by other 
unuſual and unneceſlary tertns delivered unto 
them this day in the ſaid Meſlage from their 
Lordſhips. And then upon ſome further Motion 
it was tefolved, that M* Secretary, accompanied 
with M* Chancellor of the Exchequer and o- 
thers, ſhould be thereupon ſent to their ſaid 
Lordſhips preſently for that purpoſe. Which 
done, the ſaid M* Secretary putting the Houſe 
in mind that the Lords had ſent down to this 
Houſe three Bills, at their time of ſending down 
their ſaid Meſlage to this Houſe,” Moved, that 
this Houſe would be pleaſed to accompany this 
their Meſſage unto their Lordſhips impoſed upon 
him, with the Bill which this day paſled in this 
Houſe, for Confirmation of the Subſidy of the 
Clergy. Which being yielded unto, the Amend- 
ments of the Lords in Paper annexed to the ſaid 
ingrofſed Bill of this Houſe, lntituled An AG for 
the Explanation of the Statute made in the firſt 
year of her Majeſties Reign concerning Labour- 
ers,were three times read by the Clerkand agreed 
upon the Queſtion, and preſently inſerted into 
the ſaid ingroſſed Bill accordingly 3 and both Bills 
were thereupon ſent up to their Lordſhips by the 
faid Mr Secretary and others, together with the 
ſaid Meſſage of this Houſe 3 and at their return. 
ing back again, the ſaid M* Secretary ſignified 
unto this Houſe that he had delivered their ſaid 
Meſſage unto the Lords according to their charge 
laid upon him therein. But what was their Lord- 
ſhips Anſwer is moſt neghgent'y and inconſide- 
rately omitted by Fxlk On//ow Eſq; Clerk of the 
Houſe of Commons z though it may be not im- 
probably gathered, that their Lord(hips did reſt 
very well fatisfied with this Meſlage of the faid 
Houſe of Commons, and did impute the faid mi- 
ſtakes to be the inexperience of the ſaid Thomas 
Smith Eſquire their new Clerk, who had this 
Parliarhent ſucceeded unto Anthony Maſon Eſq, 
formerly Clerk of the Upper Houſe. Which 
may the rather be conjeQured, becauſe there was 
another Precedent this very Parliament upon 
Thurſday the 24** day of November foregoing, in 
which the Lords upon a like miſtake of the faid 
Clerk did very honourably acknowledge the ſaid 
error and cauſed it to be amended. 

The next thing finally that enſueth upon rela- 
tion of the aforeſaid great buſineſs, is the Ad- 
journment of the Parliament, which is entred in 
theſe very words following.

Nota, That in reſpe& that this preſent Par- 
liament was the laſt of her Majeſties Reign, and 
theſe Proxies are entred after a different man- 
ner from moſt of thoſe in the Queens time 
which are before ſet down, they are all of them 
therefore Tranſcribed both ordinary and extra- 
ordinary out of. the Original Journal-Book of 
the Upper Houſe ; of which the Ordinary I 
call thoſe, when a Spiritual Lord conſtituteth 
two Profors, and a Temporal Lord one; and 
thoſe Extraordinary, when a Temporal Lord 
conſtituteth more than one Proctor, and a Spiri- 
tual Lord but one or more than two. 

Nota alſo, that the Earl of Nottingham had 
eight ſeveral Proxies ſent unto him this Parlia- 
ment, by which it 1s plain that by the Ancient 
Cuſtom and uſages of the Upper Houſe every 
Member thereof is capable of as many Proxies 
as ſhall be ſent unto him, although the ſaid Cu- 
ſtom be at this day altered by an Order made in 
the ſaid Houſe upon the day of 

in Anno 2, Regis Caroli, Anno 
Dom. 1626. ( upon the ingroſling of many Let- 
ters procuratory by George Duke of Bucks ) that 
no Lords Spiritual or Temporal ſhould be capa- 
ble of above two of the ſaid Proxies. 

The above-mentioned Proxies being ſet down 
in manner and form as aforeſaid, now followeth 
in the next place the beginning of the Parlia- 
ment it ſelf, and the manner of her Mafeſties 
coming to the ſame. 

On Tueſday the 27'* day of OFober and the 
firſt day of this preſent Parliament, about three 
of the Clock in the Afternoon the Queen went 
by Land to Weſtminſter Church, riding in a Cha- 
riot made all open, only like a Canopy at the 
Top, being of Cloth of Silver or Tiſſue, with 
divers Lords and others in their degree being 
Marſhalled by the Heraldsz where having heard 
a Sermon, ſhe went into the Upper Houſe, and 
being there ſet, the Lords Spiritual and Tempo-

The Knights, Citizens and Burgefles of the 
Houſe of Commons having notice that her Ma- 
jeſty with divers Lords Spiritual and Temporal 
and others were (et in the Upper Houſe, haſted 
thitherz but before they came, the door of the 
Houſe was ſhut, and notwithſtanding any means 
that was made by them, was ſtill kept ſhut until 
the Lord Keeper had ended his Speech : the fub- 
ſtance or chief ſcope of which ſaid Speech was 


as followeth. 


He uſed perſwafion of thankfulneſs, and of 
obedience, and alſo ſhewed her Majeſties deſire 
of diſfolution of this Parliament before Chriſt- 
mas. He ſhewed unto us the neceflity we ſtand 
in, and the means to prevent it 3 the neceſſity, 
the Wars between Spain and England; the means, 
Treaſure, ec. His advice was, that Laws in 
force might be reviſed and explained, and no 
new Laws made, Our Enemies he ſaid were 
Enemies to God, the Queen and the peace of 
this Kingdom, conſpired to overthrow Religion, 
to reduce us to a Tyrannical ſervitude. T heſe 
Enemies he named to be the Biſhop of Rome 
and the King of Spain, . Our ſtate being thus, he 
{ſummoned us to be provident, by reafon we deal 
with a provident Enemy 3 and confident, becauſe 


| God hath ever, and I hope will ever, bleſs the 


Queen with ſucceſstul fortune. He ſhewed how 
apparent his providence was by the means and 
courſe he taketh for our inſtruction; And ſe- 
condly the ſucceſs we had againſt him by Gods 
{ſtrong Arm of defence in Anno 1588, and divers 
other times fince. You ſee to what effe&t the 
Queens ſupport of the French Kings Eſtate hath 
brought him ; even made him one of thegreateſt 
Princes in Exrope 3 whenfher Majeſties Forces 
there left him, how again he was fain to Ranfom 
a ſervile Peace at our enemies the Spaniards hands 
with diſhonourable and ſervile Conditions. For 
the Low-Conrtries, how by her aid, from a con- 
fuſed Government and State ſhe brought them 
to an Unity in Counſel, and detended them 
with ſuch ſucceſs in her Attempts againſt the 


greateſt power of the Spaniards Tyrannical de- 


figns, which have ſo much gauled him, chat 
how many deſperate practices have been both de- 
viſed, conſented to and ſet on foot by command- 
ment of the late King his Father. I need not 
ſhew you, neither trouble you with Arguments 
for proof thereof, being contefled by them that 
ſhould have been Authors themſelves. But de mor- 
tuis nil niſf bonum, T would be loth to ſpeak of 
the dead, much more to {lander the dead. I 
have ſeen her Majeſty wear at her Girdle the price 
of her blood ; I mean Jewels which have been 
given to her Phyſicians to have done thar unto 
her, which I hope God will ever keep trom her; 


| but ſhe hath rather worn them in Triumph _ 
or

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for the price, which hath not been greatly va- 
luable. "Trais 

Then he fell to perſwade, us, becauſe new oc- 
caſions were offered of conſultations, to be pro- 
vident in proviſion of means for our own de- 
fence and ſafety, ſeeing the King of Spain means 
to make England miterable by beginning with 
Treland; neither doth he begin with the Re- 
bels, but even with the Territory of the Queen 


her ſel He ſhewed that Treaſure mult be our | 


means, for Treaſure is the finews of War. 

Nota, That'the ſubſtance of this Speech 1s on- 
ly here inſcrted as it was afterwards repeated in 
the ſaid Houſe upon Treſday the third day of 
November, which next enſued, by Sir Robert 
Cecill her Majeſties principal Secretary, who had 
done it to ſatisfy divers Members of the ſame, 
who could not get into the Upper Houſe to hear 
it this firſt day of the Parliament as 1s afore- 
ſaid.

On Friday the 30o'* day of OFober about one 
of the Clock in the Afternoon, her Majeſty came 
by Water to the Parliament Chamber,commonly 
called the Upper Houſe, and being Apparelled 
in her Royal Robes and placed in her Chair of 
State,divers alſo of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral being preſent, the Knights , Citizens and 
Burgeſles of the Houſe of Commons, who had 
attended at the Door of the ſaid Houſe with 
John Crooke Eſq; Recorder of London,their Spea- 
ker EleQ, the full ſpace'of half an hour, were at 
laſt as many as conveniently could let in, and 
the ſaid Speaker was led up to the Bar or Rayl 
at the lower end of the ſame Houſe, by the hands 
of Sir William Knolles Knight Comptroller of her 
Majeſties Houſhold, and Sir Johr: Fo orteſcue Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, and preſented to her 
Majeſty, to whom after he had made three low 
Reverences he ſpake in effett as followeth. 


OST Sacred and Mighty Sovereign, Up- 
on your Majeſties Commandment your * 
moſt dutiful and loving Commons, the Knights, 
Citizens and Burgeſles of the Lower Houſe have 
choſen me your Majeſties moſt humble Servant 
_ a Member of the ſame Houle, to be their 
Speaker; but finding the weakneſs of my ſelf 
and my ability too weak to undergo ſo great a 
burthen, I do moſt humbly beſeech your Sacred 
Majeſty to continue your molt gracious favour 
towards me, and not to lay this charge ſo un- 
ſupportable, upon my unworthy and unable Selt: 
And that it would pleaſe you toCommand your 
Commons to make a new Ele&ion of another 
more able and more ſufficient to diſcharge the 
great ſervice to be appointed by your Majeſty 
and your Subjets. And I beſeech your moſt ex- 
ccllent Majeſty not to interpret my denial herein 
to

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to proceed from any unwillingneſs to perform all 
devoted dutiful ſervice, but rather out of your 
Majeſties Clemency and Goodneſs to interpret 
the ſame to proceed from that inward fear and 
trembling which hath ever poſſeſſed me, when 
heretofore with moſt gracious Audience it bath 
pleaſed your Majeſty to Licence me to ſpeak be- 
fore you. For I know and muſt acknowledge 
that under God , even through your Mafeſties 
great bounty and favour I am that Iamz And 
therefore none of your Majeſties moſt dutiful 
Subjx&s more bound to be ready, and being 
ready, to perform even the leaſt of your Maje- 
ſties Commandments. I therefore do moſt hum- 
bly beſeech your Majeſty, that in regard the 
Service of ſo great a Prince and flouriſhing King- 
dom may the better and more ſucceſsfully be et- 
fe&ed, to Command your dutiful and loving 
Commons , the Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles 
of the Lower Houſe, to proceed to a new E- 


letion, 


Then after he had made three Reverences, the 
Queen called the Lord Keeper, to whom ſhe 
ſpake ſomething in ſecret 3 And after, the Lord 
Keeper ſpake in effe& thus much. 


Mr Speaker, Her Majeſty with gracious atten- 
tion having heard your wiſe and grave excuſe 
for your diſcharge, Commanded me to ſay unto 
you, that even your Eloquent Speech of defence 
for your ſelf is a great motive, and a reaſon very 
perſwaſive both to ratifie and approve the choice 
of the loving Commons, the Knights, Citizens 
and Burgefſles,' as alſo to commend their wiſe and 
diſcreet choice of your (elf in her gracious cen- 
ſure, both for ſufficiency well able, and for your 
former Fidelity and Services well approved and 
accepted of : And therefore her Majeſty taketh 
this Choice of you for bonum omen, a ſign of 
good and happy ſucceſs , when the beginning is 
taken in hand with ſo good Wiſdom and Dil- 
cretion. 

Her Majeſty therefore Commanded me to ſay 
unto you, that ſhe well liketh of your Election, 
and therefore ſhe ratifieth it with her Royal 
Allent. 


Then M* Speaker making three low Reveren- 
ces Anſwered 1n this ſort. 


OST Sacred and moſt Puiſſant Queen, 
ſceing it hath pleaſed you to Command 

my Service by Conſenting to the free EleQtion 
of your dutiful and loyal Subjects, the Knights, 
Citizens and Burgeſles, of me to be their Speaker, 
I moſt humbly beſeech your Majeſty to give me 
leave to ſhew unto you the dutiful thoughts and 
earneſt affeftions of your loyal Subjetts to do 
your Majeſty all Services , and to defend your 
Royal and Sacred Perſon both with their Lives 
and Goods, againſt, &c. And ſo made a vehe- 
ment Inveftive againſt the Tyranny of the King

of Spaix , the Popes Ambition , the Rebels of | 


.. | 


Ireland, which he ſaid were like a Snake cut in 
pleces, which did crawl and creep to join theni- 
ſelves together again. And laſtly, with Prayers 
to continue the proſperous Eſtate and Peace of 
this Kingdom, which hath been defended as he 
ſaid by the Mighty Arm of our Dread arid Sa- 
cred Queen. To which ſhe Anſwered openly 
her ſelf, No, but by the mighty hand of God; M* 
Speaker. Then he procetded to the laſt part, to 
beſeech her Majeſty for freedom of Speech to 
every particular Member of this Houſe and their 
Servants. And laſtly, if any miſtaking of any 
—_— delivered unto him from the Commons 
ſhould happen, that her Majeſty would attribute 
that to his weakneſs in delivery or underſtand- 
ing, and not to the Houſe, as alſo any forgetful- 
neſs —_— want of Memory , or that things 
were not ſo judiciouſly handled or expreſſed by 
him as they were delivered by the Houſe. 


To which after the Queet: had ſpoken to the 
Lord Keeper as aforeſaid, (after three Reveren- 
ces by the Speaker) the Lord Keeper faid in ef- 
fect as followeth, 


M* Speaker , Her Majeſty doth greatly com- 
mend and like of your grave Speech, well divi- 
ded, well contrived ; the firſt proceeding fron 
a ſound Invention, and the other from a ſetled 
Judgment and Experience. You have well, and 
well indeed weighed the Eſtate of this Kingdom, 
well obſerved the greatneſs of our Puifſant and 
Gratid Enemy the King of Spain, the continual 
and exceſlive Charges of the Wars of Ireland, 
which if they be well weighed, do not only 
ſhew the Puiſlance of our Gracious Sovereign in 
defending us, but alſo the greatneſs of the charge 
continually beſtowed by her Majeſty even out 
of her own Revenues to proteCt us, and the ex- 
poling of her Majeſty to continual trouble and 
toilſome cares for the benefit and ſafety of her 
Subjects, Wherefore M* Speaker, it behoveth ug 
to think and fay, as was well delivered by a 
grave Man Jately in a Concio ad Clerum, Opus eſt 
ſubſidio me fiat excidinm. 

Touching your other requeſts for freedom of 
Speech, her Majeſty willingly confenteth there- 
to, with this Caution, that the time be not ſpent 
in idle and vain matter , painting the ſame our 
with froth and volubility of words, whereby the 
Speakers may ſcem to gain ſome reputed credit 
by imboldening themſelves to contradiction, and 
by troubling the Houſe of purpoſe with long and 
vain Orations to hinder the proceeding in mat- 
ters of greater and more weighty importance, 
Touching acceſs to her Perſon, ſhe molt willingly 
granteth the ſame, deſiring ſhe may not be troub- 
led unleſs urgent matter and affairs of great con- 
ſequence compel you thereunto : for this hath 
been held for a wiſe Maxim , Ir troubling great 
Eſtates, you muſt trouble ſeldom. 

For Liberties unto your ſelves and perſons, 
her Majeſty hath Commanded me to ſay unto 
you all, that ſhe ever intendeth to preſerve the 
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Liberties of the Houſe, and 'granteth freedom 
even unto- the meaneſt Member of this Houſe: 
But her Majeſties Pleaſure is, you ſhould not 
maintain and keep with you notorious perſons 
either for life or behaviour,and deſperate Debtors 
who never come abroad , fearing Laws , but 
at theſe times 5 Pertifoggers and Vipers of the 
Common-Wealth ; Prolling and Common Solli- 
citors, that ſet diſſention between Man and Man; 
and men of the like condition to theſe : Theſe 
her Majeſty earneſtly wiſheth a Law may be 
made againſt 3 as alſo that no Member of this 
Parliament would entertain or bolſter up any 
man of the like humour or quality , on pain of 
her Highneſs diſpleaſure. For your excuſe of the 
Houſe and of your ſelf, Her Majeſty Comman- 
ded me to ſay,that your ſufficiency hath ſo often- 
times been approved before her, that ſhe doubt- 
eth not of your ſufficient diſcharge of the place | 
you ſhall ferve in. Wherein ſhe willeth you to 
have a ſpecial Eye and regard not to make new 
and idle Laws , and trouble the Houſe with 
them ; but rather look to the abridging and re- 
pealing of divers obſolete and ſuperfluous Sta- 
tutes; As alſo firſt to take in hand matters of 
greateſt moment and conſequence, In doing 
thus, M* Speaker , you ſhall fulfill her Majeſties 
Commandment, do your Country good, and fa- 
tisfie her Highneſles expeCtation. Which being 
ſaid, the Speaker made three Reverences to the 


Queen, 


Nota, That this foregoing Speech of the Lord 
Keeper is not found in the Original Journal-Book 
of the Upper Houſe, but is ſupplied out of a pri- 
vate Journal of the Houſe of Commons, out of 
which alſo the whole buſineſs of this Afternoon 
touching the Speakers Preſentment, Speech and 
Allowance are tranſcribed.

So Religion is all in all, 
for Religion breeds Devotion, Devotion breeds 
Zeal and Piety to God, which breedeth Obe- 
dience and Duty to the Prince, and obedience 
of the Laws, which breedeth Faithfulneſs and 
Honeſty and Love, Three neceſſary and only 
things to be wiſhed and obſerved in a well Go- 
verned Common-Wealth. And that her Ma- 
jelty by planting true Religion had laid ſuch a 
Foundation upon which all thoſe Virtues were 
ſo PRs and builded, that they could not eafi- 
ly be rooted up and extirpated. And therefore 
he did acknowledge, that we ought and do ac- - 
knowledge that we will praiſe God and her ' 

Majeſty for it. And then he deſcended to 
ſpeak of Governments and Laws of Nations, 
among. and above all which he principally pre- 
ferr'd the Laws of this Land, which he ſaid were 
ſo many and ſo wiſe, that there was almoſt no 
offence but was met with in a Law. Notwith- 
ſtanding her Majeſty being defirous for the good 
of her Land to call a Parliament for redreſs of 
ſome old Laws and making ſome new, her duti- 
ful and loving Subjefts having conſidered of 
them, have made ſome new, and amended ſome 
old, which they humbly defire may be made 
Laws by her moſt Royal Afſent which giveth 
life unto them. And fo after thanks given for 
the Pardon by which we dread your Juſtice and 
admire your mercy, and a prayer unto her 
Majeſty that ſhe woulFaccept as the Teſtimonies 
of our Love and duty offered unto her, with 
a free Heart and willing Spirit, Four entire Sub- 
fidies and Eight Fifteenths and Tenths, to be 
colleted of -our Lands and Livelihoods 3 In 
ſpeaking whereof he miſtook and faid, Four 
entire Fifteenths and Eight Subſidies, but he 
was remembred by ſome of the Councel that 
ſtood near about him, and ſo ſpake right as a- 
foreſaidz and having craved pardon for his of- 
fence,if either he had forgotten himſelf in Word 
or Action, he ended. 


The which the Lord Keeper Anſwered thus 
in effe&. Firſt as touching her Majeſties pro- 
ceedings in the Laws for her Royal Afent, that 
ſhould be as God ſhould dire& her Sacred Spirit. 
Secondly,For your preſentation of Four Subſidies 
and Eight Fifteenths and Tenthsz Thirdly, your 
humble thankfulneſs for the Pardon, for them and 
yourſelf; I will deliver her Majeſties Command- 
ment with what brevity Imay, that I benot tedi- 
ous to my moſt gracious Sovereign. Firſt ſhe faith, 
touching your proceeding in the matter of her 
Prerogative, that ſhe is perſwaded Subjects did 
never more dutifully ; And that ſhe underſtood 
you did but obiter touch her Prerogative, and 
no otherwife but by humble Petition; And 
therefore, that thanks that a Prince may one 

er 
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her Subje&s,ſhe willingly yieldeth : But ſhe now 
well perceiveth , that private reſpects are pri- 
vately maſqued under publick preſence. Second- 
ly, touching the preſentation of your Subſidy, 
ſhe ſpecially regardeth two things, both the per- 
ſons and the manner. For the firſt, he tell into 
Commendations of. the Commonaltyz. for the 
ſecond, the manner, which was ſpeedy, not by 
perſwaſion or perſwaſive inducements, but freely 
out of duty with. great contentment. In the 
thing which ye have granted , her Majelty 
greatly commendeth your confidence and Judg- 
ment; And though it be not proportionable to 
her occaſions, yet ſhe moſt thankfully receiveth 
the ſame as. a loving and thankful Princez And 
that no Prince was ever more unwilling to exact 
or receive any thing from the Subject than ſhe 
our moſt gracious Sovereign; For we all know 
; ſhe never was a greedy Graſper nor ſtrait-handed 
Keeper 3 And therefore ſhe commanded me to 
fay, that you have done (and ſo ſhe taketh it) 
dutifully, plentifully and thankfully. 

For your ſelf, M* Speaker, her Majeſty com- 


manded me to ſay , that you have proceeded 


with ſuch Wiſdom and Diſcretion , that it is 
much to your Commendationsz and that none 
before you hath deſerved more. 

And fo he ended after an Admonition given 
to the Juſtices of the Peace, that they would not 
deſerve the Epithetes of prolling Juſtices, Julti- 
ces of Quarrels, who counted Champetrie good 
Cheveſance, Sinning Juſtices: who dos ſuck and 
conſume the wealth and good of the Common- 
Wealth ; and alſo againſt thoſe who lie (if not 
all the Year, yet) at leaſt three quarters of the 
year 1n this City of Londor. 


After the before-recited Speeches were ended 
as aboveſaid, then were the titles of all the As 
read in their due Order. | 

After which ended, and her Majeſties Aſſent 
thereunto, then the Diſſolution. of the Parlia- 
ment followed by the Lord Keeper, which is 
entred in the Original Journal-Book of the

Journal 
containeth in it not only a num- 
ber of excellent Paſſages concern- 
ing the Orders and Priviledge of 
the Houſe of Commons , which 

are uſually found in other Journals of the ſame 

Houſe ; but alſo much matter touching the pub- 

lick State, and that great grievance of the Realm 

by reaſon of Patents of Priviledge or Monopo- 
lies, in the abdication or cenſure of which her 

Majeſty moſt graciouſly concurr'd with her Sub- 

jedts : In which alſo a great number of Speeches 

and other Paſſages which were not found in the 

Original Journal-Book of the ſaid Houſe, are 

ſupplied out of a Journal of_the ſame Houſe ta- 

ken at this Parliament by one of the Members 
thereof; But yet to avoid confuſion, whatſoever 
is here inſerted out of the ſaid private Journal,

The tenth Parliament of our Sovereign Lady 
Elizabeth by the Grace of God of England, 


France and Ireland Queen, Defender of the 
Faith, ec. begun at Weſtminſter upon Tueſday 
being the-27** day of OZober 1n the forty third 
year of her Majeſtics Reign , upon which day 
many of the Knights for the Shires, Citizens for 


Cities, Burgeſſes for Boroughs, and Barons for 
Ports returned into the ſame Parliament did 
make their appearance at Weſtminſter aforeſaid 
before the Right Honourable the Earl of Not- 
tingham Lord Admiral and Lord Steward of her 
Highneſſes moſt Honourable Houſhold , and did 
then and there take the Oath according to the 
Statute in that behalf made and provided, ten- 
dred by the faid Earl, or by his Deputies, who 
were Sir Williams Knolls Comptroller of her Ma- 
xlties Houſhold, Sir John Starhop her Highneſs 
Vice-Chamberlain, Sir. Robert Cecill Principal Se- 
cretary, and Joh: Herbert Eſq; ſecond Secretary. 
After which all the faid Lord Steward's Depu- 
ties and ſome others of the Houſe of Commons 
having gotten into the Upper Houſe, and her 
Majeſty with divers of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal being ſet, the greateſt part of the re- 
lidue of the Members of the ſaid Houſe of Com- 
mons had notice thereof about four of the Clock 
in the Afternoon, being at that time (till ſuting 
Pleaſure to be ſent for up unto the ſaid Upper

Comptroller” the wrong done unto the greateſt 
part of the Members of this Honſe, im their not 
Ping ſuffered to come into the faid Upper 
Houlſe-to hear her Majeſties Pleaſure ſigmfied by 
the Month of the Lord Keeper of the Great Seal 
of Exglav#d, humbly defired the ſaid Comptroller 
to be a means, that the effe& thereof might be 
imparted-unto ſome' of rhe Members of this Houſe 
for their better ſatisfations. Which as his Ho- 
nour did think very reaſonable and meet to be 
done at convenient time”, ſo did he impure the 
ſaid fault wholly to the Gentleman-Utſher of the 
ſaid Upper Houſe. Which done, and the refidue 
of the ſaid Deputies being ſhortly after come in- 
to the aid Houſe of Commons, and there fitting, 
the ſaid M* Comprroller after ſome pauſe ſtood 
up, and ſhewmg unto this Houſe that his place

Which done, 
and no one contraryVoice at all being delivered, 
the faid M* Crooks after ſome large Pauſe firſt 
taken ſtood up, and very Learnedly and Elo- 
ntly endeavoured to diſable himſelf at large, 

or the burthen of that charge, alledging his 

great defe&s both of Nature and of Art fit to 
fupply that place, and ſhewing all full Comple- 
ments for the ſame to' abound in many other 
Learned and grave Members of this Houſe ; in 
the end prayed moſt humbly that they would 
accept off hia due excuſe, and be pleaſed to pro- 
ceed to a new EleCtion ; and did then fit down 
again. Whereupon the ſaid M* Comptroller did 
ſtand up, and ſaid, that hearing no negative 
Voice he took it for a due EleQion, and de- 
manding the further opinion of this Houſe there. 
in, m—_— Anſwered Yea, and pave their A(- 
ſents, Whereupon the ſaid M* Comprroller and 
the Right Honourable Sir Joh» Stanhop her Ma- 
jeſties Vice-Chamberlain immediately went to 
the ſaid M* Johr Crooke, and did fet him in the 
—_ _—— ſaid = ws after 
ome little pauſe did ſta , and y1 un- 

to this whole Houſe pals Dr rH eres for 
their great opitiion of him and loving fa- 
vour towards him ; and praying them to accept 
of his willing mind and readings, and to bear 
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with his unablenefs and wants in the ſervice of 
this Houſe , refert'd himſelf to- their good fa- 
vours. And then the ſaid M" Comptroller ſigni- 
fied further unto this Houſe, : that her Majelties 
Pleafure was , that the Members of this Houſe 
having. wade choice of their'Speaker ſhould pre- 
ſent him untoiher Highneſs upon Friday next fol- 
lowing in the Afternoon. And fo then every 
man-departed-and went his way. 

On Fridaythe 30% day of OFober about one 
of the Clock in the Afternoon the Knights, Citi- 
zens and Burpeſſes of the Houſe of Commons 
with Fob Crooke Elqz Recorder of London, their 
Speaker Ele&, Aſſembled together in their own 
Houle,and having ſtayed there a good while filent, 
and attending herMajeſties Pleaſure to be ſent for 
tothe Upper Houle, and hearing nothing thereof, 
they did at length depart out of their own 
Houſe and went of themſelves towards the ſaid 
Upper Houſe there to be more near and ready ts 
come before her. Highneſs at ſuch time as ſhe 
ſhould be pleaſed to ſend for them, which (he 
did accordingly after they had waited at the faid 
Upper Houſe Door about half an hour 3 where 
the Speaker aforeſaid being preſented unto her 
Majetty, was, nonvichfinning his excuſe made 
according to the uſual form to the contrary, ap- 
proved and allowed by her. And upon her (aid 
Majeſties granting of ſuch Petitions of courſe 
as the ſaid Speaker did laſtly make in the name of 
the Houſe of Commons , touching liberty of 
Speech, free acceſs to her Majeſty, and freedom 
from Arreſts and Suits, he with the reſt of the 
faid Commons Houte returned back to their own 
Houſe, the Serjeant of the ſaid Houle carrying 
the Mace before the faid Speaker into the faid 
Houfe. 

Where the ſaid Speaker after ſome good pauſe 
of time did fignify unto the Members of the (aid 
Houſe (being moſt of them ſet in their ſeveral 
places) that her Majeſties pleafure delivered by 
the Lord Keeper was, that this Parliament ſhould 
be a ſhort Parliament 3 And therefore ſhe willed 
that the Members of this Houſe fhould not ſpend 
the time in frivolous, vain and unneceſfary Mo- 
tions and Arguments, but only ſhould bend all 
thetr beſt endeavours and travails wholly in the 
deviſing and making of the moſt neceflary and 
wholſome Laws for the and benefit of the 
Common-Wealth and the Realm. And further 
ſhewed, that her Highneſs did purpoſe that the 
Members of this Houſe ſhould have convenient 
ſcope of time to repair home ito their Coun- 
tries before Chriſtmas for her Majeſties better 
Service in their Countries; And declared withal, 
that in regard of ſome matters of great impor- 
tance her Highneſs had Adjourned this Court till 
Thurſday next at nine of the Clock in the Fore- 
noon. Which done, the Members of this Houſe 
did forthwith riſe and depart without reading 
any Bill at all, by reaſon of the Adjournment, 
taking the ſame to extend as well to this Houſe 
as to the ſaid Upper Houſez but were miſtaken, 
as apon the next Morning further afterwards 

appeared 
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appeared upon advertiſement of the ſaid Lord 
Keeper to Mr. Speaker, that the faid Adjourn- 
ment did only tend to the ſaid Upper Houle, 
and not to this Houle. 

Nota, that in the laſt foregoing Parliament 
de Anno 39 & 40. Regine Eliz. Anno Domini 
1597. The Houſe of Commons upon a like mi- 
ſtake, which happened chiefly through the 
negligence of Chriſtopher Telverton Serjeant at 
Law their Speaker at that time, was Adjourned, 
upon Thurſday the 27* day of Ofober unto Sa- 
turday following being the . 5** day of Novem- 
ber in Anno predio, where this ſaid matter was 
fully handled by a large Animadverſion upon it, 
at vide ibidem. 

Nota alſo , That the paſſages of theſe two 
foregoing days are more orderly and copiouſly 
ſet +1. in the Original Journal-Book of the 
Houſe of Commons than uſual, and are there- 
fore wholly inſerted -out of it, with the additi- 
on and alteration only of ſome few matters of 
courſe. 

On Saturday the 31* day of Ofober M" Francis 
Bacon, returned into this preſent Parliament one 
of the Burgeſles for the Borough of Ipſwich in 
the County of Sffolk, and allo for the Borough 
of St. Albans in the County of Hartford, ſhewed 
unto this Houſe that he maketh choice to ſtand

A Committee was appointed to travel in the 
Examination of ſuch Returns and matters of pri- 
viledge as ſhall happen queſtionable in this Houſe 
during this preſent Seſſions of Parliament, and 
to report their Proceedings therein unto this 
Houſe from time to time for the further reſolu- 
tion of this Houſe to be had in the ſame accord- 
ingly, viz. All the Privy-Council being Mem- 
bers of this Houſe , M* Thomas Knivet, M* At- 
tornies of the Dutchy and Court of Wards, Sir

K nolls, Six Edward Stafford, M* Henry Maynard, 
M* Szigg, M* Oldworth, M* Boyſe, MF if Camry 
M* Lake,, M* Jobs Hare, M* Serjeant 's, 
Sir Richard Kmghtley, MF Francis F orteſcue, Mr, 
Robert Wing field and Mr. William Coke, who were 
appointed to meet upon Thurſday next in the 
Afternoon in the Court of Wards; And the 
Note of the Committees names was delivered 
to Sir Edward Hobbie. 

The Bill for the ſtrengthening of eertain 
Grants made for the maintenance and Govern- 
ment of certain Hoſpitals in Lozdoz, was read 
the firlt time. 

The Bill alſo againſt exceſſive and common 
Drunkennefſs had its firſt reading. 

On Monday the ſecond day of November, Two 
Bills had each of them one reading ; of which 
the ſecond being the Bill to preſerve the Breed 
of Horſes, and to avoid the common ſtealing of 
them, was read the firſt time. After which di- 
vers Speeches were made, which are tranſcribed 
out of the aboveſaid private Journal. 

Sir Edward Hobbie made a Speech for the a- 
bridging of Penal Laws, which he ſaid were 
like Thorns that did prick, but did yield no 
Fruits And that they being not looked unto, it 
bred in us an alteration in manners: And there- 
fore the Proverb muſt needs be fulfilled Morum 
mutatio mutationem legum requirit. Times are 
not as they have been, and therefore the neceſ- 
fity of time makes a neceſlity of alteration of 
Laws, with many other circumſtances touching 
the ſhortneſs of Statutes, and commending the 
proceeding of former ages, he concluded with a 
delire of a Committee. 

Which Speech was ſeconded by M* Serjeant 
Harris, who faid that in the 27" year of the 
Queen the like Motion had been made, and that 
then by reaſon of the ſhortneſs of the time and 
ſuddain ending of the Parliament, nothing was 
done therein: Notwithſtanding he ſaid, that now 
this motion being ſo happily made, and that 
then by reaſon of the ſhortneſs of the time no- 
thing was done, he thought it fit for a Com- 
mittee. 

He was ſeconded again by M* Wiſeman of Lin- 
colns-Inn, who was of the ſame mind, and ſaid, 
That divers particular Laws of his knowledge 
were now both needleſs to be performed, as alſo 
dangerous to the Subje@ by reaſon of the Penal- 
ties. Whereupon the Houſe agreed that the faid - 
Bill ſhould be committed, and Committees were 
nominated (which are inſerted out of the Ori- 
nal Journal-Book it ſelf) vzz. All the Privy Coun- 
cil being Members of this Houſe, M* D* Czar, ' 
Maſter of Requeſts, Sir Edward Hobbie , M* 
Wiſeman , M* D* Crompton, M* D* Perkins, M* 
D* Du, the Knights and Citizens for Londor, 
the Knights and Citizens for Norwich, Sir Wal- 
ter Raleigh, M* Tanfield, M* Francis Bacon, M* 
Robert Wingfield, Sir Robert Wroth, Sir George 
Moore, Sir Moile Finch, Sir John Harrington, Sir 
Thomas Leighton, M* Snigg, M* Phillipps, Mr 
Winch, Mr. Tho. Culpepper, Mr. Hide, Mr. Oldf- 
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worth, Mr. Maynard, the Lord Howard, Sir Ri- 
chard K nightley, Sir Robert Carey, the Lord Clin- 
ton, Mr. Dale, Mr. William Lane, Wir. Michael 
Stanhop, Mr. Faw Sir Henry Nevil, Sir Arthur 
George,Sit Edward Hyngerford,Sir William Strowade, 
Sir William Courtney, Mr. John Egerton, Mr. Dr. 
Janes, Sir Crew Rawleigh, Mr. Boyſe, Sir Henry 
Brunker and Sir Thomas Gerrard, who were ap- 
pornted to meet in the Exchequer Chamber up- 
on Friday next in the Afternoon. 

The Bill for the explanation of ſuch Statutes 
as touch Leafes to be made by Archbiſhops and 
Biſhops, was read the firſt time. 

Monttion was this day given by Mr. Speaker 
unto the Members of this Houſe,that they would 
forbear from henceforth to come into this Houſe 
with their Spurs on, in regard it is very offenfive 
to marry others of the refidue of them. Thus 
far out of the Original Book it ſelf. | 

Others alfo(although nothing were done there- 
it! ) moved to have Boots and Rapiers taken a- 
way, as is ſet down in the above mentioned pri- 
vate Journal. 

On Tueſday the 34 day of November, Upon a 
Motion made by Mr. Speaker on the behalf of 
Mr. Fulk Onſlow the Clerk of this Houſe, for 
that it hath pleaſed God to viſit him with an 
Ague, That it would pleaſe this Houſe to vouch- 
fafe their allowance unto Cadwallader Tydder his 
Servant to execute the place in his abſence as 
Deputy unto the ſaid Mr. O-fow, until it ſhall 
pleaſe God to reſtore him to health. Which 
was willingly aſſented unto by the whole Houfe, 
and by Order of the whole Houſe the ſaid Tyd- 
der took the Oath of Supremacy. 

Nota, That there was a like precedent in the 
ſecond meermg of the Parliament (after an Ad- 
journment thereof) in Arno 28 &-» 29. Regin. 
Eliz. An. Dom. 1 586. when upon the like Motion 
of the Speaker on Wedre/day the 15%" day of Fe- 
bruary, William Onfiow kinſman of the ſaid Mr. 
Fulk On/iow,being at that time a Member of the 
Houſe of Commons, was during his fickneſs al- 
lowed by the faid Houſe to exerciſe and ſupply 
the place of Clerk thereof as at this preſent time 
Cadwallader Tydder fervant to the ſaid Mr. Falk 
O»flow was licenſed to ſupply the ſame. 

Six Bills of no great moment had each of them 
ofie reading 3 of which the laſt being the Bill far 
the better preſerving the breed of Horſes, and 
to avoid the common ſtealing of them, was up- 
on the ſecond reading committed tmto SirEdward 
Hobbie,Sir Robert Wroth, Mr. Walter Cope, Mt. Fulk 
Grevil, Mr. Hide and others, who were appointed 
to meet on Morzdaynext inthe Exchequer Cham- 
bet at two of the Clock in the Aftegtoon; And 
the Bill and Commttees-names were delivered to 
Sir Robert Wroth. 

The Bill to refortn the Abuſes in Inns, Vitu- 
alling-Houſes, ec. was read the ſecond time, and 
being put to the queſtion for cottmitting, was 
upot1 the queſtion refuſed to be committed, 

Upon a Motion made by Mr. Leife,that where- 
as matiy Members of this Houſe, which could not 


come to the Upper Houſe upon the firſt day of 
this Parliament (the Door being kept ſhut) to 
hear her Majeſties pleaſure ſignified by the Mouth 
of the Lord Keeper, of the Cauſes of her Ma- 
jeſties calling of this Parliament, they might in 
ſome ſort be ſatisfied of the ſame, He putterh Mr. 
Comptroller in mind of his Honours promiſe to 
relate the ſame unto them. Who thereupon de- 
fired Mr. Secretary Cecil (becauſe he the ſaid Mr. 
Comptroller was not there himſelt) to make the 
ſame relation ; which the ſaid Mr. Secretary do- 
ing at large, The chief intent and ſcope thereof 
appeared to aim at the ſetting forth of two things 
clpecially, the Firſt the Danger the Kingdom 
ſtood in, in reſpe& of the power and malice of 
the Spaniard: the Second that timely proviſion 
of Treaſure might be made for the prevention. 
Thus far out of the Original Journal-Book it 
ſelf. M* Secretary Ceci['s Speech, which follow- 
eth, being ſpoken after that he had repeated the 
Lord Keepers Speech, is inſerted out of the be- 
foreceited private Journal of the Houſe,in manner 
and form following. 

For my own advice touching the particular 
Counſels of this Houſe, I wiſh that we would 
not trouble our ſelves with any fantaſtick ſpeeches 
or idle Bills, but rather ſuch as be for the general 
good, both light in conception,and facile in exe- 
cution. Now ſeeing it hath pleaſed you all hi- 
therto with patience to hear me, if with your 
favour I may particularize and ſhow the grounds 
of the former delivered Speech touching the 
State of [rclard, I ſhall be very glad both for my 
own diſcharge and for your fatisfattion. The 
King of Spair having quit himſelf of France 
by a baſe and ſervile Peace, forgetteth not to fol- 
low the Objects of his Fathers Ambition, Erg- 
land and the Low-Conntries. He hath made O- 
vertures of Peace, which it they might both be 
honourable and for the publick good, I hold 
him neither a wiſe nor an honeſt man would 
impugn them. He hath put an Army into Jre- 
land , the number Four thouſand Souldiers, 
under the conduct of a vahant, expert and hardy 
Captain 3 who chooſeth rather than return into 
his own Country without any famous enterprize, 
to live and dy in this ſervice. Theſe Four thou- 
fand are three parts Natural Sparierds, and of his 
beſt expert Souldiers, except them of the Low. 
Countries; Thoſe he could not ſpare, becauſe of 
his enterprize of Oftend. And how dangerous 
the loſs of that Town would be to this Land, I 
think there is no man of experience but can wit- 
neſs with me ; For he would eafily be Maſter of 
a}l that Coaſt, ſo that the Trade betwen England 
and the Low-Conntries would be quite diſſolved 
Yea he would be ſo dangerous a Neighbour to 
us, that we which are now Tenants by diſcretion 
are likely ſhortly to be Tenants by the Courteſy. 
When he is our Neighbour of the Low-Conr- 
tries, what Neighbour hath Spain to whom he 
ſhall not be troubleſome. 

I will ſhew you further what beſides this he 
hath done, and how Eagle-eyed he is continually

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over us; To refiſt the Turks attempts, he hath | 


ſent Ten thouſand Men 3 To the Low-Conrmtries 
nine thouſand; In an Enterprize of his own 
againſt the Turk he hath ſent which 
being diſpatched, thoſe Souldiers ſhall return a- 
gainſt the next Spring and ſecond theſe four thou- 
ſand men. Now inthe Enterprize for relard, to 
reſiſt thole attempts in being, and the enſuing 
Proviſions againſt us, let us conlider the cer- 
tainty of our Eſtate in Jreland 3 We have there 
an Army, and nothing but an Army, fed even 
out of England , with what charge it brings to 
the Queen, what trouble to the Subject, what 
danger it is to them there left if the proviſion 
ſhould fail , what hurt to the Common-Wealth 
by making things at a higher rate than otherwiſe 
they would be, I refer it to your Wiſdoms to 
imagiiic. Over this, I afſure you, it 15 beyond 


all Preccdcin and conjecture , his preſence and | 


cauſe of War there , 1s to defend the Catholick 
Cauſe, I mean, to tear her Majeſties Subjects 
from her; for 1 may ſay ſhe hath no Catholick 
obedient Subject there, becauſe ſhe ſtandeth Ex- 
communicate at this preſent by force of two Bulls 
of this Popes, by which the Subjects are abſolved 
_ of their obedience. That you do only remem- 
ber you do it pro aris &- focis 3 Yea we do ut for 
a Prince that deſireth not to draw any thing ex- 
traordinary out of the Cofters of her Subjects, 
She {elleth her Land to defend us, ſhe ſupporteth 
all the Neighbouring Princes to gain their ami- 
ties and <{tabliſh our long Peace 3 Not thele five, 
or ſeven, or ten years, but forty three Years for 
all our Proſperitics. I hope I ſhall not ſee her 
Funeral upon which may be written , Hzc ſolum 
reitat vidrix Orientis. And I pray God I may 
not. What we freely give unto her, ſhe living 
beſtows it to our Good, and dying doubtleſs will 
leave it for our profit. Thus have I out of mine 
own genius for mine own part delivered unto 
you what I know. And touching that I. have 
ſpoken in performing your Commandment, [ 
will take no thanks trom you for my pains, for 
no man cares with leſs afleCtion to ſpeak in this 
Aſembly,. or defireth to gratifie any particular 
Member of this Houſe more than my ſelf. 

Mr. George Moore moved, that whereas the 
Lord Keepers Oration was, that the greateſt mat. 
ters ſhould be handled in the beginning of the 
Parliament, a Committee might be choſen to 
certifie the Houſe what thoſe matters were, that 
Order might be taken accordingly. 

Thus far out of the aforeſaid private Journal 
of the Houſe of Commons.

Sir Robert Croſſe, Mr. Tyne, The Citizens for 
Norwich, Mr. Francis Bacon, Sir Edward Hobbie, 
Mr. Do&or Ceſar, Mr. Newdigate, Mr. Philipp, 

Mr. Robert Wingfield, Mr. Maynard, The Citi- 
zens for Briſtoll, Sir Matthew Brown, Mr. Jones 
for Hereford, Mr. Francis Moore, Mr. Mountague, 
Sir Moile Finch , Mr. Edward Barker , Sir Jobr 
Egerton, Mr. Boice, Mr. Lake, Mr. Cope and Mr. 
Richard Warberton , who were appointed to 
meet in this Houſe upon Saturday next at two of 
the Clock in the Afternoon. Vide December 5.

On Wedneſday the 4** day of November, the 
Bill. for the better keeping of the Sabbath day, 
was upon the ſecond reading committed unto 
Sir George Moore, Sir William Wray and divers 
others, who were appointed to meet this Afﬀter- 
noon in the Mzddle-Temple Hall at two of the © 
Clock. 

Thus far out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houſe of Commons, the reſt that follows 
touching the EleQion of Sir Ar-drew Nowell to 
be one of the Knights for Rutlandſbire, being at 
the ſame time Sheriff of the ſaid County, being 
but briefly and imperfectly ſet down, is therefore 
ſupplied out of the ſaid priyate Journal of the 
Houſe of Commons. 

Mr. Serjeant Harris moved the Houſe, that in 
reſpe& great danger and inconvenience might 
grow by the want of any one particular Mem- 
ber of this Houſe , Therefore he thought good 
to certifie the want of a Knight for Rutlandſpire 
For he faid, that Sir Andrew Nowell being She- 
riff of the County had returned himſelf jointly 
with Sir Joh Harrington to be Knight , which 
he took in Law to be a void Return, becauſe it 
1s againſt the expreſs words of the Writ, which 
are, Ita gu neqz tu neq; aliquis alius Vicecomes 
alterius Comitatus eligatur, &c. which he thought 
good to move the Houle in referring it to their 
conſiderations z And prayeth that the Record 
may be ſent for from the Clerk of the Crown ; 
for ſaith he, we know in Law, that a man cannot 
make an Indenture to himſelf and the County, 
for there are required two perſons. 

To which Sir Edward Hobbie replied, that 
notwithſtanding this, the Houſe might well re- 
ceive him. _ And he vouched a Precedent in the 
31" of this Queen, when a Writ was directed 
to the Baylifls of Southwark to return Burgeſles, 
and they returned themſelves and were received. 
But if we do not receive him, another queſtion 
will grow, Whether a new Warrant muſt go 
from the Speaker to Ele a new Knight, or from 
the Clerk of theCrown, To which it was agreed 
per omnes, that from the Speaker. | 

Then Mr. Wiſeman of Lincolns-lInn ſtood up 

and 
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and ſhewed the neceſſity of having all our Mem- 
bers, becauſe otherwiſe the Body 1s but maimed 3 
as alſo how dangerous a Precedent this would 
be if it might paſs with the Applauſe of this 
Houſe; And laſtly, the reaſon of putting 1n the 
aforeſaid ſpecial words in the Writ, becauſe it 
muſt be neceflarily intended, that they being fo 
great Officers, having ſo great a charge, and their 
preſence in their Countries ſo requilite, ſhould 
not be returned. Beſides, for that time they be 
the chief men of the Shire , Freeholders perad- 
venture for favour ſake would rather chuſe him 
than men far more ſufficient for that place. 

Mr, Carey moved, whether it it were with his 
will, he ſhould be puniſhed by Fine or other- 
wile. | 

Sir John Harrington (aid, of his own know- 
ledge he knew him to be very unwilling : But 
the Freeholders made Anſwer they would have 
none other. 

Mr. Speaker ſaid, it could not be intended 
againſt his will, for his hand is to the Indenture; 
but he moved whether it ſhould be intended 
that this Sir Arthony Nowel! were una & eadem 
perſona, or no 3 And though it were, yet whe- 
ther they could take notice thereof, not being 
certified out of the Chancery. To which all the 
Houle ſaid, there was no other ot the name. 

Then Mr. Comptroller ſtood up and moved, 
that in reſpe& the Return was joint, and that 
they did diſallow Sir Anthony Nowell, he defired 
to be reſolved of the Learned Maſters of the 
Law in this Houſe, whether all the Return were 
inſufficient, and ſo Sir JFokn Harrington to be ex- 
cluded. To which all the whole Houle faid No. 

Mr. Serjeant Harris ſaid No, becaule the {aid 
Warrant is affirmative to chule any but the She- 
riff, who is excepted by ſpecial words; fo that 
the Return of the other is warranted, but that of 
himſelf is void, 

Sir Edward Hobbie Anſwered and faid, nay 
then Mr. Serjeant, if you ſtand on that, I think 
thereare few Knights 1n this Houle lawfully cho- 
ſen, for the words of the Writ and Statute are, 
' that he muſt be Commorant within the County, 
which but few are. To which not one word was 
Anſwered. And that Clauſe was huſhed up. 

Mr. Speaker ſaid, Well , I will put it to the 
queſtion, which ſhall be twotold, one whether 
the Return be void, the other whether a new 
Warrant ſhall be ſent forth. To which being 
twice moved, all crycd I, I, I; not one man 
ſaid No. 

Sir Edward Hobbie ſaid, Mr. Speaker the War- 
rant muſt go from your ſelf, for in the twenty 
ſeventh Year of this Queen, when Parrie was 
Burgeſs for Qeerborough a new Election was 
made, and the Warrant was ſent from the 
Speaker, 

Nota, That this reſolution of the Houſe is di- 
re&ly contrary to a former Precedent agreed on 
in the Houſe of Commons upon Friday the 21" 
day of February in the Parliament de Ar. xxxi® 
Regin. Eliz. Anno Dom. 1588, 1589. where Mr. 


S* Poole being both Knight for the County of 
Lincoln and Sheriff of the (ame allo, was not- 
withſtanding allowed to retain his place in the 
{aid Houſe as a Member thereof, and had only 
Licence given unto him to depart into the ſaid 
County about the buſineſs of his ſaid Sheriffwick, 
in no other form or manner than is vouchſafed 
of courſe ro the Members of the ſaid Houſe up- 
on any urgent occaſions by them alledged, re- 
quiring their abſence for ſome time, be it longer 
or ſhorter. Where other Precedents alſo to this 
purpole are vouched, and yet perhaps both the 
laid Precedents may ſtand good and be reconci- 
led, with this dificrence, that where any man 
is firſt Sheriff of ſome County and then Ele&ed 
a Knight of the ſame, or a Citizen, Burgeſs or 
Baron of any City, Borough or Claqze-tim of 
the ſame , that in this Cale his Elefion is void, 
becauſe it muſt of neceflity follow, as in this 
Caſe of Sir Azdrew Nowel! it did, that he muſt 
return himſelf, which cannot be good in Law. 
But where a man is firſt Elected a Member of 
the Houſe of Commons, be it Knight , Citizen, 
Burge(s or Baron, and is afterwards made Sheritt 
of ſome County, here*his firſt Eleftion ſtandeth 
good, as it ſhould ſeem alfo it doth, although 
he may be firſt made a Sherift of ſome County, 
and be afterwards Elected a Knight, Citizen, Bur- 
gels or Baron of and in ſome othe: Shire or 
County. And the reaſon of all is plain, in re- 
(vet, that in all theſe latter Caſes his Return can- 
not be made by himſclf , but by the Sheriff of 
the County where he 1s Choſen, This only holds 
good in the Cafe of Knight of the Shire. 

The Bill for Explanation of ſuch Statutes as 
touch Leaſes to be made by Archbilhops and 
Biſkops, was read the ſecond time and rejected, 
after Mr. Bos/e had ſpoken to it as followeth. 

To which only Mr. Eoiſe ſtood up and ſaid, 
that this Act would be prejudicial to the Biſhop 
preſent and the Succetlor, to their Servants and 
to the Biſhops own Farmers and Tenants; To 
the Biſhop preſent, in the maintenance of his 
Eſtate which cometh only by continual Fines, 
which if they be taken away, then are they not 
able ro maintain that Hoſpitality , and keep 
that retinue either belonging to their place or 
an{werable to their living. For conlider the Re- 
venue of the greateſt Bithoprick in England, it 
is but two thouſand two hundred pounds, where- 
of he payeth for Annual Subſidies to the Queen 
five hundred pounds. And what damage we 
(Hall do both to him and his Succe(ior heren, his 
Revenue being ſo beneficial to her Majeſty , I 
refer to all your Judgments. 

To the Succetlor it muſt needs be more .hurt- 
ful; For when he firſt cometh in, he payeth 
Firſt-Fruits/ and yet is not allowed to make his 
benefit by Fines, which all Biſhops Farmers are 
content to do , ſo that he 1s caſt one whole An- 
nual value behind hand , and perhaps, hath no 
power neither to make Leaſes in twelve or (ix- 
teerr Years. This; Mr. Speaker , will induce the 
Miniſters of the Word not to ſeek Biſhopricks, 

LI! whereby 
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whereby we may bring the Clergy both to Po- 
verty and Contempt , from which they have 
ever been carefully defended and provided for 
even by the molt antient Statutes and Laws of 
this Land now extant. 

Hurtful it is to their Servants (for this may 
be every Mans Caſe) We know very many good 
Gentlemens Sons ſerve Biſhops, and how can 
they reward their long and fahful Services, but 
only by means of granting over of theſe Fines or 
ſome other means out of their Spiritual Functi- 
on ? Burt this Ac is good for the Courtier 3 but 
I may ſpeak no more of that point. 

- Laſtly, Mr. Speaker, my ſelf am Farmer to a 
Biſhop, and I ſpeak this as in my own Caſe (on 
my knowledge) to the Houſe, that it 1s ordinary 
upon every Grant after four or five years, ever 
to fine and take a new Leaſe, but I refer it to

fures therein : Only this I can certifie, That I 
have the Copy of the Bill the laſt Parliament ex- 
hibited to this purpoſe, which I having conter'd 
together with the preſent Bill, do find them to 
be word for word all one.

We have turned out divers Bills without diſ- 
putation : And for a Houſe of wiſdom and gravi- 
ty as this is, to bandy Bills like Balls, and to be 
filent as if no body were of Councel with the 
Common-wealth, 1s unfitting in my underſtand- 
ing for the State thereof.- I'le tell you M* Speaker, 
out of mine own Experience, that I have learn- 
&d and obſerved, having had Cauſes of this na- 
ture referred to my Report 3 That this fault of 
uſing falſe Weights and Meaſures 1s grown (o in- 
tolerable and common, that it you would build 
Churches, you ſhall not need for Battlements and 
Bells, other than falſe Weights of Lead and Bras. 
And becauſe I would obſerve the advice given 
in the beginning of this Parliament that we [ſhould 
make no new Laws ; I have only made this Bill 
a confirmation of the Statute of the- 11" of 
Hen. the 7** with a few additions, to which I will 
ſpeak at the paſſing of the Bill, and ſhew the 
reaſons of every particular Clauſe, the whole 
being a Revival of a former Statute : for I take 
it far better to ſcowre a Stream, than to turn a 
Stream.

19 Febr. when Parry being Bur- 
gels of Pnecenborough im Kent was Attainted of 
Treaſon , A Warrant was direQed to the Clerk 
of the Crown to make a new Writ dated the 
19 day of February aforeſaid , in which War- 
rant under the Speakers own hand was inſerted 
a reaſon to this effe&t, viz. becauſe the ſaid Parry 
1s diſabled by. reaſon of his Attainder. 

Fourthly, In An* xxvii* predif. Regin. Eliz. 
Anno Dom. 1584. 30Novembr. Thomas Bodley was 
Eleed Burgeſs of Portſmouth and alſo Baron 
for one of the Cinque-Ports, viz. Hieth, but he 
took Portſxroith and refuſed the other 3 where- 
upon a Warrant was direted as aboveſaid, but 
no Teſte of the Writ was there. 

Fitthly. 28" January 1584. Alexander Pine 
Eſq; choſen Burgeſs for Taunton being Deceaſed, 
a new Writ was made. The Writ bare Teſte 3o* 

anuary. 

Sixthly, 3* Decembr. Anno Domini 1584. Jobs 
Puckering being Speaker was choſen for Bedforg 
and Caermarthen, and choſe Bedford, whereup- 
on a Warrant was made to the Clerk of the 
Crown for a new Writ, which bare date the 4*i 
day of December Anno xxvii? Regin. Eliz. All 
which Warrants were ſigned by the Speaker Johr 
Puckering. 

For the matter between Door Awbrey Do- 
Ror of the Civil Law, and Mr. Williaw: Dela- 
barr Barreſter of the Common Law of Lincolns 
Inn touching the Burgeſsſhip of Cardigan in ales, 
the Cauſe ſtood thus. 

Cardigan hath been by antient Precedents ever 
ſince the firſt Year of Queen Elizabeth a Burgeſs 
Town, and ever the Return of the Indenture 
hath been for Cardigan only. Now this Parlia- 
ment, the Sheriff of the Shire favouring a Town 
called Aberyſtwith, after he receivedthe Parlia- 
ment Writ, ſent his Warrants to the Baylitfs of 
Aberyitwith to chuſe a Burgeſs, &c. who choſe a 
Burgeſs, 2iz. Door Awbrey, and return'd him 
Burgeſs for Cardigan and Aberyſiwith,and ſhewed 
in the Indenture the Ele&ion to be made by both 
Towns 3 And the Indenture was ſigned with the 
Sheriffs hand. . On the other fide the Baylifis of 
Cardigan underſtanding the Writ' to be come to 
the Sheriff, took natice thereof, and without 
Warrant from the Sheriff made an Indenture and 
EleQion of William Delabarr,and ſent the ſame in 
a Letter to him. M* Delabarr ſought the Sheriff 
or his Deputy in Londor: to deliver the Inden- 
ture of Cardigan, but not finding him, delivered 
the ſame to the Clerk of the Crown, paid his 
Fees, was ſworn and admitted into the Houſe 
till this preſent day. Now at this Committee for 
Priviledges Dr. Awbrey came to complain 3 the 
Committees found upon Examination of the mat- 
ter, that the County Court was as well kept at 


Aberyſtwith as at Cardigan, alternis vicibus, and 
that the County Court was to be kept this time 
at Aberyſtwith. So when they went to the Con- 
ference both Awbrey and Delabarr were deſired 
to depart forth. And upon Conſultation theſe 
Queſtions aroſe; Firft, Whether the Houſe have 
Power to Fine the Sheriff, becauſe according to 
the Statute, he ſent not his Warrant to Cardigar; 
Next, If he be puniſhable by the Penalty of the 
Statute 3 Alſo if he have purſued his Authority 
in making his EleCtion in Aberyſtwith. Which are 
left with divers other doubts to the diſcuffing of 
the Houſe the next day , and to the Report of 
Sir Edward Hobbie or Mr. Sollicitor. 

Alfo in the twenty third of Elizabeth a War-

And after ſome ſhort ſpace of time he 
was accordingly brought into this Houſe from 
Newgate; and being at the Bar with his Keeper 
attending upon him , he was by Order of this 
Houſe diſcharged from tus ſaid Keeper and from 
his aid Impriſonment , and delivered unto his 
ſaid Maſter, to bring him again upon Monday 
next unto this Houſe 3 with Farther Order unto

to come into this. Houſe upon Monday next to 
Anſwer the iaid contempt, and to abide the fur- 
ther Order and refolution of this Houſe therein 
accordingly. 

Upon a Motion made by Sir Francis Haſtings 
a Member of this Houſe, complaining of ſome 
abuſe offered unto him and ſundry other the 
Members of this Houſe Yeſterday, by the lewd 
miſdemeanors of Pages and other unruly perſons 
upon the outer ſtairs in the paſſage into this 
Houſe, ſhewed, that he then ſeeing the ſaid diſ-

ſet foot even in the Queens Territories already, 
and therefore are the more of us to be reſpefed 
and regarded. And ſeeing the ſale of her High- 
neſs's own Jewels, the great Loans the Subjects 
have lent her, yet unpaid, the continual ſelling 
of her Lands and decaying of her Revenues, 
the ſparing ever out of her own purſe and ap- 
parel for our ſakes will not ſerve, but yet ſhe 
muſt be fain to call her Court of Parliament for 
our adviceand aid in this Caſe,I wiſhfor my own 
part ( as a particular Member of this Common- 


| Wealth) that we may not do leſs than we did 


before ; And that we alſo would bountifully 
according to our Eſtates, contribute to the ne- 
, cellity 


us 
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ceſſity of her Majeſty , as now it ſtandeth. | 

M* Wiſeman after a diſcreet and judicious 
Specch made touching Gods proteCting us for 
Religion ſake or peace and quietnels, the ſafety 
of her Majeſties perſon, the great victories we 
have had, the greatneſs of Neighbouring Princes 
raiſed only by her Majeſty, ſo that ſhe hath ſpent, 
as it was ſaid by Sir Walter Raleigh, ſo much, 
that now ſhe is fain to deſire the help of her 
ſubjects 3 Let us therefore draw to fome head 
and leave our Orations and Speeches fitter for 
a Parliament than for a Committee. We are to 
conſider only what is fit to be given; And as 
for my part as a poor Member and one of the 
meaneſt in this Houſe, I will be bold to deliver 
mine opinion firſt, becauſe ſome mult break the 
Ice. Three pound Land and under to pay 
two (billings eight pence in the pound, and 
five pound goods and under to pay one ſhil- 
ling eight pence in the pound, and double 
Tenths and Fifteenths aſſoon as may be. Al- 
though I may ſeem over bold, being but a Rural 
and Countryman, to ſpeak even out of my Ele- 
ment in this Caſe 3 Yet I do heartily crave par- 
don of all, beſeeching that neither my unapt- 
neſs or diſorder of Speech, nor the unworthy- 
neſs of my Perſon may prejudice the Cauſe. 

Sir Robert Wroth, that four pound Land full 
Subſidy, and fix. pound goods full Subſidy might 
be paid to her Majelty. 

Sir Francis Haſtings moved, that three pound 
men might be exempted, and all others above 
that rate to pay according to the rate to make 
upa full Subſidy. 

M* Ph;lipps moved, that the four pound men 
might be exempted, and four Subſidies received 
from the Rich, which ſhould be termed a Con- 
tribution, becauſe it might make no innovation. 

Sir Walter Raleigh ſaid, It all pay alike, none 
' will be agreived ;, if any be exempted, doubt- 
leſs it will breed much grief, and the feeling will 
be great to thoſe three pound men that will 
feel any thing, but it will be nothing to them 
that know any thing. 

Sir Edward Hobbie ſaid, We cannot hear you 
ſpeak out, you ſhould ſpeak ſtanding that ſo the 
Houſe might the better hear you. So Sir Walter 
Raleigh ſaid that being a Committee, he might 
ſpeak either ſitting or ſtanding, and fo repea- 
ted over again the former Speech. 

Mr Secretary Cecill ſaid, Becauſe it is an Argu- 
ment of more Reverence,[ choſe to ſpeak ſtanding. 
As long as the Queen by the advice of her 
Council did find means to ſpare you, fo long ſhe 
ever deſired that her Subje&s might not be 
charged : But if her Majeſty aſloon as the laſt 
Subſidy had been ſpent, ſhould have again re- 
ſorted unto you, I do aflure you this Parliament 
had been called in .OZober laſt. Now if upon 
providence and foreſight, you did contribute 
unto her Majeſty z much more ſhould we now 
do the ſame, ſeeing a reſolute Company of 
Souldiers have intrenched themſelves in her Ma- 
4:(ties Kingdom of Ireland, and more Supplies 


— 


thither are daily expected. It is time to operi 
our Coffers, that we may obviate in the be- 
ginning theſe few Forces of the Spaniards, leſt 
growing to greater Forces we cannot expel them 
with leſs than five hundred thouſand pound, which 
we may now do with one hundred thouſand in 
preſent, If there be any that fits next the Door 
that deſires to fit next the Chair to give his opini- 
on, I will not only give him my place, but thank 
him to take my charge. 

This was conceived to be Sjr Edward Hobbie, 
who coming to fit near the Chair and not giving 
him place, fate next the Door. 

We that fit here, for my part, take your fa- 
vours out of courteſy, not out of duty ; but to 
the purpoſe. The Queen hath occaſion to uſe, 
as divers in this Houſe do know, three hundred 
thouſand pound before Eaſter, how this ſhall be 
raiſed and gathered, that's the queſtion 3 for 
without this proportion of charge, neither the 
Spaniards in Ireland can be repell'd, and the 
Wars there maintained, neither her Majeſties 
other affairs be ſet on foot, neither proviſion 
ſufficient can be ſet on foot or made from defence 
of Foreign Invaſions. Admit with a lefs charge we 
ſhould now expel him, will any man be fo ſimple 
to think he will give over the enterpriſe being of 
ſo great conſequence, and grow deſperate? I 


ſhould think him but a man of ſhallow under- 


ſtanding and leſs policy. Surely if we had been 
of that mind when he had that great overthrow 
of his invincible Navy in eighty eight, we had 
been deſtinated to perdition. For how many 
changeable enterpriſes of puiſlant and great 
conſequence hath he ſince made? The like, if 
his Forces in Ireland ſhould now fail, would he 
do again. And therefore that proviſion we now 
make, if he ſhould be expell'd with a leſs matter, 
would ſerve to make defence againſt his next 
Invaſion of that Kingdom, as alſo enrich her 
Majeſty to be ready to furniſh her Navy and 
Forces the ſpeedier for her ſafety. Beſides, 
if he beſtow ſuch Maſles of Treaſure for the 
gaining of one poor Town, Oſtend, what will 
he do to gain ſo ſtrong and famous a Kingdom ag 
Ireland e IT will by the leave of a worthy perſon 
who fits by me, and knows theſe things better 
than I do, yield a particular account unto you 
of the ſtate it (elf Firſt, the laſt whole Sub- 
lidy after the rate of four pound Lands and eight 
groats Goods, came not to above fourſcore thou- 
ſand pounds 3 the Subſidy of the Clergy twenty 
thouſand pound,the double Fifteenths threeſcore 
thouſand pounds 3 All which is eightſcore thou- 
ſand pounds, Since my Lord of Eſex's going 
into Jeeland, ſhe hath ſpent three hundred thou- 
ſand pound. So the Queen is behind one hun- 
dred and forty thouſand pound. Thus we refer 
the matter to your judicious conſideration: We 
only ſhew you the preſent” ſtate of the Queen 
and her affairs, wiſhing no man to look that we 
ſhould. give advice what is tp be done, as though 
you your ſelves who are the wiſdom of the 
Land, could neither direct your ſelves, nor upon 
theſe 
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theſe reaſons alledged judge of the necefiity of 
the State. | 

M- Comptroller, Sir Johz Forteſcue and Secre- 
tary Herbert ſpake all to the like effe& 3 'only Sir 
Jobn Forteſcue added this, that what pleaſed the 
Houſe in the name of the Subſidy to beſtow the 
fame, Her Majeſty did and would ever imploy 
to their uſes 3 ſo that dying, it might be written 
on her Tomb, 2d occupatus vixit, fo that ſhe 
dying liveth ſtill imploying all to the fafety of 
her Subje&s. And 1 beſeech you remember, that 
the Great Turk when he Conquered Conftantine- 
ple found therein three hundred Millions of Gold; 
lf they, quoth he, had beſtowed three Millions 
in defence of their City, he could never have 
gotten it. From this Blindneſs I pray God defend 
us, that we may not be backward to give four 
Subſidies io her Majeſty , for want whereof in 
tim: we my happen to loſe that which will 
nut be recovered or deſcended with a hundred.

Heyward Townſend Eſq, did this day prefer a 
Bill againſt the taulticude of Common Sollici- 
tors, and at the fame time ſpake as followeth. 
May it pleaſe you, M* Speaker , It was well ſaid 
by a Worthy Member of this Houſe' M* Frazxcis 
Bacon,that every man is bound to help the Com- 
mon-Wealth the belt he may 3 much more is 
every man in his particular bound, being a Mem- 
ber of this Houſe, if he knew any dangerous E- 
normity towards the Common-Wealth, not only 
to open it, but if it may be, oppole it. We being 
all here within theſe Walls rogether may be like- 
ned to a Jury cloſe ſhut up in a Chamber; every 
man there upon his Oath, and every man here 
upon his Conſcience, being the Grand Jurymen 
of the Land, bound to deal both truly and plain- 
ly. Herewith (though a moſt unworthy and 
leaſt ſufficient Member of this Houſe) my ſelf 
being touched, I had rather adventure my Cre- 
dit -by ſpeaking though confuſedly, than to 
ſtretch my Conſcience (knowing fo great a mil- 
chiet and inconvenience unto this Kingdom) by 
filence in ſo pleaſing a Cauſe as I do perſwade my 
ſelf this Bill will be to every man that hears it. 
To which M* Speaker, becauſe I may have be- 
nefit of Speech if occaſion ſerve, at the ſecond 
reading thereof, I will not ſpeak more at this 
preſent, but only touching the'very Trad of the 
Bill it felt. The Honourable Perſonage, that in 
the Upper Houſe in the beginning of this Parlia- 
ment, ſpake againſt the lewd abuſes of prolling 
Sollicitors and their great multitude, who ſet 
diſlenſion betwixt man and man, like a Snake cut 
in pieces crawl together to join themſelves again 
to ſtir up evil Spirits of Difſenſion 3 He I fay 
adviſed us, That a Law might be made to repreſs 
them ; I have obſerved that no man in this Par- 
liament ever offered to prefer any ſuch Bill to 
this Houſe, but ſure I am no man ſpake to this 
purpoſe. I have therefore M* Speaker, preſumed 
out of my young Experience, becauſe I know 
part of their abuſes, and with that ſmall Portion 
of Learning that I have, to draw a Bill, and 
here it is. The title 15 thus: An Act to repreſs 
the multitude of Common Sollicitors. The body 
of the A& diſableth all perſons to ſollicit any 
Cauſe other than their own. There are excepted 
and fore-prized four ſeveral ſorts, Lawyers and 
Attornies in their own Courts 3 where they be 
ſworn Servants in Livery, and Kinſmen within 
the fourth degree of Conſanguinity. And no 
man within this Kingdom but may find a fitting 
and convenient Sollicitor within theſe four De- 
grees. And I humbly pray, it being ſo ſhort, 
that the Bill may be read and received. 

M* Secretary Cecil! ſpake touching theSubſidy 
as followeth, v7z. 

When it was the good pleaſure of this Houle 
to give Order to the Committees to conſider the 
common 
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common danger of the Realm, in which not only 
every Member of this Houſe but every man in the 
Kingdom is intereſted, it liked the Committees 
after their reſolution to chuſe one among all to 
give account of their proceedings , and that 1s 
my ſelf I do know it were the ſafeſt way for a 
mans memory to deliver the laſt reſolution with- 
out any precedent Argument 3 for rare is the_ 
Aſſembly in which there is not ſome variety of 
opinions, . I need not recite the form, the Com- 
mittee by reaſon of ſo good attendance being 
little inferiour to our Aſſembly at this preſent. 
Yet if it be true that forma doth dare Eſſentiam, 
it will be ſomewhat neceſſary for me to deliver 
the manner of our proceedings and the circum- 
ſtances, rather than hazard the interpretation of 
ſuch a reſolution. 

The day was Saturday laſt, the place this Houſe, 
the time about four hours 3 and 1 am of opinion, 
if we had all agreed upon the manner, as we did 
ſpeedily upon the matter, all had been diſpatcht 
in an hour. | It ſeemed by the ready conſent of 
the Committees that they came not to look 
on one another , or like Sheep one to accom- 
pany another; but the matter was well declared 
by ſome, and at length conſented unto by all. 
Our contention bred difference, and difference 
'cauſe of Argument, both how to eaſe the State, 

_ and make this Subſidy leſs burthenſom which ſhall 

be received. Some were of opinion that the 
three pound men ſhould be ſpared, becauſe it was 
to be conſidered they had but ſmall Portions. 
Others were of opinion that the four pound men 
ſhould give double, and the reſt upwards ſhould 
be higher Sefſed. Others were of other Opini- 
ons. Again it was moved, whether this Subſidy 
ſhould go in the name of a Benevolence or Con- 
tribution, or whether in the name of a fourth 
Subſidy 3 but at length moſt Voices reſolved it 
ſhould have the old name of a Subſidy, becauſe 
Subkdium and Auxilium are all one. The moſt 
Voices concluded that there ſhould be no excep- 
tion of the three pound men, becauſe according 
to their rate ſome were Seſſed under value ; be- 
ſides, ſeparation might breed emulation, ſuſpition 
of partiality and confuſion. The time was reſol- 
ved upon. And in reſpedt of expedition, to be 
by the firſt of February. And the whole Realm 
; When each man comes into his Country will be 
better ſatisfied when they ſhall know they have 
ſpared no man, nor made any disjunCtion. It 
was ſaid by a Member of the Houſe, that he 
knew ſome poor people pawn'd their Pots and 
Pans to pay the Sablidy. It may be you dwell 
where you ſee and hear 3 I dwell where I hear 
and believe. And this I know that neither Pot 
nor Pan, nor Diſh nor Spoon, ſhould be ſpared 
when danger is at our Elbows. But he that 
ſpake this, in my Conſcience ſpake it not to hin- 
der theSubſidy, or the greatneſs of the Gift, but 
to ſhew the Poverty of ſome Sefled , and by 
ſparing them to yield them relief. But by no 
means E would have the three pound men ex- 


empted , becauſe I do wiſh the King of Spar 


—— 


might know how willing we are to fell all in 
defence of Gods Religion, our Prince and 
Country, | 

I have read when Hannibal reſolved to ſack 
Rome, he dwelt in the Cities adjoining, and ne- 
ver feared or doubted of his Enterprize, till 
word was brought him that the Maidens, Ladies 
and Women of Koz fold their Ear-Rings, Jew- 
els and all their necefſaries to maintain War a- 
gainſt him. I do take my ſelf in duty bound to 
acquaint this Houſe with the modeſty of the 
Committee at the Propoſition 3 that where firſt 
this Houſe never ſtuck to commit it, they never 
ſtuck (underſtanding the reaſons) to grant it. 
I do perſwade my (elf, that the bowns genins of 
this Houſe did not wiſh a more reſolved unity, 
than we had unity in reſolution. And of this 
great Committee it may be faid, de majoribus 
Principes conſultant , de minoribus omnes, Thug 
by your Commandments have I undergone this 
Charge, and will be ready to do the like duty 
whenſoever you command me. 

Then after Conſultation had of the great oc- 
caſions, it was put to the Queſtion, whether the 
double Tenths and Fifteenths ſhould be paid by 
the firſt day of February, viz. for this fourth 
Subſidy before the third begin 3 and that the 
firſt payment of the firſt three Subſidies ſhould 
be brought in by the 10" of Jure,viz. half a Sub- 
fidy 3 And all ſaid Yea, and not one No. 

Then was a Motion made by Sir Robert Wroth, 
that this new Subſidy might be drawn in a Bill 
by it ſelf, to which ſhould be annext a Preamble 
of the great neceſlitics , the willingneſs of the 
Subject, and that it might be no Precedent ; but 
that would not be yielded unto. 

Then M* Speaker asked the Houſe if they 
would appaint Committees, fo they appointed 
the Queens Councel and all the Serjeants of the 
Houſe and no more. | 

M* Francis Moore moved that , that which * 
was done might be compleatly done, and the 
Subſidy gathered by Commiſſion and not by the 
old Roll; for peradventure ſome were dead,others 
fallen to Poverty, others Richer, and ſo deſerved 
to be inhanſed, e&c. And withal he faid, that 
the granting of this Subſidy ſeemed to be the 
Alpha and Omega of this Parliament, 

M- Wingfield moved the Honourable of the 
Councel, Members of this Houſe , That ſeeing 
the Subſidy was granted, and they yet had done 
nothing, it would pleaſe her Majeſty not to 
diſſolve the Parliament till ſome Ads were 
paſſed. 

Serjeant Harris ſaid, The Motion of the Gen- 
tleman that laſt ſpake, is not now to be diſcuf- 
led 5 we _— ſpeak touching the Subſidy. 

M* Fravcis Bacon after a Repetition of ſome 
of what was done Yeſterday , that the three 
pound men might not be excluded, he conclu- 
ded, that it was Dulcis traGus pari jugo, there- 
fore the Poor as well as the Rich not to be ex- 
empted. 

Sir Walter Raleigh (aid , I like not that the

may you call it Policy, as an Honourable Perſon 
alledged, but I am ſure it argues Poverty in the 
State. And for the Motion that was laſt made of 
Dulcis traFus pari Fuga, Call you this par jugurr, 
when a poor man pays as much as a rich, and 
peradventure his Eſtate is no better than he is 
ſet at, or but little better 3; when our Eſtates that 
be thirty pound or forty pound in the Queens 
Books, are not the hundred part of our Wealth? 
Therefore it is not Dulcis nor pari, 

MF Secretary Cecill, That now ſeeing one of 
the weightieſt matters and cauſes of Calling this 
Parliament was agreed upon, he doubted not 
but we ſhould have both a quick Parliament and 
ſpeedy payment. But for that the Gentleman 
faid on my right hand, that the Subſidy was the 
Alpha and Omega of this Parliament , I think he 
ſpoke it not ſimply out of humour, but rather 
upon probability 3 for I can aſſure you her Ma- 
jeſty 1s as reſpeive over you touching her Laws, 
which ſhe delireth may be peruſed and amended, 
that ſhe meaneth not to Diſfſolve this Parliament 
till ſome things be amended. For that, that I ſaid 
touching the Spaniards knowing of our fale of 
our Pots and Pans and all we have to keep him 
out, which ſhould be a matter of Policy, to 
which the Gentleman on my left hand (Sir Wal- 
ter Raleigh) took Exceptions, I ſay it is true, and 


yet I am miſtaken: I ſay it is good the Spaniards 


ſhould know how willing we are to ſell our Pots 
and Pans and all we have to keep him out ; Yet 
I do not ſay, it is good he (ſhould know we do 
ſell them : that is, { would have him know our 
willingneſs to ſell (though there be no need) 
but not of our Poverty in ſelling, or of any ne- 
ceſlity we have to ſell them, which I think none 
will do, neither ſhall need to do. Then all the 
Houſe cryed No, No, as much as to ſay, no man 
did fo. 

Sir Arthur Gorge moved, that it would pleaſe 
the Council that Order might be taken that Ju- 
ſtices of the Peace might be Seſled according to 
the Statute, viz. at twenty pound Lands, where- 
as there be few Juſtices that be above eight or 
_— _—_— by M* Secretary noted in his Table 


Then Serjeant Heyle ſtood upand made a Mo- 
tion, ſaying : M* Speaker, I marvel much that 
* the Houſe will ſtand upon granting of a Subſidy, 
or the time of payment, when all we have is her 
Majeſties 3 and ſhe may lawfully at her Pleaſure 
take it from us; Yea ſhe hath as much right to 
all our Lands and Goods as to any Revenue of 
her Crown. At which all the Houſe hemm'd, 
and laughed and talked. Well quoth Serjeant 
Heyle, al your Hemming ſhall not put me out of 
Countenance. So M Speaker ſtood up and faid, 
It is a great diſorder that this ſhould be uſed ; 
for it is the antient uſe of every man to be ſilent 
when any one ſpeaketh 3 and he that is ſpeaking 
ſhould be ſuffered to deliver his Mind without 
interruption. So the ſaid Serjeant proceeded,

his latter Speech he ſaid, he could prove his for- 
mer Poſition by Precedent in the times of Henry

| M* Mowntage of the Midale-Tomple ſaid; that 
there were no. ſuch Precedents ; and if all Pre- 
ambles of Subſidies were looked upon, he ſhould 
find it were of Free Gift. And although her Ma- 
xlty requireth this at our hands, yet it is in us 


.to give, not 1n her to exatt of Duty: And for 


the Precedents there be none ſuch, but touching 
a tenth Fleece of Wooll; and a tenth Sheaf of 
Corn that was granted to Edward the Third at 
his going to the Conqueſt of France, becauſe all 
the Money then in the Land to be levyed by 
way of Subſidy, would not be any way anſwer- 
able to raiſe that great Maſs he deſired. - And fo 
having theſe Tenths he (old them to private en 
to gain that Sublidy, and fo raiſed Money to hims 
ſelf for his Enterprize. | | :

unto her Subje&s, doubtleſs her Majeſty is to 
confeſs as much. In my opmion therefore we 
ſhould do great wrong and purchaſe great blame 
at their hands that ſent them hither in Teoſt, if 
m a matter of this conſequence, and fo particu- 


larly touching the State of this City, we ſhould 


not admit them Committees. 

Mr Wiſeman (aid, that by committing of a Bill 
the Honſe allowed of the body thereot though 
they difallowed of ſome imperfeftions m the 
ſame, and therefore committed it to ſome choſen 
men of Truſt to reform or amend any thing 
therein which they found imperfet. And it 1s 
to be preſumed that he that will give his No to 
the Committing of a Bill, will be wholly againſt 
the Bill. And therefore the Houle allowing of 
this Bill to be committed, are (in my opinion) 
to diſallow any that will be againſt the body of 
the Bill for being Committees. 

M- Comptroller ſaid, he'was of opinion, for 
the reaſon before alledged, that they ought to 
be Committees, but he moved another queſtion, 
Whether a Committee ſpeakmyg againſt the Bill 
at the Commitment, may alſo ſpeak at the in- 
grofling thereof in the Houſe, 'and have hisfree 
Voice. | | 

'Sir Edward Hobbie ſaid, that may be reſolved

And for mine own 
opinion, I think that he that is againſt the body

Mr. F»lk Grcvil (aid, That a Committee was 
an artificial body framed out of us who are the 
general body ; And therefore that which is ſpoken 
at the Committees, evaneſcit, it is gone, whenthe 
body which is the Commitment is diſlolved 3 
and then every particular Committee is no more 
a part of the artificial body but of us the ge- 
neral body, when he hath his free voice as though 
he had never ſpoken before.

The Bills and Committees names touching tri- 
fling Suits and againſt common Sollicitors were 
delivered to Mr. Boyce. 

The Amendments in the Bill for puniſhment of 
Offences in baſe and idle Perfons were twice read, 
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and with the Bill Ordered to be ingroſſed. +, | 

Two Bills alſo had each of themone reading 3 
of which the ſecond being the Bill concerning 
mattersof Aſſurances uſed amongſt Merchants was 
read the fecond time, and Committed unto all the 
Privy Council being Members of this Houle, all 
the Doctors of the Civil L1w likewiſe of this 
Houſe, Sir Walter Raleigh and others, who were 
appointed to meet upon Thurſday next in the Ex- 
chequer Chamber at two of the Clock 1n the 
Afternoon. 

John Baker was brought to the Bar by the Ser- 
Jeant and charged by Mr. Speaker with his of- 
fence, ec. was asked what he could anſwer for 
himſelf. Upon his humble ſubmiſhion made, ear- 
neſt proteſtations of not knowing the ſaid Wood- 
dal to pertain to any Member of this Houſe, and 
being Sequeſtred until the Houſe had conſidered 
of the ſame, he was again brought to the Bar and 
by Order of the Houſe diſcharged paying his 
Fees. Uide concerning this matter on Yeſterday 
immediately foregoing. | 

Thus far out of the Original Journal-Book 
of the Houſe of Commons the refidue of this 
dayes Paſſages are inſerted out of the private 
Journal. 

M- Hugh Beeiton ſtood up in the lower end of 
the Houſe and ſaid , M* Speaker, We that be 
here cannot hear you that be above, I would it 
would pleaſe them that ſpeak there to ſpeak 
- Jouder. Alſo I am to certifie you, that I am 
here for a Town, but not for mine own Coun- 
try of Denbighſhire or for any part thereof z but 
it I ſhould not ſpeak ſomewhat for my Country, 
I dare neyer go thither again, Therefore I 
heartily beſeech you , M* Speaker, That the 
Houſe may be reſolved what courſe is taken ac- 
cording to the Order of the Houſe for the Ele- 
ction of a Knight and Burgeſs, for they cannot 
but find themſelves grieved for want of the Ele- 
Ction. But what is done I know not. 

M* Secretary Cecil ſaid, Becauſe I was the Re- 
porter of the ſtay of the Ele&ion, as alſo of the 
proceeding. I will now alſo certifie you, that 
there was Order taken for the ſending out of a 
Warrant for the Ele&ion 3 but what is done 
therein, I know not. 

M- Speaker ſaid, I gave Warrant to the Clerk 
of the Crown according to the antient form to 
ſend out a new Writ, who anſwered me that the 
Lord Keeper deſired to have the Warrant direct- 
ed to him for a new Writ and for his Warrant 
- for ſealing thereof, ſo that nothing is done 
therein. 

Sir Edward Hobbie ſaid , There is no Court 
\ that doth not obſerve his Rites and follow his 
Priviledges, much mote this High Court of Par- 
liament being the greateſt , and Commander of 
all other Courts, doth and ought to obſerve the 
ſame moſt ſtrictly ; And all the Precedents which 
I have ſeen and obſerved touching this point have 
ever gone to the Clerk of the Crown and tonone 
other. And therefore I take it, that courſe ought 
inviolably to be obſerved. 


Sir Georee Moore faid, I agree with the Gen- 
tleman that laſt ſpake, that Precedents ought to 
be obſerved; but yet not altogether, upon ur- 


gent occaſion or by neceſlity of time : knowing 


this, I take it my duty to inform you, if any al- 
teration haye been, it proceeded from the imper- 
fetion of a\Speaker. It was well obſerved by an 
antient Member of this Houſe , that no Confe- 
rence with the Lords touching a Sublidy ſhould 
be had : Yet that Rule hath been altered in late 
Parliaments by reaſon of ſpecial Cauſes. So do 1 
think it would be more Honourable to this Houſe 
to direct our Warrant to the Lord Keeper, than 
to any inferiour Miniſter in the Chancery. 

Sir Francis Haſtings (aid, By the leave of your 
Honourable Favours, I will ſhew you that I my 
ſelf was Yeſterday with the Lord Keeper, and 
how Honourably I heard him ſpeak of this Houſe 
that he deſired nothing more than to ſhew the 
duty and love he beareth us, as alſo himſelf 
would be our immediate Officer, and would be 
willing and glad to receive a Warrant from ys, ſo 
it might be direded to him for his diſcharge, be 
it in what terms ſoever we pleaſed. And he faid, 
he doubted not , but if this Honourable Houſe 
knew ſo much, they would rather chuſe him 
than any other for their Miniſter. Thus much I 
thought good to certifie this Houſe of, which be- 
ing ſpoken io private unto me, I now deliver in 
publick unto you for my own advice. I think 
nothing can be more Honourableunto this Houſe, 
than to have a Perſon of fo great Eſtate, to 
whom we may direct our Warrant as to our Mi- 
niſter. 

Mr Francis Bacon (aid, It is far more Honour- 
able for this Houſe in my opinion, when our War- 
rant ſhall movethe principal Member of Juſtice, 
than when it ſhall command a baſe petty or in- 
feriour Servant to the Clerk of the Crown, or 
the Clerk of the petty Bag. It will be faid, that 
our Warrant Emanavit improvide, when we hall 
dire& our Warrants to thefe baſe Officers, when 
we may move the Great Seal of England by it, 
_ as ſoon as either petty Bag or petty Of 

cer. 

Mr Speaker ſaid , I was and ever am Zealous 
and Jealous of the Priviledges and Orders of 
this Houſe, I was commanded by you to.fend 
forth a Warrant for the EleCtion of a Knight 
and Burgeſs 3 I found a reſojution, that durwg 
the time of the (itting of this Houle, the Speaker 
for a new EleCtion is to make a Warrant direQed 
to the Clerk of the Crown: ſo. that in my doing 
thereof I hope I have done rightly. 

M- Secretary Cecill ſaid , I hope I ſhall move 
unto you a Concluſion which will end this Con- 
troverſie, and 1n the mean time a ſaving to all 
perſons. I mean not to ſecond my former Error, 
for which I was excepted unto ; that is, that M* 
Speaker or any. Member ſhould attend the Lord 
Keeper 3 but that four might be Aſligned by 
this Houſe to go to the Lord Keeper. I lay #6 go 
(as if he ſhould have ſaid, mark. I ſay not to 
attend) to the Lord Keeper to know: the 
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cauſe of the ſtay, as alſo his requeſt unto this 
Houſe: And that other ſix might be Aſſigned to 
call betore them the Clerk of the Crown, the 
Clerk of the petty Bag and the Clerk of this 
Houſe, with their Precedents and Books to ſee 
ta whom this Warrant hath in former times been 
direfed, and whether the Priviledges in former 
Ages have danced a Pavin to and fro, and ac- 
cording to the time have been altered. This to 
be done this Afternoon, and to certifie this Houſe 
to Morrow, and then we to make a determinate 
reſolution. 

To which all ſaid, A good Motion. 

M* Holcroft of Cheſhire (aid, May it pleaſe you, 
M- Speaker, the County day for Dezbighſhire is 
on Thurſday next, and therefore there had need 
be ſpeed made, otherwiſe there can be no EleCtion 
this Parliament. 

M* Speaker faid , Will it pleaſe you to name 
the ſix Committees, ſo the Houſe named Sir E4- 
ward Hobbie, Serjeant Harris, Sir Francis Haſtings, 
&c. The Speaker likewiſe ſaid , Will it pleaſe 
you to name the four to go to theLord Keeper, 
ſo the Houſe named Secretary Herbert , Sir Ed- 
ward Stanhop, Sir Edward Stafford and M* Fulk 
Grewll. 

Thus far out of the aforeſaid private Journal. 
The next dayes Paſſages do now follow in part 
out of the Original Journal-Book it elf. 

On Saturday the 14 day of November, M* 
Cotton a Member of this Houſe moved for the 
receiving of two Bills, which he then offered to 
the conſideration of the Houſe, and were accep- 
ted accordingly 3 but were not then read by rea- 
ſon of ſundry occaſions of lett, and for that alſo 
+ Mr Speaker had not peruſed them. 

Three Bills alſo had each of them one reading 3 
of which the third being the Bill that Edward 
Markbam may diſpoſe of his Lands as other Te- 
nants in Tail lawfully may do, was read the fe- 
cond time, and committed unto Sir Robert Wroth, 
Sir Moyle Finch and others, who were appointed 
to meet upon Friday next at two of the Clock 
in the Afternoon in the Court of Wards, and 
the Parties whom it concerneth to bring their 
Evidences and Writings to the Committees, 

One other Bill touching making of Cloathes 
was read primd vice. 

M* Johnſon informed the Houſe, that ſundry 
Members of this Houſe have been ſerved with 
Subpena's, Niz. Edward Mountague Elqz to ap- 

ar in Chancery upon the 6** day of this inſtant 
Tate = ad reſpondend. Will. grin Al upon 
Sir Michael Sandes to appear in the Kings-Bench 
, ad teſtificaud' die Veneris prox' poſt Craft' San@i 
Martin. at the Suit of John Stow; upon God- 
dard Pemberton to be in the Chancery, w#* die 
Novembr. ad Se. Will, Wood. Whereupon the 
Serjeant was appointed to bring unto this Houſe 
the perſons that ſerved or do. proſecute'the faid 
Subpena's, to Anſwer in this Houſe for their ſaid 
Contempts. 

Thus far out of the Original Journal-Book of 
the Houſe of Commons 3 the further diſpute of

this buſineſs and the reſidue of the Paſſages of 
this day are in the next place ſupplied out of 
the often before-recited private Journal of the 
ſaid Houſe. 

The faid M* Johnſon after he had vouched the 
aforeſaid precedent inſtances touching other 
Members of the Houſe that had been ſerved with 
ſeveral Subpena's, certified the ſaid Houſe further 
thus much, that the Informer came to his Lodg- 
ing this Morning as he was coming out of his 
Door and asked for himz he told him he was 
the man. Then ſaid the Informer, The Queen 
Greets you well. What's this quoth 12 A Sb- 
pena quoth the Informer, and [I charge you to 
appear upon it according to the Contents. Then 
I told him that I was of this Houſe and could 
not attend. He Anſwered me again, there it is, 
[ care not, look you to 1t at your peril, 

M- David Waterhouſe ſtood up and ſhewed, 
that that Sybpena came out of his Office, and 
further ſhewed the neceſlity of obeying of it, 
for that a Cauſe for want of Witneſſes might be 
loſt; therefore the hearing being appointed at a 
day certain , the Client might peradventure be 
undone if he ſhould not have this Subpena ad 
teſtificandum in due time both ſerved and ap- 
peared unto. 

Sir Edward Hobbie alledged divers Precedents 
touching this point, as 10 February 27% Eliz. 
M* Kerle ſerved one Roger Stepney with a Sub- 
pena into the Star-Chamber, and for this he was 
adjudged to the Serjeants keeping for ſix dayes, 
and to pay five Marks Charges : And 25 March 
27 Eliz. M* Crooke ſerved a Member of this Houſe 
with a Subpeya into Chancery, and tor ſo doing 
was adjudged to give a Copy of the Bill, twenty 
ſhillings for Charge, and was Committed. 

M* Wiſeman Nd, notwithſtanding the Alle- 
gations and excuſe of the Gentleman that ſpake 
in favour of the Subpera ad teſtificandum, I think 
it deſerveth no lefs favour than the other : For 
if the neceſſity of the Cauſe were ſuch that he 
muſt needs be ferved and ſpared out of this 
Houſe, the party ought to ask leave of the 
Houſe, or at leaſt of the Speaker, or intreat hio! 


| to relate the ſame to the Houle. 


Sir George Moore faid , I think as the Gentle- 
man that laſt ſpake , for the like Szbpena being 
brought the laſt Parliament,it grew to a queſtion, 
whether it were an impeachment\to the Privi- 
ledge of the Houſe; And after ſome diſpute, an 
antient Member of this Houſe ſhewed divers Pre- 
cedents how that the minds of the Members of 
this Houſe ought to be freed as well as their bo- 
dies. Whereupon two Members were ſent to re- 
quire the Lord Keeper to reverle that Subpers, 
ec. He alſoſpake of a &roWarranto for the Li- 
berties of the Black-Fryars withheld, but to what 
purpole igzoro. 

Then it grew to a queſtion, whether a Purgets 
of a Parliament may be ferved with a Subperz 
ad teſtificandum ; And it was concluded that he 
could not. A : 

$0 after this diſpute they agreed, that the Ser- 


jeant

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jeant ſhould be ſent to Arreſt all thoſe to appear 
that had procured the Subpena's aforeſaid, to An- 
{wer their contempts with all ſpeed. 

Sir Francis Haſtings ſtood up and made a re- 
lation of the proceedings which he with the other 
Committees had made according to the Com- 
mandment of the Houſe the day before. He ſaid, 
We called before us the Clerk of the Crown, the 
Clerk of the petty Bag, and our Clerk of the 
Parjtament. 

The Clerk of the Crown ſhewed us five War- 
rants and one Order, all one Courſe and one form, 
and all in the 27 Eliz. Three of the Warrants 
were directed to the Clerk of the Crown, two 
without direfion ; and he ſhewed us Writs 
without Warrant. Then we called the Clerk 
of the petty Bag, who would ſhew us no War- 
rant but only a Record of Writ in his Roll of 
39 Eliz. only he ſaid ( but we heard him not ) 
that Warrants had been granted to the Clerk of 
the petty Bag. The Clerk of the Parliament 
ſhewed unto us two Precedents of - 5 Eliz. and 
of 13 Eliz, every one without direction, but 
with theſe words or to the like effe&. as I take it, 
[It is required ſuch and ſuch a thing be done.” 

Sir Edward Hobbie ſaid , Becauſe the truth 
hereof may be made more plain,and that it plea(- 
ed youto command my unworthy ſelf to attend 

Yeſterdays Service, I will under favour of the 
Gentleman that laſt ſpake, make a Repetition ab 
origine, a little longer than he did, for your ſa- 
tisfations of this Cauſe and our pains. It pleaſ- 
ed you to depute fix to this ſervice, five attended. 
The Serjcant at Law (Serjeant Harris) of whoſe 
furtherance we beſt hoped, deceived both your 
and our expeCations. The Clerk of the petty 
Bag, the Clerk of the Crown and the Clerk of 
the Parliament attended us. The Clerk of the 
Parliament delivered unto us a fair Record con- 
taining a Writ ſent out ſedente Parliamento ( for 
ſo are the words) it was for the Knights of York- 
* "ſbire and Lancaſhire, and this was all he could 
ſhew ; only he ſaid, an old Officer would be 
{worn, there were more, but loſt by Garth's de- 
ceaſe. The Clerkof the Crown dealt with us 
two ways, The Fuſt by way. of experienced 
Officers, The Second by way of Precedent. For 
the Firſt, one Stepher Brown was brought forth 
before us who hath been an Officer in the Crown- 
Othice theſe thirty fix years: And being a:ked if hz 
knew how Warrants were directed, he anſwered, 
that in the time of the Lord Keeper Bacon, he 
that was Speaker of this Houſe directed them 
to the Clerk of the Crown : Being further ask- 
ed, if they were impugned ; he Anſwered, No. 
Being asked, where theſe Warrants were kept; 
he ſa1d, on the: Labels in the Houſe. The ſaid 
Clerk (hewed us five Precedents and one Order, 
the reſt were loſt by M* Watſor's death, as the- 
other Precedents were by the death of Mr 

Garth, the Clerk of the Parliament of the 13 
of Queen Elizabeth, when Sir Chriſtopher Wray 

was Speaker : As alſo One Order dated 18* of 


March 1580. die Sabbathi, that a Warrant ſhould

be directed tothe Clerk of the Crownto chulſe a 
newBurgeſs forNorwichinſtead of oneBeamort,the 
words whereof werc, It is required of the Knights, 
Citizens, Burgefles and Barons, e*c. As alſo ano- 
ther Order dated die Sabbathi 18% Marti; 1580, 
in theſe words, It is further agreed upon and 
reſolved by this Houſe, that during the time of 
ſitting of this Court, there do not at any time 
any Writ go out for the chuſing or returning . 
of any Knight, Citizen, Burgeſs orBaron, with- 
out the Warrant of this Houſe firſt directed for the 
ſame to the Clerk of the Crownaccording to the 
Ancient Juriſdiction and Authority of this Houſe 
1n that behalf accuſtomed. And another Warrant 
ſubſcribed Henry Gates and Will. Fleetwood who 
wereCommittees1n examination of aCauſe touch- 
ing Henry Bermaker and Anthony Wilde,the effe& 
whereof was, That foraſmuch as they were Ar- 


reſted into the Kings Bench, whereas we find 


them priviledged as Members of this Houſe, a 
Warrant was directed to the Clerk of the Crown 
for making Writs of Priviledge as aforeſaid, 
Dated from Weſtminſter the ſixth day of Decem< 
ber. Therefore for mine own opinion and accord- 
ing to theſe Precedents, I think they ought to 
be direed to the Clerk of the Crown. 

Sir George Moore ſtood up and ſhewed a Pre- 
cedent dated on Friday the ſecond day of March 
352 Eliz, where a new Writ was to be Award- 
ed out concerning M* Fitzherbert, and all Writs 
of priviledge to come from the Chancery 3 And 
the Speaker made a new Warrant to the Lord 
Keeper to make a new Writ. In the like caſe 
both touching Southwark and Melcombe Regis 3 
for I think the Warrant ought to be directed to 
the Lord Keeper. 

M- Pate of the Middle-Temple ſhewed that 
Ratio Legis was Anima Legis 5 And he that pre- 
ſents a Precedent without a reaſon , preſents a 
body without a foul. There is a difference in 
Writs; there are Breviaex gratia ſpecial: and Bre- 
via curſoria : And therefore when the Warrant 
hath gone from the Speaker to the Clerk, it hath 
cauſed the Writs of courſe by the Lord Keeper. 

M* Secretary Herbert (hewed how that he with 
other three by their Commandments had: been 
with the Lord Keeper whom he found moſt Ho- 
nourably to entertain and receive both him and 
the reſt : And that his Lordſhip did greatly re- 
{pet both the majeſty and gravity of this Afſem- 
bly, and faid, that he woud be loth to derogate 
any thing from either : Notwithſtanding he ho- 
ped and prayed. that if any further Precedents 
had improvidently gone from this Houſe, or 
contrary to the molt antient uſage, that we 
would now ſettle our reſolution, and ſtabliſh and 
decree that which might be a ſufficient Warrant 
unto him to put in Execution our Commands, 
and alſo increaſe the Majeſty and Honour of this 
Houle, which he moſt heartily wiſhed might ever 

continue. And for my part, thus much I can 
aſſure you, that we cannot wiſh him to be more 
Honourable or more agreeable to this Houſe than 


we found him. |

15 to convey our minds and Meſſages to the Up. | 
per Houſe, ec.

Then all cryed to the queſtion. 

Then Mr Speaker ſtood up and ſaid, The Que- | 
ſtion muſtſtand on three parts, Firſt if the War- 
rant ſhall be directed tothe Clerk of the Crown;

The Houſe wondred much at this Motion, and 
great murmuring there was 3 At laſt the Speaker

He Anſwered, In the hands of one Mr. Henry 
Davies his Clerk of Lincolns-Inn, bat the Clerks 
name he knew not. The Serjeant upon Conſul- 
tation was ſent for Mr. Davies and his Man into 
the Hall. After a while they came up, and no+ 
tice being given thereof, the Man only was ſent 
for into the Houſe, who being asked what was 
his name 3 he ſaid it was John Baker : being

The Bill for redrefling certain inconveniences 
1n the Statute of 21 Hey. 8, Cap. 13. Intuled 
An A againſt Pluralities of Benefices for taking 
of Farms by ſpiritual men and for Refidence, was 
read the ſecond time and diſputed, whetker it 
ſhould be committed , in manner and form fol- 
lowing, viz. 

Mr. Dunn ſpake againſt this Bill and fafd, it 
was no reaſon that men of unequal deſert fhould 
be equally Beneficed or equalized with the 
beſt 


Doctor Crompton amongſt many other Speech- 
es wiſhed that Pluralities of- Offices might be ta- 
ken from theLaity, and then Pluralrties of Bene- 
fices from the Spiritualty. Alſo in former Ages, 
he ſaid, Tmpropriations were given to the Spirt- 
tualty, and then no Pluralitics allowed ; as alſo 
Spiritual men bound by Eccleſiaſtical Canons of 
their own from Marriage, ſo that they might live 
with far lefs.charge than now they do: But ha-

Sir George Moore ſaid, He thought the Bill 
moſt fit to be committed, it being in the general 
opinion a good Law, and tending to a good and 
a religious end; and ſuch is the iniquity of 
this Age, that for want of a good Law of this 
nature , many Souls do not only languiſh but 
periſh everlaſtingly for want of Spiritual Food. 
I think therefore , that though there be ſome 
imperfections in the Bill , yet the body and 
parts of it may be amended to every mans ſatil- 
faction. 

Mr. Lock (aid, Mr. Speaker, I think bare ſilence 
is not-an exoneration of a Mans Conſcience 3 the 
ſimilitude of Offices and Benctices made by the 
Dotor doth not hold, under favour 5 for Nox 
eſt incipiendum cum Laicis, ſed incipiendum 2 Do- 
210 Dei, Therefore if they begin firſt, we ſhall 
follow in avoiding Pluralites. | 

DoGor James fd, That it had been ſaid, That 
Pluralities were the cauſe of bringing corruption 
into the Church ; but for that , under favour, 
ſaid he, I think the contrary, becauſe corruption 
is commonly where Poverty is 3 but .if compe- 
tent living be given to the Miniſter, I ſee no rea- 
ſon why juſt men ſhould judge there to be cor- 
ruption. Secondly, It was ſaid, that it would be 
a means of Preaching the Word ; for that I An- 
ſwer, that if hope of competent living be taken 
away, it will be a means to make the beſt Wits 
refuſe the ſtudy of Divinity. And therefore an 
Hiſtorian faith well , that Sublatis premiis corru- 
unt Artes, Conſider beſides, that in England 
there are above eight thouſand eight hundred 


and odd Pariſh Churches, fix hundred of which 


do but afford competent living for a Miniſter 3 
What then ſhall become of the multitude of our 
Learned men? they have no other Preferments 
unleſs it be to get ſome Deanery, Prebendary or 
ſuch like, which is no eaſy matter to do, they 
being ſo few, eſpecially in. this Catching Age. 
To give the beſt Scholar but as great proportion 
as the meaneſt Artiſan, or to give all alike, there 
is noequality 3 for inequalibus equalia dare abſur- 
dum. And this will breed Poverty in the greateſt 
Learned, which is the Mother of Contempt , a 
thing both dangerous and odious unto Divinity 
This muſt needs enforce Preachers to preach p/a- 
centia,, which is a thing abhor'd even of God 
himſelE A Preacher who is no ordinary perſon, 
ought to have an extraordinary reward 3 for 
the Canon faith he muſt be ad minimum Artinn 
Magiſter , aut publicus aut idonens verbi Divini 
Concionator. 


Mr. David Waterhouſe ſaid, Mr. Speaker, Be- 


eauſe my ſelf am an Officer, I mean only to ſpeak | 


of the Doftors fimilitude of Pluralities of Offices. 
By the Common Law, an Officer ſhall forfeit his 
Office for Non-Attendance 3 fo for a Benefice the 
Incumbent ſhall alſo forfeit. But after, the Sta- 
tute came which made this toleration upon 
eighteen days abſence 3 ſo that now if we ſer 
this Statute at liberty again, this ſhall be no 1n- 


novation in us, but a renovation of the Com- 
mon Law. And I will end only with this Cau- 
tion to the Houſe , that commonly the moſt Ig- 
_ Divines of this Land be double Bene- 
ced, , 

Mr. Serjeant Harris ſaid, We ſeem to defend 
the Priviledges and Cuſtoms of the Houſe, bur 
if we proceed to determine of this Bill, Mr. 
Speaker , we ſhall not only infringe a Cuſtom 
which we have ever obſerved , viz. to meddle 
with no matter that toucheth her Majeſties Pre. 
rogative 3 but alſo procure her great diſpleaſure. 
Admit we ſhould determine of this matter, yet 
her Majeſty may grant toleration with a Noz oh. 
ſtante. And, Mr . Speaker, the laſt Parliament 
may be a warning to us when the like Bill by us 
was prefer'd, and the ſame not only rejected, but 
alſo her Majeſty commanded the Lord Keeper to 
tell us, that ſhe hoped we would not hereafter 
meddle in Caſes of this nature fo nearly touch- 
ing her Prerogative Royal. 

Mr. Martiz ſpake to this effeCt : I agree with 
one that ſaid , Learning ſhould have her Re- 
ward; but I ſay more, that our Souls ſhould 
have their Spiritual Food ; -And I do wiſh, that 
Divines may have promotion not only with good 
convenience, but alſo with good. abundance. 
Though I be Zealous, yet I hope to refrain and 
reſtrain my ſelf from that heat , which the heat 
of my Zeal and love of my Country drew me 
into very lately , for which I do not only ac- 
knowledge my {elf guilty in your Cenſures, but 
alſo crave Pardon of every particular Member 
of this Houſe, that heard me, but moſt eſpeci- 
ally of him I offended. But touching this Bill 
Mr. Speaker, and fo he ſpake to theBill, e+c. 

After this Speech an old DoQor of the Civil 
Law ſpake; but becauſe he was too long and 
ſpake too low , the Houſe hawk'd and ſpat and 
kept a great coil to make him make an end. 
Which Speech finiſhed, - 

Sir Francis Haſtings ſtood up and ſaid , My 
Maſters, I utterly diſlike this ſtrange kind of 
courſe in the Houſe, it is the antient uſage that 
every man here ſhould ſpeak his Conſcience, and 
that both freely and with attention, yea though 
he ſpeak never ſo abſurdly, I beſeech you there- 
fore that this may be amended, and this trou- 
bling of any man in his Speech no more uſed. 
But to the matter, Mr. Speaker, I proteſt that 
which [ ſhall ſpeak I will utter to you all out of 
the Conſcience of a Chriſtian, Loyalty of a Sub- 
jet, and heart of an Engliſhman. I know that 
Diſtribntio Parochiarum eſt ex jure humano non 
Divino: But he that ſaid ſo much, give me 
leave to tell him , that Diitributio verbi Divini 
"a ex jure Divino & bumano. If then by the di- 

ributing and ſevering of Benefices to divers 
learned men, the Word may be the better diſtri- 
buted unto the people, and preached, as God be

Whereas it was ſaid by a Dotor, that Howos alit 
artes, and much more to that purpoſe 3 And it 
you take away the honour and reward, then 
you take away the Study it felf : For Anſwer 
thereunto, Mr. Speaker, I ſay under favour, that 
this Statute takes away no Benefices from the 
Clergy, but doth only better order the diltribu- 
tion of Benefices among the Clergy. For ano- 
ther Doctor that alledged a Canon confirmed 
under the Great Seal of Ezgland, I fay, under 
favaur, that they of the Clergy and not we of 
the Laity are bound thereby 3 tor they are as it 
were By-Laws to them, but not to us. 

Then the Speaker ſtood up and put it to the 
queſtion for the Commitment. Whereupon it 
was Ordered by the more Voices that it ſhould 
be Committed : But the Committees Names be- 
ing omitted in the private Journal, they are ſup- 
plied out of the Original Journal-Book it felt, 
and were as followeth, viz.

Nnnn 2 conſt- 
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conſiderations. And becauſe I am willing that 
the Priviledges of this Houſe may be known as 
well far off as here at hand, I thought good to 
move the ſame. 

M* Francis Moore (aid, M* Speaker, Methinks 
this Attion is very ſcandalous to this whole 
Houſe. And becauſe it is a Caſe both extraor- 
dinary and contemptible, in my opinion it de- 
ſerveth a moſt ſevere and exemplary puniſh- 
ment, 

 Whereupon all the Houſe cryed , To the 
Tower, to the Tower with them, fend for them, 
ſend for them. 

M* Speaker ſaid, It is your Pleaſure, the Bay- 
lifts and he that procured the Arreſt and the Ser- 
jeant ſhall be ſent for. All cryed Yea. Then the 
Speaker ſaid , The Serjeant muſt go down to 
Shrewsburyz all cryed Yea. 

The Speaker gave the Clerk a Bill to read, and

{aid Yea, ſome ſaid No, and a great Noiſe there 
was : Atlaſt M* Lawrence Hide ſaid, M* Speaker, 
to end this Controverſie, becauſe the time is very 
ſhort, I would move the Houle to have a very 
ſhort Bill read Intituled An A& for the Explana- 
tion of the Common Law in certain Caſes of 
Letters Patents. All the Houfe cried I, I, I. 

So after it was read , the queſtion was to be 
propounded for the committing of it, and ſome 
cryed commit it, ſome ingrols it 3 at length 

M- Spicer B of Warwick ſtood up and 
ſaid, M* Speaker, This Aſſembly may be ſaid to 
be libera mens & libera lingua , therefore freely 
and faithfully, that which I know I will ſpeak to 
this Houſe. This Bill may touch the Prerogative 
Royal, which as I learned the laſt Parliament 1s 
ſo tranſcendent, that the of the Sub- 
jet may not aſpire thereunto. Far be it there- 
fore from me that the State and Prerogative 
Royal of the Prince ſhould be tied by me or by 
the Ac of any other Subje&. Firſt, Let us con- 
ſider of the word Monopolie what it is, Monos is 
Ornns, and Polis sCivitas ; fo then the meaning 
of the word is, a reſtraint of any thing publick 
in a City or Common-Wealth to a private uſe, 
and the Uſer called a Monopolitan, quafs cxjus 
privatum lucrum eſt urbis & Orbis commune malum. 
And we may well term this man the Whirlpool of 
the Princes profit. Every man hath three ſpecial 
Friends, his Goods, his Kinsfolks and his good 
Name; theſe men may have the two firſt, but 
not the laſt, They are — quia dulcia, they 
are doloſa quia dubia. I ſpeak not, M* Speaker, 
neither repining at her Majeſties Prerogative, or 
miſliking the reaſons of her Grants 3 but out of 
_ grief of heart, to ſee the Town wherein I ſerve 

peſter'd and continually vext by the Subſtitutes 
and Vicegerents of theſe Monopolitans, who are 
ever ill-diſpoſed and affe&ed Members. I beſeech 
you give me leave to prove this unto you by 
this Argument. Whoſoever tranſgreſſeth the 


Royal Commiſſion of her Majeſty being granted 
upon good and Warrantable Suggeſtions , and 
alſo abuſeth the Authority and Warrant of her | 


Majeſties Privy-Council being granted unto him 
for the more favourable Execution of his Patent; 
this man is an evil-diſpoſed and dangerous Sub- 
Ct. But that this is true and hath been done by 
one Perſon, a Subſtitute of a Patentee, I will 
prove unto you. The Major needs not be pro- 
ved; the Minor I will thus prove. My ſelf am 
Oculatus teſtis of this Minor, Et talis teſtis plus 
valet e _ unns quam auriti decem. The Sub- 
ſtitutes for Aquavite and Vinegar came not long 
lince to the Town where I ſerve, and preſently 
ſtayed fale of both theſe Commodities 3 unleſs 
the Sellers would compound with them, they 
muſt preſently to the Council-Table. My ſelf 
though ignorant, yet not ſo unskilful, by reaſon 
of my profeſſion , but that I could judge whe- 
ther their proceedings were according to their 
Authority, viewed their Patent, and found they 
exceeded in three points : for where the Patent 
ves Months liberty to the Subje@ that 
hath any Aquavite to ſell the ſame, this Perſon 
comes down within two Months and takes Bond 
ot them to his own uſe, where he ought to bring 
them before a Juſtice of Peace, and they there to 
be bound inRecognizance,and after tobe returned 
into the Exchequer ; and fo by Ulurpation re- 
taineth Power in. his own hands to kill or ſave. 
Thus her Majeſties Commiſhon being tranſgreſ- 
ſed, as a ſworn Servant to her Majeſty, I hold 
my ſelf bound to certifie the Houſe thereof ; and 
allo that this Subſtitute ſtands Indicted as an ob- 
ſtinate Recuſant: Yea when her Majelties name 
hath been ſpoken of and her ſelf prayed for, he 
bath refuſed to (tir Hat or Lip. My humble Mo- 
tion therefore is, that we might uſe ſome caution 
or circumſpeGtive care to prevent this enſuing 
miſchief. 

M* Francis Bacon ſaid , the Gentleman that 
ſpake laſt coaſted fo for and againſt the Bill, that 
for my own part not well hearing him, I did not 
perfettly underſtand him. I confeſs the Bill as it 
Is, is in few words, but yet -ponderous and 
weighty. For the Prerogative Royal of the 
Prince, for my own part I ever allowed of it, 
and it is ſuch as I hope ſhall never be diſcuſfs'd. 
The Queen as ſhe is our Sovereign , hath both 
an enlarging and reſtraimng Power. For by her 
Prerogative ſbe may firſt ſer at liberty things re- 
{trained by Statute Law or otherwiſe; and ſe- 
condly, by her Prerogative ſhe may reſtrain 
things which be at liberty. For the firſt, ſhe may 
grant on obſtante contrary to the penal Laws, 
which truly according to my own Conlcience 
(and fo ſtruck himſelf on the Breaſt) are as hate- 
tul to the Subject as Monopoalies. For the ſecond, 
if any man out of his own Wit, induſtry or in- 
deavour finds out any thing beneficial for the 
Common-Wealth , or bring in any new Iaventi- 
on, which every SubjeCt of this Kingdom may 
uſe ; yet in regard of his pains and travel therein, 
her Majeſty perhaps is pleaſed to grant him a Pri- 
viledge to uſe the fame only by himlelt or his 
Deputies for a certain time. This 1s one kind of 


Monopoly. Sometimes there 1s a glut of things 
when 
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when they be in exceſlive quantity, as perhaps 
of Corn, and her Majeſty gives Licence of trant- 
portation to one Man 3 this is another kind of 
Monopoly. Sometimes there is a ſcarcity or a 
ſmall quantity, and the like is granted alſo. Theſe 
and divers of this nature have been in Tryal both 
at the Common-Pleas upon Actions of Treſpals, 
where if the Judges do find the Priviledge good, 
and beneficial to the Common-Wealth, they then 
will allow it 3 otherwiſe diſallow it : And alſo 
I know that her Majeſty her felt hath given Com- 
mandment to her Attorney General to bring di- 
vers of them ſince the laſt Parliament to Tryal in 
the Exchequer, ſince which time at leaſt fifteen 
or ſixteen to my knowledge have been repealed, 
ſome by her Majeſties own expreſs Command- 
ment upon Complaint made unto her by Petition, 
and ſome by xo Warranto in the Exchequer. 
But M* Speaker, ſaid he (pointing to the Bill) 
this is no Stranger in this place, but a Stranger 
in this Veſtment; the uſe hath been ever to hum- 
ble our ſelves unto her Majeſty, and by Petition 
defire to have our grievances remedied, eſpeci- 
ally when the remedy toucheth her fo nigh in 
point of Prerogative. All cannot be done at 
once, neither was it poſſible ſince the laſt Par- 
liament to repeal all. If her Majeſty make a Pa- 
tent (or (as we term it) a Monopoly) unto 
any of her Servants, that muſt go, and we cry 
out of it; but if ſhe grant it to a number of Bur- 

eſſes or a Corporation, that muſt ſtand, and that 
Geloorh is no Monopoly. 1 ſay and I fay again, 
that we ought not to deal, to judge or meddle 
with her Majeſties Prerogative. I wiſh every 
man therefore to be crekl in this buſineſs; And 
humbly pray this Houſe to teſtifie with me, 
that I have diſcharged my duty in reſpe&t of my 
place in ſpeaking on her Majeſties behalfz And 
proteſt I have delivered my Conſcience in ſaying 
that which I have faid. 

DF Bennet ſaid, He that will go about to de- 
bate her Majeſtics Prerogative Royal, had need 
walk warily. In reſpect of a grievance out of 
the City for which Icome, I think my ſelf bound 
to ſpeak that now which I had not intended to 
ſpeak before; I mean a Monopoly of Salt. It is 
an old Proverb Sal ſapit ommia; Fire and Wa- 
ter are not more neceſſary, But for other Mo- 
nopolies of Cards, (at which word Sir Walter 
Raleigh bluſht) Dice, Starch and the like, they 
are (becauſe Monopolies) I muſt contels very 
burtful, though not all alike hurtful. I know 
there is a great difference in them 3 And I think 
if the abuſes in this Monopoly of Salt were parti- 
cularized , this would walk in the fore rank. 
Now ſeeing we are come to the means of redreſs, 
let us ſee that it be ſo mannerly and handſomely 
handled, that after a Commitment it may have 
good paſlage. 

M* Lawrence Hide, I confeſs, M* Speaker, that 
I owe duty to God, and Loyalty to my Prince. 
And for the Bill it ſelf I made it, andI think I 
underſtand it ; And far be it from this heart of 
mine to think, this tongue to ſpeak, or this hand 


to write any thing, either in prejudice or dero- 
gation of her Majeſties Prerogative Royal and 
the State. But becauſe you ſhall know that this 
courle is no new Invention , but long fince di- 
geſted in the Age of our Fore-fathers above three 
hundred Years ago, I will offer to your confi- 
derations one Precedent 10 Ed. 3. At what time 
one John Peach was Arraigned at this Bar in Par- 
liament, for that he had obtained of the King a 
Monopoly for Sweet Wines. The Patent A 
great advice and diſpute adjudged void, and 
before his face in open Parliament Cancelled, 
becauſe he had exadted three ſhillings and four 
pence for every Tun of Wine; himſelf adjudged 
to Priſon until he had made reſtitution of all 
that ever he had recovered, and not to be deli- 
vered till after a Fine of five hundred pounds 
paid to the King. This is a Precedent worthy of 
obſervation, but I dare not preſume to ſay wor- 
thy the following. And M- Speaker, as I think 
it 15 no derogation to the Omnipotence of God 
to ſay hecan do all but evil 3 Sol think it is no 
derogation to the Majeſty or Perſon of the 
Queen to fay the like in ſome proportion. Yet 
Mr Speaker, becauſe two Eyes may ſee more than 
one, I humbly pray that there might be a Com- 
mitment had of this Bill, leſt ſomething may be 
therein which may prove the bane and over- 
throw thereof at the time of the paſling, 

M* Speaker, quoth Serjeant Harris, for ought 
I ſee, the Houſe moveth to have this Bill in the 
'nature of a Petition 3 It muſt then begin with 
more humiliation : And truly Sir, the Bull is 
good of it ſelf, but the penning of it is ſomewhat 
out of courle. | 

M* Mowntague ſaid , The matter is good and 
honeſt, and I like this manner of proceeding by 
Bill well enough in this matter. The & 
are great, and I would note only unts you thus 
much , that the laſt Parliament we proceeded 
by way of Petition which had no ſucceſsful 
ctiect. 

M* Francis Moore ſaid, M* Speaker, I know 
the Queens Prerogative is a thing curious to be 
dealt withal, yet all grievances are not compara- 
ble. I cannot utter with my tongue or conceive 
with my heart the great grievances that the Town 
and Country for which 1 ſerve, ſuffereth by ſome 
of theſe Monopohies ; It bringeth the general pro- 
fit into a private hand, and the end of all is Beg- 
gery and Bondage to the Subjeds. We have a 

aw for the true and faithful currying of Lea- 
ther; There is a Patent ſets all at liberty, not- 
withſtanding that Statute. And to what purpoſe 
is it to do any thing by Act of Parliament, when 
the Queen will undo the ſame by her Preroga- 
tive? Out of the ſpirit of humiliation, M* Spea- 
ker, I do ſpeak it, there is no At of hers that 
hath been or is more derogatory to her own Ma- 
jeſty, more odious to the Subjedt, more dan- 
gerous to the Common-Wealth than the grant- 
ing of theſe Monopohies. 

M* Martin ſaid, I do Speak for a Town that 
grieves and pines, far a Countrey that groaneth 
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and languiſheth under the burthen of monſtrous 
and unconſcionable Subſtitutes to the Monopo- 
litans of Starch, Tinn, Fiſh , Cloth , Oyl, Vi- 
negar , Salt, and I know not what, nay what 
not ? The principalleſt commodities both of my 
Town and Country are ingroflcd into the hand of ' 
thoſe blood-ſuckers of the Comman-Wealth. 
If a body, M- Speaker, being let blood, be left 
{till languiſhing without any remedy, how can 
the good eſtate of that body long remain ? Such 
15 the State of my Town and Country, the Traft- 
fick is taken away, the inward and private 
Commodities are taken away , and dare not be 
ufed without the Licence of theſe Monopolitans. 
If theſe blood-ſuckers be (till let alone to ſuck 
up the beſt and principalleſt commodities which 
the earth there hath given us, what ſhall become 
of us, from whom the fruits of our own Soll 
and the commodities of our own labour, which 
with the ſweat of our brows even up to the 
knees in Mire and Dirt, we have laboured for, 
{ball be taken by Warrant of Supream Autho- 
rity, which the poor Subjects dare not gainſay ? 
M* George Abb ſaid, I make noqueſtion but 
that this Bill offereth good matter; And I do 
wiſh that the matter may in ſome ſort be proſe- 
cuted, and the Bill rejected. Many grievances 
have been laid open touching the Monopolies of 
Saltz but if we add thereunto peter, then we 
had hit the grief aright 3 with which my Coun- 
try is perplexed. There be three perſons her 
Majeſty, the Patentee and the Subject 3 her Ma- 
zeſty the head, the Patentee the hand, and the 
Subje& the ſoot. Now here's our Caſe, the head 
gives power to the hands, the hand oppreſleth 
the foot, the foot riſeth againſt the head. We 
know the power of her Majeſty cannot be re- 
ſtrained by any Act, why therefore ſhould we 


thus talk? Admit we ſhould make this Statute | 
| ment, neither 1s every mans memory alike: I 


with a Non obſtante, yet the Queen may grant 
a Patent with a No# obſtante, to croſs this Noz: 
obſtante. 1 think therfore it agreeth more with 
thegravity and wiſdom of this Houſe to proceed 
with all humbleneſs by Petition than Bill. 


M- Wizgfield ſaid, I would but put the Houſe | 
in mind of the proceeding we had 1n this matter | 


the laſt Parliament, 'in the end whereof our 
Speaker moved her Majeſty by way of Petition, 
that the griefs touching theſe Monopolies might 
be reſpeCted, and the grievances coming of them 
might be redreſſed. Her Majeſty anſwered by 
the Lord Keeper, that ſhe would take care of 
theſe. Monopolies and our griets ſhould be 
redrefled; if not, ſhe would give us free liber- 
ty to proceed in making a Law the next Parli- 
ament. The grief, M* Speaker, is ſtill bleeding, 
and we green under. the ſore, and are ſtill with- 
out remedy. It was my hap the laſt Parlia- 
ment to encounter with the word Prerogativze ; 
but asthen, ſo now I do it with all humility, and 
wiſh all happineſs both unto it and to her Ma- 
jelty. Iam indifierent touching our proceed- 


ing either by Bill or Petition, ſo that therein 


jelty may ſpecially underſtand them. 

Sir Walter Raleigh ſaid, I am urged to ſpeak 
in two reſpeds ; the one becauſe I find my ſelf 
touched in particular ; the other, in that I take 
ſome imputation of {ſlander to be offered unto 
her Majeſty, I mean by the Gentleman that firſt 
mentioned Tinn (which was M* Martiz ) for that 
being one of the principal commodities of this 
Kingdom, and being in Cornwall, it hath ever, 
ſo long as there were any, belonged to the Dukes 
of Cornwall, and they had ſpecial Patents of Pri- 
viledge. It pleaſed her Majeſty freely to beſtow 
upon me that priviledge 3 And that Patent be- 
ing word for word, the very ſame the Duke's is, 
and becauſe by reaſon of mine Office of Lord 
Warden of the Stannary, I can ſufficiently inform 
this Houſe of the State thereof; I will make bold 
#o deliver it unto you. When the Tinn is taken 
out of the Mine, and melted and refined, then 
Is every piece containing one hundred weight 
ſealed with the Duke's Seal. Now I will tell 
you, that before the granting of my Patent, 
whether Tinn were but of | Arai (billings 
and ſo upward to fifty ſhillings a hundred, yet 
the Poor Workmen never had above two ſhil- 
lings the week, finding themſelves : But fince 
my Patent, whoſoever will work, may ; and 
buy Tinn at what price ſoever, they have four 
ſhillings a week truly paid, - There is no Poor 
that will work there, but 'may, and have that 
wages. Notwithſtanding, if all others may be 
repealed; I will give my conſent as freely to the 
cancelling of this,as any Member of this Houle. 

Sir Francis Haſtings ſaid, It is a ſpecial honour 
to this Aſſembly to give freedom of ſpeech to 
all ; And howſoever ſome have been heretofore 
troubled, yet I joy to ſee ſo great reformation, 


our -grievances may follow, whereby her Va-| 


that we may ſpeak quietly and be heard peace- 
ably, Every man hath not like ſence or judg- 


wiſh that if any Gentleman that ſpeaks: of this 
or any other ſubject as injurious, ſhall let fall any 
word amiſs or unpleaſing, that it may be attri- 
buted rather to haſtineſs than want of duty. 
This Speech proceeded in reſpe& of Sir Walter 
Raleighs Speech, as allo of the great (ilence af- 
ter it. 

M* Szigg wiſht a Committee to deviſe a 
courſe. 

Sir Robert Wroth wiſht a Committee, in which 
a courſe might be deviſed how herMajeſty might 
know our griefs. 

M* Downland ſaid , As I would be no lett or 
over vehement in any thing, ſo I am not ſottiſh 
or ſenſeleſs of the common grievance of the 
Common-Wealth. If we proceed by way of Pe- 
tition, we can have no more gracious Anſwer 
than we had the laſt Parliament to our Petitions, 
But fince that Parliament we have no retorma- 
tion 3 And the reaſon why I think no reforma- 
tion hath been had, is, becauſe 1 never heard the 
cry againſt Monopolies greater and more vehe- 
ment. | 
M* Johnſon ſaid, M* Speaker, Ile be ny 

ort 
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ſhort and ſay only thus much, I would we were 
all ſo happy , that her gracious ſelf had heard 
but the fifth part of that, that every one of us 
hath heard this day 3 I think verily in my Soul 
and Conſcience we ſhould not be more deſirous 
in having thoſe Monopolies called in , than ſhe 
would be earneſt therein her (lf. 

The Bill aforeſaid for Explanation of the 
Common Law touching Letters Patents was after 
the foregoing ſeveral long Arguments Ordered 
upon the queſtion to be committed unto all the 
Privy Council and Learned Councel of this 
Houſe, Sir 1Valter Raleigh, Sir Francis Haſtings, 
Sir Edward Stafford, Sir Edward Hobbie, Sir 
George Moore, Sir Robert WWroth and others; And 
the Bill and Committees names were delivered 
to Sir Francis Haitings, who with the reſt was 
appointed to meet to Morrow in this Houle at 
two of the Clock in the Afternoon. 

On Saturday the 21" day of November, Six 
Bills had each of them one reading 3 of which 
the firſt being the Bill for levying of Fines with 
Proclamations of Lands within the County of 


the City of Cheſter, and the ſecond to reform |

Mr Doyley ſaid, M* Speaker, we ſpend much 
time which is precious, in diſputing of Privi- 
ledges and other matters of ſma]l importance 3 
for my own part I think fit no time ſhould be 
ſpent herein, but that a Writ of Priviledge may 
be granted. 

M* Johnſon ſaid, M* Speaker, our own lenity 
is the cauſe of this contempt, and till ſome ſpe- 
cial puniſhment be ſhewed, I think it will not 
be otherwiſe.

Sir Edward Hobbie informed the Houſe of the 
great abuſe of the Patentee for Salt in his Coun- 
try, That betwixt Michae/mas and S* Andrews 
Tide, where Salt (before the Patent) was wont 
to be fold for ſixteen pence a Buſhc], it 1s now 
ſold for fourteen or fiftcen ſhillings a Buſhel ; 
But after the Lord Preſident had underſtanding 
thereof, he committed the Patentee, and cauſed 
it to be fold for ſixteen pence as b.fore. This 
Patent was granted to Sir 1 hozras Wilkes, and 
after to one Sith. To Lyme there is brought 
every Year above three thouſand Wey ot Salt, 
and every Wey of Salt is fince the Patent en- 
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haunced to twenty ſhillings, and where the 
Buſhel was wont to be eight pence, it is now ſix- 
teen pence. And I dare boldly fay it, if this 
Patent were called in, there might well three 
thoufand pound a year be ſaved in the Ports of 
Lyme, Boſton and Hull. 1 ſpeak of white Salt.

M* Davies ſaid, God hath given that power 
to abſolute Princes which he attributeth to him- 
ſelf, Dixi quod Dii eftis. And as Attributes un- 
to them he hath given Majeſty, Juſtice and Mer- 
cy 3 Majeſty, in reſpe& of the Honour that the 
Subject ſheweth to his Prince 3 Juſtice, in reſpe& 
he can do no wrong, therefore the Law is 1 Hex. 
7. that the King cannot commit a difleizinz Mer- 
cy, in reſpe& he giveth leave to Subjects to right 
themſelves by Law : And therefore in 43 Az. 
an Inditment was brought againſt Bakers and 
Brewers, for that by colour of Licence they had 
broken the Afſize 3 wherefore according to that 
Precedent I think it moſt fit to proceed by Bill 
not by Petition. 

M- Secretary Cecill ſaid, If there had not been 
ſome miſtaking or ſome confuſion in the Com- 
mittee, I would not now have ſpoken.

If every man (hall 
take leave to ſpeak for the common Subject, I 
am afraid in theſe vaſt powers” of our mind, we 
ſhall diſpute the proje& and reformation quite 
out of doors. This diſpute draws two great 
things in queſtion 3 Firlt the Princes power 3 
Secondly the freedom of Engliſhmen. I am born 
an Engliſhman and am a Fellow-Member of this 
Houſe 3 I would defire to live no day, in which 
I ſhould detra&t from either. ' I am ſervant unto 
the Queen, and before I would ſpeak or give 
conſent to a Caſe. that ſhould debaſe her Prero- 
gative or abridge it, I would wiſh my tongue cut 
out of my head. I am ſure there were Law-makers 
before there were Laws. One Gentleman went 
about to poſſeſs us, with the Execution of the 
Law in an Antient Record of 5 or 7* Edward 
3. Likely enough to be true in that time, when 
the King was afraid of the Subje&t. Though this 
Precedent be a ſubſtance, yet it is not the whole 


ſubſtance of the Parliament, For in former times, 
all ſate together as well King as Subje&, and theri 
It was no prejudice to his Prerogative to have 
ſuch a Monopoly examined. If you ſtand up- 
on Law and diſpute of the Prerogative, heark 
ye what EraGor faith, Prerogativam Noſtran 
nemo audeat diſputare. And for my own part I 
like not theſe courſes iſhould be taken. And 
you. MF Speaker, ſhould perform the charge her 
Majeſty gave unto you in the beginning of this. 
Parliament, not to receive Bills of this nature; 
for her Majeſtics ears be open to all grievances, 
and her hand ſtretcht out to every mans Petiti- 
ons. For the matter of acceſs I like it well, fo 
it be firſt moved and the way prepared. I had 
rather all the Patents were deſtroyed than her 
Majeſty ſhould loſe the hearts of ſo many Subs 
jets as is pretended. I will tell you what I think 
of theſe Monopolies : I take them to be of three 
natures, ſome of a free nature and good, ſome 
void of themſclves, ſome both m__ and void. 
For the firſt, when the Prince diſpenſes with a 
penal Law that is left to the alteration of Sove-; 
reignty , I think it powerful and irrevocable; 
For the ſecond, as to grant that which taketh 
from the Subjett his Birthright,ſuch men as deſire 
theſe kind of Patents, I account them miſdoers: 
and wilful and wicked offenders. Of the third 
ſort is the Licence for the matter of Cards, &*c. 
And therefore I thipk it were fit to have a new 
Commitment to conſider what her Majeſty may 
grant, what not 3 what courſe we ſhall take, and. 
upon what points. in 

M*- Door Stanhop and D* Hone were ſent.

M* Mountagne ſaid, Iam loth to ſpeak what I 
know, leſt perhaps I ſhould difpleaſe. The Pre- 
rogative Royal 1s that which is now in queſtion, 
and which theLawsof the Land haveever allowed 
and maintained. Then my motion ſhall be but 
this, That we may be Suitors unto her Majeſty, 
that the Patentees ſhall have no other remedies 
than by the Laws of the Realm they may have, 
and that our ACt may be accordingly. 

M* Martiz ſaid,l think the Common grievance 
and the Queens Prerogative have inſpired this 
Gentleman that Jaſt ſpake (whom for reverence 
ſake I muſt needs name, M* Mountagne) to make 
that motion which he hath done. And becauſe 
the Houſe ſeems greatly to applaud it, may it 
pleaſe you M* Speaker, to put it to the queſtion, 
whether that ſhall be determined of at the Com- 
mittee.

Edward Dyer to pardon, diſpenſe and reſerve 
all Forfeitures and abuſes committed by Tanners 
contrary to the Statute, And that the greateſt 
part of the before-mentioned Patents of Priviledge 
or Monopolies had been granted ſince. Where- 
upon after M* Davies had moved to have theſe 
Monopolies proceeded againſt: by Bill, and Ms: 
Martin had moved to have them rather dealt in 
by Petition to her Majeſty, and that the Houſe 
had heard the particular relation of the ſaid Mo- 
nopolies, there was nothing done or concluded 
upon, but a meeting appointed on 1zeſday in the 
Afternoon.

M- Secretary Cecil/{aid, The Duty I owe and 
the Zeal to extinguiſh Monopolies makes me to 
ſpeak now , and to ſatisfy their Opinions that 
think there ſhall be no redreſs of theſe Monopo- 
lies. Order is attended with theſe two Hand- 
maids, Gravity and Zeal; but Zeal with Diſcre- 
tion. I have been (though unworthy) a Mem- 
ber of this Houſe m fix or ſeven Parliaments, 
yet never did I ſee the Houſe in ſo great Contu- 
fion. .I believe there never was in any Parlia- 
ment a more tender point handled than the Li- 
berty of the Subject, that when any is diſcuſfing 
this point, he ſhould be cried and cought down. 
This is more fit for a Grammar-School than a 
Court of Parliament. I have been a Counſel- 
lor of State this twelve years , yet did I never 
know it ſbjed to conſtruction of levity and 
diſorder. Much more ought we to be regardful 
in ſo great and grave an Aſſembly. Why, we 
have had Speeches upon Speeches, without either 
Order or Diſcretion. One would have had us 
proceed by Bill, and ſee if the Queen would have 
denied it : Another, that the Patents ſhould be 
brought here before us and cancelled 3 and this 
were bravely done. Others would have us to 


proceed by way of Petitiori, which Courſe doubt- 
leſs is beſt 3 but for the firſt, and eſpecially for 
the ſecond, it is ſo ridiculous, that I think we 
ſhould have as bad ſuccels as the Devil himſelf 
would have wiſhed in ſo good a Cauſe. Why, if 
idle courſes had been followed, we ſhould have 
gone forſooth to the Queen with a Petition to 
have repealed a Patent of Monopoly of Tabaco 
Pipes (which M* Wingficlds note had) ahd I 
know not how many conceits: but I wiſh every 
man to reſt ſatisfied till the Committees have 
brought in their reſolutions according to yout 
Commandments.

for our ſpeedy reſolution in making of ſo haſty 
and free a Subſidy, which commonly ſucceeded 
and never went before our Councels ; and for 


- our Loyalty : Ido aſſure you with ſuch and ſo 


great Zeal and AﬀeGtion ſhe uttered and ſhewed 
the ſame, that to expreſs it, our tongues are not 
able, neither our hearts to conceive it. It plea- 
ſed her Majeſty to ſay unto me , that if ſhe had 
an hundred tongues ſhe could not expreſs our 
! earty good Wills. And further ſhe ſaid, that as 
ſhe had ever held our good moſt dear, fo the 
laitday of our (or her) Lite ſhould witnels it ; 
And that the leaſt of her Subjects was not grie- 
ved, and ſhe not touched. She appealed to the 
Throne of Almighty God, how careful ſhe hath 
been and will be to defend her People from all 
Oppreſlions. She ſaid, that partly by intimation 
of her Council, and partly by divers Petitions 
that have been delivered unto her both going to 
the Chapel and alſo to walk abroad, ſhe under- 
ſtood that divers Patents, which ſhe had gran- 
red, were grievous to her Subjectsz and that 
the Subſtitutes of the Patentees had uſed great 
Oppreſſions. But ſhe ſaid, -ſhe never aflented to 
grant any thing which was Mal in ſe. And 
if in the abuſe of her Grant there be any thing 
evil (which ſhe took knowledge there was) ſhe 
her ſelf would take preſent Order of reforma- 
tion. I cannot expreſs unto you the Apparent 
Indignation of her Majeſty towards theſe abuſes. 


' She ſaid that her Kingly Prerogative (for ſo ſhe 


termed it) was tender 3 and therefore defireth 
us not to fear or doubt of her careful reforma-. 
tion ; for ſhe ſaid, that her Commandment was 
given a little before the late troubles (meaning 
the Earl of Eſex's matters) but had an unfortu- 
nate Event : but that in the middeſt of her moſt 
great and weighty occaſions, ſhe thought upon 
them. And that this ſhould not ſuffice, but that 
further Otder ſhould be taken preſently and not 
in futuro (for that alſo was another word which 


I take it her Majeſty uſed) and that ſome ſhould 


| be preſently repealed, ſome ſuſpended, and none 


put in Execution, but ſuch as ſhould firſt have a 
Tryal according to the Law for the good of the 
People. Againſt the abuſes her wrath was ſo in- 
cenſed, that ſhe ſaid, that ſhe neither-could nor 
would ſuffer ſuch to eſcape with impunity. So 
to my unſpeakable comfort ſhe hath made me 
the Meſſenger of this her gracious Thankfulneſs 
and Care. Now we fee that the Axe of her 
Princely Juſtice is laid to the Root of the Tree ; 
and ſo we ſee her gracious goodnefſs hath pre- 
vented our Counſels and Conſultations. God 


make us thankful, and ſend her long to Reign 
amongſt us. If through weakneſs of memory, 
want of utterance or frailty of my Self, I have 
omitted any thing of her Majeſties Commands, 
| do moſt humbly crave Pardon for the fame : 
And do beſeech the Honourable Perſons which 
aſliſt this Chair and were preſent before her Ma- 
jeſty at the delivery hereof, to ſupply and help 
my imperfections 3 which joined with my fear 
have cauſed me (no doubt) to forget ſomething 
which I (hould have delivered unto you. 

After a little pauſe and ſilent talking one with 
another , M* Secretary Ceci// ſtood up and faid, 
There needs no ſupply of the Memory of the 
Speaker : But becauſe it pleaſed him to defire 
ſome that be about him to aid his delivery, and 
becauſe the reſt of my Fellows be filent, I will 
take upon me to deliver ſome thing whichT both 
then heard,and ſince know, I was preſent with the 
reſt of my Fellow Counſellors, and the Meſlage 
was the ſame that hath been told you 5 and T 
cauſe hath not ſucceeded from any particular 
courſe thought upon, but from private Informa- 
tions of ſome particular perſons. I have been very 
[nquiſitive of them and of the Cauſe, why more 
importunity was now uſed than afore, which I 
am afraid comes by being acquainted with ſome 
courſe of proceeding in this Houſe. There are 
no Patents now of force , which ſhall not pre- 
ſently be revoked 5; for what Patent ſoever is 
granted, there ſhall be left to the overthrow of 
that Patent, a Liberty agreeable to the Lay. 
There is no Patent if it be Malum i ſe, but the 
Queen was ill apprized in her Grant, But all to 
the generality be unacceptable. I take it, there 
is no Patent whereof the Execution hath not 
been injurious. Would that they had never been 
granted, I hope there ſhall never be more, (All 
the Houſe faid Amer.) ' In particular moſt of 
theſe Patents have been ſupported by Letters of 
Afhſtance from her Majeſties Privy Council; but 
whoſoever looks upon them ſhall find, that they 
carry no other ſtile, than with relation to the 
Patent. I dare afſure you that from henceforth 
there ſhall be no more granted. They ſhall all 
be revoked. But to whom do they repair with 
theſe Letters? to ſome out-houſe , to ſome de- 
ſolate Widow, to ſome ſimple Cottage, or poor 
ignorant People, who rather than they would 
be troubled and undo themſelves by coming up 
hither, will give any thing in reaſon for theſe 
Caterplllars ſatisfaction. The notice of this is 
now publick, and you will perhaps judge this to 
be a Tale to ſerve the time. But I would have 
all men to know thus much, that it is no jeſting 
with a Court of Parliament, neither dares any 
man (for my own part I dare not) ſo mock and 
abuſe all the States of this Kingdom in a matter 
of this conſequence and importance. I fay there- 
fore there ſhall be a Proclamation generalthrough- 
out the Realm to notify her Majeſties reſolution 
in this behalf. And becauſe you may eat your 
meat more ſavourly than you have done, every 


man ſhall have Salt as good cheap as he can = 
ther 
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ther buy it or make it, freely without danger of | 


that Patent , which ſhall be preſently revoked. 
The ſame benefit ſhall they have which have cold 
Stomachs, both for Aquavite and Aqua compoſita 
and the like. And they that have weak Stomachs, 
for their ſatisfa&tion, ſhall have Vinegar and Ale- 
' gar, and the like ſet at liberty. Train Oyl ſhall 
go the ſame way ; Oyl of Blubber ſhall march 
10 equal rank 3 Bruſhes and Bottles endure the 
like Judgment. The Patent for Pouldavy, it it 
be not called in, it ſhall be Oade 3 which as I 
take it 1s not reſtrained either -by Law or Statute, 
but only by Proclamation (1 mean from the for- 
mer Sowing) though for the ſaving thereof it 
might receive good diſputation, Yer for your fa- 
tisfation, the Queens Pleaſure is to revoke that 
Proclamation ; only ſhe prayeth thus much, that 
when ſhe cometh on Progreſs to ſee you in your 
Countries; ſhe be not driven out of your Towns 
by ſuffering it to infe& the Air too near them. 
Thoſe that deſire to go ſprucely in their Rufis 
may at leſs charge than accuſtomed obtain their 
wiſh 3 for the Patent for Starch, which hath fo 
much been proſecuted, ſhall now be repealed 
There are other Patents which be conſiderable, 
as the Patent of New Drapery, which (hall be 
ſuſpended and left to the Law; Iriſh Yarn, a 
matter that I am ſorry there is no caule of Com- 
plaint 3 for the Salvagenels of the People and the 
War hath fruſtrated the hope of the Patentee, a 
Gentleman of good' ſervice and deſert, a good 
Subje& to her Majeſty, and a good Member of 
the Common-Wealth, M* Carmarthen, Notwith- 
ſtanding it ſhall be ſuſpended and left to the 
Law. The Patent for Calf-Skins and Fells, which 
was made with a relation, ſhall endure the cen- 
ſure of the Law. But I muſt tell you, there is 
no reaſon that all ſhould be revoked , for the 
Queen means not to be ſwept out of her Prero- 
gative. I ſay it ſhall be ſuſpended, if the Law do 
not Warrant it. There is another Servant of her 
Majeſties M” O»/low, one of her Penlioners, an 
honeſt Gentleman and a faithful Servant, he hath 
the Patent for Steel, which one M* Beale once 
had ; this too becauſe of Complaints ſhall be ſuſ- 
pended. There is another that hath the Patent 
for Leather, Sir Edward Dyer, a Gentleman of 
good deſert, honeſt, religious and wiſe; this was 
granted unto him thirty years ago. Ir crept,not 
in by the new miſgovernnient of the time: Yet 
this (hall alſo be ſuſpended. The Patent for Cards 
ſhall be ſaſpended and tryable by the Common 
Law. The Patent for Glaſſes, which though I do 
leaſt apprehend to be prejudicial to the publick 
good, yet it is left to the Law. There ts ano- 
ther Patent for Saltpeter, that hath been both 
accuſed and (landered 3 It digs in every mans 
Houſe, it annoys the Inhabitant, and generally 
troubleth the Subje&: For this I beſeech you be 
contented. Yet I know I am to blame to defire 
it, it being condemned by you i foro Conſcien- 
tie ; but I aſſure you it ſhall be fully ſifted and 
tryed in foro judicii, Her Majelty means to take 
this Patent unto her Selt, and adviſe with her 


Council touching the ſame. For I muſt tell you 
the Kingdom is not ſo well furniſhed with Pow- 
der now as it ſhould be. Bur if it be thought 
fit upon advice to be canceſſet'y her Majeſty 
commanded me to tell you, that though ſhe be 
willing to help the graveGentleman that hath that * 
Patent, yet out of that abundant defire that ſhe 
hath to give you compleat fatisfaftion, it ſhall 
be —_—_ This hath come to the Ear of the 
Queen, and I have been moſt earneſt to ſearch 
for the Inſtrument, and as a Counſellor of State, 
have done my belt endeavour to falve the fore; 
But I fear we are not ſecret within our ſelves. 
Then muſt 1 needs give you this for a futare 
Caution, That whatſoever is ſubje& to publick 
expectation cannot be good , while the Parlia- 
ment matters are ordinary talk in the Street. I 
have heard my ſelf, being in my Coach, theſe 
words ſpoken aloud, | God proſper thoſe that fur- 
ther the overthrow of theſe Monopolies, God ſend 
the Prerogative touch not our Liberty.) 1 will not 
wrong any ſo much as to imagine he was of this 
Aſſembly ; Yet let me give you this Note, That 
the time was never more apt to diforder and 
make ill interpretation of good meaning; I think 
thoſe perſons would be glad that all Sovereignty 
were converted into Popularity ; We being here, 
are but the popular branch, and our liberty, the 
liberty of the Subjet: And the World i apt 
to ſlander moſt eſpecially the Miniſters of - Go- 
vernment. 

Thus much have I ſpoken to accompliſh my 
duty unto her Majeſty, but not to make any fur- 
ther performance of the well uttered and gravely 
and truly delivered Speech of the Speaker. But 
I muſt crave your favours a little longer to make 
an Apology for my felt. I have held the favour 
of this Houſe as dear as my Life, and I have been 
told that [ deſerved to be taxed Yeſterday of the 
Houſe. I proteſt my Zeal to have the buſineſs go 
forward 1n a right and hopeful courſe; and my 
fear to diſpleaſe her Majeſty by a harſh and raſh 
proceeding made me ſo much to lay afide my 
diſcretion, that I ſaid it might rather be termed 
a School than a Council, or to that effeF. Bur 
by this Speech if any think I called him School- 
Boy, he both wrongs me and miſtakes me. Shall 
[ tell you what Demoſthenes ſaid to the Clamours 
which the Athenians made, that they were Pxe- 
riles & dignos pueris. And yet that was to a po- 
pular State. And 1 wiſh that whatſoever is here 
ſpoken may be buried within theſe Walls. Let 
us take Example 'of the Jewiſh Synagogue, who 
would always Sepelire Senatum cam honore, and 
not blaſt their own Follies and Imperfe&tions. IF 
any man in this Houſe ſpeak wiſely, we do him 
great wrong to interrupt him 3 if fooliſhly, let 
us hear him out, we ſhall have the more cauſe to 
tax him. And I do heartily pray that no Mem-

I hope there is no man 
that doth not know me, and I am ſure there is 
no man- which doth 'know me, but thinketh, I 
would not willfully commit ſuch an offence as 
this is. I have been ſometimes (though unwor- 
thy) a Member of this Houſe , and I have ſeen 


and known the Juſtice of the Houſe in the like | 


Caſes: But M* Speaker, if there beeither honeſty 
or Chriſtianity in me, by the ſame I do proteſt 
- that I knew not Sir Edmmnd Morgan was of this 
Houſe of Parliament , + which I think he will a- 
vouch himſelf And as ſoon as I heard it, I went 
to Sir Edmund's Chamber, where I found him, 
to reconcile my ſelf and make an Atonement 
(for that was his word) with him. As I was do- 
ing this, M*Serjeant came into the Chamber and 
there Arreſted mez whole Arreſt I moſt willingly 
obeyed, and do now acknowledge my ſelf to 
have offended though not wittingly. May it 
pleaſe you ,. I have ſerved her Majeſty theſe 
eighteen Years in her Wars, and in all my Lite [ 
was never Treſpaſſer in any offence of this or 
the like nature. I do therefore moſt humbly be- 
ſeech you in your Wiſdoms to haveconlideration 
of the nature and circumſtances of mine offence, 
and moſt willingly I do ſubmit my ſelf to your 
Cenſures. 

William Mackerells being a poor ſimple Fellow 
could fay nothing for himſelf, but only that he 
knew not M* Pexrerton,to be of the Houſe, no 
not for his Life, if it, &c. _ 

So the Serjeant was commanded to remove 
them forth. | 

Mr. Johnſon ſaid, Some we Pardon out of Dil- 
cretion, ſome out of Commileration, I think ſet 
all Parliaments together, they will not match this 
Parliament with numbers of this nature 3 only 
impunity, the Cauſe. 

Sir Edmund Morgan ſaid , The Gentleman 
(Mr. Speaker) is a Man of good deſert, fort and 
carriage 3 and I think if he had known me to 
have been of this Houſe , he would not have 
ſerved me with the Subpera. Truly he came to 
my Lodging and acknowledged his great fault, 
and prayed me to extenuate it. I proteſt I think 
he did not know I was of the Houſe. And there- 
fore I humbly pray that in regard of his perſon 
and good ſervice done to her Majeſty, his offence 
may be as freely remitted by the Houle as it is 
by me; And that it would pleaſe you all to re- 
ſerve your Juſtice to matters of greater impor- 
tance. Which Speech was marvellous well liked 
of by the Houſe. 

'Mr Pemerton being asked what he could ſay, 
whether William Mackerells knew him 3 he An- 
ſwered, I, and that his men had told him. He 
faid he knew that the faid William was a very 
Knave, and therefore he would not entreat the 
favour of the Houſe, but let him have the Ju- 


{tice of the Houſe. Which 
miſliked as churliſh. 

M* Fleetwood a Counſellor of Grayes-1:: 
ſhewed unto the Houſe that one Holband a Scri- 
vener by Temple-Bar, and his Man had beaten 
his Servantz And he humbly prayed they might 
be ſent for. And the queſtion grew upon di. 
pute whether this were puniſhable. And after 
upon a. Precedent vouched by M* Roger Owen of 
83 Hey, 4. touching a Knight -of the Parliament 
coming towards the Parliament. And ſo agreed 
they ſuould be ſent for. See the whole matter 
on Saturday next. 

M* Kernell and M* Mackerells were brought 
tothe Bar, and after their offences laid open by 
the Speaker , he ſaid, it pleaſed the Houſe to 
have fo favourable conſideration of their offen- 
ces, that they ſhould only have three dayes Im- 
priſonment in the Cuſtody of the Serjeant and 
pay him their Fees. 

M* Downald moved the Houſe, firſt, that that 
gracious Meſſage which had been ſent from her 
Majeſty might be written in the Books of Re- 
cords of this Houſe, (being worthy to be writ- 
ten in Gold) as well as it is written and fixed in 
the true hEart of every good Subje&; Secondly, 
That the Honourable Aſſembly of this Houſe 
would move her Majeſty and be earneſt means of 
ſpeed, leſt that which is now meant indeed may 
by protrattion of time be altered , or perhaps 
not ſo happily effected. 

M* Secretary Cecill ſaid , I promiſed to be as 
filent as I could. Among much Speech of the 
wile, there wants-not much folly, much more in 
me. I do not ſpeak becauſe I do diſlike the Mo- 
tion of the Gentleman that laſt ſpake, but to de- 
fend the —_— and grace of the Queen, It is 
no matter of Toy for a Prince to notifie in pub- 
lick a matter of this weight. Though the Idol 
of a Monopoly be a great Monſter , yet after 
two or three days I doubt not but you ſhall ſee 
him diſmember'd 3 And I proteit there is not 
any Soul that lives deſerves thanks in this Cauſe 
but our Sovereign. Yeſterday the Queen gave 
Order for a Draught of a Proclamation, I had it 
in my hand. You all know, I went even now 
out of the Houſe (that was in the middle of M* 
Tate's Speech) then I read it, and ſent for him 
that ſhould deliver it to her hands. Now what 
needs this ew Zeal ? 

M- Davzes ſaid, M* Speaker, I ſtood up before 
to ſpeak, it is not much I had to ſay, only this, 
That which was delivered unto you from her 
ſacred ſelf, I think to be Goſpel, that is, Glad 
Tidings z And as the Goſpel 1s regiſtred and 
written, ſo would I have that alſo ; for if ever 
glad tidings came to the heart of the Subje&,they 
now come. This 1s all Sir. 

Sir George Moore ſaid, This eating and fretting 
Diſeaſe of Monopolies I have ever deteſted with 
my heart, and the greater the grievance 1s, the 
more ineſtimable is the grave wiſdom of her Ma- 
jelty in repealing them. And therefore for us 
to think we can ſufficiently requite the ſame, ir 
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were to hold a Candle before the Sun to dim the 
Light. And ſeeing ſhe in her Clemency and Care 
to us hath taken the matter in her own hands, I 
wiſh the matter may be no more ſpoke of, much 
Icſs proceeded in. 

Sir Francis Haſtings ſaid, It ought to be writ- 
ten min the Tables of our hearts, ec. 

Mr. Lawrence Hide (aid , I think the Gentle- 
man that ſet this Votion on foot, ſpake out of 
Joy for her Majeſties Grace and Zeal to have 
p<rformance of her Promiſe. In that he wiſhed 
It 'might be recorded in Paper here or Parch- 
ment, it is not to be intended, but he meant 
alſo in our hearts, which remain no longer than 
we livez Bat Records remain long , ,and will 
give a lively memory in Ages to come, And 
therefore for that part of his Motion I think it 
very good, and wilh the Clerk may do it ac- 
cordingly. 

Mr. Comptroller ſaid, I think he that firſt mo- 
ved this queſtion , exceedingly forgot himſelf, 
and exceedingly detratted from her Majelty, who 
I know out of her abundant love and grace to 
this Houſe, hath taken ſuch ſpeedy courſe, as 
hath been deiwvered by my Fellow Counſellor. 
With that affection (he embraceth this Houſe, 
thatin more familiar than Princely fort, it hath 
pleaſed her to ſay, Recommend me to the Houſe 
with thanks for their promiſe and care for their

Mr. Speaker ſaid, My Heart is not able to con- 
ccive, nor my Tongue to utter the Joy I concei- 
ved of her Majeſtics Gracious and eſpecial Care 
for our good, cc. Wherefore as God himlelt ſaid, 
Cloriam mean alteri non dabo, {Oo may her Ma- 
xlty ſay , in that ſhe her ſelf will be the only 
and ſpeedy Agent for/performance of our moſt 
bumble and moſt wiſhed defires. Wheretore ler 
us not doubt but as ſhe hath been, fo ſhe (till will 
be our moſt Gracious Sovereign and natural 
Nurſing Mother unto us. Whole dayes the Al- 
mighty God prolong to all our Comiorts. All 
ſaid Amer, 

On Saturday the 28 day of November, the 
Bill for the maintenance of Shipping and increaſe 
of Mariners was read the firſt time.

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and performed to us. We cannot ſay, Moſt Gra- 
cious Soveraign, We have called and been heard, 
we have complained and have been helped ; 
though in all duty and thankfulneſs we acknow- 
ledge, your Sacred Ears are ever open, and ever 
bowed down to hear us, and your blefled Hands 
ever ſtretched out to relieve us; We acknow- 
ledge, (Sacred Sovereign) in all duty and thank- 
fulneſs we acknowledge , that before we call, 
your preventing Grace and All-deſerving Good- 
.neſs doth watch over us for our good, more rea- 
dy to give than we can defire, much leſs de- 
ſerve. That Attribute which 1s moſt proper unto 
God, to perform all he promiſeth, appertaineth 
alſo unto you our Moſt Gracious Soveraign Queen, 
of all Truth, of all Conſtancy, of all Goodneſs, 
never wearied in doing good unto us (the Deeds 
themſelves do ſpeak) moſt careful to provide all 
good things for us, molt gracious, moſt tender to 
remove all grievances from us, which all your 
Princely Actions have ever ſhewed , and even 
now your moſt gracious publiſhed Proclamation 
of your own only meer Motion and ſpecial 
Grace for the good of all your People doth wit- 
neſs to us. We come not, Sacred Sovereign, one 
of ten to render thanks, and the reſt ro go away 
unthankful; but all of us, in all duty and thank- 
fulneſs do throw down our ſelves at the Feet of 
your Majeſty, do praiſe God and bleſs your Ma- 
jeſty.

I do aflure you, that there is no Prince 
that loveth his Subjefs better, or whole Love 
can countervail our Love; There is no rs 
be it of never ſo rich a prize, which I prefer be- 
fore this Jewel, I mean your Love for I do more 
eſteem it than any Treaſure or Riches: for that 
we know how to prize, but Love and Thanks I 
count ineſtimable. And though God hath raiſed 
me High, yet this I count the Glory of my 
Crown, that I have Reigned with your Loves. 
This makes me that I do not ſo much rejoice 
that God hath made me to be a Queen, as to be 
a Queen over ſo thankful a People. Therefore 
] have cauſe to wiſh nothing more than to con- 
tent the SubjeR, and that is a duty which I owe. 


Neither do I deſire to live longer dayes,; than 
that I may fee your Proſperity , and that's my 
only deſire. And as I am that Perſon that (till, 
yet under God, hath delivered you, ſo I truſt, 
by the Almighty Power of God, that I ſtill ſhall 
be his Inſtrument! to preſerve you from Envy, 
Peril, Diſhonour, Shame, Tyranny and Oppreſ- 
ſion, partly by means of your intended helps, 
which we take very acceptably, becauſe it mani- 
feſteth the largeneſs of your Loves, and Loyal- 
ties unto your Sovereign. Of my ſelf I mult fay 
this, I never was any greedy, ſcraping Graſper, 
nor a ſtrait faſt-holding Prince,nor yet a Waſter 3

good. Therefore render unto them from me I 
beſeech you, M* Speaker, ſuch thanks as you ima- 
gine my Heart yigldeth, but my Tongue cannot 
expreſs. 


Note that all this while they kneeled. Where- 
upon her Majeſty ſaid, M* Speaker, I would wiſh 
you and the reſt to ſtand up, for I ſhall yet trou- 
ble you with longer Speech, ſo they all ſtood up 
and ſhe went on in her Speech, ſaying. 


Mr. Speaker, You give me thanks, but I doubt

The Zeal of which Af- 
feftion tending to eaſe my People and knit their 
Hearts unto me, I embrace with a Princely Care 
far above all Earthly Treaſure I eſteem my Peo- 
ples Love, more than which E deſire not to me- 
rit. That my Grants ſhould be grievous to my 
People, and Oppreſſions to be Priviledged under 
colour of our Patents, our Kingly Dignity (ball 
not ſuffer it ; Yea, when I heard it I could 
give no reſt to my thoughts until I had reformed 


|3t. Shall they think to eſcape unpuniſhed, that 


have 
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have thus oppreſſed you, and have been reſpet- 
leſs of their duty, and regardleſs of our Honour ? 
. No. M* Speaker, I aſſure you, were it not more 
for Conſcience fake, than for any glory or en- 
creaſe of Love, that I deſire theſe Errors, Trou- 
bles, Vexations and Oppreſſiions done by theſe 
Varlets and lewd Perſons, not worthy the name 


of Subjefts , ſhould not eſcape without condign 


puniſhment. But I perceive they dealt with me 
like Phyſicians , who miniſtring a Drug make it 
more acceptable by giving it a good Aromatical 
Savour, or when they give Pills do gild them all 
over. I have ever uſed to ſet the laſt Judgment 
day before mine Eyes, and ſo to Rule as I ſhall 
be judged to anſwer before a Higher Judge. To 
whoſe Judgment Seat I do Appeal , that never 
_ thought was cheriſhed in my Heart that tended 
not to my Peoples good. And now if my Kingly 
Bounty have been abuſed, and my Grants turned 
to the hurt of my People, contrary to my will 
and meaning; or if any in Authority under me, 
have neglefed or perverted what I have com- 
mitted to them , I hope God will not lay their 
Culps and offences to my Charge 3 and though 
there were danger in repealing our Grants, yet 
what danger would not I rather incur for your 
good, than I would ſuffer them ſtill to conti- 
nue? I know the Title of a King 1s a Glorious 
Title ; but aſſure your ſelf, that the ſhining glory 
of Princely Authority hath not ſo dazled the 
Eyes of our underſtanding, but that we will 
know and remember , that we alſo are to yield 
an Account of -our AQions before the great 
Judge. To be a King and wear a Crown is more 
glorious to them that (ce it, than it 1s pleaſure to 
them that bear it. For my Self, I was never fo 
much enticed with the glorious name of a King, 
or Royal Authority of a Queen, as delighted 
that God hath made me this In{trument to main- 
tain his Truth and Glory , and to defend this 
Kingdom (as wr, from Peril, Diſhonor, Ty- 
ranny and Oppreſſion. There will never Queen 
fit in my Seat with more Zeal to my Country, 
Care to my Subjets, and that will ſooner with 
willingneſs yield and venture her Life for your 
Good and Safety than my Self. And though you 
have had and may have many Princes more 
mighty and wiſe fitting in this Seat, yet you 
never had or ſhall have any that will be more 
Careful and Loving. Should I aſcribe any thing 
to my Self and my Sexly Weakneſs, I were not 
worthy to live then, and of all moſt unworthy 
of the mercies I have had from God, who hath 
ever yet given me a Heart which never yet feared 
Foreign or home Enemies. I ſpeak it to give 
God the praiſe as a Teſtimony before you, and 
not to attribute any thipg unto my ſelf; For I, 
O Lord, what am I, whom practices and perils 
paſt ſhould not fear! O what can I do (theſe 
ſhe ſpake with a great Emphaſis) that I ſhould 
ſpeak for any Glory ! God forbid. This M* 
Speaker I pray you deliver unto the Houſe, to 
whom heartily recommend me. And fo [ com- 
mit you all to your beſt Fortunes, and further 


Councels. And I pray you Mr. Comptroller, 
Mr. Secretary, and you of my Council, that be- 
fore theſe Gentlemen depart into their Countries, 
you bring them all to kiſs my Hand. 


Thus far out of the aforeſaid Journal 3 Now 
follows part of the next dayes Paſſages out of 
the Original Journal-Book of the Houſe of Com- 
mons. 

On Tueſday the firſt day of December, Three 
Bills had each of them one reading 3 of which 
the laſt being the Bill for Inning of certain ſur- 
rounded Grounds in the County of Norfolk'was 
read the ſecond time, and committed to the for- 
mer Committees for ſurrounded Grounds in the 
Counties of Cambridge and Huntington, and un- 
to Sir Michael Sands, Sir Moile Finch, M* Oliver 
Cromwell, M* Walter Cradock and others; and the 
Bill was delivered to Sir Robert Wroth one of the 
former Committees, who with the reſt was ap- 
pointed to meet this Afternoon at two of the 
Clock in the Court of Wards. 

The Amendments in the Bill touching imper- 
fections of a Statute made in the eighth year of 
her Majeſties Reign concerning the making of 
Hats were twice read, and with the Bill Ordered 
to be ingroſled, - 

The Amendments in the Bill alſo againſt uſual 
and common ſwearing were twice read, and the 
Bill was Ordered to be ingroſled. 

Upon the reading of the Amendments divers 
ſpake unto the Bill, two of whoſe Speeches are 
here tranſcribed out of the private Journal,as alſo 
others relating to other matters. 

M- Gaſeock ſpake and ſaid, Man is made of 
two parts, a Soul and a Body 3 And there are 
two Governments, the one Imperial, the other 
Sacerdotal 3 the firſt belonging to the Common- 
Wealth, the ſecond to the Church. Swearing is 
a thing moral and toucheth the Soul, and there- 
fore fitter to be ſpoken of in a Pulpit than in a 
Parliament. If the God of Abraham, the God of 
Iaac, and the God of Jacob hath ſworn , his ' 
Plague ſhall not depart from the Houſe of the 
Swearers, why ſhould we not ſeek to repreſs this 
Vice, which brings a Plague, which breeds Mor- 
tality, that breeds Deſtruction, Deſolation, and 
the utter ruin of the Common-Wealth 2 If he 
forbid us to Swear , and we fear not his Com- 
mandments, think you a paia of ten ſhillings as 
1s here ſet down , will make us refrain this ini- 
quity ? I may ſpeak of this Bill as a Painter which 
made a moſt Artificial Table of the Waves of the 
Sea, and another Painter in the ſame Table 
Painted a Tree fo lively as poſſible might be, 
growing as 1t were out of the Sea: There grew 
a queſtion which was the moſt curious Workman- 
ſhip 3 and the deciding of the Controverſie was 
referr'd to a third Skill Painter, who gavethis 
Judgment of the Tree, O zalde bene, ſed non bic 
erat locus. So may Ifay of this Bill; It tas hard 
for this penalty to reſtrain this Sin. , as for Reli- 
gion to ſpring out of the Common Law and to 
take effect. Ariſtotle ſaith, a Man may be Bonus 


Cvis, 
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Civis, but not Bows Vir 35 And though I abbor 
the fin, yet I deny not but a Sinner may be a 
good Member. Moſes when he ſaw God, could 
but ſee his back parts only , and no Man'ever 
ſaw more. Why, theſe Swearers {wear by all his 
Parts, fo perfectly, as though they had ſeen him 
all over. Phzlip King of France made a Law that 
the Swearer ſhould be drowned 3 Another Law 
was made that a certain ſum ſhould be preſently 
paid as ſoon as he had Sworn, or elle the Swearer 
to loſe his Head. We uſe ſo much Levity in our 
Law, that we had as good make no Law, for we 
give a Penalty, and to be taken upon condition 
before a Juſtice of Peace; Here is wiſe (tuff, firſt 
mark what a Juſtice of Peace is , and we ſhall 
eafily find a Gap in our Law. A Juſtice of Peace 
is a living Creature , yet for half a Dozen of 
Chickens, will diſpenſe with a whole dozen of 
penal Statutes. We ſearch and ingrols the retail. 
Theſe be the Basket Jultices of whom the Tale 
may be verified of a Juſtice that I know,to whom 
one of his poor Neighbours coming, ſaid, Sir, I 
am very highly rated in the Sublidy Book, I be- 
ſeech you to help me. To whom he Anſwered, 
I know thee not. Not me Sir, quoth the Coun- 
try man? Why your Worſhip had my Teem 
and my Oxen ſuch a day, and I have ever been 
at your Worſhips Service z Have you fo Sir, 
uoth the Juſtice, I never remember'd | had any 
och matter, no not a Sheeps-Tail. So unlels 
you offer Sacrifice to the Idol-Juſtices, of Sheep 
and Oxen, they know you not. If a Warrant 
come from the Lords of the Council to levy a 
hundred men, he will levy two hundred , and 
what with chopping in and chuiing out, he'll 
24In a hundred pounds by the Bargain. Nay it 
he be to ſend out a Warrant upon a mans requeſt 
to have any fercht in upon ſuſpicion of Felony 
or the like 3 he will write the Warrant himſelf, 
and you muſt put two ſhillings in his Pocket as 
bis Clerks Fee, (when God knows he keeps but 
two or three Hindes) for his better maintenance. 
Why we have paſt here five Bills of Swearing, 
going to Church, good Alc, Drunkenneſs and 
this is as good to them as if you had 
given them a Subſidy and two Fifteenths, Only 
in that point I miſlike the Bill, [for the reſt I 
could wiſh it good paſlage. 6 
Sir Francis Haitings {aid C amongſt other 
Speeches to this Bill ) That ſuch Juſtices were 
well worthy to be lockt up in an Ambery, But 
he wiſht that all might not be cenſured for one 
evil, who though he neglected both the care of 
Conſcience and Country which he ſhould love, 
yet doubtleſs many did not fo, as being touched 
1a Conſcience to remember that our long Peace 
ſhould make us careful to pleaſe Him in doing of 


Juſtice, that had preſerved us, and was the Ay | 


thor of our Peace, God himſelf, And thereupon 
the (aid Bill was ingrofſed as aforeſaid, 

Mr. Wiſeman moved the Houle to remember 
two things; one that it had been an Antient 
Cuſtom 1n Parliament, ſometimes to call the 
Houſe, which as yet was not done ; the other, 


— 


that whereas heretofore Colle&tion had been 
uſed for the Poor, thoſe which went out of 
Town, would ask leave of the Speaker and pay 
their money. 

Sir Edward Hobbie ſaid, The Gentleman that 
laſt ſpake moved you, but | would remove you 
a little further, May it pleaſe you, It hath been 
a molt laudable Cuſtom, that ſome contributi- 
on or Collefion ſhould be made amongſt us 
in pios uſjus; And I humbly pray we do not 
forget our Parliamental Charity. Every Knight 
paid ten ſhillings, every Burgeſs five ſhillings, part 
of the whole to the Miniſter, and part to your 
Servant here, and part to the Poor, the reſt at 
your diſpoſals. The laſt time our Charity ran- 
ſom'd a Priſoner, for the Father's good deſert. 
The Jaft time Sir Robert Wroth and Mr. Fetti- 
place were Collectors. It reſts in you either to 
appoint them or chuſe others. 

Mr. Fettiplace ſaid, It is true, Mr. Speaker, 
[ was Colleftor the laſt year, there was paid out 
of the money collefed, to the Miniſter ten 
pound, to the Serjeant thirty pound, to Sir 
Jobn I eveſon for the redemption of Mr. Fox his 
Son that made the Book of Mirtyrs,thirty pound : 
There was money given to Priſons, that is the 
two Counters, Ludgate and Newgate in Loxdor, 
in Southwark two, and Weſtminſter one. How 
old the Cuſtom is I know not ; but how good 
tis | know. For my own particular , having 
once undergone that ſervice already, I humbly 
pray that it would pleaſe you to accept ano- 
ther, 

Mr. 7ate ſaid, Charity proceedeth from Con- 
{cience, 1t breeds obedience to God, it pleafeth 
God ; and fo went on and ſpake for a Town in 
his Country lately burnt, that it would pleaſe 
the Houſe to contribute ſomething to-the Poors 
Los. ( _ 

The Bill for the affurance of the Joynture of 
Lucie Countels of Bedford was read the third 
time and paſſed upon the queſtion. 

The Bill for Denization of certain perſons 
born beyond the Seas, as alſo the Bill for Conhir- 
mation of the Grant of King Edward the Sixth 
to Sir Edward Seymour Knight, bad each of them 
one reading and patled upon the queſtion, and 
with three others were ſent up to the Lords by 
M* Comptroller , Mr. Secretary Eerbert and . 
gthers. 

Sir Walter Raleigh made Report of the Travel 
of the Committees in the Bill touching the pay- 
ment of Debts upon Shop-Books(who were ap- 
pointed on Wedneſday the 15% day of Novem- 
ber foregoing) and brought in the Bill with 


| ſome ſmall Amendments, and prayed the reading 


thereof. 

Mr. Tate likewiſe Jrought in the Bill from 
the Committees touching Sir Azthony Mayney 
Knight, with ſome Amendments and Alterati- 
ons by the ſame Committees (who were ap- 
pointed ori Moxdey the 23** day of November 
foregoing, - 

The Amendments in the Bill touching Sir Az- 

thony 
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thony Mayney Knight, &c. were twice read and 
Ordered to be ingroſled. 

M*- Davies made Report of the meeting of the 
"Committees: in the Bill touching Painters, and 
oertificth the Bill with ſome Amendments. 

The Amendments in the Bill touching Shop- 
Books were twice read, and with the Bill upon 
the queſtion and diviſion of the Houſe Ordered 
to be ingrolied, viz, with the Yea a hundred 
fifty four, and with the No eighty eight. 

Theſe things being thus tranſcribed out of the 
Original Journal-Book of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, now follows a Meſlage delivered by the 
Speaker in her Majeſties name to the Houſe, out 
of the private Journal. 


M- Speaker ſaid, Firſt I am by her Majeſties 
Commitſion to make Report unto you of that 
notable and excellent Speech which her Majeſty 
c Elivered. I ſhall deliver unto you but a ſhadow 
of that ſubſtance z but I greatly rejoice, that ſo 
many were there preſent who are well able to 
ſupply to others the true Report of her Majeſties 
Speech. It pleaſed her Majeſty to ſhew 1n what 

racious partſhe accepted our Loyalties. She ſaid 
ſhe rejoyced not ſo much to be a Queen, as to 
be a Queen over ſo thankful a People, and that 
God had made her a means to ſave us from 
Shame, Tyranny and Oppreſſion. She did ac- 


cept of our intended Preſent, which ſhe ſaid ma- 


nifcſted our Love and Loyalty 3 moſt graciouſly | 


affirming, that ſhe never was any greedy Griper 
or Faſtholder , and what we did preſent , ſhe 
would not hoard it. For the thanks which were 
yiclded for her great regard of us, ſhe willed me 
to return her thanks to you molt graciouſly ; and 
to tell you, that her Heart never inclined to paſs 
any Grant but upon ſuggeſtion that it was for 
the good of the Subjeds: And now that the 
contrary hath appeared, ſhe took it graciouſly 
that the knowledge thereof came from her Sub- 
jects. She ever ſet the laſt Judgment before her 
Eyes, and never thought aroſe in her but for the 
good of her People. If her Grants were abuſed 
to their Hurt againſt her Will, ſhe hoped God 
would not lay their Culps and offences to her 
Charge, and the principal Members not touched ; 
And had it not been for theſe her good Subjects, 
. ſhe had fallen from Lapſe into Error. Thoſe that 
did ſpeak ſhe thought ſpake not out of ſpleen or 
diſpleaſure to the Grants, but to deliver the grief 
of their hearts, which above any Earthly Plea- 
ſure ſhe reſpe&ted. She ſaid ſhe was not allured 
with the Royal Authority of a King, neither did 
ſhe attribute any thing unto her ſelf, but all to 
the Glory of God. She ſaid, the Cares and Trou- 
ble of a Crown are known only to them that 
wear it ; and were it -noFFmore for Conſcience 
fake than for any deſert or want of diſpoſition 
in her, theſe Patentees ſhould not eſcape without 
condign Puniſhment. She deſired not to Reign 
longer than that her Government and Reign 
ſhould be for our good. She (aid, we well might 
have a Prince of more wiſdom and ſufficiency, 


but of more Love and Afﬀection we ſhould never 
have. Her Majeſty delivered a Commandment 
to M* Comptroller and M* Secretary, that the 
Gentlemen of the Country ſhould be brought to 
kiſs her Hand before they departed. 

The reſidue of this dayes Paſſages do follow 
out of the Original Journal-Book of the Houſe 
of Commons it ſelf, as alſo part of the next, 

The Amendments in the Bill touching Shop- 
Books were twice read and Ordered to be in- 
groſſed. | 

The Bill to prevent Perjury and Subornation 
of Perjury was read the ſecond time, and com- 
mitted unto the Queens Learned Council being 
Members of this Houſe , M* Attorneys of the 
Dutchy and the Court of Wards, Sir Moyle 
Finch, Sir Anthony Cope, M* Townſend, M* Bacon 
and others; And the Bill was delivered to M* 
Townſend, who with the reſt was appointed to 
meet upon Thurſday next at two of the Clock in 
the Afternoon in the Middle-Temple Hall. 

The Bill for charitable uſes was delivered to 
M* Barington. : 

On Wedneſday the ſecond day of December, 
Four Bills of no great moment had each of them 
one reading z of which the Jaſt being for the 
Aſſurance of the Parſonage and Vicaridge of 
Rotherſtone to Tho. Venables Eſlqz was read the 


| ſecond time , and committed unto the Knights 


and Burgeſles for Cheſter and Cheſhire , the Bur- 
gelſes for Oxford, Sir Edward Hobbie and others, 
who were appointed to meet to Morrow in the 
Court of Wards, at two of the Clock in the Af- 
ternoon. | 

M* Moore made Report of the meeting of the 
Committees in the Bill touching the Hoſpitals, 
and of ſome Amendments therein. 

The Amendments in the Bill for the three Hol- 
pitals were twice read, and with the Bill Ordered + 
to be ingroſled. 

The Bill for the Amendments of Double Soal 
green was read the ſecond time, and committed 
unto M* Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir Robert 
Wroth , Sir Williane Lane and others; and the 
Bill was delivered to Sir Robert Wroth, who with 
the reſt was appointed to meet upon Friday next 
in the Exchequer Chamber at two of the Clock 
in the Afternoon. 

The Bill to reform abuſes uſed by the Clerk 
of the Market was read the ſecond time, and 
thereupon M* Frechevile one of the Knights for 
Derbyſhire ſpake unto it. 

In that I ſpeak being leaſt worthy, I hope it 
will be deemed to proceed from affeQtion, not 


preſumption. Beſides, I have learnt it for a Rule 


in this Houſe, it is better to ventureCredit than 
Conſcience : There are three things to be conlſi- 
dered in this Bill; the-inconveniency, the neceſ(- 
fity of the remedy, and the conveniency of the 
puniſhment, For the inconveniency , no man 
but knows it, who knows the State of his Coun- 
try, In mine there 1s nothing more generally 
complained of than the inequality of meaſures ; 
for the rich have two meaſures, with the one he 

buyes, 
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buyes, and ingroſkth Corn in the Country, that 


is the greater 3 with the other he retails it at 
home to his poor Neighbours, that's by the lef- 
ſer. This is to the great and juſt complaint of 
all, So after many other matters moved upon 
Statutes, the Bill was committed to M* Frechoile, 
M* Wiſeman, M* Johnſon , Sir George Moore, Sir 
Robert Wroth, Sir John Egerton, the Burgeſles 
and Citizens of all Cities and Corporate Towns, 
the Knights for Norfolk, M* Francis Moore, M* 
Zachary Lock,, M* Warcup, M* Sinmell, M* Doyle 
and MF Thomas Ceſar , who were apponted to 
meet upon-Saturday next in this Houſe at two of 
the Clock in the Atrernoon. 

The Bill for the more diligent reſort to Church 
upon Suxadays was read the ſecond time, unto 
which divers Speeches were had in the Houle. 

M* Roger Owen ſaid, that he mithked.the Bill 
for two reſpects; the one for the Penalty, the 
other in reſpe&t of the Party puniſhing , thar is 
the Juſtice. For the firſt the Penalty 18 twelve 
pence. It is well known that the pooreſt Recu- 
fant in Exelend ought as well as the rich to pay 
his twenty pound, and for want of Lands and 
Goods his Body is lyable; And therefore we 
ſhall double*puniſh him, which is againſt Law. 
For the other, touching the Juſtice, I think it 
too-great a trouble , and they are ever loaden 
with a number of penal Statutes, yea a whole 
Alphabet, as appears by Huſſey m the time of 
Henry the Seventh. And this is a matter ſo ob- 
vious, that a Juſtice of Peace his Houſe will be 
like a Quarter Seſfions with the multitude of 
theſe Complaints. I think alſo it is an infringe- 
ment of Magaa Charta, for that gives Tryal per 
pares, but this by two Witneſſes before & _— 
of the Peace. And by this Statute it a Juſtice of 
Peace come into the Quarter Seflions, and'fay it 
is a good Oath, this is as good as an Indictment : 
Therefore for my part away with the Bill. 

Sir Francis Haſtings ſaid , I never in my Life 
heard Juſtices of the Peace taxed before in this 
fort : for ought I know, Juſtices of Peace be 
men of Quality, Honeſty, Experience and Juſtice. 
I would as the Gentleman that laſt ſpake, but 
two queſtions z the firſt, if he would have any 
Penalty at all inflicted ; the ſecond, if in the 
firſt Statute or in this an eaſier way for the levy- 
ing of this twelve pence. If he deny the firſt, 
I know his ſcope; if the ſecond, no man but 
himſelf will deny it. And to ſpeak fo in both, 
is neither gravely, religiouſly nor rightly ſpoken. 
And therefore for God , the Queen, and our 
Countries ſake, I beſeech a Commitment. 

M* Carey Raleighſaid, The Sabbath is Ordained 
for four Cauſes; Firſt, To meditate on the Om- 
nipotency of. God, Secondly, To Afemble us 
together to give thanks, Thirdly, That we 
might be the better enabled to follow our own 
Affairs, Fourthly, That we might hallow that 
day and fan&tify the ſame. King Jawes the Fourth 
in the Year 1512. and King James the Sixth in 
the Year 1579, or 1597. did ere and ratify a 
Law, that whoſoever kept cither Fair or Market 


upon the Sabbath, his moveables ſhould pre- 
ſently be given to the Poor. Men gathering of 
{ticks were ſtoned to Death , becaufe that was 
thought to be a kind of Prophanation of the Sab- 
bath. In France a Woman refuſing to fandtify 
the Sabbath, Fire appeared in the Air 3 this mo- 
ved her not : it came the ſecond time, and de- 
voured all that ever ſhe had (only a little Child 
1m the Cradle excepted.) But to come nearer our. 
felves, in the Year 1583. the Houſe of Paris 
Garden by Gods juſt Judgment fell down as they 
were at the Bear-baiting the 23*" of Fanxary or 
a Sunday, and four Jer perſons ſorely cruſh- 
ed, yet by God's Mercy only eight ſlain out- 
right. I would be an humble Suitor to the Ho- 
nourable that fit about the Chair, that this bru- 
iſh Exerciſe may be uſed on ſome other day and 
not upon the Sunday, which I with my heart 
do wiſh may be obſerved, and doubt not, but 
great reformation will cgine if this Bill paſs. To 
the better effeting whereof, I humbly pray, that 
if there be imperteRions in it, it may be com- 
mitted. 

Sir George Moore ſaid, I have read that the 
tongue of a mart is fo tyed in his mouth, that it 
will ſtir, and yet not fo tied that it will ſtir (till, 
It 1s tied deep in the Stomach with certain ſtrings 
which reach to the heart 5 to this end I ſay, that 
what the heart doth offer,the tongue may utter z 
what the heart thinks the tongue may ſpeak. 
This I know to be true, becauſe I find it in the 
word of truth, Out of the abundance of the heart 
the mouth fpeaketh. For the Gentleman that laſt 
ſpake and fo much inveighed againſt Juſtices, it 


may be it proceeds out of the corruption of his 


heartz howſoever I mean not to ſearch it or. 


anſwer him; only I turn him to Solomon and 
mean to anſwer him with filence. Without go- 
ing to Church, doing Chriſtian Duties, we can- 
not be Religious, and by Religion we learn both 
our Duty to God and to the Queen. In doing 
our Duty to God we ſhall be better enabled ro 
do our Duty to our Prince. And the word 
bindeth us, that we ſhould give to God that 
which is due to God, Et Ceſeri que ſunt Ceſaris. 
Amongſt many Laws which we have, we have 
none tor conſtraint of Gods Service. I ſay, None, 
though one were made 7# prizeo of this Queen, 
becauſe that Law is no Law which takes no force, 
for Executio Legis, vita Legis. Then let us not 
give ſuch cauſe of Comfort to our Adverfaries, 
that having drawn a Bill in Queſtion for the ſer- 
vice of our God, we ſhould ſtand ſo much in 
I the ſame. Once a Month coming to 

urch excuſeth us from danger of the Law, bur 
not from the Commandment of God, who ſaith, 
Thou ſhalt ſanf#ifie the Sabbath day, that is, every 
Sabbath. This Bill ties ghe Subjedt to ſo much 
and no more, which being agreeable with the 
Law of God, and the Rule of Policy, I ſee no 
reaſon why we ſhould ſtand fo ſtriftly in giving 
it a Commitment. 

M- Bond faid , I wiſh the Sabbath ſanQified 
according to the preciſe Rules of Gods Com- 
mandment, 
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mandment , "but I wiſh that S* Aug»ſtizs Rule 
may be obſcrved in the manner, #0» jubendo, ſed 
docendo, magis monendo quam minando. I like 
not that power ſhould be given to the Juſtices of 
Peace 3 for who almoſt are not grieved at the 
\ Jaxuriant Authority of Juſtices of Peace ? By 
the Statute of 1 Edw. 3. they muſt be good men 
and lawful, no maintainers of evil, but moderate 
in Execution of Laws; for Magiſtrates be men, 
and men have always attending on them two 
Miniſters Libido & IJracundia men of this na- 
ture do-dubjugate the free born Subx&. Clerks 
can do much, Children more, and Wives moſt. 
It is dangerous therefore to give Authornty in ſo 
dangerous a thing as this is, which I hold worth 
your ſecurd thoughts, que ſolent eſſe prudentiores. 
Her Majeſty during all the time of her Reign 
- haik been element, gracious, meek and merciful, 
jc chuſing rather deliquere, I know not how to 
term it; in-Lenity and not in Cruelty, But by 
t}:is Statute there 1s a conſtraint to come to di- 
vine ſervice, and for neglect all. muſt pay. Ple- 
Fentur Achivi, the poor Commonalty , whoſe 
ſtrength and quietneſs is the ſtrength and quiet- 
neſs of us all, he only ſhall be puniſhed, he vexed. 
For will any think that a Juſtice of Peace will 
conteſt with as good a man as himſelf? No, this 
Ape is too wiſe. I leave it to this Houſe, whe- 
ther it ſtand with Policy,when four Subſidies and 
Eight Fifteenths be now granted, to bring the 
poorer ſort into greater fear by theſe and ſuch 
like Laws, Malus cuſtos diuturnitatis metus. And 
in the gracious Speech which her Majeſty lately 
delivered unto us, ſhe uſed this, that ſhe deſired 
to be beloved of her Subjects. It was a wiſe 
Speech of a wiſe Prince, for an Hiſtorian faith, 
Timor excitat in vindiFam. Therefore M" Spea- 
ker, I miflike the Bill in that point touching Ju- 
ſticcs, and alſo touching taxation. I will only 
ſay thus much with Parwtizs 1n the Nicene Coun- 
cil, Abſit quod tam grave jugum fratribus noſtris 
TMPARAHNS, 

I am ſorry ſaid M* Comptroller, after forty 
three years under her Majeſties happy govern- 
ment.that we ſhall now diſpute or commit a Bill 
of this nature. And I would that any voice 
durſt be fo bold or deſperate as cry, Away with 
this Bill. The old Statute gives the penalty, this 
new only ſpeedier means to levy it. I much 
marvel that men will or dare accuſe Juſtices of 
Peace, Miviſters to her Majeſty without whom 
the. Commonwealth cannot be. If this bold- 
neſs go on, they will accuſe Judges, and laſtly 
theSeatof Juſtice ir ſelf. Thar all Juſtices ſhould 
be thus generally accuſed, this is meer Barbariſm 
indeed. When her Majeſty ſhall have under- 
ſtanding hereof, it will be no content unto her, 
and a ſcandal unto us al..' 

Ms Glaſeock faid, In that I am taxed to tax Ju- 

ſtices of Peace, Iam to pray the Houle to give 
me leave to make an Apology tor my ſelf, M* 
Speaker, I will not deny that I ſpake, and pro- 
teſt it in my conſcience, I ſpake only of the in- 
feriour ſort of Juſtices, commonly called Basket 


Juſtices 3 againſt theſe I will not ſpeak thatI ſpake 
laſt, but other matter in other Terms. They be 
like the wiſe men of Chaldee, that could never 
give judgment till they ſaw the Entrails of 
Beaſts. Our Statutes penal be like the Beaſt 
born in the Morning, at his full growth at noon, 
and dead at night : So theſe Statutes quick in 
Execution hke a wonder for nine days; fo lo 
after,they be at the height 3 but by theend of the 
year, they are carried dead ina Basket tothe Ju- 
{tices Houſe. 

Mr. Speaker ſaid , Mr. Glaſcock, you ſpeak 
from-the matter and purpoſe, and this that you 
have ſpoken you muſt juſtify. 

Mr. Martiz ſaid, I am rather willing to ſpeak, 
in that I would willingly have an end of this 
matter. I think we all agree upon the ſub- 
ſtance, that it is fit the Sabbath ſhould be ſanQi- 
fied. The other matter which is the impedi- 
ment, I know it is a grief, but I leave it as matter 
more fit to be decided at a Committee, than 
here. And therefore for the Honour of the 
Queen and of her Government, I wiſh it may 
be committed without further Argument. 

Sir Robert Wroth aid, I think the Office of 
Juſtice of Peace 1s too good acalling for him that 
exclaims againſt it, and I think hell ne're have 
the honour to have it. It were good they were 
named, and that he told who they were : other- 
wiſe honeſt men will be loth to ſerve the Queen, 
when they ſhall be flandered without proof. 
Therefore I would he might anſwer it at the 
Bar. And all ſaid, No, No. 

Mr. Johnſon ſaid, This Bill 'is an excellent 
good Bill; And I have obſerved in all the 
Speeches yet ſpoken have been interlarded with 
other matter. The Gentleman now proteſterth 
he ſpake of Basket Juſtices 3 I appeal tothe whole 
Houſe whether his definition were not general, 
viz, A Juſtice of Peace is a kind of living Cre- 
ature, that for half a Dozen of Chickens will 
diſpenſe with a dozen of penal Statutes. I 
think it is well known that the Honourable that 
ſit about the Chair, and all the reſt of her Ma- 
jeſties Privy Council have and do hojd the ſame 
place, and this toucheth them as much as Infe- 
riour Juſtices. And therefore I'humbly pray 
he may anſwer it at the Bar, and that it may 
not be paſt over with (tence. 

Mr Hide ſaid,Every man agrees thisBill hath good 
matter, and we all agree and conſent to the ſub- 
ſtance,though diſſent tothe form; ſome havemore 
wit, & ſome have more underſtanding than others. 
If they of meaner capacity and Judgment ſpake 
impertinently,let us not in a ſpleen ſtraight cry, A- 
way with theBill ; but let us giveit theſame favour 
we givetoBillsof far inferiour nature,that is aCom- 
mitment z ſo the Bill was committed to the for- 


mer Committees (who were appointed on Wed- 


neſday the 18" day of November foregoing) and 
to all the Privy Council being of this Houle, Sir 
Robert Wroth, Sir Carew Reignolds, Si Anthony 
Cope, Mr. Bond, Mr. Martin, Mr. Hide, Mr. Owen, 
Mr. Beeſton and Mr. Wimarke, who were appoin- 

ted 
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ted ro meet to Morrow in the Afternoon in the 
Exchequer Chamber at two of the Clock, 

Two Bills of no great moment had each of 
them one reading ; of which the ſecond being 
the Bill agatuit Victualling Houſes, Taverns, &*c. 
was read the third time 5 And after many Argu- 
mznts upon the queſtion daſhed. 

The Bill againſt double payrtent of Debts up- 
on Shop-Books was read the third time, and 
Ordered upon the queſtion of Amendment in 
ſome few words to be commirted unto Mr. Ser- 
jeant Harries and others, and to be put to the 
queſtion for patling to Morrow. 

Peter Fretchvile Eſquire, returned unto this 
preſent Parliament one of the Knights for the 
County of Derby, for that he is choſen Sheriff 
of the County and other his neceſlary affairs, is 
licenſed by Mr. Speaker to depart home. 

Nota, That have it appeareth that Peter Fretch- 
vile Eſquire being a Member of the Houſe and 
ele&ed Sheriff of the County of Derby did not- 
withſtanding continue his place in the ſame : by 
which it is apparent that the ſaid places are not 
incompetible, but may ſtand and be together 
ſimul & ſemel mn one and the ſame Perſon. 

On Thurſday the third day of December, Four 
Bills of no great moment had each of them one 
reading 5 of which the ſecond being the Bill for 
the (trengthening of the North parts was read 
the ſecond time,and committed unto all the Privy 
Council being Members of this Houſe, the 
Knights and Burgeſles for Cumberland, Weſtmer- 
land and Northumberland and others, who were 
appointed to meet to Morrow in the Afternoon 
at two of the Clock inthe Exchequer Cham: 
ber. 

Mr. Davies brought in the Bill touching Gar- 
bling of Spices with ſome Amendments, which 
were twice read and the BiJll Ordered to be 
ingroſled. 

The Bill for the Aſſurance of the Joynture of 
the Counteſs of Syſſex was read the ſecond time, 
and committed unto the Privy Council being 
Members of this Houſe, M* Serjeant Harries, 
Sir Walter Raleigh, Sir Robert Wroth and others, 
who were appointed to meet this Afternoon 
in the Exchequer Chamber at two of the 
Clock. 

The Bill tor the Aſſurance of the Joynture of 
Rachell thewite of Edward Nevil/ of birling in the 
County of Kert was read the ſecond time, and 
committed unto Sir Edward Hobbie, Sir George 
Moore , Sir Moyle Finch, Sir Jobn Grey, Mr. 
Francis Moore and others, who were appointed 
to meet this Afternoon at two of the Clock in 
the Exchequer Chamber. 

The Bill touching the confirmation of the 
ſale of Lands made by. Lewes late Lord Mordant 
deceaſed , was read the fecond time and com- 
mitted unto the former Committees for the Earl 
of Suſſex, and M* Attorney of the Wards, M* 
Tanfield, M* Winch and M* Ludlow who were 
added unto them. 

M* Moxntague moved that ſuch perſons as 
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ſhall prefer and have benefit by any private Bills 
may inregard of their ſaid benefits be charged with 
ſome conlideration and payment of Money to- 
wards the relicf of the Poor, which being aflented 
unto, It was Ordered by the whole Houſe, That 
ſuch perſons as ſhall have any private Bills expedi- 
ted and pafled in this Houſe, during this Sefſion 
of Parliament only,ſhall pay towards the relief of 
the Poor, for every Bill fo paſſed in this Houſe 
touching the ſale of Lands, ten pound 5 and 
likewiſe for every Bill for confirmation of par- 
tiuclar Joyntures. the ſum of five pound, to be 
diſtributed in ſach fort as this Houſe ſhall fur- 
ther appoint. 

Upon a motion made by M* Secretary Cecil! 
that the Charity and Colle&tion made by the 
Members of this Houſe for the relicf of the Poor 
(during this preſent Seffion of Parliament) may 
eſpecially be extended to the comfort of the 
poor maimed Souldiers now remaining in and 
about the City of Londor, it was moſt willling- 
ly and readily aflented unto by the whole 
Houſe. 

M* Darnet Burgeſs for Tarmonth ſaid , May it 
pleaſe you, M" Speaker, The duty I owe to my 
Sovereign and Country makes me bold to crave 
your Patience to hear me. The matter that I 
(hall ſpeak of is twofold, the firſt concerneth the 
Honour of the Queen, the ſecond the ſafety of 
our Country, two very high points for me to 
handle, and require a more eloquent Diſcourſe 
than I am able to make. I will uſe no circum- 
ſtance or with ſuperfluous matter abuſe the time 
which 1s very precious, but to the matter. I have 
been of the Parliament five or fix times, and I 
have always obſerved by this Houſe (and I would 
willingly be reſolved by the Honourable about 
the Chair) that all the Wars of her Majeſty are 
Wars offenſive, and I do not hear the contrary : 
How then windes it that ſuch a number of her 
Majeſties Subje&ts be ſpoiled, robb'd, beaten, 
wounded, themſelves taken, uſed with ſuch ex- 
tream torture, rack'd, carried away, impriſoned, 
ranſomed, fined, and ſome executed , and all 
this time no Wars ? But give me leave, for theſe 
ten Years, I am ſure the Subjects of this Land on 


the Sea-Coaſt have undergone theſe Tyrannies, 


and by whom? even by two baſe Towns 
Dunkirk and Newport. Dunkirk at firſt began + 
with two Ships and are now encreaſed to almoſt 
twenty. They are at home at Supper, and the 
next day here with us. I muſt needs confeſs the 
great charge that I know the Lord Admiral is 
at continually by lying ready to take theſe Pi- 
rates. Send to take them, they ſtraight flie 
home : if our Ships return they are {treight here 
again. I dare boldly ſay it, they have done 
England more hurt ſince they began, than all 
France, either in the time of Her. 8. Edw. 5. 
or Queen Mary. If it be fo that theſe two baſe 
Towns ſhall ſo confront the Power of this Land, 
I ſee no reaſon why they ſhould be ſuffered : 
for it isa great diſhonour both unto the Queen 
and unto the Kingdom. I have heard many ſay

that the Navies are the Walls of the Kingdom 3; 
bat we ſuffer our Ships (till to be deſtroyed, ſome 
t© b- burnt, and. ſome to be funk. We may com- 
ra eur Scamen to Sheep feeding upon a fair 
ountiin, 1n the midſt whereof ſtands a little 
Grov« full of Wolves: Why M* Speaker we 
are ſo plagued with them, that they be ſo bold, 
as now and then to take our Harveſt-men tardy 
with Ambuſcadoes. I ſpeak with grief, and it 
was r-ported unto me by a Scottiſh-man , that 
Duke Alert and the Infanta ſhould plainly pub- 
liſh, that they would pull down ſo many of the 
Walls of Ezeland, that they would eaſily make 
an Entry. And it had been better forSea-Coaſt men 
to have given the Queen an hundred Subſidies 
that they had bcen long (ince ſuppreſt. My hum- 
ble Motion is, that it would pleaſe the Houſe to 
enter into conlideration of theſe things, for the 
honour, good and ſafety both of the Queen and 
of the Kingdom. 

Mr Peake ſaid, I muſt needs ſhew unto this 
Houſe (upon ſo good an occafion offered) how 
ccievoully the Town of Sandwich (for which I 
ſerve) is vexed and almoſt undone, inſomuch 
as in that Town there 1s neither Owner, Maſter 
or Mariner that hath not felt it. Her Majeſty is 
continually at Charge, but what enſueth or com- 

th of it, I never yet knew. If in the County 
of Kent at Shooters Hill, Gadd's Hill, Baram 
Down, ec. there ſhould many and ofter Robbe- 
ries be committed , and the Juſtices look not to 
it, this were but an ill part. Every day men 
come home, their Goods and all they have taken 
away, yea their very Apparel 3 and if the Ships 
might alſo be carried away , they would do it. 
This would be amended and looked into. We 
hid need to cheriſh this Subje&, I think him to 
be the beſt and moſt neceflary Member of the 
Common-Wealth, I mean the Navigator. 

M*- Martin faid, I like not theſe extravagant 
Speeches in the manner, though I miſlike them 
not in the matter. They are like to men whoſe 
Houſcs being on Fire run out into the ſtreet like 
Madmen tor getting themſelves of help. That 
that Cortage of Dunkirk, the flouriſhing Eſtate 
whereof is a diſhonour to our Nation, ſhould ſo 
much offend us, when we never offer to ſuppreſs 
them 3 it is no marvail. I think there is no man 

» but underſtands the grief : But I wiſh that thoſe 
who at firſt propounded to the Houſe this mat- 
ter, had alſo laid down ſome projet , though 
never ſo ſmall, of remedy 3 otherwiſe ſuch cur- 
ſory Motions as theſe be, cannot be but very 
diltaſtful to the Houle. 

M- Lithe ſaid, Within theſe twelve dayes one 
.man loſt two hundred pound only by Dunkirk- 
ers, who took the ſame away. 

Mr Secretary Cecil/ ſaid, My Speech ſhall only 
tend to advance the Motion of the Gentleman 
that ſpake firſt in this point. If we would have 
remedy, we are to conſider two things 3 Firſt, 
' That it will be a matter of charge, and fecondly, 
That there muſt be a diſtribution thereof. For 
the firſt, I leave it to you 3 for the ſecond, it is 


out of my Element. Withal I muſt excuſe them 
that have Authority to remedy this 3 For unleſs 
you would have a continual charge unto her 
Majeſty by having Ships lying betwixt us and 
Dunkirk, , it is impoſiible but that at ſometimes 
theſe Robberies will be committed. I could very 
well agree to bring this Motion to ſome head, 
being a matter in mine opinion very confidera- 
ble, in a Committee 3 And all ſaid, I,1I, I. 

Mr Daret ſaid, I would only move the Houſe 
that ſome Maſters of Ships and Seamen might be 
ſent for to attend at the Committee. Whereu 
on it was Ordered to be conſidered of and re- 
ter'd ro Committees, viz. all the Privy Council 
being Members of this Houſe,the Queens Learned 
Councel being of this Houſe, Sir Walter Raleigh, 
the Burgeſles for Ports and Sea-faring Towns, the 
__ of the Shires for Maritime Counties, the 
Maſters of Requeſt, M* Lieutenant of the Tower, 
Sir Francis Haitings, Sir Robert Wroth' and 0- 
thers, who were appointed to meet upon Satur- 
day next at two of the Clock in the Afternoon 
in the Exchequer Chamber. 

The Bill touching Fines within the County of 
the City of Cheſter was read the third time and 
paſt upon the queſtion. 

M* Tate ſaid , I would only move the Houſe, 
that whereas an Information 1s exhibited by the 
Earl of Fluntington againſt a Member of this 
Houſe, M* Belgrave, into the Star-Chamber, con- 
taining no matter of ſubſtance or note other 
than matter very diſhonourable to this Houſe ; 
therefore I humbly pray , it may be refer'd to 
be conſidered of by the Committees for the Privi- 
ledges of the Houſe, (whoſe names ſee on Satyr- 
day the 31** day of OFober foregoing) And all 
ſaid I, I, I: and he delivered the Information to 
the Speaker. Vide December 16. Wedneſday. 

The Bill for the re-uniting the Mannor of Eye 
and Dunſder to the Mannor of Sunning was read 
the ſecond time, and committed preſently to be 
confidered of in the Committee Chamber by Mr 
Sollicitor, Sir Francis Bacon and others, and to 
have Conference with the Lords touching the 
ſame Bill. 

The Bill for the Naturalizing of Foſepho de 
Lupo (and others) was read the ſecond time and 
Ordered to be ingroflcd. 

The Amendments in the ingroffſed Bill touch- 
ing Shop-Books were three times read,and there- 
upon much diſputed on. 

To this Bill M* Zachary Lock began to ſpeak, 
who for very fear ſhook that he could not pro- 
ceed, but ſtood ſtill a while, and at length fat 
down. 

M- Bacon ſpeaking of this Bill ſaid, that Bills 
were wont to be committed with pleaſure, but 
now we would ſcarce hear them with Patience : 
The Merchants Books be ſpringing Books every 
year they encreaſe. 

M* Henſhaw amongſt other Speeches ſhewed, 
that it was eaſy to,croſs a Merchants Book, which 
a man might ſee at all times 3 but if one ſhould 
give the Merchant a Bond, when he had _ 

taru 
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thruſt together, perhaps he would intreat the 
Gentleman to come ſome other time for it, who 
it he ſhould 1n the mean time die, his Executors 
are without remedy, &*c. 

Serjeant Harris ſaid, Theſe Merchants Books 
be like Baſimgſtoak Reckonings, over night five 
ſhillings and fix pence, if you pay it 3 it not, in 
the Morning it is grown to a juſt Noble, © This 
Debt is a be. Debt, and will Jull Young 
Gentlemen into the Merchants Books with the 
golden Hooks of being truſted by the Merchant, 
and his ExpeQation after his Fathers Deceaſe : 
Theſe are matters dangerous, and may prove 
hurtful 3 wherefore I think it a good Bill. 

M* John Harris ſaid, Where it is ſaid there can 

be no wager of Law againſt a Merchants Book 
in London, it'is true, but firſt the Merchant muſt 
{wear the Debt. 
. M* Thomas Jones (aid, It is my Chance now to 
fpeak ſomething, and that without Hemming or 
Hawing, I think this Law is a good Law. Streight 
reckonings make long Friends. As far goes the 
penny as the penny Maſter. ' Vigilantibus &+ non 
dormientibus jura ſubveniunt. Pay the reckoning 
over night and you ſhall not be troubled in the 
Morning, If ready money be menſure publica, 
let every man cut his Coat according to his Cloth. 
When the old Suit is in the Wane, let him tarry 
till his money bring a new Suit in the increaſe. 
Therefore I think the Law to be good , and I 
wiſh a good paſſage. 

M* Hackwel! of Lincolns-Inn ſaid , Iam a man 
of that rank and condition, that I never ſel}, I (el- 
dom buy, and pay ready money, and the ſafeſt 
courſe this Bill offers to me for my particular. 
But the great miſchief that will redound by it to 
the Commons is that which makes me ſpeak. 1 
am not tranſported with ſuch vehemency, but if 
I may be anſwered, Ile lay down the Buckler. 
This Bill hath a'good Face and an ill Body. It 
hath a very Head-piece, I mean the Title. 
If I may intreat you to put on a good deal of 
Patience for a little time , I will make it ſome- 
what plain. We muſt lay down the reſpedts of 
our own perſons, and put on others, and their 
affeftions for whom we ſpeak 3 for they ſpeak 
by us. If the matter which is ſpoken of toucheth 
the poor, then think me a poor man. He that 
ſpeaks, ſometimes he muſt be a-Lawyer, fome- 
times a Painter, ſometimes a Merchant, ſometimes 
a mean Artificer. Moſt men deſire forbearance ; 
this Bill deſtroys it, which tends to the gain and 
good of the Creditors, and good alſo of the 
Buyer : but ſeeking to avoid a miſchief we fall 
into an inconveniency 3 for the manner is un- 
proportionable and unjuſt, If the Buyer be fo 
negligent that he will not care to ſee himſelf dif- 
charged, muſt we needs make a Law to help his 
Folly 2 The Proverb is Caveat Emptor. If this 
Law go forwards, the Augmentation of Con- 
fidence in his antient habiliments cannot be pre- 
ſerved. For if it be a hard Year, the poor Arti- 
ficer which hath Wife, Children and Houſhold, 
and lives by the ſweat of his Brows, cannot live z 


for he hath no nioney to buy all by the penny, 
but perhaps he hath Credit, which perhaps may 
help his preſent neceſſary Eſtate. Beſides, I car 
teach you all a trick, how for twelve pence you 
(ball avoid this Statute z And that is, put in an 
Original within a Year , and fo'let it lie Dot- 
mant. 

After this Motion, the Houſe after four hours” 
Argument and fitting till three quarters after 
twelve, was divided z the I's had a hundred fifty 
one Voices, and the Noes a hundred and two. 
So the Bill paſſed by forty nine Voices Then. the 
Noes ſhould have fetcht in the Bill and gone out 
with it, becauſe it was at the paſſage of the 
Bill; but becauſe time was paſt, and it was very 
late, and there were great Commitments this Af- 
ternoon, they were diſpenſed withal.

Culverin : the reaſon hereof 1s, becauſe when 
they are brought beyond the Seas they will new 
bore them to a greater (ize, as the Sacte to the 
Demt-Culverin bore 3 Befides, M* Speaker, eight 
Tun of Iroti Ordnance will make five Tun of 
good Iron, And it is now grown ſo common, 
that if you would fend Merchandize beyond the 
Seas in Strangers Bottoms, they will not carry 
it 3 unleſs you will ballaſt their Ships and load 
them with ſome Ordnance. The Ordnance be 
carried to Callais, Embden, L.ubeck, Rochell, Breſt, 
S* John de Luce, and other places, and theſe be 
Confederates with Spaiz and Friends with Duz- 
kirk, ſo that in helping them we do not only 
help our Friends, but fuccour the Sparriards their 
Friends and our Enemies. It the Queen would 
forbid the tranſportation of Ordnance but for 
ſeven Years, it would breed fuch a ſcarcity to the 
Spariard, that we might have him even where 
we would : Some (no doubt) the Sea would 
devour, ſome would be taken, and the ſtore 
which he now hath, ſcattered, and thereby his 
Force weakened. They have ſo much Tron in 
Spain out of Exeland, that they do ordinarily 
ſell a hundred weight of Iron Ordnance for ſeven 
Duckets and a halt Spaniſh. And if the Spaniard 
do make it a Capital marter but to tranſport a 
Horſe or aGennet, much more a_ we to have 
a ſpecial care herein, when we ſhall Arm even 
our own Enemies againſt our felves. I think 
therefore to proceed by way of a Bill would ſa- 
vour of curbing her Majcſties Prerogative. But 
to proceed by way of Petition, -it 1s a fafe courſe 
and pleaſing , and we ought the rather to be 
induced thereto, becauſe already we have found 
it ſucceſsful, 

M* Brown ſaid, There is a Law already in the 
point, and that is in the thirty third Year of 
Henry the Eighth Cap. 7. and in the ſecond of 
Edward the Sixth Cap. 37. which prohibits the 
tranſportation of Gun-Metal.And alrhough Guns 
were not then made of Iron, yet now they are, 
and therefore perhaps you will ſay it is out of the 
Statute. But it was lately adjudged in Worling- 
tons and Simpſons Caſe to be clearly within the 
very Letter of that Law. And I am ſure Guns 
be made of Gun-Metal, and whoſoever tranſport- 
eth Guns, tranſporteth Gun-Metal 3 and it is 
within the danger of that Law. But that which 
I would move is only this, that we might be Pe- 
titioners to her Majeſty to revoke that Patent, 
and then Cxrrat Lex, &c. 

Sir Walter Raleigh (aid, I am ſure heretofore 
one Ship of her Majeſties was able to beat ten 
Spaniards ; but now by reaſonof our own Ord- 
nance we are hardly matcht one to one. And if 
the Low-Conntries (hould either be ſubdued by the 
Spaniard, or yield unto him upon a Conditional 
Peace, or ſhall join in Amity with the French as 


| we ſee themdaily inclining, Ifay there is nothing 


doth ſo much threaten the conqueſt of the King- 
dom as the tranſportation of Ordnance. And 
therefore I think it a good and ſpeedy courſe 
to proceed by way of Petition, leſt we be cut 
oft from our deſires, either by the Upper Houſe, 
or before by the ſhortneſs and ſudden ending of 
the Parliament. 

M* Carey ſaid , We take it for an uſe in the 
Houſe, that when any great or weighty matter 
or Bill is here handled, we ſtreight fay it touch- 
eth the Prerogative and muſt not be medled 
withal; And ſo we that come to do our Coun- 
tries good, bereave them of that good help we 
may juſtly Adminiſter. M* Speaker, i vadit 
plane, vadit ſant 5 Let us lay down our griefs in 
the Preamble of our Bill, and make it by way 
of Petition 3 And I doubt not but her Majeſty 
being truly informed of it, will give her Royal 
Afent. 

| Mr Secretary Herbert faid, The making of Ar- 
mamentaria is a Regality belonging only to the 
power of the King and the Crown of Ergland, 
and therefore no man can either caſt or tranſport 
without Licence. It ſtood perhaps with the Poli- 
cy of former times to ſuffer tranſportation, but 
as the times alter, ſo doth the Government. And 
we doubt it is now very hurtful and prejudicial 
to the Statez and therefore I am of opinion, that 
it-is very fit this tranſportation ſhould be ſtayed ; 
and I concur only with them which would have 
it by way of Petition, and not by Bill. 

M* William Hackwell of Lincolns-Inn ſaid, I 
know the Authority of the Worthy Counſellor 
that laſt ſpake will incline you to yield to this 
Objedionz Yet notwithſtanding I beſeech you 
ſuppoſe him to be a man oft my Condition, or me 
to be a man of his fort , ſo I doubt not but our 
perſons being equalized, the matter will ſoon be 
dectded. Where he faith, tranſportation is ne- 
ceſfary to aid our Friends and retain their Alli- 
ance ; I Anſwer, That it.is the ſubtilty and co- 
vetouſneſs of our Friends , who finding the in- 
eftimable gain and treaſure they have by Ord- 
nance brought from us, do not only delire them 
for gain, but alſo to gain to themſelves Confe- 
derates, by which means fuccouring our Friends 
we aid our Enemies: For look whatſoever we 
give them, we deduct from our ({clves. Now let 
us ſtop this tranſportation, and that greatly weak- 
ens their Forces, by which means they will neyer 
be able-to encounter us hand to hand. Our Ord- 
nance (this pretious Jewel of our Realm, worth 
even all we have) 1s as' familiarly fold in the 
Countriesof our Confederates as any thing within 
this Land 3 but being ſtopt, they muſt be fain to 
take ſupply from their Ports to their Ships, from 
their Ships to the Field, e*c. 

Sir Francis Haſtings ſaid , How ſwiftly and 


ſweetly her Majeſty apprehends our late griets, 


I think there is no Subje&t but knoweth. For us 
then to deal in a matter ſo highly touching her

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therefore by laying open our griefs in a Petition, 
it will move the heart of her Majeſty as much, 
being a Caſe of this conſequence, as our firſt 
Motion by M* Speaker hath done.

M George Moore ſaid,* Tt is in vain to diſpute 
of the matter when the manner is only 10 que- 
ſtionz and as vain to loſe the matter by over- 
long diſpute of the manner. The late experience 
of her Majeſties Love and Clemency towards 
us, = of her Care over us ſtriketh ſuch an aw- 
ful regard into my heart, that I wholly diſlike 
this proceeding by Bill, and only do approve 
our former Motion by way of Petition. 

M- Hyde ſaid, M* Speaker, It is doubted by 
ſome that this Bill will not paſs by reaſon of the 
ſudden ending of the Parliament; for that, I 
think if we give not too much ſtop to private 
Bills, this Bill would quickly paſs. And I ſee no 
reaſon but we may well proceed by Bill, and not 
touch her Majeſties Prerogativez for her Majeſty 
is not more careful and watchful of her Prero- 
gative than the.noble Princes of Famous Memory 
King Herry the Eighth her Father, and King Ed- 
ward the Sixth her Brother were.

True it 1s, there was 
an Information exhibited againſt me in the Star- 
Chamber by an Honourable Perſon of the Upper - 
Houſe (the Earl of Huntington) in the name of 
Mr. Attorney General, for a Miſclemeanor com- 
mitted to this High Court 3 the ſubſtance of that 
Information I confeſs, yet I am to be an humble 
Suitor unto this Houſe, whether-an Information 
1s to be exhibited (this Houle fitting) againſt 
any Member thereof. And for my own part I 
do ſubmit my ſelf to abide ſuch Cenſare as this 
Houſe ſhall in their Wiſdoms think conve- 
nient. 

Sir George Moore ſaid , viewing the Informa- 
tion, I find the words to be againſt the High 
Court of Parliament, which is as well the Upper 
Houſe as this Houſe 3 and therefore I wiſh there 
might be a Conterence with the Lords herein, 
Now this Houſe is but part, and a Member of 
the Parliament, and therefore we ſolely cannot 
proceed, 

Mr. Serjeant Harris ſaid, In the 36" of Fez. 8. 
when Ferris Caſe was, who was a Member of 
this Houſe, did not we procced without any 
Conference with the Lords? Here might be /;- 
bera ſuffragia , and no man of this Houle to be 
choſen by any Friends or Mediation of any great 
Man, neither. ought we to be tyed by any Blue 
Coat in the World, But as our Perſons are Pri- 
viledged, ſo ſhould our Speeches bez And there- 
fore I ſee no reaſon to confer with the Lords 
when we may proceed our elves. 

Sir Edward Hobbie (aid, If the Cafe were but 
plain of it ſelf , I ſhould be.of the Gentlemans 
mind that laſt ſpake : but I am given to under- 
ſtand, and alſo defire ſo to inform the Houſe, 
that this Information was put into the Star- 
Chamber by ſome kind of Order from the Lords, 
and there very convenient a Conference 
ſhould be had. 

Sir Francis Haſtings ſaid (who was Brother 
to the Earl of Huntington) To enter into con(i- 
deration of this Cauſe by Report (and otherwiſe 
I cannot) I know no man but reſpeCteth the Ho- 
nourable Perſon himſelf, and for this Gentleman 
(Mr. Belgrave) I ever took him, and ſo do, to 
be a man of very good Carriage: To condemn 
him, I do not mean: but I humbly pray that a 
courſe for his Honour may be taken, and the 
matter ſo handled, that the Honour of the Per- 
ſon may be ſaved, the Gentleman freed from fur- 
ther offence; and this Cauſe ended with good 
Concluſion. And I proteſt I am not privy to the 
Proſecution. |

ſuddenly in great matters. Our diſpute may ſcem 
to have this end, either to incur the dangers of 
our Priviledge by not regarding this Cauſe, or 
to pry too near into her Majelties Prerogative 
by examining Informations exhibited into the 
Star-Chamber. Wherefore I think we ought to 
be Petitioners, (Nota werbune Petitioners) or at 
leaſt ro ſhew our griefs to the Lords 3 and if by 
any Order from them (as was alledged) this In- 
formation was put in, methinks in reaſon a Con- 
ference were good to examine the Cauſe, and 
inform this Houſe truly thereof. 

Mr. S4zpwith the Pentioner ſaid, If I knew or 
did think that any wrong were offered to the 
Earl of Huntington, I would rather be a Petitio- 
ner for this Gentleman to him, than I would be 
a Protettor of him againſt him. I knew Mr. Bel- 
grave writ his Letter to my Lord, and that it 
pleaſed his Honour ta Anſwer him 5 and that he 
offered to follow his Honour in that ſort as is 
fitting for a Gentleman of his worth, and rather 
his Honour than any man in Ergland. This I take 
it may fatisfie the Houſe for Anſwer to the firſt 
part of the Information , which containeth a 
diſhonour offered to the Earl. For the ſecond, 
which is deceiving of the Burgefles, I do Anſwer 
this Houſe, They were both willing and worthy 
to be deceived. I know they had given their 
Voices, and defired M* Belgrave to take it. For 
the wrong to thisCourt, I hope this Court hath 
wiſdom enough to right it ſelt without any courſe 
to be taken in the Star-Chamber : yet by your 
favour, I may ſay thus much, that if we ſhould 
puniſh him tor coming indirealy into this place, 
we {hould puniſh three parts of this Houſe ; for 
none ought to be choſen but thoſe that be reſt- 
dent, and (worn Burgefles of the Town. 

Sir Robert Wroth (aid, This matter needs not 
ſo much diſpute. There is a Precedent in this 
Houſe to this point 3 in the laſt Year of Queen 
Mary, between Pleddall and Pleddall. It plea- 
ſed the Lords of the Star-Chamber, ſedente Par- 
liamento, to bind the one at the Suit of the o- 
ther to appear twelve dayes after the Parliament 3 
and this adjudged to be an infringement of the 
Liberties. 

M* Davies ſaid, The Information ſavours more 
of wit than malice; And therefore [ think,upon 
Conference with the Lords the matter may be 
brought to good end. [I theretore humbly pray 
it may be put to the queſtion , and that the 
Bill may be ſent for out of the Star-Cham- 
ber, 

Mr Carey ſaid, I take it, M* Speaker, the courſe 
hath been, that if the Houſe be deſirous to ſee 
any Record, you (Mr. Speaker) ſhould ſend a 
Warrant tothe Lord Keeper to grant forth a Cer- 
tiorari to have the Record. It by this means this 
Information be brought into this Houſe, upon 
view thereof perhaps this matter of diſpute would 
take end. 

Sir Francis Haſtings offered to ſpeak again in 
this matter ; But Mr. Bacoz interrupted him, and 
told him it was againſt the courſe, To which he 
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Anſwered, he was old enough to know when 
and how often to ſpeak. To which Mr. Bacd# 
replyed, it was no mattet, but he needed not'to/ 
be ſo hot in an ill cauſe. To which Sir Frans 
replyed, in ſeveral matters of debate a nijan may 
ſpeak often. So, I take it , is the Order. He' 
(pointing to Mr. Bacon) talk of Heat : T'le tell 
you, If I be ſo hot as he was Yeſterday, thert puit 
me” out of the Houſe. The only thing that I

Mr. Grevill ſaid, T wiſh that in our Confe- 
rence we do not neglect our Priviledges, and 
that we may be means of mediation, e*c.

All the Privy Council being Members of this 
Houſe, Sir Walter Raleigh, Sir Francis Haſtings, 
Mr. Fulke Grevill, the Maſters of Requeſt, Sie 
Edward Hobbie, Sir Robert Wroth, Sir Francis 
Darcie, Sir George Moore, Sir John Grey, Mr. 
Barrington, Mr. Tate, Mr. Martin and Mr. Skip? 
with, to meet upon Thurſday next at eight of the 
Clock in the Morning, 

Theſe names being thus tranſcribed out of the 
Original Journal-Book of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, another paſlage of this day doth here fol- 
low out of a Private Journal of that Houle. 

Mr. Speaker ſaid, I am to certify you from 
the Lords of a great diſorder committed by the 
Pages and Servants as well of the Lords them- 
ſelves, as of your Servants and Attendants, ſo that 
not only abuſe is offered, but weapons and blood 
drawn. For remedy whereof the Lords have 
given ſtrait Commandment that theit Servants 
keep peaceable and quiet Order, and that nei- 
ther their Pages, Attendants or Servants do ſtand 
upon the Stairs or nearer the Houſe than the 
Stair foot. They dcfire that every Member of 
this Houſe would do the like to their Servants, 
and ſo expreſly to charge and command theni, 
And I would move you that you would be plea- 
ſed theSerjeant might go forth and ſignify ſomuch 
from you unto the Company withourt. 

Mr. Wiſeman ſaid, The diſorder Mr. Speaker 
ſpeaks of, is now grown ſo great, that a man 
dare not go down the Stairs without a Con- 
ductor. 

So the Serjeant went and delivered the Mel- 
ſage, and the abuſe was well reformed. 

Mr. Davies made Report of the meeting and 
travel of the Committees in the Bill touching 
Gavelkind Lands, and brought in the Bill with 
ſome Amendments.

. The Bill fox maintenance of Shipsand encreaſe 
of Sea-faring; men was read the ſecond time and 
committed unto the Queens Learned Councel be- 
ing of this Houſe, Sir Walter Raleigh, Sir Robert 
Wroth, the Knights and Citizens for London, 
the Burgeſles of all the Port Towns, Mr. Tre- 
Sor and others, who were appointed to meet this 
Afternoon in the Exchequer Chamber at two of 
the Clock; And the Bill and "Committees names 
were delivered to Sir Walter Raleigh. 

| Mr. Moore made Report of the meeting of 
the Committees in the Bill touching Cree Church, 
and brought in the Bill with ſome Amendments. 

The Amendments in the Bill touching Cree

Mr Johnſon (aid, In the time of Dearth when 
we made this Statute, it was not conſidered 
that the hand of God was upon us; And now 
Corn is cheap ; if too cheap, the Huſbandman 
is undone, whom we mult provide for, for he is 

- the Staple man of the Kingdom. And fo after 
many Arguments he concluded the Statute to be 
repealed. 

Mr. Bacon ſaid, The old commendation of 1taly 
by the Poet was, Potens viris atque ubere gleba ; 
and it ſtands not with the policy of the State, 
.thatthe wealth of the Kingdom ſhould be ingroſ- 
ſed into a few Graziers hands. And if you will 
put in ſo many Proviſoes as be deſired, you will 
make it uſeleſs. The Huſbandman 1s a ſtrong 
and hardy man, the good tootman, which is a 
chief obſervation of good Warriers, &c. So he 
concluded the Statute not to be repealed, 

Sir Walter Ralergh ſaid, I think this Law fit to 
be repealed ; for many poor men are not able 
to find ſeed to ſow ſo much as they are bound to 
plough, which they muſt do, or incur the Pe- 


with Corn. France offered the Queen to ſerve 
Ireland with Corn for ſixteen ſhillings a quarter, 
which is but two ſhillings the buſhel ; if we 
ſhould fell it ſo here, the Ploughman would be 
___ The Low-Conntry man and the Hol- 
lander, which never ſoweth Corn, hath by his 
induſtry ſach plenty that they will ſerve other 
Nations. The Spaniard who often wanteth Corn, 
had we never ſo much plenty, will not be be- 
holding to the Exgliſh man for it, neither to 
the Low-Conntry men, nor to Frence, but will 
fetch it even ” the very Barbarian. And there. 
fore I think the beſt courſe is to et it at liberty, 
and leave every man free, which 1s the defire 
of a true Engliſh man. 

Mr. Secretary Cecil! ſaid, I do not dwell in the 
Country, I am not acquainted with the Plough : 
But I think that whoſoever doth not maintain 
the Plough, deſtroys this Kingdom. There were 
the laſt Parliament great Arguments in thispoirit; 
and after a deliberate diſputation, the paſſage of 
this Bill concluded. My Motion therefore ſhall 
be, that this Law may not be _ » Except 
former Laws may be in force and revived. Say 
that a Glut of Corn ſhould be, have we not ſufhi- 
cient remedy by tranſportation, which is alluw- 
able by the Policy of all Nations? I cannot be 
induced or guided from this opinion upon Go- 
vernment of former Statutes z | am ſure when 
Warrants go from the Council for levying of 
men in the Countries, and the Certificates be re- 
turned unto us again, we find the greateſt part 
of them to be Ploughmen.

It we debar Til- 
lage, we give ſcope to the Depopulator 5 And 
then if the poor being thruſt out of their Hou- 
ſes go to dwell with others, ſtraight we catch them 
with the Statute of Inmates ; if they wander 
abroad, they are within the danger of the Sta- 
tute of the Poor to be whipt. So by this means 
undo this Statute, and you indanger many thou- 
ſands, Poſterior dies diſcipulus prioris.

' Now after the Houſe was ſet quiet, 


Mr. Secretary Ceci/ ſaid, I am glad to ſee the 
Parliament fo full, which towards the end uſed 
to grow thin ; And therefore I think it conve- 
nient we agree upon ſome good Orders. The 
Reputation of this Houſe hath ever been religi- 
outly maintained by Order and Govetnment, but 
now Error hath fo crept in among(t us, that we 
know not what is Order and what is diforder. 
The Gentleman that Jaſt ſpake (meaning Mr. 
Martin) fir(t brake Order; for after the queſtion 
put and the Houſe agreed to be divided, he ſpake 
perſwadingly to draw thoſe out of the Houſe 
which perhaps meant it not. Beſtdes, he laid an 
imputation upon the Houſe, that according to 
their Conſciences men would not fo much as re- 
move out of their place : But I think there is 
no man here ſo fantaſtical, that though they be 
for the Bill, yet for their places ſake, they will 
not alter their rooms. For this Houſe is a Houſe 
of Gravity, Conſcience and Religion. I think it 
therefore fit he ſhould Anſwer this imputation 
at the Bar.

| ſums of money have been oftered for the further- 


I would 
now move you, that becauſe we have ſpent ſome 
ſuperfluous time in this Diviſion, and becauſe 
the affairs of this Parliament cannot poſſibly be 
diſpatcht ſo ſoon as the Parliament mult end, be- 
cauſe of the performance of that gift which we 
have given unto her Majeſty, which 1s nothing if 
it come not in due time; therefore that the Houſe 
would be pleaſed after this day to fit in the Af- 
ternoons, for we conſume our time now in un- 
neceſlary diſputations. 

Mr. Comptroller ſaid, I think that notwith- 
ſtanding any thing that hath been laſt ſaid, how- 
ſoever our Orders have been heretofore broken, 
yet the Gentleman that ſpake, Mr. Martin, brake - 
no Order of this Houſe by ſpeaking , for the 
Houſe favoured him with ſilence, and therefore 
admitted to him liberty of Speech. That hi 
Speech was neither perſwaſive or offered any im- 
putation to this Houſe, I neither perceive it nor 
conceive it ſo; for it was only a Caution to the 
Houſe, that former Orders were broken, and 
therefore now to be amended. And ſurely for 
not removing out of places, I have heard faulc 
found before this time, and therefore the Gen- 
tleman is not now to be taxed. That this ſhould 
be a Monopoly I can fee no reaſon, for it hath 
been agreed that her Majeſty may diſpenſe with 
any penal Law , and that's no Monopoly, no 
more is this. And I am not of his mind that fo 
great ſums have been offered , the quantity of

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Land being but little, and his cauſe both good 
and juſt, And I proteſt for my part, I neither 
knew nor have heard of any. For the Jaſt Mo- 
tion, which was the beſt, to fit twice a day, I 
doconcur with him, and will be ready as a Mem- 
ber of this Houſe to give my Attendance. 

Sir Walter Ralcigh ſaid, I thought I had deſer- 
ved of the Houſe to have been heard to ſpeak as 
well as he that ſpake before the diviſion of the 
Houſe; And in that I offered to ſpeak and was 
not heard, I had wrong. For him that laſt ſpake, 
he ſpake out of Honour and not out of Judg- 
ment, Notwithſtanding, I think it a Monopoly, 
and the Speech to be both perſwafion, and to 
lay a great imputation upon the Houſe. And this 
is all I would have ſaid before. 

Mr. Martin offered to ſpeak, and asked the 
Speaker if he might Anſwer.

W hereupon ſtanding in his place he ſhewed 


the Cauſe of his Speech to have been only for | 


the Order of the Houſe, and not out of any per- 
ſwaſive meaning that he had 3 for he proteſted 
that he knew neither the man nor the matter. 

Sir IValter Raleigh made Report of the travel 
of the Committees in the Bill touching Iron Ord- 
nance, and ſhewed, that they have drawn a new 
Bill to that purpoſe, and delivered in the old and 
the new. | 

On Thurſday the 10" day of December the 
Bill touching Silk-Weavers, &c. was read the 
ſecond time and committed unto the Knights 
and Citizens for London, the Citizens for Tork , 
Briſtol, Norwich and Canterbury, Mr. Barrington, 
M* Johnſon and others, who were appointed to 
meet this Afternoon in the Exchequer-Chamber. 

M* Johnſon a Committee in the Bill for Afhize 
of Fuel brought in the Bill amended in ſome parrs 
by rhe Committees, and delivered it 1n. 

The Amendments in the Bill touching the Af- 
ſize of Fuel were twice read , and the Bill was 
Ordered to be ingroſled. | 

The Bill touching the taking away of Gavel- 
kind Cuſtom in Kert was read the third time. 

M* Francis Moore ſaid , He thought the Bil] 
a very wdle and frivolous Bill, and injurious ; 
for if a Man take a Wife , by the Cuſtom ſhe 
ſhall have the Moiety : but now if we make it 
go according to the Common Law , ſhe hal] 
have but the third part. So if the Father com- | 


mit a Felony and be Hanged , the Son ſhall not 
loſe his Inheritance becauſe the Cuſtom is, - The 
Father to the Bough, the Son to the Plough ; which 
at Common Law he (hall loſe. 

M* Serjeant Harrz:s (aid, I think this Bill a very 
good Bill , for it defeats a Cuſtom which was 
firſt deviſed as a puniſhment and plague unto the 
Country. For when the Conqueror came in, the 
reaſon of this Cuſtom was to mpke a decay of 
the great Houſes of the ett or For if 
a Man of eight hundred pound per Annnm had 
had eight Children, it muſt be divided into eight 
partsz And then if theſe alſo had Children, fub- 
divided again »ſqz in non quantum : whereas if it 
had gone to one by the Common Law, it would 
{till have flouriſhed, e*c. 

M* Bois among many reaſons ſhewed, that it 
would in Kert be a great loſs to the Queen 6f 
her Subſidy ; for by reaſon of theſe Sub-diviſions 
there were many ten pound men. . And whoſo- 


ever knows the State of our Country ſhall find 


more by under ten pound men than above come 
to the Queen. And now if theſe being divided 


1m ſeveral hands ſhould now go according to the 
Common Law , this would make the Queen a 
great loſer. 

Being put to the queſtion , the No was the 
greater, yet the I, I, I, would needs go forth ;

| - TheBill for ſuppreſſing of Alehouſes and Tip-

| . M* Francis Moore offered a Proviſo to the 
| Houſe, and ſhewed that he was of Councel, and 
ſtanding Fee with the Corporation of Vintners 
in London: and ſhewed that they were an an- 
tient Corporation , and had ever uſed by force 
of divers Charters of Kings of this Realm to ſell 
Wines 3 and now by this Bill all was inhibited : 
And therefore, ec. which was received. 

Mr. Fohnſor (aid , If this Bill ſhould pafs, it 
would breed a great confulion of Governments 
for by this Law the Juſtices of the County might 
enter into- the liberty of any Corporation, and 
licenſe fale of Wine and Beer. Beſides, he muſt 
be licenſed by four Juſtices, perhaps there be 
not four Juſtices in a Corporation , admitting 
power were not given to the Foreign Juſtice. 
Now when theſe four Juſtices have enabled him 
by this Law, they have not power upon his miſ- 
behaviour to pur him down, and fo very iſuffi- 
cient and impoſſible to be mended. 

Sir Robert IV roth ſaid, The Bill is that no man

and. ſo the Bill was daſhed, as is aforeſaid.

At length Mr. Carey (tood up and faid, In the 
Roman Senate the Conſul always appointed 
what ſhould be read, what not 3 ſo may our 
Speaker, whoſe place is a Conſuls place : if he 
err or do not his duty fitting to his place, we 
may remove him. And there have bxen Prece- 
dents. But to appoint what bulineſs ſhall be 
handled, in my opinion we cannot.

Mr. Wiſeman faid, I reverence Mr. Speaker in 
his place, butlI take great difference between the 
old Roman Conſuls and him.

Mr. Martir and Mr. Francis Moore-(tood up, 
but Mr. Martiz firit, one would not yield to the 
other, and great calling there was, till at length 
Mr. Comptroller ſtood up and faid, I am forry 
to ſee this confuſion in this Houſe 5 1t were bet- 
ter we uſed more filence, and kept better Order, 
Yeſterday you Ordered the continuance of Sta- 
rutes ſhould be read; now in an humour you 
cry Ordnance, Ordnance. 1 pray you that which 
we firſt decree let us ſtick to, and not do and 
undo upon every idle Motion. 

Mr. Secretary Cecil/ ſaid, I will ſpeak ſhortly, 
becauſe it beſt becomes me ; neither will I trou- 
ble your Patience long, becauſe the time permits 
it not. It is a Maxim, preſtat otioſum eſſe = 
»ihil agere, 1 wiſh the Bill for continuance of Sta- 
tates may beread 3 and that agrees with the Pre- 


gravity thereof: yet becauſe the ſpirit of contra- 
diction may no more trouble us, I beſeech you 
let the Bill of Ordnance be read, and that's the 
Houſe defire.

The Bill for the relief of the Poor was read 
the ſecond time and committed unto M* Com- 
ptroller, Sir Robert Wroth, Sir Francis Darcie, Mr. 
Francis Bacon, Mr. Lieutenant of the Tower 
and others, who were appointed to meet to Mor- 
row in the Afternoon at two of the Cloek in 
the Court of Wards. = 

M* Ireby made Report of the meeting of the 
Committees in the Bill for draining certain far- 
rounded grounds in the County of S»ffolk, (who 
were appointed on Saturday the 28* day of 
November foregoing) and ſhewed that the Com- 
mittees. have thought fit to draw a new Bill to 
that purpoſe, and ſo delivereth in the old and 
the new. 

Mr. Winch moved, that according to the refo- 
lution of the Committee in the Bill againſt tranſ- 
portation of Iron Ordnance, the Houſe ſhould 


| proceed both by Bill and alſo by Petition unto

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her Majeſty ;- which being debated, It was re- 
ſolved, that thoſe of the Privy Council being 
Members of this Houſe ſhould move her Ma- 
jclty in the name of this Houſe in that be- 
hilf. 

The New Bill againſt tranſportation of Gun- 
Metal, Ordnance and Iron Shot was read the 
ſecond time, and committed unto all the Privy 
Council Members of this Houſe, Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh, Sir Robert Wroth, Sir Francis Darcie and 
others, who were appointed to meet upon Satyr- 
day next in the Afternoon at two of the Clock 
in the Court of Wards. 

Oliver Cromwell Eſquire returned this preſent 
Parliament Knight for the County of Huntington, 
is for hisneceſlary occaſions of buſineſs licenſed by 
Mr. Speaker to depart. 

On Friday the 11 day of December the 
Bill comprehending and containing the mainte- 
pance of good and profitable Arts and Trades 
for the Commonwealth was delivered by Mr. 
Johnſon, (who was deſired to put the ſame intothe 
Houſe by Mr. George Brook Brother to the Lord 
Cobham) the effe&t of it was, that every 'man 
which had or could invent any Art or Trade, 
ſhould for his life monopolize the ſame to his 
ownulſe, or he that could add to or refine the 
ſame ſhould do the like. Py 

Mr. Fettiplare ſhewed, That the Bill was un- 
profitable and not good for divers reaſons, Firſt 
it was too general, becauſe it ſpeaketh as well 
of Arts-invented, as to be invented. Secondly, 
the Bill ſheweth not that they will be profitable 
for the Commonwealth ; whatſoever they be, 
this Bill alloweth. For divers Arts have been de- 
viſed in London, that that ſhall be wrought with 
one man, which would not heretofore be done 
with forty : This is unprofitable, becauſe it ſet- 
teth not the poor and many hands on work, 
Thirdly, it will breed confuſion 3 becauſe if but 
a little addition be made by another, a new Li- 
cence is granted to this manz And now if to 
that addition another ſhall add, that will be 7» 
#nfinitum, and ſo confuſion. Whereupon he 
concluded, that be for his part thought fit the 
— Bill . ſhould be quaſh'd, and divers cried, Away 
with it. 

Another faid, I wiſh that the Bill might be 
read again and conſidered becauſe we allowed 
of theſe kind of Patents once this Parliament, 
namely in the Licence for making Tinn by Mills 
out of the Old Rubbiſh in Cor-wa/l, upon the 
motion of Sir Walter Raleigh 5 And this Bill de- 
fireth no more in effe&. Next for the incertain- 
ty, upon the conſideration of the Bill by ſome 
few Committees the ſame might be amended, 
Beſides, he that hath invented any Art or Trade, 
It is reaſon he ſhould have ſome priviledge, be- 
cauſe it would be an incourageryent to others, 
- and Nemonaſcitur Artifex. No man would come 
to that perfeCtion upon the firſt knowledge of it, 
as being taught by the firſt Inventor for a ſeaſon. 
Alſo the propoſition of the: Gentleman that laſt 
ſpake, did not bold in all Arts, that it 1s unpro- 


fitable that the work of many ſhould be done 
by one 3 for it is profitable for the Common- 
wealth, if Water may be brought to ever mans 
Houſe for ten ſhillings value , where. it would 
not be done with ten pound coſt, as by the 
Water-work device in London. So of Iron 
Mills the Low-Conntries, and of the Corn Mills 
upon the Thames. So of ſhooting and charging 
of Ordnance and Fire-works and the like. And 
g=nerally of all Arts, Trades and Sciences which 
cannot be done by Poor but by Perſons judici- 
ous and of Skill, and thoſe that have a more na- 
tural inclination to come to perfeCtion in theſe 
things than every baſe Beggar. For his laſt pro- 
poſition, I ſay that Nor eſt confuſto in certa ſci- 
entia, Ec. 

M* Szigg ſaid, The Author of the Bill per- 
haps was a Sugarman, for he hath the word Re- 
finers of Arts, &*c. 

So it was put to the queſtion for to be read 
the ſecond time; And all faid No. But when 
the Speaker ſaid, all thoſe that will have the Bill 
read the ſecond time ſay I, Sir Richard Kmnightly 
ſaid No aloud ; at whch the Houſe laughed, and 
not one ſaid 1, I. 

Three Bills had each of them one reading 3 
of which the laſt being the Bill touching the re- 
covering of certain ſurrounded grounds in the 
County of Norfolk was read the third time, and 
paſſed upon the queſtion. 

M- Serjeant Harries a Committee in the Bill 
touching Silk- Weavers, brought in the Bill with 
ſome Amendments.

The Lords Committees (who were appointed 
to have Conference with the Commutees of 
the Houſe of Commons in the Bill touching Let- 
ters Patents, &c. ) being ſet in the Painted 
Chamber , Mr. Secretary Cecill with the refi- 
due of the Committees of the ſaid Houſe re- 
paired unto them, where M* Secretary going to 
the Upper end of the Table ſpake to this effect. 

That 1f their Lordſhips had already concluded 
What todo in the Bill for Patents, then they 
had no Commiſſion to proceed ; and if they had 
altered the Bill in any Point with Amendments, 
they alſo had no Commiſſion : But if their Lord- 
ſhips had done neither, but only were deſirous 
to be reſolved of any doubt which they in their 
wildoms conceived, and would willingly there- 
about confer with them, they would moſt wil- 
lingly accompliſh their Lordſhips defire, for they 
had ſufficient warrant from the Houſe. 

The Lord Buckburſs Lord Treafurer after a 
little whiſpering with the Lords together, an- 
ſwered, That he would not have us preoccupate 
their judgments with a Speech both ſtrange, im- 
proper and prepoſterous, with other words, ec. 

M* Secretary ſaid, He could not anſwer his 
Lordſhip nor the reſt without Order from the 
- other Committees; And therefore prayed they 
might confer together : which was granted. So 
they went forth into an outward room and there 
conferred what Speech or Anſwer to make z and 
fo after they returned again, and Mr. Secretary 
ſaid, My Lords, We of the Lower Houle are very 


| ſorry 


your Lopdſhips ſhould. any way conceive 0- 
therwiſe than welt of our Speech and good intent. 
Your Lord(hips termed our Speech (for ſo I may 
ſay,becauſe I ſpake in the name and behalf of the 
Committees ) ſtrange, improper and prepoſte- 
rous. My Lords, I think it not ſtrange, for it is 
not unknown of your Lordſhips that we be all 
Members of one Body, and as we cannot be 
without your Lordſbips , fo. your Lordſhips 
cangot be without us; And when we are de- 
firous, it pleaſeth your Lordſhips out of yous 
favour to vouchſafe us a Conference 3; ſo when 
you be wilkng, it pleaſeth us out of the defire 
we bave to be obſervant, to yield thereunto : 
Neither have your Lordſhips been more forward 
to gratify us with your favours, than we of the 
Lower Houſe have been willing to further your 
Honours deſires with our beft turtherance. And 
therefore my Lords, it is no. ſtrange thing to 
have a Conference, neither our Speech ſtrange 
becauſe it tended to draw us to ſome particular 
point of Conference. For the Epithet 3»ypropey, 
E am to tel} your Lordſhips, that I delivered no 
more than I was commanded, nor no leſs than I 
was required. And therefore by your Lordfhips 
favour, no Cauſe it ſhould deſerve the title of 
impropriety. And I take it, by your Lordſhips 
favour, it was not prepoiterous : for my Lords, 
the firſt matter we took ſhould be handled, was 
the doubts which we imagined your Lordfhips 
had conceived of the Bill; and if your Lord- 
ſhips had ought elſe conceived, I thought fit to 
{hew your Lordſhips that we then came without 
Commiſſion. So my Lords, I hope I have made 
it appear, that the Speech was neither ſtraxge, 
improper nor prepoſterous. But we of the Lower 
Houſe who be here Committees, do befeech your 
Lordſhips that you would not conceive other- 
wile of us than we deſerve; And your Lord- 
ſhips ſhall find us ever ready in all dutiful Service 
as coadjuting Members of one United Body the 
Houſe of Parliament. $0 after withdrawing of 
themſelves a little from the Table, the Lords hum» 
med and whiſpered, and at length calling us, 

The Lord Treaſurer ſaid, The Lords were ſa- 
tified with our Anſwer , and very glad they 
found us ſo conformable; by which they doubted 
not but we ſhould well agree for the Conference, 
whereby the Bill might have the better paſlage. 

M- Secretary Anſwered , That he was very 
glad their Lordſhips did conceive aright of them z 
And that the Committees , becauſe they were 
many and would not be troubleſome with mul- 
tiplicity of Speech, had choſen for their Speakers 
to (atisfie their Honours, M* Bacow, M* Serjeant 
Harris, MF Francis Moore, M* Henry Mountague, 
M* Philipps and M* Boice, $0 the Lords called 
M* Attorney General for them, who having ſpo- 
ken a while on the one (ide, and been Anſwered 
by Serjeant Harris on the other fide, the Confe- 
rence or meeting of the ſaid Committees brake 
up umperfeQly, and was further deferr'd till the 
next Morning.

On Saturday the 12** day of December the 
Bill to avoid the ſtealing of Cattle was read the 
ſecond timeand committed unto SirGeorge Moore, 
Mr. Maynard, Mr. Brown and others, who were 
appointed to meet upon Txeſday next in the Mzd- 
dle-Temple Hall at two of the Clock in the After- 
noon. 

Two Bills had each of them one reading ; of 
which the ſecond being the Bill for Confirmation 
of the Marinor of Sagebury alias Sadgbury unto 
John Harris and Sammel Sandys Gent. was read 
the third time and paſſed upon the queſtion. 

Some partof this Forenoons Paſlages doth now 
next follow out of private Journals. 

An A& for redreſs of certain abuſes uſed in 
Painting was read the third time. 

"It was moved by Sir George Moore and ſome 
others, that the Bill might be let ſlip, and the 


Cauſe refer'd to the Lord Mayor of Londor,. be- | 


cauſe it concerned a Controverſie between the - 
Painters and Plaiſterers of London. 

To which M* Davies Anſwered, That the laſt 
Parliament this Bill ſhould have paſt this Houſe, 
but it was refer'd as is now deſired , and Bonds 
made by the Plaiſterers for performance of the 
Orders to be ſet down by the Lord Mayor ; yet 
all will do no good : Wherefore, M* Speaker, 
[ think it good to be put to the queſtion. 

Sir Stephen Soamee defired that my Lord Mayor 
might not be troubled with them, &c. but that 
it might be put to the queſtion, and it ſeemed- 
likely to go againſt the Painters, But M* Heyward 
Townſend as it was putting to the queſtion ſtood 
up, and ſhewed, that in the Statute of 25 Eg. 3. 
Cap. 3. Plaiſterers were not then ſo called but 
Dawbers and Mudwall-Makers, who had for 
their Wages by the day three pence, and their 
Knave three half pence (for ſo was his Labourer 
called) they ſo continued till King Herry the Se- 
venths time, who brought into Exgland with 
him out of Frarce certain men that uſed Plaiſter 
of Paris about the Kings Sieling and Walls,whoſe 
Statute Labourers theſe Dawbers were. Theſe 
Statute Labourers learned in ſhort time the uſe 


| of Plaiſter of Paris , and did it for the King, 


who increaſed to be many : then ſuing to the 
King for his Favour to Incorporate them, he did 
fulfil their deſire , Incorporating them by the 
name of Gipſarium, which was for Clay and 
Mud, alizs Morter-Makers, Ar. 16 Hen. 7. being 
no Freemen for all their Corporation , they ob- 
tained the Kings Letters in their favour to Sir 
William Remmington the Lord Mayor of Londore 
and the Aldermen, to allow them Freemen,which 
was granted; at what time came in four of them 
paying ten ſhillings a piece for their Freedoms : 
And in three years after that manner came in to 
the number of twenty,but they paid four pound a 
piece for theirFreedom. They renewed theirPatent 
in King Herry the Eighths time, and called thetne _ 
ſelvesPlaiſterers alias Morter-Makers,forthe uſe of 
Loam and Lyme. They made an humble Peti- 
tion and Supplication after this to Sir Joh: Myr- 
day then Lord Mayor and to the Aldermen, to 
grant them Ordinances for the better Rule and 
Government of their Company, 1n theſe words, 
viz, We the good Folks of Plaiſterers in Lodo 
of Plaiſter and Loam of the ſaid City, for redreſs 
of certain abuſes of Lath-Plaiſter and Loam 
wrought in the ſaid Craft, ec. and had allowed 
unto them ſearch for their Company for the uſe 
of Lath, Loam and Lyme. In all their Corpo- 
rations at no time had they the word Colors, 
neither yet in their Ordinances. For all they 
were incorporated by the name of Plaiſterers, 
yet in all King Henry the Eighths time they were 
called Dawhbers, as appears 1n the Accompts of 
the Chamber of London, paid to ſuch and ſuch 
Dawbers for ſo many days ſo much, and to their 
Labourers ſo much. The Plaiſterers never laid 
any Colour upon any of the Kings Houſes, nor 
in the Sheriffs of Londor, but this Year. They 
wore no Livery or Cloathing in the ſeventeenth 

of 
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of King Henry the Eighth. They have been ſuf: 
fered to lay Alehouſe Colours as red Lead and 
Oaker with ſuch like, and now intrude them- 
ſelves to all Colours; Thus they take not only 
their own work but Painting alſo, and leave no- 
thing to do for the Painter. Painters and Stain- 
ers were two ſeveral Companies in King Edward 
the Thirds time; one for Painting of Poſts and 
all Timber-Work, and the other for Staining and 
Painting of Cloth of great continuance. The 
two ſeveral Companies were joined both into 
one by their own conſents, and by the conſents 
of the Lord Mayor and Court of Aldermen of 
the City the nineteenth year of King Edward the 
Fourth. The Painters had Orders allowed them 
for the uſe of Oyl and Colours, eſpecially named 
in King Henry the Fourths time, from the Lord 
Mayor and City. Painters cannot work without 
Colours, their only mixture being Oyl and Size, 
which the Plaiſterers do now uſurp and intrude 
into. Painters have her Majeſties Letters Patents 
dated the twenty fourth year of Elizabeth, for- 
bidding afy Artificer the uſe of Colours and 
Oyl or Size, after the manner of Painting, but 
only ſuch as have been or ſhall be Apprentice, 


namely with a Painter , ſeven years at the leaſt. | 


And where the Plaiſterers obje&, that the Pain- 
ters do abridge other Companies of their Co- 
lours, that is moſt apparently untrue; for Gold- 
ſmiths do uſe Colours, but not after the manner 
of Painting, and work without Oyl or fize. 
Book- Binders uſe Colours, but neither with Oyl 
or Size, So Cutlers uſe Varniſhing and Gilding; 
So Glaziers uſe Colours with nealing in the Oven; 
Bricklayers uſe Colours, but neither with Oyl or 
Size 3 And Joiners do ule Varniſh. Workman- 
ſhip and Skill is the gift of God, and not one in 
ten proveth a Workman 3 yet it is requiſite, that 
all ſuch as have been brought up all the dayes of 
their Life in a Trade, and cannot attain to the 
Excellency of Skill that is required, ſhould live 
by the baſer part of their Science , when they 
cannot attain the better, which is in working in 
Oyl and Size thoſe Flats, Polts and Windows, 
ec. If Plaiſterers may be ſuffercd to Paint, Work- 
manſhip in Painting will decay 3: for no Work- 
man will keep an Apprentice four or five years 
to pradtiſe and not able to get one penny, unleſs 
he might now get ſomething towards his Meat 
and Drink in laying of Oyl Colours, as on Poſts. 
And experience teacheth us now, that among 
the number of three hundred there are not 
twelve ſufficient Workmen to be found in Lon- 
don. Yet one of theſe (ſuch was his Poverty) 
was fain for his relief to Wife and Children to 
wear upon the Lord Mayors Day a Blue Gown 
and red Cap, and to carry a Torch (he being 
fifty years old.) One man will lay and paint 
more Colours in a day than ten men can grind, 
which grinding of Colours ſhall be the relief of 
two or three hundred poor men, that cannot 
attain Workmanſhip, and that is taken away by 
Plaiſterers, and the poor men both Painters, their 
Wives and Children go a begging for want of 
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work. Belides, Painting of Cloths is decayed 
and not an hundred Yards of new Painted Cloth 
mace 1n a Year here by reaſon of ſo much Pain- 
ted Flanders pieces brought from thence 3 fo as 
the Painters have nothing to live on,but laying ot 
Oyl Colours on Poſts, Windows, &«c. It 1s a cu- 
rious Art and requireth a good Eye, and a ſted- 
faſt Hand, which the infirmity of Age decayeth 
quickly, and then Painters beg. Plaiſterers take 
money from the Higheſt Perſonages to the meari- 
elt Cottagers, -whoſe Walls muſt needs be made : 
Painters take money but of a few for their de- 
light. Painters give to the Plaiſterers (ix kind-of 
Colours commonly uſed (as the Bill importeth) 
to be laid with Size and not with Oyl; and for 
every twenty ſhillings earned with Oyl Colours, 
there is ten pound earned with Size Colours, be- 
ing every mans money. Theſe Walls thus curi- 
ouſly painted in former Ages, the Arms fo Arti- 
ficially drawn, the Imagry fo perfe&ly done, do 
witneſs our Forefathers care in cheriſhing this Art 
of Painting, ec. Sol think the Bill very reaſon- 
able and fit to paſs 3 And thereupon the Bill pat 
ſed upon the queſtion. 

The relidue of this Forenoons Paſſages do 
hereafter follow out ofthe Original Journal-Book 
of the Houſe of Commons. 

Two Bills had each of them one reading; of 
which the firſt touching garbling of Spices was 
read the third time, and paſſed upon the queſti- 
on and diviſion o: the Houſe, with the difference 
of fifty four Voices, viz. with the Yea ninety five, 
with the No forty one. 

M- Attorney General and M* Doctor Carew 
coming from the Lords unto this Houſe do fig- 
nifie, that their Lordſhips are ready for Conte - 
rence with the Committees of this Houſe appoin- 
ted to have Conference with their ſaid Lordſhips 
in the Bill touching Confirmation of Grants and 
Letters Patents, &*c, 

The four Bills Jaſt paſt were ſent up to the 
Lords by M* Secretary Ceci/ and others. 

The Bill touching the Priſonersin Ludgate was 
read the ſecond time , and committed urito- all 
the Queens Learned Councel being of this Houſe, 
the Maſter of Requeſts, Sir Stephen Soame, MF 
Philips and others, who were appointed to meet 
this Afternoon at the Committee Chamber of 
this Houſe at two of the Clock in the After- 
noon. 

The Bill to redreſs milimployment of Lands, 
Goods and Stocks of money heretofore given to 
certain charitable uſes, was upon the ſecond read- 
ing committed to the former Committees (who 
were appointed on Saturday the 28" day of No- 
vember foregoing) andunto Sir Edward $S tarhop, 
Mr Maynard, Mi" Harris and others, who were 
appointed to meet in the Committee Chamber 
of this Houſe at two of the Clock this After- 
noon. 

M- Brown a Committee in the Bill againſt 
tranſportation of Iron Ordnance declared the 
travel of the Committees, and delivered in the 
Bill with ſome Amendments. 

S\(ſl 
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Tix Amendments in the Bill againſt tranſpor- 
cacion of Ordnance, &c. was twice read, and the 
Bill was Ordered to be ingroſled. 

Sir Francis Darcie a Committee in the Bill 
touching relief of Maimed Souldiers and Mariners, 
declared the Addition of ſome few words unto 
the ſame by the Committees, viz. [do not ex- 
ceed or be under] and in another place theſe 
words, 2iz, [and be under] which being twice 
read the Bill was Ordered to be ingroſled. 


Poſt Meridien. 


The Bill touching the eſtabliſhing of the re- 
mainder of certain Lands unto Kettlebie 
was read the ſecond time and committed unto 
M* Comptroller, M* Secretary Cecil/ and others, 
who were appointed to meet in the Court of 
Wards upon Monday next in the Morning at 
cight of the Clock. 

The Bill for the more diligent coming to 
Church on the Sunday, was read the third 
time. 

To which ſeveral Speeches were made as fol- 
loweth. 

M* Bord ſaid, This Bill as it is now ingroſled, 
much differeth from the firſt which was here 
preſented, which I the better like of. Notwith- 
ſtanding, in my opinion, the Bill is altogether 
needleſs, and divers reaſons move me to think it 
both inconvenient and unneceflary. Every evil 
in a State is not to be met with in a Law ; and 
as it is in natural, ſo it is in politick Bodies, that 
ſometimes the remedy is worſe than the diſeaſe. 
And therefore particular Laws againſt particular 
offences induce novelty, and in novelty con- 
tempt. Hippodamus Mileſins offered to reward 
any man bountifully which could invent a good 
and new Law : But Ariſtotle condemneth that 
Policy , and the beſt Orator Demoſthenes con- 
demneth that State which will admit of any 
Innovation , although it be good in it ſelf. If 
this Bill paſſeth, there will be two imputations 
Rapped to the State, which Wiſdom wills us both 
to foreſee and ſhun : The firſt an Infamy to our 
Miniſters, that our Adverſaries may ſay , this is 
the fruit of your labour to have Preached away 
your Audience out of the Church; The ſecond 
no leſs but rather a greater imputation upon our 
Archbiſhops and other Eccleſiaſtical Governours, 
that they be either remiſs in their Authority, or 
elſe that their Prerogative hath not ſo much 
power as a twelve peny Fine. And doubtleſs 
theſe imputations cannot be avoided, if we give 
the Jeſuits ſuch head, ſcope and comfort as they 
in their Writings do greedily apprehend. I do, 
Mr Speaker , conceive great difference betwixt 
primo Eliz, when time was, and this Law of 44. 
Eliz. asnow it is. Then the People were newly 
taken from Maſfling and Superſtition; Now they 
are planted in truth, and rooted in Religion. The 
light did then ſcarce appear unto them, which 
now ſhineth with glorious Beams upon our 


Teachers and Ecclchiaſtical Judges. And as the 


malice of the Adverſary was only againſt them 
in the beginning , ſo is it ſtretcht forth to put 

down, and flameth like a conſuming Fire to de. 

vour our Doftrine. Theſe reaſons abdreſaid were 

the Ground-work of Oſorizs Foundation in his 

Epiſtle unto her Majeſty, to give advantage to 

ſpeak evil. I will give but a reaſon or two more 

and ſo an end. Suppoſe that a negleQor of 
Church-Service comes to the Seſſions there to be 

Examined, alledging an excuſe 3 many buſineſſes 

ſo concern the doer not to be known, that to 

ſpeak truth wotild be his undoing, and to ſpeak 

untruth would be aKyound unto his Conſcience; 

And to fay his buſineſs, were a meer mockery ; 

and to ſay an untruth, an apparent danger. If 
this Law may ſtand for a Law, methinks I fore- 
ſee what breach of Charity will happen. Say 
there be forty in a Town abſent, the Church- 
Warden preſents ſome and not others : It will 
be objetted unto him, wherefore ſhould I be pre- 
ſented and not he? why my Wife, my Son, my 
Servant, my Friend, not his, &c. Will not this 
be a great breach to Unity and Peace? Juſt pro- 
ſecution will be infinitely cumberſome, and par- 
tial connivance ſubje& to quarrel, Notwith- 
ltanding this Statute we leave power to the Ec- 
clcliaſtical Judge whoſe courſe is to proceed to 
Excommunication, and fo an Excommunicato ca- 
piendo muſt be had. This 1s as great a charge as 

the Inditment in the Statute of prime. In this 
Statute a Witneſs or two muſt be brought to the 
Seſſions, he muſt be preſented to the Grand Jury 
and fo Indicted 3 This will coſt five ſhillings, a 
noble or. ten ſhillings , which is as much as the 
charge in the firſt Statute. So becauſe this Bill is 
{landerous to the Clergy, {landerous to the State, 
repugnant to Charity and Crambe recoFa, T hum- 
bly pray it may receive the like entertainment 
the former Bill had, 23s. to be rejected. 

Sir Francis Haſtings ſaid, I ſhall ſpeak upon 
great diſadvantage 3 I perceive this Member of 
our Houſc hath taken ſtudied pains to diſturb 
the paſſage of this Bill. To which I ſhall not ſo 
well anſwer, becauſe I ſhall not ſo well carry a- 
way the particulars of this politick, but not Re- 
ligious diſcourſe. Tf it be Religion to be obedi- 
ent at pleaſure, if I could be Zealous to day, and 
cold to Morrow, I could ſubſcribe to all that he 
hath ſaid. We connot do amore acceptable thing 
to God or a more durtiful ſervice to the State, 
than bring men to fear God, Religion and Po- 
licy may well ſtand together : But as that policy 
1s moſt deteſtable which hath not Religion to 
warrant it, ſo is that Religion moſt happy which 
hath policy to back and maintain- 1t. I know 
the Jeſuits and Prieſts be out of ſquare, and be 
at a Jarr amongſt themſelves: I pray God it be 
not to make a breach among us, who be yet in 
Unity. Wit well applyed is a profitable thing 3 
butill applied, dangerous, in whomſoever doth 
abuſe it. There is no man of ſenſe and Religion, 
but thinketh that be is far from Religion (point- 
ing at M* Bozd) that made the Speech. Firſt, he 


ſaid it would be an imputation to our Miniſters, 
That 
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That Speech was both abſurd in Judgment and 
{landerous in uttering 3 as though by the Mini- 
ſters of the word we were loth to hear of our 
Sins or reconcile our ſelves to God. The ſecond, 
That it was an imputation on Archbiſhops, Bi- 
ſhops, &c. I am fo far from blaming their Go- 
vernment, that I renounce that Poſition. I am 
very ſorry, that the ſtrength of their Authority 
ſtretcheth not fo far as I could wiſh it in this 
point. But methinks this Law ſhould rather be 
a credit-to the Miniſtry , that now we having 
gone to Church theſe forty three Years our ſelves, 
are ſo fervent in Religion , that we delire alſo 
that others may do the like._ I beſeech you give 
me leave to wipe-away a grievance , which it 
ſeems the Gentleman that laſt ſpake imputeth un- 
to me. He hath made a Proteltation, that he is 
no Papiſt : I appeal to you all it I ſaid he was. 
And I fay he is no Puritan 1f he benot a Papilt; 
for if there be ever a Puritan in Erglarnd, it is a 
Papiſt. I learned of D* Humfrey who was ſome- 
times my Tutor, a diviſion of four forts of Pu- 
ritans ; Firſt, The Catholick which holds that a 
man cannot fin after Baptiſm 3 Secondly, The 
Papiſt, which is ſuch a Merit-monger , that he 
would not only ſave himſelf by his own Merits, 
but by the Merits of others alſo 3 A third fort 
are the Browniſts or Family of Love, a Sect too 
well known in Ezgland, 1 would they had never 
ſo been 3 The fourth and laſt fort are your E- 
vangelical Puritans, which inſiſt wholly upon 
Scriptures as upon a ſure ground 3 And of theſe 
I would we had many more than we now 
have. 

It was ſhewed by D* Bennet upon occaſion 
of Speech of the multitude of Recuſants, that 
there were thirteen hundred, nay fifteen hundred 
Recuſants in Torkshire , which he vouched upon 
his Credit were preſented both in the Eccleſiaſti- 

cal Court and before the Council at Tork, 
$0 after divers Speeches-and Arguments it” was 
put to the queſtion, whether the Bill ſhould be 
ingroſſed, and the greater number could not be 
diſcerned. Whereupon Sir Robert Wroth ſhewed, 
that he had a Proviſo ready ingroffed, the ſub- 
ſtance whereof was, That if any man came eight 
times a Year to the Church, and faid the uſual 
Divine-Service twice every Sunday and Holyday 
in his Houſe, with his whole Family, that ſhould 
be a ſufficient diſpenſation. This was utterly 
miſliked : yet divers which were deſirous to 
overthrow the Bill went forth with the Proviſo, 
becauſe they would have it joined with the Bill 
to overthrow it. Whereupon the Houſe was di- 
vided, and upon diviſion it appeared thus, The 
I, I, I were a hundred twenty fix, the No were 
eighty five. So the Proviſo paſt. Then it was 
put to the Queſtion for the Bill, but then divers 
reaſons were ſhewed, M* Bonds two reaſons of 
prejudice to Miniſters and the Clergy , and the 
danger by breach of Charity ; That the Informa- 
tion was a thing contrary to Magna Charta, 
That there might be a Conviction without en- 


quiry. 
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Sir Walter Raleigh (hewed,that all the Church- 


Wardens of every Shire muſt come to the Aſſizes 
to give Information to the Grand Jury; (ay then 
there be a hundred and twenty Pariſhes in a 
Shire, there muſt now come extraordinary two 
hundred and forty Church-Wardens: And ſay 
that but two in a Pariſh offend in a quarter of a 
Year, that makes four hundred and eighty per- 
ſons with the Offenders to appear 5 what great 
multicudes this will bring together, what quarrel- 
ling and danger may happen, beſides giving Au- 
thority to a mean Church-Warden , how preju- 
dicial this may be, ec. with divers other reaſons 
againſt it. As alſo ſome Ambiguities and Equivo- 
cations thereinz The Proviſo newly added being 
a plain Toleration from coming toChurch z and 
that the Parſon could not- preſent or conſtrain 
any if they ſaid Service at home. So it was put 
to the queſtion thrice together, and becauſe the 
truth could not be diſcerned , the Houſe was 
again divided, and the I, I, I went forth and 
were a hundred and five, and the Noes within 
a hundred and fix. So they got it by one Voice, 
and the I,I,I loſt; but then the I, I, I faid they 
had M* Speakers, which would make it even. 
And then it grew to a queſtion, whether he had 
a Voice. Sir Edward Hyobbie who was of the 
[,I, I fide, faid, that when her Majelty had gi- 
ven us leave to chuſe our Speaker , ſhe gave us 
leave to chuſe one out of our own number and 
not a Stranger, a Citizen of London and a Mem- 
ber 3 and therefore he hath a Voice. To which 
it was anſwered by Sir Walter Raleigh, and con- 
firmed by the Speaker himſelf, that he was fore- 
cloſed of his Voice by taking that place , which 
it had pleaſed them to impoſe upon him 3 and 
that he was to be indifferent for both Parties : 
And withal ſhewed , that by the Order of the 
Houſe the Bill was loſt. | 

M- Bowyer, Secretary to the old Lord Trea- 
ſurer Buckþurſt, ſaid, M* Speaker, I think it not 
loſt, for there hath been foul and great abuſe of- 
fered in this matter. A Gentleman that would 
willingly go forth according to his Conſcience, 
was vulled back : Though I much reverence my 
Maſters of the Temple, and am bound to our 
Benchers of the Mzddle-lemple, yet if it will 
pleaſe the Houſe and you M* Speaker to com- 
mand me to name him, I will. The greateſt 
Voice ſaid no, yet M* Secretary Cecill willed him 
to name him, and he faid, it was M* Dale of the 
Midale-Temple. | 

Sir Walter Raleigh ſaid, why if it pleafe you, 
it is a ſmall matter to pull one by the Sleeve, for 
ſo have I done my (elf oftentimes. (And great 
loud Speech, and ſtir there was in the Houſe.) 

M* Comptroller (after ſilence) ſaid, We have 
been often troubled by a Phyſician (meaning 
M* Bord) and he hath been ſpoken againſt. He 
troubled us with AriiFotle and other Books ; if 
he had ſtayed there, it had been well : but 1 
think we had need of Phyſicians to ſtay our 
Heads and cool our heats and humours, not fit- 
ting a Court of Parliament ; for it is a moſt in- 

Sf 2 tolerable 
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tolerable diſorder. I think the offence is a hai- 
nous offence, both againft God, and this Aſſem- 
bly. For the firſt, in that every man 1s to go ac- 
cording to his Conſcience and not by compulſt- 
on; And for the other Gentleman Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh, that faid he had often done the like , I 
think he may be aſhamed of it ; for large 1s his 
Conſcience, if in a matter of fo great conſe- 
quence he will be drawn either forwards or back- 
wards by the Sleeve 3 And [I think it ſo hainous, 
that he deſerves to Anſwer it at the Bar (mean- 
ing M* Dale, but becauſe Sir Walter Raleigh 
was laſt named, it was taken to be meant of 
him. 

Y; Secretary Cecill ſaid, I am forry to ſee this 
Diſorder, qnd little do you know how for dil- 
order the Parliament is taxed , I am ſorry I can- 
not ſay {landered. I had hoped as this Parlia- 
ment began gravely and with Judgtnent, ſo we 
ſhould have ended modeſtly , and at leaſt with 
diſcretion, I proteſt I have a Libel in my Pocket 
againſt the Proceedings of this Parliament. The 
offence which the Gentleman that laſt ſpake, 
ſpoke of, I confeſs is great and puniſhable; And 
this I wiſh may be inflicted on him, that he 
whoſe Voice may be drawn either forwards or 
backwards by the Sleeve, like a Dog 1n a ſtring, 
may be no more of this Houſe 3 And I wiſh for 
his Credits ſake he would not. But that it ſhould 
' be o great to be called to the Bar, I ſee no rea- 
ſon, neither do I know why any 1n this Houſe 
ſhould ſpeak fo imperiouſly as to have a Gentle- 
man of his place and quality (pointing to Sir 
Walter Raleigh) called to the Bar, I ſee no rea- 
ſon for it : For the matter it ſelf, the Noes were 
a hundred and fix, and the I, I, I a hundred and 
five, the Speaker hath no Voice; and though I 
am ſorry to ſay it , yet I muſt needs confeſs loſt 
It 1s, and farewel it. 

There was another Gentleman, a No, pulled 
out as well as the other was kept in, and there- 
fore it had happened even howſoever 3 for Mr 
_—_ Jones and M* Barker pulled out Lyorel! 

ucket.

M* Dodttor Carew and M* Dottor Hoxe did 
bring from the Lords two Bills paſſed with their 
Lordſhips ; of which the firſt was the Bill con- 
cerning Captains, Souldiers, Mariners and other 
the Queens Services in the Wars.

M* Herbert Croft ſaid, M* Speaker, though per- 
haps my Motion may ſeem unſeaſonable at this 
preſent, yet I beſeech the Houſe confider with 
me a Speech made Yeſterday that conſiſted of four 
parts, the ſcope whereof (it being M" Hachvel!'s 
Speech) layes open the dangerous miſchiets that 
come by tranſportation of Ordnance, and that 
due reformation thereof may be had for reſtraint 
of private tranſporting z I would only put the 
Houſe in mind, and you alſo M* Speaker , that 
the Gentleman which Yeſterday moved it, defſi- 
red that M* Speaker might ſay ſomerhing there- 
of to her Majeſty in his Speech to be inſerted.
